WE,  THE  VtoTLt  or  THE  UNITED  STATES,  in  order 

TO  FORM  A  MORE  PJlRPECT  UnION,  ESTAftLXSH  JuSTlCE, 
INSURE  DOMESTIC    TrAKQUILLITY,    PROVIDE    FOR    THE 

COMMON  Defence,  promote  the  general  Welfare^ 

AND  SECURE  THE  BlRSSINOS  OF  LlBERTY  TO  OURSELVES 

AND  OUR  Posterity,  DO  ordain  and  establish  thi^ 
CONSTITUTION  for  the  UNITED  STATES  of 
AMERICA.  •  — 

ARTICLE  I. 
SxcTioxI*    ALL  legislative  powers,  herein  grsoited,  P^^^*  . 
XJu  shall  be  vested  in  ^CONGRESS  of  the  pj^^c"^^^^ 
United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives* 

Szct.  II  •  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  compos-  OPilie 
cd  of  meHlbers  chosen  every  second  year,  by  the  people  of  Houfe  of 
the  several  states  ;  and  the  ele^ors  in  each  state  shall  have  Rcprcfcnia- 
the  qualifications  requisite  for  ele^ors  of  the  most  nume- 
jous  branch  of  the  state  legislature* 

No  person  shall  bii  a  Representative,  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty -five  years,  and  been  seven 
jears  a  citizen  of  She  United  States,  and  who  shall  not, 
when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  state  in  which  he 
shall  be  chosen* 

Representatives  and  dire6l  taxes  shall  be  apportioned, 
among  the  several  states  which  may  be  included  within  this 
Union,  according  to  their  respe6live  numbers,  which  shall 
be  determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  per- 
.sons,  including  those  lK>und  to  service  for  a  term  of  years, 
^d  excluding  Indians  nojt  taxed,  thvcc  fifths  of  all  other 
persons*  The  a6iual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within 
three  years  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  thts 
United  States,  and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  teu 
years,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  by  law  direcn.  The 
dumber  of  Representatives  shull  not  exceed  one  ibr  ever/

thirty  thousand,  but  each  state  shall  have  at  least  one  re- 
presentative ;  and,  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made, 
the  state  of  New-Hampshire  shall  be  entitled  to  choose 
three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode-Island  and  Providence 
Plantations  one,  Connefticut  five,  New- York  six,  New- 
Jersey  four»  Pennsylvania  dgbt^  Delaware  one,  Maryland 
six,  Virginia  ten,  North-Carolina  five.  South  Carolina  five^ 
and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies   happen  in   the    representation  from 
^        any  state,  the  executive  authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs 
of  eledlion,  to  fill  such-  vacancies.    . 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  cboosQ  their  Speaker, 
and  other  officers,  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  im« 
peachment. 
Of  the  Sc-     ^SicT.  III.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  com- 
*aic.  posed  of  two  Senators  from  each  state,  chosen  by  the  legisla-» 

tare  thereof  for  six  years  ;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one 
vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled,  in  consequence 
of  the  first  eIe£lion,  they  shall  be  divided,  as  equally  as 
may  be,  into  three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  Senators  of 
the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  se- 
cond year ;  of  the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the 
fburth  year ;  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the 
sixtli  year  ;  so  that  one  third  may  be  chosen  every  second 
year ;  and  if  vacancies  happen  by  resignation)  or  otherwise, 
during  the  recess  of  the  legislature  of  any  state,  the  execu- 
tive thereof  may  make  temporary  appointments,  until  the 
next  meeting  cff  the  legislature,  which  shall  tlien  fill  such 
vacancies. 

No  person  shall  be  a  Senator,  who  shall  not  have  attained 

to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of 

the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  ele£led,  be  an 

inhabitant  of  that  state  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  shall  be.  Presi* 

« 

dent  of  tlie  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  they  be 
equally  divided. 

The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers,  and  also  a 
^President  pro  tempore,  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  office  of  President  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeach- 
ments. When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on 
oath  or  affirmation.  When  the  President  of  the  United 
States  is  tried,  the  Chief  Jfustice  shall  preside*  And  no 
person  shall  be  convicted,  without  the  concurrence  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  fur- 
ther than  to  removal  from  office,  and  di^f]ualificationtohold 
and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  under  the 
United  States  j  but  the  party  convicted  shaU>  nevertheless^ 
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be  lsld>le  and  wibjeA  to  indi6tment|  trial}  judgment  and 
punishment,  accof^ng  to  Jaw* 

Sscr.  IV.  The  times^places  and  m^mner  of  holding  elec*  Maaner  of 
tiMis  for  Senators  and  RepreaentatireS)  shall  be  prescribed  eleftiog 
in  each  state  by  the  legislature  thereof ;  but  the  congress  membcri* 
may  at  any  time,  by  law,  make,  or  alter  such  regulations) 
except  as  to  the  places  of  choosing  Senators* 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year,  i 

and  such  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Motiday  in.  December^  ! 

unless  they  shall,  by  law,  appoint  a  different  day. 

SscT.  V.  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  ele£tions,  Powert  of 
returns  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  majo-  eadiHonfe. 
rity  of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business  ;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  fi*om  day  to  day,  and  may  be 
authorised  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  memberst 
in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties,  as  each  House 
may  provide. 

Each  House  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and,  with  &e 
concurrence  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  member^ 

Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
from  time  to  time  pHiblish  the  same,  excepting  such  parts 
as  may  in  their  judgment  require  secrecy  ;  and  the  yeas 
aad  nays  of  the  members  of  either  House  on  any  question 
ahall,atthedesire  of  one  fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered 
on  the  journal*  . 

Neither  House,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place,  than  that  in  which  the 
fiwo  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

SacT*  VI.  TheSenators  andRepresentatives  shall  receive  Compeofa- 
a  compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  tion,  privU 
and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States.     They  }«ae*9  Aod 
shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  the  Jj"/2e*""* 
peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  members* 
the  session  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to,  and 
setuming  from,  the  same ;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in 
either  House,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place* 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time  for 
which  he  was  elecied,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under 
the  authority  of  the  United  Sutes,  which  shall  have  been 
ereaied,  tf  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  in- 
creased, during  such  time  ;  and  no  person  holding  any 
office  under  the  United  Stated,  shall  be  a  member  of  either 
Hoose^  during  his  continuance  in  ofBce. 

SscT*  VII.  All  bilfe  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  Manner  of 
the  House  of  Representatives ;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  v^<Rng 
orc<mcur  with  amendments,  as  on  other  bills.  *'**^*>  ^^' 

Every  bill,  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Rcpre* 
^entatives  and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  become  a  law,  be 
presented^to  the  President  of  the  United  States  ^  if  he  ap- 
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^f*T^,hc  sktil  Sfffnit;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it,' with  hU 
objections,  to  that  House  in  vhich  it  shall  have 
originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objedUons  at  large  on  their 
journal,  and  proceed  to  re-consider  iU  If,  after  such  re- 
consideration, two  thirdaof  that  House  shall  agree  to  pas^ 
^the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the'obje£tions,  to  the 
other  House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered, 
and,  if  approved,  bj  two  thirds  of  that  House,  it  shall  be- 
come a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  Houses 
shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the 
persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on 
the  journal  of  each  House,  respe6tively«  If  any  bill  shall 
not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sunday« 
excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the 
same  shall  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it, 
unless  the  Congress,  by  their  adjournment,  prevent  its  re- 
turn, in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

Every  order,  resolution  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  neces- 
sary (except  on  a  question  of  adjournment)  shall  be  pre<* 
aented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and,  before 
the  same  shall  take  effedl,  shall  be  a'{)proved  by  him,  or, 
being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  re-passed  by  two  thirds 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  t» 
the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  the  case  of  a  bill, 
lowers  of     Sect.  VIII.  The  Congress  shall  have  power— 
Congreff.       To  lay  andcolleft  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  to 
pay  the  debts,  and  provide  for  the  common  defence  and  ge- 
neral welfare  of  the  United  States  ;  but  all  duties,  imposts 
and  excises,  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States  $ 
To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States  ; 
To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  amoni^ 
the  several  states,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes  ; 

To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and 
uniform  laws  on  the  subjc6t  of  bankruptcies,  throughout 
the  United  Spates ; 

To  coin  money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  foreigm 
coin,  and  fix  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures  ; 

'J\o  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  se- 
curities and  current  coin  of  the  United  States  ; 
To  establish  post-offices  and  post-roads ; 
To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useftil  arts,  by 
securing,  for  limited  times,  to  authors  and  inventors,  the 
exclusive  rij^ht  to  their  respective  writings^ind  discoveries } 
To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  court ; 
To  define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  Oit 
the  high  seas,  and  offences  against  the  law  of  nations  ; 

To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  i*eprisal,  and 
make  rules  conccrni^^  captures  on  land  and  water; 
•    To  raise  and  support  armies  y  but  no  appropriation  of 
money  to  that^uic  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  tban  two  y«ars  f 
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To  pnMdt  and  maintain  a 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  andfOKiilatieaof  the 
hnil  and  naval  forcea  ; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  lawa 
•f  the  Union,  suppreaa  insurredtionsy  and  i^pel  invasions  ^ 

To  provide  for  organizing^  arming  and  disciplining  the 
Biilitia}  and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be 
employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to 
tltc  states,  respectively,  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and 
the  authority  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the  dis* 
cipline  prescribed  by  Congress  ; 

Toexcrcise  exclusive  legislation,  in  all  cases  whatsoever^ 
orer  such  distri^  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  squar^)  as  may^ 
by  cession  of  particular  states,  and  the  acceptance  of  Con- 
gress, become  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  exercise  like  authority  over  all  places,  pur* 
chased  by  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  in  which 
the  same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  ar« 
lenals,  dock-yards,  and  other  needful  buildings  ;— and 

To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary,  andpropcr* 
iqr  carrying  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers,  and  alt 
other  (lowers  vested  by  this  constitution  in  the  government 
of  the  United  Statesyor  in  any  department  or  officer  thereof. 

Sect.  IX«  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons^  Limita- 
as  any  of  the  states  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  ad-  ^'^'''  °^^ 
nit,  shall  not  be  pn^bited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  coaKrefi 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight ;  but  a  tax  or       ^    * 
daty  may  be  imposed  on.  such  importation,  not  exceeding 
ten  doHars  for  each  person* 

The  privilege  of.the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be 
suspended,  unless  when  in  cases  of  rebellion,  or  invasion^ 
tht  public  safety  lAay  require  it. 

No  bill  of  attainder,  or  ex  post  fa£lo  law,  shall  be  paased# 

Ko  capitation,  or  other  dire6l  tax,  shall  be  lud,  unless 
in  proportion  to  the  cenauS)  or  enumeration,  herein  before 
dirctted  to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  expoited  from  any 
state.  No  preference  shaU  be  given,  by  any  regulation  of 
commeixe  or  revenue,  to  the  ports  of  one  state  over  those 
of  another ;  npr  shall  vessels  bound  to  or  from  one  state  be 
obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  duties,  in  another. 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  A^m  the  treasury,  but  in  con^ 
sequence  of  appropriations  made  by  law ;  and  a  regular 
statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
sU  public  money  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  shall  oe  granted  by  tbp  United  States  ; 
and  no  person,  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under 
them,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of 
Vij  present  emolument,  office  or  title,  of  any  kind  whate*. 
Tcr,  from  any  king,  prince  or  foreign  state. 

5iCT«  X»  No  state  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance  or 
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Limitations  confederation ;  grant  letters  ormirque  a^d  reprcuit;  c6m

^tsV.  attainder,  ex  post  fa£ko  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation 

Q§  contra6U  ;  or  grant  any  thle  of  nobility* 

No  state  ^hall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  laf 
any  imposts  er  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  exc<^  what 
may  be  absolutely  necessary  fbr  executing  its  inspedlion 
laws ;  and  the  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts,  laid 
by  any  state  on  imports  or  exports,  shall  be  for  the  use  of 
the  treasury  of  the  United  States  ;  and  till  such  laws  shall 
be  subje6t  to  the  revision  and  controul  of  the  Congress. 
No  state  sliall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  estf 
duty  of  tonnage,  keep  troops  or  ships  of  war  in  tiiTie  6£  peace^ 
enter  into  any  agreement  or  compa6t  with  another  statet 
or  with  a  foreign  power,  or  engage  in  war,  unless  a€tually 
invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  danger  as  will  not  admit  of 
delay* 

ARTICLE  II. 
Of  the  Ex-       SxcT.  I.  The  Executive  Power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Presi- 
ecntlve         dent  of  the  United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his  of- 
power.-  ^^^  during  the  term  of  four  years,and,together  with  theVict- 

President,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows  : 
Each  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legisla- 
Manncr  of  ture  thereof  may  diredi^  a  number  of  elefiors,  equal  to  th6 
p'*?h"^  ^^^  whole  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the 
and  Vice-  '^*^  "^^^  ^^  entitled  in  the  Congress ;  but  no  Senator  or  Re- 
IPitfidcnt.  presentative,  or  person  holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit 
under  the  United  States,  shi^U  be  appointed  an  eleflor. 

The  ele6lors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and 
¥ote,  by  ballot,  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shalt 
notbe  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  witb  themselves.  And 
they  shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of 
the  number  of  votes  for  each  ;  which  list  they  shall  sign 
and  certify,  and  transmit,  sealed,  to  the  seat  of  the.  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  dir^^d  to  the  President  of  the 
Senate.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,open  all  the  cer- 
tificates, and  the  votes  shall  ^en  be  counted.  The  person 
having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  President, 
if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  elec*^ 
tors  appointed ;  and  if  i&ere  be  more  than  one  who  have 
such  majority,  and  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  immediately  choose,  by  bal* 
lot,  one  of  them  for  President ;  and  if  no  person  have  a 
majority,  then,  from  the  five  highest  on  the  list,  the  said 
House  shall,  in  like  manner,  choose  the  President.  But  in 
choosing  the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states, 
the  representation  from  each  state  having  one  vote  :  A  quo- 
rum for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member  or  meiti'<- 
bers  from  two-thirds  of  the  states,  and  a  majority  of  all  the 
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states  shall  be  ivecessary  to  a  choice.  In  every  casej  after 
the  choice  of  the  President,  the  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votesoftheeleftors  shall  be  the  Vice-President. 
But  if  there  should  remain  two  or  more,  who  have  equal 
votes,  the  Senate  shall  choose  from  them,  by  ballot,  th^ 
Vice-President. 

The  Congress  may  determine  the  time  of  choosing  the 
tle61ors,  and  the  day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  votes, 
which  day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  person,  except  a  natural  born  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of  Who  may 
the  United^tates  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Consti-  ^  elcaed 
tution,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  dffice  of  President ;  neither  ^'«^«'*^ 
shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  that  office,  who  shall  not 
have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty -Qve  years,  and  been  four- 
teen years  a  resident  within  the  United  States. 

In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  office,  or  of  in  cafe  of 
his  death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  the  removal, 
and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  &c- of  the 
Vice-President,  and  the  Congress  may,  by  law,  provide  for  P.»"*l»dcnr, 
the  case  of  removal,  death,  resignation  or  inability,  both  of  ^^  devolve 
the  President  and  Vice-President,   declaring  what  officer  on  the  Vice* 
shall  then  act  as  President,  and  such  officer  shall  a6t  ac-  Prefident, 
cordingly,  until  the  disability  be  removed^  or  a  President  ^^* 
shall  be  cledted. 

The  President  shall  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  ser-  P'eCdent'i  . 
vices  a  compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  f(*™^^  ' 
dimiuished  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected  ;  and  he  shall  not  receive,  within  that  period,  any 
other  emolument  from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 
Before  he  enter  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall 
take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  : 

^  I  do  solemnly    swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  ]m  ga^|, 
execute  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  preserve,  protect,  and  defend 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.'* 

Sect.  II.  The  President  shall  be  commander  in  chief  of  powers  and 
the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  militia  duties  of  the 
of  the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  a6\ual  service  of  Pfctidcnu 
the  United  States ;  he  may  require  the  opinion,  in  writing, 
of  the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  executive  departments, 
upon  any  subje^  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respeclivs 
offices ;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  par- 
dmis  for   offences  against  tlie   United   States,   except  in 
cases  of  impeachment. 

'He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the 
Senators  present,  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  ap- 
uoint  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consuls, 
judges  of  the  supreme  court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the 
Cuited  St^esj  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  ;^^'cr* 
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-v^'lse  ppovided  for,  and  ^Th]^ch  shall  be  established  by  Iaw« 
But  the  Congress  may,  by  Jaw,  vest  the  appointment  of 
such  inferior  officers  a,s  they  tl\ink  proper  in  the  President 
alone,  in  the  courts  of  law,  dr  in  the  heads  of  departments. 
The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies 
that  may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by  grant- 
ing commissions,  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their 
next  session.

The  friends  of  our  country  have  long  seen  and  desifed, 
that  the  power  of  making  war,  peace,  and  treaties,  that  of 
levying  money,  and  regulating  commerce,  and  the  corre- 
spondent executive  and  judicial  authorities,  should  be  fully 
and  efifeftually  vested  in  the  general  government  of  the 
Union  :  but  the  impropriety  of  delegating  such  extensive 
trust  to  one  body  of  men,  is  evident.  Hence  results  the 
liccei^sity  of  ^  different  organization. 

It  is  obviously  impradlicabie,  in  the  Federal  Goverh- 
ihent  of  these  States,  to  secure  all  right*  of  Independent 
aovercignty  to  each,  and  yet  provide  for  the  interest  and 
safety  of  all.  Individuals  entering  into  society  must  give 
ttp  a  share  of  liberty,  to  preserve  the  rest.  The  mhgnilitde 
of  the  sacrifice  wlust  depend  as  well  on  situatioh  and  cir- 
cumstance, afe  on  the  obje6V  to  be  obtri:ied.  It  is  at  all 
times  difficult  to  draw  with  precision  the  line  bctwet^n 
those  rights  which  must  be  surrendered,  and  thofee  which 
may  be  reserved  ;  and  on  the  present  occasion,  this  dif- 
ficulty was  increased  by  a  difference  dmdhg  the  Several 
states,  as  to  their  situation,  extent,  habits,  and  p&tlicula^ 
interests.

to  each  teacher  of  music,  cii;ht  dollars  ;  to  each  musician,  six  dollars; 
to  each  artificer,  ten  dollars;  audio  each  private,  five  dollars. 

10.  Sect- V.  The  commissioned  officers    afortsj.id,   sliull  be  enti- 
tled to  receive,  for  their  duily  subsistence,  the  following  number  of  ra- 
tions of  provisions  :  a  colonel,  siK    rations;  a  lieutcnant-culonil,    five 
rations  ;  a  major,  four  rations  ;  a  captain,  three  rations  ;  a'lii'iittnanf, 
two  rations  ;  an  ensign,  two  rati>ns  ;  a  surgeon,  three  rations  ;  a  sur- 
geon's mate,  two  rations;  a  cadet  two  ratif)ns  or  money  in  lieu  thereof 
aitheoption  of  the  said  officers  and  cadets  at  the  posts  rc:spevlively,wherc 
the  rations  shall  become  due  ;  and  if  at   sudi  posts   supplies   are  not 
furnished  by  contract,  then  such  allov.ance  as  sliall  b;;  deemed  ccpiita- 
bk%  haviiig  reference  to  former  contracls,  and  the  position  of  the  place  . 
in  question;  and  each  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  and  private, 
one  ration  ;    to  the  commanding  officers  of  each  separate   post,    such 
additional  number  of  rations  as  the  president  of  the  united  states  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  direct,  havitig  respect  to  the  special  circumstances 
of  each  post;  to  the  women  who  may   be   allowed  to  any   particular 
corps  not  exceeding  the  proportion  of  four  to  a  company,  one   ration 
cich ;  to  such  matrons  and  nurses  as  may  be   necessarily    employed 
in  the  hospital,  one  ration  each  ;  and  to  every  commissioned  officer  who 
shjil  keep  one  servant,  not  a  soldier  of  the  line,  one  additional  ration. 
[>er  Lintca  2.]  . 

Sect.  VI.  Each  ration  shall  consist  of  one  pound  and  a  quarter  of 
Wr,  or  three  quarters  of  a  pound  of  pork,  eighteen  ounces  cf  bread  or 
flour, one  gill  of  rum,  whiskey  or  brandy,  and  at  the  rate  of  two  quarts 
of  sijt,  four  quarts  of  vinegar,  four  pounds  of  soap,  and  one  pound  and 
aahalf  of  candles  to  every  hundred  rations. 

11.  Skct.  Vn.  The  fullouing  olhcers  shall,  whenever  forage  is  not 
fjinished  by  the  public,  receive  at  the  rate  of  the  follo^ring  sums  per 
month,  in  lieu  thereof:  Each  colonel,  twelve  dollars  ;  each  lieulenunt-* 
colonel,  eleven  dollars  ;  each  major,  ten  dollars  ;  each  adjutant,  six 
dollars  j  each  surgeon,  ten  dollars ;  and  each  surgeon's  mate,  six 
dollars. 

12.  Sf.ct,  VIIT.  Every  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  and  pri- 
vate of  the  artillery  and  infantry,  shall  receive  annually,  the  following 
articles  of  uniform  clothinj^,  to  wit  :  One  hat,  one  coat,  one  vest,  two 
pair  of  woolen  and  two  pair  of  linen  overalls,  one  cor.rsc  linen  frock 
and  trowsers  for  fatigue  clothing,  four  pair  of  slioen,  four  shirts,  two 
pair  of  socks,  two  pair  of  short  stockings,  one  blanket,  one  stock  and 
clasp,  and  one  pair  of  half  gaithers  :  And  the  secretary  of  war  is  here- 
by authorized  to  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the  paymaster^i  of  the  respec- 
tive districts,  such  surplus  ofclothing  as  he  may  deem  expedient,  which, 
clothing  shall,  under  his  direclion,  be  furnished  to  the  soldiers,  when 
necessary,  at  the  contract  prices,  and  accounted  for  by  them  out  of  their 
arrears  of  monthly  pay. 

13.  Sect.  IX.  The  president  of  the  united  states  shall  cause  to  be 
arranged,  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates 
of  the  several  corps  of  troops  now  in  the  service  of  the  united  states, 
in  such  manner  as  to  form  and  complete,  out  of  the  same,  the  corps 
aforesaid ;  and  shall  cause  the  supernumerary  officers,  non-commissioned 
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oflicerS}  musicians  and  privates  to  be  discharged  from  tlie  service  of 
the  united  states  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  next,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  circumstances  may  permit. 

14.  Sect.  X.  The  officers,  non-commissioned  oflRcers,  musicians 
and  privates  of  the  said  corps,  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  arti- 
cles of  war,  which  have  been  established  by  llie  united  states  in  con- 
gress assembled,  or  by  such  rules  and  articles  as  may  be  hereafter,  by. 
law,  established  :  Provided  ncrert/iclcssy  that  the  *  so'ilencc  of  general 
courts  martial,  extending;  to  the  loss  of  life,  the  dismission  of  a  com- 
missioned officer,  or  which  shall  respecl  the  general  officer,  shall,  with 
the  whole  of  the  proceedings  of  such  cases,  respeclively,  be  laid  before 
the  president  of  the  united  states,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  direct 
the  same  to  be  carried  into  execution,  or  otherwise,  as  he  shall  judge 
proper. 

15.  Sect.  XI.  The  commissioned  officers  who  shall  be  employed  in 
the  recruiting  service,  to  keep  up  by  voluntary  inlistment,  the  corps  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  every  effe6live  able  bodied  ci- 
^^enof  the  united  states,  who  shall  be  duly  inlisted  by  him  for  the  term 
of  five  years,  and  mustered,  of  at  least  five  feet  six  inches  high,  and  be- 
tween the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five  years,  the  sum  of  two  dol- 
lars :  Provided  nevertheless^  That  this  regulation  so  far  as  respctls 
the  height  and  age  of  the  recruit,  shall  not  extend  to  musicians  or  to 
those  soldiers  who  may  re-inlist  into  the  service :  And  provided  alsoy 
That  no  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be  inlisted  by 
any  officer,  or  held  in  the  service  of  the  united  states,  without  the  con- 
sent of  his  parent,  guardian  or  master  first  had  aj>d  obtained,  if  any  he 
have  ;  and  if  any  officer  shall  inlist  any  person  conti'ary  to  the  true  in- 
tent and  meaning  of  this  a6l, — for  every  such  off'ence,  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  amount  of  the  bounty  and  clothing  which  the  person  so  re- 
cruited may  have  received  from  the  public,  tp  be  deduQed  out  of  the 
pay  and  emoluments  of  sHCh  officer. 

16.  SiiCT.  XII.  Tlierc  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  to. each  cffe6live 
able  bodied  citizen,  recruited  as  aforesaid,  to  serve  for  the  term  of 
five  years,  a  bounty  of  twelve  dollars  ;  but  the  payment  of  six  dollars 
of  the  said  bninty  shall  be  deferred  until  he  shall  be  mustered  and 
have  joiiied  the  corps  in  which  jie  is  to  serve. 

17.  bECT.  XIIL  The  said  corps  shall  be  paid  in  such  manner,  that 
the  arrears  shall,  at  no  time,  exceed  two  months,  unless  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  shall  render  it  unavoidaWe. 

18.  Skct.  XIV.  If  any  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  musician 
or  private,  in  the  corps  composing  the  peace  establishment  shall  be 
disabled  by  wounds  or  otherwise,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty  in  public 
service,  he  shall  be  placed  on  the  list  of  invalids  of  the  united  states, 
at  such  rate  of  pay,  and  under  such  regulations,  as  may  be  dire6\cd  by 
the  president  of  the  united  states  for  the  time  being :  Provided  always^ 
that  the  compensation  to  be  allowed  for  such  wounds  or  disabilities, 
to  a  commissioned  officer,  shall  not  exceed  for  the  highest  rate  of  disa^ 
bility  half  the  monthly  pay  of  such  officer,  at  the  time  of  his  being 
disabled  or  wounded;  and  that  no  officer  shall  receive  more  than  the 
half  pay  of  a  lieutenant-colonel;  and  that  the  rate  of  compensation  to 
Don- commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates,  bhall  not  exceed 
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five  dollars  per  month  :  .^nd  provided  alsa^  That  all  infcnop  disabilities 
shall  entitle  the  person  so  disabled  to  receive  an  allowance  proportion- 
^te  to  the  highest  disability. 

19*  Sect.  XV.  Ifany  commissioned  officer  in  the  piilitary  peace  esta- 
blishment of  the  united  states,  shall,  while  inthe  service  of  the  united 
states,  die,  by  reason  of  any  wound  received  in  actual  service  of  the  united 
states,  and  leave  a  widow,  or  if  no  widow,  a  child  or  children  under  sixteen 
years  of  age,  such  widow,  or  if  no  widow,  such  child  or  children  shall 
l)e  entitled  to  and  receive  half  the  monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased 
was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his  death,  for  and  during  the  term  of 
five  years.  But  in  case  of  the  death  or  intermarriage  of  such  widow 
before  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  five  years,  the  half  pay,  for  the 
remainder  of  the  time,  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  such  deceas- 
ed officer :  Provided  alwcjsj  that  such  half  pay  shall  cease  on  the  de- 
cease of  such  child  or  children. 

20.  Sect.  XVI.  The  paymaster  shall  perforin  the  duties  of  his  of- 
€ce,  agreeably  to  the  direcUon  of  the  president  of  the  united  states,  for 
^he  time  being ;  and  before  he  enters  on  the  duties   of  the  same> 
*-i£Jl  give  bonds,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  in  such  sums  as  the 
president  shall  dire6l,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  said  office  ;  and 
&'diil  take  an  oath  to  execute  the  duties  thereof  with  fidelity  :  And  it 
shall,  moreover,  be  his  duty  to  appoint  from  the  line,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  president  of  the  united  states,  the  several  paymasters  to  dis- 
tn^and  assistants  prescribed  by  this  act ;  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  require  the  said  paymasters  to  districls,  and  assistants,  to  enter  in- 
to bood,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
their  rcspetUve  duties. 

21.  SxcT.  XVII,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  military  agents,  desig- 
nated by  this  acl,  to  purchase,  receive,  and  forward  to  their  proper  des- 
tiaation,  all  military  stores,  and  other  articles  for  the  troo^  in  their 
rtspective  departments,  and  all  goods  and  annuities  for  the  Indians, 
which  they  may  be  directed  to  purchase,  or  which  shall  be  ordered  into 
their  care  by  the  department  of  war.  They  shall  account  with  the  de- 
partment of  war,  annually,  for  all  the  public  property  which  may  pass 
through  their  hands,  and  all  the  monies  which  they  may  expend  in 
f'lischarge  of  the  duties  of  their  offices,  respectively  :  Previous  to  their 
entering  on  the  duties  of  their  offices,  they  shall  give  bonds,  with  suf- 
ficient sureties,  in  such  sums  as  the  president  of  the  uiiited  states  shall 
tiireci,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  trust  reposed  in  them.:  And 
yi^di  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  respe6live 
(>tTices. 

22.  Sect.  XVIII.  If  any  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  or  pri- 
vate, shall  desert  the  service  of  the  united  states,  he  shall  in  addition  to 
the  penalties  mentioned  in  the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  be  liable  to 
^ene,  for  and  during  such  a  period,  as  shall,  with  the  time  he  may 
have  served  previous  to  his  desertion,  amount  to  the  full  term  of  his 
tjlistment ;  and  such  soldier  shall  and  may  be  tried  by  a  court  mar- 
tial, and  punished,  although  the  term  of  his  inlistment  may  have 
tlapsed  previous  to  his  being  apprcliended  or  tried. 

23.  Sect.  XIX.  Kvcry  person  who  shall  procure  oF  entice  a  soldier 
in  the  service  of  the  united  states  to  desert,  or  who  shall  purchase  from 
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any  soldier,  Lib  arms,  uniform  clothing,  or  any  part  thereof ;  and  every 
captain  or  commanding  officer  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  who  shall  enter  on 
board  such  ship  or  vessel,  as  one  of  his  crew,  knoM'ing  him  to  have  de- 
serted, or  otherwise  carry  away  any  such  soldier,  or  shall  refuse  to  de- 
liver him  up  to  the  orders  of  his  com^iianding  oflRcer,  shall,  upon  legal 
conviciion,  be  fined  at  the  discretion  of  any  court  having  cognizance  of 
the  same,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  or  be  im- 
prisoned any  term  not  exceeding  one  year. 

24.  Sect.  XX.  Every  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  musician 
and  private,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation, 
to  wit  :  "  1,  A.  B.  do  solemnly  swear,  or  affirm,  (as  the  case  may  be) 
that  r  will  bear  true  faith  and  allegiance  to  the  united  states  of  America, 
and  that  I  will  serve  them  honestly  and  faithfully  against  their  enemies 
or  opposcrs,  whomsoever;  and  that  I  will  observe  and  obey  the  orders 
of  the  president  of  the  united  states,  and  the  orders  of  the  officers  a[>- 
pointed  over  me,  according  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war." 

25.  Skct.  XXI.  Whenever  a  general  court  martial  shall  be  order- 
ed, the  president  of  the  united  states  may  appoint  some  lit  person  to 
a6l  as  judge  advocate,  who  shall  be  allowed,  in  addition  to  his  other 
pay,  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  every  day  he  shall  be  neces- 
sarily employed  in  the  duties  of  the  said  court ;  and  in  cases  where 
the  president  shall  not  have  made  such  appointment,  the  brigadier- 
general  or  tlie  president  of  the  court  may  make  the  same. 

26.  Sect.  XXII.  Where  any  commissioned  officer  shall  be  obliged 
to  incur  any  extra  expense  in  travelling  and  sitting  on  general  courts 
martial,  he  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  compeuRation  for  such  extra 
expense  actually  incurred,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  day,  to  officers  who  are  not  entitled  to  forage,  and  not  exceed- 
ing one  dollar  per  day  to  such  as  shall  be  entitled  to  forage. 

27.  Sect.  XXIII.  No  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  or  pri- 
vate, shall  be  arrested,  or  subje6l  to  arrest,  or  to  be  taken  in  execution 
for  any  debt  imder  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  contracled  befoix  inlist- 
ment,  nor  for  any  debt  contracled  after  inlistment. 

28.  Sect.  XXIV.  Whenever  any  officer  or  soldier  shall  be  discharg- 
ed from  the  service,  except  by  way  of  punishment  for  any  offence,  he 
shall  be  allowed  his  pay  and  rations,  or  an  equivalent  in  money,  for 
such  term  of  time  as  shall  be  sufficient  for  him  to  travel  from  the  place 
of  discharge  to  the  place  of  his  residence,  computing  at  the  rate  of 
twenty  miles  to  a  day. 

29.  StcT.  XXV.  To  each  commissioned  officer  who  shall  be  de- 
ranged by  virtue  of  this  act,  there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  in  addition 
to  the  pay  and  emoluments  to  which  they  will  be  entitled  by  law  at  the 
lime  of  their  aischarj^e — ^to  each  officer  whose  term  of  service  in  any 
military  corps  oi  the  united  states  shall  not  have  exceeded  three  years* 
three  months  pay  ;  to  all  other  officers,  so  deranged,  one  month's  pay  of 
t!ieip  grades,  respecrivcly,  Cur  each  year  of  past  service  in  the  army  of 
the  united  slates,  or  iii  any  rctyiment  or  corps  now  or  formerly  in  the 
service  thereof. 

ot).  Skct.  XXVI.  The  president  of  the  united  states  is  hereby  au- 
thorized Htidenii;7>v»ercd,  v»hcn  he  shall  deem  it  expedient,  to  organize 
d  Lsttibli^l:  acorps  of  en^liiters,  to  consist  of  one  engineer,  with  the 
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paj)  rank  and  emolutnents  of  a  major ;  two  assistant  engineers^  with 
the  paff  rank  and  emoluments  of  captains ;  two  other  assistant  engi- 
necrsy  with  the  pay,  rank  and  emoluments  of  first  lieutenants ;  two  other 
assistant  engineers,  with  the  pay,  rank  and  emoluments  of  second  lieu- 
tenants ;  and  ten  cadets,  with  the  pay  of  sixteen  dollars  per  month,  and 
two  rations  per  day:  And  the  president  of  the  united  states  is,  in  like

StcT.  XXIX.  Repeals  so  much  of  any  a£l  or  a6ts,  now  in  force,  as 
comes  within  the  purview  of  this  adt,  saving,  nevertheless,  such  parts 
thereof,  as  relate  to  the  inlistments  or  term  of  service  of  any  of  the 
troops,  which,  by  this  a6l,  are  continued  on  the  present  military  esta- 
blishment of  the  united  states.

6.  Sect.  I.  A  sum  not  exceeding  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars,

and  shall  cause  suitable  artisans  and  laborers  to  be  there  employed  for 
account  of  the  united  states  ;  and  shall  and  may  appoint  one  or  more 
persons  to  superintend  the  said  works,  under  the  dire6lion  of  the  dc* 
partment  of  war.  And  an  account  o£  the  expenditures  which  shall  be 
incurred  in  forming  and  employing  these  establishments,  and  of  the 
cannon  and  arms  which  shall*  be  cast  and  manufactured  therein  respec- 
tively, shall  he  laid  before  tlie  congress  of  the  united  states  at  their  next 
session,  and  annually  thereafter,  hO  long  as  the  same  shall  be  continued.

8.  Sect.  III..  The  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  doUars  shall  be 
and  hereby  is  appropriated,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  monies  not  be- 
fore appropriated,  for  the  hire,  purchase  and  employ  of  the  »aid  foun- 
icries  and  armories,  respectively,  in  case  sucli  establishments  shall  be 
icRind  necessary,  as  herein  before  provided*.

§.  Sect.  I.  The  several  officers  who  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be

If  any  person  shall  procure,  or  entice  any  artificer  or 
workman,  retained  or  employed  in  any  arsenal  or  armory  of  the  united 
states,  to  depart  from  the  same  during  the  continuance  of  his  engage- 
ment, or  avoid  or  break  his  contra6t  with  the  united  states,  or  who  af- 
ter due  notice  of  the  engagement  of  any  such  workman  or  armorer,  in 
any  arsenal  or  armory,  shall,  during  the  continuance  of  such  engage- 
ment, retain,  hire,  or  in  any  wise  employ,  harbor,  or  conceal  such  arti- 
ficer or  workman,  the  person  so  offending  shall  upon  convi6tion,  be 
fined  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  be  im- 
prisoned for  any  terra  not  exceeding  three  months- 

11.  S£CT»III.  If  any  artificer  or  workman  hired,  retained,  or  cm- 
ployed  in  any  public  arsenal  or  armory,  shall,  wantonly  and  carelessly, 
break,  impair,  or  destroy  any  implements,  tools^  or  utensils,  or  any 
stock,  or  materials  for  making  guns,  the  property  of  the  united  states  ; 
or  shall  wilfully  and  obstinately  refuse  to  perform  the  services  lawfully 
assigned  to  him,  pursuant  to  his  contra6t,  every  such  person  shall  for- 
feit a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  a6t  of  disobe- 
dience or  breach  of  contra6l,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  having  com- 
petent jurisdiction  thereof. 

12.  Sect.  IV.  All  artificers  and  workmen,  who  are  or  shall  be  em- 
ployed in  the  said  armories,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  exempted,, 
during  their  time  of  service,  from  all  military  service^  and  service  as 
jui-ors  in  anf  court.

1*  Sect.  I.  A  bank  of  the  united  states  shall  be  established  ;  the 
capital  stock  whereof  shall  not  exceed  ten  millions  of  dollars,  di\dded  in- 
to twenty-five  thousand  shares,  each  share  being  four  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  II*  Is  temporary^ 

2.  S«cT.  III.  All  those,  who  shall  become  subscribers  to  the  said 
bank,  their  successors  and  assigns^  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  crep.tcd 
and  made  a  corporation  and  body  politic,  by  the  name  and  stile  of  Tke 
Presidenty  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  ;  and 
shall  so  continue,  until  the  fourth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eleven  :  And  by  that  name,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made 
able  and  capable  in  law,  to  have,  purchase,  receive,  possess,  enjoy,  and 
retain  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  rents>  tenements,  heredita- 
ments, goods,  chattels  and  effe6ls  of  what  kind,  nature  or  quality  so- 
ever, to  an  amount,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  fifteen  millions  of  dol- 
lars, including  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  aforesaid ;  and  the  same 
to  sell,  grant,  demise,  alien  or  dispose  of ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in 
courts  of  record,  or  any  other  place  whatsoever  :  And  also  to  make, 
have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  and  renew, 
at  their  pleasure  ;  and  also  to  ordain,  establish  and  put  in  execution,

titled to  a  greater  number  than  thirty  votes.  And  after  the  first  elec- 
tion, no  share  or  shares  shall  confer  a  right  of  suffrage,  which  shalj 
not  have  been  holden  three  calendar  months  previous  to  the  day  of 
election.  Stockholders  a6lually  resident  within  the  united  states,  and 
none  other,  may  vote  in  eledtions  by  proxy. 

//.  Not  more  than  three  fourths  of  the  diredlors  in  office,  exclusive 
of  the  president,  shall  be  eligible  for  the  next  succeeding  year  :  But  the 
director,  who  shall  be  president  at  the  time  of  an  elebtiou,  may  always 
be  re-elected. 

///.  None  but  a  stockholder,  being  a  citizen  of  the  united  states, 
shall  be  eligH^^le  as  a  director. 

lYm  No  director  shall  be  entitled  to  any  emolument,  unless  the  same 
shall  have  been  allowed  by  the  stockholders  at  a  general  meeting.  Tike 
stockholders  shall  make  such  compensation  to  the  presidei«t,  for  his  ex- 
traordinary attendance  at  the  bank,  as  shall  appear  to  them  reasonable. 

F.  Not  less  than  seven  directors  shall  constitute  aboard  for  the  trans- 
a6tion  of  business,  of  whom,  the  president  shall  always  be  one,  except 
in  case  of  sickness,  or  necessary  absence;  in  which  case  his  place,  may 
he  supplied  by  -any  other  director,  whom  he,  by  writing,  under  hn 
hand,  shall  nominate  for  the  purpose* 
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VI.  A  number  of  stockholders,  not  less  than  sixty,  who,  together 
shall  be  proprietors  of  two  hundred  shares  or  upwards,  shall  have  pow- 
er at  any  time  to  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  for  pur- 
poses relative  to  the  institution,  giving  at  least  ten  weeks  notice,  in  two 
public  gazettes  of  the  place  where  the  bank  is  kept,  and  specifying,  in 
such  no/ce,  the  obje6lor  obje6ls  of  such  meeting. 

F//.  Every  cashier  or  treasurer,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  be  required  to  give  bond,  with  two  or  moi'e  sureties,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  diredlors,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  Efty  thousand 
dollars,  with  condition  for  his  good  behavior* 

VIIL  The  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  said  coloration  to  hold,  shall  be  only  such  as  shall  be  re- 
quisite for  its  immediate  accommodation  in  relation  to  the  convenient 
transadling  of  its  business,  and  such  as  shall  have  been  bona  Jide  mort- 
gaged to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts 
previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  dealings,  or  purchased  at  sales 
apon  judgments  which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts. 

The  total  amount  of  the  debts,  which  the  said  corporation  shall 
at  any  time  owe,  whether  by  bond,  bill,  note,  or  other  contract,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  often  millions  of  dollars,  over  and  above  the  monies 
then  a6tually  deposited  in  the  bank  for  safe  keeping,  unless  the  con- 
tracting of  any  greater  debt  shall  have  been  previously  authorized  by  a 
law  of  the  united  states.  In  case  of  excess,  the  directors,  under  whose 
administration  it  shall  happen,  shall  be  liable  for  the  same,  in  their

tion, covenant,  or  agreement  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  But 
this  shall  not  be  construed  to  exempt  the  said  corporation,  or  the  lands, 
teiMjments,  goods  or  chattels  of  flie  same,  from  being  also  liable  for 
and  chargeable  with  the  said  excess.  Such  of  the  said  directors,  who 
may  have  been  ahsent  when  the  said  excess  was  contracted  or  created, 
or  who  may  have  dissented  from  the  resolution  or  adt  whereby  the  same

X/Zv  The  stock  of  the  said  coi*poration  shall  be  assip^nable  and  trans- 
(errable,  according  to  such  rules  as  shall  be  insy  tuted  in  that  behalf,  bjr 
the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  same. 

X///.  The  bills  obligatory  and  of  credit,  under  the  seal  of  the  said 
corporation^  which  shall  be  made  to  any  person  or  persons,  shall  be  as- 
sizable  by  endorsement  thereupon,  under  the  hand  or  hands  cf  such 
person  or  persons,  an^  of  his,  her,  or  their  assignee  or  assignees,  and 
so  as  absolutely  to  transfer  and  vest  the  property  thereof  in  each  and 
ercry  assignee  or  assignees  successively,  and  to  enable  such  assignee 
or  ^Lssignees  to  bring  and  maintain  an  action  thereupon  in  his,  her,  or 
thtir  own  name  or  names.  And  bills  or  notes,  which  may  be  issued  bj 
offlerof  the  said  corporation,  signed  by  the  president,  and  countersign- 
ed by  the  principal  cashier  or  treasurer  thereof,  promising  the  payment 
of  money  to  any  person  or  persons,  his,  her,  or  their  order,  or  to  bear- 
er, tliough  not  under  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  binding 
and  obligatory  upon  the  same,  in  the  like  manner,  and  with  the  like 
force  and  effeck,  as  upon  any  private  person  or  persons,  if  issued  bj 
him  or  them,  in  his,  her,  or  their  private  or  natural  capacity  or  capa- 
dnts;  and  shs^ll  be  assignable  and  negotiable,  in  like  manner,  as  if 
they  vk ere  so  issued  by  such  private  person  or  persons — ^that  is  to  say, 
tbose  which  shall  be  payable  to  any  person  or  persons,  his,  her  or 
their  order,  shall  be  assignable  by  endorsement,  in  like  manner, 
zx\^  v.iih  t^.e  like  effecl:,  as  foreign  bills  of  exchange  now  are  ;  and  those 
which  are  payable  to  bearer,  shall  be  negotiable  and  assignable  by  de- 
livery only. 

X/F.  Half  yearly  dividends  shall  be  made  of  so  much  of  the  profits 
of  the  bank,  as  shall  appear  to  the  direclors  advisable  ;  and  once  in  eve- 
ry three  years,  the  diredlors  shall  lay  before  the  stockholders,  at  a  gc- 
iK-rai  meeting,  for  their  information,  an  exact  and  particular  statement 
of  the  debts,  which  shall  have  remained  unpaid  after  the  expiration  of 
the  original  credit,  for  a  period  of  treble  the  term  of  that  credit;  and 
of  the  surplus  of  profit,  if  any,  after  dedu6ling  losses  and  dividends.  If 
there  shall  be  a  failure  in  the  payment  of  any  part  of  any  sum,  subscrib- 
ed by  any  person,  co-partnership,  or  body  politic,  the  party  failing  shall 
lose  the  benefit  of  any  dividend,  which  may  have  accrued,  prior  to  the 
time  for  making  such  payment,  and  during  the  delay  of  the  same. 

XV'  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  dirc6\ors  aforesaid,  to  establish  offices 
wheresoever  they  shall  think  fit,  within  the  united  states,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  discount  and  deposit  only,  and  upon  the  same  terms,  and  in  the 
same  manner,  as  shall  be  practised  at  the  bank  ;  and  to  commit  the 
management  of  the  said  ofiices,  and  the  making  of  the  said  discounts, 
to  such  persons,  under  such  agreements,  and  subject  to  such  regula- 
tions as  they  shall  deem  proper  j  not  being  contrary  to  law,  or  to 
the  constitution  of  the  bank. 

XVL  The  oflTicer  at   the  head  of  the  treasury   department  of  the

If  the  said  corporation,  or  any  person  or  persons  for 
or  to  the  use  of  the  same,  shall  deal  or  trade  in  buying  or  selling  any 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  commodities  whatsoever,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  at>,  all  and  every  person  and  persons,  by  whom  any 
order  or  dire6tion  for  so  dealing  or  trading  shall  have  been  given,  and 
all  and  every  person  and  persons  who  shall  have  been  concerned  as 
parties  or  agents  therein,  shall  forfeit  and  lose  treble  the  value  of  the 
goods,  wares,  merchandises,  and  commodities,  in  which  such  dealing 
and  trade  shall  have  been  ;  one  half  thereof  to  the  use  of  tlie  informer, 
and  Uie  other  half  thereof  to  the  use  of  tlie  united  states,  to  be  recover- 
ctt  witli  costs  of  suit. 

8.  Sect.  IX.  If  the  said  corporation  shall  advance  or  lend  any  sum, 
for  the  use  or  on  account  of  the  government  of  the  united  states,  to  an 
amount  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ;  or  of  any  particular 
state  to  an  amount  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars ;  or  of  any 
foreign  prince  or  state,  (unless  previously  authorized  thereto  by  a  law  of 
the  united  states)  all  and  every  person  and  persons,  by  and  with  whose 
order,  agreement,  consent,  approbation,  or  connivance,  such  unlawful 
advance  or  loan,  shall  have  been  made,  upon  convi6lion  thereof,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such  oifencc,  treble  the  value  or  amount  of  the 
sum  or  sums  which  shall  have  been  so  unlawfully  advanced  orient ;  one 
fifth  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  informer,  and  the  residue  thereof  to  the 
use  of  the  united  states  ;  to  be  disposed  of  by  law  and  not  otherwise* 
[See  antta  6,  art.  xi.] 

9.  Sect.  X.  The  bills  or  notes  of  the  said  corporation,  originally 
made  payable,  or  \»hich  shall  have  become  payable  on  demand,  in  gold 
and  silver  coin,  shall  be  receivable  in  all  payments  to  the  united  states. 

10.  Sect.  XI.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the  united 
stales,  at  any  time  or  times,  within  eighteen  months  after  the  first 
day  of  April  next,  to  cause  a  subscription  to  be  made  to  the  stock  of 
the  said  corporation,  as  part  of  the  aforesaid  capital  stock  of  ten  mil« 
lions  of  dollars,  on  behalf  of  the  united  states,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding two  millions  of  dollars  ;  to  be  paid  out  of  the  monies  which 
shall  be  borrowed  by  virtue  of  either  of  the  a6ls,*  the  one  entitled, 
*'  An  a6l  making  provision  for  the  debt  of  the  united  states  ;"  and  the 
other  eniitled,  "  An  a6l  making  provision  for  the  redu6Uon  of  the  pub- 
lic debt  ;*'  borrowing  of  tlie  baiik  an  equal  sum,  to  be  applied  to  the 
purposes,  for  which  the  said  monies  shall  have  been  procured  ;  reim- 
bursable in  ten  years,  by  equal  annual  instalments ;  or  at  any  time  soon- 
er, or  in  any  greater  proportions,  that  tlie  government  may  think  fit.

12.  If  any  person  shall  falsely  make,  alter,  forge  or  counterfeit,  or 
cause  or  procure  to  be  falsely  made,  altered,  forged  or  counterfeited,  or 
willingly  aid  or  assist  in  falsely  making,  altering,  forging  or  counterfeit- 
ing any  binder  note  issued  by  order  of  the  president,  directors  and  com- 
pany of  the  bank  of  the  united  states^  and  signed  by  the  president,  and 
countersigned  by  the  cashier  thereof,  or  any  order  or  check  on  the  said 
cashier  or  corporation,  for  the  payment  of  money,  with  intention  to 
defraud  the  said  corporation,  or  any  other  body  politic  or  person,  or 
shall  utter  or  publish,  as  true,  any  false,  altered,  forged  or  counterfeited 
bill  or  note  issued  by  order  of  the  president,  directors  and  company  of  the 
bank  of  the  united  states,  and  signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned 
by  the  cashier  thereof,  or  any  order  or  check  on  the  said  cashier  or  corpo« 
ration,  for  the  payment  of  money,  with  intention  to  defraud  the  said 
corporation,  or  any  other  body  politic  or  person,  knowing  the  same  to  be. 
falsely  altered,  forged  or  counterfeited,  every  such  person  shall  be 
deemed  and  adjudged  guilty  of  felony, and  being  thereof  convicted,  accord- 
ing to  the  due  course  of  law,  shall  be  sentenced  to  be  impiisoned  and 
kept  at  liard  labor  f6r  a  period  not  less  than  three  years,  nor  more  than 
ttn  years,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  ten  years,  and  fined 
not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  :  Provided^  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  deprive  the  courts  of  the  individual 
states  of  a  jurisdi6Uon  under  the  laws  of  the  several  states  over  the 
ofences  declared  punishable  by  this  a£t« 
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ACT  cf  April  4,  ISOO.       (Vol.  V.  p.  45.) 
1.  Sect,   1.  From  and  afcer  the  first  day  of  June  next,  if  any  mer- 
chant, or  other  person,  residing  within  the  united  states,  aclually  using 
the  trade  of  merchandise,  by  buying  and  selling  in  gross,  or  by  retail, 
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or  dealing  in  exchange,  or  as  a  banker,  broker,  fiaflor,  underwriter,  or 
marine  insurer,  shall,  with  intent  unlawfully  to  delay  or  defraud  his  or 
her  creditors,  depart  from  the  state  in  which  such  person  usually  re- 
sides, or  remain  absent  thei'efrom,  or  conceal  him  or  herself  therein, 
or  keep  his  or  her  house,  so  that  he  or  she  cannot  be  taken,  or  served 
uith  process,  or  willinj^ly  or  fraudulently  procure  him  or  herself  to  be 
arrested,  or  his  or  her  lands,  goods,  money  or  chattels  to  be  attached, 
sequestered,  or  taken  in  execution,  or  shall  secretly  convey  his  or  iier 
goods  out  of  his  or  her  house,  or  conceal  them  to  prevent  their  being 
taken  in  execution,  or  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  any  fraudulent  con* 
veyaxu:e  of  his  or  her  lands,  or  chattels,  or  make  or  admit  any  false  or 
fraudolent  security,  or  evidence  of  debt,  or  being  arrested  for  debt,  or 
hatring  surrendered  him  or  herself  in  discharge  of  bail,  shall  remain  in 
prison  two  months,  or  more,  or  escape  therelVoni,  or  whose  lands  or 
cflfccls  being  attached  by  process  issuing  out  of,  or  returnable  to,  any 
court  of  common  law,  shall  not,  within  two  months  after  written  notice 
thereof,   enter  special  bail  and  dissolve  the  same,  or  in  districts  in 
ikhich  attachments  arc  not  dissolved  by  the  entry  of  special  bail,  being 
arrested  for  debt  after  his  or  her  lands  and  effecls,  or  any  part  thereof, 
have  been  attached  for  a  debt  or  debts  amounting   to  one  thousand 
dollars  or  upwards,  shall  not,  upon  notice  of  such   attachment,   give 
siflicient  security   for  the  payment  of  what  may  be  recovered  in  the 
suit  in  which  he,  or  she,  shall  be  arrested,  at  or  before  the  return  day 
oCihe  same,  to  be  approved  by  the  judge  of  the  distridl:,  or  some  judge 
oC  ihe  court  out  of  which  the  process  issued  upon  which  he  is  arrested, 
or  to  which  the  same  shall  be  returnable,  every  such  person  s}iall  be 
deemed  and  adjudged  a  bankrupt  :  Provided^  that  no  person  ^hall  be 
liable  to  a  commission  of  bankruptcy,  if  the  petition  be  not  preferred, 
in  manner  hereinafter  diredledy  within  six  months  after  the  a6l   of 
bankruptcy  committed* 

2.  Sect.  II.  The  judge  of  the  di3tri6l  court  of  the  united  states, 
for  the   distri6l  where  the  debtor  resides,   or  usually  resided  at  the 
time  of  committing  the  acl  of  bankruptcy,  upon  petition,  in  writing, 
a^nst  such  person  or  persons  beinj^  bankrupt,  to  him  to  be  exhibited 
by  any   one  creditor,  or  by  a  greater  number,  being  partners,  whose 
single  debt  shall  amount  to  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  two  creditors, 
whose  debt  shall  amount  to  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
more  than  two  creditors,  whose  debts  shall  amount  to  two  thousand  dol- 
lars, shall  have  power,  by  commission  under  his  hand  and  seal,to  appoint 
such  good  and  substantial  persons,  being  citizens  of  the  united  states, 
and  resident  in  such  distri6t,  as  such  judge  shall  deem  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding three,  to  be  commissioners  of  the  said  bankrupt,  and  in  case 
of  vacancy   or  refusal  tg  acl,  to  appoint  others  from  time  to  time  as 
occasion  may  require  :  Provided  always^  that  before  any  commission 
shall  issue,  the  creditor  or  creditors  petitioning  shall  make  affidavit  or 
solemn  affirmation  before  the  said  judge,  of  the  truth  of  his,  her,  or 
their    debts,  and  give   bond,  to  be   taken  by  the   said  judge,  in  the 
name,  and  for  the  bene&t  of  tlie  said  party  so  charged  as  a  bankrupt, 
and  in  such  penalty,  and  with  such  surety  as  he  shall  require,  to  be 
conditioned   for  the  proving  of  his,  her  or  their  debts,  as  well  before 
the  commissioners  as  upoa  a  trial  at  law>  in  case  the  due  issuing  foith 
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of  the  said  commission  shall  be  contested,  and  also  for  [>roving  the  par- 
ty a  bankrupt,  and  to  proceed  on  such  commission,  in  the  manner  herein 
prescribed.  And  if  such  debt  shall  not  be  really  due,  or  after  such 
commission  taken  out  it  cai^not  be  proved  that  the  party  was  a  bank- 
rupt, then  the  said  judge  shall,  upon  the  petition  of  the  party  aggriev- 
ed, in  case  there  be  occasion,  deliver  such  bond  to  the  said  party,  who 
may  sue  thereon,  and  recover  such  damages,  under  the  penalty  of  the 
same,  as,  upon  trial  at  law,  he  shall  make  appeal*  he  has  sustained,  by 
reason  of  any  breach  of  the  condition  thereof.  [See  postea  47,  and 
Judiciary  90,] 

3.  Skct.  III.  Before  the  commissioners  shall  be  capable  of  a6Ung, 
they  shall  respe6lively  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  afFinr.a- 
tion,  which  shall  be  administered  by  the  judge  issuing  the  commission, 
or  by  any  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  united  states,  or 
any  judge,  justice,  or  chancellor  of  any  state  pourt,  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  :  "  I,  A.  B.  do  swear,  or  affirm, 
that  I  will  faithfully,  impartially,  and  honestly,  according  to  the  best 
of  my  skill  and  knowledge,  execute  the  several  powers  and  trusts  reposed 
in  mc,  as  a  commissioner  in  a  commission  of  bankruptcy  against 

and  that   without  favor  or  affedlion,  prejudice  or  malice." 
And   the   commissioners,  who  shall  be   sworn  as  aforesaid,  shall  pro- 
ceed, as  soon  as  may  be,  to  execute  the  same  ;  and  upon  due  examina- 
tion, and  sufficient  cause  appearing  against  the  party   charged,   shall ' 
and  may  declare  him  or  her  to  be  a  bankrupt  :  Provided^  That  before 
such  examination  be  had,  reasonable  notice  thereof,  in  Mriling,  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  person  charged  as  a  bankrupt ;  or  if  he,  or  she  be 
not  found  at  his  or  her  usual  place  of  abode,  to  some  person  of  the 
family  above  the  age  of  twelve  years,  or  if  no  such  person  appear,  shall 
be  fixed  at  the  front  or  other  public  door  of  the  house,  in  which  he  or 
she    usually  resides,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  such 
person,  so  charged  as  aforesaid,  to  demand  before,  or  at  the  time  ap- 
pointed for  such   examination,  that  a  jury  be  empannelled  to  inquire  into 
the  fact  or  fa6\s,  alleged  as  the  causes  for  issuing  the  commission, 
and  on  such  demand  being  made,  the  inquiry   shall  be  had  before  the 
judge  granting  the  commission,  at  such  time  as  he  may  dire6l,  and  in 
that  case,  such  person  shall  hot  be  declared  bankrupt,  unless,  by  the 
verdict  of  the  jury,  he  or  she  shall  be  found  to  be  within  the  descrip- 
tion of  this  act,  and  shall  be  convi6tcd  of  some  one  of  the  a6ts  described 
in  the  first  section  of  this   act  :  Providi:d  alsoy  that  any   commission 
which  shall  be  taken  out  as  aforesaid,  and  which  shall  not  be  proceeded 
in  as  aforesaid,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  may  be  superceded  by 
the  said  judge,  who  shall  have  granted  the  same,  upon  the  application     I 
of  the  party  thereby  charged  as  a  bankrupt,  or  of  any  creditor  of  such 
person,  unless  the  delay  shall  have  been  unavoidable,  or  upon  a  just 
occasion* 

4.  Sect.  IV.  The  commissioners  so  to  be  appointed,  shall  have 
power,  forthwith,  after  they  have  declared  such  person  a  bankrupt,  to 
cause  to  be  apprehended,  by  warrant  under  their  hands  and  seals,  the 
body  of  such  bankrupt,  wheresoever  to  be  found,  within  the  united 
states  :  Provided^  they  shall  think,  that  there  is  reason  to  apprehend 
that  the  said  bankrupt  intends  to  abscond  or  conceal  him  or  herself,

and  la  case  it  be  necessary,  in  order  to  take  the  body  of  the  said  bank- 
rupt, shall  have  power  to  cause  the  doors  of  the  dwelling  house  of 
such  bankrupt,  to  be  broken,  or  the  dacrs  of  any  other  house  in  which 
be  or  she  shall  be  found. 

5.  Sect.  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  solo  be  ap- 
pointed, forthwith,  after  they  have  declared  such  person  a  b  inkrupt, 
and  ihey  shall  have  power,  to  take  into  their  possession,  all  the  cjitate, 
real  and  personal,  of  every  nature  and  description  to  which  the  said 
bankrupt  may  be  entitled,  either  in  law  or  equity,  in  any  manner  what- 
S'je\cr,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  inventoried  and  appraised  to  the 
best  Talue,  (his  or  her  necessary  wearing  apparel,  and  the  necessary 
wearing  apparel  of  the  wife  and  children,  and  necessary  beds  and 
bedding  of  such  bankrupt  only  excepted)  aiid  also  to  take  into  their 
pcisscssion,  and  secure,  all  deeds  and  books  of  account,  papers  and 
writings  belonging  to  such  bankrupt  ;  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
ixtAy  kept,  until  assignees  shall  be  chosen  or  appointed,  in  manner 
Lercafter  provided. 

fi.  Sect.  VI.  The  said  commissioners  shall  forthwith,  afcj?  they 
have  declared  such  person  a  bankrupt,  cause  due  and  suiViciont  public 
liotice  thereof  to  be  given,  and  in  such  notice  shall  appoint  some  con- 
Tcnient  time  ahd  place  for  the  creditors  to  meet,  in  order  to  choose 
an  assignee  or  assignees  of  the  said  bankrupt's  estate  and  eff^cls  ; — at 
nMch  meeting  the  said  commissioners  shall  admit  the  creditors  of 
*«cK  bankrupt,  to  prove  their dehts; — and  where  any  creditor  shall  rc- 
^i<it  at  a  distance  from  the  place  of  such  meeting,  shall  allow  the  deht 
of  such  creditor  to  be  proved  by  oath  or  aflirmation,  made  before  some 
competent  authority,  and  duly  certified,  and  shall  permit  any  person 
(li:Iy  authorized  by  letter  of  attorney  from  such  creditor,  due  proof  of 
the  e.vecution  of  such  Ijtter  of  ;'ttorney  being  first  made,  to  vote  in  the 
rioice  of  an  assignee  or  assignees  of  such  bankrupt's-  estate  and 
tfiecis,  ill  the  place  and  stead  of  such  creditor  :  And  the  sail  commis- 
sioners shall  assign,  transfer  or  deliver  over,  all  and  singular  the  said 
bvJiknipt*s  estate  and  effects,  aforesaid,  with  all  munintents  and  cvi- 
tlonces  thereof,  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the  major  part,  in  value, 
of  such  creditors,  according  to  the  several  debts  Ih'jn  proved,  shall 
rhoose  as  aforesaid  :  Provided  akvays^  that  in  such  choice,  no  vote  shall 
1m;  given  by,  or  in  behalf  of  any  creditor  whose  debt  shall  not  amount  to 
t'Ao  hundred  dollars. 

7.  Sf.ct.  VII.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  commissioners,  as  of- 
ten as  they  shall  see  cause,  for  the  better  preserving  and  securing  the 
'.Mnkrupfs  estate,  before  assignees  shall  be  chosen  as  aforesaid,  im- 
mediately to  appoint  one  or  more  assignee  or  assignees  of  the  estate 
a.id  effects  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof ;  which  assignee  or  assignees 
aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  may  be  removed  at  the  meeting  of  i lie  cred- 
itors, so  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  for  the  choice  of  assignees,  if 
such  creditors,  entitled  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part,  in  value, 
of  them^  shall  think  fit  ;  and  such  assignee  or  assignees  as  shall  b  j  so 
reniQvcd,  shall  deliver  up  all  the  estate  and  effcc\i>  of  such  bankrupt, 
vhich  shall  have  come  to  his  or  their  hands  or  possession,  unto  such 
oiaer  assignee  or  assignees    as  shall  be   chosen  by  t!:e  creditors  as 
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aforesaid  ;  and  all  such  estate  and  efre6ls  shall  be,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  effeclually  and  legally  vested  in  such  new  assignee  or  as- 
signees, as  if  the  first  assignmiint  had  been  made  to  him  or  them,  by 
the  said  commissioners  ;  and  if  such  first  assignee  or  assignees  shall 
refuse  or  negle6l,  for  the  space  of  ten  days  next  after  notice,  in  writ- 
ing, from  such  new  assignee  or  assignees,  of  their  appointment,  as 
afdresaid,  to  deliver -over  as  aforesaid,  all  the  estate  and  cffeQs  as 
aforesaid,  every  such  assignee  or  assignees,  shall,  respe6Uvely,  forfeit  a 
6um  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  creditors, 
and  shall  moreover  be  liable  for  the  property  so  detained. 

8.  Sect.  VIIL  At  any  time,  previous  to  the  closing  of  the  accounts 
of  the  said  assignee  or  assignees,  so  chosen  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  such  creditors  of  the  bankrupt,  as  are  hereby  authorized  to 
vote  in  the  choice  of  assignees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in  value,  a% 
a  regular  meeting  of  the  said  creditors,  to  be  called  for  that   purpose, 
by  the  said  commissioners,  or  by  one  fourth,  in  value,  of  such  cred- 
itors, to  remove  all  or  any  of  the  assignees  chosen  as  aforesaid,  and  to 
choose  one  or  more  in  his  or  their  place  and  stead  :  And  such  assignee 
or  assignees  as  shall  be  so  removed,  shall  deliver  up  all  the  estate  and 
effects  of  such  bankrupt,  which  shall  have  come  into  his  or  their  hands 
or  possession,  unto  such  new    assignee  or  assignees  as  shall  be  cho- 
sen by  the  creditors,  at  such  meeting  ;  and  all  such  estate  and  effects 
shall  be,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  efie6\ually  and  legally   vested 
in  such  new  assignee  or  assignees,  as  if  the  first  assignment  had  been 
made  to  him  or  them,  bv  the  said  commissioners  :  And  if  such  former 
assignee  or  assignees  shall  refuse  or  neglett,  for  the   space  often  days 
next  after  notice,  in  writing,  from  such  new  assignee  or  assignees,  of 
their  appointment,  as  aforesaid,  to  deliver  over,  as  aforesaid,  all  the 
estate  and  efft;cls  aforesaid,  every  such  former  assignee  or  assignees, 
shall,  respe6lively,  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars, 
for  tlie  use  of  the  creditors,  and  shall  moreover  be  liable  for  the  pro- 
perty so  detained. 

9.  Sp:ct.  IX.  Whenever  a  new  assignee  or  assignees  shall  be 
chosen  as  aforesaid,  no  suit  at  law  or  in  equity  shall  be  thereby  abated  ; 
but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  court  in  which  any  suit  may  de- 
pend, upon  the  suggestion  of  a  removal  of  a  former  assignee  or  as- 
signees, and  of  the  appointment  of  a  new  assignee  or  assignees,  to  al- 
low the  name  of  such  new  assignee  or  assignees,  to  be  substituted  in  place 
of  the  name  or  names  of  the  former  assignee  or  assignees,  and  there- 
upon the  suit  shall  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  or  names  of  the  new  as- 
signee or  assignees,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  or  they  had  originally 
commenced  the  suit  in  his  or  their  own  names* 

10.  Sf.ct.  X.  The  assignment  or  assignments  of  the  commission- 
ers of  the  bankrupt's  estate  and  cffocls  as  aforesaid,  made  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  good  at  law  or  in  equity,  against  the  bankrupt  ;  and  all  per- 
sons claiuiing  by,  from,  or  under  such  bankrupt,  by  any  a£t  done  at 
the  time,  or  after  he  shall  have  committed  the  a6lof  bankruptcy,  upon 
which  the  commission  issued:  Provided  a/wo^s,  that  in  case  of  2k  bona 
Jide  purchase  made  before  the  issuing  of  the  commission  from  or  un- 
der such  bankrupt,  for  a  valuable  consideration,  by'  anypenon  having 
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10  knowledge,  information  or  notice  of  any  a6l  of  bankruptcy  commit- 
ted, such  purchase  shall  not  be  invalidated  or  impeached. 

1 1.  Sect.  XI.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  power,  by  deed 
or  deeds,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  assign  and  convey  to  the  as- 
sig^nce  or  assignees  to  be  appointed  or  chosen  as  aforesaid,  any  lands, 
tenements,  or  hereditaments,  which  such  banki  upt  shall  be  seised  of,  or 
entitled  to,  in  fee  tail,  at  law,  or  in  equity,  in  possession,  remainder  or 
reversion,  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors  ;  and  all  such  deeds,  being 
duly  executed  and  recorded  according  to  the  laws  of  the  state  within 
ifliich  such  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  may  he  situate,  shall 
be  good  and  effe6lual  against  all  persons  whom  the  said  bankrupt,  by 
common  recovery,  or  other  means,  might  or  could  bar  of  any  est^iite, 
ri^ht,  title  or  possibility  of  or  in  the  said  lands,  tenements,  or  here- 
dttaments* 

12.  Sect  XII.  If  any  bankrupt  shall  have  conveyed  or  assured  any 
liDvls,  goods  or  estate,  unto  any  person,  upon  condition  or  power  of  re- 
demption, by  payment  of  money  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  lav/ful  for  the 
coiiimissioners,  or  for  any  person  by  them  duly  authorized  for  that 
purpose,  by  writing,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  make  tender  of 
money  or  other  performance  according  to  the  nature  of  such  condition, 
as  fully  as  the  bankrupt  might  have  done  ;  and  the  commissioners,  af- 
ter such  performance  or  tender,  shall  have  power  to  assign  such  landsi 
^oodsand  estate,  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors,  as  fully  and  effedlually 
as  'dfiy  other  part  of  the  estate  of  such  bankrupt. 

IS.  Sect.  XIII.  The  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  have  power  to 
assign,  for  the  use  aforesaid,  all  the  debts  due  to  such  bankrupt,  or  to 
any  other  person  for  his  or  her  use  or  benefit  ;  which  assignment 
shall  vest  the  property  and  right  thereof  in  the  assignee  or  assignees 
of  such  bankrupt,  as  fully  as  if  the  bond,  judgment,  contradlor  claim, 
had  originally  belonged  or  been  made  to  the  said  assignees  ;  and  after 
the  said  assignment,  neither  the  said  bankrupt,  nor  any  person  acting 
as  trustee  for  him^or  her,  shall  have  power  to  recover  or  discharge  the 
same,  nor  shall  the  same  be  attached  as  the  debt  of  the  said  bankiiipt  ; 
but  the  assignee  or  assignees  aforesaid  shall  have  such  remedy  to  re- 
cover the  same,  in  his  or  their  own  name  or  names,  as  such  bankrupt 
might  or  could  have  had,  if  no  tommissiou  of  bankniptcy  had 
issued  :  And  when  any  action  in  the  name  of  such  bankrupt  shall 
have  been  commenced,  and  shall  be  pending  for  the  recovery  of  any 
debt  orcfTcdts  of  such  bankrupt,  v/hich  shall  be  assigned,  or  shall,  or 
might  become  vested  in  the  assignee  or  assignees  of  such  bankrupt  as 
aforesaid,  then  such  assignee  or  assignees  may  claim  to  be,  and  shall 
be  thereupon  admitted  to  prosecute  such  action  in  his  or  their  name, 
ioT  the  use  aud  benefit  of  the  creditors  of  such  bankrupt  ;  and  the 
same  judgment  shall  be  rendered  in  such  ac\ion,  and  all  attachments 
or  other  sccuritv  taken  therein,  shall  be  in  like  manner  holden  and  lia- 
ble,  as  if  the  said  action  had  been  originally  ccmmenced  in  the  name  of 
such  assignee  or  assignees  after  the  ori'^inul  plaintiit' therein  had  be- 
come a  bankrupt  as  aforesaid  :  Prcvidcdj  that  where  a  debtor  shall 
have,  bcnajide^  paid  his  debt  to  any  bankrupt,  without  notice  thai  such 
person  was  bankrupt,  he  or  she  shall  not  be  liable  to  pay  the  same  to 
iite  assignee  or  assignees. 
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14.  Sect.  XIV.  If  complaint  shall  be  made  or  information  given  to 
the  commissioners,  or  if  they  shall  have  gooti  reason  to  believe  or  sus- 
pect, that  any  of  the  property,  ^oods,  chattels,  or  debts,  of  the  bank- 
rupt, are  in  the  possession  of  any  other  person,  or  that  any  person  is 
indebted  to,  or  for  the  use  of  the  bankrupt,  then  the  said  commission- 
ers shall  have  power  to  summon,  or  cause  to  be  summoned,  by  their 
attorney  or  other  person  duly  authorized  by  them,  all  such  persons  be- 
fore'them,  or  the  judge  of  the  district  where  such  person  shall  reside, 
by  such  process,  or  other  means,  as  they  shall  think  convenient,  and 
upon  their  appearance,  to  examine  them  by  parole  or  by  interrogato- 
ries, in  writing,  on  oath,  or  aiHrmation,  which  oath  or  affirmation  they 
ar\i  hereby  empowered  to  administer,  respedling  the  knowledge  of  all 
such  property,  goods,  chattels,  and  debts  ;  and  if  such  person  shall  re- 
fuse to  be  sworn  or  affirmed,  and  to  make  answer  to  such  questions 
or  interrogatories  as  shall  be  administered,  and  to  subscribe  the  said 
answers,  or  upon  examination  shall  not  declare  the  whole  truth,  touch- 
ing the  subject  matter  of  s\ich  examination,  then  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  commissioners,  or  judge,  to  commit  such  person  to  prison, 
thereto  be  detained  until  they  shall  submit  themselves  to  be  examined 
in  manner  aforesaid,  and  they  shall  moreover,  forfeit  double  the  value 
of  all  the  property,  goods,  chattels?  and  debts,  by  them  concealed. 

15»  Sect.  XV.  If  any  of  the  aforesaid  persons  shall,  after  legal 
summons  to  appear  before  the  commissioners  or  judge,  to  be  examin- 
ed, refuse  to  attend,  or  shall  not  attend  at  the  time  appointed,  having 
110  such  impediment  as  shall  be  allowed  of  by  the  commissioners  or 
judge,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  commissioners  or  judge,  to  direct 
their  warrants  to  such  person  or  persons  as  by  them  shall  be  thought 
proper,  to  apprehend  such  persons  as  shall  refuse  to  appear,  and  to 
bring  them  before  the  commissioners  or  judge,  to  be  examined,  and 
upon  their  refusal  to  come,  to  commit  them  to  prison,  until  they  shall 
Kubmit  themselves  to  be  examined,  according  to  the  diredtions  of  this 
a6t  :  Provided^  that  such  witnesses  as  shall  be  so  sent  for,  shall  be  ai- 
lowcd  such  compensation  as  the  commissioners,  or  judge  shall  think 
fit,  to  be  rateably  borne  by  the  creditors  ;  and  if  any  person,  other  than 
tlie  bankrupt,  either  by  subornation  of  others,  or  by  his  or  her  own 
a6t,  shall  wilfully  or  corruptly  commit  perjury  on  such  examination,  to 
be  taken  before  the  commissioners  as  aforesaid,  the  party  so  offend- 
ing, and  all  persons  who  shall  procure  any  person  to  commit  such  per- 
jury, shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  fined  not  exceeding  four  thousand 
dollars,  and  imprisoned  not  exceeding  two  years,  and  moreover  shall, 
in  either  case,  be  rendered  incapable  of  being  a  witness  in  any  court 
of  record. 

16.  Sect.  XVI.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  fraudulently,  or 
collusively  claim  any  debts,  or  claim  or  detain  any  real  or  personal 
estate  of  the  bankrupt,  every  such  person  shall  foi^feit  double  the  value 
thereof,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  creditors.^ 

17.  Skct.  XVII.  If  any  person,  prior  to  his  or  her  becoming  a 
bankrupt,  shall  convey  to  any  of  his  or  her  children,  or  other  persons, 
any  lands  or  goods,  or  transfer  his  or  [her]  debts  or  demands  into  other 
person's  names,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  or  her   creditors,  the  com- 
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missionerB  shall  have  power  to  assign  the  same,  in  as  effectual  a  man- 
ner as  if  the  bankrupt  had  been  adluully  seised  or  possessed  thereof. 

18.  Sect*  XV^IiL  If  anf  person  or  persons  who  shall  become 
bankrupt  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  ad,  and  against  whom 
a  commission  of  bankruptcy  shall  be  duly  issued,  upon  which  commis- 
sion such  person,  or  persons,  shall  be  declared  bankrupt,  shall  not  with- 
in forty-two  days  after  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  be  left  at  the  usual 
place  of  abode  of  such  person  or  persons,  or  personal  notice  in  case 
ftuch  person  or  persons  be  then  in  prison,  and  notice  given  in  some 
guzette,  that  such  commission  hath  been  issued^  and  of  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting  of  tlie  commissioners,  surrender  him  or  herself  to  the 
said  commissioners,  and  sign  or  subscribe  such  surrender,  and  submit 
to  be  examined  from  time  to  time,  upon  oath  or  solemn  aihrmation,  by 
and  before  such  commissioners,  and  in  all  things  conform  to  the  pro- 
tisioos  oftliis  act,  and  also  ii[)on  such  his  or  her  examination,  fully 
and  truly  disclose  and  discover  all  his  or  her  eifecls  and  estate,  real  and 
personal,  and  how  and  in  what  mamier,  to  whom  and  upon  what  consi- 
<kration,  and  at  what  time  or  times  he  or  she  hath  disposed  of,  assign- 
t<\or  transferred,  any  of  his  or  her  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  mo- 
nies, or  other  cffedls  and  estate,  and  of  all  books,  papers  and  writings 
'Elating  thereunto,  of  which  he  or  she  was  possessed,  or  in  or  to  which 
he  or  she  was  any  ways  interested  or  entitled,  or  which  any  person  or 
persons  shall  then  have,  or  shall  have  had  in  trust  for  him  or  her,  or 
f<irkis  or  her  use,  at  any  time  before  or  after  the  issuing  of  the  said 
Commission,  or  whereby  such  bankrupt,  or  his  or  her  family  then  hath, 
or  may  have  or  expe6l  any  profit,  possibility  of  profit,  benefit  or  ad- 
lantage  whatsoever,  except  only  such  part  of  his  or  her  estate  and  ef- 
fecb  as  shall  have  been  really  and  bonajide  before  sold  and  disposed  of, 
in  the  way  of  his  or  her  trade  and  dealings,  and  except  such  sums  of 
money  as  shall  have  been  laid  out  in  the  ordinary  expenses  of  his  or 
her  family,  and  also  upon  such  examination,  execute  in  due  form  of  law, 
such  conveyance,  assurance,  and  assignment  of  his  or  her  estate,  what- 
feuever  and  wheresoever,  as  shall  be  devised  and  direcled  by  the  com- 
missioners, to  vest  the  same  in  the  assignees,  their  heirs,  executors,  ad- 
ministrators, and  assigns  forever,  in  trust  for  the  use  of  all  and  every  the 
rr-clitors  of  such  bankrupt,  who  shall  come  in  and  prove  their  debts  under 
the  commission  ;  and  deliver  up  unto  the  commissioners,  all  such  part 
of  his  or  her  the  said  bankrupt's  goods,  wares,  merchandises,  money, 
effccls  and  estate,  and  all  books,  papers,  and  writings  relating  thereun- 
to, as  at  the  time  of  such  examination  shnll  be  in  his  or  her  possession, 
custody  or  power,  his  or  her  necessary  wearing  apparel,  and  the  ne- 
cessary wearing  apparel  of  the  wife  and  children,  and  necessary  beds 
and  bedding,  of  such  bankrupt  only  excepted,  then  he  or  she  the  said 
bankrupt,  upon  the  convit~tion  of  any  \^ilful  default,  or  omission  in  any 
of  the  matters  or  things  aforesaid,  shall  be  adjudged  a  fraudulent  bank- 
rupt, and  shall  suffer  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  less  than  twelve 
months,  nor  exceeding  ten  years,  and  shall  not,  at  any  time  after,  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act:  Pravidui  ahvayj^  that  in  case  any 
bankrupt  shall  be  in  prison  or  custody  at  tlie  time  oi  issuing  such  com- 
Rilssion,  and  is  willing  to  surrender  and  submit  to  becxamiiied,  accord* 
i.vjtothc   dire6lions  of  this  act,  and  can  be  brought  before  the   said 
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commissioners  and  creditors  for  that  purpose,  the  expense  thereof 
shall  be  paid  but  of  the  said  bankrupt's  effects,  and  in  case  such  bank* 
rupt  is  in  execution,  or  ciumot  be  brought  before,  the  commissioners, 
that  then  the  said  commissioners,  or  some  one  of  them,  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  attend  the  said  bankrupt  in  prison  or  custody,  and  take  his  or  her 
discovery  as  in  other  cases,  and  the  afiSij;necs,  or  one  of  them,  or  some 
person  appointed  by  them,  shall  attend  such  bankrupt  in  prison  or  cus- 
tody, and  produce  his  or  lier  books,  papers  an4  writings,  in  order  to 
enable  him  or  her  to  prepare  his  or  her  discovery  ;  a  copy  whereof  the 
said  assiy;nees  shall  apply  for,  and  tlie  said  bankrupt  shall  deliver  to 
them  or  their  order,  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  same  shall  ha\c 
been  required.  , 

19.  Sect.  XIX.  The  said  commissioners  shall  appoint,  within 
the  said  forty-two  days,  so-  limited  as  aforesaid,  for  the  bankrupt  to 
surrender  and  conform  as  aforesaid,  not  less  than  three  several  meet- 
ings for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  third  of  which  meetings  shall  be 
on  theJast  of  the  said  forty-two  days  :  Prov idc'd  aiivajy^y  Th^i  the  judge 
of  the  district  within  which  such  commission  issues,  shall  have  power 
to  enlarge  the  time  so  limited  as  aforesaid,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
as  he  shall  think  fit,  not  exceeding  fifty  days,  to  be  computed  from  the 
end  of  the  said  forty-two  days,  so  as  such  order  for  enlarging  the  time 
be  made  at  least  six  days  before  the  expiration  of  said  term. 

20.  Sect.  XX.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners,  or  any 
other  person  or  officers,  by  them  to  be  appointed,  by  their  warruiit, 
under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  break  open  in  the  day  time  the  houses, 
chambers,  shops,  ware-houses,  doors,  trunks,  or  chests,  of  the  bank- 
rupt, where  any  of  his  or  her  goods  or  estate,  deeds,  books  of  account 
or  writings,  shall  be,  and  to  take  possession  of  the  goods,  money,  and 
other  estate,  deeds,  books  of  account  or  writings  of  such  bankrupt. 

CI.  Sp:ct.  XXI.  If  the  bankrupt  shall  refuse  to  be  examined,  or  to 
answer  fully,  or  to  subscribe  Jiis  or  her  examination  as  aforesaid,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  conmiissioners  to  commit  the  offender  to  close 
impritaOUTnent,  until  he  or  she  shall  conform  hi;n  or  herself;  and  if  the 
said  banhrupt  shall  submit  lo  be  examined,  and  upon  his  or  her  exami- 
nation, it  shall  appear  that  i.c  or  she  hath  committed  wilful  or  corrupt 
perjury,  he  or  she  may  be  indicted  therefor,  and  being  thereof  convict- 
ed, shall  suffer  i-.npriionment  for  a  term  not  less  than  two  years,  ncr 
cxceedin^^  ten  years. 

S'^.Sect.  XXil.  Every  bankrr-pt,  having  surrendered,  shall,  at  all  sea- 
sonable limes  before  ths  e'/plriilion  of  the  said  forty-two  days,  as  afore- 
said, or  of  such  fiirtlier  time  as  shall  be  iillowed  to  finish  liis  or  her  e?:- 
amination,  be  at  lil)erty  lo  iubpee^  liis  or  her  books  and  writings,  in 
the  pre  be  nee  of  some  pLiiion  to  be  ai)[  oaited  by  the  commissioneis, 
and  lo  bring  wilh  hiiiu;r  iicr,  for  his  or  her  assistance,  such  persons  bS 
he  or  she  siiall  tninl;  hi,  not  exceeding  lv\o  at  one  time,  and  to  nial.e 
extracts  and  copies,  to  enable  him  or  her  to  make  a  full  discovery  of  his 
or  her  efTeels ;  and  thi*  Laid  Ijaukrupt  shall  be  free  from  arrests  in  com- 
ing to  surrender,  and  uL-r  havingsurrenderedto  the  said  commissio!i- 
cr»j  iov  the  said  forty-t\vo  days,  or  such  farther  time  as  shall  be  allovvcd 
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f5r  t;ic  finishing  his  or  her  examination  ;  and  in  case  such  bankrupt  shnll 
be  arrested  for  debt,  or  taken  on  aiiy  escape  warrant  or  execution,  com- 
ing to  surrender,  or  after  his  surrender  within  the  time  bcforeniention- 
ed,  then  on  producing  such  summons  or  notice  under  the  hand  of  the 
corumissioners,  and  giving  the  officer  a  copy  thereof,  he  or  slie  shall  be 
tiiicharged  ;  and  in  case  any  officer  shall  afterwards  detain  such  biink- 
ru^Jt,  such  officer  shall  forfeit  to  such  bankrupt  for  his  or  her  own  use, 
icii  dollars  for  every  day  he  shall  detain  the  bankrupt. 

t3.  Sect.  XXIIT.  Every  person  who  shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  re- 
ceive or  keep  concealed  any  bankrupt,  so  as  aforesaid  summoned  to  ap- 
pear, or  ivho  shall  assist  such  bankrupt  in  concealing  him  or  herself,  or 
in  absconding,  shall  suffer  such  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  twtiva 
months,  or  pay  such  fin;i  to  the  imited  states,  not  exceeding  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  as  upon  convi6lion  tliercof  shall  be  adjudged. 

2i^  Skct.  XXIV.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  cxa» 
niinc,  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  the  wife  of  any  person  lawfully  declared 
abaxUvrupt,  for  the  discovery  of  such  part  of  his  estate  as  may  be  con- 
ctaled  or  disposed  of  by  such  wife,  or  by  uny  other  person  ;  and  the  said 
wife  shall  incur  such  penalties  for  not  appearing  before  the  said  com- 
missioners, cr  refusing  to  be  sworn  or  aifirmed,  or  examined,  and  to 
subscribe  her  examination,  or  for  not  dibclosing  the  truth,  as  by  this  adt 
is  provided  against  any  other  person  in  like  cases. 

Vj,  Skct.  XXV.  In  case  any  person  shall  be  committed  by  the 
commissioners  for  refusing  to  answer,  or  for  not  fnlly  answering  any 
rjucstion,  or  for  any  other  cause,  the  commissioners  shall,  in  their  war- 
rant, specify  such  (^u^isUon  or  other  cause  of  commitment. 

26.  S£CT.  XXVI.  If  after  the  bankrupt  shall  have  finished  his  or. 
liCT  fina.i  examination,  any  otlier  person  or  persons  shall  voluntarily 
make  discovery  of  any  part  of  such  bankrupt's  estate,  before  unknown 
to  th:;  conimissioncrs,  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  five 
per  cent,  out  of  tlie  eifecls  so  discovered,  and  such  further  reward  as 
the  commissioners  shall  think  proper  ;  and  any  trustee  having  notice 
of  the  bankruptcy,  wilfully  concealing  tlic  estate  of  any  bankrupt,  for 
the  space  of  ten  days  after  the  bankrupt  shall  have  finished  his  final 
examination,  as  afarc!.aicl,  shall  forfeit  double  the  value  of  the  estate 
so  concealed,  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors. 

If  any  person  shall  become  bankrupt,  and  at 
such  time,  by  consent  of  the  owner,  have  in  his  or  her  possession  and 
cisposition,  any  goods  whereof  he  or  she  sluiU  be  reputed  owner,  and 
take  upon  him  or  herself,  the  sale,  alteration,  or  disposition  tliereof, 
S.S  owner,  the  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  assign  the  same,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  crtciitors,  as  fully  as  any  other  part  of  the  estate  of 
the  bankrupt. 

23.  Sect.  XXVIII.  If  any  bankrupt,  after  the  icsiring  any  commis- 
sion against  him  or  her,  pay  to  the  person  who  sued  out  the  same,  or 
give  OP  deliver  to  such  person,  goods  or  i.i.y  other  salisfaclion  or  sccu-< 
rity  for  his  or  her  debt,  whereby  such  person  shall  privately  have  and 
Tw^-eive  a  greater  proportion  of  his  or  her  debt  than  the  other  cretli- 
tors,  such  preference  shall  be  a  new  a6\  of  bankruptcy,  atid  on  ^'cod 
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proof  thereof,  such  commission  shall  and  may  be  superceded,  and  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  either  of  the  judges,  having  authority  to 
grant  the  commission  as  aforesaid,  to^  award  any  creditor  ])ctitionin(; 
another  commission 4  and  such  person,  so  taking  such  undue  satisfaction 
as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  lose,  as  well  his  or  her  whole  debts,  as 
the  whole  he  or  she  shall  have  taken  and  received,  and  shall  pay  back, 
or  deliver  up  the  same,  or  the  full  value  thereof,  to  the  assignee  or  as- 
signees who  shall  be  appointed  or  chosen  under  such  commission,  in 
manner  aforesaid,  in  trust  for,  and  to  be  divided  amongst  the  other  cre- 
ditors of  the  said  bankrupt,  in  proportion  to  their  rcBpe^llve  debts. 

29.  Sect.  XXIX.  Every  person  who  shall  be  chosen  assignee  of 
the  estate  and  effcdls  of  a  bankrupt,  shall,  at  some  time  after  the  expi- 
ration of  four  months,  and  within  twelve  months  from  the  timeofishu- 
ing  the  commission,  cause  at  least  thirty  days  public  notice  to  be  given, 
of  the  time  and  place  the  commissioners  and  assignees  intend  to  meet, 
to  make  a  dividend  or  distribution  of  the  bankrupt's  estate  and  eflcols ; 
at  which  time  the  creditors  who  have  not  before  proved   their  debts, 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  prove  the. same  ;  and  upon  every   such  meeting;, 
•the  assignee  or  assignees  shall  produce   to   the    conmiissioners   and 
creditors  then  present,  fair  and  just  accounts  of  all  his  or  their  receipts 
and  payments,  touching  the  bankrupt's  estate  and  eft'ccls,  and  of  what 
shall  remain  out  standing,  and  the  particulars  thereof,  and  shall,  if  liic 
creditors  then  present,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  require  the  same,  be 
examined  upon  oath  or  solemn  affirmation,  before  the  same  commis- 
sioners, touching  the  truth  of  such  accounts  ;  and  in  such  accounts,  tlie 
said  assignee  or  assignees  shall  be  allowed  and  retain  all  such  sum  and 
sums  of  money,  as  they  shall  have  paid  or  expended  in  suing   out  and 
prosecuting  the  commission,  and  all  other  just  allowances  on  account 
of,  or  by  reason  or  means  of  their  being  assignee  or  assignees  ;  and  the 
Said  commissioners  shall  order  such  pijirt  of  the  nctt  produce  of  the  suid 
bankrupt's  estat^e,  as  by  such  accounts  or  otherwise  shall  appear  to  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  said  assignees,  as  they  shall  think  fit,  to   be   forth- 
with divided  among  sucli  of  the    bankrupt's  creditors    as   have  duly 
proved  their  debts  under  stich  commission,  in  proportion  to  their  seve- 
ral and  respective  debts  ;  and  the  commissioners  shall  make  such  their 
order  for  a  dividend  in  writing,  under  their  hands,  and  shall  cause  one 
part  of  such  order  to  be  filed  amongst  the  proceedings   under  the  said 
commission,  and  shall  deliver  unto  each  of  the  assignees    under   such 
commission,  a  duplicate  of  such  their  order,  which  order  of  distribution 
shall  contain  an  account  of  the  time  and  place  of  making  such  order, 
and  the  sum  total  or  quantum  of  all  the  debts  proved  under  the   com- 
mission, and  the  sum  total  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  hands  ot  the 
assignee  or  assignees  to  be  divided,  and  how  many  per  cent,  in  particu- 
lar is  there  ordered  to  be  paid  to  every   creditor  ©f  his  debt ;   and  the 
said  assignee  or  assignees,  in  pursuance  of  such  order,  and   without 
any  deed  or  deeds  of  distribution,  to  be  made  for  the   purpose,  shall 
forthwith  make  such  dividend  and  distribution  accordingly,  and  shall 
take  receipts,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  from  each  creditor, 
for  the  part  or  share  of  such  dividend  or  distribution,  which  he  or  tliey 
*hall  makfj,and  pay  to  each  creditor  respetUvely  \  and  such  order  and 
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receipt  shall  be  a  full  and  efFe^lual  di'^charge  to  such  assi^ee  for  so 
much  as  he  shall  fairly  pay,  pursuant  to  such  order  as  aforebaiil. 

"0.  Sect.  XXX.    Within  c];^^4tcen   niontl.s,   next  after  the  issuinj^ 
of  the  commission,  the  assi-^nce  or  assij^nccs   shall   make  a   soconil 
dividend  of  the   bankrupt's  cstut-j  and  effeols,  in  case  the   same  were 
not  wholly    divided   upon  the   tirst    dividend,   and   shall   cause    due 
ptUic  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  the  saidconjmissioners

Do  execution  executed  upon  any  of  the  real  or  personal  estate  of  such 
biiikrupt,  before  the  time  he  or  she  became  bankrupts)  shall  not  be 
relieved  upon  any  such  judgment,  statute,  recognizance,  specialty,  or 
ivtachment,  for  more  than  a  rateable  part  of  his  debt,  with  the  other 
creditors  of  the  bankrupt. 

•^'.  Sect.  XXXIL  The  assignees  shall  keep  one  or  more  distinct 
l>0()k,  or  books  of  account,  wherein  he  or  they  shall  duly  enter  all  sums 
f  •  money  or  eifecls,  which  he  or  they  shall  have  received,  or  got  into 
li'^  or  their  possession,  of  the  said  bankrupt's  estate,  to  which  books 
^f  account,  every  creditor  who  shall  have  proved  his  or  her  debt,  shall, 
'*t  all  reasonable  times,  have  free  resort,  and  inspect  the  same  as  often

33.  Sect.  XXXIII.  Every  bankrupt,  not  being  in  prison  or  custody^

o^t  the  accounts  of  the  said  bankrupi':»  estate  and  effects,  and  to  attend 
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any  court  of  record,  to  be  examined  touching  the  sam^,  or  such  other 
business,  as  the  said  assignees  shall  judi^e  necessary,  for  ^hich  he 
•hall  receive  three  dollars  per  day. 

34.  Sect.  XXXIV.  All  and  every  person  and  persons  who  shall  be- 
come bankrupt  as  aforesaid,  and  who  shall,  within  the  time  limited  by 
this  a6l,  surrender  him  or  herself  to  the  commissioners,  and  in  all  thin;^s 
conform  as  in  and  by  this  acl  isdire6\ed,  shall  be  allowed  five  per  cent.

said  bankrupt  shall  be  allowed  ten  per  cent-  on  the  amount  of  such  ntlt

from  sucii  securities,  as  if  such  money  had  been  due  and  payable  bciore 
the  time  of  his  or  her  becoming  bankrupt;  and  such  creditoi-s  may  pe- 
tition for  a  commission,  or  join  in  petitioning. 

40.  Sect.  XL.  In  case  any  person,  committed  by  the  commissioner's 
warrant,  shall  obtain  in  habeas  corpus^  in  order  to  be  discharged,  and  there

OQthe  amount  of  their  d^bts  respe£tively. 

58.  Sect.  LVIII.  Any  creditor  of  a  person,  against  whom  a  com- 
mission of  bankruptcy  shall  have  been  sued  forth,  and  who  shall  lay  his 
daim  before  the  commissioners  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  a€t, 
may  at  the  same  time  declare  his  unwillingness  to  submit  the  same  to 
the  jud^ient  of  the  said  commissioners,  and  his  wish  that  a  jury  may 
be  cmpannelled  to  decide  thereon :  Kx\A  in  like  manner  the  assignee 
ftr  assignees  of  such  bankrupt  may  obje6t  to  the  consideration  of  any 
particular  claim  by  the  commissioners,  and  require  that  the  same  should 
be  referred  to  a  jury.  In  either  case,  such  objection  and  request  shall 
be  entered  on  the  books  of  the  commissioners,  and  thereupon  an  issue 
shall  be  made  up  between  the  parlies,  and  a  jury  shall  be  empaimelled, 
as  mother  cases,  to  try  the  same  in  llie  circuit  court  for  the  distri6t  in 
which  such  banknipt  has  usually  resided.  The  vfcrdlc\  of  such  jury 
•hall  be  subjedt  to  the  control  of  the  court,  as  in  suits  originally  institute 
cd  in  the  sa.id  court,  and  when  r;;ndcixd,  if  not  set  aside  by  the  court, 
shall  be  certified  to  the  com  mi  iisi  oners,  and  shall  ascertain  toe  amount 
oCaay  BuchcUim,  and  such  creditor  or  creditors  siall  hz  considered  ia 
^1  respc'jis  as  having  proved  their  dobLi  under  Utc  commission.

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59.  Sect.  LIX.  The  lands  and  effe6ls  of  any  person  becoming  bank- 
rtipt  may  be  sold  on  such  crcait,  and  pn  such  security,  as  a  major  part 
in  value  of  the  creditors  may  direct :  Provided^  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  b^  allowed  so  to  operate,  as  to  retard  the  granting  the  bankrupt's 
certificate. 

60.  Sect.  LX.  If  any  person  becoming  bankrupt,  shall  be  in  prison, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  creditor  or  creditors,  at  whose  suit  he  or  she 
shall  be  in  execution,  to  discharge  him  or  her  from  custody,  or  if  such 
creditor  or  creditors  shall  refuse  to  do  so,  the  prisoner  may  petition  the 
commissioners  to  liberate  him  or  her,  and  thereupon,  if,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  commissioners,  the  conduct  of  such  bankrupt  shall  have  been 
fair,  so  as  to  entitle  him  or  her  in  their  opinion,  to  a  certificate,  when 
by  law  such  certificate  might  be  given,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them 
to  direft  the  discharge  of  such  prisoner,  and  to  enter  the  same  in  their 
books,  which  being  notified  to  the  keeper  of  the  gaol  in  which  such 
prisoner  may  be  confined,  shall  be  a  sufficient  authority  for  his  or  her 
discharge  :  Provided^  That  in  either  case,  such  discharge  shall  be  no 
bar  to  another  execution,  if  a  certificate  shall  be  refused  to  such  bank- 
rupt :  And  provided  alsoy  that  it  shall  be  no  bar  to  a  subsequent  impri- 
sonment of  such  bankrupt  by  order  of  the  commissioners,  in  conformity 
Vfiththe  provisions  of  this  a6t. 

61.  Sect.  LXI.  This  a6t  shall  not  repeal  or  annul,  or  be  construed 
to  repeal  or  annul  the  laws  of  any  state  now  in  force,  or  which  may  be 
'hereafter  enacled,  for  the  relief  of  insolvent  debtors,  except  so  far  as 
the  same  may  respe6t  persons,  who  are,  or  may  be  clearly  within  the 
purview  of  this  a6t,  and  whose  debts  shall  amoimt  in  the  cases  specified 
in  the  second  section  thereof  to  the  sums  therein  mentioned.  And  if 
any  person  within  the  purview  of  this  a6t  shall  be  imprisoned  for  the 
space  of  three  months,  for  any  debt,  or  upon  any  contract,  unless  the 
creditors  of  such  prisoner  shall  proceed  to  prosecute  a  commission  of 

.bankruptcy  against  him  or  her.  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  a6t, 
such  debtor  may  and  shall  be  entitled  to  relief,  under  any  such  laws  for 
the  relief  of  insolvent  debtors,  this  a6t  notwithstanding. 

62.  Sect.  LXII.  Nothing  contained  in  this  law  shall,  in  any  man- 
ner, affe6l  the  right  of  preference  to  prior  satisfaction  of  debts  due 
to  the  united  states  as  secured  or  provided  by  any  law  heretofore  passed, 
nor  shall  be  construed  to  lessen  or  impair  any  right  to,  or  security  for, 
money  due  to  the  united  states  or  to  any  of  them. 

63.  Sect.LXIII.  Nothing  contained  in  this  a6t  shall  be  taken,  or 
construed  to  invalidate,  or  impair  any  lien  existinj;  at  the  date  of  tiiis 
act,  upon  the  lands  or  chattels  of  any  person  who  may  have  become  a 
bankrupt. 

64.  Sect.  LXI  V.  This  act  shall  continue  in  force  during  the  term 
of  five  years,  and  from  thence  to  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  con* 
gress  thereafter,  and  no  longer:  Providtdy  that  the  expiration  of  this 
att  shall  not  prevent  the  complete  execution  of  any  commission 
which  may  have  been  previously  thereto  issued.

shall  be  repaid. 

53.  Sect.  VIII.  So  much  of  the  a6l,  entitled,  «  An  a£l  to  establish 
the  temporary  and  permanent  seat  of  government  of  the  united  states," 
passed  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  seventeen  hundred 
and  ninety,  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of  commissioners  shall  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.         [See  antea  2  and  seq."] 

54.  Sect.  IX.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  open  books  in  the  city 
of  Washington,  for  receiving  and  entering  subscriptions  for  openint^ 
the  canal  to  communicate  from  the  Potomack  river  to  the  eastern 
branch  thereof,  through  a  part  of  the  city  of  Washington,  under  the 
management  of  Thomas  Tingey,  Daniel  Carroll  of  Duddington,  Tho- 
mas Law,  and  Daniel  Carroll  Brent,  which  subscriptions  shall  be  made 
personally,  or  by  power  of  attorney  :  the  said  books  shall  be  opened 
for  receiving  subscriptions,  and  continue  open  until  the  sum  of  eighty 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  tilled  up,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  ; 
and  that  each  person  shall,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  pay  dow^n  ten 
dollars,  being  one  tenth  of  each  share  ;  and  after  fourteen  days  previ- 
ous notice,  by  advertisement,  there  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  aubscri- 
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ben,  aad  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  incorporated  into  a  company, 
by  the  name  of  the  "  Washington  Canal  Company,"  and  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  aa  snch  and  make  all  necessary  bye-laws  and  regulations  for 
the  proper  management  of  the  business  thereof  :  And  such  of  the 
subicribera  as  shall  be  present  at  tlie  said  meeting,  or  a  majority  of 
tlicra,  arc  hereby  cmpoAvered  and  required  to  ciecl  a  presiaent  and 
fy:!r  directors  for  conducling  the  said  undertaking,  and  managing  the 
said  company's  business  for,  and  during  such  time  not  exceeding  three 
years,  as  the  s;iid  subscribers  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  think  fit. 
Lach  member  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every  share,  by  him  or  her 
htid  at  the  time  in  the  said  company,  and  any  proprietor  by  a  writing 
under  his  or  her  hand,  executed  in  presence  of  two  witnesses,  may  de- 
pute any  other  member  or  proprietor  to  vote  and  acl  as  proxy  for  him 
or  her,  at  any  general  meeting. 

55.  S£CT.  X«  The  shares  in  said  company  shall  be  deemed  personal* 
and  not  real  x^roperty,  and  traiisferrable  in  such  manner  as  the  compa^ 
11/  sluU  direct* 

56.  Sect.  XL  The  president  and  dire6lors  so  ele6led5  and  their 
8'jcccssors,  or  a  majority  ot  them,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  ajjree  with  any  person  or  persons,  on  behalf  of  the  said  company,  to 
cm  such  canals,  erec\  such  locks,  and  perform  such  other  works  as  they 
shall  judge  necessary  for  opening  the  canal  aforesaid,  and  the  forks 
thereaf ;— and  out  of  the  monies  arising  from  the  subscriptions,  whar- 
^c  and  tolls,  to  pay  for  the  same,  anci  to  repair  and  improve  the  said 
candl,  locks  and  other  works  necessary  thereto,  and  to  defray  all  inci* 
(tcotal  charges,  and  also  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  clerk,  and  such  other 
ofpcers,  tolUgatherers,  managers  and  servants,  as  they  shall  judge  re- 
quisite, and  tor'settk  their  respective  wages^ 

57.  Sect.XII.  The  treasurer  of  the  company  shall  give  bond,  with 
s'Kh  penalty,  and  such  security,  as  the  said  president  and  dircciorsy 
or  a  majority  of  them  shall  direct* 

58.  Sect.  XIII.  The  said  president  and  direclors,  so  elected,  and 
their  successors  or  a  majority  of  them  assembled,  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  demand  and  receive  of  the  proprietors,  the  remaining 
nine-tenths  of  the  shares,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  be  required  - 
by  previous  advertisement,  at  least  one  month  in  the  Washington, 
(k'or^^e  Town  and  Alexandria  gazettes  ;  and  if  any  of  the  said  propri- 
ttors  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  thtir  proi>ortions  within  one  month 
a!t;ir  the  same  so  ordered  and  advertised,  as  aforesaid,  the  said  shares  of 
titfaulters  shall  be  forfeited. 

SxcT.  XI V,  The  said  president  and  directors,  so  ele6led,  and  their 
successors,  or  a  majority  of  tliem,  shall  not  begin  to  collect  wharfage 
or  tolls,  until  the  canal  is  made  practicable  for  boats  and  scows  to  pass 
tLrough  the  same  from  the  Pofomack  to  the  eastern  branch. 

59.  Sect.  XV.  Every  president  a\id  director,  before  he  a6ts  as  such, 
s'ul!  take  an  oath  or  aihrmuliou  for  the  faithful  discnar^e  of  his   oflice. 

60.  Sect.  XVI.  Tliere  shall  be  a  general  meeting  of  the  proprietors 
on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  and  the  tirst  Monday  in  Dccembcis  ^^very* 
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year,  in  the  city  of  Washington  ;  to  which  meeting  th©  president  and 
direclors  shall  make  a  report,  ard  render  distinct  and  jdst  accounts  of 
all  their  proceedings,  and  on  finding  them  fairly  and  justiy  stated,  the 
proprietors,  then  present,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  give  a  certificate 
thereof,  and  at  such  half  yearly  general  meetings,  after  leaving  in  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer  such  sum  as  shall  be  judged  necessary  for  re- 
pairs, improvements  or  contingent  charges  an  equal  dividend  of  all  the 
iictt  profits  arising  from  the  wharfage  and  tolls  hereby  granted,  shall  be 
ordered  and  made  to,  and  among  all  the  proprietors  of  the  said  com- 
pany, in  proportion  to  their  several  shares. 

61.  Sect.  XVII.  For  and  in  consideration  of  the  expenses  the  said 
proprietors  shall  incur,  not  only  in  cutting  canals,  but  in  creeling  locks, 
and  in  maintaining  and  keeping  the  same  in  repair,  and  in  temporary 
enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  same,  that  for  the  space  of  fifty 
years,  when  this  acl  shall  cease  on  repayment  of  the  principal  of  the 
sums  expended,  the  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  colle£l  the  same 
rates  of  wharfage  on  all  articles  and  materials  landed  on  each  side  of 
the  canal,  as  are  now  legally  received  at  the  wharfs  of  George  Town  : 
And  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  directors,  for 
fifty  years,  and  as  much  longer  as  their  principal  sums  expended  remain 
unpaid,  to  demand  and  to  receive,  at  the  most  convenient  place  for  all 
commodities  carried  through  a  lock  or  locks  of  the  canal,  a  toll  not  ex- 
ceeding half  a  dollar  on  each  loaded  boat,  and  a  quarter  of  a  dollar  on 
each  loaded  scow  ;    but  no  toll  to  be  paid  returning.     But   when  the 
wharfage  shall  produce  the  annual  interest  of  eigiit  per  cent,  on  the  sums 
expended  by  the  president  and  directors,  exclusive  of  the  tolls,  then  the 
tolls  shall  cease,  and  the  canal  and   forks  thereof,  shall  be  entirely  free 
for  passage  :  And  when  the  wharfage  shall  exceed  the  annual  interest 
of  twelve  per  cent,  then  the  president  and  direclors  shall  appropriate 
one  halfot^the  surplus  to  such  public  purpose  as  congress  may  liirect, 
or  reserve  the  same  as  a  fund  to  pay  oil' the  principal  :  Provided  alxi'uysy 
That  all  public  property  shall  pass  free  of  toll  anci  wiiarfage. 

62.  Sect.  XVIII.  Provided  nevertheless  jThnim  case  the  said  Washing- 
ton canal  company  created  by  this  atl  shall  not,  within  the  term  of  five 
years,  complete  said  canal,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  admit  boats  drawing 
three  feet  of  water  to  pass  through  the  whole  extent  of  said  canal,  that 
the  said  canal  shall  revert  to  the  united  states,  and  all  right  and  autho- 
rity hereby  granted  to  said  company  shall  cease  and  determine.

63.  Sect.  I.  The  circuit  court  of  the  county  of  Washington,  in  the 
territory  of  Columbia,  shall  have  power  to  proceed  in  all  common  law 
and  chancery  causes  which  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be  instituted 
before  it,  in  which  either  of  the  parties  reside  without  the  said  territory, 
in  the  same  way  that  non-residents  are  proceeded  against  in  the  gen- 
eral court  or  in  the  supreme  court  of  chancery  in  the  state  of  Mary- 
land. 

Sect.  II.  The  circuit  court  of  the  county  cf  Alexandria,  in  the  dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  shall  have  power  to  proceed  in  all  common  law  and 
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chancery  causes  which  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be  instituted  before 
it,  io  which  either  of  the  parties  are  non-residents  of  said  distridl  of 
Columbia,  in  the  same  way,  and  under  the  same  regulations  observed 
by  the  district  court  or  by  the  hi^h  court  of  chancery  in  Virginia^  in 
proceeding  against  non-residents. 

64.  Sect.  III.  The  courts  for  thecountiesof  Alexandria  and  Wash- 
inoton,  shall  hereafter  be  holdcn  at  the  periods  following,  to  wit :  For 
the  county  of  Alexandria,  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  June  and  Novem- 
ber, and  for  the  county  of  Washington,  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  July 
and  December,  in  each  year  ;  and  all  process  heretofore  issued  from 
the  offices  of  the  said  courts  and  not  yet  returned,  shall  be  returnable 
to  the  tirst  day  of  the  sessions  of  the  said  courts,  rcspeClively,  and  all 
causes  noM'  depending  in  tiie  same  shall  stand  adjourned  and  continued 
over  to  the  next  sessions  of  the  said  courts,  as  established  by  this  acl. 
And  the  said  courts  are  hereby  invested  with  the  same  power  of  holding 
adjourned  sessions  that  are  exercised  by  the  courts  of  Maryland. 

65.  Sect.  IV.  No  capias  ad  satisfaciendum  shall  hereafter  issue  on  any 
jadgment   rendered  by   a  single  magistrate,  or  in  any  case  where  the 
judgment,  exclusive  of  costs,    shall  not  exceed  twenty  dollars  ;  but  in 
such  cases,  execution  shall  be  only  on  the   goods  and  chattels  of  the 
dtbtor,  and    shall   issue  by  order  of  the  justice  who  may  have  taken 
cognizance  of  the  action,  from  the  clerk's  office,  and  shall  be  returna- 
ble thereto.     All  such  executions  shall  be  returnable  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  every  month  ;  and  the  same  and  also  the   warrant  to  bring  the 
party  before  the  justice,  shall  be  directed  to  one  of  the  constables,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  obey   the  same  :  Each  of  the   said  constables  shall 
give  bond  with  one  sufficient  surety,  to  bo  approved  of  by  any  one  of  the 
district  judges,  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  in 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  :  The  clerk's  fees  for  issuing  and  filing 
theretum  of  every  such  execution,  shall  be  twenty -live  cents  ;  the  con- 
stable's fees  for  return  and  service,  shall  be  fifty  cents  ;  and  acommis- 
sioD  of  eight  per  cent,  shall   be  allowed  the  conscdLIc  for  every  sun\ 
thereon  by  him  levied. 

66.  Sect.  V.  So  much  of  the  original  a6t  to  which  this  is  a  further 
supplement,  as  confines  the  jurisdiction  ot*  the  courvs  of  this  territory 
to  cases  between  parties  vvho  are  inhuuitants  of,  or  residents  within  the 
sime,  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  to  any  case,  w  lit;rc,  by  tlic  laws  of 
Maryland  and  Virginia,  respc;:livcly,  attachments  may  isbuc  to  affecj 
l^.e  property  of  abscoUvling  debiors,  or  otiicis  having  property  within 
lut  district,  and  whose  persons  are  not  answerable  to  the  process  ot  the 
court.     [See  ant^a  ^3.]  , 

07.  Sect.  VI.  The  taxes  to  be  levied  in  the  county  of  Alexandria, 
Skill  hereafter  be  assessed  by  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  said  coun- 
ty, and  the  poor  of  the  town  and  country  pdits  of  the  said  county  of 
Alexandria  shall  be  provided  for  respectiveiy,  in  like  niunner  as  the 
county  and  corporation  courts  were  authorized  to  do  by  the  laws  of 
Vipjjinia,  as  they  stood  in  force  within  the  said  county,  on  the  firsjt 
Moiiday  of  December,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred.      [See 
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68.  Sect.  VII.  No  part  of  the  laws  of  Virginia  or  Maryland,  declar- 
ed by  an  a6t  of  congress,  passed  the  twenty -seventh  day  of  February,

69.  Sect.  VIII.  So  much  of  tv/o  a6ls  of  congress,  the  one  passed 
on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  one,  entitled  "  An  afjt  concerning  the  districl  of  Colum- 
bia ;"  the  other  passed  the  third  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  one,-  supplementary  to  thti  aforesaid  acl,  as 
provides  for  the  compensation  to  be  made  to  certain  justices  of  the 
peace  thereby  created,  and  for  compensation  to  jurors  attending  the 
courts  v/ithin  said  distri6l,  except  so  much  thereof  as  relate^  to  thtir 
travelling  expenses  attending  the  same,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  rcptal- 
ed  :  And  jurors,  in  future,'  shall  serve  in  the  said  courts,  and  be 
summoned  to  attend  the  same  in  like  manner  as  jurors  serve  and  were 
summoned  in  tlie  courts  of  Virginia,  prior  to  the  passajje  of  the  above 
recited  a6l.

70.  Sect.  IX.  Ordinary  licenses,  retailers  licenses,  a,nd  hawkers 
and  pedlars  licenses,  shall  be  granted  by  the  circuit  court  of  the  said 
distiitl,  in  the  respeclive  counties,  as  the  same  were  heretofore  grant- 
ed by  the  courts  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  respectively.  And  the  se- 
veral judges  of  the  said  circuit  court  shall  have  like  authority  to  grant 
such  licenses  in  vacation,  as  the  justices  of  the  courts  of  Maryland  and 
Virginia  heretofore  possessed  ;  and  the  money  arising  from  such  li- 
censes shall  be  applied  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  counties,  ve-

71.  S|:cT.  X.  The  marnhal  of  the  district  of  Columbia,  shall  be,  and 
he  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed,  with  the  approbation  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  united  states  to  cause  a  good  and  sufficient  jail  to  be  built 
within  the  city  of  Washington,  and  a  sum  not  exceeding  eight  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is  appropriated  to  that  purpose, 
%o  be  paid  outof  any  unappropriated  monies  in  the  treasury.  [See  crimes  1 .] 

72  Sect.  XL  The  corporation  of  George  Town,  in  the  district  of 
Columbi>A,  shall  have  full  power  and  autiiority  to  tax  any  particular  part 
ordistiictof  the  town,  for  paving  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  therein,  or 
for  sinking  wells,  or  erecting  pumps  v/liich  may  appear  for  the  benefit 
of  such  particular  part  or  district,  i  Vo^/c/a/,  that  the  rate  of  tax  so  to  be 
levied  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars  per  foot  front,  and  that  the  same  shall 
be  enforced  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  taxes  which  the 
suid  corporation  had  heretofore  been  authorized  to  lay  and  collect.

74.  Sect. XIII.  The  president  of  the  united  states  is  authorized  to  cause 
tlie  iiiiiitia  of  the  rc^pcftive  countich  of  \Vashinj;ton  and  Alexandria 
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to  be  formed  into  regiments  and  other  corps,  conformably,  as  nearly  as 
may  be, to  the  laws  of  Marylundand  Virginia,  as  they  stood  in  force  ia 
the  said  counties,  respedlively,  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred;  he  shall  ai>jx)int  and  conmussion^ 
during  pleasure,  all  such  officers  of  the  militia  of  the  said  distridt  as  he 
may  think  proper ;  and  he  is  authorized  to  call  them  into  service  in  like 
manner  as  the  executive  of  Mary  land  and  Virginia  were  authoiized  ia 
the  counties  of  Washington  and  Alexandria  rcppectively,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hutidred-  And  such  militia, 
vhenin  a6lual  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  emolu- 
\um  ai£  the  militia  of  the  united  states,  when  called  uutby  ihepic-p 
sident*     [Sec  Alilitia^  12,  14,  15.] 

ACT  of  May  3,   1802.     (Vol.  VI.   p.  183.) 

75.  Sect.  I,  The  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Washington  shall  beconstH 
tuted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  a  mayor  and  council 
of  the  city  of  Washington,  and  by  their  corporate  name,  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  grant,  receive,  and  do  all  other  ac\s 
u  natural  persons,  and  m^y  purcl^asc  and  hold  real,  personal  and 
mixed  property,  or  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  said 
ciiy  ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  city  seal,  which  may  be  broken  or  al- 
tered at  pleasure  :  The  city  of  Washington  shall  be  divided  into  three 
ci\isions  or  wards,  as  now  divided  by  the  levy  court  for  the  county,  for 
toe  purpose  of  assessment  ;  but  the  number  may  be  increased  here- 
^'ler,  as  m  the  wisdom  of  the  city  council  shall  seem  most  conducive 
\^  the  genei'al  interest  and  convenience. 

76.  StCT.  II.  The  council  of  the  city  of  Washington  shall  consist 
of  twelve  members,  residents  of  the  city,  and  upwards  of  twenty -five 
yarsofa^e,  to  be  divided  into  two  chambers,  the  first  chaiitberto  con- 
kk  of  seven  members,  and  the  second  chamber  of  five  members  ;  the 
acond  chamber  to  be  chosen  from  the  wiiole  number  of  coimsellors 
eiedcd,  by  their  joint  ballot.  The  city  council  to  be  tlccied  annually, 
by  ballot,  in  a  general  ticket,  by  the  free  white  male  inhabitants  of  full 
aij'c,  wiio  have  resided  twelve  months  in  the  city,  and  paid  taxes  there- 
in the  year  preceding  the  elcelion's  being  held  :  The  justices  of  the 
county  of  Washington,  resident  in  the  cily,  or  any  three  of  them,  to 
prcHdc  as  judges  of  election,  with  such  associates  as  the  council  may, 
I'um  time  to  time,  appoint. 

17.  Sfxt.  III.  The  first  ele6Lion  of  members  for  the  city  council 
s!  ill  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  next,  and  in  every  yearafter- 
urds,  at  such  place  in  each  ward  as  the  juoges  of  the  eleClion  may 

prescribe. 

78.  Sect.  IV.  The  polls  sh^Il  be  kept  open  from  eight  o'clock  in 
the  morning  till  seven  o'clock  in  the  evciiing,  and  no  lunger,  for  the  re- 
ce])tion  of  ballots.  On  tlie  closing  of  the  poll,  the  jiiiigcs  shall  close 
and  seal  their  ballot  boxes,  and  meet  on  the  day  following  in  the  pre- 
sciicc  of  the  marshal  of  the  district,  on  the  first  ekction,  and  the  coun- 
cil afterwards,  when  the  seUs  shull  be  broken,  and  the  votes  counted  : 
Within  three  days  after  such  election,  they  shall  give  notice  to  the 
Persons  having  the  greatest  number  oi  legal  votes,  iivcX  they  are  duly 
<^lect«;d|  and  shall  uiakc  their  return  to  the  mayor  of  the  city. 
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79.  Skct.  V.  The  mayor  of  the  city  shall  be  appointed,  annually, 
by  the  president  of  the  united  states  :  He  must  be  a  citizen  of  the 
united  states,  and  a  resident  of  the  city,  prior  to  his  appointment. 

80.  Sect.    VI.  The  city   council  shall    hold  their  sessions  in  the 
city  hall,  or,  until  such  building  is  erected,  in  such  place  as  the  mayor 
may  provide  for  that  purpose,  on  the  second  Monday  in  June,  in  every 
year;  but  the  mayor  may  cdnvene  them   oftner,  if  the   public  good 
require  their  deliberations.     Three-fourths  of  the   members  of  each 
council  may  be  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day :  They  may  compel  the  attendance  of  abbtnt 
members,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties,  as  they  may,  by 
ordinance  provide  ;  they  shall  appoijit  their  i-especlive  president«,  vtho 
shall  preside  during  their  sessions,  and  shall  vote  on  all  questions  where 
there  is  an  equal  division  ;  they  shall  settle  their  rules  of  proceedini^s, 
appoint  their  own  officers,  regulate  their  respedlive  fees,  and  remove 
them  at  pleasure  ;  they  shall  judge  of  the  elections,  returns  and  qualifi- 
cations of  their  own  members;  and  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  whole,  expel  any  member  for  disorderly   behavior,  or 
mal-condu6l  in  office,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  offence ;  they 
shall  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceedings,  and  enter  the  yeas  and  nays 
on  any  question,  resolve  or  ordinance,  at  the  request  of  any  member, 
and  their  deliberations  shall  be  public.     The  mayor  shall   appoint  to 
all  offices  under  the  corporation.     All  ordinances  or  a6ls  passed  by  the 
city  council  shall  be  sent  to  the  mayor,  for  his  approbation,  and  when 
approved  by  him,  shall  then  be  obligatory  as  such.     But  if  the  said 
mayor  shall  not  approve  of  such   ordinance  or  acl,  he  shall  return  the 
same  within  five   days,  with  his  reasons  in   writing    therefor ;  and  if 
three-fourths  of  both  branches  of  the  city  council,  on  re-consideration 
thereof,  approve  of  the  same,  it  shall  be  in   force,  in  like  manner  as  if 
he  had  approved  it,  unless  the  city  council,  by  their  adjouniment,  pre- 
vent its  return.

licensing  and  regulating  the    sweeping  of  chimnies,   and   fixing  the 
rates  thereof ;  to  establish  and  re^ulute  fire  wards  and  fire  companies;  to 
regulate  and  establish  the  size  of  bricks  that  are  to  be  made  and  used  in 
the  city,  to  sink  wells,  and  ere6^  and  repivir  pumps  in  the  streets;  to  imi.ose 
and  appropriate  tines,  penalties  and  iorleitures  for  bleach  of  their  oi- 
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dinances ;  to  lay  and  colle6l  taxes  ;  to  enadl  bye  laws  for  the  preTention 
and  extinguishment  ol  hre  ;  and  to  p'uss  all  ordinances  necessary  to 
give  eff-  t  andoperiiliau  to  all  the  powers  vested  in  ihe  corporation  of 
the  city  of  Washiii.Ljton  :  Provided^  That  the  bye  laws  or  ordinances  of 
the  said  corporation,  shall  be  in  no  wise,  obligatory  upon  the  persons  of

defence  by  counsel  learned  in  the  law  ;  and  the  court  before  whom 
such  person  shall  be  tried,  or  some  judj>;e  tliereof,  shall,  and  they  are 
hereby  auUiorized  and  required  immediately  upon  his  request,  to  assign 
to  sujch  period  tiucli  couasel>  not  excced:n;if  two,  as  such  person  shall 
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thority  of  the  united  states,  until  permanent  provision  shall  be  made  by 
law  for  that  purpose;  and  the  said  marslial  shall  be  allowed  his  reasona- 
ble expenses  incurred  for  the  above  purposes,  to  be  paid  out  ofthe trea- 
sury of  the  united  states.

the  executive  authority  making  such  demand,  or  to  the  agent  of  such 
authority  appointed  to  receive  the  fugitive,  and  to  cause  the  fugitive  to 
be  delivered  to  such  agent  when  he  shall  appear  :  But  if  no  ^uch  agent 
shall  appear  within  six  months  from  the  time  of  the  arrest,  the  prison- 
er may  be  discharged.     And  all  costs  or  cx|>enscs  incurred  in  the  ap- 
prehending,   securing,   and  transmitting  such  fugitive  to  the  state  or 
territory  making  such  demand,  shall  be  paid  by  such  state  or  territory*.

1.  Sect.  1.  Whereas  justice  and  the  support  of  public  credit  require, 
that  provision  should  be  made  for  fulfilling  the  engagements  of  the 
united  states,  in  respedl  of  their  foreign  debt,  and  for  funding  their  do- 
mestic debt  upon  equitable  and  satisfactory  terms  : 

It  is  enactedj  That  reserving  out  of  the  monies  which  have  arisen 
since  the  last  day  of  December  last  past,  and  which  shall  hereafter  arise 
from  the  duties  on  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  imported  into  the 
united  states,  and  on  the  tonnage  of  ships  or  vessels,  the  yearly  sum  of 
six  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  appropri- 
ated from  time  to  time,  towards  the  support  of  the  government  of  the 
united  states,  and  their  common  defence,  the  residue  of  the  said  mo- 
nies, or  so  much  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary,  as  the  same  shall  be 
received  in  each  year,  next  after  the  sum  reserved  as  aforesaid,  shall 
he,  and  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  which  shall 
from  time  to  time  become  due  on  the  loans  heretofore  made  by  the 
united  states  in  foreign  countries  ;  and  also  to  the  payment  of  interest 
on  such  further  loans  as  may  be  obtained  for  discharging  the  arrears 
of  interest  thereupon,  and  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  there- 
of;  to  continue  so  appropriated  until  the  said  loans,  as  well  those  al- 
ready made  as  those  which  may  be  made  in  virtue  of  this  a6t,  shall  be 
fully  satisfied,  pursuant  to  the  contra6\8  relating  to  the  same,  any  law  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.  And  providedy  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained, shall  be  construed  to  annul  or  alter  any  appropriation  by  law 
made  prior  to  the  passing  of  this  acl. 

2.  Sect.  II.  As  new  loans  are  and  will  be  necessary  for  the  payment 
of  the  aforesaid  arrears  of  interest,  and  the  instalments  of  the  principal 
of  the  said  foreign  debt  due  and  growing  due,  and  may  also  be  found 
expedient  for  efle6Ving  an  entire  alteration  in  the  state  of  the  same  : 

It  is  further  enacted^  That  the  president  of  the  united  states  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  cause  to  be  borrowed  on  behalf  of  the  united 
states,  a  sum  or  sums,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  twelve  million  of 
dollars  ;  and  that  so  much  of  this  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  dis- 
charge of  the  said  arrears  and  instalments,  and  (if  it  can  be  effe6led 
upon  terms  advantageous  to  the  united  states)  to  the  paying  off  the 
whole  of  the  said  foreign  debt  be  appropriated  solely  to  those  purpo- 
ses :  And  the  president  is  moreover  further  authorized  to  cause  to  be 
made  such  other  contracls  respecting  the  said  debt  as  shall  be  found 
for  the  interest  of  the  said  states.  Provided  nevertheless,  That  no  en- 
gagement nor  contract  shall  be  entered  into  which  shall  preclude  the 
united  states  from  reimbursing  any  sum  or  sums  borrowed  within  tif- 
teen  years  after  the  same  shall  have  been  lent  or  advanced. 

3.  Sect.  III.  Whereas  it  is  desirable  to  adapt  the  nature  ofthepro- 
Yision  to  be  made  for  the  domestic  debt  to  the  present  circumstances  of 
the  united  states,  as  far  as  it  shall  be  found  pradticable,  consistently  with 
good  faith  and  the  rights  of  the  creditors  ;  which  can  only  be  done  by- 
It  voluntary  loan  on  their  part  : 

Itis/urthtr  tnacted^  That  a  loan  to  the  full  amount  of  the  said  do<. 
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mcstic  debt,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  proposed ;  and  that  books  for 
receiving  subscriptions  to  the  said  loan  be  opened  at  the  treasury  of  the 
united  states,  and  by  a  commissioner  to  be  appointed  in  each  of  the  said 
states,  on  the  first  day  of  October  next,  to  continue  open  until  the  last 
day  of  September  *  following  inclusively  ;  and  that  the  sums  which 
shall  be  subscribed  thereto,  be  payable  in  certificates  issued  for  the  said 
debt,  according  to  their  specie  value,  and  computing  the  interest  upon 
such  as  bear  interest  to  the  last  day  of  December  next,  inclusively  ^ 
which  said  certificates  shall  be  of  these  several  descriptions,  to  wit : 

Those  issued  by  the  register  of  the  treasury. 

Those  issued  by  the  commissioners  of  loans  in  the  several  states,  in^ 
eluding  certificates  given  pursuant  to  the  aQ  of  congress  of  the  second 
of  January,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy -nine,  for  bills  of 
credit  of  the  several  emissions  of  the  twentieth  of  May,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  and  the  eleventh  of  April,  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  seventy -eight* 

Those  issued  by  the  commissioners  for  the  adjustment  of  the  accounts 
of  the  quarter-roaster,  commissary,  hospital,  clothing,  and  marine  de- 
p:irtments« 

Those  issued  by  the  commissioners  for  the  adjustment  of  accounts 
in  the  respe6Uve  states. 

Those  issued  by  the  late  and  present  paymaster-general,  or  commis- 
sioner of  army  accounts. 

Those  issued  for  the  payment  of  interest,  commonly  called  indents 
of  interest. 

And  in  the  bills  of  credit  issued  by  the  authority  of  the  united  states 
in  congress  assembled,  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  in  the  said 
bills,  for  one  dollar  in  specie. 

4.  Sect.  IV.  For  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  sum  subscribed  to 
the  said  loan,  by  any  person  or  persons,  or  body  politic,  which  shall  be 
paid  in  the  principal  of  the  said  domestic  debt,  the  subscriber  or  sub- 
scribers shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate,  purporting  that  the  united 
slates  owe  to  the  holder  or  hoklers  thereof,  his,  her,  or  their  assigns, 
a  sum  to  be  expressed  therein,  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  sum  so  paid, 
btaring  an  interest  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  quarter  year- 
ly, and  subject  to  redemption  by  payments  not  exceeding  in  one  year, 
on  account  both  of  principal  and  interest,  the  proportion  of  eight  dol- 
lars upon  a  hundred  of  the  sum  mentioned  in  such  certificate  ;  and  to 
another  certificate  purporting  that  the  united  states  owe  to  the  holder 
or  holders  thereof,  his,  her  or  their  assigns,  a  sum  to  be  expressed 
therein,  equal  to  the  proportion  of  thirty-three  dollars  and  one  third  of  a 
<lollar  upon  a  hundred  ofthesum  so  paid, which  after  the  year  one  thou- 
sandeight  hundred  shall  bear  an  interest  of  six  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  quarter  yearly,  and  subject  to  redemption  by  payments  not  ex-

tion of  eight  doliarj  upon  a  hundred  of  the  sun\  mentioned  in  such  cer- 
liBcate  :    Provided^  That  it   shall  not  be  understood  that  the  united 
states  shall  be  bound  or  obliged  to  redeem  in  the  proportion  aforesaid  ; 
but  it  shall  be  understood  only  that  they  have  a  rigiit  so  to  do. 

Sect.  V.  For  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  sum  subscribed  to  the 
said  loan  by  any  person  or  persons,  or  body  politic  which  shall  be  paid 
in  the  interest  of  the  said  domestic  debt,  computed  to  the  said  last  day 
of  December  next,  or  in  the  said  certificates  issued  in  payment  of  inter- 
est, commonly  called  indents  of  interest,  the  subscriber  or  subscribers 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  purporting  that  the  united  slates  owe  to 
the  holder  or  holders  thereof,  his,  her  or  their  assigns,  a  sum  to  be 
specified  therein,  equal  to  that  by  him,  her  or  them  so  paid,  beainng 
an  interest  of  three  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  quarter  yearly,  and 
subjedl  to  redemption  by  payment  of  the  sum  specified  therein,  when- 
ever provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  that  purpose. 

5.  Sect.  VI.  A  commissioner  *  shall  be  appointed  for  each  state,  to 
reside  therein,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  superintend  the  subscriptions  to 
the  said  loan  ;  to  open  books  for  the  same ;  to  receive  the  certificates 
vhich  shall  be  presented  in  payment  thereof  ;  to  liquidate  the  specie 
value  of  such  of  them  as  shall  not  have  been  before  liquidated  j  to  issue 
the  certificates  above  mentioned  in  lieu  thereof,  according  to  the  terms 
of  each  subscription ;  to  enter  in  books  to  be  by  him  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, credits  to  the  respe6tive  subscribers  to  the  said  loan  for  the  sums 
to  which  they  shall  be  respedlively  entitled  ;  to  transfer  the  said  credits 
^ipon  the  said  books  from  time  to  time  as  shall  be  requisite  ;  to  pay  the 
interest  thereupon  as  the  same  shall  become  due,  and  generally  to  ob- 
serve and  perform  such  directions  and  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed 
to  him  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  touching  the  execution  of  his 
office.     l^Sttpostea  1«.] 

6.  Sect.  VII.  The  stock  which  shall  be  created  pursuant  to  this 
a6\,  shall  be  transferrable  only  on  the  books  of  the  treasury,  or  of  the 
said  commissioners  respedlively,  upon  which  the  credit  for  the  same 
shall  exist  at  the  time  of  transfer,  by  the  proprietor  or  proprietors 
of  such  stock,  his,  her  or  their  attorney :  But  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury,  by  special  warrant  under  his  hand  and  the 
seal  of  the  treasury,  countersigned  by  the  comptroller,  and  registered 
by  the  register,  at  the  request  of  the  respe6live  pmprietors,  to  author- 
ize the  transfer  t  of  such  stock  from  the  books  of  one  commissioner  to 
those  of  another  commissioner,  or  to  those  of  the  treasury,  and  from 
those  of  the  treasury  to  those  of  a  commissioner.  ^ 

7.  Sect.  VIII.  The  interest  upon  the  said  stock,  as  the  same  shall 
become  due,  shall  be  payable  quarter  yearly  ;  that  is  to  say  :  One  fourth 
part  thereof  on  the  last  day  of  March :  One  other  fourth  part  thereof 
on  the  last  day  of  June :  One  other  fourth  part  thereof  on  tl>e  last  day

ini;;  and  payment  shall  be  made  wheresoever  the  credit  for  the  said 
itock  shall  exist  at  the  time  such  interest  shall  become  due ;  that  is  to 
say:  At  the  treasury,  if  the  credit  for  the  same  shall  then  exist  on  the 
ixwksofthe  treasury,  or  at  the  office  of  the  commissioner  upon  whose 
bfwkssuch  credit  shall  then  exist.  But  if  the  interest  for  one  quarter 
ihuU  not  be  demanded  before  the  expiration  of  a  third  quarter,  the  same 
shall  be  afterwards  demandable  only  at  the  treasury. 

8.  Sect.  IX.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  in 
my  wise  to  alter,  abridge  or  impair  the  rights  of  those  creditors  of  the 
united  states,  who  shall  not  subscribe  to  the  said  loan,  or  the  contra6\s 
upon  which  their  respective  claims  are  founded ;  but  the  said  contra6ls 
and  rights  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue. 

Sect.  X.  Such  of  the  creditors  of  the  united  states  as  may  not  sub- 
scribe to  the  said  loan,  shall  nevertheless  receive  during  the  year  one 
tl.ousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-one,  a  rate  per  centum  on  the  re- 
iipeciive  amounts  of  their  respedtive  demands,  including  interest  to  the 
Lst  day  of  December  next,  equal  to  the  interest  payable  to  subscribing 
creditors,  to  be  paid  at  the  same  times,  at  the  same  places,  and  by  the 
same  persons  as  is  herein  before  directed,  concerning  the  interest  on 
the  stock  which  may  be  created  in  virtue  of  the  said  proposed  loan. 

9.  As  some  of  the  certificates  now  in  circulation  have  not  heretofore 
been  liquidated  to  specie  value  ;  as  most  of  them  are  greatly  subject  to 
rountufeit,  and  counterfeits  have  actually  taken  place  in  numerous 
ir.stances,  and  as  embarrassment  and  imposition  might,  for  these  rea- 
sons, attend  the  payment  of  interest  on  those  certificates  in  their  pre- 
KTii  form,  it  shall  therefore  be  necessary  to  entitle  the  said  creditors  to 
ilie  benefit  of  the  said  payment,  that  those  of  them  who  do  not  possess 
Hrtificates  issued  by  the  register  of  the  treasury,  for  the  registered 
c.dt,  should  produce  previous  to  the  first  day  of  June  next,  their  respec- 
tive certificates,  either  at  the  treasury  of  the  united  states,  or  to  some 
^ne  of  the  commissioners  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  the  end  that 
ilic  same  may  be  cancelled,  and  other  certificates  issued  in  lieu  there- 
of; which  new  certificates  shall  specify  the  specie  amount  of  those  in 
txcliange  for  which  they  are  given,  and  shall  be  otherwise  of  the  like 
itiior  with  those  heretofore  issued  by  the  said  register  of  the  treasury, 
lor  the  said  registered  debt,  and  shall  be  transferrable  on  the  like  princi- 
plci  with  those  dire6ted  to  be  issued  on  account  of  the  subscriptions 
to  ibe  loan  hereby  proposed. 

10.  Sect.  XI.  The  commissioners  who  shall  be  appointed  pursuant 
^^thisact,  shall  respe6tively  be  entitled  to  the  following  yearly  salaries, 
I  lat  is  to  say  :  The  commissioner  for  the  state  of  New-Hampshire, 
•is  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  :  The  commissioner  for  the  state  of 
->i^issttchusetts,  fifteen  hundred  dollars :  The  commissioner  for  the  state 
t^f^Hhode-Island  and  Providence  plantations,  six  hundred  dollars:  The 
t'Jiiimissioner  for  the  state  of  Connecticut,  one  thousand  dollars  :  The 
« Jiumiasioner  for  the  state  of  N(£W-York,   fifteen   hundred  dollai*s : 
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The  commissioner  for  the  state  of  New- Jersey.,  seven  hundred  dollars: 
The  commissioner  for  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  fifteen  hundred  dollars : 
The  commissioner  for  the  state  of  Delaware,  six  hundred  dollars : 
The  commissioner  for  tlie  state  of  Maryland,  one  thousand  dollars : 
The  commissioner  for  the  state  of  Virginia,  fifteen  hundred  dollars : 
The  commissioner  for  the  state  of  North-Carolina,  one  thousand  dol- 
lars :  The  commissioner  for  the  state  of  South-Carolina,  one  thousand 
dollars:  The  commissioner  for  the  state  of  Georgia,  seven  hundred  dol- 
lars :  Which  salaries  shall  be  in  full  compensation  for  all  services  and 
expenses.*        [See  antea  5.] 

11.  Sect.  XII.  The  said  commissioners  before  they  enter  upon  the 
execution  of  their  several  offices,  shall  respedlively  take  an  oath  or  affir- 
mation for  the  diligent  and  faithful  execution  of  their  trust,  and  shall 
Also  become  bound  with  one  or  anor^  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury,  in  a  penalty  not  less  than  five  thousand,  nor 
more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  condition  for  their  good  behavior 
in  their  said  offices  respeclively. 

12.  Sect.  XIII.  Whereas  a  provision  for  the  debts  of  the  re»pe6Uvc 
states  by  the  united  states,  would  be  greatly  conducive  to  an  orderly 
economical  and  effectual  arrangement  of  the  public  finances  : 

It  is  further  enacted^  That  a  loan  be  proposed,  to  the  amount  of  twen- 
ty-one million  and  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  that  subscriptions 
to  the  said  loan  be  received  at  the  same  timesf  and  places,  and  by  the 
same  persons,  as  in  respedl  to  the  loan  herein  before  proposed  concern- 
ing the  domestic  debt  of  the  united  states.  And  that  the  sums  which  shall 
be  subscribed  to  the  said  loan,  shall  be  payable  in  the  principal  and  in- 
terest of  the  certificates  or  notes,  which  prior  to  the  first  day  of  Janua- 
ry last,  were  issued  by  the  respeclive  states,  as  acknowledgments  or 
evidences  of  debts  by  them  respeclively  owing,  except  certificates  issu- 
ed by  the  commissioners  of  army  accounts  in  the  state  of  North-Caro- 
lina, in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-six.  Frovidcdy 
That  no  greater  sum  shall  be  received  in  the  certificates  of  any  state, 
than  as  follows,  that  is  to  say :  In  those  of  New-Hampshire,  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars :  In  those  of  Massachusetts,  four  million  dollars  : 
III  those  of  Rhode-Island  and  Providence  plantations,  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars :  In  those  of  Conne6licut,  one  million  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars :  In  those  of  New- York,  one  million  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  :  In  those  of  New-Jersey,  eight  hundred  thousand 
dollars  :  In  those  of  Pennsylvania,  two  million  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars :  In  those  of  Delaware,  two  hundred  thousand  dollars :  In  those 
of  Maryland,  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars :  In  those  of  Virginia, 
three  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars :  In  those  of  North-Caroli- 
na, two  million  four  hundred  thousand  dollars :  In  those  of  South-Ca- 
rolina, four  million  dollars:  In  those  of  Georgia,  three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars.  And  provided.  That  no  such  certificate  shall  be  received, 
which  from  the  tenor  thereof,  or  from  any  public  record,  ac\,  or  docu-

13.  Sect.  XIV.  Provided  aisoj  That  if  the  total  amount  of  the  sums 
which  shall  be  subscribed  to  the  said  loan  in  the  debt  of  any  state, 
Tvithin  the  time  limited  for  receiving  subscriptions  thereto,  shall  ex- 
ceed the  sum  by  this  a6l  allowed  to  be  subscribed  within  such  statci 
tlie  certificates  and  credits  granted  to  the  respective  subscribers,  shall 
bear  such  proportion  to  the  sums  by  them  respeclivcly  subscribed,  as 
i:ie  total  amount  of  the  said  sums  shall  bear  to  the  whole  sum  so  allowed 
to  be  subscribed  in  the  debt  of  such  state  within  the  same.  And  every' 
subscriber  to  the  said  loan,  shall,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  deposit 
vith  the  commissioner  the  certificates  or  notes  to  be  loaned  by  him. 

14.  Sect.  XV.  For  two  thirds  of  any  sum  subscribed  to  the  said 
loan,  by  any  person  or  persons,  or  body  politic,  which  shall  be  paid  in 
the  principal  and  interest  of  the  certificates  or  notes  issued  as  afore- 
said  by  the  respedlive  states,  the  subscriber  or  subscribers  sliall  be  en- 
tl'.led  to  a  certificate,  purporting  that  the  united  states  owe  to  the 
i.ulder  or  holders  thereof,  or  his,  her  or  their  assigns,  a  sum  to  be  ex- 
pressed therein,  equal  to  two  thirds  of  the  aforesaid  two  thirds,  bear- 
ing an  interest  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  quarter  yearly, 
and  subjecl  to  redemption  by  payments,  not  exceeding  in  one  year,  on 
iccount  both  of  principal  and  interest,  the  proportion  of  eight  dollars 
Mpon  a  hundred  of  the  sum  mentioned  in  such  certificate  ;  and  to  an- 
'Aher  certificate,  purporting  that  tlie  united  states  owe  to  the  holder  or 
li  aiders  thereof,  his,  her  or  their  assigns,  a  sum  to  be  expressed  there- 
in, equal  to  the  proportion  of  thirty-three  dollars  and  one  third  of  a  dol- 
lar upon  a  hundred  of  the  said  two  thirds  of  such  sum  so  subscribed, 
vhich  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred,  shall  bear  an  interest 
of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  quarter  yearly,  and  subjedt  to 
redemption  by  payments,  not  exceeding  in  one  year,  on  account. both  of 
principal  and  interest,  the  proportion  of  eight  dollars  upon  a  hundred 
of  ihe  sum  mentioned  in  such  certificate  ;  and  that  for  the  remaining 
!:.irdof  any  sum  so  subscribed,  the  subscriber  or  subscribers  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  certificate,  purporting  that  the  united  states  owe  to  the 
holder  or  holders  thereof,  his,  her  or  their  assigns,  a  sum  to  be  ex- 
i^essed  therein,  equal  to  the  said  remaining  third,  bearing  an  interest 
of  three  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  quarter  yearly,  and  subjecV  to 
redemption  by  payment  of  the  sum  specified  therein  whenever  provi- 
sion shall  be  made  by  law  for  that  purpose. 

15.  Sfxt.  XVI.  The  interest  upon  the  certificates  which  shall  be 
received  in  payment  of  the  sums  subscribed  towards  the  said  loan, 
yuW  b«  computed  to  the  last  day  of  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
« red  and  ninety-one,  inclusively  ;  and  the  interest  upon  the  stock  which 
snail  be  created  by  virtue  of  the  said  loan,  shall  commence  or  begin 
to  accrue  on  the  first  day  of  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
li.nety-two,  and  shall  be  payable  quarter  yearly,  at  the  same  time,  and 
i'i  like  manner  as  the  interest  on  the  stock  to  be  created  by  virtue  of  the 
lv>an  above  proposed  in  the  domestic  debt  of  the  united  states. 
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1 6.  Sect.  XVII.  If  the  whole  sum  allowed  to  be  subscribed  in  the 
debt  or  certificates  of  any  state  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  subscribed 
within  the  time  for  that  purpose  limited,  such  state  shall  be  -entitled  to 
receive,  and  shall  receive  from  the  unite  J  states,  an  interest  per  centum 
per  annum,  upon  so  much  of  the  said  sum  as  shall  not  have  been  so 
subscribed,  equal  to  that  which  would  have  accrued  on  the  deficiency, 
had  the  same  been  subscribed  in  trust  for  the  non-subscribing^  creditors 
of  such  state,  who  are  holders  of  certificates  ornotes  issued  on  account 
of  services  or  supplies  towards  the  prosecution  of  the  late  war,  and  the 
defence  of  the  united  states  or  of  some  part  thereof,  to  be  paid  in  like 
manner  as  the  interest  on  the  stock  which  may  be  created  by  virtue  of 
the  said  loan,  and  to  continue  until  there  shall  be  a  settlement  of  ac- 
counts between  the  united  states  and  the  individual  states ;  and  in  case 
a  balance  shall  then  appear  in  favor  of  such  state,  until  provision  shall 
be  made  for  the  said  balance. 

17.  Sect.  XVIII.  As  certain  states  have  respe6lively  issued  their 
own  certificates,  in  exchange  for  those  of  the  united  states,  whereby  it 
might  happen  that  interest  might  be  twice  payable  on  the  same  sums : 

It  is  farther  enacted^  That  the  payment  of  interest  whether  to  states 
or  to  individuals,  in  respecl  to  the  debt  of  any  state,  by  which  such  ex- 
change shall  have  been  made,  shall  be  suspended,  until  it  shall  appear 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  that  certificates  issued 
for  that  purpose  by  such  state,  have  been  re-exchanged  or  redeemed, 
or  until  those  which  shall  not.  have  been  re-exchanged  or  redeemed^ 
shall  be  surrendered  to  the  united  states. 

18.  Sect.  XIX.  So  much  of  the  debt  of  each  state  as  shall  be  sub- 
scribed to  the  said  loan,  and  the  monies  (if  any)  that  shall  be  advanced 
to  the  same  pursuant  to  this  acl,  shall  be  a  charge  against  such  state,  in 
account  witli  the  united  sates. 

19.  Sect.  XX.  The  monies  arising  under  the  revenue-laws,  which 
have  been  or  during  the  present  session  of  congress  may  be  passed,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  plediijed 
and  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  stock  which 
shall  be  created  by  the  loans  aforesaid,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  a6l,  first  paying  that  which  shall  arise  on  the  stock  created  by  vir- 
tue of  the  said  first  mentioned  loan,  to  continue  so  pledged  and  appro- 
priated, until  the  final  redemption  of  the  said  stock,  any  law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  subject  nevertheless  to  such  reservations  and 
priorities  as  may  be  requisite  to  satisfy  the  appropriations  heretofore 
made,  and  which  during  the  present  session  of  congress  may  be  made 
by  law,  including  the  sums  herein  before  reserved  and  appropriated : 
And  to  the  end  that  the  said  monies  may  be  inviolably  applied  in  con- 
formity to  this  a6\,  and  may  never  be  diverted  to  any  other  purpose,  an 
account  shall  be  kept  of  the  receipts  and  disposition  thereof,  separate  and 
distintl  from  the  produe\  of  any  other  duties,  imposts,  excises  and  taxes 
whatsoever,  except  such  as  may  be  hereafter  laid,  to  make  good  any 
deficiency  which  may  be  found  in  the  product  thereof  towards  satisfyinj;

the  purchase  or  redemption  of  such  parts  of  the  present  debt  of  the 
united  states,  and  other  demands  against  them,  as  the  commissioners  of 
the  sinking  fund  may  lawfully  pay,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  herein 
before  made,  and  as  the  said  commissioners  shall  in  their  judgment 
<!cem  most  expedient,  so  as  to  effect  the  payment  annually,  of  seven 
millions,  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  towards  the  final  discharge  oi^ 
the  whole  debt,  agreeably  to  such  provision  :  Frovidedy  That  the  unit- 
ed states  shall  have  a  right  to  reimburse  any  loan  thus  made  ''vithin  six 
years  after  the  date  of  the  same,  and  that  the  rate  of  interest  thereupon 
&hall  not  exceed  five  per  centum  per  annum,  nor  the  charges  thereup- 
on the  rate  of  five  per  centum  on  the  capital  borrowed  :  And  provided 
dlvajSy  That  the  power  hei^ein  given  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal, 
diminish,  or  affe6t  the  powder  given  to  the  said  commissioners,  by  the

of  the  united  states,"  to  borrow  certain  sums  and  to  sell  the  shares  of 
the  bank  of  the  united  states,  belonging  to  the  united  states,  in  the 
Hianner,  on  the  terms,  and  for  the  purposes  authorized  by  the  said  a£t; 
and  provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  revive  any  a6\  or  part  of  an  a6t,  authorizing  the  loan  of  money,  and 
Vhichhath  heretofore  expired.         [See  antea  40,  55,  and  seq»'\ 

76.  Sect.  V.  For  the  purpose  of  more  effedtually  securing  the  re- 
imburscment  bfthe  Dutch  debt,  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund 
may,  and  they  hereby  are  empowered,  with  the  approbation  of  the  pre- 
sident of  the  united  states,  to  contract,  either  with  the  bank  of  the  unit* 
cd  states,  or  with  any  other  public  institution,  or  with  individuals,  for 
the  payment  in  Holland,  of  the  whole,  or  any  part,  of  the  principal  of 
the  said  Dutch  debt,  and  of  the  interest  and  charges  accruing  on  the 
same,  as  the  said  demands  become  due,  on  such  terms  as  the  said 
commissioners  shall  taink  most  advantageous  to  the  united  states  ;  or 
to  employ  either  the  said  bank,  or  any  other  public  institution,  or  any 
individual  or  individuals,  as  agent  or  agents,  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing bills  of  exchange,  or  any  other  kind  of  remittances,  for  the 
purpose  of  discharging  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  debt,  and  to 
allow  to  such  agent  or  agents  a  compensation  not  exceeding  one-fourth 
of  one  per  cent,  on  the  remittances  thus  purchased  or  procured  by  them 
under  the  direction  of  the  said  commissioners,  and  as  much  of  die  du- 
ties on  tonnage  and  merchandise  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose, 
is  hereby  appropriated  towards  paying  the  extra  allowance  or  commis- 
sion resulting  from  such  transaction,  or  transa6lions,  and  also  to  pay 
any  deficiency  arising  from  any  loss  incurred  upon  any  remittance 
purchased  or  procured  under  the  direction  of  the  said  commissioners, 
for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  said 
debt.

77.  Sect.  VI.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall  be,  and  thef 
Jiereby  are  empowered,  with  the  approbation  ofthe  president  of  the  united 
states,  to  employ ,if  the;.'  shall  deem  it  necessary,  an  agent  in  Europe  for 
the  purpose  of  transaciing  any  business  relative  to  the  discharge  of  tlic

The  certificates  accompanying  foreign  distilled  spi- 
rits, wines  and  teas,  which  are  now  furnished  by  the  supervisors  to  the 
inspe6lors  of  the  ports  shall,  from  and  after  the  aforesaid  thirtieth  day  of 
June,  be  furnished  by  such  collectors  of  the  customs,  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury.

10.  Sect.  VIIT.  For  preparing  and  issuing  the  certificates  the  col- 
lectors performing  that  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  receive  the  same 
compensation  as  heretofore  has  been  allowed  to  the  supervisors,  re* 
spedlively. 

1 K  Sect.  IXh  All  persons  who  shall,  on  or  after  the  thirtieth  day  of 
June  next,  have  any  blank  vellum,  parchment  or  paper,  which  has  been 
stamped  by  the  superintendent  of  stamps  and  counter-stamped  by  the 
commissioner  of  the  revenue,  and  on  wlilch  a  duty  iias.been  paid  to  the 
use  of  government,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  such  collc6tor  or

rivers,  shores  and  waters  connecled  therewith  ;  and  a  collector  shall  be 
appointed  to  reside  at  such  place  as  the  president  of  the  united  stales 
shall  designate,  to  be  the  port  of  entry,  and  not  exceeding  two  suitcv- 
ors  to  reside  at  such  places  as  the  president  shall  see  fit  to  establish  us 
ports  of  delivery  only. 

The  district  of  Ohio,  shall  include  all  the  waters,  shores  and  inleii 
of  the  river  Ohio,  on  the  northern  side,  with  the  rivers,  shores  au'I

The  several  officer«  of  the  customs  shall  rcspeclive« 
ly  perform  the  duties  following,  to  wit:  At  such  of  the  ports  to  which 
there  shall  be  appointed  a  collector,  naval  officer  ar.d  surveyor,  the  col- 
leclor  shall  receive  all  re])orts,  manifests  and  documents  to  be  made  lt 
exhibited  on  the  entry  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  according  to  the  regv!::- 
tions  of  this  act ;  shall  record,  in  books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  all 
manifests;  shall  receive  the  entries  of  all  ships  or  vessels,  and  of  the 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  imported  in  them  ;  shall  together  s\r\\ 
the  naval  oiliccr  where  there  is  one,  or  alone  where  there  is  none,  esti- 
mate the  amount  of  the  duties  payable  thereupon,  endorsir.g  the  said 
amount  upon  the  respcclive  entries  ;  shall  receive  all  monies  paid  for 
duties,  and  tako  all  bonds  for  securing  the  payment  thereof;  shall  grant 
all  permits  for  the  unlading  and  delivery  of  goods;  shall,  v»ith  the  aj>- 
piobation  of  the  princip.d  ot/icer  of  the  treasury  department,  employ 
proper  persons  as  wti.^licrG,  gangers,  measurers  and  inspe6>ors,  at 
the  Beveral  poits  witliin  his  district  ;  and  also,  with  the  like  approba- 
tion, pro^idc,  at  the  public  expense,  store-houses  for  the  safe  keepin-^ 
of  goods,  and  such  scales,  weijjhts  and  measures,  as  may  be  necessary ; 
the  naval  officer  shail  receive  copies  of  all  manifests  and  entries,  ar.d 
shall,  together  with  the  colledlor,  estimate  the  duties  on  all  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise  subject  to  duty  (and  no  duties  shall  be  received  v  ii'!- 
out  such  estimate)  and  shall  keep  a  separate  record  thereof,  and  shull 
countersign  all  permits,  clearances,  certificates,  debentures,  and  othtr 
documents,  to  be  grantetl  by  the  collcdlor  ;  he  shall  also  examine  liic 
coiletlor's  abstracts  of  duties,  and  other  accounts  of  receipts,  bonds  ai.ii 
expenditures,  and  if  found  rigiit,  he  shail  certify  the  same. 

The  surveyor  shall  superintend  and  dire6l  all  inspcclors,  weighers, 
measurers  aVid  ti,.aigers,  within  his  port,  and  shail  once  every  week  re- 
port to  the  collector,  the  name  or  names  of  such  inspeelors,  weighers, 
gangers  or  measurers,  as  may  be  absent  from  or  neglecl  to  do  their 
duty,  shall  visit  or  in*pcc\  the  ships  or  vessels  which  arrive  therein,  and 
shall  make  a  return  in  v/ritlng  every  mofning  to  the  colleclor,  if  any,  at 
the  port  whcrj  he  lesidcF,  of  all  \essels  which  skali  have  arrived  from 
foreivcn  ports  or  places  the  precedin  ;  day,  specifying  the  names  and  de- 
nominations of  the  vessels,  the  masters*  names,  from  whence  arrive;^, 
whether  laden  or  in  ballast,  whether  belonging  to  the  united  states,  or 
to  what  other  nation  belonf^ing,  and  if  American  vessels,  whether  the 
masters  thereof  have  or  have  not  complied  with  the  law,  in  having  tiic 
required  nun-iber  of  iiiaEilfests  of  the  cargo  on  board,  agreeing  in  5u!>- 
stance  with  tlie  provisions  made  necessary  by  this  a6\,  and  shall  ha\c 
power,  and  is  hereby  required,  to  put  on  board  each  of  such  vessels 
one  or  more  inspcclors,  immediately   after  their  arrival  in  bis  port  •

the  surveyor  shall  also  ascertain  the  proof,  quantities  and  kinds  of  dis- 
tilled spirits  imported,  rating  such  spirits  according  to  their  respe6live 
c'e^Tees  of  proof  as  defined  by  the  laws  imposing  duties  en  spirits  : 
iic  shall  likewise  examine  and  ascertain  the  quality,  kind  and  quantity 
of  ali  wines  imported  ;  also  the  quantity  and  kind  of  all  teas  and  sugars 
imported  ;  and  shall  grant  certificates  for  the  said  spirits,  wines  and 
tcifi,  and  make  returns  thereof,  in  manner  hereafter  provided.  He  shall 
also  examine  whether  the  goods  imported  in  any  ship  or  vessel,  and  the 
CLliveries  thereof,  agreeably  to  the  inspe6lor's  returns  thereof,  corres- 
j";  id  »vith  the  permits  for  landing  the  same  ;  and  if  any  error  or  disa- 
l  jei^eiit  appear,  he  shall  report  the  same  to  the  collector,  and  to  the 
I  \u  oificer,  if  any  there  be.  The  surveyor  shall  also  superintend  the. 
\:Sr,\;  for  exportation  of  all  goods  entered  for  the  benefit  of  any  draw- 
rx'.-.f  bounty  or  allowance,  and  shall  examine  and  report  whether  the 
l.i..ii,  qiantity  and  quality  of  the  goods,  so  laden  on  board  any  vessel 
*'r  exportation,  correspond  with  the  entries  and  permits  granted  there- 
'^::  He  sr.u.11  also  from  time  to  time,  and  particularly  on  the  first  ?%Ion- 
'.«y5  in  January  and  July  in  each  year,  examine  and  try  tl:e  wciglilj*, 
n.-:'-vares  and  other  instrumepts,  used  in  ascertainin.o;  the  duties  en  im- 
[  >-:s,  with  standards  to  be  provided  by  each  colieclor  at  tlie  ;«uoIic  ex- 
yj7iZ2  for  that  puq;o'ie  ;  and  where  disa;;recments  or  errors  are  c.isco- 
■»-Tfd,  he  shall  report  the  same  to  the  colieclor,  and  obey  and  execute 
such  (lircrtlions  as  he  may  receive  for  correcting  thereof,  agreeably  to 
t:^  Standards  aforesaid  ;  and  the  said  surveyor  shall  in  all  crises  be  siih- 
jiwtto  the  direction  of  the  collector.  And  at  ports  to  which  a  colieclor 
-:d  surveyor  only  are  assigned,  the  said  collector  shall  solely  execute 
LiiUi.c  duties  in  v/hich  the  co-operation  of  the  naval  cfficer  is  requisite, 
ti'ihe  ports  where  a  naval  officer  is  appointed;  which  he  shall  also  do 
ill  cise  of  the  disability  or  death  of  the  naval  officer,  until  a  successor 
i*  3::)poiiited,  unless  there  is  a  deputy  duly  authorized  under  the  hand 
';  d  seal  of  the  naA'al  ofiicer,  wlio  in  tliat  case  shall  contiiuie  toacl,  until 
ai  appoii.tment  shall  tal:e  plucks  And  at  Oie  porta  to  v/iiich  a  colieclor 
<^' .!y  is  assigned,  such  collector  shall  solely  execute  ail  the  duties  iii 
\'iA  hthe  co-operation  of  the  naval  ofiiccr  is  requisite  as  aforesaid,  and 
^  .ulalso,  as  far  as  may  be,  p'^-rform  all  the  duties  prrscribcvl  to  the 
^iiivcyors  at  the  ports  where  such  oilicers  arj  esi.i:>lishvid.  And 
l:  li.e  ports  to  which  surveyors  only  are  assigned,  every  such  surveyor 
si  A[  perform  all  the  duties  herein  before  enjoined  upon  surveyors  ; 
^  -\  shall  also  receive  and  record  the  copies  of  all  DLUiifcsts  which 
fc!i.ui  be  transmitted  to  him  by  the  colieclor;  shall  record  all  permit* 
j^«'anied  by  such  colieclor,  distinguishing  the  gauge,  wei.^ht,  measure,- 
arid  quality  of  the  goods  specified  therein,  and  shall  take  care  that  no 
Foods  be  unladen  or  delivered  from  any  ship  or  vessel,  viil\out  a  pro- 
]'-r  permit  for  that  purpose.  And  at  such  ports  of  delivery  only  to 
V  ixk'w  no  surveyor  is  assigned,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  collcClor  of  the 
ciiirid  occasionally,  and  from  time  to  time,  to  employ  a  proper  person 
or  persons  to  do  the  duties  of  a  surveyor,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
liiie  compensation  with  inspeclors  during  the  tinie  they  shall  be  em- 
ployed. And  the  said  coUedors,  naval  officers  and  surveyors,  shall 
rLSpeclively  attend  in  person  at  the  ports  to  which  they  are  respective- 
ly assigned ;  and  shall  keep  fair  and  true  accounts  and  records  of  all 
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their  transa6Uons,  as  ofBccrs  of  the  customs,  in  such  manner  and  form 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  direcled  by  the  proper  department,  or 
officer  having  the  superintendence  of  the  collection  of  the  revenue  of 
the  united  states ;  and  shall  at  all  times  submit  their  books,  papers 
and  accounts,  to  the  inspeblion  of  such  persons  as  may  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose  ;  and  tJie  said  coIle6lor  shall  at  all  times  pay  to  the 
order  of  the  officer,  who  shall  be  authorized  to  dire6l  the  payment 
thereof,  the  whole  of  the  monies  which  they  may  respe6lively  receive 
by  virtue  of  this  acl  (such  monies  as  they  are  otherwise  by  this  a<^  di- 
re6led  to  pay  only  excepted)  and  shall, once  in  every  three  months,  o? 
©ftner  if  they  shall  be  refjuircd,  transmit  their  accounts  for  settlement 
to  the  officer  or  officers  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  m:.ke  such  settlement; 
and  if  any  collector,  naval  olTicer  or  surveyor,  shall  omit  to  keep 
fair  and  true  accounts  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  refuse  to  submit  forthwitli 
their  books,  papers  and  accounts  to  inspection  as  aforesaid;  or  if  any 
colleflor  shaJl  omit  or  refuse  to  render  his  accounts  for  settlement,  for 
atermexceedin:^  three  months  after  the  same  shall  have  been  required 
by  the  proper  officer,  in  each  and  every  such  case  the  delinquent  officer 
shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  the  u'jc  of  the  united  states,  one  tiiousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit. 

22.  Sect.  XXII.  Every  col!c6\or,  naval  officer  and  surveyor,  in  cases 
of  occasional  and  necessary  absence,  or  of  sickness,  and  not  otherwise, 
may  re3pe6lively  exercise  and  perform  their  several  functions,  powers 
and  duties  by  deputy,  duly  constituted  under  their  hands  and  seals  re- 
«pe£Uvely,  for  whom,  in  the  execution  of  their  trust,  they  shall  respec- 
tively be  answerable  :  In  case  of  the  disability  or  death  of  a  collector, 
the  duties  and  authorities  vested  in  him  shall  devolve  on  his  deputy,  if 
any  there  be  at  the  time  of  such  disability  or  death,  for  whose  condu6t 
the  estate  of  such  disabled  or  deceased  colle6lor  shall  be  liable  ;  and  in 
defedt  of  a  deputy,  the  said  authorities  and  duties  shall  devolve  upon 
the  naval  officer  of  the  same  districl,  if  any  there  be  ;  and  if  there  be 
no  naval  officer,  upon  the  surveyor  of  the  port  appointed  for  the  resi- 
dence of  such  disabled  or  deceased  collc6lor,  if  any  there  be,  and  if  none, 
upon  the  surveyor  of  the  port  nearest  thereto  and  within  the  said  dis- 
•tri6t.  •  And  in  every  case  of  the  disability  or  death  of  a  surveyor,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  collector  of  the  distria  to  nominate  some  fit  per- 
son to  perform  his  duties  and  exercise  his  authorities  ;  and  the  autho- 
rities of  the  persons  who  maybe  empowered  to  a6t  in  the  stead  of  tlio-e 
who  may  be  disabled  or  dead,  shall  continue  vmtil  successors  shall  be 
duly  appointed,  and  ready  to  enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  respec- 
tive otiices. 

23.  Sect.  XXIII.  No  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  shall  be  brought 
into  the  united  states,  from  any  foreign  port  or  place,  in  tfjff^  ship  or 
vessel,  belonging  in  the  whole  or  in  part  to  a  citizen  or  citiistms,  inha- 
bitant or  inhabitants  of  the  united  states,  unless  the  master,  or  per- 
son  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  have  on 
board  a  manifest  or  manifests  in  writing,  signed  by  such  master  or 
other  person,  containing  the  name  or  names  of  the  port  or  ports,  place 
or  places,  where  the  goods  in  such  manifest  or  manifests  mentioned 
shall  have  been  respectively  taken  on  board,  and  the  port  or  ports, 
place  or  places  within  the  united  states  for  which  the  same  are  pesper- 
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lively'  consigned  or  destined,  particularly  noting  the  goods,  wares  and 
merchandise  destined  for  each  port  or  place  respe£lively ,  and  the  name^ 
(itscnption  and  built  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  the  true  admeasure- 
ment or  tonnage  thereof,  the  port  or  place  to  which  such  vessel  be- 
longs, with  the  name  or  names  of  each  owner,  according  to  the  register 
of  the  same,  together  with  the  name  of  the  master  or  other  person 
2:a\ing  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  a  just  and 
particular  account  of  all  the  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  so  laden 
or  taken  on  board,  whether  in  packages  or  stowed  loose,  of  any  kind 
or  nature  whatsoever,  together  with  the  marks  and  numbers  as  marked 
on  each  package,  and  the  number  or  quantity  and  deiicription  of  the 
packages  in  words  at  length,  whether  leaguer,  pipe,  butt,  puncheony 
hogshead,  barrel,  keg,  case,  bale,  pack,  truss,  chest,  box,  band-boxy 
bundle,  parcel,  cask  or  package,  of  any  kind  or  sort,  desciibing  the 
same  by  its  usual  name  or  denomination ;  together  with  the  name  or 
names  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  same  are  rcspedively  con- 
si;*;ned,  agreeably  to  the  bills  of  loading,  signed  for  the  same,  unless 
^^hen  the  said  goods  are  consigned  to  order,  when  it  shall  be  so  expres- 
sed in  the  said  manifest  or  manifests ;  together  with  the  name  or  names 
of  the  several  passengei*s  on  board  the  suid  ship  or  vessel,  distinguish- 
m^  whether  cabin  or  steerage  passengers,  or  both,  with  their  baggage^ 
specifying  the  number  and  description  of  packages  belonging  to  each 
rtspe6Uvely,  together  with  an  account  of  the  renuiining  sea  stores,  if 
any ;  and  the  form  of  a  manifest  for  goods  icM  mv^rchandise  imported 
in  a  vessel  of  the  united  states  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :

And  if  merchandise  shall  be  imported,  destined  to  be  delivered  ia 
different  districts  or  ports,  the  quantities  and  ppxkages  so  destined  to 
be  delivered,  shall  be  inserted  in  successive  order  in  the  manifest  as 
aforesaid ;  and  all  spirits,  wines,  and  teas,  constituting  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  the  cargo  of  any  vessel,  shall  also  be  inserted  in  successive 
order,  distinguishing  the  ports  to  which  the  same  may  be  destined,  and 
the  kinds,  qualities  and  quantities  thereof;  and  if  merchandise  shuli 
be  imported  by  citizens  or  inhabitraits  of  the  united  states,  in  vessels 
other  than  the  united  states,  the  manifests  shall  be  of  the  form,  and 
shall  contain  the  particulars  aforesaid,  except  that  said  vessels  shall  be 
described  in  manner  following,  viz.

inhabitants  oi'the  united  states,  from  any  foreign  port  or  place,  witlii.iii 
having  a  nianiicst  or  manifests  on  board,  agreeably  to  the  diretlions  m 
the  foregoing  sedion,  or  which  shall  not  be  included  or  described  there- 
in, or  siiall  not  agree  tlierewith  ;  in  every  such  case  the  master,  (v 
other  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vcssi  I. 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  cf  money  equal  to  the  value  of  such  goods, 
not  inclvidcd  in  such  manifest  or  manifests,  and  all  such  merchanc  ise 
not  included  in  the  manifcit,  belonging  or  consigned  to  the  master,  miit.-i 
ollicers  or  crew  of  such  sliip  or  vessel,  shall  be  forfeited.  Provided  J- 
TjavsyThCil  if  it  shall  be  miidc  appear  to  the  sati  sfaclion  of  the  collcclor, 
naval  ouker  and  surveyor,  or  to  the  major  part  of  them,  where  lliobj 
officers  arc  estal.lishecl  at  any  port,  or  to  the  satisfaclion  of  the  collec- 
tor alone,  where  either  of  the  other  cf  the  said  oiiiccrs  are  not  estab- 
lished, or  to  the  sutlsfaclion  of  the  court  in  which  a  trial  shall  be  hvd 
concerning  such  forfeiture,  that  no  part  of  the  cargo  of  such  ship  o.- 
vessel  had  bee!i  unshipped,  after  it  was  taken  on  board,  except  such  as

of, or  within  any  of  the  bays,  harbors,  ports,  rivers,  creeks  or  inlets 
thereof,  upon  demand,  produce  the  manifest  or  manifests  in  writing, 
which  such  master  or  other  person  is  required  as  aforesaid  to  have  on 
board  his  said  ship  or  vessel,  to  such  officer  or  officers  of  the  customs, 
as  shall  first  come  on  board  his  said  ship  or  vessel,  for  his  or  their  in- 
specUon,  and  shall  deliver  to  such  oflicer  or  officers  a  true  copy  or 
copies  thereof  (which  copy  or  copies  shall  be  provided  and  subscribed 
by  the  said  master  or  other  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of 
such  ship  or  vessel)  and  the  officer  or  oincers,  to  whom  the  original 
manifest  or  manifests  shall  have  been  so  produced,  shall  respectively 
certify  uponthe  back  thereof,  that  the  same  was  or  were  produced,  and 
tiie  day  and  year  on  which  the  same  was  or  were  so  produced,  and  that 
such  copy  or  copies  as  aforesaid  was  or  were  to  him  or  them  deliver- 
ed and  by  them  examined  with  the  original  manifest;  and  shall  like- 
trise  certify  upon  the  back  of  such  copy  or  copies  the  day  and  year  on 
which  the  same  was  or  were  delivered,  and  shall  forthwith  transmit 
such  copy  or  copies  to  the  respeciivc  colleclors  of  the  several  dislricls, 
to  which  the  goods  by  such  manifest  or  manifests  shall  appear  respec- 
tively to  be  consigned  ;  and  the  said  master,  or  other  person,  so 
1  iving  the  charge  or  command  of  any  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  in  like 
manner  produce  lo  the  officer  or  officers  of  the  customs  who  shall  first 
comt  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  upon  her  arrival  within  the  limits 
cf  any  district  of  the  united  states,  in  which  the  cargo,  or  any  part  there- 
of, is  intended  to  be  discharged  or  landed  for  his  or  their  inspe^on, 
such  manifest  or  manifests  as  aforesaid  ;  and  shall  also  deliver  to  him 
orLhcm  a  true  copy  or  copies  thereof  (such  copy  or  copies  also  to  be 
provided  and  subscribed  by  the  said  master  or  other  person  having 
tiie  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel)  the  production  of  which 
Slid  manifest  or  manifests,  and  the  delivery  of  which  said  copy  or  co- 
pics  thereof,  shall  also  be  certified  by  the  said  officer  or  officers  of  the 
customs,  who  shall  so  first  come  on  board  the  said  ship  or  vessel,  on 
her  arrival  within  the  limits  of  any  such  district,  upon  the  back  of  the 
said  original  manifest  or  manifests,  with  the  particular  day  and  year

thereof;  and  such  officer  or  officers  is  and  are  hereby  required  forth- 
vlih  to  transmit,  or  cause  to  be  transmitted,  the  said  copy  or  copies 
of  the  said  manifest  or  manifests  to  the  collector  of  that  district  ;  and 
the  said  master,  or  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  the  said 
shiporTcssel,  shidl  afterwards  produce  and  deliver  the  said  original

such  master,  or  other  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such

L.  No  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  brought  in  any  ship  or 
Tcssel  from  any  foreign  port  or  place,  shall  be  unladen  or  delivered  from 
such  ship  or  vessel,  within  the  united  states,  but  in  open  day,  that  is  to  say, 
between  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  sun,  except  by  special  license  from 
the  colle£lor  of  the  port,  and  naval  officer  of  the  same,  where  there  is 
one,  for  tliat  purpose,  nor  at  any  time,  without  a  permit  from  the  col- 
ledor,  and  naval  officer,  if  any,  for  such  unlading  or  delivery  ;  and  if 
any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  shall  be  unladen  or  delivered  from 
any  such  ship  or  vessel,  contrary  to.  the  direction  aforesaid,  or  any  of 
them,  the  master  or  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship 
or  vessel,  and  every  other  person  who  shall  knowingly  be  concerned,  or 
ii  -ing  therein,  or  in  removing,  storing,  or  otherwise  securing  the  said 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  each  and  severally, 
t'te  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  for  each  oifence,  and  shall  be  disabled 
irom  holding  any  office  of  trust  or  protit  under  the  united  states,  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  seven  years  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collec- 
tor of  the  district,  to  advertise  the  names  of  all  such  persons  in  a  news- 
piipcr,  printed  in  the  state  in  which  he  resides,  within  twenty  days  af- 
tir  each  respective  conviction  ;  and  all  goods,  wares  or  merchandise, 
50  unladen  or  delivered,  shall  become  forfeited,  and  may  be  seized  by 
?-nv  of  the  officers  of  the  customs  ;  and  where  the  vahie  thereof,  accord-

51.  Sect.  LL  No  goods  wares  or  merchandise,  brought  in  any  ship 
tx  vessel,  from  any  foreign  iK>rt  or  place,  requiring  to  be  weighed, 
gauged,  or  measured,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  duties  thereupon,  shall 
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TTithout  the  consent  of  the  proper  officer,  be  removed  from  any  wharf, 
or  place,  upon  which  the  same  may  be  landed  or  put,  before  the  same 
shall  have  been  so  weighed,  gauged  or  measured,  and  if  spirits,  wines, 
teas  or  sugars,  before  the  proof  or  quality  and  quantity  thereof  is  ascer- 
tained and  marked  thereon,  by  or  under  the  dire6lion  of  the  proper  oflB- 
cer  for  that  purpose  ;  and  if  any  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
shall  be  removed  from  such  wharf  or  place,  unless  with  the  consent  of 
the  proper  officer  had  and  obtained,  before  the  same  shall  have  been 
so  weighed,  gauged  or  measured,  and  if  spirits,  wines,  teas  or  sugars, 
before  the  proof  or  quality  and  quantity  shall  have  been  so  ascertained 
and  marked,  the  same  shall  be  forfeited,  and  may  be  seized  by  any  of- 
ficer of  the  customs  or  inspetfiion. 

52.  Sect.  LIl.  All  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  of  which  entry 
shall  have  been  made  incomplete,  or  without  the  specification  of  parti- 
culate, either  for  want  of  the  original  invoice  or  invoices,  or  for  any 
ether  cause,  or  which  shall  have  received  damage  during  the  voyage,  to 
be  ascertained  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  port  or  distri6l  in  which  the 
said  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  shall  arrive,  shall  be  conveyed  to  some 
warehouse  or  storehouse,  to  be  designated  by  the  colle6lor,  in  the  par- 
cels or  packages  containing  the  same,  there  to  remain  with  due  and 
reasonable  care,  at  the  expense  and  risk  of  the  owner  or  consignee, 
under  the  care  of  some  proper  oiiicer,  until  the  particulars,  cost  or  va- 
lue, as  the  case  may  require,  shall  have  been  ascertained  either  by  the 
exliibition  of  the  original  invoice  or  invoices  thereof,  or  by  appraise- 
ment, at  the  option  of  the  owner,  importer  or  consignee,  in  manner 
hereafter  provided,  and  until  the  duties  thereon  shall  have  been  paid,  or 
secured  to  be  paid,  and  a  permit  granted  by  the  coIle6tor  for  the  deli- 
very thereof.  And  for  the  appraisement  of  goods,  >vareB  and  merchan- 
dise, not  accompanied  with  the  original  invoice  of  their  cost,  or  to  as- 
certain the  damage  thereon  received  during  the  voyage,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  coUedlor,  and  upon  request  of  the  party,  he  is  required  to 
appoint  one  merchant,  and  the  owner,  importer  or  consignee  to  appoint 
another,  who  shall  appraise  or  value  the  said  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise accordingly,  which  appraisement  shall  be  subscnbed  by  the 
parties  making  the  same,  and  be  verified  on  oath  or  affirmation  before 
the  said  colleclor  ;  which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  in  the  form  fol- 
lowing, to  wit :

true  and  aclual  value  or  cost  thereof,  at  the  place  of  exportation,  bv 
help  us  God.

And  in  respe6l  to  articles  that  hare  been  damaged,  during  the 
^7)ya§c,  as  aforesaid,  whether  subje^  to  duty  ad  valorem,  or  which  are 
chargeable  with  a  specific  duty,  either  by  number,  weight  or  measure^ 
the  appraisers  as  aforesaid,  sliall  in  like  manner  ascertain  and  certify, 
to  what  rate  or  per  centage,  the  said  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  are 
damaged,  and  the  rate  or  per  centage  of  damage,  so  ascertained  and 
certified,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  original  amount,  subjc6lto  a  duty 
ad  valorem,  or  from  the  a6iual  or  original  number,  weight  or  measure  on 
vhlch  specific  duties  would  have  been  computed :  Provided,  That  no 
allowance  for  the  damage  on  any  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  that 
itave  been  entered,  and  on  which  the  duties  have  been  paid  or  secured 
to  be  paid,  and  for  which  a  permit  has  been  granted  to  the  owner  or 
consignee  thereof,  and  which  may  on  examining  the  same  prove  to 
Ijc  damaged,  shall  be  made,  unless  proof  to  ascertain  such  damage  shall 
t  J  lodged  in  the  custom  house  of  the  port  or  place  where  such  goods, 
vares  or  merchandise  have  been  landed,  within  ten  days  after  the  land- 
in:^  of  such  merchandise.  And  every  person  who  shall  be  appointed  to 
ascertain  the  damage  during  the  voyage,  of  any  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
cSiandise,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  afhrniation  in  the  following 
form,  to  wit :

firing  the  voyage  of  importation,  and  that  the  allowance,  by  us  made 
for  such  damage^  is  to  the  best  of  our  skill  and  judgment,  just.

53.  Sect.  LTII.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  colle6\or  of  anydistriSl 
at  which  any  ship  or  vessel  may  arrive,  and  immediately  on  her  first 
coming  within  such  distridl,  and  for  the  surveyor  of  any  port  where 
such  ship  be,  to  put  and  keep  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  whilst  re- 
maining within  such  diitricl,  or  in  going  from  one  distridl  to  another, 
one  or  more  inspectors  to  examine  the  cargo,  or  contents  of  such  ship 
or  vessel,  and  to  superintend  the  delivery  thereof,  or  of  so  much  there- 
of a«  shall  be  delivered  within  the  united  states,  and  to  perform  such 
other  duties,  according  to  law,  as  they  shall  be  direcled  by  the  said 
colleclor,  or  surveyor,  to  perform  for  the  better  securing  the  collection 
ofthe  duties:  Frovidedj  That  collectors  only  shall  have  power  to  put 
o:j  board  ships  or  vessels,  inspectors  to  go  fx'om  one  district  to  ano- 
t..jr  ;  and  the  said  inspector  or  inspectors,  shall  make  known  to  the 
}>cnion  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  the  du- 
t':sheor  they,  is  or  are,  so  to  perform  j  and  shall  sufier  no  goods, 
^'Ares  or  merchandise  of  any  nature  or  kind  whatsoever  to  be  landed 
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said,  as  containing  distilled  spirits,  wines  or  teas,  and  which  has  beet 
cn:ptied  of  its  contents,  and  prior  to  the  delivery  thereof  to  the  purcha- 
ser, or  any  removal  thereof,  the  marks  and  numbers,  which  shall  have 
been  set  thereon  by  or  under  the  dire6lion  of  any  officer  of  inspefiion, 
shall  be  defaced  and  obliterated  in  the  presence  of  some  officer  of  in- 
spec\ion  or  of  the  customs,  who  shall  on  due  notice  being  given  attend, 
for  that  purpose,  at  which  time  the  certificate  wJiichought  to  accompany 
such  cask,  chest,  vessel  or  case,  shall  also  be  returned  and  cancelled  : 
And  every  person,  who  shall  obliterate,  counterfeit,  alter  or  deface  any 
mark  or  number  placed  by  an  officer  of  inspedlion  upon  jtoy  cask,  chest, 
vessel  or  case,  containing  distilled  spirits,  wines  or  teas,  or  any  certi- 
ficate thereof;  or  who  shall  sell  or  in  any  way  alienate  or  remove  any 
cask,  chest,  vessel  or  case,  which  has  been  emptied  of  its  contents, 
before  the  marks  and  numbers,  set  thereon  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
aforesaid,  shall  have  been  defaced  or  obliterated,  in  piesence  of  an 
officer  of  inspection  as  aforesaid  ;  or  who  shall  negle6l  or  refuse  to 
deliver  the  certificate  issued  to  accompany  the  cask,  chest,  vessel  or 
case,  of  which  the  marks  and  numbers  shall  have  been  defaced  or  obli- 
terated in  manner  aforesaid,  on  being  thereto  required  by  an  officer  of 
inspection  or  of  the  customs,  shall  for  each  and  every  such  offence  for- 
feit and  pay  one  hundred  dollars,  with  costs  of  suit. 

45-  Sect.  XLV.  In  order  to  ascertain  what  articles  ought  to  be 
exempt  from  duty,  as  the  sea  stores  of  a  ship  or  vessel,  the  master 
or  other  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  any  ship  or  vessel 
shall  particularly  specify  the  said  articles,  in  the  report  or  manifest  to 
be  by  him  made,  designating  them  as  the  sea  stores  of  such  ship  or 
vessel ;  and  in  the  oath  to  be  taken  by  such  master,  or  other  person, 
on  making  such  report  in  manner  before  prescribed,  he  shall  declare 
that  the  articles  so  specified  as  sea  stores  are  truly  such,  and  are  not 
intended  by  way  of  merchandise  or  for  sale  ;  whereupon  the  said  arti- 
cles shall  be  free  from  duty.  Provided  alwaysy  That  if  it  shall  appear 
to  the  collector  to  whom  such  report  and  manifest  shall  be  made  and 
delivered,  together  with  the  naval  officer  where  there  is  one,  or  alone-, 
where  there  is  none,  that  the  quantities  of  the  said  articles,  or  of  any 
part  thereof,  so  reported  as  sea  stores,  are  excessive,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  said  collector,  jointly  with  the  naval  officer,  or  alone,  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  his  or  their  discretion,  to  estimate  the  amount  of  the 
duty  on  such  excess,  which  shall  be  forthwith  paid  by  the  said  master 
or  other  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel, 
to  the  said  co]le6lor,on  pain  of  forfeiting  the  value  of  such  excess :  And 
if  any  other  or  greater  quantity  of  articles  are  found  on  board  such 
ship  or  vessel  as  sea  stores  than  are  specified  in  such  entry,  or  if  any 
of  the  said  articles  shall  be  landed  without  a  permit  first  obtained  from 
the  coUeClor  and  naval  officer  of  the  port  (where  any)  for  that  purpose, 
all  such  articles  as  are  not  included  as  aforesaid,  in  the  report  or  man- 
ifest delivered  on  oath  or  affirmation,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  master  or 
other  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  or 
which  shall  be  landed  without  such  permit  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  for- 
feited, and  may  be  seized  ;  and  the  master,  or  person  having  the  com- 
mand of  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  moreover  forfeit  and  pay  treble  the 
amount  or  yalu«  of  the  articles  so  omitted  or  landed.

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without  the  consent  of  the  proper  officer,  be  removed  from  any  wharf, 
or  place,  upon  which  the  same  may  be  landed  or  put,  before  the  same 
shall  have  been  so  weighed,  gauged  or  measured,  and  if  spirits,  wines, 
teas  or  sugars,  before  the  proof  or  quality  and  quantity  thereof  is  ascer- 
tained and  marked  thereon,  by  or  under  the  dire6lion  of  the  proper  offi- 
cer for  that  purpose  ;  and  if  any  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
ehall  be  removed  from  such  wharf  or  place,  unless  with  the  consent  of 
the  proper  officer  had  and  obtained,  before  the  same  shall  have  been

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  collc6\or  of  anydistrlSt 
at  which  aay  ship  or  yessel  may  arrive,  and  immediately  on  her  first 
coming  within  such  distridl,  and  for  the  surveyor  of  any  port  where 
such  ship  be,  to  put  and  keep  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  whilst  re- 
maining within  such  diitricl,  or  in  going  from  one  distridl  to  another, 
one  or  more  inspectors  to  examine  the  cargo,  or  contents  of  such  ship 
or  vessel,  and  to  superintend  the  delivery  thereof,  or  of  so  much  there-

><:arching  the  said  ships  or  vessels  ;  and  the  said  oflicers  rcspcdively 
shall  have  free  access  to  the  cabin  and  every  other  part  of  a  ship  or 
rcsscl ;  and  if  any  box,  trunk,  chest,  cask  or  other  package  sliall  be 
found  in  the  cabin,  steerage  or  forecastle  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  or  in 
any  other  plate  separate  from  the  residue  of  the  cargo,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  officer  to  take  a  particular  account  of  every  such  box, 
trunk,  chest,  cask  or  other  package,  and  of  the  marks  and  numbers  there- 
cf,  if  any  there  be,  and  a  description  thereof,  and  if  he  shall  judge  pro- 
per, to  put  a  seal  or  seals  on  every  such  box,  truiik,  chest,  cask  or  other 
package  ;  and  such  an  account  and  description  shall  be  by  him  for- 
V  arded  without  delay  to  the  colleclor  of  the  district  to  which  such 
sMp  or  vessel  is  bound*  And  if  upon  her  arrival  at  the  port  of  her 
entry,  the  boxes,  trunks,  chests,  casks  or  other  packages  so  descriljed, 
or  any  of  them^  shall  be  missing,  or  if  the  seals  put  thereon  be  broken, 
t  c  master  or  commander  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
I'V  evciTT  such  box,  trunk,  chest,  cask  or  other  package  so  missing,  or 
ofv/hich  the  seals  shall  be  broken,  the  sum  of  tv.o  hundred  dollars. 
And  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  the  ipspeclors  who  may  be  put  on  board 
(jfany  ship  or  vessel,  (and  they  are  hereby  required  and  enjoined  so  to 
do)  to  secure  after  sunset  in  eachevening,  or  previous  to  their  quitting 
the  ship  or  vessel,  the  hatches  and  other  communications  with  the  hold 
cf  such  ship  or  vessel,  or  any  other  part  thereof  he  or  they  may  judge 
necessary,  with  locks  or  other  proper  fastenings,  which  locks  or  other 
fuieningj;  shall  not  be  opened,  broken  or  removed  until  the  morning 
following,  or  after  the  rising  of  the  sun,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  in- 
bj)c':loror  inspeclors,  by  whom  the  same  shall  have  been  so  afiixcd, 
tMCLpt  by  special  licence  from  the  collector  of  the  port-,  and  naval  oO.'iCcr 
tn-.reof,  if  any,  for  that  purpose,  first  had  and  obtained.  And  if  the 
ii.id  locks  or  other  fastenings,  or  any  of  tlicm,  shall  he  broken  or  re- 
nioved,  during  the  night  or  bcfuie  the  s-iid  rifiii^i^ol'tho  sun,  orwilhout 
tire  presence  of  the  said  inripeclor  or  inspec^uis,  or  vvitliout  such  li-r 
f '-'iisc  first  had  and  obtained,  or  if  any  goocis  or  piiclvii^cojihall  bo  clan- 
r-siiiiely  landed,  notice  thereof  shall  be  iinmediv.iely  tnvcn  by  the  iu- 
i;  color. or  inspectors,  to  the  colle6lor  aiKl  naval  oi.icer  cfthe  i^istricl, 
p'^rt  or  place,  where  the  vessel  may  be  ;  and  the  in;it>ler,  or  otlier  per-

cvr  of  the  same,  if  any  tbcie  be,  within  tlircc  davb  afier  Luch  i;;;Ii\i:!y 
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hath  been  completed,  if  at  the  port  where  such  officer  or  officers  reside, 
and  if  at  any  other  port,  as  soon  as  the  nature  of  the  case  will  admit, 
not  exceeding  fifteen  days ;  and  the  accounts  or  entries  to  be  returned 
as  aforesaid,  shall  comprise  all  deliveries  made  pursuant  to  permits  as 
aforesaid,  and  all  packages  or  merchandise  sent  to  the  public  stores  r 
also  each  and  every  package  remaining  on  board  of  such  ship  or  vessel, 
for  the  purpose  of  being  exported  therein,  to  a  foreign  port  or  place, 
or  to  some  other  district  of  the  united  states.  And  the  returns  of  the 
inspedlors,  to  be  made  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  according  to  the  following 
form,  namely  :

The  ad  valorem  rates  of  duty  upon  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise  at  the  place  of  importation)  shall  be  estimated  by 
adding  twenty  per  cent,  to  the  aflual  costs  thereof,  if  imported  from 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  or  from  any  place  beyond  the  same ;  and  ten 
per  cent*  on  the  aiElusil  cost  thereof,  if  imported  from  any  other  place^ 
or  country)  including  all  charges,  commissions,  outside  packages  and 
insurance  only  excepted* 

All  foreign  coins  and  currencies  shall  be  estimated  at  the>  fol- 
lowing rates  ;  each  pound  sterling  of  Great  Britain*  at  four  dollai^s  and 
forty-four  cents ;  each  livre  toumois  of  France  at  eighteen  and  a  half 
cents ;  each  florin  or  guilder  of  the  United  Netherlands,  at  forty  cents ; 
each  mark  banco  of  Hamburgh,  at  thirty-three  and  one  third  cents  ; 
each  rix  dollar  of  Denmark,  at  one  hundred  cents  ;  each  rial  of  plate 
and  each  rial  of  vellon  of  Spain,  the  former  at  ten  cents,  the  latter  at 
five  cents  each  ;  each  milree  of  Portugal,  at  one  dollar  and  twenty- 
four  cents ;  each  pound  sterling  of  Ireland,  at  four  dollars  and  ten 
cents;  each  tale  of  China,  at  one  dollar  and  forty-eight  cents;  each 
pagoda  of  India,  atone  dollar  and  ninety -four  cents  ;  each  rupee  of  Ben- 
gal, at  fifty-five  cents  and  one  half ;  and  all  other  denominations  -of 
money,  in  value,  as  neai*ly  as  may  be  to  the  said  rates,  or  the  intrin- 
sic value  thereof,  compared  with  money  of  the  united  states  :  Provided^ 
That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the  united  states,  to  cause 
to  be  established  fit  and  proper  regulations  for  estimating  the  duties 
on  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  imported  into  the  united  states,  in 
rtspe6l  to  which  the  original  cost  shall  be  exhibited  in  a  depreciated 
currency,  issued  and  circulated  under  authority  of  any  foreign  gov- 
ernment.

'Wines,  intwelve'calendarmonthsj  on  all  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
(other  than  wines,  salt  and  teas  imported  from  Europe)  one  third  in 
tight,  one  third  in  ten,  and  one  third  in  twelve  calendar  months  ;  and 
all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  other  than  wines,  salt  and  teas,  im- 
ported from  any  other  place  than  Europe  and  the  West-Indies,  one  half 
in  six  months,  one  quarter  in  nine  months,  and  the  other  quarter  in 
twelve  months  from  thetiate  of  each  respe6\ive  importation;  which 
lx)nd  or  bonds  shall  include  one  or  more  sureties,  to  the  saiisfadUon  of 
the  coUe6lor  of  the  district  where  the  said  duties  shall  accrue  ;  and 
on  teas  imported  from  China  or  Europe,  it  shall  be  at  the  option  of 
the  importer  or  importers  (to  be  determined  at  the  time  of  making 
entry  therefor)  either  to  secure  tlie  duties  thereon,  on  the  same  terms 
^d  sUpulaUonB  as  on  other  goods,  wares  and  mcrchsRidise  import«d,^ 
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br  to  give  his  or  her,  or  their  bond  to  the  colle6lor  of  the  distrifl^ 
where  any  such  teas  shall  be  landed,  in  double  the  amount  of  the  duties 
thereupon,  with  condition  for  the  payment  of  the  said  duties  in  two 
years,  from  the  date  of  such  bond  ;  which  bond  shall  be  accepted  by 
such  collector  without  surety  upon  the  terms  following,  that  is  to  say — 
the  teas,  for  the  duties  whereof  such  bond  shall  be  accepted,  shall  be 
deposited  at  the  expense  and  risk  of  the  said  importer  or  importers,  in

key  of  the  other  of  which  locks  shall  be  kept  by  such  inspe6lor,  or  by 
«uch  other  person  as  he  shall  depute  or  appoint  in  his  behalf,  whose

63.  Sect.  LXIII.  The  duties  imposed  by  law  on  the  tonnage  of  any 
ship  or  vessel  shall  be  paid  to  the  colledlor,  at  the  time  of  making  en- 
try of  such  ship  or  vessel ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  grant  any  permit 
or  to  unlade  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  whatever  from  such 
skip  or  vessel,  until  the  said  tonnage  duty  is  first  paid  :— And  tb»

such  diilerence  proceeded  from  accident  or  mistake,  and  not  from  an 
intention  to  defraud  the  revenue. 

68.  Sect.  LXVIII.  Every  colle6lor,  naval  officer  and  surveyor,  or 
other  person  specially  appointed  by.  either  of  them  for  that  purpose, 
&hall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  any  ship  or  vessel,  in  which 
Ihey  shall  have  reason  to  suspect  any  gooes,  wares  or  merchandise, 
^ubje6t  to  duty,  are  concealed,  and  therein  to  search  for,  seize,  and 
secure  any  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  ;  and  if  they  shall  have 
piuse  to  suspect  a  concealment  thereof  in  any  particular  dwelling  house, 
fBtore,  builJing,  or  other  place,  they  or  either  of  them  shall  upon  proper 
application  on  oath,  to  any  justice  of  the  peace,  be  entitled  to  a  war- 
rant to  enter  such  house,  store,  or  other  place  (in  the  day  time  only} 
^d  there  to  search  for  such  qpods  \  and  if  an^  shall  \>^  fovLSid^  tp  seU^ 
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and  secure  the  same  for  trial ;  and  all  such  goods,  wares  and  meixhan- 
dise,  on  which  the  duties  shall  not  have  been  paid,  or  secured  to  be 
paid,  shall  be  forfeited. 

69.  Sect.  LXIX.  All  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  which  shall  be 
seized  bf  virtue  of  this  a6t,  shall  be  put  into,  and  remain  in  the  custody 
of  the  colle6lor,  or  such  other  person,  as  he  shall  appoint  for  that  pur- 
pose, until  such  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  by  this  a6l  are  required,  to 
ascertain  whether  the  same  have  been  forfeited,  or  not ;  and  if  it  shall  be 
adjudged  that  they  are  not  forfeited,  they  shall  be  forthwith  restored  to 
the  oMrner  or  owners^  claimant  or  claimants  thereof  ;  and  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  conceal  or  buy  any  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
(lise^  knowing  them  to  be  liable  to  seizure  by  this  adl,  such  person  or 
persons  shall  on  convi6lion  thereof  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  double  the 
amount  or  value  of  the  goods^  wares  or  merchandise  so  concealed  or 
purchased* 

70.  Sect.  LXX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  officers  of  the 
customs,  to  make  seizure  of,  and  secure  any  ship  or  vessel,  goods,  wares! 
or  merchandise  which  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  by  virtue  of  this  or  any 
other  a€lof  the  united  states,  respecUng  the  revenue,  which  is  now,or  may 
hereafter  be  enacted,  as  well  without  as  within  their  respective  districts. 

71.  Sect.  LXXI.  If  any  officer  or  other  person,  executing  or  aid- 
ing or  assisting  in  the  seizure  of  goods,  shall  be  used  or  molested  for 
any  thing  done  in  virtue  of  the  powers  given  by  this  adt,  or  by  virtue 
of  a  warrant  granted  by  any  judge,  or  justice,  pursuant  to  law,  such 
cfBcer  or  other  person  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  this  a6t 
and  the  special  matter  in  evidence  ;  and  if  in  such  suit  the  plaintiff  is 
nonsuited,  or  judgment  pass  against  him,  the  defendant  shall  recover 
coubie  costs;  and  in  actions,  suits  or  infoi*mations  to  be  brought,  where 
anj  seizure  shall  be  made  pursuant  to  this  att,  if  the  property  be  claim- 
ed by  any  person,  in  every  such  case  the  onus  probandi  shall  be  upon 
such  claimant. — And  if  any  person  shall  forcibly  resist,  prevent,  or  im- 
pede any  officer  of  the  customs  or  their  deputies,  or  any  person  assisting 
them,  in  the  execution  of  their  duty,  such  person  so  ofl'ending  shall  for 
every  such  offence,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  four  hundred  dol- 
lars.— And  if  any  master,  or  other  person  having  the  charge  or  com- 
mand of  any  ship  or  vessel  coming  into,  or  arriving  at  any  port  or 
piace  within  the  united  states,  shall  obstru6t  or  hinder,  or  shall  be  the 
c^use  or  means  of  any  obstru6tion  or  hindrance  with  such  an  intent,  to 
iny  otficer  of  the  customs  or  revenue,  in  going  on  board  such  ship  or  ves- 
sel, for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  any  of  the  revenue  laws  of 
the  united  states,  he  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  offence  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars,  nor  less  than  fifty  dollars ;  but  the  onus  pro- 
tdndi  shall  lie  on  the  claimant  only  where  probable  cause  is  shewn 
for  such  prosecution,  to  be  judged  of  by  the  court  before  whom  the 
prosecution  is  had* 

72.  Sect.  LXXII.  The  weighers,  gaugers  and  measurers,  employed 
m  the  sernce  of  the  revenue,  shall,  within  three  days  after  any  vessel 
i>  discharged,  m^kt  returns  of  the  articles  by  them  respectively  weighed^ 
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gauged  or  measured,  out  of  such  vessel— And  the  form  of  the  tc- 
turn  to  be  made  by  the  weighers  respe6tively,  shall  be  as  follows  :—

73.  StCT.  LXXIII.  Every  colleclor,  naval  ofircer  and  surve^-or, 
shall  cause  to  be  aiBxed^  and  consti^ntly  kept  in  some  public  and  con- 
spicuous place  of  his  office,  a  fair  taWe  of  the  rates  of  fees  and  duties 
dcmandable  by  law,  and  shall  give  a  receipt  for  the  fees  he  shalJ  re- 
ceive, specifying  the  particulars,  whenever  rccjuired  so  to  do  ;  and  in 
case  of  faiiure  therein,  shaH  forfeit  and  pay  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered with  costs,  in  any  proper  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  to 
the  use  of  the  Iq  former ;  and  if  any  officer  of  the  customs  shall  demand 
or  receive  any  greater,  or  other  fee,  compensation  or  reward,  for  exe* 
cuting-any  duty  or  service  required  of  him  by  law,  he  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  recoverable  in  manner  afore- 
said, for  the  use  of  the  party  aggrieved.  And  if  any  inspector,  gaug- 
cr,  weigher  or  measurer  shall  receive  any  gratuity,  fee  or  reward  for 
any  services  performed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  other  than  is  by  law  al- 
lowed, or  if  any  ganger,  weigher  or  measurer,  emp}oj*cd  as  such  by 
the  public,  in  the  districts  of  Portsmouth,  Salem  and  Beverly,  Boston 
and  Charlcstown,  Providence,  New-York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore, 
Norfolk  and  Portsmouth,  or  Charlestown,  shall  ijauge,  weigh  or  mea- 
sure, any  article  or  articles  other  than  shall  be  directed  by  the  proper 
officer  in  order  to  ascertain  the  duties  to  be  received,  or  the  draw- 
backs lobe  allowed  thereon,  or  shall  make  a  return  of  the  weight, 
^auge  or  measure  of  any  merchandise  laden^,  or  to  be  laden,  on  board 
any  ship  or  vessel  for  the  benefit  of  drawback  upon  exportation,  witli- 
out  having  actually  weighed,  gauged  or  measured  the  same,  as  the 
case  may  require,  after  such  merchandise  shall  have  been  notitied  to 
ihe  collector  and  entered  for  ex|)ortation,  they  shall  for  the  first  ofioncu 
lorfcit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollai*s,  and  for  the  second  oflencc 
^h^tll  forfeit  two  hundred  dollars,  and  be  .discharged  from  the  puLliv: 
service  ;  and  if  any  inspector  or  other  ofll^cr  of  ihc  custorai*  shull  ccr- 
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tify  the  shipment  of  any  merchandise  entitled  to  drawback  on  ex- 
portation, without  having  duly  inspected  and  examined  the  same, 
after  he  shall  have  received  the  permit  for  lading  such  merchandise, 
or,  if  the  amount  of  such  drawback  shall  be  estimated  according  to 
weiirht,  gauge  or  measure,  until  such  merchandise  shall  be  first  weigh- 
ed, gauged  or  measured,  as  the  case  may  require,  he  shall  be  subjed 
to  the  like  forfeitures,  and  be  discharged  from  the  public  service. 

74.  Sf.ct.  LXXTV.  All  duties   and  fees  to  be    colle6led  shall  be 
payable  in   money  of  the  united  states,  or  in  foreign  gold  and  silver 
coins,  at  the  following  rates  ;  that  is  to  say :   The  gold  coins  of  Great- 
Biiiain  and  Portugal  of  the  standard  prior  to  the  year  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  at  the  rate  of  one   hundred  Cents  for 
every  twenty-seven  grains  of  the  a6lual  weight  thereof;  the  gold  coins 
of  Fiance,  Spain  and  the  dominions  of  Spain,  of  the  standard  prior  to 
the  vcarone  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninetv-two,  at  tlie  rate  of  one 
lunuiicd  cents    for  every  twenty-seven  grains  and  two-fifths  of  a  grain 
of  the  a6lual  weight  thereof;  Spanish  milled  dollars  at  the  rate  of  one 
hundred  cents  for  each  dollar,  the  aclual  weight  whereof  shall  not  lie 
less  than  seventeen  penny  weights  and  seven  grains,  and  in  proportion 
for  the  parts  of  a  dollar;  crowns  of  France  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred 
and  ten  cents  for '  each  crown,  the  a6lual  weight  whereof  shall  not  be 
less  than  eighteen  penny  weights  and  seventeen  grains,  and  in  propor- 
tion for  the   parts  of  a  crown.     Provided^  That  no  foreign  coins  sliall 
be   recci;  able  w  hich  are  not  by   law  a  tender  for  the  payment  of  all 
debts,    except    in  consequence  of  a  proclumation  of  the   president  of 
the  united  states,  autliorizing  such  foreign  coins  to  be  received  in  pay- 
ment of  the    duties  and  fees  aforesaid.     [See  antea  61,    aud  pcstui 
136,     137.] 

75.  Skct.  LXXV.  a  drawback  of  duties  as  prescribed  by  law  shall 
be  allowed  and  paid  on  all  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  imported  into 
the  united  states,  in  respect  to  all  such  goods,  wares  and  merchandise, 
■whereupon  the  duties  shall  have  been  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  as, 
within  twelve  calendar  months  after  payment  made,  or  security  gi^en, 
*hall  be  exported  to  any  foreign  port  or  place,  other  than  the  dominions 
of  any  foreign  state  immediately  adjoining  to  the  united  states,*  either 
from  tl-e  district  ofori^inal  importation,  or  from  certain  other  di  strips; 
and  all  ciuiies,  drawbacks  and  allowances  which  shall  be  payable,  or 
allowable,  on  any  specific  quantity  of  goods,  wares  or  merchandise, 
«han  be  deemed  to  apply  in  proportion  to  any  greater  or  lesser  quanti- 
ty :  Providcdy  That  no  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  imported,  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  drawback  of  the^dutics  paid,  or  to  be  secured  thereon, 
iuilciis  ilie  duties  so  paid  or  secured  thereon  shall  amount  to  fifty  dol- 
lars at  least ;  nor  unless  they  shall  be  exported  in  the  original  casks, 
cases,  chests,  boxes,  trunks  or  other  packages,  in  which  they  were 
iinporicd,  without  Uiminution  or  chang^e  of  the  articles  which  were 
ibcrein  ct>i;tained,  at  the  time  of  importation,  in  quantity,  quality  or 
•Viilue,  necessary  or  imavoidablc  wastage  or  damage  only  excepted  : 
iWJdcd  uhuujsy  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  exporter,  or  exporters

*  ilhcrcd,  see  postea  r^i. 
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of  any  liquors  in  casks,  coffee  in  casks  or  other  packages,  cocoa  in  casl;ji 
or  other  packag;es,  or  any  unrefined  sucjars,  to  lill  up  the  casks  or  pack- 
ages out  of  other  casks  or  packages  included  in  the  same  original  im- 
portation, or  into  new  casks,  or  packai^es  corresponding  therewith,  to 
be  marked  and  numbered  as  the  original  casks  or  packages,  in  case 
the  original  casks  or  packages  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  officer  ap- 
pointed to  examine  the  same,  be  so  injured  as  to  be  rendered  unlit  for 
CKportation,  and  in  no  other  case  :  Provided  further,,  'I'hat  the  filling  up 
or  change  of  package  be  done  under  the  inspetVion  of  a  proper  ofYi- 
cer,  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  thecolle6lor  and  naval  officer,  where 
any,  of  the  port  or  place,  from  which  such  liquors,  colfee,  or  unrefined 
•uprs  are  intended  to  be  exported;  and  the  drawback  on  articles  so 
filled  up,  or  of  which  the  packages  have  been  changed,  shall  not  be 
allowed  without  such  inspection. 

And  where  articles  are  imparted  in  bulk,  they  shall  be  exported 
fii  the  packages,  if  any,  in  which  they  were  landed  ;  for  which  purpose 
the  officer  delivering  the  same,  shall  return  the  packages  they  may  be 
put  into,  if  any,  with  their  marks  and  numbers,  and  they  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  drawback,  unless  exported  in  such  packages,  which  shall

wuich  shall  have  accrued  on  any  ship  or  vessel  slutU,  before  any  clear* 
ance  is  granted,  be  produced  to  the  colleclor  or  other  officer  aforesaid* 

94.  Sect.  XCIV4  The  Importer  or  importers  of  any  horses,  cattle, 
ihetp,  swine  or  other  useful  beasts,  imported  into  the  united  states  for 
t>c  purpose  of  breed,  shall  make  entry  for  such  horses,  cattle,  sheep, 
5"lne  or  other  useful  beasts,  as  in  the  case  of  other  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise, and  obtain  a  permit  for  landing  ihe  same,  and  shall  likewise 
nicike  oath  or  affirmation,  that  ihcy  areadually  imported  for  the  purpose 
above  mentioned  ;  and  any  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  swine  or  other  beasts, 
landed  without  the  provisions  above  mentioned  being  fully  complied 
^iUi,  shall  be  subjedl  to  seizure  and  forfeiture. 

95.  Sect.  XCV.  All  matters  dire6lcd  by  this  a6l  to  be  done  to,  or 
by  the  collector  of  a  district,  or  by  the  naval  oHicer  thereof,  shall  and 
niay  be  done  to,  and  by  the  person,  who  in  the  cai>es  specified  in  this 
ad,  is  or  may  be  authorized  to  acl  in  the  place  or  stead  of  the  said  col- 
lector, or  of  the  said  naval  officer.

97.  Sect.  XCVII.  The  president  of  llie  united  states  shall  be  ctn- 
jvowcred,  for  the  better  securing  the  colleclion  of  the  duties  imposed 
0:1  c^oods,  wares  and  merchandise  imported  into  the  united  states,  and 
on  the  tonnage  of  ships  or  vessels,  to  cause  to  be  built  and  equipped  so 
!iiany  revenue  cutters  not  exceeding  ten,  as  may  be  necesbary  to  bo 
t^ployed  for  the  prote6\ion  of  the  revenue,  the  expense  whereof  shall 
Repaid  out  of  the  product  of  the  duties  on  goods,  wares  and  merchan- 
cse  imported  into  the  united  states,  and  on  the  tonnage  of  ships  or 
Vessels. 

98.  Sect.  XC  VIII*  There  shall  be  to  each  of  the  said  revenue  cut- 
lers, one  captain  or  master,  and  not  more  than  three  lieutenants  op 
n.utcs,  first,  second  and  third,  and  not  more  than  seventy  men,  includ- 
ii'ji;  non-commissioned  officers,  gunners  and  mariners.

on  hoard  certain  ships  or  vessels,  and  to  affix  and  put  proper  fastenings 
on  the  hatches  and  other  communications  with  the  hold  of  any  ship  or 
vessel,  and  to  remain  on  board  the  said  ships  and  vessels,  until  iher 
arrive  at  the  port  or  place  of  their  destination.  It  slu.ll  likewise  be  tlie 
duty  of  the  master  or  other  person  having  at  any  time  the  commandof 
any  of  the  said  revenue  cutters,  to  make  a  weekly  return  to  the  collec- 
tor, or  other  oflicer  of  the  district  under  whose  direclion  they  are  placed, 
of  the  transactions  of  the  cutter  under  their  command,  specifying 
tlierein,  tlie  vessels  that  have  been  boarded,  their  names  and  desciip- 
lions,  the  names  of  the  masters,  and  from  what  port  or  place  they  lust 
Sailed,  whether  laden  or  in  ballast,  Avhcther  ships  or  vessels  of  the 
united  states,  or  to  what  other  nation  belonging,  and  whether  they  have 
the  necessary  manifest  oi*  manifests  of  their-^iargoes  on  board,  and  ge- 
nerally all  such  matters  a^  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  colleclors  or 
other  ofticers  of  the  customs  to  be  made  acquainted  with  ;  and  the  oni- 
cci's  of  the  said  cutters  shall  likewise  execute  and  perfonn  such  otl.er 
duties  for  the  colleclion  and  security  of  the  revenue,  as  from  time  to 
time  sliall  be  enjoined  and  direcled  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury, 
not  contrary  to  law,  and  the  provisions  herein  before  contained.

tl:in  six Juindred  pounds  weiglit ;  nor  shall  any  distilled  spirits  (arrack 
aul  sweet  cordial  excepted)  be  imported,  or  bhjught  into  the  united 
states,  except  in  casks  or  vessels  of  the  capacity  of  ninety  gallons  wincv 
measure  and  upwards,  nor  in  casks  or  vessels  which  have  been  marked 
pursuant  to  any  law  of  the  united  states,  on  pain  or  forfeiture  of  the 
said  refined  lump  and  loaf  sugar,  and  distilled  spirits,  imported  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  herein  described,  together  with  the  ship,  or  ves-v 
*».l,  in  which  they  shall  be  so  imported  :  Pro'sidedj  Th?.t  nothing  con- 
tained in  this  acl  shall  be  construed  to  forfeit  any  spirits  for  being  im- 
ported, or  brought  into  the  united  states,  in  other  casks  or  vessels  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  ship  or  vessel  in  "which  they  shall  be  brought,  if  sucli 
spirits  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  seamen,  on  board  such  ship  or  vesseli 
and  shall  not  exceed  the  quantity  of  four  gallons  for  each  seaman, 

lot.  Sfxt.CIV.  For  the  purpose  of  conforming  this  a6l  to  cei-tain 
stipulations  contained  in  treaties  made  andratiii'd  under  the  authority 
of  liie  united  states,  it  is  h«reby  declared,  that  it  shall  at  all  times  b© 
free  to  British  subjects,  and  also  to  the  Indians  dwelling  on  either  siae 
ofihe  boundary  line  of  the  united  states,  as  settled  by  the  treaty  of 
peace,  freely  to  pass  and  repass,  by  land  or  inland  navigation,  into  ajad

I.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  have  ir^ 
iQrred  any  fine,  penalty,  forfeiture  or  disability,  or  shall  have  been  ijv- 
terested  in  any  yessel^  goodsj  wares  or  merchandisej  which  shall  hxiJk 
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been  subje6l  to  any  seizure,  forfeiture  or  disability,  by  force  of  any

ACT  of  February   16,  1792.     (Vol.  II.  p.   15.) 

1.  Sect.  I.  The  allowance*  now  made  upon  the  exportation  of  drie4 
fish  of  the  fisheries  of  the  united  states^  in  lieu  of  a  drawback  of  th^ 
duties  paid  on  the  salt  used  in  preserving  the  same,  shall  cease  on  all 
dried  fish  exported  after  the  tenth  day  of  June  next,  and  as  a  commu- 
lation  and  equivalent  therefor,  there  shall  be  afterwards  paid  on  the 
last  day  of  December  annually,  to  the  owner  of  every  vessel  or  his  agent, 
by  the  collector  of  the  district  where  such  vessel  may  belong,  that  shall 
be  qualified  agreeably  to  law,  for  carrying  on  the  bunk  and  other  cod 
fisheries,  and  that  shall  actually  have  been  employed  therein  at  sea  for 
the  term  of  four  months  at  the  least,  of  the  fishing  season,  next  pre- 
ceding which  season  is  accounted  to  be  from  the  last  day  of  February 
to  the  last  day  of  November  in  every  year,  for  each  and  every  ton  of 
such  vesscVs  Ijurthcn  according  to  her  admeasurement  as  licensed  or 
enrolled,  if  of  twenty  tons  and  not  exceeding  thirty  tons,  one  and  an 
Ij.ilf  dollars  ;  and  if  above  thirty  tons,  two  and  an  half  dollars  ;  of  which 
allowance  aforesaid,  three-eighth  parts  shall  accrue  and  belong  to  the 
owner  of  such  fishing  vessel,  and  the  other  five  eights  thereof  shall  be 
divided  by  him,  his  agent  or  lawful  representative,  to  and  among  the 
several  fishermen  who  shall  have  been  employed  in  such  vessel  during 
the  season  aforesaid,  or  a  part  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  such 
proportions  as  the  fish  they  shall  respectively  have  taken  may  bear  to  the 
whole  quantity  of  fish  taken  on  board  such  vessel  during  such  season  : 
Provided^  That  the  allowance  aforesaid  on  any  one  vessel,  for  one  sea- 
ioQ,  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  seventy  dollars. 

2.  Sect.  II.  On  the  last  day  of  December  annually  ,as  aforesaid,  there 
shall  also  be  paid  to  the  owner  of  every  fishing  boat  or  vessel  of  more 
than  five  tons,  and  less  than  twenty  tons,  or  to  his  agent  or  lawful  re- 
presentative, by  the  collector  of  the  district  where  such  boat  or  vessel 
may  belong,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  upon  every  ton  admeasurement  of 
such  boat  or  vessel  ;  which  allowance  shall  be  accounted  for  as  part  of 
the  proceedi  of  the  fares  of  said  boat  or  vessel,  and  shall  accordingly  be 
so  divided  among  all  persons  interested  therein  :  Provided  howevtr^  That 
this  allowance  shall  be  made  only  to  such  boats  or  vessels  as  shall  have 
actually  been  employed  at  sea  in  the  cod  fishery  for  the  term  of  four

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months  at  the  least  of  the  preceding  season  :  And  provided  dso^  That 
such  boat  or  vessel  shall  have  landed  in  the  -course  of  said  preceding 
season,  a. quantity  offish  not  less  than  twelve  quintals  for  every  ton  of 
her  admeasurement ;  the  said  quantity  of  fish  to  be  ascertained  when 
dried  and  cured  fit  for  exportation,  and  according  to  the  weight  thereof) 
as  the  same  shall  weigh  at  the  time  of  delivery  when  a6^ally  sold; 
which  account  of  the  \veight,  with  the  original  adjustment  and  settle- 
ment of  the  fare  or  fares  among  the  owners  and  fishermen^  together 
^ith  a  written  account  of  the  length,  breadth  and  depth  of  said  boat  or 
vessel,  and  the  time  she  has  a6lually  been  employed  in  the  fishery  in 
the  preceding  season,  shall  in  all  cases  be  produced  and  sworn  •r 
affirmed  to,  before  the  said  colle6tor  of  the  district,  in  order  to  entitle 
the  owner,  bis  agent  or  lawful  representative,  to  receive  the  allowance 
aforesaid.  And  if  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  payment  of  such 
allowance,  it  shall  appear  that  any  fraud  or  deceit  has  been  practised 
in  obtaining  the  same,  the  boat  or  vessel  upon  which  such  allowance 
shall  have  been  paid,  if  found  within  the  distridl  aforesaid,  shall  be 
forfeited  ;  otherwise  the  owner  or  owners  having  pradUsed  such  fraud 
or  deceit,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  one  hundred  dollars  ;  to  be  sued  for,  re- 
covered and  appropriated  in  like  manner  as  forfeitures  and  penalties 
are  to  be  sued  for,  recovered  and  appropriated  for  any  breach  of  an  a6l, 
entitled,  "  An  act  to  provide  more  effetlually  for  the  coUedtlon  of  the 
duties  imposed  by  law  on  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  imported  into 
the  united  states,  and  on  the  tonnage  of  ships  or  vessels.'** 

3.  Sect.  III.  The  owner  or  owners  of  every  fishing  vessel  of  twenty- 
tons  and  upwards,  his  or  their  agent  or  lawful  representative,  shall 
previous  to  receiving  the  allowance  which  is  provided  for  in  this  act, 
produce  to  the  collector,  who  is  authorized  to  pay  the  same,  the  origin- 
al agreement  or  agreements  which  may  have  been  made  with  the  fish- 
ermen employed  on  board  such  vessel,  as  is  herein  before  required, 
and  also  a  certificate  to  be  by  him  or  them  subscribed,  therein  men- 
tioning the  particular  days  on  which  such  vessel  sailed,  and  returned 
on  the  several  voyages  or  fares,  she  may  have  made  in  the  preceding 
fishing  season,  to  the  truth  of  which  they  shall  swear  or  affirm  before 
the  collcdlor  aforesaid. 

Sect.  IV.  No  ship  or  vessel  of  twenty  tons  or  upwards,  employed 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  allowance  granted  by  this  a6l,  un- 
less the  skipper  or  master  thereof  shall,  before  he  proceeds  on  any 
fishing  voyage,  make  an  agreement  in  writing  or  in  print,  with  every 
fisherman  employed  therein,  excepting  only  any  apprentice  or  servant 
of  himself  or  owner  ;  and  in  addition  to  such  terms  of  shipment  as  may 
be  agreed  on,  shall  in  such  agreement  express  whether  the  same  is  to 
continue  for  one  voyage  or  for  the  fishing  season,  and  shall  also  ex- 
press that  the  fish  or  the  proceeds  of  such  fishing  voyage  or  voyages 
which  may  appertain  to  the  fishermen,  shall  be  divided  among  them  in 
proportion  to  the  quantities  or  number  of  said  fish  they  may  respedively 
have  caught ;  which  agreement  shall  be  endorsed  or  countersigned  by 
the  owner  of  such  fishing  vessel,  or  his  agent :  And  if  any  fishermiin 
having  engaged  himself  for  a  voyage  or  for  the  fishing  season,  in  any

ACT  of  April  U,  1792.     (Vol.  II.  p.  56,) 

Sect*  I.  relates  to  the  consular  convention  betiocen  tfie  united  states  and 
France^  which  is  dissolved^  See  Appendix,  p*  74,  (note.) 

1.  Sect.  IL  For  the  direclion  of  theconsids  and  vice  consuls  of  the 
united  states  in  certain  cases,  //  isenactedj  that  they  shall  have  right  in  the 
ports  or  places  to  which  they  are  or  may  l?e  severally  appoiuted  of  receiv- 
ing the  protests  or  declars^tlons,  which  such  captains,  masters,  crews, 
passengers  and  merchants,  as  are  citizens  of  thq  united  states  may 
respectively  choose  to  make  there  ;  and  also  such  as  r.ny  foreigner  may 
choose  to  make  before  them  relative  to  the  personal  interest  of  any 
ciiiiens  of  the  united  states  ;  and  the  copies  cf  the  said  acls  duly  au-^ 
thenticated  by  the  said  consuls  or  vice  consuls,  under  the  seal*  of  tht;ir 
i'^i^ula,tQs,  r^spe^Uvely,  shall  receive  faith  in  lawj  e^uaUy  as  t^\ci^^ 
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originals  would  in  all  courts  in  the  United  Slates.  It  shall  be  their 
duty  where  the  laws  of  the  country  permit,  to  take  possession  of  the 
personal  estate  left  by  any  citizen  of  the  united  states,  other  than  sea- 
men belonging  to  any  ship  or  vessel  who  shall  die  within  their  consu- 
late ;  leaving  there  no  legal  representative,  partner  in  trade  or  trustee 
by  him  appointed  to  take  care  of  his  effecls  j/they  shall  inventory  the 
same  with  the  assistance  of  two  merchants  of  the  united  states,  or  for 
want  of  them,  of  any  others  at  their  choice  ;  shall  collect  the  debts  due 
to  the  deceased  in  the  country  where  he  died,  and  pay  the  debts  due 
from  his  estate  which, lie  shall  have  there  contracted  ;  shall  sell  at  auc- 
tion after  reasonable  public  notice  such  part  of  the  estate  as  shall  be  of 
a  perishable  nature  and  such  further. part,  if  any,  as  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  and  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  bis 
decease,  the  residue ;  and  the  balance  of  the  estate  they  shall  transmit 
to  the  treasury  of  the  united  states,  to  be  holden  in  trust  for  the  legal 
claimants.  But  if  at  any  time  before  such  transmission,  the  legal  re- 
presentative of  the  deceased  shall  appearand  demand  his  effe6ls  in  their 
hands,  they  shall  deliver  them  up,  being  paid  their  fees,  and  shall  cease 
their  proceedings. 

2.  For  the  information  of  the  representative  of  the  deceased,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  consul  or  vice  consul  authorized  to  proceed  as  aforesaid 
in  the  settlement  of  his  estate,  immediately  to  notify  his  death  in  one 
of  the  gazettes  published  in  tlie  consulate,  and  also  to  the  secretary  of 
state,  that  the  same  ma.y  be  notified  in  the  state  to  which  the  de- 
ceased shall  belong ;  and  he  shall  also,  as  soon  as  may  be,  transmit  to 
the  secretary  of  state,  an  inventory  of  the  effects  of  the  deceased  taken 
as  before  directed. 

3.  Sfxt.  III.  The  said  consuls  and  vice  consuls,  in  cases  where, 
ships  or  vessels  of  the  united  states  shall  be  stranded  on  the  coasts  of 
their*  consulates  respeclively,  shall,  as  far  as  the  laws  of  the  country 
will  permit,  take  proper  measures,  as  well  for  the  purpose  of  saving  the 
said  ships  or  vessels,  their  cargoes  and  appurtenances,  as  for  storing 
and  securing  the  effecls  and  merchandise  saved,  and  for  taking  an  in- 
ventory or  inventories  thereof ;  and  the  mcrchiaKlise  and  effects  saved 
with  the  inventory  or  inventories  thereof  tivken  as  aforesaid,  shall,  after 
deducting  therefrom  the  e:;pense,  be  delivered  to  the  onner or  owners. 
J^rovidedy  That  no  consul  or  vice  consul  shall  have  authority  to  take  pos- 
session of  any  such  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  other  property,  when 
the  master,  ov.ner  or  consignee  thereof  is  present  or  capable  of  taking; 
possession  of  the  same. 

4.  Sect.  IV,  It  shall  and  maybe  lawful  for  every  consul  and  vice 
consul  of  the  united  states,  to  take  and  receive  the  following  fees  of 
office  for  the  services  which  he  shall  have  performed  : 

For  authenticating  under  the  consular  seal,  every  protest,  declara- 
tion, deposition,  or  other  act,  which  such  captains,  masters,  mariners, 
seamen,  passengers,  merchants  or  others  as  are  citizens  of  the  united 
States  may  respectively  choose  to  make,  the  sum  of  two  dollars- 

For  the  taking  into  possession,  inventorying,  selling  and  finally  set-* 
tling  ar.d  paying,  or  transmitting  as  aforesaid,  the  balance  due  pn  thp 
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personal  estate  1e(^  by  any  citizen  of  the  united  states  who  shall  die 
within  the  limits  of  his  consulate,  iive  per  centum  on  the  gross  amount 
of  such  estate. 

For  taking  into  possession  and  otherwise  proceeding-  on  any  such 
estate  which  shall  be  delivered  over  to  the  legal  representative  before 
a  final  settjement  of  the  same,  as  is  herein  before  dire61ed,  two  and  an 
half  per  centum  on  such  part  delivered  over  as  shall  not  be  in  money, 
and  five  per  centum  on  the  gross  amount  of  the  residue. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  consuls  and  vice  consuls  of  the  united 
states,  to  give  receipts  for  all  fees  which  they  shall  receive  by  virtue  of 
this  a6l,  expressing  the  particular  services  for  which  they  are  paid. 

5.  Sect.  V.  In  case  it  be  found  necessary  for  the  interest  of  the 
united  states,  that  a  consul  or  consuls  be  appointed  to  reside  on  the 
coast  of  Barbary, the  president  shallbeauthorizedtoallow  an  annual  sala* 
ry,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  to  each  person  so  to  be  appointed: 
Providedy  That  such  salary  be  not  allowed  to  more  than  one  consul  for 
any  one  of  the  states  on  the  said  coast.     [Sec  postca  10.] 

6.  SrxT.  VI.  Every  consul  and  vice  consul  shall,  before  they  enter 
on  the  execution  of  their  trust,  or  if  already  in  the  e:;ecution  of  the 
same,  within  one  year  from  the  passing  of  this  ac\,  or  if  resident  in 
Asia,  within  two  years,  give  bond  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  approv- 
ed bv  the  secretary  of  state,  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  two  thousand  nor 
njore  than  ten  thour.and  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  true  and  faithful 
(i:  charge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  according  to  Jaw,  and  also  for  truly 
ar- counting  for  all  monies,  goods  and  effects  which  may  come  into  his 
possession  by  virtue  of  this  acl:  And  the  said  bond  shall  be  lodged  in 
i':*e  oflice  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury. 

7.  SfccT.  VII.  To  prevent  the  mariners  and  seamen,  employed  in 
uvscls  belonging  to  citizens  of  the  united  states,  in  cases  of  shipwreck, 
^irkncss  or  captivity,  from  suffering  in  foreign  ports,  it  shall  be  the 
(iiiiy  of  the  consuls  and  vice  consuls  rcspccilively,  from  time  to  time 
to  provide  for  them  in  the  most  reasonable  manner,  at  the  expense  of 
the  united  states,  subjefcl  to  such  instructions  as  tlie  secretary  cf  state 
i'lall  give,  and  not  exceeding  an  allowance  of  t%velve  cents  to  a  man  per 
cicm  ;  and  all  masters  and  commanders  of  vessels  belonging  to  citi- 
ztns  of  the  united  states,  and  bound  to  some  port  of  the  same,  are 
hereby  required  and  enjoined  to  take  such  mariners  or  searncnon  board 
of  iheir  ships  or  vessels,  at  the  request  of  the  said  consuls  or  vice  con- 
suls respectively,  and  to  transport  them  to  the  port,  in  the  united^states 
to  which  such  ships  or  vessels  may  be  bound,  free  of  costs  or  charge  ; 
but  the  said  mariners  or  seamen  shall,  if  able,  be  hiinid  to  doduty 
on  board  such  ships  or  vessels  according  to  their  several  uUilities:  Pro^ 
I'dcdy  That  no  master  or  captain  of  any  sliip  or  vessel,  shall  be  obliged 
to  take  a  greater  number  than  two  m*en  to  every  one  hundred  tons  bur- 
then of  the  said  ship  or  vessel,  on  any  cne  voyage  :  And  if  any  such 
captain  or  master  shall  refuse  the  same  on  the  request  or  order  of  the 
consul  or  vice  consul,  such  captain  or  master  shall  foifcit  and  p:iy  the 
sura  of  thirty  dollars  for  each  manner  or  seaman  so  refused,  to  be  re- 
covered for  the  benefit  of  the  united  states  by  the  said  consul  or  vice 
consul  in  his  own  n?imcj  in  any  courtof  competent  jurisdiction. 
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8*  Sect.  VIIL  Where  a  ship  or  yessel  belonging  to  citizens  of  the 
united  states  is  sold  in  a  foreign  port  or  place,  the  master,  unless  the 
crew  are  liable  by  their  contrail  or  do  consent  to  be  discharged  there, 
shall  send  them  back  to  the  state  where  they  entered  on  board,  or  fur- 
pish  them  with  means  sufficient  for  their  return,  to  be  fi^certained  by 
the  consul  or  vice  consul  of  the  united  states,  having  jurisdi6lion  of  the 
port  or  place.  And  in  case  of  the  master's  refusal,  the  said  consul  or 
vice  consul  may  (if  the  laws  of  the  land  permit  it)  cause  his  ship,  goods 
and  persoii  to  bo  arrested  and  bel4  until  he  shall  comply  with  his  dutj 
herein. 

9.  Sect.  IX.  The  specification  of  certain  powers  and  duties,  in  this 
a6l,  to  be  exercised  or  performed  by  the  consuls  and  vice  consuls  of  the 
united  states,  shall  not  be  construed  to  the  exclusion  of  others  resulting 
from  the  nature  of  their  appoint{nents,or  any  treaty  or  convention  un< 
der  which  they  may  act. 

ACT  of  July  6,  1797,    (Vol,  IV.  p.  36.) 

}0.  In  cas^  it  be  found  necessary,  for  the  interest  of  the  united  states 
that  a  consul  be  appointed  to  reside  at  Algiers  ;  the  president  shall  be 
authorized  to  allow  him  an  i^inual  salary  not  exceeding  four  thousaacl 
dollars.     [Sec  antea  5«]

11.  Sect.  I.  Exclusive  of  an  outfit  which  shall  in  no  case  exceed

i^ury  ill  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  by  causing  the  same  to  be  ac- 
counted for  specially  in  all  instances  whei'ein  the  expenditure  thereof 
jpay  in  his  judgment  be  made  public,  and  by  making  a  certificate  of 
(he  amount  of  such  expenditures  as  he  may  think  it  advisable  not  to 
l»pecify,  and  every  such  certificate  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  voucher 
|gr  the  sum  or  sums  therein  expressed  to  b$iv^  been  expended*

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ACT  of  July  5,  1790.     (Vol.  I.  p.  ISl.) 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the  united  states,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorised  to  cause  to  be  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  united 
states,  the  whole  or  such  part  of  that  tra6l  of  land  situate  in  the  slate 
of  New* York,  commonly  called  West-Point,  as  shall  be  by  him  judged 
requisite,  for  the  purpose  of  such  fortifications  and  garrisons  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  defence  of  the  same. 

ACT  of  March  20,  1794.     (Vol.  III.  p.  18.) 

t.  Sect.  I.  The  following  poils  and  harbors  shall  be  fortified  under 
the  dire6Uon  of  the  president  of  the  united  states,  and  at  such 
time  or  times  as  he  may  judge  necessary,  to  wit :  Portland  in  the 
district  of  Maine ;  Portsmouth  in  the  state  of  New-Hampshire, 
Gloucester,  Salem,  Marblehcad  and  Boston,  in  the  state  of  Massachu- 
setts ;  Newport  in  the  state  of  Rhode-Island  ;  New-London  in  the 
state  of  Connecticut  ;  New-York ;  Philadelphia  ;  Wilmington,  in  the 
state  of  Delaware  ;  Baltimore,  in  the  state  of  Maryland  ;  Norfolk  and 
Alexandria,  in  the  state  of  Virginia  ;  Cape-Fear  river  and  Ocracock 
inlet  in  the  state  of  North-Carolina ;  Charleston  and  Georgetown,  in 
the  state  of  South-Carolina  ;  and  Savannah  and  Saint  Mary's  in  the 
state  of  Georgia. 

3.  Sect.  II.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the  united  states^ 
to  employ,  as  garrisons  in  the  said  fortifications,  or  any  of  them,  such 
of  the  troops  on  the  military  establishment  of  the  united  states,  as  he 
may  judge  necessary ;  and  to  cause  to  be  provided  one  hundred  can-

the  expenditure,  shall  be  so  allowed  and  credited  as  aforesaid,  with 
their  privileges  and  appurtenances,  shall  be,  and  shall  be  declared  and 
establulied  as  the  property  of  the  united  states,  while  maintained  bf 
them.

10.  SEct.  I.  If  any  state,  against  which  a  balance  was  reported  by 
the  commissioners  appointed  to  settle  the  accounts  between  the  united 
states  and  the  several  states,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred,  by  a  legislative  a£l,  engage  to  pay  into

united  states  accordingly  :  Prcvided^  however^  That  no  more  than  one 
third  part  of  the  whole  payment  or  expenditure  that  may  be  made  by 
any  such  state  shall  be  made  in  three  per  cent^  stock,  nor  more  than 
one  third  part  of  the  remaining  two  thirds  shall  be  made  in  deferred 
itock  s  And  provided  alsoj  That  any  0uch  state  may  obtain  a  full  dia-» 
charge,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  payment  or  expenditure  of  a  sum  of  moneys 
sufficient  in  the  opinion  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  to  purchase,  at 
market  price,  the  different  species  of  stock,  the  payment  or  expendi* 
ture  of  which  would  be  accepted  as  a  full  discharge,  as  aforesaid.  [See 
Giuea  9.]  » 

lU  Sect*  II.  Provided  alwqysj  That  if  any  such  statd  as  aforesaiJ^i 
shall  have  expended  since  the  establishment  of  the  present  government 
of  the  united  states,  any  sum  of  money  in  fortifying  any  place  since 
ceded  by  such  state  to  the  united  states,  or  which  may  be  so  ceded| 
within  one  year  after  the  passing  of  this  adt,  such  expenditure  having 
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been  ascertained  and  proved  to  the  satisfa^lion  of  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury,  shall  be  taken  and  alloAved  as  part  of  the  expenditure  intend- 
ed by  this  a6l.

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ACT  of  April  18,   1796.     (Vol.  III.  p.  257.) 

1.  Sect.  I.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the  united  stales, 
to  establish  tradinij  houses  at  such  posts  and  places  on  the  western  aud 
southern  frontiers,  or  in  the  Indian  country,  as  he  shall  judge  mu^t 
convenient  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a  liberal  trade  willi  the  se- 
veral Indian  nations,  within  the  limits  of  the  united  states. 

2.  Sect.  II.  The  president  shall  be  authorized  to  appoint  an  agent 
for  each  trading:  house  established,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  to  receivt, 
and  dispose  of,  in  trade,  with  the  Indian  nations  aforementioned,  such 
goods  as  he  shall  be  dire6led  by  the  president  of  the  united  states  to 
receive  and  dispose  of,  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  iniles  and  orders 
which  the  president  shall  prescribe  ;  and  every  such  agpent  shall  take 
an  oath  or  afBrmation,  faithfully  to  execute  the  trustcommittedtohim; 
and  that  he  will  not,  direcUy  or  indire6\ly,  be  concerned  or  interested 
in  any  trade,  commerce  or  barter,  with  any  Indian  or  Indians  whate- 
ver, but  on  the  public  account ;  and  shall  also  give  bond,  witli  sufhcient 
security,  in  such  sum  as  the  president  of  tlie  united  states  shall  dirccU 
truly  and  honestly  to  account  for  all  the  money,  goods  and  other  ]>ro- 
pcrty  whatever)  which  shall  come  into  his  bauds,  or  for  which,  in  ^ood 
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faith,  he  ought  so  to  account,  and  to  perform  all  the  duties  req\ni*odof 
him  by  this  a6\  :  And  his  accounts  shall  be  xnadc  up,  half-yearly,  and 
transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  of  the  united  states. 

S,  Skct.  III.  The  agents,  their  clerks,  or  other  persons  employed 
by  them,  shall  not  be,  dire6\ly  or  indire6lly,  concerned  or  interested  in 
carrying  on  the  business  of  trade  or  commerce,  on  their  own,  or  any 
other  than  the  public  account,  or  take,  or  apply  to  his  or  their  own  use, 
tny  emolument  or  g^iin  for  negotiating  or  transadVing'any  business  or 
trade,  during  their  agency  or  employment,  other  than  is  provided  by 
thibact.  And  if  any  such  person  shall  offend  against  aJiy  of  the  pro- 
M'jliions  aforesaid,  he  or  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  forfeit  to  the  united  states,  a  sum 
lot  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  removed  from  such 
a^jcncy  or  employment,  and  forever  thereafter  be  incapable  of  holding 
cijy  ofiice  under  the  united  states  :  Pro^ldecly  That  if  any  other  person, 
ilidii  a  public  prosecutor,  shall  give  infornuvtion  of  any  such  offence, 
uoon  which  a  prosecution  and  conviction  shall  be  had,  one  half  the 
aforesaid  penalty,  when  received,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  person 
giving  such  information.     [See  postea  21.] 

4.  Sect.  IV.  The  prices  of  the  goods  supplied  to,  and  to  be  paid  for 
by  the  Indians,  shall  be  regulated  in  such  mannei*,  that  the  capital  stock 
urnishcd  by  the  united  states  may  not  be  diminished. 

5.  Sect.  V.  During  the  continuance  of  this  aft,  the  president  of 
t'.c  united  states  shall  be,  and  he  is  l.ereby  authorized  to  draw  annu- 
ally from  the  treasury  of  the  united  istates,  a  sum  not  exceeding  eight 
ihiiusand  dollars,  to  be  applied,  under  his  direclion,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  agents  and  clerks  ;  v/Iiich  agents  shall  be  allowed  to  draw 
(ut  of  the  public  supplies,  two  rations  each,  and  each  clerk  one  ration 
per  day. 

6.  StCT.  VI.  One  hundred  and  fiftv  tho\isand  dollars,  exclusive  of 
the  allowances  to  agents  and  clerks,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  ap- 
pn-:;>riated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  trade  and  intercourse  with 
ihi;  Ir.dian  nations,  in  the  manner  aforementioned,  to  be  prdd  out  of  any 
monies  unappropriated  in  the  treasury  of  the  uiiitcd  slates. 

7.  Sec^.  VII.  If  any  agent  or  agents,  their  clerks,  or  other  persons 
unploycd  by  them,  shall  purchase,  or  receive  of  aiiy  Indian,  in  the 
>\/iy  of  trade  or  barter,  a  gun  or  other  article  commonly  used  in  liunl- 
hi'^  ;  any  instrument  of  husbandry,  or  cooking  utei.sil,  of  the  kind 
usually  obtained  by  Indians,  in  their  intercourse  villi  white  peo- 
ple ;  any  article  of  clothing  (excepting  skins  or  furs)  he,  or  they  shall, 
respectively,  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence, 
to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  the  name,  and  to  the  use  of  the 
united  states,  in  any  court  of  law  of  the  united  slates,  or  of  any  particu- 
lar state  having  jurisdielion  in  like  cases,  or  in  the  supreme  orsupcrior 
courts  of  the  territories  of  the  united  states :  ProvidccU  That  no  suit 
shallbe  commenced  except  in  the  state  or  territory  wiiliin  which  the 
cause  of  a^ion  shall  have  arisen,  or  the  defenduiit  may  reside  :  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendents  of  Indian  affairs  and  their  de- 
puties, respectively,  to  whom  information  of  every  such  offence  ^hall 
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be  given)  to  collefl  the  requisite  evidence,  if  attSMnable,  and  to  prosf- 
cute  the  ofifender,  ivithout  delay* 

Sect.  VIII.  limrts  this  act  to  the  term  of  twojrearsy  and  to  the  end  of 
the  next  sesiion  of  congress  thereafter,  and  no  longer.  But  by  an  act  passed 
ApriloQ^  1802,  (Vol.  VI.  p.  120,  J  it  is  reived  and  continued  in/ora  untH 
March  4,   (803,  (tnd  nq  longer ^ 

ACT  of    May  IS,  1800.  (Voh  V,  p.  204.) 

S.  Sect.  I.  The  president  of  the  united  states  shall  be,  and  hereby 
is  authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  such  rations  as  he  shall  judge 
proper,  and  as  can  be  spared  f^*om  the  army  provisions  without  injury 
to  the  service,  be  issued  under  such  regulations  as  he  shall  think  fit  to 
establish,  to  Indians  who  may  visit  the  military  posts  of  the  imitcdstatei 
on  the  frontiers,  or  within  their  respc<live  nations. 

9.  Sect,  II.  The  president  of  the  united  states  shall  be,  and  hereby 
is  further  authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  to  be  defrayed,  on  the 
part  of  the  united  states,  the  reasonable  expenses  of  such  Indians  a& 
may  fiom  time  to  time  visit  the  scat  of  government  thereof,  for  their 
journies  to,  stay  at,  and  return  from  the  same  ;  and  also  to  cause  to  be 
given  to  such  Indians,  during  their  stay  as  aforess^d,  such  presents  as 
he  shall  judge  necessary, 

10.  Sect.  III.  A  separate  account  of  all  rations  Issued,  and  expen- 
ses defrayed  as  aforesaid,  and  of  the  expenditures,  occasioned  by  such 
presents  as  are  aforesaid,  shall  be  kept  at  th^  department  of  war. 

ACT  of  March  30,  1802.  (Vol,  VI.  p,  37.) 

11.  Sect.  I.  The  following  boundary  line,  established  by  trcafy 
between  the  united  states  and  various  Indian  tribes,  shall  be  clcarl? 
ascertained,  and  distin6\ly  marked  in  all  such  places  as  t)ie  president 
of  the  united  states  shall  deem  necessary,  and  in  such  manner  as  h« 
shall  direct,  to  wit ;  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the  Cayahoga  river  on 
Lake  Erie,  and  running  thence  up  the  same  to  the  portage  between 
that  and  the  Tuscaroras  branch  of  the  Muskingum  ;  thence,  down  that 
branch,  to  the  crossing  place  above  fort  Laurence ;  thence  westwardly 
to  a  fork  of  that  branch  of  the  Great  Miami  river  running  into-the  Ohio, 
at  or  near  which  fork  stood  Laromie's  store,  and  where  commence! 
the  portage,  between  the  Miami  of  the  Ohio  and  St.  Mary's  river, 
which  is  a  branch  of  the  Miami,  which  runs  into  Lake  Erie  ;  thence  a 
westwardly  course  to  fort  Recovery,  which  stands  on  a  branch  of  the 
Wabash ;  thence  south  westwardly,  in  a  direCl  line  to  the  Ohio,  so  as 
to  interse£i  that  river,  opposite  the  mouth  of  Kentucky  or  Cuttawa  ri- 
ver ;  thence  down  the  said  river  Ohio  to  the  tra6\  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  acres,  near  the  rapids  of  the  Ohio,  which  has  been  assign- 
ed to  general  Clarke,  for  the  use  of  himself  and  his  warriors;  thence 
around  the  said  tra6l,  on  the  line  of  the  said  tra6\,  till  it  shall  again  in- 
terse6l  the  said  river  Ohio ;  thence  down  the  same  to  a  point  opposite 
the  high  lands  or  ridge  between  the  mouth  of  the  Cumberland  and 
Tennessee  rivers ;  thence  south  eastwardly  on  the  said  ridge,  to  a  point, 
from  whence  a  8outh«we9t  line  will  strike  thQ  mouth  of  Duc|^  river  i 
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thence,  still  eastwardly  on  the  said  ridge,  to  a  point  forty  miles  above 
Nashville  ;  thence  north-east  to  Cumberland  river  ;  thence  up  the  said 
river  to  where  the  Kentucky  road  crosses  the  same ;  thence  to  the  Cum- 
berland mountain,  at  the  point  of  Campbell's  line ;  thence  in  a  south- 
webtwardly  direction  along  the  foot  of  the  Cumberland  mountain  to 
Emory's  river ;  thence  down  the  same  to  its  juntiion  with  the  river 
Clinch ;  thence  down  the  river  Clinch  to  Hawkins's  line  ;  thence  along 
the  same  to  a  white  oak,  marked  one  mile  tree ;  thence  south  hfty-ono 
degrees  west,  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight  chains,  to  a  large  ash 
tree  on  the  bank  of  the  river  Tennessee,  one  mile  below  south-west 
point ;  thence  up  the  north  east  margin  of  the  river  Tennessee  (not 
including  islands)  to  the  Wild  Cat  Rock,  below  Tellico  block  house  ; 
thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the  Militia  spring,  near  the  Mary  ville  road 
leading  from  Tellico  ;  thence  from  the  said  spring  to  the  Chilhowee 
mountain  by  a  line  so  to  be  run  as  will  leave  all  the  farms  on  Nine« 
mile  creek  to  the  northward  and  eastward  of  it,  and  to  be  continued 
along  the  Chilhowee  mountain  until  it  strikes  Hawkins's  line  ;  tlience 
aioiig  the  said  line  to  the  great  Iron  mountains ;  and  from  the  top  of 
which  a  line  to  be  continued  in  a  south-eastwardly  course  to  where  the 
most  southern  branch  of  Little  river  crosses  the  divisional  line  to  Tu- 
jaloo  river  ;  thence  along  the  South-Carolina  Indian  boundary  to  and 
over  the  Ocunna  mountain,  in  a  south-west  course  to  Tugaloo  river  ; 
iherxe  in  a  direct  line  to  the  top  of  Currahee  mountain,  wlicre  the 
Creek  line  passes  it  ;  thence  to  the  head  or  source  of  the  main  south 
branch  of  the  Oconee  river,  called  the  Appalachee  ;  thence  down  the 
middle  of  the  said  main  south  branch  and  river  Oconee,  to  its  conflu- 
ence with  Oakmulgee,  which  forms  the  river  AUamaha ;  thence  down 
the  middle  of  the  said  AUamaha,  to  the  old  line  on  the  said  river  \  and 
thence  along  the  said  old  line  to  the  river  St.  Mary's :  Frovidcd  ahvaysy 
That  if  the  boundary  linebetw.ecn  the  said  Indian  tribes  and  the  united 
stites shall,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  varied,  by  any  treaty  which  shell 
be  made  between  the  said  Indian  tribes  and  the  united  states,  then  all 
the  provisions  contained  in  this  a6t  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the 
said  line  so  to  be  varied,  in  the  same  manner,  as  said  pro\i8ions  apply^ 
bf  force  of  thisa£t,  to  the  boundary  line  herein  before  recited. 

12.  Sect,  II.  If  any  citizen  of,  or  other  person  resident  in,  the  unit- 
ed states,  or  either  of  the  territorial  distri6ts  of  the  united  states,  shall 
cross  over,  or  go  within  the  said  boundary  line,  to  hunt,  or  in  any  wise 
destroy  the  game ;  or  shall  drive,  or  otherwise  convey  any  stock  of 
horses  or  cattle  to  range  on  any  lands  allotted  or  secured  by  treaty  with 
the  united  states,  to  any  Indian  tribes,  he  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  ex« 
eeeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  six  months* 

13.  Sect.  III.  If  any  such  citizen  or  other  person,  shall  go  into  any 
country  which  is  allotted,  or  secured  by  treaty  as  af(»resaid,  to  any  of 
the  Indian  tribes  south  of  the  river  Ohio,  without  a  passport  first  had 
and  obtained  from  the  governor  of  some  one  of  the  united  states,  or  the 
officer  of  the  troops  of  the  united  states,  commanding  at  the  nearest 
post  on  the  frontiers,  or  such  other  person  as  the  president  of  the  unit- 
ed states  may,  from  time  to  time,  authorizie  to  grant  the  same,  shall 
forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  qv  be  imprisoned  not  exceed* 
\xi^  three  months* 
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14.  Skct.  IV.  If  any  such  citizen,  or  other  person,  shall  go  into 
any  town,  settlement  or  territory,  belonging,  or  secured  by  treaty  wiih 
the  united  states,  to  any  nation  or  tribe  of  Indians,  and  shall  there  com- 
mit robbery,  hirceny,  trespass  or  any  other  crime,  against  the  person 
or  property  of  any  friendly  Indian  or  Indians,  which  would  be  punisha- 
ble, if  committed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  state,  against  a  citiztn 
of  the  united  states  ;  or,  imauthorizcd  by  law,  and  with  a  hostile  inten- 
tion, shall  be  found  on  any  Indian  land,  such  offender  shall  forfeit  a 
sum  not  exceedinj^  one  hundred  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  not  exceed- 
ing twelve  months;  and  shall  also,  when  property  is  taken  or  destroy- 
ed, forfeit  and  pay  to  such  Indian  or  Indians,  to  whom  the  propeny 
taken  and  destroyed,  belongs,  a  sum  equal  to  twice  the  just  value  of  the 
property  so  taken  or  destroyed  :  And  if  such  ofiendcr  shall  be  unable 
to  pay  a  simi  at  least  equal  to  the  said  just  value,  whatever  such  pay- 
ment shall  fall  short  of  the  said  just  value,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  trea- 
sury of  the  tmited  states  :  Provided  nevertheless^  That  no  such  Indian 
shall  be  entitled  to  any  payment  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  united  states, 
for  any  such  property  taken  or  destroyed,  if  he,  or  any  of  the  nation  lo 
w  hich  he  belongs  shall  have  sought  private  revenge,  or  attempted  to 
obtain  satisfaction  by  any  force  or  violence* 

15.  Sr.cT.  V.  If  any  such  citizen,  or  other  person,  shall  make  a 
settlement  on  any  lands  belonging,  or  secured,  or  granted  by  ti^eaty 
w  ith  the  united  states,  to  any  Indian  tribe,  or  sliall  survey,  or  atteini»t 
to  survey,  such  lands,  or  designate  any  of  the  boundaries,  by  markini^ 
trees,  or  otherwise,  such  offender  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  suffer  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  twelve 
months.  And  it  sliall,  moreover,  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the 
imited  states  to  take  such  measures,  and  to  employ  such  milittry  force, 
as  he  may  judge  necessary,  to  remove  from  lands,  belonging  or  secured 
by  treaty,  as  aforesaid,  to  any  Indian  tribe,  any  such  citizen,  or  other 
person,  who  has  made,  or  shall  hereafter  make,  or  attempt  to  make  a 
settlement  thereon. 

16.  Skct.  VI.  If  any  such  citizen,  or  other  person,  shall  go  into 
any  town,  settlement  or  territory  belonging  to  any  nation  or  tribe  of 
Indians,  and  shall  there  commit  murder,  by  killing  any  Indian  or  In- 
dians, belonging  to  any  nation  or  tribe  of  Indians,  in  amity  with  the 
united  states,  such  offender,  on  being  thereof  convicted,  shall  sufilr 
death. 

17.  Sect.  VII.  No  such  citizen,  or  other  person,  shall  be  permitted 
to  reside  at  any  of  the  towns,  or  hunting  camps,  of  any  of  the  Indian 
tribes  as  a  trader,  without  a  license  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  su- 
perintendent of  the  department,  or  of  such  other  person  as  the  presi- 
dent of  the  united  states  shall  authorize  to  grant  licenses  for  that  pur- 
pose :  Which  superintendent,  or  person  authorized,  shall,  on  applica- 
tion, issue  such  license,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years,  lo  such 
trader,  \\ho  shall  enter  into  bond  with  one  or  moi'e  sureties,  approved 
of  by  the  superintendent,  or  person  issuing  such  license,or  by  the  pre- 
sident of  the  united  states,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand  doUai*s, 
conditioned  for  the  true  and  faithful  observance  of  such  regulations  and 
restrictions,  as  are,  or  shall  be  made  for  the  government  of  trade  and 
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intercourse  uith  the  Indian  tribes  :  And  the  superintendent,  or  person 
issuitigsucU  license,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  recall  the 
same,  if  the  person  so  licensed  shall  transgress  any  of  the  regulations, 
or  restriclions,  provided  for  the  government  of  trade  and  intercourse 
with  the  Indian  tribes;  and  shall  put  in  suit  such  bonds  as  he  may  have 
taken,  on  the  breach  of  any  condition  therein  contained. 

18.  Skct.  VIII.  Any  such  citizen  or  other  person,  who  shall  attempt 
to  reside  in  any  town  or  hunting  camp,  of  any  of  the  Indian  tribes,  as 
atrader,  viihoutsuch  license,  shall  forfeit  all  the  merchandise  oli'cred 
for  sale  to  the  Indians,  or  found  in  his  possession,  and  shall,  moreover, 
be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  to  imprison- 
cicnt  not  exceeding;  thirty  days. 

19.  Sf.ct.  IX.  If  any  such  citizen,  or  other  person,  shall  purchase, 
or  receive  of  any  Indian,  in  the  way  of  trade  or  barter,  a  gun,  or  other 
article  commonly  used  in  hunting,  any  instrument  of  husbandry,  or 
cooking  utensil,  of  the  kind  usually  obtained  by  tlie  Indians,  in  their 
inttrcourse  with  white  people,  or  any  article  of  clothing,  excepting 
skins  or  furs,  he  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  be 
imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

20.  Skct.  X.  No  such  citizen,  or  other  person,  shall  be  permitted 
to  purchase  any  horse  of  an  Indian,  or  of  any  white  man  in  the  Indian 
territory,  without  special  license  for  that  purpose  ;  which  license,  the 
superintendent,  or  such  other  person  as  the  president  shall  appoint,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  grant,  on  the  same  terms?  conditions  and  restric- 
tions, as  other  licenses  are  to  be  granted  under  this  acl :  And  any  such 
person,  who  shall  purchase  a  horse  or  horses,  under  such  license,  before 
he  exposes  such  horse  or  horses  for  sale,  and  wiliiin  fifteen  days  after 
tliey  have  been  brought  out  of  the  Indian  country,  shall  make  a  parti- 
cular return  to  the  superintendent,  or  other  person,  from  whom  he  oI> 
iciined  his  license, of  every  horse  purchased  by  him,  as  aforesaid  ;  dts- 
♦  tibing  such  horses,  by  their  color,  height,  and  other  natural  or  arti- 
i:cial  marks,  under  the  penalty  contained  in  their  respective  bonds- 
And  every  such  person,  purchasing  a  horse  or  horses,  as  aforesaid,  in 
the  Indian  country,  without  a  special  license,  shall  for  every  horse  thus 
purchased  and  brought  into  any  settlement  of  citizens  of  the  united 
states,  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  be  impri- 
soned not  cxceedinij  thirty  days.  And  every  person  who  shall  pur- 
chase a  horse,  knowing  him  to  be  brought  out  of  the  Indian  territory, 
by  any  person  or  persons,  not  licensed,  ys  above,  to  purchase  the  same, 
shall  forfeit  the  value  of  such  horse. 

21.  Sjlct.  XI.  No  agent,  superintendent,  or  other  person  authorized 
to  grant  a  license  to  trade,  or  purchase  horses,  shall  have  any  interest 
or  concern  in  any  trade  with  the  Indians,  or  in  the  purchase  or  sale  of 
any  horse  to,  or  from  any  Indian,  excepting  for  and  on  accouiit  of  the 
united  states  :  And  any  person  ofiending  herein,  shall  forfeit  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding 
twelve  montiis.     [See  antea  3.] 

22.  SrcT.  XII.  No  purchase,  grant,  lease  or  other  conveyance  of 
lands,  or  of  any  title  or  claim  thereto,  from  any  Indian,  or  nation,  or 
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tribe  of  Indians,  within  the  bounds  of  the  united  states,  shall  be  of  any 
V'dlidily,  in  law  or  equity,  unless  the  same  be  made  by  treaty  op  conven- 
tion, entered  into  pursuant  to  the  constitution :  And  it  shall  be  a  mis* 
demeanor  in  any  person,  not  employed  under  the  authority  of  the  united 
slat^is,  to  negotiate  such  treaty  or  convention,  dire6\ly  or  indirecUy, 
to  treat  with  any  such  Indian  nation,  or  tribe  of  Iiniians,  for  the  title  or 
purchase  of  any  lands  by  them  held  or  claimed,  punishable  by  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twelve 
months  :  Provided  nevertheless^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  agent  or 
agents  of  any  state,  who  may  be  present  at  any  treaty  held  with  Indians 
under  the  authority  of  the  united  states,  in  the  presence,  and  with  the 
approbation  of  the  commissioner  or  commissioners  of  the  united  stales, 
appointed  to  holdtiie  same,  to  propose  to,  and  adjust  with  the  Indians, 
the  compensation  to  be  made,  for  their  claims  to  lands  within  such 
state,  which  shall  be  extinguished  by  the  treat/. 

23.  Sect.  XIII.  In  order  to  promote  civilization  among  the  friendly 
Indian  tribes,  and  to  secure  the  continuance  of  their  friendship,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the  united  states,  to  cause  them  to  be 
furnished  with  useful  domestic  animals,  and  implements  of  husbandry, 
and  with  goods  or  money,  as  he  shall  judge  proper,  and  to  appoint  such 
persons,  from  lime  to  lime,  as  temporary  agents,  to  reside  among  the 
Indians,  as  he  sliall  think  fit :  Provided^  That  the  whole  amount  of  such 
presents,  and  allowance  to  such  agents,  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum. 

24.  Skct.  XIV.  If  any  Indian  or  Indians,  belonging  to  any  tribe  in 
amity  with  the  united  states,  shall  come  over  or  cross  the  said  boun- 
dai'y  line,  into  any  state  or  territory  inhabited  by  citizens  of  the  united 
states,  and  there  take,  steal  or  destroy  any  horse,  horses,  or  other  pro- 
perty, belonging  to  any  citizen  or  inhabitant  of  the  united  states,  or  of 
either  of  the  territorial  districts  of  the  united  states,  or  shall  commit 
any  murder,  violence  or  outrage,  upon  any  such  citizen  or  inhabitant, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  citizen  or  inhabitant,  his  ropreseutative,  at- 
torney or  agent,  to  make  application  to  the  superintendent,  or  such 
other  person  as  the  president  of  the  united  states,  shall  authorize  for 
that  purpose ;  who  upon  being  furnished  with  the  necessary  documents 
and  proofs,  shall,  under  the  direction  or  instruction  of  the  president  of 
the  united  slates,  make  application  to  the  nation  or  tribe,  to  which  such 
Indian  or  Indians  shall  belong,  for  satisfaction;  and  if  such  nation 
or  tribe  shall  neglec\  or  refuse  to  make  satisfa^Uon,  in  a  reasonable  time, 
not  exceeding  twelve  months,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Such  su- 
perintendent or  other  person  authorized  as  aforesaid,  to  make  return  of 
his  doings  to  the  president  of  the  united  states,  and  forward  to  him  all 
the  documei.ls  and  proofs  in  the  case,  that  such  further  steps  may  be 
taken,  as  siudl  be  proper  to  obtain  satisfa61ion  for  the  injury  s  And  in 
the  mean  ti;ji;;,  in  rcspeci  to  the  property  so  taken,  stolen  or  destroyed, 
the  united  states  guarantee  to  the  party  injured,  an  eventual  imlemni' 
fication  :  Provided  always^  That  if  such  injured  party,  his  representa- 
tive, attorney  or  agent,  shall,  in  any  way,  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  by  seeking  or  attempting  to  obtain  private  satisfaction  or 
revenge,  by  crossing  over  the  line,  on  any  of  the  Indian  lands,  he  shdl 
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forfeit  all  claim  upon  the  united  states,  for  such  indemnification  :  And 
provided  aisoj  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  legal  ap- 
prehension or  arresting,  within  the  limits  of  any  state  or  district,  of 
any  Indian  having  so  offended  :  And  provided  further.  That  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  president  of  the  united  states,  to  deducl  such  sum  or  sums, 
as  shall  be  paid  for  the  property  taken,  stolen  or  destroyed  by  any  such 
Indian,  out  of  the  annual  stipend,  which  the  united  states  are  bound  tq 
pay  to  the  tribe,  to  which  such  Indian  shall  belong. 

25»  Sect,  XV«  The  superior  courts  in  each  of  the  said  territorial 
districls,  and  the  circuit  courts,  and  other  courts  of  the  united  states 
of  similar  junsdi6Uon  iii  criminal  causes,  in  each  district  of  the  united. 
states,  in  which  any  offendel*  against  this  a6l  shall  be  apprehended,  or^ 
ft^reeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  ac\,  shall  be  brought  for  trial,   shall 
have,  and  are  hereby  invested  with  full  ]K)wer  and  authority  to  hear  and 
determine  all  crimes,  offences  and  misdemeanors,   against  this  a6l  ; 
such  courts  proceeding  therein  in  the  same  manner,  as  if  such  crimes^ 
offences  and  misdemeanors  had  been  committed  within  the  bounds  of 
their  rcspedlive  distri6la  :  And  in  all  cases  where  the  punishment  shaH 
not  be  death,  the  county  courts  of  quarter  sessions  in  the  said  territorial 
districls,  and  the  distri6l  courts  of  the  united  states,  in  their  respective 
districts,  shall  have,  and  are  hereby  invested  with  like  power  to  hear 
and  determine  the  same,   any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding  ( 
And  in  all  cases,  where  the  punishment  shall  be  death,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  governor  of  either  of  the  territorial  districts  where  the  offender 
shall  be  apprehended,  or  into  which  he  shall  be  brought  for  trial,  to 
issue  a  commission  of  oyer  and  terminer  to  the  superior  judges  of 
such  district,  who  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  hear  and  de* 
terniine   all  such  capital  cases,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  superior 
courts  of  such  district  have  in  their  ordinary  sessions  ;  and  when  the 
o8*ender  shall  be  apprehended,  or  brought  for  trial  into  any  of  the  unit- 
ed states,  except  Kentucky  or  Tennessee,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  pre- 
sident of  the  united  states,  to  issue  a  like  commission-  to  any  one  ojr 
more  judges  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  united  states,  and  the  judge 
of  the  district,  in  which  such  offender  may  have  been  apprehended  or 
shall  have  been  brought  for  trial ;  which  judges,  or  any  two  of  themi 
shall  have  the  same  jurisdi(;tion  in  such  capital  cases,  as  the  circuit 
court  of  such  district,  and  shall  proceed  to  trial  and  judgment,  in  the 
same  manner  as  such  circuit  court  might  or  could  do.     And  the  dis* 
trlct  courts  of  Kentucky,  Tennessee  and  Maine  shall  have  jurisdiction? 
of  all  crimes,  offences  and  misdemeanors  committed  against  this  aCl^^ 
and  shall  proceed  to  triul  Lud  judgment  in  the  same  manner,  as  the  cir« 
cuit  courts  of  the  united  states.  - 

2d.  Sect.  XVI*  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  military  force  of  the  unit-^ 
ed  states  to  apprehend  every  person  who  shall,  or  may  be  found  in  the 
Indian  country  over  and  beyond  the  said  boiindury  line  between  the 
united  states  and  the  said  Indian  tribes,  in  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions or  regulations  of  this  act,  and  him  or  them  immediately  to  con- 
vey, in  the  nearest,  convenient  and  safe  route,  to  the  civil  authority  of 
the  united  states,  in  some  one  of  the  three  next  adjoining  stales  or  din- 
iric*ls,  to  be  proceeded  against  in  due  c<jurse  of  law ;  Frovid^d^  That  uq 
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person,  apprehended  by  military  force  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  detained 
longer  than  five  days  after  the  arrest,  and  before  removal.  And  all 
officers  and  soldiers  who  may  have  any  such  person  or  persons  in  cus- 
tody, shall  treat  them  with  all  the  humanity  which  the  circumstances 
will  possibly  permit ;  and  every  officer  and  soldier  who  shall  be  guilty 
of  mal-treating  any  such  person,  while  in  custody,  shall  suffer  buch 
punishment  as  a  court  martial  shall  dire6t  :  Frovidtdy  That  the  officer 
having  custody  of  such  person  or  persons  shall,  if  required  by  such 
person  or  persons,  condu6t  him  or  them  to  the  nearest  judge  of  the  su- 
preme or  superior  court  of  any  state,  who,  if  the  offence  is  bailable, 
shall  take  proper  bail  if  offered,  returnable  to  the  distrift  court  next  to 
be  holdcnin  said  district,  which  bail  the  said  judge  is  hereby  autho- 
rized to  take,  and  which  shall  be  liable  to  be  estreated  as  any  other  re- 
.cognizance  for  bail  in  any  court  of  the  united  states  ;  and  if  said  judge 
shall  refuse  to  acl:,  or  the  person  or  persons  fail  to  procure  satisfaftory 
bail,  then  the  said  person  or  persons  are  to  be  proceeded  with  according 
to  the  diredlions  of  this  a6l. 

27.  Sect.  XVII.  If  any  person,  who  shall  be  charged  with  a  ^-iolaticn 
of  any  of  the  provisions  or  regulations  of  this  a6l,  shall  be  found  within 
any  of  the  united  states,  or  cither  of  the  territorial  districts  of  tlie  unit- 
ed states,  such  offender  may  be  there  apprehended  and  brought  totrial, 
in  the  same  manner,  as  if^uch  crime  or  offence  had  been  committed 
within  such  state  or  distridl  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inilitary 
force  of  the  united  states,  when  called  upon  by  the  civil  magistrate,  or 
any  proper  officer,  or  other  person  duly  authorized  for  that  pur]>osc 
and  having  a  lawful  warrant,  to  aid  and  assist  such  magistrate,  officer, 
or  other  person  authorized,  as  aforesaid,  in  arresting  such  offender,  and 
him  committing  to  safe  custody,  for  trial  according  to  law. 

28.  Sbxt.  XVIII.  The  amount  of  fines,  and  duration  of  imprison- 
ment, dire6\ed  by  this  a6l  as  a  punishment  for  the  violation  cf  any  of 
the  provisions  thereof,  shall  be  ascertained  and  fixed,  not  exceeding  the 
limits  prescribed,  in  the  digcretion  of  the  court,  before  whom  the  trial 
Bhall  be  had  ;  and  all  fines  and  forfeitures,  which  shall  accrue 
under  this  ad,  shall  be  one  half  to  the  use  of  the  informant,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  use  of  the  united  states  ;  except  where  the  prosecution 
shall  be  first  instituted  on  behalf  of  the  united  states  ;  in  which  case 
the  whole  shall  be  to  their  use.

29.  Sect.  XIX.  Nothing  in  this  a6l  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
any  trade  or  intercourse  with  Indians  living  on  lands  surrounded  by 
settlements  of  the  citizens  of  the  united  states,  and  being  wiUjin  the 
ordinary  jurisdidlion  of  any  of  the  individual  states  ;  or  the  unmolested 
use  of  a  road  from  Washington  distri6l  to  Mero  distri6\,  or  to  prevent 
thecitizens  of  Tennessee  from  keeping  in  repair  the  said  road,  under 
the  dire61ion  or  orders  of  the  governor  of  said  state,  and  of  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  Tennessee  river,  as  reserved  and  secured  by  treaty ;  nor 
shall  this  a6l  be  construed  to  prevent  any  person  or  persons  tr;; veiling 
from  Knoxville  to  Price's  settlement,  or  to  the  settlement  on  Obed's 
river,  (so  called,)  provided  they  shall  travel  in  the  trace  or  path  which  is 
usually  travelled,  and  provided  the  Indians  make  no  objeclion  ;  but  iflhe 
Indians  objetl,  the  president  of  the  united  slates  is  hereby  authorized 
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to  issue  a  proclamation)  prohibiting  all  travelling  on  stud  traces,  or 
either  of  themy  as  the  case  may  be,  after  which,  the  penalties  of  this 
acl  shall  be  incurred  by  every  person  travelling  or  being  found  on  said 
traces,  or  either  of  them,  to  which  the  prohibition  may  apply,  within 
the  Indian  boundary,  without  a  passport. 

30.  SscT.  XX.  The  president  of  the  united  states  shall  be,  and  he  isr 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  to  be  clearly  ascertained^  and  distin6lly 
marked,  in  all  such  places  as  he  shall  deem  necessary,  and  in  such 
manner  as  he  shall  ^iredtfany  other  boundary  linesbetween  the  united 
states  and'any  Indian  tribe,  which  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be  esta« 
blished  by  treaty. 

31.  Sect.  XXI.  The  president  of  the  united  states  shall  be  autho-* 
rized  to  take  such  measures,  from  time  to  time,  as  to  him  may  appear 
expedient  to  prevent  or  restrain  the  vending  or  distributing  of  spiritu* 
ous  liquors  among  all  or  any  of  the  said  Indian  tribes,  any  thing  here- 
IQ  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof  notv/ithstanding. 

32.  Sect.  XXII.  This  a6l  shall  be  in  force  from  the  passage  there* 
of;  and  so  far  as  respedls  the  proceedings  under  this  a6t,  it  is  to  be 
understood,  that  the  a£l,  entitled  ^'  An  a6lto  amend  an  a6l,  entitled,  an 
a6t  giving  efifedt  to  the  laws  of  the  united  states  within  the  distri^  of 
Tennessee,"*  is  not  to  operate.

I.  Any  person  imprisoned  upon  execution  Issuing  rrom^X- 
court  of  the  united  states,  for  a  debt  due  to  the  united  states^  v/hich  he 
shall  be  unable  to  pay,  mry,  at  any  time  alter  commit:.  *:nt,  make  ap^ 
plication,  in  writing,  to  the  secretary  of  ^he  treasury,  stating  the  cir- 
cumstances of  his  case,  and  his  inability  to  discharge.  t>!8  c!ebt ;  and  it 
shall  thereupon  be  lawful  for  the  said  secretary  to  ma!;e,  or  require  to 
be  made,  an  examination  and  enquiry  into  the  circrmstan':cs  ci  tlie 
debtor,  either  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  debtor,  (a.  hich  tlie  said 
secretary,  or  any  other  person  by  him  specially  appointed,  m'c  hereby 
aathoriaed  to  administer)  orothertvise,  rs  the  said  ^ecret&ry  shall  deem 
necessary  and  expedient,  to  ascertain  the  truth  ;  and  upon  ^;  oof  being

if  any  he  hath,  or  any  collateral  security,  to  the  use  of  the  united  states  j 
and  upon  a  compliance  by  the  debtor,  with  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  said  secretary  may  judge  reasonable  and  proper,  under  all  the 
circumstances  of  the  case,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  secretary  to

3.  Sect.  III.  The  benefit  of  this  a6l  shall  not  be  extended  to  any 
person  imprisoned  for  any  fine,  forfeiture  or  penalty,  incurred  by  a 
breach  of  any  law  of  the  united  states,  or  for  monies  had  and  received 
by  any  officer,  agent,  or  other  person,  for  their  use.

4.  Sect.  I.  Persons  imprisoned  on  process  issuing  from  any  court 
of  the  united  states,  as  well  at  the  suit  of  the  united  states  as  at  the  suit 
of  any  person  or  persons  in  civil  adlions,  shall  be  entitled  to  like  privi- 
leges of  the  yards  or  limits  of  the  respective  gaok,  as  persons  confined 
in  Jike  cases  on  process  from  the  courts  of  the  rcspeC-live  stales,  are 
entitled  to,  and  under  the  like  regulations  and  restrictions. 

5.  S^cT.  II.  Any  person  imprisoned  on  process  of  execution  bsuing 
from  any  court  of  the  united  states  in  civil  adlions,  except  at  the  suit 
of  the  united  states,  may  have  the  oath  or  affirmation  hereinafter  ex- 
pressed, administered  to  him  by  the  judge  of  the  districl  court  of  the 
united  states,  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  debtor  may  be  confined ; 
and  in  case  there  shall  be  no  districl  judge  residing  within  twenty 
miles  of  the  gaol  wherein  such  debtor  may  be  confined,  such  oath  or 
affirmation  may  be  administered  by  any  two  persons  who  may  be  com- 
"missioned  for  that  purpose  by  the  districl  judge  :  The  creditor,  his 
agent  or  attorney,  if  either  live  within  one  hundred  miles  of  the  place 
of  imprisonment,  or  within  the  districl  in  which  the  judgment  was 
rendered,  having  had  at  least  thirty  days  previous  notice  by  a  citation 
served  on  him,  issued  by  the  districl  judge,  to  appear  at  the  time  and 
place  thereiri  mentioned,  if  he  see  fit,  to  shew  cause  why  the  suid  oath 
or  affirmation  should  not  be  so  administered  :  At  which  time  and  placet 
if  not  sufficient  cause,  in  the  opinion  of  the  judge,  (or  the  commissioiitrs 
appointed  as  aforesaid  )be  shewn,  or  doth  from  examination  appear  to  the 
contrary,  he  or  they  may  at  the  request  of  the  debtor,  proceed  to  adminis- 
ter to  him  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  snay  h9s  viz.

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"  ^^^  solemnly  (swear  or  affirm)  that  you  have  no  estate, 

real  or  personal  in  possession,  reversion,  or  remainder,  to  the  amount 
or  value  of  thirty  dollars,  other  than  necessary  wearing  apparel  ;  and 
that  you  have  not,  dirc6lly  or  indireaiy,  given,  sold,  leased,  or  other- 
wise  conveyed  to,  or  intrusted  any  person  or  persons  with  all  or  any 
part  of  the  estate,  real  or  personal,  whereof  you  have  been  the  lawful 
owner  or  possessor,  with  any  intent  to  secure  the  same,  or  to  receive 
orcxpea  any  profit  or  advantage  therefrom,  or  to  defraud  your  credi- 
tors, or  have  caused  or  suffered  to  be  done  any  Uiing  else  whatsoever, 
whereby  any  of  your  creditors  may  be  defrauded."     Which  oath  or 
affirmation  being  administered,  the  judge  or  commissioners  shall  certify 
the  same  under  his  or  their  hands  to  the  prison-keeper,  and  the  debtor 
Siiall  be   discharged  from  his  imprisonment  on  such  judgment,  and 
shall  not  be   liable  to  be  imprisoned  again  for  the  said  debt,  but  the 
judgment  shall  remain  good  and  sufficient  in  law,  and  may  be  satisfied 
out  of  any  estate  which  may  then,  or  at  any  time  afterwards,  belong  to- 
the  debtor.     And  the  judge  or  commissioners,  in  addition  to  the  cer- 
tiacate  by  them  made  and  delivered  to  the  prison  keeper,  shall   make 
return  of   their  doings  to  the  district  court,  with  the  commission,  in 
cases  where  a  commission  hath  been  issued,  to  be  kept  upon  the  files 
and  record  of  the  same  court.     And  the  said  judge,  or  commissioners, 
may  scud  for  books  and  papers,   and  have  the  same  authority  as  a 
court  of  record,  to  compel  the  appearance  of  witnesses,  and  administer.

IW  If  any  person  shall  falsely  take  any  oath  or  affirmation, 
Authorized  by  this  all,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury, 
and  upon  convi6lion  thereof,  shall  suffer  the  pains  and  penalties  in  that 
case  provided.  And  in  case  any  false  oath  or  affirmation  be  so  taken  by 
the  debtor,  the  court,  upon  the  motion  of  the  creditor,  shall  recommit 
the  debtor  to  the  prison  from  whence  he  was  liberated,  there  to  be  de- 
tained for  the  said  debt,  in  the  siune  manner  as  if  such  oath  or  affirma-^ 
tion  had  not  been  taken.

8.  Sect.  V.  Any  person  imprisoned  upon  process  issuing  from  any 
court  of  the  united  states,  except  at  the  suit  of  the  united  states,  in  any 
civil  ac\ion,  against  whom  judgment  has  been,  or  shall  be  recovered, 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  and  relief  provided  by  this  a6\,  aflcp 
the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  time  such  judgment  has  been  of 
shall  be  recovered,  though  the  creditor  should  not,  within  that  tim^j 
sue  out  his  execution,  and  charge  the  debtor  therewith*

1.  Sect.  I.  The  supreme  court  of  the  united  states  shall  consist  of 
a  chief  justice  and  five  associate  justices,  any  four  of  ^hom  shall  be  a 
quorum,  and  shall  hold  annually  at  the  seat  of  government  two  sessions, 
the  one  commencing  the  first  Monday  of  February,  and  the  otiicr  the 
first  Monday  of  August.  The  associate  justices  shall  have  precedence 
according  to  the  date  of  their  commissions,  or  when  the  commissions 
of  two  or  more  of  them  bear  date  on  the  same  day,  according  to  their 
respective  ages.

2.  Sect.  II.  The  united  states  shall  be,  and  they  hereby  are  divid- 
td  into  thirteen  distri^i^s,  to  be  limited  and  called  as  follows,  to  wit  : 
One  to  consist  of  that  part  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts  which  lies 
easterly  of  the  state  of  New-Hampshire,  and  to  be  culled  Main  District ; 
one  to  consist  of  the  state  of  New-Hampshire,  and  to  be  called  New- 
Hampshire  district  ;  one  to  consist  of  the  remaining  part  of  the  state 
of  Massachusetts,  and  to  be  called  Massachusetts  distridl  ;  one  to  con- 
sist of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  and  to  be  called  Connecticut  district ; 
one  to  consist  of  the  state  of  New-York,  and  to  be  called  New-York  dis- 
trict ;  one  to  consist  of  the  state  of  New-Jersey,  and  to  be  called  New- 
Jersey  districl ;  one  to  consist  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  be 
called  Pennsylvania  distriCl ;  one  to  consist  of  the  state  of  Delaware, 
dud  to  be  called  Delaware  district  ;  one  to  consist  of  the  state  of  Mary- 
land, and  to  be  called  Maryland  district ;  one  to  consist  of  the  state  of 
^  irgiiiia,  except  that  part  called  the  distriCl  of  Kentucky,  and  to  be 
culled  Virginia  district  ;  one  to  consist  of  the  remaining  part  of  the 
slate  of  Virginia,  and  to  be  called  Kentucky  district  ;  one  to  consist  of 
the  state  of  South-Carolina,  and  to  be  called  the  South-Carolina  dis- 
trict ;  and  one  to  consist  of  the  state  of  Georgia,  and  to  be  called 
tieorgia  district*     [See  postea  36,  37,  38,  62.] 

3.  S>:cT.  III.  There  shall  be  a  court  called  a  district  court,  in  each 
of  the  aforementioned  districts,  to  consist  of  one  judge,  who  shall  reside 
in  tiic  district  for  which  he  is  appointed,  and  shall  be  called  a  district 
judge,  and  shall  hold  annually  four*  sessions  ;  he  shall  have  power 
to  hold  special  courts  at  his  discretion.  The  special  courts  shall  be 
held  at  the  same  place  in  each  dibtrict  as  the  stated  courts,  or  in 
districts  that  have  two,  at  either  of  them,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
judge,  or  at  such  other  place  in  the  district,  as  the  nature  of  the  busi- 
ness and  his  discretion  shall  direct.  And  in  the  districts  that  have  but 
cue  place  for  holding  the  district  court,  the  records  thereof  shall  be 
kept  at  that  place  ;  and  in  districts  that  have  two,  at  that  place  in  each 
civtnct  which  the  judge  shall  appoint.

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4.  Sect.  IV.  No  distrifl  judge  shall  give  a  vote  in  any  case  of  ap- 
peal or  error  from  his  own  decision  ;  but  may  assign  the  reasons  of 
sucii  his  decision* 

5.  Sect.  V.  The  circuit  courts  shall  have  power  to  hold  special 
sessions  for  the  trial  of  criminal  causes  at  any  other  time  at  their  dis- 
cretion, or  at  the  discretion  of  the  supreme  court*    [Scej&osfffo  52.] 

NotE,  The  first  part  of  this  section  fixes  the  times  and  places  of  holding 
circuit  courts^  which  have  been  altered.  See  list  at  the. end  of  this 
title. 

6.  Sfxt.  VI.  The  supreme  court  may,  by  any  one  or  more  of  its 
justices  being  present,  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum  be 
convened  ;  and  a  circuit  court  may  also  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day 
by  any  one  of  its  judges,  or  if  none  are  present,  by  the  marshal  of  the 
districl  until  a  quorum  be  convened  ;  and  a  district  court  in  case  of  the 
inability  of  the  judge  to  attend  at  the  commencement  of  a  sessioo, 
may  by  virtue  of  a  written  order  from  the  said  judge,  dire6led  to  the 
marshal  of  the  district,  be  adjourned  by  the  said  marshal  to  such  day, 
antecedent  to  the  next  stated  session  of  the  said  court,  as  in  the  said 
order  shall  be  appointed,  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  said  judge, 
and  his  vacancy  not  being  supplied,  all  process,  pleadings  and  proceed- 
ings of  what  nature  soever,  pending  before  the  said  court,  shall  be  con- 
tinued of  course  until  the  next  stated  session  after  the  appointment 
and  acceptance  of  the  oflke  by  his  successor. 

7.  Sect.  VIl.  The  supreme  court,  and  the  distri6l  courts  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  clef^ks  lor  their  respective  courts,  and  the  clerk  for 
each  district  court  shall  be  clerk  also  of  the  circuit  court  in  such  dis- 
tric\,  and  each  of  the  said  clerks  shall,  before  he  enters  ui>on  the  exe- 
cution of  his  ollice,  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  to  vit: 
"  I,  A.  B.  being  appointed  clerk  of  •  do  solenuily  swear  or 
aflirm,  that  1  will  truly  and  faithfully  enter  and  record  all  the  orders, 
decrees,  jucl;^ments  and  proceedings  of  the  said  court,  and  that  I  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  ray 
said  oiTice,  according  to  the  best  of  my  abilities  and  understanding.  So 
help  me  God."  Which  words,  so  help  me  God,  shall  be  omitted  in  all 
cases  where  an  aOirmation  is  admitted  instead  of  an  oath.  And  the 
said  clerks  shall  also  severally  give  bond  with  suflicient  sureties,  (to  be 
approved  of  by  the  supreme  and  distrifcls  courts  respetlively)  to  the 
united  states,  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  seasonably  to  record  the  decrees,  jud>;- 
ments  and  determinations  of  the  court  of  which  he  is  clerk. 

8.  Sict.  VIII.  The  justices  of  the  supreme  court  ai;d  the  districl 
judges,  before  they  proceed  to  execute  the  duties  of  their  respective 
ofiices,  shall  take  tlie  following  oath  or  afiirmation,  to  wit  :  "  1,  A.  B. 
do  solemnly  swear  or  ailirm,  that  1  will  administer  justice  witiiout 
respect  to  persons,  and  do  equal  riglit  to  the  poor  and  to  the  rich,  and 
that  I  will  iitilhiully  and  iuipartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  du- 
ties incumbeiil  on  nieas  ,  accoruing  to  the  best  of  my  abili- 
ties and  underbiandlng,  agreeably  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
united  states,     bo  help  me  God." 
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».  Sect.  IX.  The  distridl  courts  shall  have,  exclusively  of  the 
courts  of  the  several  states,  cognizance  of  all  crimes  and  offences 
that  shall  be  cognizable  under  the  authority  of  the  united  states* 
committed  within  their  respe6live  distridts,  or  upon  the  high 
seas  ;  where  no  other  punishment  than  whipping,  not  exceeding  thirty 
stripes,  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  a  term  of  imprU 
sonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  is- to  be  infli6led  ;  and  shall  also 
have  exclusive  original  cognizance  of  all  civil  causes  of  admiralty  and 
maritime  jurisdidlion,  including  all  seizures  under  laws  of  impost,  na<>> 
vii^ation  or  trade  of  the  united  states,  where  the  seizures  are  made,  on 
waters  which  are  navigable  from  the  sea  by  vessels  of  ten  or  mor-e 
tons  burthen,  within  their  respe6\ive  distridls  as  well  as  upon  the  high 
teas  (  saving  to  suitors,  in  all  cases  the  rigktof  a  common  law  remedy* 
wi)ere  the  common  law  is  competant  to  give  it  :  And  shall  also  have ' 
exclusive  original  cognizance  of  all  seizures  on  land,  or  other  waters 
Ihan  as  aforesaid  made,  and  of  all  suits  for  penalties  and  forfeitures  in- 
curred, under  the  lawa  *of  the  united  states.  And  shall  also  have  cog- 
nizance, concvrrcnt  with  the  courts  of  the  several  states,  or  the  cir* 
cult  courts,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  all  causes  where  an  alien  sues  for  a 
tort  only  in  violation  of  the  law  of  nations  or  a  treaty  of  the  united 
states.  And  shall  also  have  cognizance,  concurrent  as  last  men- 
tioned, of  all  suits  at  common  law  where  the  united  states  sue,  and 
the  matter  in  dispute  amounts,  exclusive  of  costs,  to  the  sum  or  value 
of  one  hundred  dollars.  And  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  exclusively  of 
the  courts  of  the  several  states,  of  all  suits  against  consuls  or  vice  con- 
suls, except  for  offences  above  the  description  aforesaid^  And  the  trial 
of  issues  in  facl,  in  the  district  courts,  in  all  causes  except  civil  catt- 
ies of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction^  shall  be  by  jury« 

10.  Sect.  X»  The  distridl  court  in  Kentucky  distridt  shall,  besides 
the  jurisdiction  aforesaid,  have  jurisdiction  of  all  other  causes,  except 
of  appeals  and  writs  of  error,  herein  after  made  cognizable  in  a  circuit 
court,  and  shall  proceed  therein  in  the  same  manner  as  a  circuit  court, 
and  writs  of  error  and  appeals  shall  lie  from  decisions  therein  to  the 
supreme  court  in  the  same  causes,  as  from  a  circuit  court  to  the  su- 
preme court,  and  under  the  same  regulations*  And  the  distri6l  court 
in  Main  district,  shall  besides  the  .jurisdiction  herein  before  granted^ 
have  jurisdi6lion  of  all  causes,  except  of  appeals  and  writs  of  error 
herein  after  made  cognizable  in  a  circuit  court,  ajid  shall  proceed  therein 
in  the  same  manner  as  a  circuit  court:  And  writs  of  error  shall  lie 
from  decisions  therein  to  the  circuit  court  in  the  distri6l  of  Massachu* 
setts  in  the  same  manner  as  from  other  distridl  courts  to  their  respect 
tive  circuit  courts.     \^ftt. postia  55.] 

11.  Sf.ct.  XI.  The  circuit  courts  shall  have  original  cognizance^ 
concurrent  with  the  courts  of  the  several  states,  of  all  suits  of  a  civil 
nature  at  common  law  or  in  equity,  where  the  matt^er  in  dispute  ex* 
ceeds,  exclusive  of  costs,  the  sum  or  value  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
the  united  states  are  plaintiffs,  or  petitioners  \  or  an  alien  is  a  party,  of 
the  suit  is  between  a  citizen  of  the  state  where  the  suit  is  brought,  and 
a  citi^&en  of  another  state.  And  shall  have  exclusive  cognizance  of  all 
crimes  and  offences  cognizable  under  the  authority  of  the  united  states^ 
fxccpt  where  this  a6t  otherwise   provides,  or  the  laws  of  the  united 

[  38  ] 
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States  shall  otherwise  dire6l,  and  concurrent  jurisdi6lion  with  the  dis- 
trict courts  of  the  crimes  and  oflences  cognizable  therein.  But  no  per- 
son shall  be  arrested  in  one  dislritt  for  trial  in  another,  in  any  civil 
action  before  a  circuit  or  distri6l  court :  And  no  civil  suit  shall  be 
brought  before  either  of  said  courts  against  an  inhabitant  of  the  united 
states,  by  any  original  process  in  any  other  distri6l  than  that  whereof 
he  is  an  inhabitant,  or  in  which  he  shall  be  found  at  the  time  of  serving 
the  writ,  nor  shall  any  distrii^  or  circuit  court  have  cognizance  of  any 
suit  to  recover  the  contents  of  any  promissory  note  or  other  chose  in 
adtion  in  favor  of  an  assignee,  unless  a  suit  might  have  been  prosecuted 
in  such  court  to  recover  the  said  contents  if  no  assignment  had  been 
made,  except  in  cases  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange-  And  the  circuit 
courts  shall  also  have  appellate  jurisdi6\ion  from  the  distrifl  courts  un- 
der the  regulations  and  restri6lions  herein  after  provided. 

12.  Sect.  XII.  If  a  suit  be  commenced  in  any  state  court  against 
an  alien,  or  by  a  citizen  of  the  state  in  which  the  suit  is  brought  against 
a  citizen  of  another  state,  and  the  matter  in  dispute  exceeds  the  afore- 
said sum  or  value  of  five  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs,  to  be  made  to 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court ;  and  the  defendant  shall,  at  the  time 
of  entering  his  appearance  in  sujh  state  court,  file  a  petition  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  cause  for  trial  into  the  next  circuit  court,  to  be  held  in  the 
dibtrjcl  where  the  suit  is  pending,  or  if  in  the  distridl  of  Main,  to  the 
district  court  next  to  be  holden  therein,  or  if  in  Kentucky  districl,  to 
the  distridl  court  next  to  be  holden  therein,  and  ofier  good  and  sufficient 
surety  for  his  entering  in  such  court,  on  the  first  day  of  its  session,  copies 
of  said  process  against  him,  and  also  for  his  there  appearing  and  en- 
tering special  bail  in  the  cause,  if  special  bail  was  originally  requisite 
therein,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  state  court  to  accept  the  surety, 
and  proceed  no  further  in  thet:ausc,  and  any  bail  that  may  have  been 
originally  taken  shall  be  discharged,  and  the  said  copies  being  entered 
as  aforesaid,  in  such  court  of  the  united  states,  the  cause  shall  there 
proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  been  brought  there  by  original 
process.  And  any  attachment  of  the  goods  or  estate  of  the  defendant 
by  the  original  process,  shall  hold  the  goods  or  estate  so  attached,  to  an- 
swer the  final  judgment  in  the  same  manner  as  by  the  laws  of  such 
state  they  would  have  been  holden  to  answer  final  judgment,  had  it 
been  rendered  by  the  court  in  which  the  suit  commenced.  And  if  in 
any  action  commenced  in  a  state  court,  the  title  of  land  be  con- 
cerned, and  the  parties  are  citizens  of  the  same  state,  and  the  matter  in. 
dispute  exceeds  the  sum  or  value  of  five  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of 
costs,  the  sura  or  value  being  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaolion  of  the 
court,  either  party,  before  the  triul,  shall  state  to  the  court  aiid  mal:e 
affidavit  if  they  require  it,  that  lie  claims  and  shall  rely  upon  a  right  or 
title  to  the  laud,  under  a  grant  from  a  state,  other  than  that  in  which  ti^c 
suit  is  pending,  and  produce  the  original  grant  or  an  cxcmpliiication 
of  it,  except  where  the  loss  of  public  records  shall  put  it  out  of  i  is 
power,  and  shall  move  that  the  adverse  party  inform  the  court,  whellaT 
he  claims  a  right  or  title  to  the  land  under  a  grant  from  the  state  ia 
which  the  suit  is  pending;  the  said  adverse  shall  give  such  inform  ution, 
orotherv^ise  not  to  be  allowed  to  plead  such  grant,  or  give  it  in  t^i- 
■  4.<:uce  upQUtbe  trial,  and  if  he  informs  that  he  does  claim  under  such 
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grant,  the  party  claiming  under  the  grant  first  mentioned,  may  then,  on 
motion,  remove  the  cause  for  trial  to  the  next  circuit  court  to  be  holden 
in  such  distridlvor  if  in  the  distri6\  of  Main,  to  the  court  next  to  be  holden 
therein  ;  or  if  in  Kentucky  district,  to  the  distri£l  court  next  to  be  hol- 
den therein  ;  but  if  he  is  the  defendant,  shall  do  it  under  the  same  regu- 
lations as  in  the  beforementioned  case  of  the  removal  of  a  cause  into 
such  court  by  an  alien  :  And  neither  party  removing  the  cause,  shall 
be  allowed  to  plead  or  give  evidence  of  any  other  title  than  that  by  him 
stated  as  aforesaid,  as  the  ground  of  his  claim.  And  the  trial  of  issues 
in  fact  in  the  circuit  courts  shall,  in  all  suits,  except  those  of  equity, 
and  of  admiralty,  and  maritime  jurisdi61ion,  be  by  jury. 

13.  Sect.  XIII.  The  supreme  court  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion of  all  controversies  of  a  civil  nature,  where  a  state  is  a  party,  ex- 
cept between  a  stale  and  its  citizens ;  and  except  also  between  a  state 
2nd  citizens  of  other  states,  or  aliens,  in  which  latter  case  it  shall, 
have  original  but  not  exclusive  jurisdiclion.  And  shall  have  ex- 
clusively all  such  jurisdiclion  of  suits  or  proceediir-^s  against 
ambassadors,  or  other  public  ministers,  or  their  domestics,  or  do- 
mestic servants,  as  a  court  of  law  can  have  or  exercise  consistently 
with  the  law  of  nations  ;  and  orij^inal,  but  not  excluiiive  jurisdiclion 
of  all  suits  brought  by  ambr.ssadors  or  other  public  niiniatcrs,  or  in 
which  a  consul  or  vice  consul  sliallbe  a  party.  And  tlie  trial  of  issue* 
infacl  in  the  supreme  court  in  all  aclions  at  law  a<:;;v\inst  citizens  of  the 
united  states,  shall  be  by  jury.  The  supreme  court  shall  also  have 
appellate  jurisdiclion  from  the  circuit  courts  and  courts  of  the  several 
slates,  in  the  cases  herein  after  specially  provided  for:  And  shall  have 
power  to  issue  writs  of  prohibition  to  the  distri6l  courts,  when  proceed- 
infr  as  courts  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiclion,  and  Avrits  of  mem* 
dy.nusy  in  cases  warranted  by  the  principles  and  usages  of  law,  to  any 
courts  appointed,  or  persons  holding  office,  under  the  authority  of  the 
united  states. 

14.  Sect.  XIV.  All  the  before  mentioned  courts  of  the  united  states, 
sha!l  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  scire  fjcias^  habeas  corpus  and  all 
other  writs  not  specially  provided  for  by  statute,  which  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  exercise  of  their  respeclive  jurisdi6lions,  and  agreeable  to 
the  principles  and  usages  of  law.  And  either  of  the  justices  of  the 
supreme  court,  as  well  as  judges  of  the  disti'icl  courts,  shall  have  power 
lo  grant  MTils  of  habeas  corpus  for  the  purpose  of  an  enquiry  into  the 
cause  of  commitment. — Pro'cidcd,  That  writs  of  habeas  corpus  shall  in 
no  case  extend  to  prisoners  in  gaol,  unless  where  they  are  in  custody, 
under  or  by  color  of  the  authority  of  the  united  states,  or  are  commit- 
ted for  trial  before  some  court  of  the  same,  or  are  necessary  lobe  broughlr 
into  court  to  testify. 

15-  Skct.  XV.  All  tlie  said  courts  of  the  united  states,  shall  have 
power  in  the  trial  of  aclions  at  law,  on  motion  and  due  notice  thereof 
being  given,  to  require  the  parties  to  produce  books  or  writings  in  their 
possession  or  pov/er,  which  contain  evidence  pertinent  to  the  issue, 
in  cases  and  under  circumstances  where  they  might  be  compelled  to 
produce  the  same  by  the  ordinary  rules  of  proceeding  in -chancery  ^ 
auid  if  a  plaintiff  ahall  fail  to  comply  with  such  order^  to  produce  books. 
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or  vritings,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  courts  respe^lively,  on  motion,  X% 
give  the  like  judgment  for  the  defendant  as  in  cases  of  nonsuit ;  and  if 
a  defendant  shall  fail  to  comply  with  such  order,  to  produce  books  or 
writings,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  courts  respe6lively  on  i|}otioa  as 
aforesaid,  to  give  judgment  against  him  or  her  by  delault* 

16.  Sect,  XVI.  Suits  in  equity  shall  not  be  sustained  in  either  of 
the  courts  of  the  united  states,  in  any  case  wh^re  plain,  adequate  and 
complete  remedy  may  be  had  at  law. 

17.  Sect.  XVII-  AUthe  said  courts  of  the  utiited  states  shall  have 
power  to  grant  new  trials,  in  cases  where  there  has  been  a  trial  by  ju-! 
ry  for  reasons  for  which  new  trials  have  usually  been  granted  in  ihc 
courts  of  hiw  ;  and  shall  have  power  to  impose  and  administer  all  ne- 
cessary oaths  or  affirmations,  and  to  punish  by  fine  or  imprisonment, 
^t  the  discretion  of  said  courts,  all  contempts  of  authority  in  any  cause 
or  hearing  before  the  same ;  and  to  make  and  establish  all  necessary 
rules  for  the  orderly  condu6ling  business  in  the  said  courts,  provided 
sugh  rules  are  not  repugnant  to  tiie  laws  of  the  united  states. 

18.  Sect.  XVIII.  When  in  a  circuit  court,  judgment  upon  a  veruicl 
in  a  civil  action  shall  be  entered,  execution  may  on  motion  of  either  par^ 
ty,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  on  such  conditions  for  the  secu-? 
Tity  of  the  adverse  party  as  they  may  judge  proper,  be  stayed  forty-two 
days  from  the  time  of  entering  judgment,  to  give  time  to  file  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  said  court,  a  petition  for  a  new  trial*  And  if  such  pe- 
tition be  there  filed  within  said  term  of  forty -two  days,  with  a  certificate 
thereon  from  either  of  the  judges  of  such  court,  that  he  allows  the  same 
to  be  filed,  which  certificate  he  may  make  or  refu.se  at  his  discretion, 
execution  shall  of  course  be  further  stayed  to  the  next  session  of  said 
court.  And  if  a  new  trial  be  granted,  the  former  judgment  shall  be 
thereby  rendered  void. 

19.  Sect.  XIX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  circuit  courts,  in  causes  in 
equity  and  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiclion,  to  cause  the  fadh 
on  which  they  found  t;heir  sentence  or  decree,  fully  to  appear  upon  the 
record  either  from  the  pleadings  and  decree  itself,  or  a  state  of  the 
case  agreed  by  the  parties,  or  their  council^  or  if  they  disagree  by  a 
stating  of  the  case  by  the  CQurt. 

20.  Sect.  XX.  Where  in  a  circuit  court,  a  plaintiff  in  an  aflion, 
originally  brought  there,  or  a  petitioner  in  equity,  other  than  the  unit- 
ed states,  recovers  less  than  the  sum  or  value  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  a  libtliant,  upon  his  own  appeal,  less  than  the  sum  or  value  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  he  shall  not  be  allowed,  but  at  the  discretion  of  tlic 
court,  may  be  adjudged  to  pay  costs. 

21.  Sect.  XXI.  From  final  decrees  in  a  distri^  cotivt  in  causes  oF 
udmiralty  and  maritime  jurisdi6lion,  where  the  matter  in  dispute  ex- 
ceeds the  sum  or  value  of  three  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs,  an 
appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  the  next  circuit  court,  to  be  held  in  such  dis- 
tricl :  Provided  nevertheless^  That  all  such  appeals  from  fi»al  decrees 
ILS  aforesaid,  from  the  districl  court  of  Main,  shall  be  made  to  the  cir-

affirmed  in  a  circuit  court,  holden  in  the  same  district,  upon  a  writ  of 
error,  whereto  shall  be  annexed  and  returned  therewith  at  the  day  and 
place  therein  mentioned,  an  authenticated  transcript  of  the  record,  and 
assignment  of  errors,  and  prayer  for  reversal,  with  a  citation  to  the  ad- 
verse party,  signed  by  the  judge  of  such  distridl  court,  or  a  justice  of 
the  supreme  court,  the  adverse  party  having  at  least  twenty  days  no- 
tice.

duties  of  the  office  of  marshal  (or  marshal's  deputy,  as  the  case  may 
be)  of  the  district  of  during  my  coutiiuiance  in  said  office, 

and  take  only  my  lawful  fees.     So  help  mc  God."     [^St^postea  60,  and 
Militia  24.] 

28*  Sect.  XXVIII.  In  all  causes  wherein  the  marshal  or  hisdepu* 
ty  shall  be  a  party,  the  writs  and  precepts  therein  shall  be  directed  to 
such  disinterested  person  as  the  court,  or  any  justice  or  judge  thereof 
may  appoint,  and  the  person  so  appointed,  is  hereby  authorized  to  exe- 
cute and  return  the  same.  And  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  marshal^ 
his  deputy  or  deputies  shall  continue  in  office,  unless  otherwise  special- 
ly removed ;  and  shall  execute  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  deceased,

torney to  cither  of  the  parties,  or  interested  in  the  event  of  the  cause^ 
provided  that  a  notification  from  the  magistrate  before  whom  the  depo- 
sition is  to  be  taken  to  the  adverse  party,  to  be  present  at  the  taking  of 
the  same,  and  to  put  interrogatories,  if  he  think  fit,  be  first  made  out 
and  served  on  the  adverse  party  or  his  attorney  as  either  may  be  near- 
est, if  either  is  within  one  hundred  miles  of  the  place  of  such  caption, 
allowing  lime  for  their  attendance  after  notified,  not  less  than  at  the 
rate  of  one  day,  Sundays  exclusive,  for  every  twenty  miles  travel-  And 
in  causes  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdicflion,  or  other  cases  uf 
seizure  when  a  libel  shall  be  filed,  in  which  an  adverse  party  is  not 
named,  and  depositions  of  persons  circumstanced  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
taken  before  a  claim  be  put  in,  the  like  notification  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
given  to  the  person  having  the  agency  or  possession  of  the  prop'^riy 
libelled  at  the  time  of  the  capture  or  seizure  of  the  same,  if  known  It) 
the  libcllant.  And  every  person  deposing  as  aforesaid  shall  be  careful- 
ly examined  and  cautioned,  and  sworn  or  afiirmcd  to  testify  the  whole 
truth, and  shall  suljscribe  the  testimony  by  him  or  her  given  after  the 
same  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  v\hich  shall  be  done  only  by  the  ma- 
gistrate taking  the  deposition,  or  by  the  deponent  in  his  presence.  And

v/here  the  writ  or  process  shall  be  returned;  and  if  more  persons  than 
one  are  named  therein,  the  travel  shall  be  computed  from  the  court 
to  the  place  of  service  w^hich  shall  be  the  most  remote,  adding  there- 
to, the  extfd  travel  which  shall  be  necessary  to  serve  it  on  the  other; 
for  each  bail  bond,  fifty  cents  ;  for  actually  summoning  witnesses  or 
appraisers,  each  fifty  cents  ;  for  every  commitment  or  discharge  of  a 
prisoner,  fifty  cents  ;  for  every  proclamation  in  the  admiralty,  thirty 
cents  ;  for  sales  of  vessels,  or  other  property,  and  for  receiving  and  pay- 
ing the  money,  for  any  sum  under  five  hundred  dollars,  two  and  one 
half  per  cent ;  for  any  larj^er  sum,  one  and  one  quarter  per  cent,  upon 
the  excess  ;  for  summoning  each  grand  and  other  jury,  four  doUai-s : 
Frovidcdy  That  in  no  case  shall  the  fees  for  summoning  jurors  to  any 
one  court,  exceed  fifty  dollars ;  and  in  those  states  where  jurors,  by  the 
laws  of  the  state,  are  drawn  by  constables,  or  other  ofiicers  of  corpo- 
rate towns  or  places,  by  lot,  the  marshal  shall  receive  for  the  use  of 
the  officers  employed  in  summoning  the  jurors  and  returning  the  ve- 
nire, the  sum  of  two  dollars,  and  for  his  own  trouble  in  distributing  the  ve- 
nire, the  sum  of  two  dollars  ;  for  attending  the  supreme  or  circuit 
court,  five  dollars  per  day  ;  and  for  attending  the  district  court,  where 
such  court  has  the  powers  and  cognizance  of  a  circuit  court,  five  dol- 
lars per  day  ;  and  for  attending  the  district  courts  in  other  cases,  four 
dollars  per  day,  and  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  mile,  for  his  travel 
from  the  place  of  his  abode  to  either  of  the  said  courts— for  all  other 
services,  not  herein  enumerated,  except  as  shall  be  hereafter  pro\i(icci, 
such  fees  and  compensations  as  are  allowed  in  the  supreme  court  of 
the  state  where  such  services  are  rendered :  And  the  annual  sum  of 
tw^o  hundred  dollars  as  a  lull  compensation  for  all  extra  services,  shall

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fi5.  Sect.  II.  When  a  deputy  marshal,  who  shall  be  duly  appoint- 
ed by  the  marshal  of  any  district,  shall  reside  and  be  more  than  twen- 
ty miles  from  the  place  where  the  distri6l  judge  of  such  distridl  shall 
reside  and  be,  the  oath  of  office  required  of  such  deputy,  before  he 
enters  on  the  discharge  thereof,  may  be  administered  and  taken  by  and 
before  any  judge  or  justice  of  any  state  court  within  the  same  distri6^, 
or  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  having  autiiority  therein,  and  being 
certified  by  him,  to  the  said  distri6l  judge,  shall  be  as  effedlual  as  if 
administered  or  taken  before  such  distri6l  judge.

make  no  provision,  the  court  in  which  such  service  shall  be  performed, 
shall  make  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor.  And  in  all  cases  of 
admiralty  jurisdiction,  the  clerk  of  the  districl  court  shall  be  allowed 
the  same  fees  as  are  prescribed  by  the  second  section  of  an  act,  passed 
the  first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
entitled  "  An  act  to  ascertain  the  fees  in  admiralty  proceedings  in  the 
districl  courts  of  the  uniled  states  ;  and  for  other  purposes."*

office  papers  of  every  kind  respe<flively  belonging  to  the  courts  abolish- 
ed by  the  repeal  of  the  adl,  entitled,  "An  adt  to  provide  for  the  more 
convenient  organization  of  the  courts  of  the  united  states,"  and  from 
which  the  said  causes  shall  have  been  transferred  as  aforesaid. 

89.  Sect.  X.  All  suits,  process,  pleadings  and  other  proceedings, of 
what  nature  or  kind  soever,  depending  in  the  circuit  court  in  the  district

I.  The  acks  of  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states  shall  be  authen- 
tifcated  by  having  the  seal  of  their  respe<:livc  states  affixed  thereto  ; 
The  records  and  judicial  proceedings  of  the  courts  of  any  stale, 
shall  be  pr:>ved  or  admitted  in  any  other  court  withia  the  united  statcs| 
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hj  ehc  attestation  of  the  clerk,  and  the  seal  of  the  court  annexed,  if 
tlierebe  a  seal,  together  with  acertificate  of  the  judf;e,  cl.icfji^stice,  or 
presiding  maf^islrate,  as  the  case  may  be,  lliut  the  saiu  aUtstalionis  in 
djc  form.  And  the  said  records  and  judicial  prot  ccoini^s  aiulienli- 
cated  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  such  faith  and  credit  given  to  iLcm  in 
every  court  v.ithin  the  united  states,  us  tlicy  have  by  law  or  usu'^-  in 
the  courts  of  the  slate  from  whence  the  said  records  are,  or  shall  be 
taken*

to  the  attorney-general ;  to  tiie  direc\or  of  tlie  mint  ;  to  the  comptroller 
of  the  treasury  ;  to  the  commissioner  of  the  revenue  ;  to  the  register  ; 
to  lac  auditor;  to  the- accountant  of  the  war  department,  and  to  the 
VObtmastcr-general,  and  the  purvevor  of  public  supplies  ;  one  set  shall

6.  Sfxt.  I.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  dismission  from 
office,  of  either  of  the  oflicers  before  mentioned,  excepting  the  presi- 
dent and  vice  president  of  the  united  states,  the  members  of  the  senate, 
and  house  of  representatives,  and  the  judges  of  the  supreme  and  dl;^- 
tric):  courts,  the  said  copies  of  the  laws  of  the  united  states,  delivcul 
to  them  as  aforesaid,  shall  belong  to  their  respetlive  successors  in  ihc 
said  offices.

The  rest  to  be  furnished  accoroing  to  the  rule  for  apportioning  repre- 
sentatives to  the  several  states,  and  sent  to  the  executives  thereof,  to  be 
by  them  distributed  accordins;  to  the  usage  of  the  stktes,  respedlively,  as 
to  their  own  laws,  or  according  to  such  laws  of  the  !*tates,  itspetiivtly, 
as  may  be  provided  for  the  purpose.

I.  Where  any  person,  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this 
b/u  shall  intend  to  contest  an  ekcflion  for  any  member  or  members  of 
the  house  of  reirrcstntalives  of  the  united  states,  or  to  support  any 
such  election  so  intended  to  be  contested,  and  shall  be  desirous  of 
oiitaining  testimony  respedting  sucheledion,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such 
person  to  make  application  to  any  judge  of  the  courts  of  the  united 
fetatea,  or  to  any  chancellor,  justice,  or  judge  of  a  snp'v'rior  or  county 
court,  or  court  of  common  pkus  of  any  state,  or  to  :iny  mayor,  record- 
er or  intcnciant  of  a  to*.vn  or  city,  who  shall,  thereupon,  issue  his  war- 
rout  of  summons,  dir;i<ned  to  all  such  witnesses  as  shall  be  named  la 
hi;n  by  such  applicant,  or  his  agent  duly  authoiizcd  for  that  purpose, 
ind  reoi'.iring  the  attendance  of  such  witnesses,  before  hinij  at  some 
<"onvcnient  time  and  place,  to  be  expressed  in  the  warrant,  in  order  lo 
ijv  then  and  there  examined,  in  the  manner  herein  after  provid'jd,  touch- 
i:.'^  the  subject  matter  of  the  aforesaid  application^ 

2.  SscT.  II.  Every  such  witness,  as  is  above  mentioned,  shall  be 
fi'.-Iy  served  with  such  warrant,  by  a  copy  thereof  beini;  delivcrgdto 
him,  or  her,]  or  kit  at  his  or  her  usual  place  of  abode  ;  and  such  ser- 
vice shall  be  mtidc  a  convenknt  time  before  the  day  on  which  the  at- 
teiiuance  of  such  witness  is  required,  which  time  the  magistrate  issu- 
iiV^the  warrant  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  fix,  tor  each  wit-

11.  Sp.ct.  I.  The  books  and  maps  purchased  by  dire6lion  of  the  ad 
of  coni^ress,  passed  the  twenty-fourlh  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred, together  with  the  books  or  libraries  which  have  heretofore  been 
kept  separately  by  each  house,  shall  be  placed  in  the  capitol,  in  the 
room  which  was  occupied  by  the  house  of  representatives,  during  the 
last  session  of  the  sixth  congress.

V.  The  keeper  of  the  said  library  shall  receive  for  his 
services,  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  dollars  per  diem,  for  every  day  of 
necessary  attendance  ;  the  auioinit  whereof,  together  with  the  necessa- 
ry expeiiSwS  incident  to  the  said  li!)rary,  after  being  ascertained  byilie 
president  of  the  senate  and  speaker  of  the  house,  of  representatives,  fi' 
the  lime  bcinjj^,  shall  be  paid  o\it  of  the  fund  annually  appropriated  i^r 
the  contingent  expenses  of  both  houses  of  congress. 

16.  Sect.  VI.  The  unopended  balance  of  the  sum  of  five  thcusand

1.  SccT.  I.  In  the  medical  establishment  of  the  united  states,  there 
shall  be  the  following  officers : — A  physician-general,  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  superintendence  and  direction  of  all  military  hospi- 
tals, and  generally  of  all  medical  and  chirurgical  practice  or  service 
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toDcerning  the  army  or  navy  of  the  united  states,  and  of  all  persons 
who  shall  be  employed  in  and  about  the  same,  in  camps,  garrisons  and 
hospitals.  An  apothecary-g;enera],  and  one  or  more  deputies,  who 
shall  be  charged  with  the  safe  keeping  and  delivery  of  all  medicines, 
instruments,  dressings  and  other  articles  for  the  use  of  the  hospital  and 
army.  A  purveyor,  who  shall  be  charged  with  providing  medicines, 
stores,  and  whatsoever  else  may  be  necessary  in  relation  to  the  said 
pra6lice  or  service.  A  competent  number  of  hospital  surgeons,  >\  ho 
shall  be  liable  to  serve  in  the  field,  and  who  shall  have  the  immediate 
charge  and  dire6ion  of  such  military  hospitals  as  may  be  committed  to 
their  carerespc6ively.  A  suitable  number  of  hospital  mates,  who  arc 
to  observe  the  directions  of  the  hospital  surgeons,  and  shall  diligently 
perform  all  reasonable  duties  required  of  them  for  the  recovery  of  the 
sick  and  wounded. 

2.  Sect.  II.  Each  military  hospital  shall  have  a  steward,  with  a 
competent  number  of  nurses  and  other  attendants  ;  which  steward  shall 
be  charged  with  the  procuring  of  such  supplies  as  may  not  otherwise 
be  furnished,  and  with  the  safe  keeping  and  issuing  of  all  supplies. 

3.  Sect.  III.  The  said  physician-general,  hospital-surgeons,  pur- 
veyor, and  apothecary  and  apothecaries,  deputy  or  deputies,  shall  be 
appointed  as  other  officers  of  the  united  states — ^the  said  mates  and 
stewards  shall  be  appointed  by  the  authority,  and  at  the  discretion  of 
the  said  physician-generul,  subje6lto  the  eventual  approbation  and  con* 
trol  of  the  president  of  the  united  states,  and  shall  be  removable  by  the 
authority  of  the  said  physician-general ;  and  the  surgeon  of  each  hospital 
sha]l  appoint,  employ  and  fix  the  compensations  of  the  nurses  and  other 
attendants  of  such  hospital,  subjedlto  the  control  of  the  said  physician- 
general,  or  the  hospital  surgeon,  of  senior  appointment^  with  a  sepsk* 
rate  army,  or  in  a  separate  district. 

4.  Sect.  IV.  As  often  as  the  regimental  sick  will  not  suffer  by  the 
employing  of  regimental  surgeons  or  mates  in  the  temporary  or  other 
hospituls  of  the  united  states,  the  physician-general,  or  the  hospital 
surgeon  of  senior  appointment  with  a  separate  army,  or  in  a  separate 
district,  with  the  consent  of  the  general  and  commander  in  chief,  or 
the  officer  commanding  a  separate  army,  may  require  the  attendance 
of  such  surgeons  or  surgeon's  mates,  as,  in  his  opinion,  can  be  with 
safety  so  withdrawn  from  their  regiments. 

5.  Sect.  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  physician-general  with  two 
or  more  hospital  sur^^ecns,  to  frame  a  system  of  dire6lions  relative  to 
the  description  of  piuients  to  be  admitted  into  the  hospitals  ;  to  the 
means  of -promoting  cleanliness  in  the  hospitals  ;  to  the  prevention  of 
idleness,  skulking  and  gambling  in  the  hospitals  ;  to  the  prevention  of 
the  spread  of  infectious  distempers  in  the  camps  and  hospitals,  and  the 
government  of  nurses,  and  all  others  charged  with  the  care  of  the  sick, 
in  camps  or  hospitals,  subject  in  the  iirst  instance  to  the  approbation 
and  revision  of  the  commander  in  chief,  the  commander  of  a  separate 
army,  or  in  a  separate  district,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  eventually  to 
the  approbation  and  control  of  the  president  of  the  united  states.  iVo- 
vided  alwajSf  That  the  said  direclions  having  received  the  san6\ion  of 
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the  eommanderin  chiefs  or  the  commander  of  a  separate  army,  shall  be 
operative,  and  remain  in  full  force>  unless  altered  or  annulled  by  the 
president  of  the  united  states. 

6.  StcT.  Vr,  The  compensations  of  the  said  several  officers  shall  be 
as  follows  :    Of  the  physician-general,  one  hundred  dollars  pay  per 
month,  and  fifty  dollars  per  month,  which  shall  be  in  full  compensation 
for  forage,  rations  and  travelling  expenses :  Of  the  purveyor,  one  hun- 
dred dollars  pay  per  month,  in  full  compensr^tion   for  his  services  and 
all  expenses  :  Of  the  apothecary-general,  eighty  dollars  pay  per  month, 
and  thirty  dollars  per  month  in  full  compensation  for  forage,  rationi 
and  all  expenses  ;  of  each  of  his  deputies,  fifty  dollars  pay  per  month, 
and  si.'itccn  dollars  per  month  in  full  compensation  for  forage,  rations, 
and  all  expenses:  Of  each  hospital  surgeon,   eighty  dollars   pay  per 
montli,  and  forty  dollars  per  month  in  full  compensation  for  forage,  ra- 
tions, aiul  all  expenses  ;  of  each  mate,  thirty  dollars  pay  per  month, 
and  twenty  dollars  per  month  in  full  compensation  for  forage*  rations, 
and  all  expenses  :  Of  each  steward,  twenty -five  dollars  pay  per  month, 
and  eight  dollars  per  month  in  full  compensation  for   forage*  rations, 
and  all  expenses.     Irovided,  That  none  of  the  officers  aforesaid  shall 
be  entitled  to  any  part  of  the  pay  or  emoluments  aforesaid,  until  they 
shall  respe6\ively  be  called  into  a6lual  service. 

7.  Sect.  VII.  For  the  accommodation  of  the  sick  of  the  army  and 
navy  of  the  united  states,  the  physician-general  and  hospital  surgeon 
of  senior  appointment,  with  the  approbation  of  the  general  comniar.d- 
ing  the  army  within  the  districfl  where  he  shall  be,  shall  have  power  to 
provide  temporary  hospitals  ;  and  the  physician-general,  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  president  of  the  united  states,  shall  have  power  to 
provide  and  establish  permanent  hospitals. 

8.  Sect.  VIII.  All  the  said  cfTicers  and  others  shall,  as  touching 
their  several  offices  and  duties,  be  liable  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  army  ;  and  shall  be  bound  to 
obey,  in  conformity  with  law  and  the  usages  and  customs  of  armies, 
the  orders  and  dire6lions  of  the  chief  military  officers  of  the  respective 
armies,  and  within  the  respe6\ive  distritls  in  which  they  shall  respec- 
tively serve  and  be. 

9.  Sect.  IX.  The  physician-general,  or  in  his  absence*  the  senior 
medical  oflicer,  with  the  approbation  of  the  commander  in  chief,  or 
commanding  oflicer  of  a  separate  army,  shall  be,- and  hereby  is  autho- 
rized and  empowered  as  often  as  may  be  judged  necessary,  to  cail  a 
medical  board,  which  shall  consist  of  the  three  senior  medical  officers 
then  present,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  candidates  for  em- 
ployment or  promotion  in  the  hospital  department^  and  certify  t«  tkt 
secretary  at  w  ar  the  qualifications  of  each.

post-road  ;  all  inspectors  of  exports  ;  all  pilots  ;  all  mariners  adtuall?

ed :it  the  formation  thereof;  and  a  record  made  of  such  numbers  in  the 
adjutant-gi^ncrars  oiiioc  in  the  state;  and  when  in  the  field  or  in  ser- 
vice in  the  state,  each  division,  brigade  and  regiment  shall,  respe^ive- 
ly  take  rank  acc6rding  to  their  numbers,  reckoning  the  first  or  longest 
number  highest  in  rank.

V,  Each  battalion  and  regiment  shall  be  provided  with  the 
state  and  regimental  colors  by  the  held  officers,  and  each  company 
with  a  drum  and  fife  or  bugle-horn,  by  the  commissioned  ofHcers  of  the 
company  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  of  the  respective  states  shall 
diredt. 

7.  Sect*  VL  There  shall  be  an  adjutant-general  appointed  in  each 
state,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  distribute  all  orders  from  the  comman- 
der in  chief  of  the  state  to  the  several  corps  ;  to  attend  all  public  re-* 
views  when  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  state  shall  review  the  mill- 
tiji,  or  any  part  thereof;  to  obey  all  orders  from  him  relative  to  carry- 
ing into  execution  and  perfecting  the  system  of  military  discipline 
established  by  this  act ;  to  furnish  blank  forms  of  different  returns  that

make  proper  abstracU,  and  lay  the  same  annually  beiore  the  comman-

8.  Sect*  VII.  The  rules  of  discipline,  approved  and  established  by 
congress  in  their  resolution  of  the  twenty-niuth  of  March,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  shall  be  the  rules  of  discipline  to  be 
observed  by  the  militia  throughout  the  united  states,  except  such  de-

iwi'W  his  home  to  such  place  of  rendezvous,  and  the  same  allowanceftf 
tri.v^ri.iii^'lionie  from  the  place  of  discharge.

16.  Sect.  I.  Whenever  thje  united  states  shall  be  invaded,  or  be  in 
imminent  danger  of  invasion  from  any  foreign  nation  or  Indian  tribe,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the  united  states,  to  call  forlli  such 
number  of  the  militia  of  the  state,  or  stales,  most  convenient  to  the 
place  ofdanger,  or  scene  of  a6tion,  as  he  may  judge  necessary  to  repel 
such  invasion,  and  to  issue  his  orders  for  ^hat  purpose,  to  such  officer 
or  officers  of  the  hiilitia,  as  he  shall  think  proper.  And  in  case  of  an 
insurre6tion  in  any  state,  against  the  government  thereof,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  president  of  the  united  states,  on  application  of  the  legisla- 
ture of  such  state,  or  of  the  executive,  (wiien  the  legislature  cannot  be. 
convened)  to  call  forth  such  number  of  the  militia  of  any  other 
state  or  states,  as  may  be  applied  for,  as  he  may  judge  sutl'icient  to 
suppress  such  insurrec\ion. 

Sect.  II.  Whenever  the  laws  of  the  united  states  shfrll  be  opposed* 
§r  the  execution  thereof  obstructed,  in  any  slate,  by  combinations  toa* 
powerful  to  be  suppressed  by  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings, 
orby  the  powers  vested  in  the  marshals  b)  this  a6\,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  president  of  the  united  states,  to  call  forth  the  militiaof  such  state^ 
orof  any  other  state  or  states,  as  may  be  necessary  to  suppress  such  com- 
binations, and  to  cause  the  laws  to  be  duly  executed  ;  and  the  use  of 
militia  so  to  be  called  forth  may  be  continued,  if  necessary,  until  the 
expiration  of  thirty  days  after  the  commencement  of  the  then  next- 
session  of  congress* 

17.  Sect,  III.  Provided  always^  That  whenever  it  may  be  necessa- 
ry, in  the  judgment  of  the  president,  to  use  the  military  force  hereby 
directed  to  be  called  forth,  the  president  shall  forthwith,  by  proclama- 
tion, command  such  insurgents  to  disperse,  and  retire  peaceably  to 
their  respedlive  abode,  within  a  limited  time.  '/       . 

18.  Sect.  IV.  The  militia  employed  in  the  service  of  the  united 
states,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  articles  of  war,  as  thev 
troops  of  the  united  states. 

19.  No  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  or  private  of  the  militia, 
shall  be  compelled  to  serve  more  than  three  months,  after  hisaiTival  at 
the  place  of  rendezvous,  in  any  one  y9ar,nor  more  than  indue  rotation 
^Ith  every  other  able  bodied  man  of  the-  same  rank  in  the  battalion  to 
vhich  he  belongs. 

20.  SecT.  V.  Every  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  or  private  of 
the  militia,  who  shall  fail  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  president  of  the 
united  states,  in  any  of  the  cases  btfore  recited,  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  year's  pay,  and  not  less  than  one  month's  pay,  to  be  de- 
tennined  and  adjudged  by  a  court  martial ;  and  such  officer  shall, 
moreover,  be  liable  to  be  cashiered  by  sentence  of  a  court  martial,  and 
be  incapacitated  from  holding  a  commibsion  in  the  militia,  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  twelve  months,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  court :  And 
such  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  shall  be  liable  to  be  im- 
prisoned, by  a  like  sentence,  on  failure  of  payment  of  the  fines  adjudg- 
ed against  them,  for  one  calendar  month,  for  every  five  dollars  oi  such

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21.  Sect.  VI.  Courts  martial  for  the  trial  of  miKtil  ilull  be  com- 
posed of  militia  oflicera  only. 

22.  Skct.  VII.  All  fines  to  be  assessed,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  the  pfesiding  officer  of  the  court  martial,  before  whom  the 
same  shall  be  assessed,  to  the  marshal  of  the  distriA,  in  which  the 
delinquent  shall  reside,  or  to  one  of  his  deputies,  and  also  to  the  su« 
pervisor  of  the  revenue  of  the  same  distri£l,who  shall  record  the  said 
certificate  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose*  The  aaid  marshal, 
or  his  deputy,  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  levy  the  said  fines  with  costs, 
by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  delinquent ;  which 
costs  and  the  manner  of  proceeding,  with  respedl  to  the  sale  of  tht 
goodis  distrained,  shall  be  agreeable  to  the  laws  of  the  state,  in  which 
the  same  shall  be,  in  other  cases  of  distress.  And  where  any  non* 
commissioned  officer  or  private  shall  be  adjudged  to  suffer  imprison- 
ment, there  being  no  goods  or  chattels  to  be  found,  whereof  to  levy 
the  said  fines,  the  marshal  of  the  distri6t,  or  his  deputy,  may  ccmmlt 
such  delinquent  to  gaol  during  the  term,  for  which  he  shall  be  so  ad- 
judged to  imprisonment,  or  uhtil  the  fine  shall  be  paid,  in  the  same 
manner,  as  other  persons  condemned  to  fine  and  imprisomuent,  at  the 
suit  of  the  united  states,  may  be  committed* 

2S.  Sect.  VIII.  The  marshals  and  their  deputies  shall  pay  all  such 
fines  by  them  levied,  to.  the  supei'visor  of  the  revenue,  in  the  district 
in  which  they  are  colle6lcd,  within  two  months  after  they  shall  have 
received  the  same,  deducling  therefrom,  five  per  ceritum^  as  a  com- 
pensation for  their  trouble  ;  and  in*  case  of  fail ure»  the  same  shall  be  re- 
Govcruble  by  ac\ion  of  debt  or  information,  in  any  court  of  the  united 
states,  of  the  dislricl  in  which  such  tines  shall  be  levied,  having  cog;Tii- 
zance  thef^pf,  to  be  sued  for,  prosecuted^  and  recovered,  in  the  uanie 
of  the  supervisor  of  the  district,  with  interest  and  costs. 

24.  Skct.  IX;  The  marshals  of  the  several  distridls,  and  thcxf  de- 
putlcs,  sbsll  have  the  same  powers  in  executing  tiie  laws  of  the  united 
states,  as  sherlflsand  their  deputies,  in  the  several  states,  have  by  law, 
in  executing  the  laws  of  the  respecUve  states*

I.  Sect.  I.  A  mint  for  the  purpose  of  a  national  coinage,  shall  be^ 
and  the  same  is  established  ;  to  be  situate  and  carried  on  at  the  scat 
of  the  government  of  the  united  states,  for  the  time  bein^  :  And  for  the 
irjil  condtt^ting  of  the  busineaaof  the  aaid  mint,,  there  shall  be  the 
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following  officers  and  persons,  namely ;  a  clire6\or,  an  assayer,  actiicf 
coiner,  an  engraver,  a  treasurer.      [See  postea  41.] 

2.  Sect.  II.  The  dirc6\or  of  the  mint  shall  employ  as  mai.y 
clerks,  workmen  and  servants,  as  he  shall  from  time  to  time  find  ne- 
cessary, subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  president  of  th#  united 
states. 

3.  Sect.  III.  The  respcflive  fun6\ions  and  duties  of  the  officers 
above  mcnlioned  shall  be  as  follow  :  The  director  of  the  mint  shall 
have  the  chief  management  of  the  business  thereof,  and  shall  suptrin- 
tend  all  other  officers  and  persons  who  shall  be  employed  therein.  The 
#ssaycr  shall  receive  and  give  receipts  for  all  metals  which  may  law- 
fully be  brought  to  the  mint  to  be  oeined ;  shall  assay  all  such  of  ihem 
as  may  require  it,  and  shall  deliver  them  to  the  chief  coiner  to  be  coin- 
ed. The  chief  coiner  shall  cause  to  be  coined  all  metal^  which  shall 
be  received  by  him  for  that  purpose,  according  to  such  regulations  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  this  or  any  future  law.  The  engraver  shall  sink 
and  prepare  the  necessary  dies  for  such  coinage,  with  the  proper  devices 
and  inscriptions,  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  funclions  and  duties  of 
chief  coiner  and  engraver  to  be  performed  by  one  person.  The  trea- 
surer shall  receive  from  the  chief  coiner  all  the  coins  which  shall  have 
been  struck,  and  shall  pay  or  deliver  them  to  the  persons  respecUvcIr 
to  whom  the  same  ought  to  be  paid  or  delivered  :  He  shall  moreover 
receive  and  safely  keep  all  monies  wiiich  shall  be  for  the  use^  maintenance 
{ind  support  of  the  mint,  and  shall  disburse  the  same  upon  warrants 
pigned  by  the  director. 

4.  Sect.  IV.  Every  officer  and  clerk  of  the  said  mint  shall,  before 
he  enters  upon  the  execution  of  his  office,  take  an  oath  or  affii*matiua 
before  some  judge  of  the  united  states  faithfully  and  diligently  to  per- 
form the  duties  thereof. 

5.  Sect.  V.  The  said  assayer,  chief  coiner  and  treasurer,  previous- 
ly to  entering  upon  the  execution  of  tlicir  respe^ive  offices,  shall  each 
become  bound  to  the  united  states  qf  America,  with  one  or  more  sure- 
ties to  the  satisfa6\ion  of  the  secretiiry  of  the  treasury,  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  with  condition  for  the  faithful  and  diligent  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  his  oflice.     [AlUredy  see  postea  29.] 

6.  Sect.  VI.  There  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  as  compensations 
for  tlieir  respe6live  services  :  To  the  said  dire6Vor,  a  yearly  salary  of 
two  thousand  dollars,  to  the  said  assayer,  a  yearly  salary  of  one  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars,  to  the  said  chief  coiner,  a  yearly  salar>'  of 
one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  to  the  said  engraver  a  yearly  salary  of 
one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars,  to  the  said  treasurer  a  yearly  salary  cf 
one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars,  to  each  clerk  who  may  be  employtri» 
a  yearly  salary  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  to  the  sevti^J 
subordinate  workmen  and  servants,  such  wages  and  allowances  as  arc 

*  customary  and  reasonable,  according  to  tb^ir  respecUve  stations  acd 
occupations.

7.  Sect.  VII.  The  accounts  of  the  officers  and  persons  employed 
in  and  about  the  said  mint  and  for  services  periforroed  in  relation  there- 
to, and  all  otlicr  accounts  concerning  the  business  and  administraiiofl 
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thereof,  shall  be  adjusted  and  settled  in  the  treasury  department  of  the 
united  states,  and  a  quarter  yearly  account  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  said  mint  shall  be  rendered  at  the  said  treasury  for 
settlement,  according  to  shch  forms  and  regulations  as  shall  have  been 
prescribed  by  that  department  ;  and  once  in  each  year  a  report  of  the 
tranbactions  of  the  said  mint,  accompanied  by  an  abstract  of  the  set^ 
tlements  which  shall  have  been  from  time  to  time  made,  duly  certified 
by  the  comptroller  of  the  treasury,  shall  be  laid  before  congress  for 
their  information. 

8.  Sect.  VIII.  In  addition  tO'the  'authority  vested  in  the  presi- 
dent of  the  united  states  by  a  resolution  of  the  last  session,  touching 
the  engaging  of  artists  and  the  procuring  of  apparatus  for  the  said 
mint,  the  president  shall  be  authorized,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to 
cause  to  be  provided  and  put  in  proper  condition  such  buildings,  and 
in  such  manner  as  shall  appear  to  him  requisite  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  the  business  of  the  said  mint ;  and  as  well  the  expenses 
which  shall  have  been  incurred  pursuant  to  the  said  resolution  as  those 
which  may  be  incurred  in  providing  and  preparing  the  said  buildings, 
and  all  other  expenses  which  may  hereafter  accrue  for  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  the  said  mint,  and  in  carrying  on  the  business  thereof, 
over  and  above  the  sums  which  may  be  received  by  reason  of  the  rate 
per  centum  for  coinage  herein  after  mentioned,  shall  be  defrayed  fron^ 
the  treasury  of  the  united  states,  out  of  any  monies  which  from  time 
to  time  shall  be  therein,  not  otherwise  appropriated.

9.  Sect.  IX.  There  shall  be  from  time  to  time  struck  and  eoined 
at  the  said  mint,  coins  of  ;^olvl,  silver  and  copper,  of  the  following  deno- 
minations, values  and  descriptions,  viz.  Eagles  :  Each  to  be  of  the  va- 
lue of  ten  dollars  or  units,  ana  to  contain  two  hundred  and  forty-seven 
gruins  and  four  eighths  of  a  grain  of  pure,  or  two  hundred  and  seventy 
{rr^iins  of  standard  gold.  Half  Eagles:  Each  to  be  of  the  value  of  five 
dollars,  and  to  contain  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  grains  aud  six 
ti^!;hths  of  a  grain  of  pure,  or  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  grains  of 
standard  gold,  garter  Eagles  :  Each  to  be  of  the  value  of  two  dollars 
and  a  half  dollar,  and  to  contain  sixty-one  grains  and  seven  eighths  of 
a  grain  of  pure,  or  sixty -seven  grains  and  four  eighths  of  a  grain  of 
standard  gold.  Dollars  or  Units:  Each  to  be  of  the  value  of  a  Spanisti 
milled  dolktr  ^s  the  same  is  now  current,  and  to  contain  three  hundred 
arid  seventy-one  grains  and  four  sixleentll  parts  of  a  grain  of  pure,  or 
i^^ur  hundred  and  sixteen  grains  of  standard  silver.  Half  Dollars :  Each 
to  be  of  half  the  value  of  the  dollar  or  unit,  and  to  contain  one  hundred 
and  eighty-five  grains  and  ten  sixteenth  parts  of  a  grain  of  pure,  or 
t.yo  hundred  and  eight  grains  of  standard  silver*  "^tarter  Dollars  : 
Each  to  be  of  one  fourth  the  value  of  the  dollar  or  unit,  and  to  contain 
ninety-two  grains  and  thirteen  sixteenth  parts  of  a  grain  of  pure,  or  one 
hundred  and  four  grains  of  standard  silver.  Dismes  :  Each  to  be  of  the 
value  of  one  tenth  of  a  dollar  or  unit,  and  to  contain  thirty-seven  grains 
and  two  sixteenth  parts  of  a  grain  of  pure,  or  forty-one  grains  and  three 
fifth  parts  of  a  grain  of  standard  silver.

10.  Skct.  X-  Upon  the  said  coins  rcspe^ively  there  shall  be  the 
following  devices  and  legends  namely  :  Upon  oae  side  of  each  of  the 
«aid  coins  there  shall  be  an  impression  emblematic  of  liberty,  with  an 
inscription  of  the  woixl  liberty)  and  the  year  of  the  coinage ;  and  ui)on 
the  reverse  of  each  of  the  gold  and  silver  coins  there  shall  be  the  figure 
or  representation  of  an  eagle,  with  this  inscription,  ^^  United  States 
OF  Amk&ica,"  and  upon  the  reverse  of  each  of  the  copper  coins,  there

11.  Sect.  XI.  The  proportional  value  of  gold  to  silver  in  aH 
coins  which  shall  by  law  be  current  as  money  within  the  united  states, 
shall  be  as  fifteen  to  one,  according  to  quantity  in  weight,  of  pure 
gold  or  pure  silver;  that  is  to  say,  every  fifteen  pounds  weight  of  pure 
fiilver  shall  be  of  equal  value  in  all  payments,  with  one  pound  jreight 
of  pure  gold^  and  so  in  proportion  as  to  any  greater  oi*  less  quantities 
of  the  respective  metals. 

12.  Skct.  XIL  The  standard  for  all  gold  coins  of  the  united  states, 
shall  be  eleven  parts  fine  to  one  part  alloy  ;  ttfid  accordingly  eleven 
parts  in  t*.vcive  of  the  entire  weight  of  each  of  the  said  coins  shall 
consist  of  pure  gold,  and  the  remaining  one  twelfth  part  of  alloy  ;  and 
the  said  alloy  shall  be  composed  of  silver  and  copper,  in  such  propor- 
tions not  exceeding  one  half  silver  as  shall  be  found  convenient ;  to  be 
regulated  by  the  director  of  the  mint,  for  the  time  being,  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  president  of  the  united  states,  until  further  provision 
shall  be  made  by  law. 

13.  Sect.  XIII.  The  standard  for  all  silver  coins  of  the  united  states, 
shall  be  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-five  parts  fine  to  one 
hundred  and  seventy-nine  parts  alloy  ;  and  accordingly  one  thousand 
four  hundred  eighty-five  parts  in  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty- 
fcur  parts  of  the  entire  weight  of  each  of  the  said  coins  shall  consist  of 
pure  silver,  and  the  remaining  one  hundix-d  and  seventy  •nine  parts  of 
niloy  i  which  alloy  shall  be  wholly  of  copper. 

14.  Skct.  XIV.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  bring 
to  the  said  mint  gold  and  silver  bullion,  in  order  to  their  being 
coined  ;  and  the  bullion  so  brought  shall  be  there  assayed  and 
coined  as  speedily  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  thereof,  and  that 
free  of  expense  to  the  person  or  persons  by  whom  the  same  shall 
have  been  brought.  And  as  soon  as  the  said  bullion  shall  have  been 
coined,  the  person  or  persons  by  whom  the  same  shall  have  been 
delivered,  shall  upon  demand  receive  in  lieu  thereof  coins  of  the 
same  species  of  bullion  which  shall  have  been  so  delivered,  weight 
for  weight,  of  the  pure  gold  or  pure  silver  therein  contained  :  rre- 
vided  nivirtla^k^s.    That  it  shall   h^   at  the  mutual  option  of  the 
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^rty  6r  parties  bringing  such  buUion,  and  of  the  dire£lor  of  the  said 
mint,  to  make  an  immediate  exchange  of  coins  for  standard  bul* 
lion,  with  a  dedu6\ion  of  one  half  per  cent,  from  the  weight  of  the  pure 
gold,  or  pure  silver  contakied  in  the  said  bullion,  as  an  indemnificatioik 
to  the  mint  for  the  time  which  will  necessarily  be  required  for  coining 
the  said  bullion,  and  for  the  advance  which  shall  have  been  so  made  ia 
coins.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  to  fur- 
nish the  said  mint  from  time  to  time  whenever  the  state  of  thetreasu-' 
ry  will  admit  thereof,  with  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  effe6l-r 
ing  the  said  exchanges,  to  be  replaced  as  speedily  as  may  be  out  of  the 
coins  which  shall  have  been  made  of  the  bullion  for  which  the  monies- 
so  furnished  shall  have  been  exchanged  f  and  the  said  deducfiion  of  one 
half  per  cent,  shall  constitute  a  fund  towards  defraying  the  e^iptiisesof 
the  said  mint* 

15.  Sect*  XV.  The  bullion  which  shaU  be  broughl  as  aforesaid  to* 
the  mint  to  be  coined,  shall  be  coined,  and  the  equivalent  thereof  in 
coins  rendered,  if  demanded,  io  the  order  in  which  the  said  bullion  shall 
have  been  brought  or  delivered^  giving  priority  according  to  priority  of 
delivery  only,  and  without  preference  to  any  person  or  persons  ;  and 
if  any  preference  shall  be  given  contrary  to  the  direction  aforesaid,  the 
officer  by  whom  such  undue  preference  shall  be  given,  shall  in  each 
case  forfeit  and  pay  one  thousand  dollars  ;  to  be  recovered  with  costs 
of  suit.  And  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  known  if  such  preference  shall 
at  any  time  be  given,  the  assayer  or  officer  to  whom  the  said  bullion 
shall  be  delivered  to  be  coined,  shall  give  to  the  person  or  persona^ 
bringing  the  same,  a  memorandum  in  writing  under  his  hand,  denoting 
the  weight,  fineness  and  value  thereof,  together  with  the  day  and  ordcv 
«f  its  delivery  into  the  mint.^ 

16.  Sect.  XVI.  All  the  gold  and  silver  coins  which  shall  have  been 
Struck  at,  and  issued  from  the  said  mint,  shall  be  a  lawful  tender  in  all 
payments  whatsoever,  those  of  full  weight  according  to  the  respc6live 
Talues  herein  before  declared,  and  those  of  less  than  full  weight  at  va* 
lues  proportional  to  their  re$pe6\ive  weights. 

ir.  Sect.  XVII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  respeftive  officers  of 
the  said  mint,  carefully  and  faithfully  to  use  their  best  endeavors  that 
all  the  gold  and  silver  coins  which  shall  be  struck  at  the  said  mint  shall 
be,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  conformable  to  the  several  standards  and 
freights  aforesaid,  and  that  the  copper  whereof  the  cents  and  half  cents 
aforesaid  may  be  composed,  shall  be  of  good  quality. 

18.  Sect.  XVIII*  The  better  to  secure  a  due  conformity  of  the  saud 
Sjold  and  silver  coins  t©  their  respective  standards,  it  is  }enactedj  That 
From  every  separate  mass  of  standard  gold  or  silver,  which  shall  be 
made  into  coins  at  the  said  mint,  there  shall  be  taken,  set  apart  by  the

«hall  be  held  excusable  ;  but  if  any  greater  inferiority  shall  appear,  it 
shall  be  certified  to  the  president  of  the  united  states,  and  the  said 
officer  or  officers  shall  be  deemed  disqualified  to  hold  their  respective 
offices.

I.  Sect.  I.  Any  alien  being  a  free  white  person,  may  be  ad«iitted 
to  become  a  citizen  of  the  united  states,  or  any  of  them,  on  the  follow- 
ing conditions,  and  not  otherwise : 

Firsts  That  he  shall  have  declared,  on  oath  or  alHrmation,  before  the 
supreme,  superior,  distri6l  or  circuit  court  of  some  one  of  the  states,  or 
of  the  territorial  districts  of  the  united  states,  or  a  circuit  or  distri6l 
court  of  the  united  states,  three  years  at  least,  before  his  admission, 
that  it  was,  bona  fide,  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  united 
states,  and  to  renounce  for  ever  all  allegiance  and  fidelity  to^iny  foreign 
prince,  potentate,  state  or  sovereignty  whatever,  and  particularly,  by 
name,  the  prince,  potentate,  state  or  sovereignty  whereof  such  alien 
may,  at  the  time,  be  a  citizen  or  subje6V. 

Secondly^  That  he  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  application  to  be  admitted, 
declare  on  oath  or  aflirmution,  before  some  one  of  the  courts  aforesaid, 
thdtbe  will  support  the  constitution  of  the  united  states,  and  that  he  doth 
absolutely  and  entirely  renounce  and  abjure  all  allegiance  and  fidelity 
to  every  forcij^n  piince,  poteiitate,  state  or  sovereignly  whatever,  and 
particularly,  by  name,  the  prince,  potentate,  state,  or  sovereignty  where- 
of he  was  iDefore  a  citizen  or  subject  j  which  proceedings  shall  be  re- 
corded by  the  clerk  of  the  court. 

Thirdly^  That  the  court  admitting  such  alien  shall  be  satisfied  that  he 
b^  resided  within  the  united  states  five  years  at  least,  and  within  the 
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state  or  territory  where  such  court  is  at  the  time  held,  one  year  at  least ; 
and  it  shall  further  appear  to  their  aatisfaLlion,  th«t  during  tbat  lime, 
he  has  behaved  as  a  man  of  a  good  moral  chara£)er,  attached  toiiicptin> 
cipies  of  the  constilutiun  of  the  united  states,  and  well  disposed  to  tk 
good  order  anil  happiness  of  the  same  :  Provijeii,  That  the  oaih  of  the 
applicant  shall,  in  no  casC)  l>e  allowed  to  prove  bis  residence.

The  commanders  of  all  ships  ^nd  vessels  in  the  navyj 
liaving  chaplains  on  board,  shall  take  care  that  divine- service  be  per- 
formed in  a  solemn,  orderly,  and  reverent  manner  twice  a  day,  and  a 
Sermon  preached  on  Sunday,  unless  bad  weather,  or  other  extraordina- 
ry apcidents  prevent  it  ;  and  they  shall  cause  all  or  as  many  of  the  ship's 
pompanyas  can  be  spared  from  duty,  to  attend  ate  very  performance  of 
fh^  worshjp  of  Almighty  God.

All  ofiicers,  not  holding  commissions  or  war- 
rants, or  who  are  not  entitled  to  them,  except  such  as  are  temporarily 
appointed  to  the  duties  of  a  commissioned  or  warrant  officer,  arc  deem- 
ed petty  officers. 

41.  Art.  XXXIV.  Any  person  entitled  to  wages  or  prize  money, 
may  have  Uic  same  paid  to  his  assignee,  provided  the  assignment  be 
attested  by  the  captain  and  purser ;  and  in  case  of  the  assignment  of 
wages,  the  power  shall  specify  the  precise  time  they  commence.  But 
t^t  commander  of  every  vessel  is  required  to  discourage  his  crew  from 
seUing  any  part  of  their  wages  or  prize  money,  and  never  to  attest  any 
power  of  attorney,  until  he  is  satisfied  that  the  same  is  not  granted  in 
consideration  of  money  given  for  the  purchase  of  wages  or  prize 
money. 

4f.  Art.  XXXV.  General  courts  martial  may  be  convened  as  often 
as  the  president  of  the  united  states,  the  secretary  of  the  navyi  or  the 
commander  in  chief  of  the  fleet,  or  commander  of  a  squadron,  while 
acting  out  of  the  united  states,  shall  deem  it  necessary :  Provided^  That 
no  general  court  martial  shall  consist  of  more  than  thirteen,  nor  less 
than  five  members,  and  as  many  officers  shall  be  summoned  on  eve- 
ry such  court  as  can  be  convened  without  injury  to  the  service,  so  as 
not  to  exceed  thirteen,  and  the  senior  officer  shall  always  preside,  the 
others  ranking  agreeably  to  the  date  of  their  commissions  ;  and  in  no 
case,  where  it  can  be  avoided  without  injury  to  tlie  service,  shall  more 
than  one  half  the  members,  exclusive  of  the  president,  be  junior  to  the 
oEBcer  to  be  tried. 

43.  Art.  XXXVI.  Each  member  of  the  court,  before  proceeding  to 
trial,  shall  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  which  the  judge  ad- 
vocate, or  person  officiating  as  such,  is  hereby  authorized  to  admin- 
ister. 

"  I,  A,  B.  do  swear  or  affirm,  that  I  will  truly  try,  without  prejudice 
or  partiality,  the  case  now  depending,  according  to  the  evidence 
which  shall  come  before  the  court,  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
navy,  and  my  own  conscience  ;  and  that  I  will  not  by  any  means  di- 
vulge or  disclose  the  sentence  of  the  court,  until  it  shall  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  proper  authority,  nor  will  1  at  any  time  divulge  or  dis- 
close the  vote  or  opinion  of  any  particular  member  of  the  court,  unle:iS 
required  so  to  do   before  a  court  of  justice  in  due  course  of  law." 

This  oath  or  affirmation  being  duly  administered,  the  president  is 
auiiiorizcd  and  required  to  administer  the  following  oath  or  affirnta- 
tlou  to  the  jud^e  advocate,  or  person  officiating  as  such. 

[  43  ] 
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«  I,  A.  B.  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  1  will  keep  a  true  record  of  the  evi- 
dence given  to  and  the  proceedings  of  this  court ;  nor  will  1  divulge  or 
by  any  means  disclose  the  sentence  of  the  court  until  it  shall  have  been 
approved  by  the  proper  authority  j.  nor  will  I  at  any  time  divulge  or 
disclose  the  vote  or  opinion  of  any  particular  member  of  the  court, 
unless  required  so  to  do  before  a  court  of  justice  in  due  course  of  law." 

44.  Art.  XXXVII.  All  testimony  given  to  a  general  court  mardal 
shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation,  which  the  president  of  the  court  is  here- 
by authorized  to  administer,  and  if  any  person  shall  refuse  togive  his  ev- 
idence as  aforesaid,  or  shall  prevaricate,  or  shall  behave  with  contempt  to 
the  court,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  forthe  court  to  imprison  suchofi'end- 
er  at  their  discretion  ;  provided  that  the  imprisonment  in  no  case  shall 
exceed  two  months :  And  every  person  who  shall  commit  wilful  per- 
jury on  examination  on  oath  or  affirmation  before  such  court,  or  who 
shall  corruptly  procure,  or  suborn  any  person  to  commit  such  wilful 
perjury,  shall  and  may  be  prosecuted  by  indidment  or  information,  in 
any  court  of  justice  of  the  united  states,  and  shall  suii'er  such  penalties 
as  are  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  united  states  in  cases  of  perjury 
or  the  subornation  thereof.  And  in  every  prosecution  for  perjury 
or  the  subornation  thereof  under  this  a£l,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  btt 
forth  the  olLiite  charged  on  the  defendant,  without  setting  forth  the 
authority  by  which  the  court  was  held,  or  the  particular  matters  brought 
or  intended  to  be  brought  before  the  said  court.     [See  Crimes  18.] 

45.  Art.  XXXVIII.  All  charges,  on  which  an  application  for  a 
general  court  martial  is  founded,  shall  be  exhibited  in  wiitiiig  lo  the 
propel- o nicer,  and  the  person  demanding  the  court  shall  take  care  that 
the  person  accused  be  furnished  with  a  true  copy  of  the  charges,  with 
the  specifications,  at  the  time  he  is  put  under  arrest,  nor  shall  any  other 
charge  orci)arp;es,  than  those  so  exhibited,  be  urged  against  the  per- 
son to  be  tried  before  the  court,  unless  it  appear  to  the  court  that  in- 
telligence of  such  charge  had  not  reached  the  person  demanding  the 
court,  wiien  the  person  so  to  be  tried  was  put  under  arrest,  or  that 
some  witness  material  to  the  support  of  such  charge,  who  was  at  that 
time  absent,  can  be  produced;  in  which  case,  reasonable  time  shall  be 
given  to  the  person  to  be  tried  to  make  his  defence  against  such  new 
charge-  Every  officer  so  arrested  is  to  deliver  up  his  sword,  lo  his 
comnumdini^  uthcer,  and  to  confine  himself  to  the  limits  assigned  hiin, 
under  pain  of  dismission  from  service. 

46.  Akt.  XXXIX.  When  the  proceedings  of  any  general  court 
martiul  shall  have  commenced,  they  shall  not  be  suspeuded  or  deluytd 
on  account  of  the  absence  of  any  of  the  members,  provided  five  or  more 
be  assembled  ;  but  the  court  is  enjoined  to  sit  from  day  to  day,  Sun- 
days excepted,  until  sentence  be  given  :  And  no  member  of  said  court 
shall,  after  the  proceedings  are  begun,  absent  hims>elf  therefrom,  un- 
less in  case  of  sickness,  or  orders  to  go  on  duty  from  a  superior  officer, 
on  pain  of  being  cashiered. 

47.  Art.  XL.  Whenever  a  court  martial  shall  sentence  any  officer 
to  be  suspended,  the  court  shall  have  power  to  suspend  his  pay  aiid 
•moUmenis  for  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  the  time  of  his  suspension. 
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48.  Art.  XLI.  All  sentences  of  courts  martial,  which  shall  extend 
to  the  loss  of  life,  shall  require  the  concurrence  of  tv;o  thirds  of  the 
niemhers  present ;  and  no  such  sentence  shall  be  carried  into  execu- 
tion, until  confirmed  by  the  president  of  the  united  states  ;  or  if  the 
trial  take  place  out  of  the  united  states,  until  it  be  confirmed  by  the 
commander  of  the  fleet  or  squadron  :  All  other  sentences  may  be  de- 
termined by  a  majority  of  votes,  and  carried  into  execution  on  confir- 
mation of  the  commander  of  the  fleet,  or  officer  ordering  the  court,  ex- 
cept such  as  go  to  the  dismission  of  a  commissioned  or  warrant  ofliccr, 
which  arc  first  to  be  approved  by  the  president  of  the  united  states. 

49.  A  court  martial  shall  not,  for  any  one  offence  not  capital,  inflict 
a  punishment  beyond  one  hundred  lashes. 

50.  Art.  XLII.  The  president  of  the  united  states,  or  when  the  (ri- 
al takes  place  out  of  the  united  states,  the  commander  of  the  fleet  or 
squadron,  shall  possess  full  power  to  pardon  any  off*ence  committed 
against  these  articles,  after  convi6lion,  or  to  mitigate  the  punishment 
decreed  by  a  court  martial. 

51.  SscT.  II.  Art.  I.  Courts  of  enquiry  maybe  ordered  by  the 
president  of  the  united  states,  the  secretary  of  the  navy,  or  the  com- 
mander of  a  fleet  or  squadron,  provided  such  court  shall  not  consist 
of  more  than  three  members  who  shall  be  commissioned  officers,  and  a 
judge  advocate,  or  person  to  do  duty  as  such  ;  and  such  courts  shall 
have  power  to  summon  witnesses,  administer  oaths,  and  punish  con- 
tempt in  the  same  manner  us  courts  martial.  But  such  court  shall 
merely  state  fa6ls,  and  not  give  their  opinion,  unless  expressly  requir- 
ed so  to  do  in  the  order  for  convening  ;  and  the  party,  whose  conduct 
shall  be  the  subjeclofenquiry>  shall  have  permission  to  cross  examine 
all  the  witnesses. 

Art.  II.  The  proceedings  of  courts  of  enquiry  shall  be  authenticated 
by  the  signature  of  the  president  of  the  court  and  judge  advocate,  and 
shall,  in  all  cases  not  capital,  or  extending  to  the  dismission  of  a  com- 
missioned or  warrant  officer,  be  evidence  before  a  court  martial,  pro- 
vided oral  testimony  cannot  be  obtained* 

52.  Art.  III.  The  judge  advocate,  or  person  officiating  as  such, 
shall  administer  to  the  members  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  : 

"You  do  swear,  (or  affirm)  well  and  truly  to  examine  and  enquire 
according  to  the  evidence,  into  the  matter  now  before  you,  without 
partiality  or  prejudice." 

After  which,  the  president  shall  administer  to  the  judge  advocate,  or 
person  officiating  as  such,  the  following  oath  or  affirmation : 

"  You  do  swear,  (or  affirm)  truly  to  record  the  proceedings  of  this 
court,  and  the  evidence  to  be  given  in  the  case  in  hearing." 

53.  Skct.  III.  In  all  cases,  where  the  crews  of  the  ships  or  vessels 
of  the  united  states  shall  be  separated  from  their  vessels,  by  the  latter 
being  wrecked,  lost  or  destroyed,  all  the  command,  po^er  and  authority^ 
given  to  the  officers  of  such  ships  or  vessels,  shall  remain  and  be  in 
full  force  as  eflcdually  as  if  such  ship  or  vessel  were  not  so  wrecked, 
lost  or  destroyed,  until  such  ship's  company  be  regularly  dischafgcci 
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from,  or  ordered  again  into  the  service,  or  until  a  court  martial  shall 
be  held  to  enquire  into  the  loss  of  such  ship  or  vessel ;  and  if  by  the 
sentence  of  such  court,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  it  shall  appear 
that  all  or  any  of  the  officers  and  men  of  such  ship*s  company  did  their 
utmost  to  preserve  her,  and  after  the  loss  thereof  behaved  themselves 
agreeably  to  the  discipline  of  the  navy,  then  the  pay  and  emoluments 
of  such  officers  and  men,  or  such  of  them  as  shall  have  done  their  duty 
as  aforesaid,  shall  goon  until  their  discharge  or  death  ;  and  every  offi- 
cer or  private  who  shall,  after  the  loss  of  such  vessel,  act  contrary  lo 
the  discipline  of  the  navy,  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  a 
court  martial,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  vessel  had  not  been  so  lost. 

54.  Sect.  TV.  All  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  such  officers  and  men, 
of  any  of  the  ships  or  vessels  of  the  united  states  taken  by  an  enemy, 
•who  shall  appear  by  the  sentence  of  a  court  martial,  or  otherwise,  to 
have  done  their  utmost  to  preserve  and  defend  their  ship  or  vessel, 
and,  after  the  taking  thereof,  have  behaved  themselves  obediently  to 
their  superiors,  agrecaLly  to  the  discipline  of  tlie  navy,  shall  go  on  and 
be  paid  them  until  their  death,  exchange,  or  discharge. 

55.  JiECT.  V.  The  proceeds  of  all  ships  and  vessels,  and  the  goods 
taken  on  board  of  them,  which  shall  be  adjudged  good  prize,  shall,  when 
of  equal  or  superior  force  to  the  vessel  or  vessels  making  the  capti.rc, 
be  the  sole  property  of  the  captors  ;  and  when  of  inferior  force,  shall  be 
divided  equally  between  the  united  states  and  the  officers  and  men 
making  the  capture. 

B6.  Sect.  VI.  The  prize  money,  belonging  to  the  officers  and  men, 
shall  be  distributed  in  the  following  manner  : 

I.  To  the  commanding  officers  of  fleets,  squadrons,  or  single  ships, 
three  twentieths,  of  which  the  commanding  officer  of  the  fleet  or  squad- 
ron shall  have  one  twentieth,  if  the  prize  be  taken  by  a  ship  or  vessel 
acting  under  his  command,  and  the  commander  of  single  ships,  tno 
twentieths  ;  but  where  the  prize  is  taken  by  a  ship  atling  indepen- 
dently of  such  superior  officer,  the  three  twentieths  shall  belong  to  her 
commander. 

,  11.  To  sea  lieutenants,  captains  of  marines,  and  sailing  masters, 
two  twentieths  ;  but  where  there  is  a  captain,  without  a  lieutenant  of 
marines,  these  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  two  twentieths  and  one 
third  of  a  twentietli,  which  third,  in  such  case,  shall  be  dedutlcd  from 
the  share  of  the  officers  mentioned  in  article  No.  HI.  of  this  scCUon. 

III.  To  chaplains^  lieutenants  of  marines,  surgeons^  pursers,  boat- 
swains,  gunners,  carpenters,  and  masters  mates,  two  twentieths. 

IV.  To  midshipmen,  surgeons  mates,  captains  clerks,  schoolmas- 
ters, boatswains  mates,  gunners  mates,  carpenters  mates,  ships  stew- 
ards, sailmakers,  masters  at  armS)  armorers,  cockswains,  and  coop- 
ers, three  twentieths  and  an  half. 

V.  To  gunners  yeomen,  boatswains  yeomen,  quarter  masters,  quar- 
ter gunners,  sailmakers  mates,*  Serjeants  and  corporals  of  marines, 
drummers,  tifers  and  extra  petty  officers^  two  twentieths  and  an  half. 
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VI.  To  seamen^  ordinary  seamen,  marines,  and  all  other  persons 
doing  duty  on  board,  seven  twentieths. 

VII.  Whenever  one  or  more  public  ships  or  vessels  are  in  sight  at 
(he  time  any  one  or  more  ships  are  taking  a  prize  or  prizes,  they  shall 
all  share  equally  in  the  prize  or  prizes,  according  to  the  number  of  meu 
and  guns  on  board  each  ship  in  sight. 

No  commander  of  a  fleet  or  squadron  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any 
share  of  prizes  taken  by  vessels  not  under  his  immediate  command  ; 
nor  of  such  prizes  as  may  have  been  taken  by  ships  or  vessels  intended 
to  be  placed  under  his  command,  before  they  have  acled  under  his 
immediate  orders  ;  nor  shall  a  commander  of  a  fleet  or  squadron,  leav- 
in(>  the  station  v.  here  he  had  the  command,  have  any  share  in  the 
prizes  taken  by  ships  left  on  such  station,  after  he  has  gone  out  of  the 
limits  of  hi«r  said  command. 

57.  Srct.  VII.  A  bounty  shall  be  paid  by  the  united  states,  of  twen- 
ty dollars,  for  each  person  on  board  any  ship  of  an  enemy  at  the  com- 
mencement of  an  en^i;agemcnt,  which  shall  be  sunk  or  destroyed  by  any 
ship  or  vessel  belonging  to  the  united  states  of  equal  or  inferior  force, 
the  same  to  be  divided  among  the  officers  and  crcAV  in  tlie  same  man- 
Der  as  prize  money. 

58.  Sect.  VIII.  Every  officer,  seaman  or  marine,  disabled  in  the 
line  of  his  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  life,  or  during  his  disa- 
bility, a  pension  from  the  united  states  according  to  the  nature  and  de- 
gree of  his  disability,  not  exceeding  one  half  his  monthly  pay. 

59.  Sect.  IX.  All  money  accruing,  or  which  has  already  accrued 
to  the  united  states  from  the  sale  of  prizes,  shall  be  and  remain  for* 
ever  a  fund  for  the  payment  of  pensions  and  half  pay,  should  the  same 
be  hereafter  granted,  to  the  officers  and  seamen  who  may  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  same  ;  and  if  the  said  fund  slmil  be  insufficient  for  the 
purpose,  the  public  faith  is  hereby  pledged  to  make  up  the  deficiency  ; 
but  if  it  should  be  more  than  sufficient,  the  surplus  shall  be  applied  to 
the  making  of  further  provision  for  the  comfort  of  the  disabled  officers, 
s<faiuen,  and  marines,  and  for  such  as,  tliough  not  disabled,  may  merit 
by  their  bravery,  or  long  and  fdithful  services,  the  gratitude  of  their 
CGuati'y. 

Sf.ct-  X.  The  said  fund  shall  be  under  the  manajtement  and  direc- 
tion of  the  secretary  of  the  navy,  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  and  the 
secretary  of  war,  for  the  time  being,  who  are  hereby  auiljorized  to  re- 
ceive any  sums  to  which  the  united  states  may  be  entitled  from  the 
sale  of  prizes,  and  employ  and  investithe  same,  and  the  interest  arising 
therefrom,  in  any  manner  which  a  majority  of  them  may  deem  most 
advantageous  :  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to 
lay  before  congress,  annually,  in  the  first  week  of  their  session,  a  mi- 
n»jte  statement  of  their  proceedings  relative  to  the  management  of 
Sold  fund. 

Sx.CT.  XI.  repeals  the  former  act  for  the  government  of  the  navy. 
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ACT  of  March  3,    1801,     (Vol.  V.  p,  280.) 

60.  Sect.  L  The  president  of  the  united  states  shall  be,  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized,  whenever  the  situation  of  public  affairs  shall  in 
his  opinion  render  it  expedient,  to  cause  to  be  sold,  they  being  first  di- 
vested of  their  guns  and  military  stores,  which  are  to  be  carefully 
preserved,  all  or  any  of  the  ships  and  vessels  belonging  to  the  navy,  ex- 
cept the  frigates  United  States,  Constitution,  Pre^dent,  Chesapeakcj 
Philadelphia,  Constellation,  Congress,  New- York,  Boston,  Essex,  A- 
dams,  John  Adams,  and  General  Greene  ;*  and  also  to  lay  up  all  the 
frigates  thus  to  be  retained,  except  such  as  are  directed  by  this  aCt  to 
be  kept  in  constant  service  in  time  of  ^eace. 

61.  Sect.  II.  Six  of  the  frigates  to  be  retained  shall  be  kept  in  con- 
stant  service  in  time  of  peace,  and  shall  be  officered  and  manned  as  the 
president  of  the  united  states  may  diredl,  not  to  exceed  however  two  thirds 
of  the  present  complement  ofseamcn,  and  ordinary  seamen  ;  the  residue 
of  the  frigates  to  be  retained  shall  be  laid  up  in  convenient  ports,  and 
there  shall  be  permanently  attached  to  each  frigate  so  laid  up,  one 
sailing  master,  one  boatswain,  one  gunner,  one  carpenter,  and  one  cook, 
one  seVjeant  or  corporal  of  marines,  and  eight  marines  ;  and  to  the 
large  frigates  twelve,  and  to  the  small  frigates  ten  seamen  ;  the  sail* 
ing  master  shall  have  the  general  care  and  superintendence  of  the 
ship  ;  and  shall  generally  execute  such  duties  of  a  purser  as  may  be 
necessary. 

62.  Sect.  III.  From  and  after  the  day  when  the  redudion  of  the 
navy  shall  take  place  as  aforesaid,  the  navy  ration  shall  consist  of  as 
follows :  On  Sunday,  fourteen  ounces  of  bread,  one  and  a  quarter 
pound  of  beef,  Haifa  pound  of  Hour,  one  quarter  of  a  pound  of  suet, 
one  half  pint  of  distilled  spirits ;  Monday,  fourteen  ounces  of  bread, 
one  pound  of  pork,  half  pint  of  pease,  one  half  pint  of  distilled  spirits; 
Tuesday,  fourteen  ounces  of  bread,  one  pound  of  beef,  two  ounces  of 
cheese,  one  half  pint  of  distilled  spirits  ;  Wednesday,  fourteen  ounces 
of  bread,  one  pound  of  pork,  half  pint  of  rice,  one  half  pint  of  distilled 
spirits  ;  Thursday,  fourteen  ounces  of  bread,  one  and  a  quarter  pound  of 
beef,  half  pound  of  Hour,  quarter  pound  of  suet,  one  half  pint  of  distill- 
ed spirits  ;  Friday,  fourteen  ounces  of  bread,  four  ounces  of  cheese, 
two  ounces  of  bii  Iter,  halfpint  ofrice,half  pint  of  molasses,  one  half  pint 
of  distilled  spirits  ;  Saturday,  fourteen  ounces  of  bread,  one  pound  of 
pork,  half  pint  of  pease,  half  pint  of  vinegar,  one  half  pint  of  distilled 
spirits. 

63.  Sect.  IV.  The  president  of  the  united  states  shall  retain  in  the 
navy  service  in  lime  of  peace,  nine  captains,  thirty-six  lieutenants,  and 
one  hundred  and  fifty  midshipmen,  including  those  employed  onboard 
of  the  six  frigates  lo  be  kep^nn  service  ;  and  he  shall  be  authorized  to 

•  FrijjsTcs  of  41  guns,  Unircd  Siatcs,  Constitution,  President,  Chcsapeake,Phili- 
delphia.->Of  36  guns,  Constellation,  Congjcss,  New-York.->Of  3iguns,  Bosto.",

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discharge  all  the  other  officers  in  the  navy  service  of  the  united  states, 
but  such  of  the  aforesaid  officers  as  shall  be  retained  in  the  service  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  no  more  than  half  their  monthly  pay  during  the 
time  when  they  shall  not  be  under  orders  for  adlual  service. 

64.  Sfxt*  V.  All  the  commissioned  and  warrant  ofncers,  who  shall 
be  discharged  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  four  months  pay 
over  and  above  what  may  be  due  to  them  respedlively  at  the  time  of 
tliLir  discharge.

65.  Sect.  I.  Whereas  the  regency  of  Tripoli,*  on  the  coast  of  Bar- 
bary,  has  commenced  a  predatory  warfare  against  the  united  states  : 
//  is  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  fully  to  equip,  oflicer,  man,  and 
employ  such  of  the  armed  vessels  of  the  united  states  as  may  be  judg- 
ed requisite  by  the  president  of  the  united  states,  for  protecling  efifec- 
tually  the  commerce  and  seamen  thereof  on  the  atlantic  ocean,  the 
mediterranean  and  adjoining  seas. 

66.  Sect.  II.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the  united  states 
to  instru6l  the  commanders  of  the  rcspcdlive  public  vessels  aforesaid^ 
to  subdue,  seize  and  make  prize  of  all  vessels,  goods  and  ei!e6ls,  be- 
longing to  the  bey  of  Tripoli,  or  to  his  subjedls,  and  to  bring  or  send 
the  same  into  port,  to  be  proceeded  against,  and  distributed  according 
tolaw  ;  and  also  to  cause  to  be  done  all  such  other  a6ls  of  precaution 
or  hostility  as  the  state  of  war  will  justify,  and  may,  in  his  opinion^ 
require. 

67.  SecT.  III.  On  the  application  of  the  owners  of  private  armed 
vessels  of  the  united  states,  the  president  of  the  united  states  may  grant 
to  them  special  commissions,  in  the  form  which  he  shall  direct,  under 
the  seal  of  the  united  states  ;  and  such  private  armed  vessels,  when 
so  commissioned,  shall  have  the  like  authority  for  subduing,  seizing, 
taking  and  bringing  into  port,  any  Tripolitan  vessel,  goods  or  effects, 
as  the  before  mentioned  public  armed  vessels  may  by  law  hare  ;  and 
shall  therein  be  subje6l  to  the  instru6tions  which  may  be  given  by  the 
president  of  the  united  states  for  the  regulation  of  their  conduA  ;  and 
their  commissions  shall  be  revocable  at  his  pleasure  :  Pr<yoidedy  That 
before  any  commission  shall  be  granted,  as  aforesaid,  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  vessel  for  which  the  same  may  be  requested,  and  the 
commander  thereof,  for  the  time  being,  shall  give  bond  to  the  united 
states,  with  at  least  two  responsible  sureties,  not  interested  in  such 
\cs5el,  in  the  penal  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars;  or,  if  such  vessel 
be  provided  with  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  men,  in.  the  penal 
&um  of  fourteen  thousand  dollars^  with  condition  for  observing  the  trea-

which  shall  be  done,  contrary  to  the  tenor  thereof,  by  such  commis- 
sioned vessel ;  and  for  delivering  up  the  commission)  when  revoked  \if 
the  president  of  the  united  states. 

68.  Sect.  IV.  Any  Tripolitan  vessel,  goods  or  effeCls,  which  sfcsfl 
be  so  captured  and  brought  into  port  by  any  private  armed  vessel  of  the

letters  patent  shall  be  delivered  to  the  attorney  general  of  the  united

tion of  his  invention,  and  of  the  manner  of  using,  or  process  of  com^ 
pounding  the  same,  in  such  full,  clear  and  cxadl  terms,  as  to  distin- 
guish the  same  from  all  other  thiii|;s  before  known,  and  to  enable  any 
person  skilled  in  the  art  or  science,  of  which  it  is  a  branch,  orv.ith 
which  it  is  most  nearly  connc6led,  to  make,  compound,  and  use  the 
same.  And  in  the  case  of  any  machine,  he  shall  fully  explain  the 
principle,  and  the  several  modes,  in  which  he  has  contemplated  the 
application  of  that  principle  or  character,  by  which  it^^may  be  distin- 
guished from  other  inventions  ;  and  he  shall  accompany  the  whole 
with  drawings  and  written  references,  where  the  nature  of  the  cuse 
admits  of  drawings,  or  with  specimens  of  the  ingredients,  and  of  the 
composition  of  matter,  sufficient  in  quantity  for  the  purpose  of  experi- 
ment, where  the  invention  is  of  a  composition  of  matter  ;  which  <le- 
■scription,  signed  by  himself,  and  attested  by  two  witnesses,  shall  be 
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filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  certified  copies  thereof 
shall  be  competent  evidence,  in  all  courts,  where  any  matter  or  thing, 
touching  such  patent  right,  shall  come  in  question.  And  such  invent- 
or shall,  moreover,  deliver  a  model  of  his  machine,  provided  the  se-

I.  All  and  singular  the  rights  and  privileges  given,  in- 
tended or  provided  to  citizens  of  the  united  states,  respecting  patents, 
for  new  inventions,  discoveries,  and  improvement^,  by  the  a6t,  enti- 
tled *'An  act  to  promote  the  progress  of  useful  arts,  and  to  repeal  tlu 
a£t  heretofore  made  for  that  purpose,"  shall  be,  and  hereby  are  ex- 
tended and  given  to  all  aliens  who  at  the  time  of  petitioning  in  tlie 
manner  prescribed  by  the  said  acl,  shall  have  resided  for  two  ycar^

11.  Sect.  II,  Where  any  person  hath  made,  or  shall  have  rnade^ 
any  new  invention,  discovery  or  improvement,  on  account  of  which  a 
patent  might,  by  virtue  of  this  or  the  abovemcntioned  acl,  be  granted 
to  such  person,  and  shall  die  before  any  patent  shall  be  granted 
therefor,  the  right  of  applying  for  and  obtaining  such  patent,  shall  de- 
volve on  the  legal  representatives  of  such  person  in  trust  for  the  heirs 
at  law  of  the  deceased,  in  case  he  shall  have  died  intestate ;  but  If 
otherwise,  then  in  trust  for  his  devisees,  in  as  full  and  ample  manner^ 
and  under  the  same  conditions,  limitations  and  restri6lions,  as  the

12.  Sect.  III.  Where  any  patent  shall  be,  or  shall  have  beeng^aut- 
ed  pursuant  to  this  or  the  abovemcntioned  a6l,  and  any  person  without 
the  consent  of  the  patentee,  his  or  her  executors,  administrators  or  as- 
signs first  obtained  in  writing,  shall  make,  devise,  use,  or  sell  the

The  postmaster-general  shall  appoint  an  asststaut, 
and  such  clerks  as  may  be  necessary  for  performing  the  business  cf 
his  office  :  He  shall  establish  post-offices,  and  appoint  postmasters, U 
all  such  places  as  shall  appear  to  him  expedient,  on  the  post-roads  that 
are  or  may  be  established  by  law  :  He  shall  give  his  assistant,  tlie 
postmasters,  and  all  other  persons  whom  he  shall  employ,  or  who  may 
be  employed  in  any  of  the  departments  of  the  general -post-office,  ir- 
«tru£tions  relative  to  their  duty  :  He  shall  provide  for  the  carriage  d 
the  mull  on  all  post-roads  that  are  or  may  be  established  by  law,  and  as 
often  as  he,  having  regard  to  the  productiveness  thereof,  and  other 
circumstances,  shall  think  proper :  He  may  dire:l  the  route  or  road 
where  there  are  more  than  one  between  places  designated  by  law  for  a 
post-road,  which  route  shall  be  considered  the  post-road  :  He  shall  ob- 
tain from  the  postmasters  their  accounts  and  vouchers  for  their  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  once  in  three  months,  or  oftner,'witb  the  la- 
lances  thereon  arising  in  favor  of  the  general -post-office  :  He  shall  r?y 
all  expenses  which  may  arise  in  conducting  the  post-office,  and  in  the 
conveyance  of  the  mail,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses  arising;  on 
the  collcdlion  of  the  revenue,  and  management  of  the  general-post-of- 
ficc^ :  He  shall  prosecute  offences  against  the  post-office  establishment: 
iid  shall  once  in  three  montha  render  to  the  secretary  of  the  trcc2>\:rf 
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ft  quarterly  account  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  said  de- 
partment)  to  lie  adjusted  and  settled  as  other  public  accounts :  He  shall 
also  superintend  the  business  of  the  department  in  all  the  duties 
that  ai'e  or  may  be  assig^nedto  it.  Frovided^ThsX  in  case  of  the  death, 
resignation  or  removal  fromoihce  of  the  postmaster-general,  all  his  du- 
ties shall  be  performed  by  his  assistant,  until  a  successor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed and  arrive  at  the  general-post-office  to  perform  the-  business. 

2.  Sect.il  The  postmaster-general,  and  all  other  persons  employed 
in  the  general-post-office,  or  in  the  care,  custody,  or  conveyance  of  the 
mail,  shall,  previous  to  entering  upon^the  duties  assigned  to  them,  or 
the  execution  of  their  trusts,  and  before  they  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive any  emolument  therefor^  respe6tively  take  and  subscribe  the 
following  oath  or  af&nnation,  before  some  magistrate,  and  cause  a  cer* 
tiHcate  thereof  to  be  filed  in  the  general-post-ofiice,  "  1,  A-  B.  do  sweat 
(or  alBrm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  1  will  faithfully  perform  all  the 
duties  required  of  me,  and  abstain  from  every  thing  forbidden  by  the 
U'.vs  in  relation  to  the  establishment  of  the  post-ufhce  and  post-roads 
within  the  united  states."  Every  person  who  sliall  be  in  any  manner 
employed  in  the  care,  custody,  conveyance  or  management  of  the  mail, 
shall  be  subjedl  to  all  pains,  penalties  and  forfeitures  for  violating  the 
injundlions,  or  nejjle^ling  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  laws  re- 
lating to  the  establishment  of  the  post-office  and  post-roads,  whether 
such  p'^rson  shall  have  taken  the  oath  or  affirmation  above  prescribed 
or  not. 

3.  SecT*  III.  If  any  person  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  obstru6l  or 
reiaixl  the  passage  of  the  mail,  or  of  any  driver  or  carrier,  or  of  any 
horse  or  carriage*  carrying  the  same,  he  shall,  upon  convi6\ion,  for  ev- 
ery such  oficnce,  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  :  And  if 
any  ferryman  shall,  by  wilful  negligence  or  refusal  to  transport  the 
mail  across  any  ferry,  delay  the  same,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  fot 
each  half  hour  that  the  same  shall  be  so  delayed,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars. 

4.  Sect.  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  postmaster-general  to  give 
public  notice,  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  at  the  seat 
of  government  of  the  united  states,  and  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspa- 
pers published  in  the  stats  or  states  where  the  contraclt  is  to  be  per-

Pro'oidcd^  That  no  contra(:\  shall  be  entered  into  for 
a  longer  term  than  four  years. 

5.  Sect.  V«  Every  postmaster  shall  keep  an  office,  in  which  one  or 
^nore  persons  shall  attend  at  such  hours  as  the- postmaster-general  shall 
direct,  foi*  the  purpose  of  performing  the  duties  thereof,  and  all  letters 
brought  to  any  post-oflice,  half  an  hour  before  the  time  of  making  up 
the  mail  at  such  office,  shall  be  forwarded  therein  ;  except  at  such  post* 
offices,  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  postmaster-gene laal,  it  requires

6.  SVc/r*  VL  No  fees  or  perquisites  shall  be  received  by  any  person 
employed  in  t;he  general-post-office  on  account  of  the  duties  to  be  per- 
formed by  vii*tue  of  his  appointment. 

7*  Sect.  VII.  The  following  rates  of  postage  shall  be  charged  on 
all  lt*llers  and  packets  (excepting  such  as  hereim\fter  exempted)  con- 
veyed by  tlie  posts  of  the  united  states,  viz. 

For  every  letter  composed  of  a  (>ingle  tiheet  of  paperi  conveyed  not 
exceeding  forty  miles,  eight  cents. 

Over  forty,  and  not  exceeding  ninety  miles,  ten  cents. 

Over  ninety,  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  twelve 
'and  an  half  cents- 
Over  one  hundred  and  fifty,  and  not  exceeding  thre«  hundred  miles, 
seventeen  cents. 

Ovt:r  three  hundred,  and  not  exceeding  five  hundred  miles,  twenty 
cents. 

Over  five  hundred  miles,  twentv-five  cents* 

And  for  every  double  letter,  or  one  composed  of  two  pieces  of  paper, 
double  those  rates  ;  and  for  every  triple  letter,  or  one  composed  of 
three  pfeces  of  paper,  triple  those  rates ;  and  for  every  packet  com- 
posed of  four  or  more  pieces  of  paper,  or  other  things  and  weighing 
one  :ou lice  avoirdupois,  quadruple  those  rates,  and  in  that  proportion 
for  all  greater  weight  :  Provided^  That  no  packet  of  letters  conveytd 
by  the  water  mails  shall  be  charged  with  more  than  quadruple  post uge, 
unless  the  same  shall  ae\ually  contain  more  than  four  distinct  lettets. 
No  postmaster  shall  be  obliged  to  receive,  to  be  comtyed  by  the  mail, 
any  packet  which  shall  weigh  more  than  three  pounds. 

8.  Skct.  VIII.  Every  letter  or  packet  brought  into  the  united  states, 
or  curried  from  one  port  therein  to  another,  in  any  private  ship  or 
Vessel,. shall  be  charged  with  six  cents,  if  delivered  at  the  post-office 
Aviierc  the  same  shall  arrive,  and  if  destined  to  be  conveyed  by  post  to 
a:iy  other  place,  with  two  cents  added  to  the  ordinary  rates  of  postage* 
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9.  Sect.  IX.  If  any  poatmasterv  or  other  |>erson  authorized  by  the 
postmaster-general  to  receive  the  postages  of  letters,  shall  fraudulently 
demand  or  receive  any  rate  of  postage,  or  gratuity,  or  reward^^  other 
than  is  proWded  by  this  a6t,  for  the  postage  of  letters  or  packets,  on  con* 
vi6tion  thereof,  he  shall  forlfeit  for  every  such  oifence,  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  shall  be  rendered  incapable  of  holding  any  office  or  appoint- 
ment under  the  united  states. 

10.  Sect.  X.  No  ship  or  vessel  arriving  at  any  port  within  the  unit- 
ed states,  where  a  post-ofiice  is  established,  shall  be  permitted  to  re- 
port, make  entry,  or  break  bulk,  until  the  master  or.co mm ander -shall 
have  delivered  to  the  postmaster,  all  letters  directed  to  any  person  or 
persons  within  the  united  states,  which  under  his  care,  or  within  his 
power,  shall  be  brought  in  such  ship  or  vessel,  except  such  as  are  di- 
reclcd  to  the  owner  or  consignee  of  the  ship  or  vessel,  and  except  also 
such  as  are  dire6led  to  be  delivered  at  the  port  of  delivery,  to  which 
such  ship  or  vessel  may  be  bound.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
collector,  or  other  officer  of  the  ]K>rt  empowered  to  receive  entries  oif 
ships  or  vessels,  to  require  from  every  master  or  commander  of  such 
ship  or  vessel,  an  oath  or  affirmation,  purporting  that  he  has  dtlivQr- 
ed  all  such  letters,  except  as  aforesaid. 

11.  Sect.  XL  The  postmasters,  to  whom  such  letters  may  be  de- 
livered, shall  pay  to  the  master  or  commander,  or  other  person  deliver- 
ing the  same,  except  the  commanders  of  foreign  packets,  two  cents 
for  each  letter  or  packet,and  shall  obtain  from  the  person  delivering  the 
same,  a  certificate  specifying  the  number  of  letters  and  packets,  with 
the  name  of  the  ship  or  vessel,  and  the  place  from  whence  she  last 
sailed  ;  which  certihcate,  together  with  a  receipt  for  the  money,  shall 
be  with  his  quarterly  accounts,  transmitted  to  the  postmaster-general, 
who  shall  credit  him  with  the  amount. 

12.  Sfct.  XII.  If  any  person  other  than  the  postmaster-general,  or 
his  deputies,  or  persons  by  them  employed,  shall  be  concerned  in  set* 
ting  up  or  maintaining  any  foot  or  horse  post,  stage-waggon,  or  other 
stage  caiTiage,  on  any  established  post-road,  or  from  one  post-toNvn  to 
another  post-town  on  any  road  adjacent  or  parallel  to  an  established, 
post-road,  or  any  packet-boat  or  other  vessel,  to  ply  regularly  from  one 
place  to  another  between  which  a  regular  communication,by  water  sh^ll 
be  established  by  the  united  states,  and  shall  receive  any  letter  or 
packet,  other  than  newspapers,  magazines  or  pamphlets,  and  carry 
the  same  by  such  foot  or  horse  post,  stage  waggon,  or  other  stage  car- 
riage, packet-boat,  or  vessel,  excepting  only  such  letter  or  letters  a& 
may  be  directed  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  conveyance,  and  relat- 
ing to  the  same,  or  to  the  person  to  whom  any  package  or  bundle  in 
such  conveyance  is  intended  to  be  delivered,  every  person  so  offending 
shall  forfeit,  for  every  such  olTencC)  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  :  Provided^ 
That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  send  letters  or  packets  by  a 
special  messen^^er. 

13.  Slct.  XIII.  The  deputy  postmasters,  and  other  agents  of  the 
postmaster-general,  shall  duly  account  and  answer  to  him,  for  all  way 
lcu<rs  which  shall  come  to  tlieir  h&nds  :  And  for  this  purposci  the

post-ridersy  and  other  carriers  of  the  mailj  receiving  any  way  letter  or 
letters  (and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  receive  them,  if  presented  more 
than  two  miles  from  a  post-office)  shall  ^deliver  the  same,  together 
with  the  postage,  if  paid,  at  the  first  post-office  to  which  they  shall  sf- 
terwards  arrive,  where  the  postmaster  shall  duly  enter  the  same,  and 
specify  the  number,  and  rate  or  rates  in  the  post-bill,  adding  to  the 
rate  of  each  way  letter,  one  cent,  which  shall  bfe  paid  by  the  postmas- 
ter to  the  mail-carrier  from  whom  such  way  letter  shall  be  received. 
And  that  letters  dire6\ed  to  persons  living  between  post-offices  may  be 
delivered,  and  the  postage  thereof  duly  coUetied,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  carriers  of  the  mail  to  tuke  charge  of,  and  deliver  all  such  letters 
as  shall,  for  that  purpose,  be  committed  to  them,  by  any  postmastert 
and  colle6l  the  postage  thereof,  which  shall  be  paid  over  to  such  pcsi- 
master  on  demand.  And  for  every  letter  so  delivered,  the  mail-carrier 
delivering  the  same  shall  be  allowed  to  demand  and  receive  two  cents 
to  his  own  use,  besides  the  ordinary  postage.  And  if  aay  postmaster, 
or  other  agent  of  the  postmaster-general,  shall  neglefcl  so  to  account,  Lc 
or  they  so  offending,  shall,  on  conviclion  thereof,  forfeit  for  every  such 
offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars :  Protudcdy  That  no  mail 
carriers  shall  make  such  deliveries  at  any  place  not  on  the  post-road  : 
Provided alsoy  That  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  letters  on  the  M'ay,  be- 
tween  poat-offices,  shall  not  be  required  of  the  mail-carriers  in  cases 
where,  in  the  opinion  x)f  the  postmaster-general,  the  time  or  manner 
of  carrying  the  mail,  or  the  speed  of  conveyance  is  incompatible  vriih 
8uch  receipts  and  deliveries* 

U.  Sect.  XIV.  If  any  person  employed  in  any  of  the  departments 
of  the  general  post-office,  shall  unlawfully  detain,  delay  or  open  any 
letter,  packet,  bag  or  mail  of  letters,  with  which  he  shall  be  entrusted, 
or  which  shall  have  come  to  his  possession,  and  which  are  intended  to 
be  conveyed  by  post,  or  if  any  such  person  shall  secrete,  embezzle  or 
destroy  any  letter  or  packet  entrusted  to  him  as  aforesaid,  and  which 
shall  not  contain  any  security  for,  or  assurance  relating  to  money,  ai 
herein  after  described,  every  such  offender,  being  thereof  duly  convicted, 
shall,  for  every  such  offence,  be  fined,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  imprisoned,  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  according  to  the 
circumstances  and  aggravat'u>ns  of  the  offence.  And  if  any  person  em- 
ployed as  aforesaid,  shall  secrete,  embezzle,  or  destroy  any  letter, 
packet,  bag  or  mail  of  letters,  with  which  he  shall  be  entrusted,  orwhicn 
shall  have  come  to  his  possession,  and  arc  intended  to  be  conveyed  by 
post,  containing  any  bank  note,  or  bank  post-bill,  bill  of  exchange, 
warrant  of  the  treasury  of  the  united  states,  note  of  assignment  of 
stock  in  the  funds,  letters  of  attorney  for  receiving  annuities  or  divi- 
dends, or  for  selling  slock  in  the  funds,  or  for  receivihg  the  interest 
thereof,  or  any  letter  of  credit,  or  note  for,  or  relating  to  payment 
of  monies,  or  any.  bond  or  warrant,  draft,  bill  or  promissory  note  what- 
soever, for  the  payment  of  money  ;  or  if  any  such  person,  employed  as 
aforesaid,  shall  steal  or  take  any  of  the  same  out  of  any  letter,  packet, 
bag  or  mail  of  letters,  that  shall  come  to  his  possession,  he  shall,  on  con- 
vidtion  for  any  such  offence,  be  publicly  whipped,  not  exceeding  forty 
stripes,  and  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  ten  years. 
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15*  If  any  person,  who  shall  have  taken  charge  of  the  mail  of  the 
united  states,  shall  quit  or  desert  the  same,  before  his  arrival  at  the 
next  post-office,  every  such  person  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  offence.  And 
if  any  person  concerned  in  carrying  the  mail  of  the  united  states,  shall 
cofledl,  receive  or  carry  any  letter  or  packet,  or  shall  cause  or  procure 
the  same  to-be  done,  contrary  to  this  att,  every  such  offender  shall 
forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such  offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

16.  Sect.  XV.  If  any  person  shall  rob  any  carrier  of  the  mail  of 

the  united  states,  or  other  person  entrusted  therewith,  of  such  mail,  or 

of  part  thereof,  such  offender  or   offenders  shall,  on  convidlion,  be 

pubiicly  whipped   not  exceeding  forty  lashes,  and  be  imprisoned  not 

exceeding  ten  years  ;  and  if  convicted  a  second  time  of  a  like  offence, 

he  or  thtjy  shall  suffer  death  :  Or  if  in  effe<fling  such  robbery  of  the 

mail,  the  first  time,  the  offender  shall  much  wound  the  person  having 

custody  thcrjof,  or  put  his  life  in  jeopardy,  by  the  use  of  dangerous 

weapons,    such  offender  or  ofl'enders  shall  suffer  death.     And  if  any 

person  shall  attempt   to  rob  the  mail  of  the  united  states,  by  falling 

upon  the  person  having  custody  thereof,  shooting  at  him  or  his  horses, 

or  threatening    him  with  dangerous  weapons,  and  the  robbery  is  not 

cifeded,  every  such  offender,  on  conviclion  thereof,  shall  be  punished 

by  whipping,  not  exceeding  thirty  lashes,  or  with  imprisonment,  not 

exceeding  two  years,  or  with  both,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the 

Lourt  before  whom  such  conviction   is  had.     And  if  any  person  shall 

stjal  the  mail,  or  shall  steal  or  take  from  or  out  of  any  mail,  or  from 

G>'out  of  any  post-office,  any  letter  or  packet,  or  if  any  person  shall  take 

the  mail,  or  any   letter  or  packet  therefrom  or  from  any  post-office, 

whether   with  or  without  the  consent  of  the  person  having  custody 

thereof,  and  shall  open,  embezzle,  or  destroy  any  such  mail,  letter  or 

picket,  the  same  containing  any  article  of  value,  or  evidence  of  anf 

d.'ot,  due,  demand,  right  or  claim,  or  if  any  person  shall,  by   fraud  or 

deception,  obtain  from  any  person  having  custody   thereof,  any  mail, 

ietter  or  packet,  containing  any  article  of  value,  or  evidence  thereof, 

such  ofiender  or  offenders,  on  conviction  thereof,   shall    be  whipped^ 

not  exceeding  thirty  lashes,  or  imprisoned,  not  exceeding  two  years, 

or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  before  whom  such  conviction  is 

had. 

17.  If  any  person  shall  take  any  letter  or  packet,  not  containing  any 
article  of  value  or  evidence  thereof  out  of  a  post-office,  or  shall  open 
any  letter  or  packet  which  shall  have  been  in  a  post-oifice,  or'  in  the 
custody  of  a  mail-carrier,  Before  it  shall  have  been  delivered  to  the  per- 
son to  whom  it  is  directed,  with  design  to  obstruCt  the  correspondence, 
to  pry  into  another's  business,  or  secrets,  or  shall  secrete,  embezzle  or 
destroy  any  such  mail  letter  or  packet,  such  offender,  upon  conviCliony 
shall  pay  for  every  such  offence  a  sum  not  exceedin^g  one  hundred 
dollars-  •  Providedy  That  every  person  who  shall  be  imprisoned  by  a 
judgment  of  court  under  tl\e  I4th  and  13th  sections  of  this  atl,  shall 
be  kept  at  hard  labor  during  the  period  of  such  imprisonment. 

J  9»  Sect.  XVI.  The  postmasters  shall,  respe£tiVely,  publish  at  the 
expiration  of  every   three  months^  or  cftner,  when  the  postmaster- 
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general  shall  &o  direct,  in  one  of  the  newtpapers  published  at  or  near- 
est the  place  of  his  residence^  for  three  successive  veektS*  a  list  of  all 
tlie  letters  remaining  in  their  respe(>live  offices^  or  instead  thereof, 
shall  make  out  a  number  of  such  list«)  and  cause  them  to  be  posted  at 
such  public  places  in  their  vicinity,  a^  shall  appear  to  them  best  adapt- 
ed for  the  information  of  the  parties  concerned ;  and  at  the  expiratioo 
of  the  next  three  months,  shall  send  such  of  the  said  letters,  as  then  re- 
main on  hand  as  dead  letters,  to  the  generai-post-ofiBce,  where  the  same 
shall  be  opened  and  inspected  ;  and  if  any  valuable  papers  or  matter 
of  consequence  shall  be  found  therein,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  post- 
master-general to  rctuiii  such  letter  to  the  writer  thereof,  or  cause  a 
descriptive  list  thereof  to  be  inserted  in  one  ofthe  newspapers  publish- 
ed at  the  place  most  convenient  to  the  supposed  residence  of  the  own- 
er, if  within  the  united  states  ;  and  such  letter,  and  the  contents,  shall 
be  preserved,  to  be  delivered  to  the  person  to  whom  the  same  shall  be 
.  addressed)  upon  payment  ofthe  postage,  and  the  expense  of  publica- 
tion. And  if  such  letter  with  its  contents,  be  not  demanded  by  the 
person  to  whom  it  is  addressed,  or  the  owner  thereof,  or  his  lawful 
agent,  within  two  years  after  the  advertisement  thereof  as  aforesaid, 
the  said  contents  shall  be  applied  to  tlie  use  of  the  united  states,  until 
the  same  shall  be  reclaimed  by  the  proprietor  thereof*  The  manner  of 
such  application  to  be  specially  stated  by  the  postmaster-general  to  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury. 

19.  Sf.ct.  XVII.  Letter^  and  packets  to  and  from  the  following  ofiB- 
cers  of  the  united  states,  shall  be  received  and  conveyed  by  post,  free 
of  postage.  Kach  postmaster,  provided  each  of  his  letters  or  packtts 
^hall  not  exceed  half  an  ounce  in  weight  ;  each  member  ofthe  senate 
and  house  of  representatives  of  the  congress  of  the  united  states  ;  the 
secretary  of  the  senate  and  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives,  pro- 
vided each  letter  or  packet  shall  not  exceed  two  ounces  in  weight,  ai.d 
during  their  ac\ual  attendance  in  any  session  of  congress,  and  twenty 
days  after  such  session  ;  the  president  of  the  united  states  ;  vice  presi- 
dent ;  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  ;  comptroller  ;  auditor  ;  register ; 
treasurer  ;  commissioner  ofthe  revenue  ;  supervisors  of  the  revenue; 
i|ispeclors ofthe  revenue  ;  commissioners  for  dircdt  taxes  ;  purveyor; 
the  secretary  of  >v  ^r ;  accountant  of  the  war-office  ;  the  secretary  of 
state ;  the  secretary  of  the  navy,  and  accountant  ofthe  navy  ;  the  post- 
master-general ;  assistant  postmaster-general  :  And  they  may  all  re- 
ceive their  newspapers  by  post,  free  of  postage  :  Provided^  That  the 
members  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  secretary  of  ihc 
senate  and  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  receive  their 
newspapers  free  of  postage  only  during  any  session  of  congress,  and 
twenty  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  same  :  And  prax^idcdy  Th^ii  no 
letter  or  packet  from  any  public  officer  sluJL  be  conveyed  by  post,  free 
of  postage,  unless  he  shall  frank  tlic  same,  by  writing  his  name  and 
office  on  the  outside  of  such  letter  or  packet,  and  until  he  has  previ- 
ously furnished  the  postmaster  of  the  otiice  where  he  shall  deposit  the 
same,  with  a  specimen  of  his. signature,     [^cc  postca  42.] 

20.  Sect.  XVIII.  If  any  persoji  shall  frank  letters  other  than  tliose 
written  by  himself,  or  by  his  order,  on  Uie  businesa  of  his  office,  hs 
shall,  on  conviiaion  thereof,  pay  a  Ane  of  ten  doli^s  :  Provided,  That 
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the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  secretary  of  slate,  secretary  of  war,  tie- 
cretaiy<^  the  navy,  and  postmaster-generai,  may  frank  letters  orpackw 
etsoaofiiGialbus'toess,  prepared  m  any  other  ptsbflic  ofBce,  in  the  ab*^ 
seoce  of  the  jprincipal  thereof.  And  if  any  person  having  the  right  to 
rcceire  his  letters  free  of  postage^  shall  receive  inclosed  to  him  any 
letier  or  packet  addressed  to  a  person  not  having  that  right,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  return  the  same  to  the  post-ofiice,  marking  thereon  the 
place  from  whence  it  came,  that  it  may  he  charged  with  postage.  And 
if  any  person  shall  counterfeit  the  hand-writing  or  frank  of  any  person, 
or  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  in  order  to  evade  the  payment  of  pos- 
tage, each  person  so  offending  «hall  pay  for  every  such  offence  ^hf 
dollars. 

21.  Sect.  XIX.  Every  printer  of  newspapers  may  send  one  paper 
to  each  and  every  otlier  printer  of  newspapers  within  the  united  states, 
free  of  postage,  under  such  regpllations  as  the  postm'asteT-goneral  shall 
provide. 

32.  S^cT.  XX.  All  newspapers  conveyed  in  the  mail  shall  be  under 
cover,  open  at  one  end,  ana  charged  with  a  postage  of  one  cent  each 
for  any  distance  not  more  than  one  hundred  miles,  and  one  and  aa 
half  cents  for  any  greater  distance  :  Provided^  that  the  postage  of  a 
single  news'papcr  from  any  one  place  to  another  in  the  same  state,  shall 
not  exceed  one  cent ;  and  that  the  postmaster-general  may  make  such 
rL-4;ulations  as  to  require  those  who  receive  newspapers  by  post^  ta 
pay  always  the  amount  of  one  quarter's  postage  in  advance* 

23.  If  any  person  employed  in  any  department  of  the  post-K>f{ice  shall 
impropely  detain,  delay,  embezzle  or  destroy  any  newspaper,  or  shall 
p'jrmit  any  other  person  to  do  the  like,  or  shall  open  or  permit  any' 
other  to  open  any  mail  or  packet  of  newspapers  not  directed  to  the  of-- 
fice  where  he  is  employed,  he  shall,  on  convi6lion  thereof,  forfeit  a 
isum  not  exceedimg  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offence.  And  if  any 
other  person  shall  open  any  mail  or  packet  of  newspapers,  or  shall  em- 
bezzle or  destroy  the  same,  not  being  directed  to  hinvseif,  or  not  being 
authonzed  to  receive  and  open  the  same,  he  shall^  on  coi^viction  there^ 
of,  pay  a  sum  not  exceedirig  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 
And  if  any  person  shall  take  or  steal  any  packet,  bag  or  nntil  of  news^ 
papers  from  or  out  of  any  post-offiee,  or  from  any  person  having  cus« 
tody  thereof^  such  person  shall,  on  conviftion,  be  imprisoned,  not  ex-> 
cceding  three  months,  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  kept  at  hard  la* 
bor,  during  the  period  of  such  imprisonment. 

24.  If  any  person  shall  inclose  or  conceal  a  letter  or  other  thing,  of* 
any  memorandum  in  writing  in  a  newspaper,  or  among  any  package 
of  newftpapers,  which  he  shall  have  delivered  into  any  post-office,  or  to 
any  person  for  that  purpose,  in  order  tliat  the  same  may  be  carried  by 
post,  free  of  letter  postage  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  iive  dollars  for 
every  such  offence :  And  the  letter,  newspaper,  package,  memorandufrt 
or  other  thing,  shall  not  be  delivered  to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  di- 
re :tcd,  uniil  the  amount  of  single  letter  postage  is  paid  for  each  article 
of  which  the  package  shall  be  composed* 
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25*  No  newspapers  shall  be  received  by  the  postmasters  to  be  con- 
veyed by  post,  unless  they  are  sufRciently  dried  and  inclosed  in  proper 
wrappers,  on  which,  besides  the  dire61k>n,  shall  be  noted  the  number  of 
papers  which  are  inclosed  for  subscribers,  and  the  number  for  printirrs. 

26.  The  postmaster-general,  in  any  contra6l  he  may  enter  inlo  for 
the  conveyance  of  the  mail,  may  authorize  the  person  with  whom  such 
contract  is  to  be  made,  to  carry  newspapers,  magazines  and  pamphlets 
other  than  those  conveyed  in  the  mail* 

27.  When  the  mode  of  conveyance,  and  the  size  of  the  mails  vill 
admit  of  it,  magazines  and  pamphltts  may  be  transported  in  the  m-c'.  i 
at  one  cent  a  sheet  for  any  distance  not  exceeding  fifty  miles,  at  one 
cent  and  an  half  for  any  distance  over  fifty  and  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred miles,  and  two  cents  for  any  greater  distance* 

28.  Sect.  XXI.  The  postmaster-general  shall  be  authorized  to  al- 
low to  the  postmasters,  Vespe6Uvcly,  such  commission  on  the  monies 
arising  from  the  postages  of  letters  and  packets,  as  shall  be  adequate  te 
their  rcspe6live  services  and  expenses  :  Provided^  That  the  said  com- 
mission shall  not  exceed  thirty  per  cent,  on  the  first  hundred  dollars 
collc6led  in  one  quarter,  and  twenty-five  per  cent,  on  a  sum  over  one 
hundred,  and  not  more  than  three  hundred  ;  and  twenty  per  cent,  on 
any  sum  over  four  hundred  and  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dolla.^ ; 
and  eight  per  cent,  on  any  sum  colle6led,  being  over  two  thousand  foL7 
hundred  dollars  ;  except  to  the  postmasters,  who  may  be  employed  io 
receiving  and  dispatching  foreign  mails,  whose  compensation  may  be 
augmented,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  in  one  quarter,  aivd  ex- 
cepting to  the  postmasters,  at  ofi&ces  where  the  mail  is  regularly  to  ar- 
rive between  the  hours  of  nine  o'clock  at  night,  and  five  o'clock  in  the 
morning  ;  whose  commission  on  the  first  hundred  dollars,  collected  in 
one  quarter,  may  be  increased  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  per  ctn:. 
The  postmaster-general  may  allow  to  the  postmasters,  respectively,  a 
commission  of  fifty  per  cent,  on  the  monies  arising  from  the  posuges 
of  newspapers,  magazines  and  pamphlets;  and  to  the  postmasteis^ 
whose  compensation  shall  not  exceed  five  hundi^ed  dollars,  in  one  quar- 
ter, two  cents  for  every  free  letter  delivered  out  of  theol&cc,  exceptiii;; 
such  as  are  for  the  postmaster  himself ;  and  each  postmaster,  ^t ho 
shall  be  required  to  keep  a  register  of  the  arrival  and  departure  of  the 
mails,  shall  be  allowed  ten  cents  for  each  monthly  return  which  he 
makes  thereof  to  the  general -post-oltice.     [See  postea  42,} 

29.  Sect.  XXII.  If  any  postmaster,  or  other  person  authoritedto 
receive  the  postages  of  letters  and  packets,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
render  his  accounts,  and  pay  over  to  the  postmaster-general  the  balai.ie 
by  him  due  at  the  end  of  every  three  months,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tiie 
postmaster-general  to  cause  a  suit  to  be  commenced  against  the  per- 
son or  persons,  so  neglecting  or  refusing:  And  if  the  postmastcr-ge- 
tieral  s^all  not  cause  such  suit  to  be  commenced  within  six  month*

All  suits  which  shall  be  hereafter  commenced  for  the  recovery 
of  debts  or  balances  due  to  the  gencralopost-^office,  whether  they  appear 
by  bond  or  obligations  made  in  the  name  of  the  existing  or  any  pr^« 
ceding  postmaster^^general,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  instituted  in  the 
name  of  the  ^^  postmaster-general  of  the  united  states*'' 

oU  Certified  copies  under  the  seal  of  the  general^post-oftice^  of  thd 
accounts  current  of  the  several  postmasters,  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  examined  and  adjusted  at  that  office,  shall  be  admitted  as  evidence 
in  all  suits  brought  by  the  postmaster-general  for  the  recovery  of  baI-> 
ances  or  debts  due  from  postmasters,  and  in  like  manner  copies  of 
such  accounts  current  as  are  lodged  in  the  ofHce  of  the  register  of  the 
treasury,  certified  by  the  register  under  the  seal  of  his  office,  shall  be 
admitted  as  evidence* 

32*  Sect*  XXIil.  If  any  postmaster,  or  other  person,  t^rho  shall 
receive  and  open,  or  dispatch  mails,  shall  neglecl  to  render  accounts 
thereof  for  one  month  after  the  time,  and  in  the  form  and  manne 
prescribed  by  law,  and  by  the  postmaster<^generars  instriiclions  con-^ 
formable  therewith,  he  shall  forfeit  double  the  value  of  the  postages 
which  shall  have  arisen  at  the  same  ofEce  in  any  equal  portion  of  time 
previous  or  subsequent  thereto ;  or  in  case  no  accounts  shall  have  been 
rendered  at  the  time  of  trial  of  such  case,  then  such  sum  as  the

33.  SEct.  XXIV.  All  pecuniary  penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred 
under  this  ati^,  nhall  be,  one  half  for  the  use  of  the  person  or  persons 
informing  and  prosecuting  for  the  same^  and  the  other  half  to  the  use 
of  the  united  states.

XXVL  The  postmastei's,  and  the  persons  employed  in 
the  transportation  of  the  mail,  shall  be  exempt  froijri  militia  duties, 
and  sending  on  juries,  or  any  fine  or  penalty  for  negle6\  thereof. 

36.  Skct.  XXVlIr  Letter-carriers  shall  be  employed  at  such  post- 
offices  as  the  postmaster-general  shall  dircc\,  for  the  delivery  of  letterv 
in  tlie  places  vespe(flively  where  such  post-offices  are  established  j  and 
for  the  delivery  of  each  such  letter,  the  letter-carrier  may  receive  of 
the  person  to  whom  the  delivery  is  made,  two  cents  s  Fruvided^  That 
no  letter  shall  be  delivered  to  such  letter-carrier  for  distribution,  ad- 
dressed to  any  person  who  shall  have  lodged  at  the  post-office  a  writtei* 
nqaest  that  his  letters  shasll  be  detained  in  ti)i^  office.     And  for  evsr/

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letter  lodged  at  any  post-office,  not  to  be  carried  by  post»  bwt  lobe  de- 
livered at  the  place  wliere  it  is  to  be  so  lodged,  the  poatmaster  shull 
receive  one  cent  of  the  person  to  whom  it  shall  be  delivered* 

57.  Sect.  XXVIII.  All  causes  of  adlron  arisfng  nndcr  this  a6\, . 
may  be  sued,  and  all  offenders  against  this  a6l  may  be  prosecQted,  be- 
fore the  justices  of  the  peace,  magistr<ites,  and  other  judicial  courts  of 
the  several  states,  and  of  the  several  territories  of  the  united  states,  tlicy 
huving  competent  jurisdiction  by  tbe  laws  of  such  states  or  territories,  to 
the  trial  of  claims  and  demands  of^s  great  value^  and  of  prosecutioQS 
where  the  punishments  are  of  as  great  extent ;  and  such  justices,  mi-

,tcr-ii;eneral>  deputy  postmasters,  contruAors  for  carrying  the  mail  a: >d 
others  employed  under  the  aforesaid  ad\s,  shall  continue  to  hoUHhctr 
Several  oi^ces^  appoiiitmcnta    and  trusts,    until  they  are  otherwise  re- 
moved ;  any  liiuHy  herein  contaii>ed  that  might  be  construed  to  the  coi.- 
irary    uotwith'standing  ;  and  also  the    bonds  which    they,  or  either  oi 
them,  have  or  may  give  for  the  faithful  execution  of  their  severaldutit5 
and  oliicesy  shall  continue  to  have  the  same  force  and  efiecl,  to  all  in- 
terna and  purposes,  after  the  said  first  day  of  May  n.:;t,  as  thoogh  thi» 
act  had  not  been  made.

tricts, two  cents  ;  for  the  gauging  and  marking  every  cask,  to  be  marked 
in  durable  characters,  with  his  own  name,  and  thevCjuantity,  eight  cents  : 
For  computing  the  contents  of  and  marking  cases  containing  dis- 
tilled spirits  and  wines,  three  cents  per  case ;  for  actually  counting  the 
number  of  bottles  of  cider,  beer,  ale,  perry,  or  porter,  contained  in  any

T.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  December  next,  cTery 
ni^^stcr  or  commander  of  any  ship  or  vessel  bound  from  a  port  in  the 
iiniicd  states  to  any  foreign  port,  or  of  any  ship  or  vessel  of  the  bur- 
then of  fifly  tons  or  upwards,  bounrl  from  a  port  in  one  state,  to  a  port 
in  any  other  than  an  adjoining  state,  shall,  before  he  proceed  on  such 
>oya;^c,  make  an  aj^reement  in  writing  or  in  print,  with  evtry  seaman 
or  mill  iner  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel  (except  such  as  shall  be  ap- 
prentice or  servant  to  himself  or  owners)  declaring  the  voyage  or  voy- 
ages, term  or  terms  of  time,  for  which  such  seaman  or  mariner  shall  be 
sliipped.  And  if  any  master  or  commander  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall 
carry  cut  any  seamen  or  mariner  (except  apprentices  or  servants  ls 
aforesaid)  without  such  contra6l  or  agreement  being  first  made  and 
signed  by  the  seamen  and  mariners,  such  master  or  commander  shall 
pay  to  every  such  seaman  or  mariner  the  highest  price  or  wages  which 
shall  have  been  given  at  the  port  or  place  where  such  seamaii  or  mari- 
ner shall  have  been  sliipped,  for  a  similar  voyage,  within  three  months 
next  before  the  time  of  such  shipping  :  Provided  %\xc\i  seaman  or  ma- 
riner shall  perform  such  voyage  ;  or  if  not,then  for  such  lime  as  be  shul! 
continue  to  do  duty  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel  ;  and  shall  moreover 
forfeit  twenty  dollars  for  everv  such  seaman  or  mariner,  one  half  to 

d  •  ' 

the  use  of  the  person  prosecuting  for  the  same,  the  other  half  to  the 
use  of  the  united  states :  And  such  seaman  or  mariner,  not  having 
signed  such  contract,  shall  not  be  bound  by  the  regulations,  nor  subjvc^ 
to  the  penalties  and  forfeitures  contained  in  this  ucl. 

2.  Sfxt.  II.  At  the  foot  of  every  such  contrac\,  there  shall  be  a  me- 
morandum in  writing,  of  the  day  and  the  hour  on  which  such  sean^an 
or  mariner,  who  shaii  so  ship  antl  subscribe,  sh;dl  render  themselves  on 
boani,  to  begin  the  voyage  agreed  upon.  And  if  any  such  seaman  or 
mariner  shall  negleft  to  render  himself  on  boaixi  the  ship  or  vessel,  for 
which  he  has  shipped,  at  the  time  mentioned  in  such  memorandum,  and 
if  tiie  ulaster,  commander,  or  other  oincer  of  the  ship  or  Vt^ssel,  shall 
on  the  day  on  which  such  neglecl  happened>  make  an  entry  in  the  log- 
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book  of  such  sliip  or  vessel,  of  the  name  of  such  seaman  or  mariner, 
and  shall  in  like  manner  note  the  time  that  he  so  nej;le<5lcd  to  render 
himself  (after  the  t^me  appointed)  ;  every  such  seaman  or  mariner 
shall  forfeit  for  every  hour  which  he  shall  so  ne^lt'61  to  render  himself, 
one  day's  pay,  according  to  the  rate  of  wages  agreed  upon,  to  be  de- 
ducted out  of  his  wages.  And  if  any  such  seaman  or  mariner  shall  wholly 
neglcil  to  render  himself  on  board  of  such  ship  or. vessel,  or  having 
rendered  himself  onboard,  shall  afterwards  desert  and  escape,  so  that 
the  ship  or  vessel  proceed  to  sea  without  him,  every  such  scam  on  or 
mariner  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  master,  owner  or  consiy;nee  of  the 
said  ship  or  vessel,  a  sum  equal  to  that  which  shall  have  been  paid  to 
him  by  advance  at  the  time  of  signii^  the  contra6\,  over  and  besides 
the  sum  so  advanced,  both  which  sums  shall  be  recoverable  in  any 
court,  or  before  any  justice  or  justices  of  any  state,  city,  town  or  county 
within  thie  united  states,  which,  by  the  laws  thereof,  have  coenizancc 
of  debts  of  equal  value, -against  such  seaman  or  mariner,  or  his  burety 
or  sureties,  in  case  he  shall  have  given  surety  to  proceed  the  voyage. 

3.  Sect.  III.  If  the  mate  or  first  officer  under  the  master,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  the  crew  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  bound  on  a  voyage  to  any  fo- 
reign port,  shall  after  the  voyage  is  begun  (and  before  the  ship  or  ves- 
sel shall  have  left  the  land)  discover  that  the  said  ship  or  vessel  is  too 
leaky,  or  is  otherwise  unfit  in  her  crew,  body,  tackle,  apparel,  furni- 
ture, provisions  or  stores,  to  proceed  on  the  intended  voyage,  and  shall 
require  such  unfitness  to  be  inquired  into,  the  master  or  commander 
shall  upon  the  request  of  the  Faid  mate  (or  other  ofhcer)  and  snch  ma- 
jority, forthwith  proceed  to  or  stop  at  the  nearest  or  most  convenient 
port  or  place  where  such  inciuiry  can  be  made,  and  shall  there  apply  to 
the  judge  of  the  district  court,  if  he  shall  there  reside,  or  if  not,  to  some 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  city,  town  or  place,  taking  with  him  two  or 
more  of  the  said  crew  who  shall  have  made  such  request  ;  and  there- 
upon such  judge  or  justice  is  hereby  authorized  and  recjuired  to  issue 
his  precept  direc\ed  to  three  persons  in  the  neighborhood,  the  most 
skilful  in  maritime  affairs  that  can  be  procured,  requiring  them  to  re- 
pair on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  to  examine  the  same  in  respe€l 
to  the  defe<5is  and  insufficiencies  complained  of,  and  to  make  report  to 
him  the  said  jtidge  or  justice,  in  writing  under  their  bunds,  or  the 
hands  of  two  of  them,  whciiier  in  any,  or  in  what  respcdl  the  said  ship 
or  vessel  is  unfit  to  proceed  on  the  intended  voyage,  and  what  addition 
of  men,  provisions  or  stores,  or  what  repairs  or  alterations  in  tlie  body, 
tackle  or  apparel  will  be  necessary  j  and  upon  such  report  the  said 
judge  or  justice  shall  adjudge  and  determine,  and  shall  endorse  on  the 
Sdid  report  his  judgment,  whether  the  said  ship  or  vessel  is  fit  to  pro- 
ceed on  the  intended  voyage  ;  and  if  not,  whether  such  repairs  can  be 
made  or  deficiencies  supplied  where  the  ship  or  vessel  then  lays,  or 
whether  it  be  necessary  for  the  said  ship  or  vessel  to  return  to  the 
port  from  whence  she  first  sailed,  to  be  there  refitted  ;  and  the  master 
and  crew  shall  in  all  things  conform  to  the  said  judgment ;  and  t|^c 
master  or  commander  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  pay  all  the  costs  of 
such  view,  report  and  judgment,  to  be  taxed  arid  allowed  on  a  fair  copy 
thereof,  certified  by  tlie  said  judge  or  justice*  But  if  the  complaint  of 
tic  said  crew  shall  appear  upon  the  said  report  and  judgment}  to  have 
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been  without  foundation,  then  the  said  master,orthc  ownerorcofesignc* 
of  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  dedu6t  the  amount  thereof,  andof  reason^ 
able  damages  or  the  detention  (to  be  ascertained  b^  the  said  judge  or 
justice)  out  of  the  wages  growing  due  to  the  complaining  seamen  or 
xaariners.     And  if  after  such  judgment,  such  ship  or  vessel  is  fit  to 
proceed  on  her  intended  voyage,  or  after  procuring  such  men,  pro^i* 
aions,  stores,  repairs  or  alterations  as  may  be  diredled,  the  said  seamen 
or  mariners,  or  either  of  them,  shall  refuse  to  proceed  on  the  voyage, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  justice  of  the  peace  to  commit  by 
warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal,  every  such  seaman  or  mariner  (who 
Bhall  so  refuse)   to  the  common  gaol  of  the  county,  there  to  remain 
without  bail  or  mainprize,  until  he  shall  have  paid  double  the  sum  ad* 
vanced  to  him  at  the  time  of  subscribing  the  contra6l  for  the  voyage, 
together  with  such  reasonable  costs  as  shall  be  allowed  by  the  said  ju^ 
ticej  and  inserted  in  the  said  warrant,  and  the  surety  or  sureties  of  such 
seaman  or  mariner(in  case  he  or  they  shall  have  given  any)  shall  remain 
liable  for  such  payment ;  nor  shall  any  such  seaman  or  mariner  be  (lis* 
charged  upon  any  writ  of  habeas  corpus  or  otherwise,  until  such  sura 
be  paid  by  him  or  them,  or  his  or  their  surety  or  sureties,  for  want  of 
any  form  of  commitment,   or  other  previous  proceedings,     rrcxidedy 
That  sufficient  matter  shall  be  made  to  appear,  upon  the  return  of  such 
habeas  corpus,  and  an  examination  then  to  be  had,  to  detain  him  for 
the  causes  herein  before  assigned. 

4.  Sect.  IV*  If  any  person  shall  harbor  or  secrete  any  seaman  or 
mariner  belonging  to  any  ship  or  vessel,  knowing  them  to  belong  there* 
to,  every  such  person,  on  convi^ion  thereof  before  any  court  in  the 
city,  town  or  county  where  he,  she  or  they  may  reside,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  ten  dollars  for  every  day  which  he,  she  or  they  shal)  continue  so  to 
harbor  or  secrete  such  seaman  or  mariner,  one  half  to  the  use  of  the 
person  prosecuting  for  the  same,  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  united 
States  ;  and  no  sum  exceeding  one  dollar,  shall  be  recoverable  fromanr 
seaman  or  mariner  by  any  one  person,  for  any  debt  contracted  during 
the  time  such  seaman  or  mariner  shall  aclually  belong  to  any  ship  or 
vessel,  until  th«  voyage  for  which  such  seaman  or  mariner  engaged 
shall  be  ended* 

5.  Sect*  V.  If  any  seafnan  or  mariner,  who  shall  have  stibscribed 
ftuch  contra6l  as  is  herein  before  described,  shall  absent  himself  from 
on  board  the  ship  or  vessel  in  which  he  Shall  so  have  shipped,  withott 
leave  of  the  master  or  officer  commanding  on  board  \  ahd  the  mate,  ci 
other  officer  having  charge  of  the  log-book,  shall  make  an  entry  tbeii- 
In  of  the  name  of  such  seaman  or  mariner,  on  the  day  on  which  he  shull 
so  absent  himsclf^and  if  such  seaman  or  murintr  shull  returnto  his  duty 
within  forty-eight  honrs,suchseaman  or  mariner  shall  forfeit  three  da>!> 
pay  for  every  day  which  he  shall  so  absent  himself,  to  be  deducted  o.l 
of  his  wages  s  But  if  any  seaman  or  mariner  shall  absent  himecif  ici 
more  than  forty -eight  hours  at  one  time,  he  shall  forfeit  all  the  wages 
due  to  him,  antl  all  his  goods  and  chattels  which  were  on  board  the  salu 
ship  or  vessel,  or  in  any  store  where  they  may  have  been  lodged  at  the 
lime  of  bis  desertion,  to  the  use  of  the  owners  of  the  ship  or  vessel,  uA 
moreover  shall  be  Uable  to  pay  to  him  or  them  all.  damag;es  wkich  u< 
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tor  thty  inay  sustain  by  being  obliged  to  hire  other  seamen  or  mariner^ 
in  hii  or  their  place^  and  such  damages  shall  be  recovered  with  costS) 
in  any  court  or  before  any  justice  or  justices  having  jurisditlion  of  tha 
recovery  of  debts  to  the  value  often  dollars  or  upwards^ 

6.  SecT.  VI.  £very  seaman  or  mariner  shall  be  entitled  to  demand 
and  receive  from  tUe  master  or  commander  of  tiie  ship  or  vessel  to 
v/hich  they  belong,  one  third  part  of  the  wages  which  shall  be  due  to 
him  at  every  port  where  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  unlade  and  deliver 
her  cargo  before  the  voyage  be  ended,  unless  the  contrary  be  expressly 
stipulated  in  the  conti'a6l  :  And  as'soon  as  the  voyage  is  ended,   and 
the  cargo  or  ballast  be  fully  discharged  at  tlic  last  port  of  delivery,  eve- 
ry seaman  or  marintr  shall  be  entitled  to  the  wages  which  shall  be  then 
due  according  to  his.contraft  :  And  if  such   wages  sl.|/l  not  be  paid 
yiiihm  ten  duys  after  such  discharge>  or  if  any  dispute  shall  arise  be- 
tween the  master  and  seamen  or  mariners  touching  the  said  wages,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  judge  of  the  district  where  the  said  ship  or  vessel 
shall  be,  or  in  case  his  residence  be  more   than  three  miles  from  the 
place,  or  of  his  absence  from  the  place  of  his  residence,  then,  for  any 
judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  to  summon  the  master  of  such  ship  of 
vessel  tot appear  before  him,  to  shew  cause  why  proce*5s  should  not  issue 
against  such  ship  or  vessel,  her  tackle,  furniture  and  apparel,  according 
to  the  course  of  admiralty-courts,  to  answer  for  the  said  wages  :  And 
it  the  master  shall  neglect  to  appear,  or  appearing,  shall  not  shew  that 
the  wages  are  paid,  or  otherwise  satisfied  or  forfeited,  and  if  the  mattef 
in  dispute  shah  not  be  forthwith  settled,  in  such  case  the  judge  or  justice 
shall  certify  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  distridl,  that  there  is  suffi- 
cient cause  of  complaint  whereon  to  found  admiralty-process,  and  there- 
upon the  clerk  of  such  court  shall  issue  process  against  the  said  ship  of 
vessel,  and  the  suit  shall  be  proceeded  on  in  the  said  court, 'and  final 
judgment  be  given  according  to  the  course  of  admiralty-courts  in  such 
cases  used  ;  and  in  such  suit  all  the  seamen  or  mariners  (having  cause 
of  complaint  t)f  the  like  kind  against  the  same  ship  or  vessel)  shall  be 
joined  as  complainants  ;  and  it  shail  be  incumbent  on  the  master  or 
commander  to  produce  the  contrail  and  log-book,  if  required,  to  ascer- 
tain any  matters  in  dispute  ;  otherwise  the  complainants  snail  be  per- 
mitted to  state  the  contents  thereof,  and  the  proof  of  the  contrary  shall 
lie  on  the  master  or  commander  ;  but  nothing  herein  contuined  shall 
prevent  any  seaman  or  mariner  from  having  or  maintaining  any  atflion 
at  common  law  for  the  recovery  of  his  wages,  or  from  immediate  pro- 
cess out  of  any  court  having  admiralty  jurisdi6Uon,  wherever  any  ship 
or  vessel  may  be  found,  in  case  she  shall  have  left  the  port  of  delivery 
v.'here  her  voyage  ended,  before  payment  of  the  wages,  or  in  case  she 
shall  be  about  to  proceed  to  sea  before  the  end  of  tlie  ten  days  next  af- 
ter the  delivery  of  her  cargo  or  ballasts 

7-  Skct.  Vll.  If  any  seaman  or  mariner,  who  shall  have  sighed  a 
contract  to  perform  a  voyage,  shall  at  any  port  or  place,  desert,  or  shall 
absent  himself  from  such  ship  or  vessel,  without  leave  of  the  master^ 
or  oSlcer  commanding  in  the  absence  of  the  master,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  justice  of  peace  within  the  united  states  (upon  the  complaint 
•f  the  master)  to  issue  his  warrant  to  apprehend  such  deserteri  and 
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bring  him  before  such  justice  ;  and  if  it  shall  then  appear  by  due  prrwf 
that  he  has  signed  a  contra<ft  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  ad, 
and  that  the  voyage  agreed  for  is  not  finished,  altered,  or  the  contract 
otherwise  dissolved,  and  that  such  seaman  or  marinerhas  deserted  the 
ship  or  vessel,  or  absented  himself  without  leave,  the  said  justice  shall 
commit  him  to  the  house  of  correcflion  or  common  gaol  of  the  city, 
town  or  place,  there  to  remain  until  the  said  ship  or  vessel  shall  be 
ready  to  proceed  on  her  voyage,  or  till  the  master  shall  require  hi» 
discharge,  and  then  to  be  delivered  to  the  said  master,  he  paying  all  the 
cost  of  such  commitment,  and  deducting  the  sume  out  of  the  wages 
due  to  such  seaman  or  mariner. 

8.  Sect.  VIII.  Every  ship  or  vessel  belonging  to  a  citizen  or 
citizens  of  the  united  states,  of  the  burthen  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  tons  or  upwards,  navigated  by  ten  or  more  persons  in  thewhok, 
and  bound  on  a  voyage  without  the  limits  of  the  united  states,  shall  be 
provided  with  a  chest  of  medicines, put  up  by  some  apothecary  of  kuown 
reputation,  and  accompanied  by  directions  for  administering  the  same  ; 
and  the  said  medicines  shall  be  examined  by  the  same  or  some  other 
apothecary,  once  at  least  in  every  year,  and  supplied  with  fresh  medi- 
cines in  the  place  of  such  as  shall  have  been  used  or  spoiled  ;  and  in 
default  of  having  such  medicine-chest  so  pi^ovided,  and  kept  fit  for  use^ 
the  master  or  commander  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  provide  and  pay 
for  all  such  advice,  medicine,  or  attendance  of  physicians,  as  any  of 
the  crew  shall  stand  in  need  of  in  case  of  sickness  at  every  port  or  pb.ce 
where  the  ship  or  vessel  ma^  touch  or  trade  at  during  the  voyage,  with- 
out any  deduction  from  the  wages  of  such  sick  seaman  or  mariner.  - 

9.  Sect.  IX.  Every  ship  or  vessel,  belonging  as  aforesaid,  bound 
on  a  voyage  across  the  atlantic  ocean,  shall,  at  the  time  of  leaving  the 
last  port  from  whence  she  sails,  have  on  board,  well  secured  under 
deck,  at  least  sfxty  grJlons^of  water,  one  hundred  pounds  of  salted  ficsh 
meat,  and  one  hundred  pounds  of  wholesome  ship-bread,  for  every 
person  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  over  and  besides  such  other  pro- 
visions, stores  and  live-stock  as  shall  by  the  master  or  passengers  be 
put  on  board,  and  in  like  proportion  for  shorter  or  longer  voyages  \ 
and  in  case  the  crew  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  wiiich  shall  not  have  beea 
so  provided,  shall  be  put  upon  short  allowance  in  water,  flesh  or  bread, 
during  the  voyat;e,  the  muster  or  owner  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall 
pay  to  each  of  tiie  crew,  one  day's  wao  es  beyond  the  wages  agreed  on 
for  every  day  they  shall  be  so  put  to  short  allowance,  to  be  recovered  in 
the  same  manner  as  their  stipulated  wages.

Sect.  I.  II.  HI.  relate  to  the  appointment  of  agents  at  foreign  ports  ftjr 
the  protection  of  American  citizens^  and  have  expired^ 

10.  Sect.  IV.  The  collector  of  every  districl  shall  keep  a  book  or 
books,  in  which,  at  the  request  of  any  seaman,  being  a  citizen  of  the 
united  states  of  America,  and  producing  proof  of  his  citizenship,  au- 
thenticated in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed,  he  shall  enter  the  name 
•f  «tich  «eaman,  and  shall  deliver  to  him  a  certificate,  in  the  following 
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form,  that*is  to  say  :  <<  I,  A.  B«  colle£)or  of  the  district  of  D.  do  here- 
by certify,  That  £•  F*  an  American  seaman,  aged  years, 
or  thereabouts,  of  the  height  of  feet  inches.  [de« 
scribing  the  said  seaman  as  particularly  as  may  bej  has,  this  day,  pro- 
duced to  me  proof  in  the  manner  directed  in  the  a6l,  entitled,  ''An  a6t 
for  the  relief  and  protection  of  American  seamen  ;"  and,  pursuant  to 
the  said  a6l,  I  do  hereby  certify,  that  the  said  £•  F.  is  a  citizen  of  the 
united  states  of  America  :  In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my 
hand  and  seal  of  office,  this  day  of  •"  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  collectors  aforesaid,  to  file  and  preserve  the  proofs  of 
citizenship  produced,  as  aforesaid  :  And  for  each  certificate  delivered, 
as  aforesaid,  the  said  coUcdlors  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  from  the 
seaman  applying  for  the  same,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents. 

11.  Sect.  V.  And  in  order  that  full  and  speedy  information  may  be 
ohtained  of  the  seizure  or  detention,  by  any  foreign  power,  of  any  sea- 
own  employed  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel  of  the  united  states,  it  is 
(luctedj  That  it  shall,  and  hereby  is  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  the  mas- 
ter of  every  ship  or  vessel  of  the  united  states,  any  of  the  crew  whereof 
shall  have  been  impressed  or  detained  by  any  foreign  power,  at  the 
first  port  at  which  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  arrive,  if  such  impress- 
ment or  detention  happened  on  the  high  seas,  or  ^if  the  same  happened 
Tv'ithin  any  foreign  port,  then  in  the  port  in  which  the  same  happened, 
immediately  to  make  a  protest,  stating  the  manner  of  such  impressment 
or  detention,  by  whom  made,  together  with  the  name  and  place  of 
residence  of  the  person  impressed  or  detained  ;  distinguishing  also, 
whether  he  was  an  American  citizen  ;  and  if  not,  to  what  nation  he  be- 
longed. And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  master,  to  transmit  by  post» 
or  otherwise,  every  such  protest  made  in  a  foreign  country,  to  the  near-» 
est  consul  or  agent,  or  to  the  minister  of  the  united  states  resident  ia 
such  country,  if  any  such  there  be  ;  preserving  a  duplicate  of  such 
protest,  to  be  j)y  him  sent  immediately  after  his  arrival  within  the 
united  states,  to  the  secretary  of  state,  together  with  information  to 
whom  the  original  protest  was  transmitted :  And  in  case  such  protest 
s'.a.Il  be  made  within  the  united  states,  or  in  any  foreign  country,  ia 
which  no  consul,  agent  or  minister  of  the  united  states  resides,  the 
same  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  be  transmitted  by  sucl\ 
master,  by  post  or  otherwise,  to  the  secretary  of  state. 

13.  Skct.  VI.  A  copy  of  this  law  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  to  each  of  the  ministers  and  consuls  of  the  united  states, 
resident  in  foreign  countries,  and  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  to 
t!ie  several  collectors  of  the  districts  of  the  united  slates,  whose  duty 
it  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  known  the  pro* 
visions  of  this  law,  to  all  masters  of  s)iips  and  vessels  of  the  united 
states  entering,  or  clearing  at  their  several  offices.  And  the  master 
of  every  such  ship  or  vessel  shall,  before  he  is  admitted  to  an  entry,  by 
any  such  collcc\or,  be  required  to  vleclare  on  oath,  whether  any  of  the 
crevv  of  the  sliij)  or  vessel  under  his  command  have  been  impressed  or 
cu:tctincd,  in  the  course  of  his  voyage,  and  how  far  he  has  complied 
v.itli  the  directions  of  this  a6l:  And  every  such  master,  as  shall  wiliuU 
ly  ucj^lecl  or  reluse  to  make  the   declarations  herein  required,  or  to 
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perform  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  aClt  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sqib 
pf  one  hundred  dollars.

The  colledlor  of  every  port  of  entry  in  the  united 
states  shall  send  a  list  of  the  seamen  rc{^istercd  under  this  a€t,  once 
every  three  months,  to  the  secretaiy  of  state,  together  with  an  accouDt 
of  such  impressments  or  detentionsi  as  shall  appear^  by  the  protests  of 
the  masters,  to  have  taken  place.

r.iry  relief  and  support,  the  same,  together  with  such  private  dona-» 
tluns  as  ntay  be  made  for  that  purpose  (which  the  president  is  hereby 
authorized  to  receive)  shall  be  invested  in  tiie  stock  of  the  tmited 
states,  under  the  dire6lion  of  the  president ;  and  when,  in  his  opini- 
on, a  sufficient  fund  shall  be  accumulated,  he  is  hereby  authorized  to

(producing  a  copy  of  the  sentence  of  coudemnationi  authentxcated  ia 
the  usual  ibrmb)  or  that  she  has  been  adjudged  to  be  forfeited  for  a 
breach  of  the  laws  of  the  united  states  (producing  a  fike  copy  of  the 
sentence  whereby  she  shall  have  been  so  adjudged)  .and  declaring  his 
or  her  name  and  place  of  abode,  and  if  he  or  she  be  the  sole  owner  of 
the  said  ship  or  vessel,  that  such  is  the  case ;  or  if  tliere  be  another 
owner  or  other  owners,  that  there  is  or  are  such  other  owneror  owners, 
specifying  his,  her,or  their  name  or  names,  and  place  or  places  of  abode, 
and  that  he,  she,  or  they,  as  the  case  may  be,  so  swearing  or  aiiirming, 
is  or  are  "citizens  of  tlie  united  states;  and  where  an  owner  re- 
sides in  a  foreign  country,  in  the  capacity  of  a  consul  of  the  united 
states,  or  as  an  agent  foi*,  and  a  partner  in,  a  house  or  co-partnership, 
consisting  of  citizens  of  the  united  states,  and  adlually  carrying  on 
trade  witnin  tlie  united  states,  that  such  ii  the  case,  and  that  there  is 
no  subject  or  citizen  of  any  foreign  prince  or  state,  directly  or  indirect- 
ly, by  way  of  trust,  coiiiidence,  or  otherwise,  interested  in  such  ship  or 
vessel,  or  in  the  profits,  or  issues  thereof;  and  that  the  master,  orcoii:- 
mander  thereof  is  a  citizen,  naming  the  said  master,  or  commander, 
and  stating  the  means  wherel^y,  or  manner  in  which,  he  is  so  a  citizen.

Taried,  according  to  the  truth  of  the  case,  as  often  as  it  sliall  be  requi* 
site  to  grant  a  new  register,  for  such  ship  or  vessel. 

Skct^V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  owner,  resident  within  the 
united  states,  of  any  ship  or  vesarel,  to  which  a  certificate  ofregisti^* 
may  be  granted,  (in  case  there  be  more  than  otie  such  owner)  to  trans-' 
ml  to  the  colledVor,  who  may  liave  granted  the  same,  a  like  oath  or 
af&rmation  with  tha^  herein  before  dire6led  to  be  taken  and  subscribed 
by  the  owner,  on  whose  application,  such  certificate  shall  have  been 
granted,  and  within  ninety  days  after  the  same  may  have  been  so  grant- 
ed ;  which  oath  or  afErniation  may,  at  the  option  of  the  party,  be  taken 
and  subscribed,  either  before  the  said  coUeclor,  or  before  the  colle6lor 
of  some  other  district,  or  a  judge  of  the  supreme,  or  a  distri6\  court  of 
the  united  states,  or  of  a  superior  court  of  original  jurisdi^lion  of  some 
one  of  the  slates*  And  if  such  oath  or  alFirmation  shall  not  be  taken, 
subscribed  and  transmitted,  as  is  herein  recjuired,  the  certificate  of  re- 
gistry, granted  to  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  forfeit  and  void. 

5,  Sect.  VI.  Before  any  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  registered,  she  shall 
be  measured  by  a  surveyor,  if  there  be  one,  or  by  the  person  he  shall 
appoint,  at  the  port  or  place  where  the  said  ship  or  vessel  may  be, 
aii :  it  there  be  none,  by  such  person  as  the  colleclor  of  the  district, 
wiijiin  which  she  may  be,  shall  appoint,  according  to  the  rule  prescrib- 
ed by  the  forty -third  se6lion  of  the  a6t,  entkled,  "  An  a£lto  provide, 
more  effctlually  for  the  collection  of  the  duties  imposed  by  law  on 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  imported  into  the  united  states,  and  on 
tne  toaaage  of  ships  or  vessels*"  And  the  olTicer,  or  person,  by  whom 
such  admeasurement  shall  be  made,  shall,  ibr  the  information  of,  and 
is  a  voucher  to  the  officer  by  whom  the  registry  is  to  be  mafle,  grant  a 
certincate,  specifying  the  built  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  her  number  of 
decks  and  masts,  her  length,  breadth,  depth-  the  number  of  tons  she 
measures,  and  such  other  particulars  as  are  usually  descriptive  of 
the  identity  of  a  ship  or  vessel ;  and  that  her  name,  and  the  place  to 
v»'ijich  she  belongs,  are  painted  on  her  stern,  i^n  manner  required  by 
the  third  seclion  of  this  act,  which  certificate  shall  be  countersigned 
by  an  owner,  or  by  the  master  of  sucii  ship  or  vessel,  or  by  some  other 
person  whoshall  attend  her  afImeasuvment,on  behalf  of  her  owneror  own- 
ers, in  testimony  ofthetnith  of  the  particulars  therein  contained;  without 
which,  the  said  certificate  sl^ll  not  be  valid.  But  in  all  cases,  where  a 
i^hip  or  vessel  has  before  been  registered,  as  a  ship  or  vessel  of  tj»e 
nnlted  states,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  measure  lier  anew,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  another  register  ;  except  suclv  ship  or  vessel  shall 
l^ave  undergone  some  alteration,  as  to  her  burthen,  subsequent  to  tho> 
time  of  her  former  registry. 

6.  Srct.  VII.  Previous  to  the  rcj^ifitry  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  the 
huv!)ind  or  a^iin^  and  managing  owner,  together  with  the  master 
tiicrco(Vandone  or  move  sureties,  to  tl>e  satis4i6lion  of  Uie  colletlor  of 
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the  disttk^,  whose  duly  it  is  to  make  such  re j^istry,  shall  become  bound 
to  the  united  states,  if  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  of  burthen  not  ex- 
ceeding^ fifty  tons,  in  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  ;  if  of  burthen 
•above  fifty  tons,  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred,  in  the  sum  of  eight 
hundred  dollars ;  if  of  burthen  above  one  hundred  tons,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred,  in  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  if  of 
burthen  above  two  hundred  tons,and  not  exceeding^  three  hundred,  in  the 
sum  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars  ;  and  if  of  burthen  exceeding  three 
hundred  tons,  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars ;  with  condition,  ia 
each  case,  that  the  certificate  of  such  registry,  shall  be  solely  'used  for 
the  ship,  or  vessel,  for  which  it  is  granted,  and  shall  not  be  sold,  lent, 
or  otherwise  disposed  of,  to  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever;  and 
that,  in  case  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  lost,  or  taken  by  an  enemy, 
burnt,  or  broken  up,  or  shall  be  otherwise  prevented  from  rctuminjj 
to  the  port  to  which  she  may  belong,  the  said  certificate,  if  preserved, 
shall  be  delivered  up,  within  eight  days  after  the  arrival  of  the  master, 
or  person,  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  with- 
in any  districl  of  the  united  states,  to  the  colleflor  of  such  district; 
and  that  if  any  foreigner,  or  any  person  or  persons,  for  the  use  and  bene- 
fit of  such  foreigner,  shall  purchase,  or  otherwise  become  entitled  to 
the  whole,  or  any  part  or  share  of,  or  interest  in,  such  ship  or  vessel, 
the  same  being  within  a  districl  of  the  united  states,  the  said  certifi- 
rate  shall,  in  such  case,  within  seven  days  after  such  purchase,  change, 
or  transfer  of  property,  be  delivered  up  to  the  collector  of  the  said  dis- 
tricl ;  and  that  if  any  such  purchase,  change,  or  transfer  of  property, 
shall  happen,  when  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  at  any  foreign  port  or 
place,  or  at  sea,  then  the  said  master,  or  person  having  the  charge  or 
command  thereof,  shall,  within  eight  days  after  his  arrival  within  auy 
districl  of  the  united  states,  deliver  up  the  said  certificate  to  th^  collec- 
tor of  such  district. 

7.  And  every  such  certificate,  so  delivered  up,  shall  be  forth- 
with transipitted  to  the  register  of  the  treasury,  to  be  cancelled, 
who,  if  the  same  shall  have  been  delivered  up  to  a  colle6tor,  other  than 
of  the  distritlin  which  it  was  granted,  shall  cause  notice  of  such  de- 
livery to  be  given  to  the  coUetlor  of  the  said  distri6l« 

8.  Sect.  VIII.  In  order  to  the  registry  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  which, 
after  the  last  day  of  March  next,  shall  be  built  within  the  united  states, 
it  shall  be  necessaiy  to  produce  a  certificate,  under  the  hand  of  the 
principal  or  master  carpenter,  by  whom,  or  under  whose  dire6li<»n,  the 
said  ship  or  vessel  shall  have  been  built,  testifying,  that  she  was  built 
by  him,  or  under  his  dire6lion,  and  specifying  the  place  whci^e,  the 
lime  when,  and  the  person  or  persons  for  whom,  and  describing  her 
built,  number  of  decks  and  masts,  length,  breadth,  depth,  tonnage,  and 
such  other  circimistances,  as  are  usually  descriptive  of  the  ideutity  of 
a  ship  or  vessel  ;  which  certificate  shall  be  sufticient  to  authorize  tlic 
removal  of  anew  vessel,  from  the  districl  where  she  may  be  built,  to 
another  districl  in  the  same,  or  an  adjoining  state,  where  the  owner  or 
owners  aclually  reside,  provided  it  bo  with  ballast  only. 

9.  Sect.  IX.  The*  several  matters  herein  before  required,  having 
keen  complied  with,  in  order  to  the  registering  of  any  ship  or  ve2>:>cl, 


Uie  colkaop  of  the  distria  comprehending  the  port  to  which  she  sh&U 
belong,  shall  make,  and  keep,  in  some  proper  book,  a  record  or  rcgistr/ 
thereof;  and  shall  grant  an  abstra6\  or  certificate  of  such  record  or  rc« 
gistry,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  form  following  j 

"  In  pursuance  of  an  a^  of  the  congress  of  the  united  states  of  AttiC* 
rica,  entitled  <«  An  a(51  concerning  the  registering  and  recording  of  ships 
or  vessels,'*  [inserting  here  the  name,  occ»ipation,  and  place  of  abode^ 
of  the  person  by  whom  the  oath  or  affirmation  aforesaid,  shall   have 
bten  made]   having  taken  or  subscribed  the  oath  (or  affirmation)  re* 
quired  by  the  said  aa,  and  having  sworn  (or  affirmed)  tl\at  he  (orshe^ 
and  if  more  than  one  owner,  adding  the  words,  "  together  with,'*  and 
the  name  or  names,  occupation  or  occupations,  place  or  places , of  abtid^l

have  been  countersigned,  as  aforesaid]  havingagreed  to  the  description 
and  admeasurement,  above   specified,  and  sufficient  security  having^ 
heen  given,  according  to  the  said  aa,  the  said  ship  or  vessel  had  been 
duly  registered  at  the  port  of  [naming  the  port  where  registered.^ 
(iivcn  under  my  hand  and  seal,  at  [naming  the  said  port]  this  [insert-> 
in^'  the  particular  day]  day  of  [naming  the  month]  in  the  year  [speci* 
<;  ing  the  number  of  the  year,  in  words  at  length  :"]  Provided^  That  if 
^■At  master,  or  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  oi* 
vessel,  shall,  himself,  have  made  oath  or  affirmation  touching  his  being" 
a  citizen,  the  wording  of  the  said  certificate  shall  be  varied  so  as  to  bo 
ronformable  to  the  truth  of  the  case  :  And  providvd,  That  where  a  new 
rcrtilicate  of  registry  is  granted,  in  conseiquence  of  any  transfer  of  sfr 
ship  or  vessel,  the  words  shaU  be  so  varied,  as  to  refer  XQ  the  format 
certificate  of  registry,  for  her  admeasurement. 

10.  Sect#  X.  It  shallbe  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  ttcaSu*7,ta 
ruMse  to  be  prepared,  and  transmitted,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  collec-< 
tors  of  the  several  distrias,  asnfiicient  number  of  forms  of  the  said  cer« 
inmates  of  registry,  attested  under  the  seal  of  the  treasury,  and  the  hand 
if  the  register  thereof,  with  proper  blanksjtobe  filled  by  the  said  collec*  "* 
ors, respectively,  by  whom,  also  the  said  certificates  shall  be  signed  and 
iudlcd,    before   they   shaU  be    issued »    and  where  there    ii  a  Haval 
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•f&ccr  at  any  port,  they  shall  be  countersigned  by  him  ;  and  where 
there  is  a  surveyor  but  no  naval  officer,  they  shall  be  countersigned  by 
Wm  ;  and  a  copy  of  each  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  said  register,  who 
shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  same. 

-  11.  Sect.  XI.  Where  any  citizen  or  citizens  of  the  united  stat« 
shall  purchase,  or  become  owner  or  owners  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  emi- 
tltd  to  be  registered,  by  virtue  of  this  a<J^,  such  ship  or  vessel,  being 
within  any  distn6\,  other  than  the  one  in  which  he  or  they  usually  re- 
side, such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  entitled  to  be  registered  by  the  col- 
lector of  the  distri6t,  where  such  ship  or  vessel  may  be,  at  the  time  of 
hisor  iheir  becoming  owner  or  owners  thereof,  upon  his  or  their  com- 
plying with  the  provisions  herein  before  prescribed,  in  order  to  the  re- 
gistry of  ships  or  vessels  :  And  the  oath  or  affirmation  which  is  re- 
quired to  be  taken,  may,  at  the  option  of  such  owner  or  owners,  be 
taken,  either  before  the  colle6lor  of  the  district,  comprehending  the 
port  to  which  such  ship  or  vessel  may  belong,  or  before  the  collector 
of  the  diBtric\,<within  which,  such  ship  or  vessel  may  be,  either  cf 
whom,  is  hereby  empowered  to  administer  the  same  :  Providtd  nevfr. 
tJiekssj  That  whenever  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  arrive  within  the  dis- 
tric^,  cwnprehending  the  port  to  which  such  shijjf  or  vessel  shall  be- 
long, the  certificate  of  registry,  which  shall  have  been  obtained,  as 
aforesaid,  shallt>e  delivered  uptothecolle6ior  of  such  district,  who,  up- 
on the  requisites  of  this  acl,  in  order  to  the  registry  of  ships  or  ves- 
sels, being  complied  with,  shall  grant  a  new  one,  in  lieu  of  the  first; 
and  the  cerliticate,  so  delivered  up,  shall  forthwith  be  returned  by  the 
collector  wlio  shall  receive  the  same,  to  the  colle£lor  who  shall  ba\c 
granted  it  :  And  if  the  said  first  mentioned  certificate  of  registry,  shdl 
not  be  delivered  up,  as  above  dircded,  the  owner  or  owners,  and  tU 
master  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  at  the  time  of  her  said  arrival  within  (be 
district  comprehending  the  port  to  which  such  ship  or  vessel  mayU- 
long,  shall,  severally,  forfeit  the  sum  of  one-  hundred  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered, with  costs  of  suit ;  and  the  said  certificate  of  registry,  shall  be 
thenceforth  void.  And  in  case  any  of  the  mattersof  fact,  in  thcstid 
oath  or  affirmation  alleged,  which 'shall  be  within  the  knowledge  cfilie 
parly  so  swearing  or  affirming,  shall  not  be  true,  there  shall  be  a  fr  > 
iefture  of  the  ship  or  vesp>el,  together  with  her  tackle,  furniture  ani 
apparel,  in  respect  to  which,  the  same  shall  have  been  made,  or  of  the 
value  thereof,  to  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,of  the  person  by  v!'oni 
such  oath  or  aftirmation  shall  have  been  made  :  Provided  ahvajs^ 'lYi^ 
if  the  master,  or  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship 
or  vessel,  shall  be  within  the  dislricl  aforesaid,  when  application  shell 
be  niucle  for  registering  the  same,  he  shall,  himself,  make  oath  or  af-

12.  Sect.  XII.  When  any  ship  or  vessel,  entitled  to  he  registered, 
pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  bepuixhased  by  an  agent  or  attorney  for,  or 
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jon  account  of  a  citizen  or  citiaens  of  the  united  states,  such  ship  or 
vessel,  beiny^  in  a  districl  of  the  united  states,  more   than  fifty  miles 
I  distant,  taking  the  nearest  usual  route  by  land,  from  the  one  compre- 
hending the  port  to  which,  by  virtue  of  such  purchase,  and  by   force  of 
this  ac^,  such  ship  or  vessel  ought  to  be  deemed  to  belong,  it  shall  be 
jawful  for  the  collector  of  the  district,  where  such  ship  or  vessel  maybe,* 
and  he  is  hereby  required,  upon  the  application  of  such  agent  or  attorney, 
to  proceed  to  the  registering  of  the  said  ship  or  vessel,  the  said  agent 
or  attorney,  first  complying,  on  behalf,  and  in  the  stead'of,  the  owner 
or  owners  thereof,  with  the  requisites  prescribed  by  this  a6l,  in  order 
to  the  registry  of  ships  or  vessels,  except,  that  in  the  oath  or  affirmation^ 
which  shall  be  taken  by  the  said  agent  or  attorney,  instead  of  swearing 
or  affirming  that  he  is  owner,  or  an  owner  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  he  shall 
swear  or  affirm,^  that  he  is  agent  or  attorney  for  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof,'  and  that  he  hath  bona  fide  purchased  the  said  ship  or  vessel, 
for  the    person  or  persons,  whom  he  shall  name  and  describe  as  the 
owner  or   owners  thereof  :  Provided  neverthelessy  That  whenever  such 
ship  or   vessel  shall  arrive  within  the  districl  comprehending  the  port 
to  Vfhich  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  belong,  the  certificate  of  registryi 
which  shall  have  been  obtained,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  delivered  up  to 
the  collector  of  such  district,  who,  upon   the  requisites  of  this  aCl,  in 
order  to   the  registry  of  ships  or  vessels,  being   complied  with,  shall 
grant  a  new  one,  in  lieu  of  the  first ;  and  the  certificate,  so  delivered 
up,  shall  forthwith  be  returned  by  the  collector,  who  shall  transmit  the 
same  to  the  cclledor  who  shall  have  granted  it.     And  if  the  said  first

hinisrlf,    make  oath  or  affirmation,  instead  of  the  said  agent  or  attor- 
ney, touching  his  being  a  citizen,  and  the  means  whereby,  or  manner 
in  which,  he  is  so  a  citizen ;  in  which  case,  if  what  the  said  mastery  or 
person  having  the  said  charge  or  command,  shall  so  swear  or  affirm^ 
shall  not  be  true,  the  forfeiture  aforesaid  shall  not  be  incurred,  but  he 
&hall,  himself,  forfeit  and  pay,  by  reason  tliereof,  the  sum  of  one  thou-» 
band  dollars* 

13.  Sect.  XIIL  If  the  certificate  of  the  registry  of  any  ship  or 
vessel  shall  be  lost  or  destroyed,  or  mislaid,  the  master,  or  other  persoQL 
kavin^  the  charge  or  command  thereof^  may  make  oath  or  affirmation^. 
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before  the  qolleS^or  of  the  distriA  where  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  finC 
be,  after  such  loss,  destru6lion,  or  mislaying,  who  is  hereby  authorized 
to  administer  the  same,  which  oath  or  a6irmation  shall  be  of  the  form 
following  I  "  I  (inserting  here  the  name  of  the  person  swearing  or 
iJBrming}  being  master  (or  having  the  charge  or  command)  of  the  ship 
or  vessel,  called  the  (inserting  the  name  of  the  vessel)  do  swear  (or 
Ciftirm)  that  the  said  ship,  or  vessel  hath  been,  as  I  verily  believe,  re- 
gistered,  according  to  law,  by  the  name  of  (inserting  again  the  name 
of  the  vessel)  and  that  a  certificate  thereof  was  granted  by  the  collec- 
tor of  the  distri6l  of  (naming  the  distri6l,  where  registered)  which  ctr. 
tificate  has  been  lost  (or  destroyed,  or  unintemtionally  and  by  mere 
accident  mislaid,  as  the  case  may  be)  and  (except,  where  the  certifi- 
cate is  alleged  to  have  been  destroyed)  that  the  same,  if  found  again, 
and  within  my  power,  shall  be  delivered  up  to  the  colkdlor  of  the  (lis* 
tri^,  in  which  it  was  granted  ;"  which  oath,  or  affirmation  shall  be 
subscribed  by  the  party  making  the  same,  and  upon  such  oath  or 
affirmation  being  made,  and  the  other  requisites  of  this  a6l,  in  ord<:r 
to  the  registry  of  ships,  or  vessels,  being  complied  with,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  colle6\or  of  the  distri6l,  before  whom  such  oath  or  athr- 
jnation  is  made,  to  grant  a  new  register,  inserting  therein,  thdt  the 
^ame  is  issued,  in  the  room  of  the  one  lost  or  destroyed.  But  in  -AX 
cases,  where  a  register  shall  be  granted)  in  lieu  of  the  one  lost  or  de- 
stroyed, by  any  other  than  the  colle6lor  of  the  districl,  to  which  the 
ship,  0^  vessel  adlually  belongs,  such  register  shall,  witl/m  ten  iluvs, 
after  her  first  arrival  within  the  distri6l  to  which  she  belongs,  be  oe- 
livered  up  to  the  colle6ior  of  the  said  districl,  who  shall,  thereupon, 
grant  a  new  register,  in  lieu  thereof.  And  in  case  the  ^naster,  or  com- 
mander shall  negle6\  to  deliver  up  such  register,  within  tlie  time  afore- 
said, he  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars  \  and  the  former  register  bhall 
become  null  and  vqidf 

14,  Sect.  XIV.  When  any  ship  or  vessel,  which  shall  have  been 
registered,  pursuant  to  this  ad,  or  the  act  hereby,  in  part,  repealtd, 
shall,  in  whole,  or  in  part,  be  sold,  or  transferred  to  a  citizen  or  citi- 
zens of  the  united  states,  or  shall  be  altered  in  form,  or  burthen,  by 
being  lengthened,  or  built  upon,  or  from  one  denomination  to  anothir, 
by  the  mode  or  method  of  rigging  or  fitting,  in  every  such  case  the 
said  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  registered  anew,  by  her  former  name,  ?c. 
cording  to  the  dire6Uons  herein  before  contained,  (otherwise  she  siuill 
cease  to  be  deemed  a  ship  or  vessel  of  th^  united  states)  and  her  for- 
mer certificate  of  registrv  shajl  be  delivered  up  to  the  colletlor  to 
whom  application  for  such  new  registry  shall  be  made,  at  the  time, 
that  the  same  shall  be  made,to  be  by  hipi  transmitted  to  the  register  of 
the  treasury,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  cancelled.  And  in  every 
such  case  pf  sale  or  transfer,  there  shall  be  some  instrument  of  %m- 
ting,  in  the  nature  of  a  bill  of  sale,  which  shall  recite,  at  length,  the 
said  certificate,  otherwise  the  said  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  incapable  of 
being  so  registered  anew,  And  in  every  case,  in  which  a  ship  or  ve*» 
sel  is  herel^y  required  to  be  registered  anew,  if  she  shall  not  be  so  i*t- 
gistered  anew,  she  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  of  the  privileges  or  be* 
Sefits  of  a  ship  or  vessel  of  the  united  states.  And  further,  if  her  said 
former  c^rtifieate  of  registrj-  shajl  not  be  dsjjivered  up  s^  afg^cbwd,  %ik^ 
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rept  where  the  same  may  have  been  destroTed,  lost,  or  unintentionallj 
mislaid,  and  an  oath  or  afiirmation  thereof  shall  have  been  made,  a« 
aforesaid,  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit* 

15,  Sect.  XV.  When  the  master,  or  person  having;  the  charge  or 
command  of  a  ^hip  or  vessel,  registered  pursuant  to  this  a^,  or  the  acl 
hcM-eby  in  part  repealed,  shall  be  changed,  the  owner,  or  one  of  the 
owners,  or  the  ni:\/  master  of  such  {>hip  or  vessel,  shall  report  such 
chan^jc  to  the  collector  of  th;j  district  where  the  same  shall  happen,  ol* 
where  the  said  ship  or  vessel  shall  first  be,  after  the  same  shall  have 
happened,  and  shall  produce  to  him  the  certificate  of  registry  of  such 
ship  or  vessel,  and  shall  make  oath  or  afRrmation,  shewing  that  such

before  directed,  such  ship  or  vessel,  together  with  her  tackle,  apparel 
and  furniturv:,  shall  be  forfeited  ;  Provided^  That  if  such  ship  or  vessel 
shall  be  owned  in  part  only,  and  it  shall  be  made  appear  to  the  jury, 
before  whom  the  ti  iul  for  such  forfeiture  shdU  be  had,thatany  other  owner 
of  such  ship  or  vessel,  being  a  citizen  of  the  united  states,  was  wholly 
ignorant  of  the  sale  or  transfer  to,  or  ownership  of,  such  foreign  sub. 
jeclor  citizen,  the  share  or  interest  of  such  citizen  of  the  united  stales 
sIk  II  not  be  subject  to  such  forfeiture  \  and  the  residue  only  shall  be 
60  forfeited* 

16.  Sect.  XVII*  Upon  the  entry  of  every  ship  or  vessel  of  the

And  if 
tlie  owner,  or  any  part-owner,  shall  not  reside  at  the  port  or  place,  st 
which  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  enter,  then  the  master  or  commandtr 
shall  make  oath  or  alRrmation,  to  the  like  effecl.

24.  Sect#  XX V\  The  fees  and  allowances',  for  the  several  services 
to  be  performed,  pursuant  to  this  a6l,  and  the  distribution  of  the  same, 
shall  be  as  follows^  to  wit:  For  the  admeasurement  of  every  ship,  or 
vessel  of  one  hundred  tons,  and  under,  one  cent  per  ton  ;  for  the  ad- 
measurement of  every  ship  or  vessel,  above  one  hundred,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  tons,  one  hundred  and  fifty  cents ;  for  the  ad-

The  whole  amount  of  which  fees  shallbe  received, 
and' accounted  for,  by  the  coUedor,  or,  at  his  option,  by  the  naval  offi- 
cer, where  there  is  one  ;  and  where  there  is  a  colled\or,  naval  officer, 
and  surveyor,  shall  be  equally  divided,  monthly,  between  the  said  ofi- 
cers;  and  where  there  is  no  naval  officer,  two  thirds  to  the  coUeclor,  and

false  description  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  to  be  registered  or  recorded, 
ill  all,  upon  convic\ion  of  any  such  negle6\,  or  offence,  forfeit  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  be  rendered  incapable  of  serving  in  any 
office  of  trust  or  profit,  under  the  united  states ;  and  if  any  person  or 
persons,  authorized  and  required  by  this  a6\,  in  respeft  to  his  or  their 
otTice  or  ofHces,  to  perform  any  a£lor  thing,  required  to  be  done  or  per- 
formed, pursuant  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  a61,  shall  wilfully 
iics;lec\  to  do  or  perform  the  same,  according  to  the  true  intent  andT

any  person  or  persons  shall  forge,  counterfeit,  erase,  alter,  or  falsify  any 
ccriificate,  register,record,  or  other  document,  mentioned,  described  or 
autJiorizcd,  ia  and  by  this  ac\,  such  person,  orpersons,  shall  for  every 
such  ofTcuce,  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

28.  Sect.  XXIX.  All  the  penalties  and  forfeitures,  which  may  be 
incurred,  for  offences  against  this  acl,  shall  and  may  be  sued  for,  pro- 
s-cutcd  and  recovered /in  8uchcourts,and  be  disposed  of,  in  such  manner^ 
as  any  penalties  and  forfeitures,  which  may  be  incurred,  for  offences

pc-ed  of:  Provided  always^  '1  hat  if  any  officer  entitled  to  a  part,  or 
sliare  of  any  such  penalty,  or  forfeiture,  shall  be  necessary,  as  a  wit- 
Titsh,  on  the  trial  for  such  penalty  or  forfeiture,  such  officer  may  be  a 
wiiiiess  upon  the  said  trial  ;  but  in  such  case,  he  shall  not  receive,  nor 
be  ejititled  to  any  part  or  share  of  the  said  penalty  or  forfeiture  ;  and 
lic  part  or  share,  to  wtiich  he  would  otherwise  have  been  entitled} 
^\ix\\  accrue  to  the  united  states.

no  others,  shall  be  deemed  ships  or  vessels  of  the  united  states,  entitled 
to  the  privileges  of  ships  or  vessels  employed  in  the  coasting  trade  or 
fisheries. 

31.  Sect.  II.  From  and  after  the  last  day  of  May  ftext,  in  order  for 
the  enrolment  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  she  shall  possess  the  same  quali- 
fications, and  the  same  requisites,  in  all  respe6l8,  shall  be  complied 
with,  as  are  made  necessary  for  registering  ships  or  vessels,  by  the  aCt, 
entitled^  "An  a6l  concerning  the  registering  and  recording  of  ships  or 
vessels,"*  and  the  same  duties  and  authorities  are  hereby  given  and 
imposed  on  all  officers,  respeclively,  in  relation  to  such  enrolments, 
and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had,  in  similar  cases,  touching  suck 
enrolments  ;  and  the  ships  or  vessels  so  enrolled,  with  the  master,  or 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  shall  be  sub]e6l  to  the  same  requisites,  as 
are  in  those  respecis  provided  for  vessels  registered  by  virtue  of  the 
aforesaid  a6l  ;  the  record  of  which  enrolment  shall  be  made,  and  an 
abstract  or  copy  thereof  granted,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  form  fol- 
lowing :  "  Enrolment  in  conformity  to  an  a6\  of  the  congress  of  the 
united  states  of  America,  entitled,  "  An  aclfor  enrolling  and  licensir*:; 
ships  or  vessels,  to  be  employed  in  the  coabtlng  trade  and  ^sheric^* 
and  for  regulating  the  same"  ^inserting  here  the  name  of  the  person 
with  his  occupation  and  place  of  abode,  by  whom  the  oath  or  affirma- 
tion is  to  be  made}  having  taken  and  subscribed  the  oath  (or  aihrma- 
tion)  required  by  this  a^,  and  havinj^:  sworn  (or  afifirmed)  that  he  (of 
she,  and  if  more  than  one  owner,  addingthe  words  "together  with,"  aiAJ 
the  name  or  names,  occupation  or  occupations,  place  or  places  of  abodc^ 
of  the  owner  or  owners)  is,  (or  are)  a  citizen  (or  citizens)  of  the  uni- 
ted states,  and  sole  owner  (or  owners)  of  the  ship  or  vessel,  calki 
the  [inserting  here  her  name]  of  [inserting  here  the  name  of  the 
port  to  which  she  may  belong]  ''whereof  [inserting  here  the  name 
of  the  master]  is  at  present  master,  and  is  a  citizen  of  the  united 
states,  and  that  the  said  ship  or  vessel  was  [inserting  here,  when 
and  where  built]  and  [inserting  here,  the  name  and  office,  if  any,of  tJ.e 
person  by  whom  she  shall  have  been  surveyed  or  admeasured]  ha^iii^

Given  under  my  hand  and  seal,  at  [naming  the  said  port]  this  [insert- 
ing the  particular  day]  day  of  [naming  the  month]  in  the  year  [speci- 
fying the  number  of  the  year,  in  words  at  length]." 

32.  Sect.  III.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  co]le6lors  of  the 
several  distri6ls,  to  enrol  and  license  any  ship  or  vessel,  that  may  be 
registered,  upon  such  registry  being  given  up,  or  to  register  any  ship 
or  vessel,  that  may  be  enrolled,  upon  such  enrolment  and  license  being 
given  up*  And  when  any  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  in  any  other  district, 
than  the  one,  to  which  she  belongs,  the  coIle<fior  of  such  distridt,  on 
the  application  of  the  master  or  commander  thereof,  and  upon  his  tak- 
ing an  oath  or  affirmation^  that,  according  to  his  best  knowledge  and 
belief,  the  property  remains,  as  expressed  in  the  register  or  enrol- 
ment proposed  to  be  given  up,  and  upon  his  giving  the  bonds  requir- 
ed for  granting  registers,  shsdl  make  the  exchanges  aforesaid  ;  but  in 
every  such  case,  the  colle6lor,  to  whom  the  register,  or  enrolment  and 
license  may  be  given  up,  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  register  of 
the  treasury ;  and  the  register,or  enrolment  and  license,  granted  in  lieu 
thereof,  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  arrival  of  such  ship  or  vessel 
within  the  district,  to  which  she  belongs,  be  delivered  to  the  colle(flor 
of  the  saiid  dlstrift,  and  be  by  him  cancelled*  And  if  the  said  master 
or  commander  shall  negle^  to  deliver  the  said  register  or  enrolment 
and  license,  within  the  time  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  one  hundred 
dollars* 

33.  Sect.  IV,  In  order  to  the  licensing  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  for 
carrying  on  the  coasting  trade  or  fisheries,  the  husband,  or  managing 
owner,  together  with  the  master  thereof,  with  one  or  more  sureties  to 
the  satisfaclion  of  the  colle6lor  granting  the  same,  shall  become  bound 
to  pay  to  the  united  states,  if  such  ship  or  vessel  be  of  the  bupthen  of 
five  tons,  and  less  than  twenty  tons,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ; 
and  if  twenty  tons,  and  not  exceeding  thirty  tons^  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars ;  and  if  above  thirty  tons,  and  not  exceeding  sixty  tons,  the 
bum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ;  and  if  above  sixty  tons,  the  sura  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  in  case  it  shall  appear,  within  two  years  from  the  dale 
of  the  bond,  that  such  ship  or  vessel  has  been  employed  in  any  trade, 
whereby  the  revenue  of  the  united  states  has  been  defrauded  during 
the  time,  the  license  granted  to  such  ship  or  vessel  remained  in  force  ; 
and  the  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  also  swear,  or  affirm,  that 
be  is  a  citizen  of  the  united  s^tes;  and  that  such  license  «hall  not  be 
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used  for  any  otlier  vessel,  or  any  other  empteyment,  than  lliat,  fci 
•which  it  is  specially  granted,  or  in  any  trade  or  business,  whereby  liic 
revenue  of  the  united  states  may  be  defrauded  ;  and  if  such  ship  or 
vessel  be  less  than  twenty  tons  burthen,  the  husband  or  managing 
Qwner  shall  swear  or  a£[irm,  that  she  is  wholly  the  property  of  a  citizen 
or  citizens  of  the  united  states  ;  whereupon  it  ^hall  be  the  duty  of  the 
collector  of  the  distri6l  comprehending  the  port,  whereto  such  ship  ov 
vessel  may  belong,  (the  duty  of  six^  cents,  per  ton  being  iirst  paid)  to 
grant  a  license,  in  the  form  following  :  '*  License  for  carrying  on  the

may  be.]

other  business  or  employment,  than  that  for  which  she  is  specially  li- 
censed, and  if  any  ship  or  vessel  be  found  with  a  forged  or  allead  li- 
cense, or  making  use  of  a  license  granted  for  any  other  ship  or  ves^.tN 
such  ship  or  vessel,  with  her  tackle,  apparel,  and  the  cargo  fouo(i  ^'^ 
board  her,  shall  be  forfeited. 

35.  Sfct.  VI.  After  the  last  day  of  May  next,  ever)'  ship  or  vessel 
of  twenty  tons  or  upwards  (other  than  such  as  are  registered)  fouuii 
trading  between  district  and  distri5l,  or  between  difierent  places  in 
the  same  district,  or  carrying  on  the  fishery,  without  being  enrolled  aiid 
licensed,  or  if  less  than  twenty  tons,  and  not  less  than  five  tons,  with- 
out a  license,  in  manner  as  is  provided  by  this  a6l,  such  sbiporvcsstU 
if  ladea  with  goods,  the  growth  or  ipapuCa^ure  of  the  united  stales 
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^nly  (distilled  spirits  excepted)  or  in  ballast,  shall  pay  the  same  fees  and 
tonnage  in  every  port  of  the  united  states,  at  which  she  may  arrive,  as 
ships  or  vessels  not  belonging  to  a  citizen  or^  citizens  of  the  united 
states,  and  if  she  have  on  board  any  articles  of  foreign  growth  orma-* 
nufa^lure,  or  distilled  spirits,  other  than  sea  stores,  the  ship  or  vessel, 
together  with  her  tackle,  apparel  and  furniture,  and  the  lading  found 
on  board,  shall  be  forfeited:  Provided^  however,  if  such  ship  or  vesj 
sel  be  at  sea,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time,  for  which  the  license  was 
given,  and  the  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  swear  or  affirm 
tuat  such  was  the  case,  and  shall  also  within  forty -eight  hours  after 
his  arrival  deliver  to  the  colkdlor  of  the  distri6t  in  which  he  shall  first 
arrive  the  license  which  shall  have  expii-ed,  the  foi'feiture  aforesaid 
shall  not  be  incurred,  nor  shall  the  ship  or  vessel  be  liable  to  pay  the- 
fees  and  tonnage  aforesaid.

37.  Sect.  Vlll.  If  any  ship  or  vessel,  enrolled  or  licensed,  as  afore- 
said, shall  proceed  on  a  foreign  voyage,  without  first  giving  up  her  en- 
rolment an<l  license,  to  the  collector  of  the  distri6t  comprehending  the 
port,  from  which  she  is  about  to  proceed  on  such  foreign  voyage,  and 
Lcing  duly  registered  by  such  colle6\or,  every  such  ship  or  vessel,  to- 
gether with  her  tackle,  apparel  and  furniture,  and  the  goods,  wares- 
ai.d  merchandise,  so  imported  therein,  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and 
forfeiture  :  Provided  clivajs^  if  the  port,  from  which  such  ship  or  vessel 
is  about  to  proceed  on  such  foreign  voyage,  be  not  within  the  distri-t, 
where  such  ship  or  vessel  is  enrolled,  the  collector  of  such  district 
sJ.all  give  to  the  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel  a  certificate,  specifying 
that  the  enrolment  and  license  of  such  ship  or  vessel  is  received  by^ 
him,  and  the  time  v»'hen  it  was  so  received ;  which  certificate  shall  af- 
terwards be  delivered  by  the  said  master  to  the  colletlor,  who  may- 
have  granted  such  enrolment  and  license. 

58.  StcT.  IX.  The  license,  granted  to  any  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be 
given  up  to  the  collector  of  the  districl,  who  may  have  granted  the 
pame,  \\ithin  three  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  time,  for  which  it 
was  granted,  in  case  such  ship  or  vessel  be  then  within  the  distric>,  or 
if  she  be  absent,  at  that  time,  within  three  days  from  her  first  arrival 
within  the  district  afterwards,  or  if  she  be  sold  out  of  the  distri6\,  with* 
in  three  days  after  the  arrival  of  the  master  within  any  district,  to  the 
colle6lor  of  such  distri6t  taking  his  certificate  therefor  ;  and  if  the  mas- 
ter thereof  shall  negleSt,  or  refuse  to  deliver  up  the  license,  as  afore- 
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said,  he  shall  forfeit  fifty  dollars  ;  but  if  such  license  shall  have  been 
previously  given  up  to  the  colledlor  of  any  other  distri6l,  as  authorized 
by  this  a6Y,  and  a  certificate  thereof  under  the  hand  of  such  colle6lor, 
be  produced  by  such  master^or  if  such  license  be  lost,  or  destroyed,  or 
unintentionally  mislaid,  so  that  it  cannot  be  found,  and  the  master  of 
such  ship  or  vessel  shall  make  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation, 
that  such  license  is  lost,  destroyed,  or  unintentionally  mislaid,  as  be 
verily  believes,  and  that  the  same,  if  found,  shall  be  delivered  up  as 
is  herein  required,  then  the  aforesaid  penalty  shall  not  be  incurred. 
And  if  such  license  shall  be  lost,  destroyed,  or  unintentionally  mislaid, 
as  aforesiiid,  before  the  expiration  of  the  time,  for  which  it  was  grant- 
ed, upon  the  like  oath  or  affirmation  being  made  and  subscribed  by  the 
master  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  the  said  colle6lor  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required,  upon  application  being  made  therefor,  to  license  such 
ship  or  vessel  anew, 

39.  Sect.  X.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners 
of  any  licensed  ship  or  vessel,  to  return  such  license  to  the  collector 
who  j^ranted  the  same,  at  any  time  within  the  year,  for  which  itvas 
granted,  who  shall  thereupon,  cancel  the  same,  and  shall  license 
such  vessel  anew,  upon  the  application  of  the  owner  or  owners, 
and  upon  the  conditions  herein  before  required,  being  complied  with; 
and  in  case  the  term,  for  which  the  former  license  was  granted,  shall 
not  be  expired,  an  abatement  of  the  tonnage  of  six  cents  per  tOA  shall 
be  made,  in  the  proportion  of  the  time  so  unexpired. 

40.  Sect.  XI.  Every  licensed  ship  or  vessel  shall  have  her  name, 
and  the  port  to  whic^l  she  belongs,  painted  on  her  stern,  in  the  man- 
ner as  is  provided  for  registered  ships  or  vessels,  and  if  any  licensed 
ship  or  vessel  be  found,  without  such  painting,  the  owner  or  own- 
ers thereof,  shall  pay  twenty  dollars.     [See  antea  3»] 

41.  Sect,  XII.  \Yhtjn  the  master  of  any  licensed  ship  or  vessel, 
fi:frry  boats  excepted,  shall  be  changed,  the  new  master,  or,  in  case  of 
his  absence,  the  owner  or  one  of  the  owners  thereof,  shall  report  such 
change  to  the  colle6lor  residing  at  the  port  where  the  same  may  hap- 
pen, if  there  be  one,  otherwise,  to  the  coUedor  residing  at  any  port, 
where  such  ship  or  vessel  may  next  arrive,  who,  upon  the  oath  or  affir- 
mation of  such  new  master,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  of  the  owner  or 
one  of  the  owners,  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  united  states  and  that  such 
ship  or  vessel  shall  not,  while  such  license  continues  in  forcc^  be  em-

4?.  Sect.  XIII.  It  shall  be  lawful,  at  all  times,  for  any  officer  cob- 
/icvncd  in  the  collccUon  of  the  revenue,  to  inspe61the  enrolment  or  H- 
6P0§^  pf  any  ship  or  vessel  j  and  if  the  punster  of  an^  suck  ship  or  vc^ 
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«el  shall  not  exhibit  the  same,  when  thereunto  required  by  such  officer/ 
he  shall  pay  one  hundred  dollars* 

43.  Sect.  XlVir  The  master  or  commander  of  every  ship  or  ves«» 
sel  licensed  for  carrying  on  the  coasting  trade,  destined  from  a  district 
in  one  state,  to  a  district  in  the  same,  or  an  adjoining  state  on  the  sea 
coast,  or  on  a  navigable  river,  having  on  boards  either  distilled  spirit? 
in  casks  exceeding  five  hundred  gallons,  wine  in  casks  exceeding  tv»o 
hundred  and  fifty  gallons,  or  in  bottles  exceeding  one  hundred  dozens, 
sugar  in  casks  or  boxes  exceeding  three  thousand  pounds,  tea  in  chests 
or  boxes  exceeding  five  hundred  pounds,  coflee  in  casks  or  bags  ex- 
ceeding one  thousand  pounds,  or  foreign  merchandise  in  packages,  as 
imported,  exceeding  in  value  four  hundred  dollars,  or  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise,  consisting  of  such  enumerated  or  other  articles  of  fo- 
reign growth  or  manufa6lure,  or  of  both,  whose  aggregate  value  ex- 
ceeds eight  hundred  dollars,  shall^  previous.to  the  departure  of  such 
ship  or  vessel,  from  the  port  where  she  may  then  be,  make  out  and 
subscribe  duplicate  manifests  of  the  whole  of  such  cargo  on  board  such 
ship  or  vessel,  specifying  in  such  manifests,  the  marks  and  numbers 
of  every  cask,  bag,  box,  chest  or  package  containing  the  same,  with 
the  name  and  place  of  residence  of  every  shipper  and  consignee,  and 
the  quantity  shipped  by  and  to  each,  and  if  there  be  a  colle6\or  or  sur- 
veyor, residing  at  such  port,  or  within'five  miles  thereof,  he  shall  deli- 
ver such  manifests  to  the  colle<^or,  if  there  be  one,  otherwise  to  the 
fiuneyor,  before  whom  he  shall  swear  or  affirm,  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge  ai^d  belief,  that  the  goods  therein  contained  were  le- 
j^'aily  imported^  and  the  duties  thereupon  paid  or  secured,  or  if 
spirits  distilled  within  the  united  states,  that  the  duties  thereupon  have 
been  paid  or  secured,  whereupon  the  said  colle6\or  or  surveyor  shall 
certify  the  same  on  the  said  manifests,  one  of  which  he  shall  returw 
to  the  said  master,  with  a  permit,  specifying  thereon,  generally,  the 
lading  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  authorizing  him  to  proceed  to- 
the  port  of  hisdestination^  And  if  any  ship  or  vessel,  being  laden  and 
destined,  as  aforesaid,  shall  depart  from  the  port  where  she  may  then* 
be,  without  the  master  or  commander  having  first  made  out  and  sub- 
scribed duplicate  manifests  of  the  lading  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel, 
and  in  case  there  be  a  colle6lor  or  surveyor  residing  at  such  port,  or 
within  five  miles  thereof,  without  having  previously  delivered  the  same 
to  the  said  colle6lor  or  surveyor,  and  obtaining  a  permit,  in  manner  as- 
is  herein  required,  such  master  or  commander  shall  pay  one  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Sect.  XV<  The  master  or  commander  of  every  ship  or  vessel 
licensed  for  carrying  on  the  coasting  trade,  having  on  board,  either 
distilled  spirits  in  casks  exceeding  five  hundred  gallons,  wine  in  casks- 
exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  gallons,  or  in  bottles  exceeding  one 
hundred  dozens,  sugar  in  casks  or  boxes  exceeding  three  thousand 
poimds,  tea  in  chests  or  boxes  exceeding  five  hundred  pounds,  coffi;e 
fji  casks  or  bags  exceeding  one  thousand  pounds,  or  fc^reign  merchan-^ 
Oise  in  packages,  as  imported,  exceeding  in  value  four  hundred  dollars,- 
or  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  consisting  of  such  enumerated  or  other' 
articUss  of  foreign  growth  or  niantifacture,  or  of  both,  wliose  aggregate' 
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vnlue  exceeds  eight  hundred  dollars,  apd  arriving  from  a  distridl  in  oti© 
state,  at  a  district  in  the  same  or  an  adjoining  state  on  the  sea  coast,  or 
on  a  navigable  river,  shall,  previous  to  the  unlading  of  any  part  oi  the 
cargo  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  deliver  to  the  cone6\or,  if  there  be  one,  or 
if  not,  to  the  surveyor  residing  at  the  port  of  her  arrival,  or  if  there  be 
no  colle6lor  or  surveyor  residing  at  such  port,  then  to  a  collector  or 
surveyor,  if  there  be  any  such  officer,  residing  within  five  miles  there- 
of, the  manifest  of  the  cargo,  certified  by  the  collector  or  surveyor  of 
the  district  from  whence  she  sailed  (if  there  be  such  manifest)  other- 
wise the  duplicate  manifests  thereof,  as  is  herein  before  dire6\ed,  to 
the  truth  of  which,  before  such  ofiicer,  he  shall  swear  or  affirai. 
And  if  there  have  been  taken  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  any  other 
or  more  goods,  than  are  contained  in  such  manifest  or  manifests,  sinco 
her  departure  from  the  port,  from  whence  she  first  sailed,  or  if  any 
goods  have  been  since  landed,  the  said  master  or  commander  sball 
make  known  and  particularize  the  same  to  the  said  colle6lor  or  survey- 
or, or  if  no  such  goods  have  been  so  taken  on  board  or  landed,  he  shall 
so  declare,  to  the  truth  of  which  he  shall  swear  or  affirm  :  Whereupon, 
the  said  collector  or  surveyor  shall  grant  a  permit  for  unlading  a  part, 
or  the  whole  of  such  cargo,  as  the  said  master  or  commander  may  re- 
quest. And  if  there  be  no  colle6lor  or  surveyor,  residing  at,  or  within 
five  miles  of  the  said  port  of  her  arrival,  the  master  or  commander  of 
such  ship  or  vessel  may  proceed  to  discharge  the  lading  from  on  board 
such  ship  or  vessel,but  shall  deliver  to  the  colle6lor  or  surveyor,  resid- 
ing at  the  first  port,  where  he  may  next  afterwards  arrive,  and  witl.in 
twenty-four  hours  of  his  arrival,  the  manifest  or  manifests  aforesaid,  no- 
ting thereon  the  times  when,  and  places  where*  the  goods,  therein  men- 
tioned, have  been  unladen,  to  the  truth  of  which,  before  the  said  last 
mentioned  colkdtor  or  surveyor,  he  shall  swear  or  affirm  ;  and  if  the 
master  or  commander  of  any  such  ship  or  vessel,  being  laden  as  afo**t- 
said,  shall  negledl  or  refuse  to  deliver  the  manifest  or  manifests,  at  tic 
times,  and  in  the  manner,  herein  direcled,  he  shall  pay  one  hundred 
dollars. 

44.  Sect.  XVI.  The  master  or  commander  of  every  ship  or  vessel, 
J-iccnsed  for  carrying  on  the  coasting  trade,  and  being  destined  fromanr 
distritl  of  the  united  states,  to  a  distric\  other  than  a  district  in  the 
same,  or  an  adjoining  state,  on  the  sea  coast,  or  on  a  navigable  river, 
shall,  ()revious  to  her  departure,  deliver  to  the  colle6lor  residing  at  the 
port  where  such  ship  or  vessel  may  be,  if  there  is  one,  otherwise  to  tl  e 
colleclor  of  the  district  comprehending  such  port,  or  to  a  surveyor  with- 
in the  district,  as  the  one  or  the  other  may  reside  nearest  to  the  port  ai 
V.  hich  such  ship  or  vessel  may  be,  duplicate  manifests  of  the  whcb 
cargo  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  or  if  there  be  no  cargo  on  board,  he 
shall  so  certify,  and  if  there  be  any  distilled  spirits,  or  goods,  warcb 
and  merchandise,  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture  on  board,  other 
tl\an  what  may,  by  the  collector,  be  deemed  sufncient  for  sea  stores, 
he  shall  specify  in  such  manifests,  the  marks  and  numbers  of  every 
cask,  bag,  box,  chest  or  package,  containing  the  same,  with  the  nunic. 
and  place  of  residence,  of  every  shipper  and  consignee  of  such  distill:  J 
spirits,  or  goods  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture,  and  the  quuniiiy 
shipped  by,  and  to  each,  to  be  by  him  subscribed,  and  to  the  truth  ci 
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trhich,  lie  shall  swear  or  affirm  ;  and  shall  also  swear  or  affirm  before 

the  said  colle^r  or  surveyor^  that  such  goods,  wares^  or  merchandise^ 

uf  foreign  g'rowth  or  manufadlurey  were,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 

and  belief^  legally  imported,  and  the  duties  thereupon,  paid  or  secured  ; 

or  if  spirits  distilled  within  the  united  states,  that  the  duties  thereupon) 

have  been  duly  paid  or  secured  ;  upon  the  performance  of  which,  and 

not  before,  the  said  collector  or  surveyor  shall  certify  the  same  on  the 

Said    manifests ;  one  of  which  he  shall  return  to   the    master,  with 

a  permit,    thereto   annexed,  authorizing  him  to  proceed  to  the  port  of 

his  destination.     And  if  any  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  depart  from  the 

port  where  she  may  then  be,  having  distilled  spirits,  or  goods,  wares 

or  merchandise,  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture  on  board,  without 

the  several  things  herein  required,  being  complied  with,  the  master 

thereof  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars  ;  or  if  the  lading  be  of  goods^ 

the  growth  or  tnanufa6lure  of  the  united  states  only,  or  if  such  ship  or 

vessel  have  no  cargo,  and  she  depart,  without  the  several  things  herein 

required,  being  complied  with,  the  said  master  shall  forfeit  and  pay  M\f 

dollars. 

45.  Sect.  XVIT.  The  master  or  commander  of  esrery  ship  or  ves- 
sel,  licensed  to  carry  on  the  coasting  trade,  arriving  at  any  district  of 
the  united  statesi   from  any  distri6t,  other  than  a  district  in  the  same, 
or  an  adjoining  state    on  the  sea  coast,  or  on  a  navigable  river,    shall 
cieliver   to  the  collector  residing  at  the  port  where  she  may  arrive,  if 
tliere  be  one,  otherwise  to  thecoiledlor  or  surveyor  in  the  distri6t  com* 
prehending  such  port,  as  the  one,  or  the  other,  may  reside  nearest 
thereto,  if  the    colle6tor  or   surveyor   reside    at  a  distance  tiot  ex* 
cceding  five   miles,  within  twenty-four  hours,    or  if  at  a  greater  dis* 
tance,  within  forty  eight  hours  next  after  his  arrival ;  and  previous  to 
the  unlading  any  of  the  goods  brought  in  such  ship  or  vessel,  the  man-*  . 
ifcst  of  the  cargo, (if  there  be  any)certified  by  the  collector  or  surveyor 
of  tlie  district  from  whence  she  last  sailed,  and  shall  make  oath  or  af« 
firination,   before  the   said  coIle6tor  or  surveyor,  that  there  was  notj 
v/hcn  he  sailed  from  the  distridt  where  his  manifest  was  certified,  or 
has  been  since,  or  then  is,  any  more,  or  other  goods,  wares  or  mer* 
c.handise  of  foreign^ growth  or  manufacture,  or  distilled  spirits  (if  there 
be  any,  other  than  sea-stores,  on  board   such   vessel)  than  is  therein 
lacntioned  ;  and  if  there  be  no  such  goods,  he  shall    so  swear  or  af* 
[jvtxi  ;  and  if  there  be  no  cargo  on  board,  he  shall  produce  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  collector  or  surveyor  ofj  the  district  from  whence  she  last 
sailed,  as  aforesaid,  that  such  is  the  case  :  Whereupon  such  collector 
or  surveyor  shall  grant  a  permit  for  unlaiding  the  whole,  or  part  of  such 
carj^o  (if  there  be  any)  within  his  district,  as  the  master  may  request; 
icijd  where  a  part  only  of  the  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  of  foreiga 
i^rowth  or  manufacture,  or  of  distilled  spirits,  brought  in  such  ship  or 
i'c'>st:l,  is  intended  to  be  landed,  the  said  collector  or  surveyor,  shall 
rx^ake  an  endorsement  of  such  part,  on  the  back  of  the  manifest,  speci* 
lying  the  articles  to  be  landed;  and  shall  return  such  manifest  to  tho 
rna-ster,  endorsing  also  thereon,  his  permission  for  such  shipor  vesself 
'»  proceed  to  the  place  of  her  destination  ;  and  if  tjje  master  of  such 
i/ifp  or  vessel  shall  ncgle6t  or  refuse  to  deliver  the  manifest,  (or  if  she 
las  no  cargoy  the  certificate)  within  the  time  herein  direCtedf  he  ihuU 
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forfeit  one  hundred  dollars,  and  the  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  of 
foreign  growth  or  manufa6\ure,  or  distilled  spirits,  found  on  board,  or 
landed  from  such  ship  or  vessel,  not  being  certified,  as  is  herein  re- 
q.uired,  shall  be  forfeited,  and  if  the  same  shall  amount  to  the  value  of 
eight  hundred  dollara,  such  ship  or  vessel,  with  her  tackle,  apparel  and 
furniture,  shall  be  also  forfeited. 

46.  Sject.  XVIII.  Nothing  in  Ihis  a6l  contained  shall  be  so  construe 
od,  as  to  oblige  the  master  or  commander  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  licens- 
ed for  carrying  on  the  coasting  trade,  bound  from  aciistritlin  onesLitc 
to  a  district  in  tlie  same,  or  an  adjoining  state  on  the  sea  coast,  or  on  a 
navigable  river,  having  on  board  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  of  ibe 
growth,  prod uc\  or  manufactures  of  the  united  states  only  (except  uis- 
tilled  spirits)  or  distilled  spirits,  not  more  than  five   himdred  gallons, 
wine  in  casks  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  gallons,  or  in  bot- 
tles not  more  than  one  hundred  dozens,  sugar  in  casks  or  boxes  not 
more  than  three  thousand  pounds,  tea  in  chests  or  boxes  not  more  tli^n 
five  hundred  pounds,  coffee  in  casks  or  bags  not  more  than  one  thou- 
sand pounds,  or  foreign  merchandise  in  packages  as  imported,  of  not 
more  value  than  four  hundred  dollars,  or  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise, consisting  of  such  enumerated  or  other  articles  of  foreign  gro\^ih 
or  uian\ifac\ure,  or  of  both,  whose  aggregate  value  shall  be   not  more 
than  eight  hundred  dollars,  to  deliver  a  manifest  thereof,  or  obtain  a 
permit,  previous  to  her  departure,  or  on  her  arrival  within  such  dis- 
trict, to  make  any  report  thereof ;  but  such  master  shall  be  provided 
v.ith  11  manifest,  by  him  subscribed,  of  the  lading,  of  what  kind  soever, 
which  was  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  at  the  time  of  his  departuic 
from  the  districl  from  which  she  last  sailed,  and  if  the  same,  or  any 
part  of  such  lading  consists  of  distilled  spirits,  or  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise, of  foreign  growth  or  manufadlure,  with  the  marks  and  num-

(juired,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars.     And  if  any  c 
the  goods  laden  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  of  foreign  growth 
or  manuiuclure,  or  of  spirits  distilled  within  the  united  states,  soniurh 
of  the  same,  as  may  be  found  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  whlih 
shall  not  be  included  in  the  manifest  exhibited  by  such  master,  shull  l« 
forfeited* 
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47,  ^ECT.  XIX,  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  tile  collct^or  of  the 
distridl  of  Pennsylvania,  to  grant  permits    for  the  transportation   of 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  of  foreign  c^i'owth  ormanufaifiurc,  across 
the  state  of  New-Jersey,  to  the  distri6\  of  New- York,  or  across  the  state 
of  Delaware,  to  any  distritk   in   the  state  of  Maryland   or  Virginia  ; 
and  for  the  collector  of  the  district  of  >iew-York,  to  grant  like  permits 
for  the  transportation  across  the    state  of  New-Jersey  ;  and  for  the 
colledor  of  any  district  of  Maryland  or  Virginia,  to  grant  like  permits 
for  the  transportation  across  the  state  of  Delaware,  to  the  distri6\  of

Prvvidtid  hon^ever,  Thatnothing  herein  contained,  shall  be  construed  to 
extend  to  registered  ships  or  vessels  of  the  united  states,  having  on 
board  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture, 
brought  into  the  united  states  in  such  ship  or  vessel  from  a  foreign 
pom,  and  on  which  tlie  duties  have  not  been  paid  or  secured,  according;

ship  or  vessel,  together  with  the  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  oi  L* 
reign  growth  or  manufa^ure  imported  therein,  shall  be  subject  to  bcU 
s^urc  and  forfeiture. 

50,  Sect.  XXII.  The  master  or  commander  of  every  ship  or  Te5- 
•el,  employed  in  the  transportation  of  goods  from  district  to  district, 
that  shall  put  into  a  port,  other  than  the  one  to  which  she  was  bounui 
shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  of  his  arrival,  if  there  be  an  officer  rt- 
fiicling  at  such  port,  and  she  continue  there  so  long,  make  report  of  his

If  the  master  or  commander  of  any  ship  or  vessel, 
employed  in  the  transportation  of  goods  frcm  clistrid  to  t.iMn<^ , 
having  on  board  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  of  foreign  gro^nli 
or  manufadlurq,  or  distilled  spirits,  shall,  on  his  arrival  at  the  port  to 
which  he  was  destined,  have  lost  or  mislaid  the  certified  manifest  of  t})t 
same,  or  the  permit  which  was  given  therefor,  by  the  collector  or  sur-

sliip  or  vessel,  or  any  other  licensed  ship  or  vessel,  shall  have  been 
once  admeasured,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  measure  such  ship  or 
vessel  anew,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  another  enrolment  or  license, 
except  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  have  undergone  some  alteration  as  to 
her  burthen,  subsequent  to  the  time  of  her  former  license.  [See  antea  20.3 

55.  Sect.  XXVII.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  officer  of  the  revenue, 
to:;o  on  board  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  whether  she  shall  be  within  or 
v^iUiout  his  diiitrict,  and  the  same  to  inspe6t,  search  and  examine,  and 
If  it  shall  appear,  that  any  breach  of  the  laws  of  the  united  states  has 
be  jn  committed,  whereby  such  ship  or  vessel,  or  the  goods,  wares  and 
niLrchandise  on  board,  or  any  pai*t  thereof,  is^  or  arc  liable  to  forfei- 
ture, to  make  seizure  of  the  same. 

56.  Sect.  XXVIII.  In  every  case,  where  a  forfeiture  of  any  shlpor 
vessel,  or  of  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  shall  accrue,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  colleclor,  or  other  proper  officer,  who  shall  give  notice 
of  the  seizure  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  or  of  such  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
ihaudist)  to  Insert  in  the  same  advertisement,  the  name  or  names,  and 
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the  place  or  places  of  residence,  of  the  person  or  persons,  to\rhom  any 
such  ship  or  vessel,  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  belonged,  or  were 
consigned,  at  the  time  of  such  seizure,  if  the  same  shall  be  known  to 
him. 

57.  Sect.  XX1X%  Every  colle6\or,  who  shall  knowingly  make  any 
record  of  enrolment  or  license  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  and  every  other 
officer,  or  person,  appointed  by,  or  under  them,  who  shall   make  any 

.record,  or  grant  any  certificate,  or  other  document  whatever,  contrary 
to  the  tnie  intent  and  meaning  of  this  aQ,  or  shall  take  any  other,  or 
greater  fees,  than  are,  by  this  ac\,  allowed,  or  shull  receive,  for  aiit 
service  pertormed,  pursuant  to  this  ac\,  any  reward  'or  gratuity,  ami 
every  surveyor,  or  other  person  appointed  to  measure  ships  or  vessdj» 
who  shall  wilfully  deliver  to  any  collcdor,  or  naval  oflker,  a  fahe  (ins- 
cription of  any  ship  or  vessel,  to  be  enrolled  or  licensed,  in  pui'suancc 
of  this  a6\,  shall,  upon  convi6lion  of  any  such  negledlor  oKence,  forftit 
to  the  united  states  five  hundred  dollars,  and  be  rendered  incapaMc  cf 
serving  in  any  oftice  of  trust  or  profit,  under  the  united  states.  Arc  if 
any  person,  authorized  and  required  by  this  a6\,in  resped!  to  his  ofFct, 
to  perform  any  acl  or  thing  required  by  this  act,  shall  wilfully  negkdcr 
refuse  to  do  and  perform  the  same,  according  to  the  true  intent  ain! 
meaning  of  this  a6\,  such  person,  on  being  duly  convicled  thereof,  if 
not  hereby  subjcvl  to  the  penalty  and  disqualifications  aforesaid,  shull 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  first  ofi'ence, 
and  a  like  sum  for  the  second  ofience,  and  shall  from  thence  forward«bc 
rendered  incapable  of  holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the 
united  states. 

58.  Sect.  XXX.  If  any  person  or  persons, shall  swear,  or  affirm  to 
any  of  the  matters,  herein  required  to  be  verified,  knowing  the  same  to 
be  false,  such  person  or  persons  shall  suffer  the  like  pains  and  penal- 
ties, as  shall  be  incurred  by  persons  committing  wilful  and  corrupt 
perjury.*  And  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  forge,  counterMt,  erase, 
alter  or  falsify  any  enrolment,  license,  certificate,  permit,  or  oihjr 
document,  mentioned  or  required,  in  this  a6l,  to  be  granted  by  any  ofi':- 
cer  of  the  revenue,  such  person  or  persons^  so  oflending,  shall  forlcii 
five  hundred  dollars. 

59.  Sect.  XXXI.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  assault,  resi«;t,  cb- 
strucl,  or  hinder  any  officer  in  the  execution  of  this  a6t,or  of  any  othtr 
aCi  or  law  of  the  united  states,  herein  mentioned,  or  of  any  of  the  pow- 
ers or  authorilies  vested  in  him  by^this  acl>  or  any  other  acl  or  la«,  as 
aforesaid,  all  and  every  person  and  persons  so  offending  shall,  for  every 
such  onence,  for  which  no  other  penalty  is  particularly  provided,  forftit 
five  hundred  dollars. 

60.  Skct.  XXXII.  If  any  licensed  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  transfer- 
red in  v.' hole,  or  in  part,  to  any  person,  who  is  not,  at  the  lime  of  such 
transfer,  a  citizen  of,  and  resident  within  the  united  states,  or  if  any 
Buch  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  employed  in  any  other  trade,  than  that  for 
which  she  is  licensed,  or  shall  be  found  with  a  forged  or  altered  license, 
or  one  granted  for  any  other  ship  or  vessel,  every  such  ship  or  vcsbtl,

with  her  tackle,  apparel  and  furniture,  and  the  cargo  found  on  board 
her,  shaUnbe  forfeited* 

61.  Sect.  XXXIIT.  Provided  nevertheless^  That  in  all  cases  where 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  lading,  or  cargo  on  board,  any  ship  or  ves- 
sel, shall  belong  bona  fide  to  any  person  or  persons  other  than  the  mas-* 
ter,  owner,  or  mariners,  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  upon  which  tho 
(lulics  shall  have  been  previously  paid  or  secured  according  to  law, 
shall  be  exempted  from  any  forfeiture  under  this  adl^any  thing  therein 
contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding* 

62.  Sect.  XXXIV.  The  fees  and  allowances  for  the  several  duties 
and  services,  to  be  performed,  in  virtue  of  this  adl,  shall  be  as  follows ; 
that  is  to  say  : 

For  admeasuring  every  ship  or  vessel,  in  order  to  the  enrolments 
or  licensing  and  recording  the  same,  if  of  the  burthen  of  five  tons,and 
Lss  than  twenty  tons,  fifty  cents  ;  if  of  twenty  tons,  and  not  exceeding 
seventy  tons,  seventy-five  cents ;  if  above  seventy  tons,  and  not  exceed- 
iii;^*  one  hundred  tons,  one  hundred  cents  ;  if  above  one  hundred  tonsy 
ojc  hundred  and  fifty  cents  : 

For  every  certificate  of  enrolment,  fifty  cents  : 

For  eveiy  endorsement  on  a  certi 6 cate  of  enrolment,  twenty  cents  : 

For  every  license,  and  granting  the  same,  including  the  bond,  if  not 
exceeding  t"vVenty  tons,  twenty-five  cents  ;  if  above  twenty,  and  not 
more  than  one  hundred  tons,  fifty  cents;  and  if  more  than  one  hundred 
tons,  one  hundred  cents : 

I  jr  every  endorsement  on  a  license,  twenty  cents: 

For  certifying  manifests,  and  granting  a  permit  for  a  licensed  vessel 
to  proceed  from  district  to  district,  twenty -five  cents,  if  less  than  fifty 
toils,  and  if  above  fifty  tons,  fifty  cents  : 

For  receiving  a  certified  manifest,  and  granting  a  permit,  on  the  ar- 
ri.al  of  such  vessel,  twenty -five  cents,  if  less  than  fifty  tons,  and 
if  above  fifty  tons, fifty  cents: 

For  certifying  manifests,  and  granting  a  permit  for  a  registered  ves- 
sel to  proceed  fromdistricl  to  district,  one  hundred  and  fifty  cents  : 

For  receiving  a  certified  manifest,  and  granting  a  permit,  on  the  ar-i 
rival  of  such  registered  vessel,  one  hundred  and  fifty  cents  : 

For  granting  a  permit  for  a  vessel,  not  belonging  to  a  citizen  or  citi- 
zcnii  of  the  united  states,  to  proceed  from  distiicl  to  district,  and  re- 
ceiving the  manifest,  two  hundred  cents : 

For  receiving  a  manifest,  and  granting  a  permit,  to  unload,  for  such 
K  St  mentioned  vessel,  on  her  arrival  in  one  district  from  unother  dis* 
Liut,  two  hundred  cents: 

For  granting  a  permit  for  a  vessel  carryinp;  on  the  fishery,  to  trad© 
al  A  ibreign  port,  twenty-five  cents,  and  for  the  report  and  entry  of  any 
foi  ti'i^n  goods  iiDport'^d  in  such  vebsel,  tv;tnty-five  eeiits  ; 
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And  where  a  surveyor  shall  certify  a  manifest,  or  grant  a  permit, of 
receive  a  ccrtitied  manifest  and  grant  a  permit,  the  fees  arising  there 
from,  shall  be  received  by  him  solely  for  his  use.  And  all  other  fees 
arising,  by  virtue  of  this  a6l,  shall  be  received,  and  accounted  for,  by 
the  collector,  or,  at  his  option,  by  the  naval  officer^  where  there  is  one, 
and  where  there  is  a  collector,  naval  officer,  and  surveyor,  shall  be 
equally  divided,  monthly,  between  the  said  officers  ;  and  where  there 
is  no  naval  officer,  two  thirds  to  the  colle6\or,  and  the  other  third  to  the 
surveyor ;  and  where  there  is  only  a  colledlor,  he  shall  receive  the  whole 
amount  thereof;  and  where  there  is  more  than  one  surveyor  in  any  dis- 
trict, each  of  them  shall  receive  'his  proportionable  part  of  such  fees,  as 
shall  arise  in  the  port,  for  which  he  is  appointed  :  Provided  al'sfays^ 
That  in  all  cases,  where  the  tonnage  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  as- 
certained, by  any  person  appointed  for  that  purpose,  such  person  shall 
be  paid  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor,  out  of  the  fees  aforesaid, 
before  any  distribution  thereof,  as  aforesaid ;  and  every  colle61or  and 
naval  officer,  and  every  surveyor,  who  shall  reside  at  a  port  whero  there 
is  no  colle6lor,  shall  cause  to  be  affixed,  and  constantly  kept,  in  some 
conspicuous  place  of  his  office,  a  fair  table  of  the  rates  of  fees,  demand- 
able  by  this  ac\. 

63.  Sf.ct.  XXXV.  All  penalties  and  forfeitures,  which  shall  be  in- 
cin'red  by  virtue  and  force  of  this  a^,  shall  and  may  be  sued  for,  prose- 
cuted and  recovered,  in  like  manner,  as  penalties  and  forfeitures,  in- 
curred by  virtue  of  theadl,  entitled  "  An  act  to  regulate  the  colleclion 
of  the  duties  imposed  by  law  on  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  imported 
into  the  united  states,  and  on  the  tonnage  of  ships  or  vessels,"  may  be 
sued  for,  prosecuted  und  recovered,  and  shall  be  appropriated  in  like 
manner :  Provided  akvajSj  That  if  any  officer,  entitled  to  a  part  or 
share  of  any  such  penalty  or  forfeiture,  shall  be  necessary  as  a  witness 
ou  the  trial  for  such  penalty  or  forfeiture,  such  officer  may  be  a  wit- 
ness upon  the  said  trial  :  but  in  such  case,  he  shall  not  receive,  or  be 
entitled  to  any  part  or  share  of  the  said  penalty  or  forfeiture,  and  the 
part  or  share  to  which  he  would  otherwise  have  been  entitled,  shall 
accrue  to  the  united  states*. 

64.  Sect.  XXXVI.  This  a6l  shall  commence  and  take  effi:6l,  from 
and  after  the  last  day  of  May  next,  and  thenceforth,  the  ael  entitled, 
"An  a6lfor  registering  and  clearing  vessels,  regulating  the  coasting 
trade,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and  also,  the  act  entitled,  "  An  ad  to 
explain  and  amend  an  a6l,  entitled  "  An  act  for  registering  ar.d 
clearing  vessels,  regulating  the  coasting  trade,  and  for  other  purposes," 
shall  be  repealed,  and  cease  to  operate,  except  as  to  the  validity  of  the 
registers,  records,  enrolments  and  licenses,  with  the  certificates  and 
documents,  which  shall  have  been  done  or  granted,  in  pursuance  of 
those  ads,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  June  next,  which  shall  continue  to 
be  of  the  like  force  and  effedt,  as  if  the  said  aels  were  not  repeak  J ; 
and  except  also,  as  to  the  prosecution,  recovery  and  distribution  oi', 
and  for  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  which  may  have  been  incurKd, 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  June  next,  for  which  purpose  likewise,  the  said 
ac\s  shall  continue  in  force. 
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65.  Sect.  XXXVII.  Nothing  in  this  adl,  shall  be  construed  to 
extend  to  any  boat  or  lighter,  not  being  masted,  or  if  masted} 
and  not  decked,  employed  in  the  harbor  of  any  town  or  city.

66.  Coasting  vessels  going  from  Long-Island  in  the  state  of  NeW« 
York  to  the  state  of  Rhode-Island,  or  from  the  state  of  Rhode-Island 
Co  the  said  Long*Island,  shall  have  the  same  privileges  as  are  allowed 
to  vessels  under  the  like  circumstances  going  from  a  distri6t  in  ono 
itate  to  a  distri6l  in  the  same  or  an  adjoining  state*

67.  Whenever  it  shall  appear,  by  satisfa6\ory  proof,  to  the  secretary* 
of  the  treasury,  that  any  ship  or  vessel  hath  been  sold  and  transferred 
by  process  of  law  ;  and  that  the  register,  certificate  of  enrolment,  or 
license,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  is  retained  by  the 
former  owners,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  secretary,  to  order  and 
direct  the  collector  of  the  distri6t  to  which  such  ship  or  vessel  may  be-» 
long,  to  grant  a  new  register,  certificate  of  enrolment,  or  license,  as 
the  case  may  be,  on  the  owners,  under  such  sale,  complying  with  such 
tenns  and  conditions,  as  are,  by  law,  required  for  granting  of  such  pa* 
pers  ;  excepting  only  the  delivering  up  of  the  former  certificate  of  re- 
gistry, enrolment  or  license,  as  the  case  may  be  :  Provided  nevertheless^ 
That  nothing  in  this  ac\  contained,  shall  be  construed  to  remove  the 
liability  of  any  person  or  persons  to  any  penalty  for  not  surrendering 
lip  the  papers,  belonging  to  any  ship  or  vessel,  on  a  transfer  or  sale  of 
the  same.

68.  No  ship  or  vessel  which  has  been,  or  shall  be  registered,  pur- 
suant to  any  law  of  the  united  states,  and  which  hereafter  shall  bo 
seized,  or  captured  and  condemned,  under  the  authority  of  any  foreign 
po»ver,  or  that  shall  by  sale  become  the  property  of  a  foreigner  or  io-

vent such  owner,  in  case  he  regain  a  property  in  such  ship  or  vessel,  so 
condemned,^  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  from  claiming  and  receiving  ^ 
n^w  register  for  the  same,  as  he  might  or  could  have  done,  if  this  a6i 
had  not  bten  passed*

69.  Sect.  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state,  to  prepare 
a  form,  which,  when  approved  by  the  president,  shall  be  deemed  th« 
form  of  a  passport  for  ships  and  vessels  of  the  united  states* 
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70.  Sfct.  II.  Every  ship  and  vessel  of  the  united  states,  going  to 
any  foreign  country,  shall,  before  she  departs  from  the  united  states, 
at  the  request  of  the  master,  be  fiirnished  by  the  colledlor  for  the  dis- 
trict, where  such  ship  or  vessel  may  be,  with  a  passport  of  the  form 
prescribed  and  established,  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  section  ;  for 
which  passport,  the  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  pay  to  the 
said  colle6lor,  ten  dollars,  to  be  accounted  for  by  him  ;  and  in  order  to 
be  entitled  to  such  passport,  the  master  of  every  such  ship  or  vessel 
shall  be  bound  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  united 
states,  in  the  penalty  of  two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned,  that  the  said 
passport  shall  not  be  applied  to  the  use  or  protection  of  any  other  ship 
or  vessel,  than  the  one  described  in  the  same  ;  and  in  case  of  the 
loss  or  sale  of  any  ship  or  vessel  having  such  passport,  the  same  shall, 
within  three  months,  be  delivered  up  to  the  coUeclor  from  whom  it  was 
received,  if  the  loss  or  sale  take  place  within  the  united  states  ;  or  with- 
in six  months,  if  the  same  shall  happen  at  any  place  nearer  than  the 
Cape  of  Good-llope ;  and  within  eighteen  months,  if  at  a  more  distaut 
place. 

71.  Sect.  IIL  There  shall  be  paid  on  every  ship  and  vessel  of  the 
nulled  btates  sailing  or  trading  to  any  foreign  country,  other  than  some 
port  or  place  in  America,  for  each  and  every  voyage,  the  sum  of  lour 
dollars,  to  be  received  and  accounted  for,  by  the  coUeClor,  at  the  time 
of  clearing  outward,  if  such  vessel  be  bound  direct  to  fauch  foreign 
country,  from  any  port  of  the  united  states,  or  at  the  time  of  entry  in 
the  united  states,  if  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  have  sailed  to  such  foreign 
country,  from  any  port  or  place  in  America,  other  than  of  the  united 
states. 

72.  Sect.  IV.  If  any  ship  or  vessel  of  the  united  states,  shall  depart 
therefrom,  after  the  first  day  of  September  next,  and  shall  be  bound  lo 
any  foreign  country,  other  than  to  some  port  or  place  in  America,  with- 
out such  passport,  the  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  offence.

73.  Sect.  I.  When  any  vessel  other  than  a  vessel  of  war  or  priva- 
teer, or  when  any  goods  which  shall  hereafter  be  taken  as  prize  by  any 
vessel,  acting  under  authority  from  the  government  of  the  uni- 
ted states,  shall  appear  to  have  before  belonged  loany  person  or  persons, 
resident  within  or  under  the  prote6iion  of  the  united  states,  and  toba\e 
been  taken  by  an  enemy  of  the  united  states,  or  under  authority,  or  pre- 
tence of  authoriiy,from  any  prince,government  or  state,against  which  the 
united  states  have  authorized,or  shall  authorize  defence  or  reprisal s,such 
vcTisel  or  goods  not  having  been  condemned  as  prize  by  competent  au- 
thority before  the  re-capture  thereof,  the  same  shall  be  restored  to  the 
former  owner  or  owners  thereof,  he  or  they  paying  fr >r  and  in  lieu  ci 
salvage,  if  re-taken  by  a  public  vessel  of  the  united  states,  one  eighih 
part,  and  if  re-taken  by  a  private  vessel  of  the  united  states,  one  sixth 
part,  of  the  true  value  of  the  vessel  or  goods  so  to  be  restored,  allo>»iD£; 
and  excepting  all  imposts  and  public  duties  to  which  the  same  may  Lc 
liable.     And  if  the  vessel  so  rc«taken  shall  appear  to  have  been  Svt 
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forth  and  armed  as  a  vessel  of  war,  before  such  capture  or  afterwards^ 
and  before  the  re-takiHg  thereof  as  aforesaid,  the  former  owner  or 
owners,  on  the  restoration  thereof,  shall  be  adjudged  to  pay  for  and  in 
lieu  of  salv9'ge»  one  moiety  of  the  true  value  of  such  vessel  of  war,  or 
privateer. 

74.  Sect.  II.  When  any  vessel  or  goods,  which  shall  hereafter  be 
taken  as  prize,  by  any  vessel  adling  under  authority  from  the  govern- 
ment of  the  united  states,  shall  appear  to  have  before  belonged  to  the 
united  states  and  to  have  been  taken  by  an  enemy  of  the  united  states, 
or  under  authority,  or  pretence  of  authority  from  any  prince,  govern- 
ment or  state,  against  which  the  united  states  have  authorized,  or  shall 
authorize  defence  or  reprisals,  such  public  vessel  not  having  been  con- 
demned as  prize  by  cqmpetent  authority  before  the  re-capture  thereof, 
the  same  shall  be  restored  to  the  united  states.  And  for  and  in  lieu 
of  salvage,  there  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  united  states, 
pursuant  to  the  final  decree  which  shall  be  made  in  such  case  by  any 
court  of  the  united  states,  having  competent  jurisdiclion  thereof,  to 
the  parties  who  shall  be  thereby  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  for  the 
re-capture  as  aforesaid,  of  an  unarmed  vessel,  or  any  goods  therein, 
one  sixth  partof  ihe  true  value  thereof,  when  made  by  a  private  ves- 
sel of  the  united  states,  and  one  twelfth  part  of  such  value  when  the  re- 
capture shall  be  made  by  a  public  armed  vessel  of  the  united  states; 
and  for  the  re-capture  as  aforesaid  of  a  public  armed  vessel,  or  any 
goods  therein,  one  moiety  of  the  true  value  thereof,  when  made  by  a 
private  vessel  of  the  united  states,  and  one  fourth  part  of  such  value, 
when  such  re-capture  shall  be  made  by  a  public  armed  vessel  of  the 
united  states. 

75.  Sect.  III.  When  any  vessel  or  goods  which  shall  be  taken  as 
prize,  as  aforesaid,  shall  appear  to  have  before  belonged  to  any  person 
or  persons  permanently  resident  within  the  territory,  and  under  the 
protection  of  any  foreign  prince,  government  or  state,  in  amity  with 
the  united  states,  and  to  have  been  taken  by  an  enemy  of  the  united 
states,  or  by  authority,  or  pretence  of  authority  from  any  prince,  go- 
vernment or  state,  against  which  the  united  states  have  authorized,  or 
shall  authorize,  defence  or  reprisals,  then  such  vessel  or  goods  shall  be 
adjudged  to  be  restored  to  the  former  owner,  or  owners  thereof,  he  or 
they  paying  for  and  in  lieu  of  salvage,  such  proportion  of  the  true  value 
of  the  vessel  or  goods  so  to  be  restored,  as  by  the  law  or  usage  of  such 
prince,  government  or  state,  within  whose  territory  such  former  owner 
or  owners  shall  be  so  resident,  shall  be  required,  on  the  restoration  of 
any  vessel  or  goods  of  a  citizen  of  the  united  states,  under  like  cir- 
cumstances of  rc-capture,  made  by  the  authority  of  such  foreign 
prince,  government  or  state  ;  and  where  no  such  law  or  usage  shall  be 
known,  the  same  salvage  shall  be  allowed  as  is  provided  by  the  first 
section  of  this  ail :  Frovided,  That  no  such  vessel  or  goods  shall  be  ad- 
judged to  be  restored  to  such  former  owner  or  owners,  in  any  case  where 
the  same  shall  have  been,  before  the  re-capture  thereof,  condemned 
as  priie  by  competent  authority,  nor  in  any  case  where  by  the  law  or 
usage  of  the  prince,  government,  or  state,  within  whose  territory  yjch 
former  owner  or  owners  shall  be  resident  as  aforcsaidj  th&  vessel  or 
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goods  of  a  citizen  of  the  united  states,  under  like  eircumstances  of  re- 
capture, would  not  be  restored  to  such  citizen  of  the  united  states : 
Provided  alsoj  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  contravene  or 
alter  the  terms  of  restoration  incases  of  re-capture,  which  are  or  shall 
be  agreed  on  in  any  treaty  between  the  united  states,  and  any  foreign 
prince,  government  or  state* 

76.  Sect.  IV.  All  sums  of  money  which  may  be  paid  for  salva(^, 
as  aforesaid,  when  accruing  to  any  public  armed  vessel,  shall  be  divid-

I.  No  citizen  or  citizens  of  the  united  states,  or  foreigner, 
or  any  other  person  coming  into,  or  residing  within  the  same,  shalK 
for  himself  or. any  other  person  whatsoever,  either  as  master,  faclor  or 
owner,  build,  fit,  equip,  load  or  otherwise  prepare  any  ship  or  vessti, 
within  any  port  or  place  of  the  said  united  states,  nor  shall  cause  any 
shipor  vessel  to  sail  from  any  port  or  place  within  the  same,  for  the 
pm*pose  of  carrying  on  any  trade  or  traffic  in  slaves,  to  any  foreigu 
country  ;  or  for  the  purpose  of  procuring,  from  any  foreign  kingdom, 
place,  or  country,  the  inhabitants  of  such  kingdom,  place  or  couutrv, 
to  be  transported  to  any  foreign  country,  port  or  place  whatever,  to  be 
aold  or  disposed  of,  as  slaves:  And  if  any  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  so 
fitted  out,  as  aforesaid,  for  the  said  purposes,  or  shall  be  caused  to  saiU 
ao  as  aforesaid,  every  such  ship  or  vessel,  her  tackle,  furniture,  apparel, 
and  other  appurtenances,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  united  statos  j  acd 
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shall  be  liable  to  be  seized,  prosecuted  and  condemned,  in  any  of  the 
circuit  courts  or  district  court  for  the  distridl,  where  tlie  said  ship  or 
vessel  may  be  found  and  seized.

The  owner,  master,  or  fa£lor  of  each  and  every  foreign 
ship  or  vessel,  clearing  out  for  any  of  the  coasts  or  kingdoms  of  Africa, 
or  suspe6led  to  be  intended  for  the  slave  trade,  and  the  suspicion  being 
declared  to  the  olTicer  of  the  customs,  by  any  citizen,  on  oath  or  affir- 
mation, and  such  information  being  to  the  satisfa6\ion  of  the  said  ofu- 
cer,  shall  first  give  bond  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
united  states,  that  none  of  the  natives  of  Africa,  or  any  other  foi^cign 
country  or  place,  shall  be  taken  on  bbard  the  said  ship  or  vessel,  to  be 
transported,  or  sold  as  slaves,  in  any  other  foreign  port  or  place  whate- 
ver, within  nine  months  thereafter. 

4.  Sect.  IV.  If  any  citizen  or  citizens  of  the  united  states  shall, 
contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  a6t,  take  on  board,  re-

be  condemned  for  the  use  of  the  ofTicei^s  and  crew  of  the  vessel  makiiiK 
the  seizure,  and  be  divided  in  the  proportion  dire6\ed  in  the  case  of 
l^iize  :  And  all  persons  interested  in  such  vessel,  or  in  the  enterprizt 
or  voyage  in  which  buch  vessel  shall  be  en)plo}cd  at  the  time  of  such 
ctiplurc,  shall  be  precluded  from  all  light  or  claim  to  the  slaves  found 
on  board  such  vessel  as  aforesaid,  and  from  all  damages  or  retribuiioD

There  shall  be  established  within  the  said  territory  a 
government  in  all  respects  similar  to  that  provided  by  the  ordinance  of 
congress,  passed  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  July  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  eighty-seven,  for  the  government  of  the  territory  of  the  uni- 
ted states  north-west  of  the  river  Ohio  ;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof 
shall  be  entitled  to,  and  enjoy  all  and  singular  the  rights,  privileges 
and  advantages  granted  and  secuifed  to  the  people  by  the  said  ordinance* 

1 1.  Sect.  III.  The  officers  for  the  said  territory,  who  by  virtue  of 
this  a6\  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  united  states, by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,'  shall  respe6\ively  exercise 
the  same  powers,  perform  the  same  duties,  and  receive  for  their  ser- 
vicvsthe  same  compensations  as  by  the  ordinance  aforesaid  and  the 
jaws  of  the  united  states,  have  been  provided  and  established  for  si- 
milar officers  in  the  territory  of  the  united  states  north-west  of  the  ri- 
ver Ohio  :  And  the  duties  and  emoluments  of  superintendent  of  I^idian 
affairs  shall  be  united  with  those  of  governor  :  Provided^  That  the  pre- 
sident of  the  united  states  shall  have  full  power,  in  the  recess  of  con- 
gress, to  appoint  and  commission  all  oBlcers  herein  authorized  ;  and 
their  commissions  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  end  of  the  ne^;t 
session  of  congress. 

12.  Sect.  IV.  So  much  of  the  ordinance  for  the  government  of  the 
territory  of  the  united  states  north-west  of  the  Ohio  river,  as  relates  to 
the  organization  of  a  g;eneral  assembly  therein^  and  prescribes  the 
powers  thereof,  shall  be  in  force  and  operate  in  the  Indiana  territory, 
whenever  satisfaclory  evidence  shall  be  given  to  the  governor  thereof, 
that  such  IS  the  wish  of  a  majority  of  the  freeholders,  notwithstanding 
there  may  not  be  therein  five  thousand  free  male  inhabitants  of  the  ags 
of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards  :  Prtn^/^^i/,  That  until  there  shs^l  be 
five  thousand  free  male  inhabitants  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards  in 
said  territory,  the  whole  number  of  representatives  to  the  general  as- 
sembly shall  not  be  less  than  seven,  nor  more  than  nine,to  be  apportion- 
ed by  the  governor  to  the  several  counties  in  the  said  territory,  agree* 
ably  to  the  number  of  free  males  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and 
upwards  which  they  may  respectively  contain. 

13.  Sect.  V*  Nothing  in  this  a6l  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as 
in  any  manner  to  affe6l  the  government  now  in  force  in  the  territory  cf 
the  united  states  north-west  of  the  Ohio  river,  further  than  to  prohibit 
tiie  exercise  thereof  within  the  .  Indiana  territory,  from  and  alter  the 
aforesaid  fourth  day  of  July  next :  Provided^  That  whenever  that  part 
of  the  territory  of  the  united  states  which  lies  to  the  eastward  of  a  line 
beginning  at  Uie  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami  river^  and  runnings  thence 
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due  north  to  the  territorial  line  between  the  united  states  and  Canada, 
shall  be  eredlcd  into  an  independent  state,  and  admitted  into  the  union 
on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states,  thenceforth  said  line  shall 
become  and  remain  permanently  the  boundary  line  between  such  state 
and  the  Indiana  territory  ;  any  thing  in  this  acl  contained  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

14.  Sect.  VI.  Until  it  shall  be  otherwise  ordered  by  the  legisla- 
tures of  the  said  territoiies  respeclively,  Chilicothe,  on  tiie  Scioto  ri- 
ver, shall  be  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  territory  of  the  united 
States  north-west  of  the  Ohio  riyer  ;  and  Saint  Vincenncs  on  the  Wa- 
bash river,  shall  be  the  seat  of  the  government  for  the  Indiana  terri- 
tory,

15.  All  suits,  and  process  and  proceedings,  which  on  the  third  (^ar 
of  July  one  thousand  eight  hundred,  were  pending  in  any  court  of  ei- 
ther of  the  counties,  which  by  the  a6l  entitled,  "  An  a6l  to  divide  the 
territory  of  the  united  states  north-west  of  the  Ohio,  into  two  svparaie 
governments,'*  has  been  included  within  the  Indiana  ten  i lory  ;  unci  all 
suits,  process  and  proceeding's,  which,  on  the  aforesaid  tJilrd  di^y  cf 
July,  were  pending  in  the  general  court  of  the  territory  of  the  iir.iicd 
states  north-west  of  the  0*iio,  in  consequence  of  any  writ  of  removal  or 
order  for  trial  at  bar,  had  been  removed  from  either  of  the  counties 
now  within  the  limits  of  the  Indiana  territory  aforesaid,  shall  be  and 
they  are  hereby  revived  and  continued  ;  and  the  same  proceedings, 
before  the  rendering  of  final  judgment  and  thereafter,  may  and  shall  be 
had,  in  the  same  courts,  in  all  suits  and  process  aforesaid,  and  in  all 
things  concerning  the  same,  as  by  law  might  have  been  had  in  case  the 
said  territory  of  the  united  states  north-west  of  the  Ohio  had  remain* 
ed  undivided.

Pennsylvania  line,  aforesaid  :  ProvieUdy  That  congi  ess  shUI  be  at  liber- 
ty at  any  time  hereafter,  either  to  attach  all  the  territory  lying  cust  uf 
the  line  to  be  drawn  due  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Miami  aibrcsai  J, 
ta  the  territorial  liue>  and  uorih  of  an  e»st  and  we&t  line  drawu  through 
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the  southerly  extreme  of  Lake  Michig^an,  running  east  as  aforesaid  to 
Lake  Erie,  to  the  aforesaid  state,  or  dispose  of  it  dtherwisc,  in  confor- 
mity to  the  fifth  article  of  compa6l  between  the  original  states,  and  the 
people  and  states  to  be  formed  in  the  territory  noi*th*west  of  the  river 
Ohio. 

18.  Sect.  III.  All  that  part  of  the  territory  of  the  united  states, 
norlh-wesLof  the  rrver  Ohio,  heretofore  included  in  the  eastern  division 
of  said  territory,  and  not  included  within  tlic  boundary  herein  prescrib- 
ed for  the  said  state,  is  hereby  attached  to,  and  niade'a  part  of  the  In- 
diana territory,  from  and  after  the  formation  of  the  said  state,  subje6t 
nevertheless  to  be  hereafter  disposed  of  by  congress,  according  to  the 
li^hl  reserved  in  the  fifth  article  of  the  oi*diuance  aforesaid;  and  the  in- 
habitants therein  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  and  immunities, 
and  bubjcwt  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  in  all  respcc\s  whatever, 
>viih  all  other  citizens  residing  within  the  Indiana  territory. 

19.  Sfxt'  IV.  All  male  citizens  of  the  united  states,  who  shall  have 
arrived  at  full  age,  and  resided  within  the  said  territory  at  least  one 
year  previous  to  the  day  of  eletlion,  and  shall  have  paid  a  territorial 
or  cPAmty  tax,  and  all  persons  having  in  other  respects,  the  legal  quali- 
fiv^ations  to  vole  for  representatives  in  the  general  assembly  of  the  ter- 
ritory,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  choose  representatives 
to  form  a  convention,  who  shall  be  apportioned  amongst  the  several 
counties  within  the  eastern  division  aforesaid,  in  a  ratio  of  one  repre- 
bLQtative  to  every  twelve  hundred  inhabitants  of  each  county,  according 
to  ihe  enumeration  taken  under  the  authority  of  the  united  states,  as 
n^ar  as  may  be,  that  is  to  say,  from  the  county  of  Trumbull,  two  repre- 
seutalives  ;  from  the  county  of  Jefferson,  seven  representatives,  two  of 
the  seven  to  be  eledled  within  what  is  now  known  by  the  county  of  Bel- 
mont, taken  from  Jefferson  and  Washington  counties  ;  from  the  coun- 
ty of  Washington,  four  representatives  ;  from  the  county  of  Ross,  se- 
ven representatives,  two  of  the  seven  to  be  elcclcd  in  what  is  now  known 
by  Fairfield  county,  taken  from  Ross  and  Washington  counties^ ;  from 
the  county  of  Adams,  three  representatives  ;  from  the  county  of  Ha- 
milton, twelve  representatives,  two  of  the  twelve  to  be  elected  in  what 
is  now  knov/n  by  Clermont  county,  taken  entirely  from  Hamilton  coun- 
ty ;  ami  the  elections  for  the  repi*esentatives  aibresald,  shall  take  place 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  06\ober  next,  the  time  fixed  by  a  law  of 
the  territory,  entitled,  "  An  acl  to  ascertain  the  number  of  free  mal# 
in!  aoitants  of  the  age  of  twenty-one,  in  the  territory  of  the  united 
slates  north-west  of  the  river  Ohio,  and  to  regulate  the  eltttions  of  rt  - 
presentativcs  for  the  same,"  for  electing  representatives  to  the  general 
assembly,  and  shall  be  held  and  condue\ed  in  the  saiue  manner  as  is 
provided  by  the  aforesaid  a6\,  except  that  the  qualifications  of  electors 
shall  be  as  herein  specified. 

20.  Skct.  V.  The  members  of  the  convention,  thus  duly  elected, 
5hall  be,  and  they  arc  hereby  authorized  to  meet  at  Chilicothe  on  the 
first  Monday  in  November  next  ;  which  convention,  when  n^et,  shall 
first  determine  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  elected,  ^vhcther  it 
be  or  be  not  exp^^dient  at  that  time  to  form  a  constitution  and  £tate  go* 
vernraent  for  the  people,  within  the  said  territory,  and  if  it   bfr  deie:^ 
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mined  to  be  expedient,  the  convention  fthall  be^  and  herebjr  are  &a- 
tborized  to  form  a  constitution*  and  state  government,  or  if  it  be  deem- 
ed more  expedient,  the  said  convention  shall  provide  by  ordinance  for 
eledling  representatives  to  form  a  constitution  or  frame  of  government; 
which  said  representatives  shall  be  chosen  in  such  manner,and  in  surh 
proportion,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place,  as  shall  be  prescrib- 
ed by  the  said  ordinance  ;  and  shall  form  for  the  people  of  the  said 
state,  a  constitution  and  state  government ;  provided  the  same  shall  be 
republican,  and  not  repugnant  to  the  ordinance  of  the  thirteenth  cf 
July,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  between  the  ori- 
giiiui  states  and  the  people  and  states  of  the  territory  north-west  of  the 
^iver  Ohio. 

21.  Sect.  VI.  Until  the  next  general  census  shall  be  taken,  the  said 
state  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative  in  the  house  of  represents* 
tives  of  the  united  states* 

22.  Sect.  VIL  The  following  propositions  shall  be,*  and  the  same 
are  herel)y  offered  to  the  convention  of  the  eastern  state  of  the  boid 
territory,  when  formed,  for  their  free  acceptance  or  reje6lion)  which, 
if  accepted  by  the  convention,  shall  be  obligatory  upon  the  united 
states : 

Firsts  That  the  section,  number  sixteen,  in  every  township,  and 
^here  such  se6lion  has  been  sold,  granted  or  disposed  of,  other  lamit 
equivalent  thereto,  and  most  contiguous  to  the  same,  shall  be  granted 
to  the  inhabitants  of  such  township,  for  the  use  of  schools* 

Second^  That  the  six  miles  reservation,  including  the  salt  springs, 
commonly  called  tlie  Sciotasalt  springs,  the  salt  springs  near  the  Mus- 
kingum river,  and  in  the  military  tradl,  with  the  se6lions  of  land  which 
include  the  same,  shall  be  granted  to  the  said  state  for  the  use  of  the 
people  thereof,  the  same  to  be  used  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
and  veguiations  as  the  legislature  of  the  said  state  shall  dire6l :  Fnh 
vided  the  said  legislature  shall  never  sell  nor  lease  the  same  for  a  longer 
period  than  ten  years. 

Thirds  That  one  twentieth  part  of  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  lan<is 
laying  within  the  said  state  sold  by  congress,  from  and  after  the  tliii^ 
ticth  day  of  June  next,  after  dedu6ling  all  expenses  incident  to  the 
same,  shall  be  applied  to  the  laying  out  and  making  public  roads,  le^d- 
^g  from  tlic  navigable  waters  emptying  into  the  Atlantic,  to  the  Ohio, 
to  the  said  state,  and  through  the  same  ;  such  roads  to  be  laid  out  un- 
der the  authority  of  congress,  with  the  consent  of  the  several  sta^e^ 
through  which  the  road  shall  pass :  Prxroided  always^  That  the  three 
foregoing  propositions  herein  oflered,  are  on  the  conditions  that  tlte 
convention  of  the  said  state  shall  provide,  by  an  ordinance  irrevocable, 
without  the  consent  of  the  united  states,  that  every  and  each  tract  of 
land  sold  by  congress,  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  next, 
shall  be  and  remain  exempt  from  any  tax  laid  by  order  or  under  autho- 
rity of  the  slate,  whether  for  state,  county,  township  or  any  other  pur- 
pose whatever,  for  the  term  of  five  years  £rom  and  after  the  day  of  sale.

23.  Sect.  III.  All  that  tra6l  of  country  bounded  on  the  west  by  the 
Missisippi  ;  on  the  north  by  a  line  to  be  drawn  due  east  from  the  mouth 
of  the  Yasous  to  the  Chatahouchee  river  ;  on  the  east  by  the  river 
Chatahouchee ;  and  on  the  south  by  the  thirty-first  degree  of  north 
latitude,  sha)!  be,  and  hereby  is  constituted  one  distridl,  to  be  called  the 
Missisippi  territory  :  And  the  president  of  the  united  states  is  hereby 
authorized  to  establish  therein  a  government  in  all  respecls  similar  to 
that  now  exercised  in  the. territory  north-west  of  the  river  Ohio,  ex-

or  her  freedom* 

28.  Srx'T.  VIIL  The  sum  of.  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be,  and 
hereby  is  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  president  of  the 
united  states  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  the 
said  sum  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  monies  in  the  treasury  notothtmise 
appropriated.

The  first  election,  for  representatives  to  the  general  as- 
sembly, shall  be  on  the'  fourth  Monday  in  July  next,  and  all  subsequent 
eleclions  shall  be  regulated  by  the  legislature.

his  ofBce  ;  and  generally  to  perform  all  such  services  relative  to  the

3.  Skct.  III.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  to  superintend 
the  adjustment  and  preservation  of  the  public  accounts ;  to  examine  all

He  shall  at  all 
tinves  submit  to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  and  the  comptroller,  or 
either  of  them,  the  inspe6lion  of  the  monies  in  his  hands  ;  and  shall, 
prior  to  the  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond,  with  suf- 
hcient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  and 
comptroller,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
payable  to  the  united  states,  with  condition  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  for  the  fidelity  of  the  persons  to  be  by 
him  employed,  which  bond  shall  be  lodged  in  the  office  of  the  comptix^- 
ler  of  the  treasury  of  the  united  states.

Prov idedf  Thdt  no  letters  patent  shall  be  issued  for  a  greater 
quantity  of  land,than  shall  appear  to  remain  due  on  such  warrant,  and 
that,  before  the  seal  of  the  united  states  shall  be  affixed  to  such  letters 
patent,  the  secretary  of  the  department  of  war  shall  have  endorsed 
thereon,  that  the  grantee  therein  named,  or  the  person  under  whom  he 
claims,  was  originally  entitled  to  such  bounty  lands,  and  every  such 
letters  patent  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  state,  and  a 
minute  of  the  date  thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  grantee,  shall  be  en- 
tered of  record  in  his  office  in  a  book  to  be  specially  provided  for  that 
purpose.

32.  Sect.  II«  The  provisions  of  the  said  a6l  shall,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  extended  to  all  persons  claiming  )ands  lying  between  the  Miami 
rivers,  and  without  the  limits  of  Ludlow*s  survey,  by  purchase^or  con- 
tract made  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hun* 
dred,  with  John  Cleves  Symmes  or  his  associates. 

33.  Sect.  Ill,  Every  person  claiming  lands  as  aforesaid,  either 
within  or  without  the  jimits  of  Li^dlow's  survey,  and  who  have  not 
obtained  a  certificate  of  the  right  of  pre-emption  therefor,  shall,  on  0¥» 
before  the  first  day  of  November  next,  give  notice  of  the  nature  and 
extent  of  his  claim,  in  manner  prescribed  by  the  second  sefclion  of  the 
said  a6t.  And  the  receiver  of  public  monies,  and  commissioners  ap« 
pointed  under  the  fourth  sedlion  of  the  ss^d  ac\,  shall  meet  $it  Cinciu*

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Sect.  III.  The  president  shall  be,  and  he  hereby  is  further  autho* 
Hzed  and  empowered  by  letters  patent  as  aforessud,  to  grant  and  con- 
vey to  the  said  Rufus  Putnam,  Manasseh  Cutler,  Robert  Oliver  and 
Griifm  Green,  and  to  t?heir  heirs  and  assigns,  in  fee  simple,  in  trust  for 
the  uses  above  expressed,  a  farther  quantity  of  one  hundred  thousand 
acres  of  land.  Provided  always  nevertheless^  That  the  said  grant  df  one 
hundred  thousand  acres  shall  be  made  on  the  express  condition  of  be-

I.  A  surveyor*general  shall  be  appointed,  whose  doty  it 
fchall  be  to  engage  a  suihcient  number  of  skilful  surveyors,  as  bis  de- 
puties ;  whom  he  shall  cause,  without  delay,  to  survey  and  mark  the 
unascertained  outlines  of  the  lands  lying  north-west  of  the  river  Ohio, 
and  above  the  mouth  of  the  river  Kentucky,  in  which  the  titles  of  the

42.  Sect.  II.  The  part  of  the  said  lands,  ^thich  has  not  been  already 
conveyed  by  letters  patent,  ot  divided,  in  pursuance  of  an  ordinance 
in  congress,  passed  on  the  twentieth  of  May,  one  thousan'd  seven  hun- 
dred and  eighty-five,  or  which  has  not  been  heretofore,  and,  during  the 
present  session  of  congress,  may  not  be  appropriated  for  satisfying 

^  military  land-bounties,  and  for  other  purposes,  shall  b^  divided  by  north 
and  south  lines  run  according  to  the  true  meridian,  and  by  others 
crossing  them  at  right  angles,  so  as  to  form  townships  of  six.  miles 
square,  unless  where  the  line  of  the  late  Indian  purchase^  or  of  tra6ls 
of  land  heretofore  surveyed  or  patented,  or  the  course  of  navigable  ri- 
vers may  render  it  impracticable ;  and  then  this  rule  shaU  be  departed 
.  from,  no  further  thaii  such  particular  circumstances  may  require. 
The  comers  of  the  townships  shall  be  marked  with  progressive 
numbers  from  the  beginning;  each  distance  of  a  mile  between  the  said 
corners  shall  be  also  distindlly  marked  with  marks  different  from  those 
of  the  corners.  One  half  of  the  said  townships,  taking  them  alternate- 
ly,  shall  be  subdivided  into  sections,  containingy  as  nearly  as  may  be, 
^x  hundred  and  forty  acres  each,  by  running  through  the  same,  e&ch 
Way,  parallel  lint^s,  at  the  end  of  every  two  miles ;  and  by  marking  m

'ji\v\  the  fra^ions  of  sections  shall  be  annexed  to,  and  sold  with,  the  ad* 
jac  jnt  entire  sections.  All  lines  shall  be  plainly  marked  upon  trees,  and 
measured  with  chains,  containing  two  perches  of  sixteen  feet  and  one 
half  each,  subdivided  into  twenty-five  equal  links,  and  the  chain  ^hall 
be  adjusted  to  a  standard  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose*  Every  surveyor 
shall  note  in  his  iicld-book,  the  true  situations  of  all  mines,  salt  licksy

thereof  shall  be  kept  open  at  the  surveyor-general's  office,  for  publiCi 
information  ;  and  other  copies  sent  to  the  places  of  the  sale,  and  to  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury. 

43,  Sect.  J II.  A  salt  spring  lying  upon  a  creek  which  empties  into 
the  Sciota  river,  on  the  east  side,  together  with  as  many  contiguous 
se:Yions  as  shall  be  equal  to  one  township,  and  every  other  salt  springs 
which  may  be  discovered,  together  with  the  se6tionof  one  mile  square 
which  includes  it,  and  also  four  sections  at  the  center  of  every  town- 
^iiip,  containing  each  one  mile  square,  shall  be  reserved,  for  the  fu- 
ture disposal  of  the  united  states :  But  thei'e  shall  be  no  reservations, 
except  for  salt  springs,  in  fractional  townships,  where  the  fra6tioa 
is  less  than  three  fourths  of  a  township. 

44r.  Sect.  IV.  Whcneversevenrangesofto^Tiships  shall  have  beea 
surveyed  below  the  Great  Miami,  or  between  the  Sciota  river  and  the 
Oiiio  company's  purchase,  or  between  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
Connecticut  claims  and  the  ranges  already  laid  otf,  beginning  upon  the 
Ohio  river  and  extending  westwardly,  and  the  plats  thereof  made  and 
transmitted,  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  thi%4ict,  the  said  se6tion* 
of  six  hundred  and  forty  acres  (excluding  those  hereby  rcsserved)  shall 
be  ofiered  for  sale,  at  public  vendue,  under  the  dire<flion  of  the  gover- 
nor, or  secretary  of  the  western  territory,  and  the  surveyor-general  i 
such  of  them  as  lie  below  the  Great  Miami  shall  be  sold  at  Cincinnati  S 
those  of  them  which  lie  between  the  Sciota  and  the  Ohio  company's 
purchase,  at  Pittsburgh;  and  those  between  the  Conncdticut  claim  and 
the  seven  ranges,  at  Pittsburgh.     And  the  townships  remaining  undl- 
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tided  shall  be  offered  for  sale,  in  the  same  manner,  at  the  seat  of  gor-* 
ernment  of  the  united  states,  under  the  dire6\ion  of  the  secretary  of 
the  treasury,  in  tra6\s  of  one  quarter  of  a  township  lying  at  the  comers 
thereof,  excluding  the  four  central  se6\ions,  and  the  other  reservations 
before  mentioned  :  Provided  alivays^  That  no  {)art  of  the  lands  dire^ed 
by  this  a6t  to  be  offered  for  sale,  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  twodollart 
per  acre. 

45.  Sect,  V.  The  secretary  of  the  treasury^  after  receiving  the 
aforesaid  plats,  shall  forthwith  give  notice,  in  one  newspaper  in  each 
of  the  united  states,  and  of  the  territories  north-'west  aivd  sotith  of  the 
river  Ohio,  of  the  times  of  sale  ;  which  shall,  in  no  case,  be  less  than 
two  months  from  the  date  of  the  notice  ;  and  the  dales  at  the  different 
places  shall  not  commence,  within  less  than  one  month  of  each  other :

46.  Seci-*  VL  Immediately  after  the  passing  of  this  ad,  the  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury  shall,  in  the  manner  herein  before  directed,  adver^ 
tlse  for  sale,  the  lands  remaining  unsold  in  the  seven  ranges  of  town- 
ships, which  were  surveyed,  in  pursuance  of  an  ordinance  of  congressy 
passed  the  twentieth  of  May,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
five,  including  the  lands  drawn  for  the  army,-by  the  late  secretary  of 
War,  and  also  those  heretofore  scild,  but  not  paid  for )  the  townships 
which  by  the  said  orGinance,are  directed  to  be  soldentire,shallbe  offered 
for  sale,  at  public  vendue  in  Philiidclphia,  under  the  direction  of  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury,  in  quarter  townships,  reserving  the  four  cen- 
ter se6\ions,  according  to  the  dire6lions  of  this  a6l.  The  to\^^ship&. 
which,  by  the  said  ordinance,  are  directed  to  be  sold  in  sections^  shall

VIL  The  highest  bidder  for  any  tra<n  of  land,  sold  by 
virtue  of  this  acl,  shall  deposit,  at  the  time  of  sale,  one  twentieth 
part  of  the  amount  of  the  purchase  money  ;  to  be  forfeited,  if  a  moiety 
of  the  sum  bid,  including  the  said  twentieth  part,  is  not  paid  within 
thirty  days,  to  the  treasurer  of  t)ie  united  states,  or  to  such  person  as 
shall  be  appointed  by  tiie  president  of  the  united  states,  to  attend  the 
places  of  salt'  for  tliat  purpose  ;  and  upon  payment  of  a  moiety  of  the

The  secretary  of  the  treasury,  and  the  governor  of 
the  territory  north-west  of  the  river  Ohio,  shall  respeclively,  cause  books 
to  be  kept,  in  which  shall  be  regularly  entered,  an  account  of  the  dates 
of  all  the  sales  made,  the  situation  and  numbers  of  the  lots  sold,  the 
price  at  which  each  was  struck  off,  the  money  deposited  at  the  time  of 
sale,  and  the  dates  of  the  certificates  granted  to  the  different  purchas-

IX*  All  navigable  rivers,  within  the  territoiy  to  be  dis- 
posed of  by  virtue  of  this  a6\,  shall  be  deemed  to  be,  and  remain  public 
highways  ;  And  in  all  cases,  where  the  opposite  banks  of  any  stream, 
not  navigable,  shall  belong  to  different  persons,  the  stream  and  the 
bed  thereof  shall  become  common  to  both, 

50.  Sect,  X.  The  surveyor-general  shall  receive,  for  his  compen- 
sation, two  thousand  dollars  per  annum  ;  and  the  president  of  the  uni- 
ted states  may  fix  the  compensation  of  the  assistant  surveyors,  chain* 
carriers  and  axe«rmen  ;  Frovided^  That  the  whole  expense  of  surveying 
and  marking  the  lines,  shall  not  exceed  three  dollars  per  mile,  for  eve- 
ry mile  that  shall  be  actually  run  or  surveyed. 

51.  Sect,  XI.  The  following  fees  shall  be  paid  for  the  services  to 
be  done  under  this  a€l,  tothe  treasurer  of  the  united  states,  or  to  the 
receiver  in  the  western  territory,  as  the  case  may  be  ;  for  each  certi- 
fisate  for  a  tra6l  containing  a  quarter  of  a  township,  twenty  dollars  ; 
for  a  certificate  for  a  tradl  containing  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  six 
dollars  ;  and  for  each  patent  for  a  quarter  of  a  township,  twenty  dol- 
lars ;  for  a  section  of  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  si^  dollars  :  And 
the  said  fees  shall  be  jiccQunted  for  by  the  receivers,  respectively. 
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52,  Sect.  XIT.  The  surveyor-general,  assistant  surveyors,  and  chain 
carriers,  shall,  before  they  enter  on  the  several  duties  to  be  perfonned 
under  this  a6l,  severally  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  to  per- 
form  the  same  ;  and  the  person,  to  be  appointed  to  receive  the  moncT 
on  sales  in  the  western  territory,  before  he  shall  receive  any  money 
under  this  a6l,  shall  give  bond  \vith  sufficient  security,  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  trust  :  For  receiving,  safe-keeping  and  conveying 
to  the  treasury  the  money  he  may  receive,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  si 
compensation  to  be  hereafter  fixed.

mentioned  six  per  centum  stock,  shall,  at  the  same  time,  bear  to  ifs 
market  price,  at  the  same  place  ;  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  in  all 
cases,  determining  what  such  market  price  is.

tun^s  and  plats  reGpec\ively,  and  all  others  as  containing  the  complete 
L'gal  quantity:  And  the  president  of  the  united  states  shall  (ix  the 
compensation  of  the  deputy  surveyors,  chain-carriers,  and  axemen  : 
Prosided^  The  whole  expense  of  surveying  and  marking  the  lines,  shall 
not  exceed  three  dollars,  for  every  mile  that  shall  be  actually  run,  sur- 
vcy^rd  and  marked. 

57.  Sect.  IV.  The  lands  thus  subdivided  (excluding  the  sc6lions 
reserved  by  the  above  mentioned  acl)  shall  be  offered  for  sale  in  sc6\ions 
and  half  sections,  subdivided  as  before  directed  at  the  following  places 
and  limes,  that  is  to  say  ;  those  below  the  Little  Miami  shall  be  oiVer- 
cd  at  public  vendue,  in  the  town  of  Cincinnati,  on  tlie  first  Monday  of 
April,  one  thousand  eiq;ht  hundred  and  one,  under  the  dircdlion  of  the 
register  of  the  land  oliice  there  established,  and  of  either  the  governca*/ 
or  secretary  of  the  north-western  territory  :  The  lands  east  of  Sci- 
ota,  south  of  the  military  lands,  and  west  of  the  fifteenth  range  of  town- 
sr.ips,  shall  be  ofiered  in  like  manner  for  sale  at  Chili cothe,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  one,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  register  of  the  land  office  there  established,  and  of  either 
the  governor  or  secretary  of  the  said  territory  :  The  lands  east  of  the 
sixteenth  range  of  townships,  south  of  the  military  lands  and  west  bf 
the  Muskingum,  including  all  the  townships  intersc6>ed  by  that  river, 
shall  be  offered  for  sale  in  like  manner  at  Marietta,  on  the  last  Monday 
of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  one,  under  the  direclion  of  tlm 
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governor  or  secretary,  or  surveyor-general  of  the  said  territory,  Th« 
sales  shall  remain  open  at  each  place  for  three  weeks  and  no  longer. 
The  superintendent^  shall  observe  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  a- 
bove  mentioned  a6l,  in  classing  and  selling  fractional  with  entire  sec, 
tions,  and  in  keeping  and  transmitting  accounts  of  the  sales.  All  lands, 
remaining  unsold,  at  the  closing  of  either  of  the  public  sales,  maybe 
disposed  of  at  private  sale  by  the  registers  of  these  respedlive  land-of- 
flces,  in  the  n^iinner  herein  after  prescribed  ;  and  the  register  of  the 
land-office  at  Steubenville,  after  the  first  day  of  July  next,  may  proceed 
to  sell  at  private  sale,  the  lands  situate  within  the  distridt  assigned  to 
his  dire(5^ion  as  herein  before  described,  disposing  of  the  same  in  sec- 
tions, and  classing  fra6lional  with  entire  8e6lions,  according  to  the 
provisions  and  regulations  of  the  above  mentioned  a€l  and  of  this  act: 
And  the  register  of  the  land-office  at  Marietta,  after  the  said  first  dajr 
of  July  next,  may  proceed  to  sell  at  private  sale,  any  of  the  lands  with- 
in the  distridt  assigned  to ,  his  direftion  as  aforesaid,  which  are  east  of 
the  river  Muskingum,  excluding  the  townships  intersedled  by  that  river, 
disposing  of  the  same  in  seclions^  and  classing  fra£lional  witk  enun 
seQions  as  aforesaid. 

58.  Sect.  V,  No  lands  shall  be  sold  by  virtue  of  this  a6t)  at  either 
public  or  private  sale,  for  less  than  two  dollars  per  acre,  and  payment 
may  be  made  for  the  same  by  all  purchasers,  either  in  specie,  or  io 
evidences  of  the  public  debt  of  the  united  states,  at  the  rates  prescrib- 
ed by  the  a6l,  entitled,  "  An  a6l  to  authorize  the  receipt  of  evidences 
of  the  public  debt  in  payment  for  the  lands  of  the  united  states ;"  and 
shall  be  made  in  the  following  inanner)  and  under  the  following  con* 
ditions,  to  wit* 

1st.  At  the  time  of  purchase,  every  purchaser  shall,  exclusively  of 
the  fees  hereafter  mentioned,  pay  six  dollars  for  every  sedlion,  and 
three  dollars  for  every  half  section,  he  may  have  purchased,  for  sur- 
veying expenses,  and  deposit  one  t\ventieth  part  of  the  amount  of  the 
purchase  money  to  be  forfeited,  if  within  forty  days  one  fourth  part  of 
the  purchase  money,  including  the  said  twentieth  part,  is  not  padd. 

2d.  One  fourth  part  of  the  purchase  money  shall  be  paid  within  forty 
days  after  the  day  of  sale  as  aforesaid ;  another  fourth  part  shall  be 
paid  within  two  years ;  another  fourth  part  within  three  years ;  and  ano- 
ther fourth  part  within  four  years  after  the  day  of  sale. 

3d.  Interest,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  a  year,  from  the  day  of  sale, 
shall  be  charged  upon  each  of  the  three  last  payments,  payable  as 
they  rcspedlively  become  due. 

4th.  A  discount,  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  a  year,  shall  be  allowe4 
on  any  of  the  three  last  payments,  which  shall  be  paid  before  the  same 
shall  become  due^  reckoning  this  discount  always  upon  the  sum,  which 
would  have  been  dcmandable  by  the  united  st^tes^  on  the  day  appointed 
for  such  payment* 

5th.  If  the  first  payment  of  one  fourth  part  of  the  purchase  money 
§hall  not  be  made  within  forty  days  after  the  sale,  the  deposit,  pay- 
pient  and  fees,  paid  and  made  by  the  purchaser,  shall  be  forfeited,  and 
the  lands  shall  and  may,  from  and  after  the  day,  when  the  payment  of 
one  fourth  part  of  the  purchase  mone^  should  have  beeu  ma^C)  bo 
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disposed  of  at  private  sale,  on  the  tome  terms  and  conditions,  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  other  lands  diredled  by  this  a£l  to  be  disposed 
of  at  private  sale  S  Provided^  That  the  lands  which  shall  have  been  sold 
at  public  sale,  and  which  shall,  on  account  of  such  failure  of  payment, 
revert  to  the  united  states,  shall  not  be  sold  at  private  sale,  for  a  price 
less  than  the  price  that  shall  have  been  offered  for  the  same  at  public 
sale* 

6th.  If  any  tra6l  shall  not  be  completely  paid  for  within  one  year  af- 
ter the  date  of  the  last  payment,  the  tra£l  shall  be  advertized  for  sale 
by  the  register  of  the  land-oflice,  within  whose  distridl  it  may  lie,  in  at 
least  five  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  said  distridl,  for  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  time  of  sale  :  And  he  shall  sell  the  same  at  pub* 
lie  vendue,  during  the  sitting  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the 
county  in  which  the  land-office  is  kept,  for  a  price  not  less  than  the 
whole  arrears  due  thereon,  with  the  expenses  of  sale  \  the  surplus,  if 
any,  shall  be  returned  to  the  original  purchaser,  or  to  his  legal  repre- 
sentative ;  but  if  the  sum  due,  with  interest,  be  not  biddeh  and  paid^ 
then  the  land  shall  revert  to  the  united  states.  All  monies  paid  there- 
for shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  register  of  the  land-office  may  proceed 
to  dispose  of  the  same  to  any  purchaser,  as  in  Case  of  other  lands  at 
private  sale« 

59*  Sect.  VI.  All  and  every  the  pay^nents,  to  be  made  by  virtue  of 
the  preceding  seflion,  shall  be  made  either  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
united  states,  or  to  such  person  or  officer  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
president  of  the  united  states,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate^ 
receiver  of  public  monies  for  lands  of  the  united  states,  at  each  of  the 
places  respedlWely  where  the  public  and  private  sales  of  the  said  lands* 
are  to  be  made  ;  and  the  said  receiver  of  public  monies  shall  before  he 
enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond,  wkh  approved  security^ 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
trust ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  treasurer  and  receiver  of  pub- 
lic monies,  to  give  receipts  for  the  monies  by  them  received,  to  the 
persons  respe6\ively  paying  the  same  ;  to  transmit  within  thirty  days 
in  case  of  public  sale,  and  quarterly  in  case  of  private  sale,  an  account 
of  all  the  public  monies  by  them  received,  specifying  the  amount  re- 
ceived from  each  person,  and  distinguishing  the  sums  received  for  sur- 
veying expenses,  and  those  received  for  purchase  money,  to  the  se- 
cretary of  the  treasury,  and  to  the  registers  of  the  land-office,  as  the 
case  may  be«  The  said  receivers  of  public  monies  shall,  within  three 
months  after  receiving  the  same,  transmit  the  monies  by  them  received 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  united  states  \  and  the  receivers  of  public  mo- 
nits  for  the  said  sales,  and  also  tlie  receivers  of  public  monies  for  the 
sales  which  have  taken  place  at  Pittsburgh  under  the  a6l,entitled,  "  Anf 
act  providing  for  the  sale  of  the  lands  of  the  united  states  in  the  terri- 
ritory  north-west  of  the  Ohio,  and  above  the  mouth  of  Kentucky  river," 
shall  receive  one  per  cent,  on  the  monies  received,  as  a  compensation 
ibr  clerk  hire,  receiving,  safe-keeping,  and  transmitting  it  to  the  trea- 
sury of  the  united  states. 

60.  Sect.  VII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registers  of  the  land  of- 
fi«e»  respe6\ively,  to  receive  and  enter  on  books  kept  for  that  purposiB? 
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only 9  and  on  which  po  blank  leaves  or  space  shall  be  left  between  the 
diSercnt  entries,  the  applications  of  any  person  or  persons  who  may 
apply  for  the  purchase  of  any  section  or  half  sedlion,  and  who  shall 
pay  iiim  the  fee  hereafter  mentioned)  and  produce  a  receipt  from  the 
ti-easurer  of  tlie  united  states,  or  from  the  receiver  of  public  monies  ap- 
polutcd  for  that  purpose,  for  three  dollars  for  each  half  se^ion  such 
person  or  persons  may  apply  for,  and  for  at  least  one-twentieth  part  of 
tiie  purchase  money,  stating  carefully  in  each  entry  the  date  of  theap- 
plicciiion,  the  date  of  the  receipt  to  him  produced,  the  amount  of  mo> 
nies  specified  in  the  said  receipt,  and  the  number  of  the  sedion  or 
half  st:^ion,  township  and  range  applied  for*  If  two  or  more  persons 
siuiU  apply  at  the  same  time  for  the  said  tract,  the  register  shall  im- 
mediately determine  by  lot,  in  presence  of  the  parties,  which  of  them 
shall  have  preference.  He  shall  file  the  receipt  for  monies  produced  by 
the  party,  and  give  him  a  copy  of  his  entry,  and  if  required,  a  copy  of 
thL*  description  of  the  traft,  and  a  copy  of  the  plat  of  the  same,  or  either 
of  them  ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  inform  the  party  applying  for  any 
one  tr'i<n,  whether  the  same  has  already  been  entered,  purchased,  or 
paid  for,  and  at  his  request  to  give  him  a  copy  of  the  entry  or  entries 
c:on"  :riiin:;  the  same.  He  shall,  three  months  after  the  date  of  each 
uppiicuiion,  if  Lhe  party  sliall  not  have  within  that  time  produced  to  him 
a  receipt  of  the  payment  of  one  fourth  part  of  the  purchase  money,  in- 
cluding the  twentieth  part  :*bove  mentioned,  enter  under  its  proper 
date,  in  the  said  book  of  entries,  that  the  payment  has  not  been  made, 
and  that  the  land  has  reverted  to  the  united  states,  and  he  shall  make 
a  note  of  the  same  in  the  margin  of  the  book  opposite  to  the  original 
entry.  And  if  the  party  shaUjclther  at  the  time  of  making  the  original

the  suiue  final  certificate,  the  president  of  the  united  states  is  hcrt:by 
aulhoiizcd  to  i;i  ant  a  patent  lor  the  laiids  to  the   said  purchaser,  Lik 
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b^its  or  assigns  ;  and  all  patents  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  6ecre^ 
tary  of  state^  and  recorded  in  his  office^ 

61.  Sect.  VIII.  'I'hc  registers  of  the  land-offices,  respeflively,  stiali 
also  note  on  the  book  of  surveys,  or  original  plat  transmitted  to  them^ 
every  tradl  Krhich  niay  be  sold,  by  inserting  the  letter  A  on  thd 
the  day  when  the  same  is  applied  for,  and  the  letter  P  on  the  day  when 
a  receipt  for  one  fourth  part  of  the  purchase  money  is  produced  td 
them)  and  by  crossing  the  said  letter  A  on  the  day  when  the  land  shall 
revert  to  the  united  states,  on  failure  of  the  payment  of  one  fourth  part 
of  the  purchase  money  within  three  months  after  the  date  of  applica- 
tion. And  the  said  book  of  surveys  or  original  plat  shall  be  open  at  all 
times,  in  presence  of  the  register,  for  the  inspection  of  any  individual^ 
applying  for  the  same  and  paying  the  proper  fee< 

62.  Sect.  IX4  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registers  6^  the  iahd-b{l^£ 
ces  to  transmit  quarterly  to  the  Secretary  of  the  treasury,  and  to  thd 
Blirveyor-general,  an  account  of  the  several  tra6ls  applied  for,  of  the 
several  tra6ls  for  which  the  payment  of  ene  fourth  part  of  the  purchasd 
money  has  been  made,  of  the  several  tradls  which  have  reverted  to  the 
united  states  on  failure  of  the  said  payinent  \  and  also  an  account  of  all 
the  payments  of  monies  by  them  entered j  according  to  the  receipt^ 
produced  to  them,  specifying  the  sums  of  money,  the  names  Of  the 
persons  paying  the  same,  the  names  of  the  officers  who  have  received

X.  The  registers  afofesaid  shall  be  precluded  frotti  fil- 
tering on  their  books  any  application  for  lands  in  their  own  name,  and 
in  the  name  of  any  other  person  in  trust  for  them  ;  and  if  any  register 
shall  wish  to  purchase  any  tra6l  of  land,  he  may  do  it  by  applicatioii 
in  writing  to  the  surveyor-general,  Who  shall  enter  the  same  oh  booki

64.  Sect.  XL  The  secretary  of  the  treasury  shall  and  may  prcsetiW

by  the  several  officers  in  this  a6t  mentioned,  as  to  him  ma)*  appear  ne- 
cessary and  proper,  in  order  fully  to  carry  into  efift6t  the  provisions  of 
this  adl.

65«  Sect.  XII*  The  registers  of  the  land-offices,  respectively)  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  united  states,  one  half  per 
cent,  on  all  the  monies  expressed  in  the  receipts  by  them  filed  and  en- 
tered, and  of  which  they  shall  have  transmitted  an  account  to  the  se- 
cretary of  the  treasury,  as  dire6ledby  this  a6l ;  and  they  shall  further 
be  entitled  to  receive,  for  their  own  use,  from  the  respedUvc  parties, the 
following  fees  for  services  rendered,  that  is  to  say  ;  for  every  original 
application  for  land,  and  a  copy  of  the  same,  for  a  seclion,  three  dol- 
lars ;  for  a  half  se6lion,  two  dollars  ;  for  every  certificate  stating  that 
the  first  fourth  part  of  the  purchase  money  is  paid,  twenty-five  cents  ;

same,  one  dollar  ;  for  every  copy,eitherof  an  application  or  of  the  de- 
scription of  any  seflion  or  halfsedlion,  or  of  the  plat  of  the  same,  or  of 
any  entry  made  on  their  books,  or  of  any  certificate  heretofore  given 
by  them,  twenty-five  cents  for  each  ;  and  for  any  general  inspe6lion  of 
the  book  of  surveys,  or  general  plat,  made  in  their  presence,  twenty- 
five  cents. 

66.  Sect.  XIII.  The  superintendents  of  the  public  sales  to  be  made 
by  virtue  of  this  a6\,  and  the  superintendents  of  the  sales  which  have 
taken  place  by  virtue  of  the  a6l,  entitled,  "An  adt  providing  for  llie 
sale  of  the  lands  of  the  united  states  in  the  territory  north-west  of  the 
river  Ohio,  and  above  the  mouth  of  Kentucky  river,"  shall  rcccirc  five 
dollars  a  day  for  every  day  whilst  engaged  in  that  business  ;  and  the 
accounting  officers  of  the  treasury  are  he rebjr  authorized  to  allow  a  rea- 
sonable compensation  for  books,  stationery,  and  clerk  hire,  in  settling 
the  accounts  of  the  said  superintendents. 

67.  Sect.  Xiy.  The  fee  to  be  paid  for  each  patent  for  half  a  sedlion 
shall  be  four  dollars,  and  for  every  8e£lion  five  dollars,  to  be  accounted 
for  by  the  receiver  of  the  same. 

68.  Sect.  XV.  The  lahds  of  the  united  states  reserved  for  future 
disposition,  may  be  let  upon  leases  by  the  surveyor-general,  in  se6lioiis 
or  half  scclions,  for  terms  not  exceeding  seven  years,  on  condition  of 
making  such  improvements  as  he  shall  deem  reasonable. 

69.  Sect.  XVI.  Each  person  who  before  the  passing  of  this  act 
shall  haveeredled,  or  begun  to  erc6l,  a  grist-mill  or  saw-mill  upon  an\* 
of  the  lands  herein  directed  to  be  sold,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  pre- 
emption of  the  se6lion  including  such  mill,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars 
per  acre :  Provided^  The  person  or  his  heirs,  claiming  such  right  of 
pre-emption^  shall  produce  to  the  register  of  the  land-office  satisfacto- 
ry evidence  that  he  or  they  are  entitled  thereto,  and  shall  be  suhjecl  to 
and  comply  with  the  regulations  and  provisions  by  this  acl  prcscribcU 
for  other  purchasers.

70.  Sect.  I.  The  surveyor-general  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby  requir- 
ed, to  cause  to  be  surveyed,  the  tra6l  of  land  beginning  at  the  north-west 
corner  of  the  seven  ranges  of  townships,  and  running  thence  fifty  miles 
due  south,  along  the  western  boundary  of  the  said  ranges ;  thence  due 
west  to  the  main  branch  of  the  Sciota  river  ;  thence  up  the  main 
branch  of  the  said  river,  to  the  place  where  the  Indian  boundary  line 
crosses  the  same ;  thence  along  the  said  boundary  line,  to  the  Tuscaro- 
raB  branch  of  the  Muskingum  river,  at  the  crossing  place  above  Fort 
Lawrence  ;  thence  up  the  said  river,  to  the  point,  where  a  line,  run 
due  west  from  the  place  of  beginning,  will  mterse6l  the  said  river ;

running,  marking  and  numbering  the  exterior  lines  of  the  said  town- 
ships, and  marking  corners  in  the  said  lines,  at  the  distance  of  two  and 
une  half  miles  from  each  other,  in  the  manner  dirc<fled  by  the  ad),  en- 
titled, "An  aQ  providing  for  the  sales  of  the  lands  of  the  tuiited  states, 
in  the  territory  north-west  of  the  river  Ohio,  and  above  the  mouth  of  Ken-

PrcAfidcd  hofoevef,  That  such  letters  patent  shall  not  be  exedutfc^inA 
delivered,- unless  the  state  of  ConnedVicut  shall,  within  eight  months 
ftom  passing  this  adt,-  by  a  legislative  adl,  renounce  ibrever,  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  united  states,  and  of  the  several  individual  states  wh<r 
may  be  therein  concerned  respectively,  and  of  all  those  deriving  claimir 
sr  titles  from  them  or  any  of  them,  all  territorial  and  jurisdi6\ionat

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States,  which  deed  of  cession  when  so  deposited  shall  vest  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  said  territory  in  the  united  states  :  Providedy  lliat  neither  this 
act,  nor  any  thing  contained  therein,  shall  be  construed  so  as  in  any 
manner  to  draw  into  question  the  conclusive  settlement  of  the  dispute

seven  hundred  and  eighty-eight  ;  and, the  governor  of  the  said  terri- 
tory, upon  application  to  him  for  that  purpose,  is  hereby  directed  ^« 
cause  the  same  to  be  laid  out  for  such  heads  of  families  or  their  heirb; 
and  shall  also  cause  to  be  laid  off  and  confirmed  to  such  persons  lie

102.  Sect.  III.  The  president  of  the  united  states  shall  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,to  issue  letters  patent^in  the  name  and 
under  the  seal  of  the  united  states,  thereby,  granting  to  John  Gabriel 
Gervais,  and  his  heirs,  four  thousand  acres  of  land,  part  of  the  said 
twenty-four  thousand  acres^  to  be  located  on  the  northwest  bank  of  the 
river  Ohio,  opposite  to  the  mouth  of  the  Little  Sandy,  with  condition,  in

THEIR  High  MightinesBCB  the  States  General  of  the  United  Ne- 
therlands, andUie  United  Statesof  America,  to  wit;  New-Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts,  Rhode-Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  Coh- 
ne6\icut,  New-Yorlt,,  New-Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland, 
Virginia,  North-Caraliaa,  South-Carolina,  and  Georgia,  desiring  to 
ascertain  in  a  pemaancDt  and  equitable  manner,  the  rules  to  ba  observe 
ed  relative  to  the  commerce  and  correspondence,  which  ttiey  intend  to 
establish  between  their  rcspeftivc  states,  countries  and  inhabitants, 
have  judged  that  the  said  end  cannot  be  better  obtuned,  than  by  esta- 
blishing the  most  perfeft  equality  and  reciprocity  for  tlie  basis  of  their 
agreement,  and  by  avoiding  all  those  burthensome  preferences,  which 
are  usaally  the  sources  of  debate,  embarrassment  and  discontent ;  by 
leaving  also  each  party  at  Ubelty  to  make,  respefling  commerce  uiid 
navigation,  suCh  ulterior  regulations  as  it  shall  find  moat  convenient  to 
itself;  and  by  founding  the  advantages  of  commerce  solely  upon  reci- 
procal utility,  and  the  just  rules  of  free  intercourse,  reserving  withal  to 
each  party  the  liberty  of  admitting  at  itft  pleasure  other  nations  to  a 
participation  of  the  same  advantages. 

On  these  principles  tlieir  said  High  Mightinesses  the  States  General 
of  the  United  Netherlands,  have  named  for  their  plenipotentiaries,  from 
the  midst  of  their  assembly.  Messieurs,  their  deputies  for  the  foreign 
affairt  ;  and  the  said  United  States  of  America,  on  their  part,  have 
fumished  with  full  powers,  Mr.  John  Adams,  late  commissioner  «£  the 
United  Statesof  America  at  the  court  of  Versailles,  heretofore  delegate 
inCongress  from  the  state  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  and  chief  justice  of 
the  said  state,  who  have  agreed  and  concluded  as  follows,  to  wit : 
ARTICLE     I. 

There  shall  be  a  Rrnx,  inviolable  and  universal  peace  and  sincere 
friendship,  between  their  High  Mightinesses,  the  Lords  the  States  Ge- 
neral of  the  United  Netherlands,  and  theUnitedEitatesof  America,  and 
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pay;  and  they  shall  enioyallthe  rights,  liberties,  privile^,  tmnuuitin< 

and  exemptions  in  trade,  navigation  and  commerce,  which  the  sud  m- 

tions  do  or  shall  enjoy,  whether  in  |>assing  from  one  port  to  another,  !■ 

the  said  stateS)  or  in  going  from  any  of  those  ports  to  any  foreign  port 

•f  the  world,  or  from  any  foreign  port  of  the  world  to  any  of  those 

Jiorts. 

ARTICLE  III. 
The  itibjcfU  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  United  Stictes  of  Americi, 
shall  pay  in  the  ports,  havens,  roads,  countries,  Islands,  cities  or  pUcel 
-of  the  said  United  Netherlands,  or  any  of  tfaem,  no  other  nor  gmitt 
duties  or  imposts  of  whatever  nature  or  denomioatioD  tfaey  may  bci 
-than  those,  which  the  nations  the  most  favored,  are  or  shall  be  oHigerf 
-to  pay  :  And  they  shall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  liberties,  privileges,  im- 
inunitiesand  excmptionsintrade,  navigation  and  commerce,  which  the 
said  nations  do  or  shall  enjoy,  whether  in  passing  froja  one  port  U 
'  another  in  the  said  states,  or  &om  any  one  towards  any  one  of  tboK 
ports,  from  or  to  any  foreign  port  of  the  world.  And  the  United  Statel 
of  America,  with  their  subjects  and  inhabitants,  shall  leave  to  those  oF 
their  High  Mightinesses,  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  their  rights,  is 
the  countries,  islands  and  seas,  in  the  East  and  West-Indies,  without 
any  hindrance  or  molestation. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
There  shall  be  an  entire  and  perfc^  liberty  of  conscience  allowed  ID 
the  Eubjefls  and  inhabitants  of  each  party,  and  to  their  families  ;  and 
no  one  shall  be  molested  in  regard  to  his  worship,  provided  be  sutmiits 
-U-tothe  public  demonstration  of  it,  to  the  laws  of  the  country  :  Then 
shall  be  given  moreover,  liberty,  when  any  subje^s  or  inhabitants  of 
cither  party  shall  die  in  the  territory  of  tlie  other,  to  bury  them  in  tht 
usual  burying  places,  or  in  decent  and  convenient  grounds  to  be  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose,  as  occasion-shall  retiuire  ;  and  the  dead  bodies 
of  those  who  are  buried,  sh&ll  not  in  any  wise  be  molested.  And  lb* 
two  contracting  parties  shall  provide,  each  one  in  his  junsdi£tion,  thii 
their  respeftive  snbjefls  and  inhabitants  may  henceforward  obtain  tb« 
requisite  certiGcatw  in  cues  of  deaths,  in  which  they  shall  be  interested. 
ARTICLE  V. 
Their  High  Mightinesses,  the  States  General  of  the  United  Nether- 
lands, and  the  United  States  of  America,  shall  endeavor,  b^  aH  the 
means  in  their  power,  to  defend  and  protect  all  vessels  and  other  effe^ 
belonging  to  their  iubje6^  and  inhabitants  respectively,  or  to  any  of 
th«m)  in  their  parts,  road*)  harcit«i  internal  seas,  passes,  rivtrs,  and 
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as  far  as  their  juriA^clion  extends  at  sea,*  tod  tovecover,  and  cause  ta 
be  restqred  to  the  true  proprietors,  ih^  agents  or  attornies,  all  such 
vessels  and  efiedls,  which  shall  be  takeii  uno^  their  jiiri^i^on  :  And 
the^*  vessels  of  war  and  convoy  Sy  in  cases  when  the^  may  bav^.a  coin* 
inon  enemy,  shall  take  under  their  prote£lion^U  the  ve^iels  belo^j;ing; 
to  tlie  subje6ls  and  inhabitants  of  either  party,  which  shall  not  bjs  laden 
with  contraband  goods,  according  to  the  description  whiph  shsill  bq 
made  of  them  hereaflery  for  places,  with  which  one  of  the  parties  is  in 
peace  and  the  other  at  war,  nor.  destined  for  any  place  blocked,  and 
which  shall  hold  the  same^  course  or  follow  the  same  route  ;  andthejf 
shall  defend  such  vessels  as  long  as  they  shall  hold  the  same  course  or 
follow  the  s^n^e  impute,  against  ^11  attacks,  force  and.  violence  of  the 
condition  enemy,  in  the  same  manner  as  they  ought  to  protecl  and  de^ 
fend  the  vessels  belonging  to  their  own  respedlive  subjects. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Th^  subjedb  of  the  contra6ting  parties  may,  on  one  side  and  on  the

have  falle.n,  shall  be  minors,  the  tutors  or  curator^^  established  b/  the 
judg^  domjcil^afy  of  the  said  niinors,  may  govern,  direct,  administer^ 
•ell  and  alienate  the  effe6ls  fallen  to  the  said  minors  by  inheritance,  and 
in  general,  ^n  relation  to  the  said  successions 'and  e{re6ls,  use  all  the 
rights,  and  fulfil  all  the  fun6lions  which  belong,  by  the  disposition  of  the 
Jaws,  to  guardians,  tutors  and  curators :  Prpvided  neverthel^ts,  that 
this  disposition  cannot  take  place,  but  in  cases  where  the  testator  shall 
not  have  named  guardians,  tutors',  curators,  by  testament,  codicil-,  or 
other  legal  instrument. 

ARTICLE    VII. 
It  shall  be  lawful  and  free  for  the  subjeQs  of  each  party,  to  employe 
such  advocates,  attornies,  notaries,  solicitors  or  fa6tors,  as  they  snail 
judge  proper.  '  "ARTICLE    VlII. 

Merchants,  masters  and  owners  of  ships,  mariners,  men  of  all  kinds, 
ships  and  vessels,  and  all  merchandises  and  goods  in  general*  and  cI- 
feels  of  one  of  the  confederates,  or  of  the  subjects  thereof,  shall  nat  Li- 
seized,  or  detuned  in  any  of  the  countries,  lands,  islands,  citics,'placci^, 
ports,  shores  or  dominions  wliatsoever  of  the  otii;;r  confederate,  lor  any 
military  expedition,  public  pr  private  use  of  any  one,  bv  arrests,  vio- 
lence, or  a.ii\y  colour  thereof  ;  much  less  shall  it  be  permitted  to  the 
subjects  of  either  party,  to  take  or  extort  by  force,  any  thing  from  tjic 
subjects  cif  the  other  party,  VitUout  the  consent  of  the  owner  ;  which, 
however,  is  not  to  be  understood  of  seizure r>,  detentions  and  arresi-j, 
which  shall  be  made  by  the  command  and  authority  of  justice,  and  by 
the  ordinary  methods,  b;i  account  of  debts  or  crimes,  in  res,/,  cl  wherc- 
<^f>th(;  proceedings  must  be  by  way  of  law,  ac«ordiu;j  to  the  ^*^na,>  ot; 
juhtice. 
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merchants,  c  lothersubjefls  and  i n habit anls ■,[ 

lliecontradling  parties,  in  every  place,  subject  to  the  jurisdieiicn  of 
tht  two  powers  respeclively,  to  manage  themselves,  their  own  biisi- 
,  iicsa  ;  and  moreover  as  to  the  use  of  interpreters  or  brokers,  as  ilsoin 
rtbtionto  the  loading  or  unloading  of  their  vessels,  and  every  thing 
wliich  has  i  elation  thereto,  they  shall  be,  on  one  side  and  on  the  oihsr, 
Cfinsidi-red  and  treated  upon  the  footing  of  natural  subjects,  or,  at  ieajt, 
upon  an  equality  with  the  most  favored  nation. 
ARTICLE  X. 
The  merchant  ships,  of  either  of  the  parties,  coming  from  the  ponof 
an  enemy,  or  from  their  own,  or  a  neutral  port,  may  narigate  freely 
towards  any  port  of  an  enemy  of  the  other  ally  :  They  shall  be,  nei-er- 
thelcss,  held,  whenever  it  shall  be  required, to  exhibit,  as  well  upon  the 
hiijh  spas,  as  in  the  ports,  their  sea-letters,  and  other  docaments,  de- 
■cribed  in  the  twenty-fifth  article,  stating  expressly  that  their  effrth 
are  not  of  the  number  of  those,  which  are  prohibited,  as  contraband  : 
And,  not  having  any  contraband  goods  for  an  enemy's  port,  they  mar 
ficely  and  without  hindrance,  pursue  their  voyage  towards  the  port  of 
an  enemy.  Nevertheless,  it  shall  not  be  required  to  examine  the  pi- 
pers of  vessels  convoyed  by  vessels  of  war,  but  credence  shall  be  giicn 
\o  the  word  of  the  officer,  who  shall  condufil  the  convoy. 

ARTICLE  XI. 
■  Ifby  exhibiting  the  sea-letters,  aad  other  documents,  described  more 
particularly  in  the  twenty  fifth  article  of  this  treaty,  the  other  pin. 
Shall  discover  there  are  any  of  those  sorts  of  goods,  which  are  dcclartii 
prohiliitcd,  and  contraband,  and  that  they  are  consigned  for  a  port  un- 
der ihc  obedience  of  his  enemy,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  break  up  tt-.c 
hatches  of  such  ship,  nor  to  open  any  chest,  colTer,  packs,  casksi  cr 
other  vessels  found  therein,  or  to  remove  the  smallest  parcel  of  her 
goods,  whether  the  said  vessel  belongs  to  the  subjects  of  their  Hi^h 
filightinesscs,  tlie  States  General  ofthe  United  Netherlands,  or  to  the 
siibjetls  or  inhabitants  of  the  said  United  States  of  America,  unless 
the  lading  be  brought  onshore,  in  presence  of  the  officers  ofthe  court 
of  Admiralty,  and  an  inventory  thereof  made  ;  but  there  shall  be  no 
allowance  to  sell,  exchange  or  alienate  the  same,  until  after  that  due 
Indian ful  process  sh^U  have  been  had  against  such  prohibited  gootls 
c,"  contraband,  and  the  court  of  Admiralty,  by  a  sentence  pronounced, 
?.hiill  have  confiscated  the  same,  saving  always  as  well  the  ship  itself. 
iLiany  other  goods  found  therein,  which  are  to  be  esteemed  free,  and 
may  not  be  di;tained  on  pretence  of  their  being  infefleil  by  the  proh:- 
hited  t^oods,  much  less  shall  they  be  confiscated  as  lawful  prize  :  But 
cii  the  contrary,  when  by  the  visitation  at  land,  it  shall  be  found  thit 
ihere  are  no  contraband  goods  in  the  vessel,  and  it  shall  not  appear  by 
the  papers  that  he  who  has  taken  and  carried  in  the  vessel  has  been 
able  to  discover  any  there,  he  ought  to  be  condemned  in  ail  the  charges, 
damages  and  interests  of  them,  which  he  shall  have  caused,  both  to 
theownersof  vessels,  and  to  the  owners  and  fr*.iglrtei-s  of  cargoes,  with 
vhich  they  shall  be  loaded,  by  his  temerity  in  taking  and  carrying  thcTn 
in  i  dc',:larin!jmost  expressly  the  free  vessels  shall  assure  the  libtiiy 
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of  the  effe6ls  :with  ii^hich  they  shall  be  loaded,  and  that  tliU  liberty  shall 
extend  itself  equally  to  the  persons  whu-shullbe  found  in  a  free  vessel, 
who  may  not  be  taken  out  of  her^  unless  tli^y  are  military  men  actu-> 
2.1Iy  in  the  service  of  an  enemy. 

ARTICLE  XII. 
On  the  contrary,  it  is  agreed,  that  whatever  shall  be  found  to  be  laden 
by  the  subje6ts  and  inhabitants  of  either  party ,  on  any  ship  belongings 
to  the  enemies  of  the  other,  or  to  their  subje6\3,  although  it  be  not  com- 
prehended under  the  sort  of  prohibited  goods,  the  whole  may  be  con- 
iiscated  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  belonged  to  the  enemy  ;  except 
nevertheless  such  effects  and  merchandises  as  were  put  on  board  such 
vessel  before  the  declaration  of  war,  or  in  the  space  of  six  months  af- 
ter it,  which  effe6ls  shall  not  be,  in  any  manner,  subje6lto  confiscation, 
but  shall  be  faithfully  and  without  delay  restored  in  nature  to  the  owners 
>vho  shall  claim  them,  or  cause  them  to  be  claimed,  before  the  confis- 
cation and  sale,  as  also  their  proceeds,  if  the  claim  could  not  be  made 
but  in  the  space  of  eight  months  after  the  sale,  which  ought  to  be  pub- 
lic ;  provided  nevertheless,  that  if  the  said  merchandises  are  contraband, 
it  shall  by  no  means  be  lawful  to  transport  them  afterwards  to  any  port 
belonging  to  enemies. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 
And  that  more  effedlual  care  may  be  taken  for  the  security  of  sub- 
je6ts  and  people  of  either  party,  that  they  cio  not  suffer  molestation 
from  the  vessels  of  war  or  privateers  of  the  other  party,  it  shall  be  Tor- 
bidden  to  all  commanders  of  vessels  of  war  and  other  armed  vessels  of 
the  said  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  and  the  said  United 
States  of  America,  as  well  as  to  all  tlieir  officers,  subjects  and  people, 
to  give  any  offence  or  do  any  damage  to  those  of  the  other  party  ;  and 
if  they  a6l  to  the  contrary,  they  shall  be,  upon  the  first  complaint 
which  shall  be  made  of  it,  being  found  guilty  after  a  just  examination, 
punished  by  their  proper  judges,  and  moreover  obliged  to  make  satis- 
fa6lion  for  all  damages  and  interests  thereof,  by  reparation,  under  paii^ 
and  obligation  of  their  persons  and  goods. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 
For  further  determining  of  what  has  been  szdd,  all  captains  of  priva- 
teers, or  fitters-out  of  vessels  armed  for  war,  under  commission  and  on 
account  of  private  persons,  shall  be  hcld,before  their  departure,  to  give 
sufficient  caution,  before  competent  judges,  either  to  be  entirely  re- 
sponsible for  the  malversations  which  they  may  commit  in  their  crui- 
ses or  voyages,  as  well  as  for  the  contraventions  oftiieir  captains  and 
officer's  against  the  present  treaty,  and  against  the  ordinances  and  edicU 
which  shall  be  published  in  consequence  of  and  conformity  to  it,  under 
pain  of  forfeiture  and  nullity  of  the  said  commissions. 

ARTICLE  XV. 
All  vessels  and  merchandises  of  whatsoever  nature,  which  shall  be 
rescued  out  of  the  hands  of  any  pirates  or  robbers,  navigating  the  high 
seas  without  requisite  commissions,  shall  be  brought  into  some  port  of 
one  of  the  two  states,  and  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  ofiicers  of  that 
port  in  order  to  be  restored  entire  to  the  true  proprietor  as  soon  as  dus 
and  sufficient  proofs  sliiillbe  made  concerning  the  property  iher*.of. 
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noniinalton  of  contrabsoid  and  merchandises  prohibited}  &hall  be  com- 
prehended only  warlike  stores  and  arms,  as  itiortarst  artillery,  wUb 
their  artifices  and  appurtenances,  fusils,  pistols, bombs,  grenades,^ 
powder,  saltpetre,  sulphur,  match,  bullets  and  bails,  pikes,  sabmt 
lances,  halberts,  casques,  cuirasses,  and  other  sorts  of  arms  ;  as  also 
soldiers,  horses j  saddles,  and  furniture  for  hprses ;  aU  other  effe6b  asd 
merchandises,  not  before  specified  expressly,  and  evea  all  sorts  of 
naval  matters,  however  proper  they  may  be  for  the  construfticm  and 
equipment  of  vessels  of  war,  or  for  the  manufa6lure  of  one  or  another 
sort  of  machines  of  war  by  land  or  sea,  shall  not  be  judged  contraband, 
neither  by  the  letter,  nor  according  to  any  pretended  interpretation 
whatever,  ought  they,  or  can  they  be  comprehended  under  the  notion 
of  efie6ls  prohibited  or  contraband  :  So  that  all  effe6l8  and  mcrch&c- 
discs,  which  are  not  expressly  before  named,  may,  without  any  ex- 
r:eption,  and  in  perfect  liberty,  be  transported  by  the  subje6b  anid  in- 
hai'itants  of  both  allies,  from  and  to  places  belonging  to  the  enemy ; 
excepting  only  the  places,  which  at  the  same  time,  shall  be  besiegtd, 
blocked  or  invested ;  and  those  places  only  shall  be  held  for  such,  which 
are  surrounded  nearly  by  some  of  the  belligerant  powers. 

ARTICLE  XXV. 
*  To  the  end  that  all  dissention  and  quarrel  may  be  avoided  and  pre- 
vented,  it  has  been  agreed,  that  in  case  that  one  of  the  two  parties  ba^ 
pens  to  be  at  war,  the  vessels  belongmg  to  the  subje6is  or  inhabitants 
of  tlie  other  ally,  shall  be  provided  with  sea-letters,  or  passports,  es- 
-pressing  the  name,  the  property  and  the  burthen  ef  the  vessel,  as  also 
the  name  and  the  place  of  abode  of  the  master,  or  commander  of  the 
said  vessel ;  to  the  end,  that  thereby  it  may  appear,  that  the  vessel  real- 
ly and  truly  belongs  to  subjecls  or  inhabitants  of  one  of  the  parties ; 
which  passports  shall  be  drawn  and  distributed,  according  to  the  form 
annexed  to  this  treaty,  each  time  that  the  vessel  shall  retura,  she 
should  have  such  her  passport  renewed,  or  at  least,  they  ought  not  to 
be  of  more  ancient  date  than  two  years,  before  the  vessel  has  bcea 
returned  to  her  own  country. 

It  has  been  also  agreed,  that  such  vessels,  being  loaded,  ought  to  be 
provided  not  only  with  the  said  passports  or  sea-letters,  but  also  with  t 
general  passport,  or  with  particular  passports,  or  manifests,  or  other 
^mblic  documents,  which  are  ordinarily  given  to  vessels  outward  bound 
in  the  ports  from  whence  the  vessels  have  set  sail  in  the  last  piscci 
containing  a  specification  of  the  cargo,  .of  the  place  from  whence  t5ic 
vessel  departed,  and  of  that  of  her  destination  ;  or,  instead  of  all  theset 
with  certificates  from  the  Magistrates  or  Governors  of  cities,  places 
and  colonies,  from  whence  the  vessel  came,  given  in  the  usual  form* 
to  the  end  tbat  it  may  be  known,  whether  there  are  any  effecla  prohi* 
bited  or  contraband,  on  board  the  vessels,  and  whether  they  are  destined 
to  be  carried  to  an  enemy's  country  or  not.  And  incase  anyone  jud^ 
proper  to  express  in  the  said  documents,  the  persons  to  whom  tbe 
.effcH^bon  board  belong,  he  may  do  it  freely,  wlUxoait,  however,  bein^; 
bound  to  do  it  ;  and  the  omission  of  such  expression  cannot  and  ougl.'- 
not  to  cause  a  confiscation. 

ARTICLE     XXVI. 
.    Ifthc  vessel^  of  the  said  subjects  or  inhabitants  of  cither  of  tjic  par* 
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tics,  sailing  along  the  coasts  Or  on  the  high  seas,  are  met  by  a  vessel 
of  war,  or  privateer,  or  other  armcsd  vessel  of  the  other  party,  the  said 
vessels  of  war,  privateers,  or  arm^d  vessels^  for  avoiding  all  disorder^ 
shall  remain  without  the  reach  of  cannon,  but  may  send  their  boats 
on  board  the  merchant  vessel,  which  they  ^hall  meet  in  this  manner^ 
upon  which  they  may  not  pass  more  than  two  or  three  men,  to  whom 
the  maMer  or  commander  shall  exhibit  his  passport,  containing  the 
property  of  the  vessel,  according  to  the  form  annexed  to  this  treaty  : 
And  the  vessel,  after  having  exhibited  siich  a  passport,  sea-letter  and 
other  documents,  shall  be  free  to  continue  her  voyage,  so  that  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  to  ntolest  her,  or  search  her  in  any  mainner,  nor  to  givd 
lier  chase>  nor  to  force  her  to  alt^r  her  course; 

ARTICLE  XXVIL 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  merchants,  captains  and  commanders  of  vessels^ 
whether  public  and  of  war,  or  private  and  of  merchants,  belonging  to 
the  said  United  States  of  America,  or  any  of  them,  or  to  their  subje£ls 
and  inhabitants,  to  take  freely  into  their  service,  and  receive  on  board 
of  their  vessels,  in  any  port  or  place  in  the  jurisdi6lion  of  their  High 
Mightinesses  aforesaid,  seamen  or  others,  natives  or  inhabitants  of  any 
of  the  said  states,  upon  such  conditions  as  they  shall  agree  on,  withbut 
being  subje6l  for  this,  td  any  fitxe,  penalty,  punishment,  process  of 
reprehension  whatsoever. 

And  reciprocally,  all  merchants^  captains  and  commanders^  belongs 
ing  to  thtt  said  United  Netherlands,  shall  enjoy,  in  all  the  ports  and 
places  under  the  obedience  of  the  said  United  States  of  America,  the 
same  privilege  of  engaging  and  receiving  seamen  or  others,  natives 
or  inhabitants  of  any  country  of  the  denomination  of  the  said  States 
General :  Provided,  that  neither  on  one  side  nor  the  other,  they  laay 
not  take  into  their  service  such  of  their  countrymen  who  have  already 
en^ged  in  the  service  of  the  other  party  contracting,  whether  in  waf 
or  trade*  and  whether  they  meet  them  by  land  or  sea ;  at  least  if  the 
captains  or  masters  under  the  command  of  whom  such  persons  majr 
be  found,  will  not  of  their  own  consent  discharge  them  from  their  ser* 
vice  ;  upon  pain  of  being  otherwise  treated  and  pUnished  as  deserters^ 

ARTICLE  XXVIIli 
The  affair  of  the  refra6lion  shall  be  regulated  In  all  equity  and  jus-» 
tice,  by  the  magistrates  of  cities  respectively,  where  it  Shall  be  judged 
that  there  is  any  room  to  complain  in  thisrespeCt* 

ARTICLE    XXIXi 
The  present  treaty  shall  be   ratified  and  approved  bjr   their  High 
Mightinesses  the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  and  by 
the  United  States  of  America  5  and  the  aCts  of  ratification  shall  be  de- 
livered, in  good  and  due  form,  on  one  side  and  on  the  other,  in  the 
space  of  six  months,  or  sooner  if  possible,  to  be  computed  from  the 
«lay  of  the  signature* 
In  faith  of  which)  We  the  I>ejputies  and  Plenipotentiaries  of  the 
Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,   and  the 
Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  vir- 
tue of  our  respective  authorities  and  full  powers,  have  signed  the 
present  treaty^  and  opposed  thereto  the  seals  of  our  arms.

Cotttjetttion 

Betiveen  the  Lords  the  States  General  o/M<f  United  KEtHERLAMJ^ 
and  the  United  Statkso/ America,  concerning  vessels  rtcaptured. 

THE  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  NETftERLAKD?, 
and  the  United  States  of  America,  being  inclined  to  establish 
some  uniform  principles,  with  relation  to  prizes  made  by  vessels  of 
war,  and  commissioned  by  the  two  contradling  powers,  upon^  their 
common  enemies,  and  to  vessels  of  the  subje^s  of  either  party,  cap- 
tured by  the  enemy, and  recaptured  by  vessels  of  war  commissionedby 
cither  party,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  articles. 

ARTICLE  L 

The  vessek  of  either  of  thp  two  nations  recaptured  by  the  privateers 
of  the  other,  shall  be  restored  to  the  first  proprietor,  if  such  vessels 
have  not  been  four  and  twenty  hours  in  the  power  of  the  enemy,  pro- 
vided the  owner  of  the  vessel  recaptured,  pay  therefor,  one  third  of  the 
value  of  the  vessel,  as  also  of  that  of  the  cargo,  the  cannons  and  appa- 
rel, which  third  shall  be  valued  by  agreement,  between  the  parties  in- 
terested ;  or,  if  they  cannot  agree  thereon  among  themselves,  tkey 
shall  address  themselves  to  the  officers  of  the  admiralty,  of  the  place 
where  the  privateer  who  has  retaken  the  vessel,  shall  have  condu6ted  her. 

ARTICLE    IL 

If  the  vessel  recaptured  has  been  more  than  twenty-four  hoars  in 
the  power  of  the  enemy,  she  shall  belong  entirely  to  the  privateer  who 
has  retaken  her. 

ARTICLE  III. 
In  case  a  vessel  shall  have  been  recaptured  by  a  vessel  of  wmr,  be- 
longing to  the  States  General  of  the  United  Netlieriands,  or  to  the 
United  States  of  America,  she  shall  be  restored  to  tho  first  owner,  he 
paying  a  thirtieth  part  of  the  value  of  the  ship,  her  cargo,  cannons,  and 
apparel,  if  she  has  been  recaptured  in  the  interval  of  twenty-four  hours, 
and  the  tenth  part  if  she  has  been  recaptured  after  the  twenty-four 
hours  ;  which  sums  shall  be  distributed  in  form  of  gratifications  tothe 
crews  of  the  vessels  which  shall  have  retaken  her.  The  valuation  of 
the  said  thirtieth  parts  and  tenth  parts,  shall  be  regulated  according  to 
the  tenor  of  the  fir^t  article  of  the  present  convention* 

ARTICLE  IV. 
The  restitution  ofprizeSjwhether  they  may  have  been  retaken  by  vessels 
of  war  or  by  privateers,  in  the  mean  time  and  until  reqtiishe  and  suf- 
ficient proofs  can  be  given  of  the  property  of  vessels  repaptured,  shall 
be  admitted  in  a  reasonable  time,  under  sufficient  sureties  for  the  ob- 
servation of  the  aforesaid  articles. 

ARTICLE  V- 
The  vessels  of  war  and  privateers,  of  one  and  of  the  other  of  the  two 
nations,  shall  be  reciprocally,  both  in  Europe  and  in  the  other  parts  of 
the  world,  admitted  in  the  respedlive  ports  of  each,  with  their  prizes, 
which  may  be  unloaded  and  sold  according  to  the  formalities  used  in 
the  state  where  the  prize  shall  have  been  condu6ted,  as  far  as  may  be 
consistent  with  tlie  twenty -second  article  of  the  treaty  of  commerce  : 
Provided  always,  that  the  legality  of  prizes  by  the  Teasels  of  tke 
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CouRtries,  shall  be  decided  conformably  to  the  laws  and  regulations 
established  in  the  United  Netherlands  ;  as  likewise,  that  of  prizes 
made  by  American  vessels,  shall  be  judged  according  to  the  laws  and 
regulations  determined  by  the  United  States  of  America. 

ARTICLM  VI. 
Moreover,  it  shall  be  free  for  the  States  General  of  the   United  Ne- 
therlands, as  well  as  for  the  United  States  of  America,  to  make  such 
regulations  as  they  shall  judge  necessary,  relative  to  tlie  condu6l  v/hich 
tlicir  respedUve  vessels  and  privateers  ought  to  hold  in  relation  to  the 
vessels  which  they  shall  have  taken  and  condu6led  into  the  ports  of  the 
two  powers. 
In  faith  of  which,  We  the  Deputies   and  Plenipotentiaries  of  the 
Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  and  Minister 
<  Plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  of  America,  have,  in  virtue 
of  our  respe6Uve  authorities  and  full  powers,  signed  these   pre- 
sents, and  confirmed  the  same  with  the  seal  of  our  arms.

ARTICLES  agreed  upon^  by  and  between  Richard  Oswald,  Esquire^  the 
Commissioner  of  his  BriTavszc  MAjzstr^for  treating  of  Peace  voith 
the  Commissioners  of  the  United  States  of  AMERicAy  in  behalf  of  hisi 
said  Majesty y  on  tlie  one  part ;  and  John  Adams,  Benjamin  Franklin, 
John  Jay,  asid  Henry  Laurens,  four  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  saidl 
States^  for  treating  of  Peace  vfith  the  Commissioner  of  his  said  Majesty^ 
on  their  behalf  y  on  the  other  part ;  to  be  inserted  /n,  and  to  constitute  tne 
Treaty  of  Peace^  proposed  to  be  concluded  between  the  Cro^vn  ofGREAf'- 
Britain  and  the  said  United  States  :  but  which  Treaty  is  not  to  Li 
concluded^  until  terms  of  a  Peace  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  Gmea^'^ 
Britain  and  France  ;  and  his  Britannic  MjyEsTr  shall  be  ready  to 
eonclude  such  Treaty  accordingly m 

WHEREAS  reciprocal  advantages  and  mutual  convenience  are 
found  by  experience  to  form  the  only  permanent  foundation  of 
peace  and  friendship  between  states  :  It  is  agreed  to  form  the  arliciv.s 
of  the  proposed  treaty,  on  such  principles  of  liberal  equity  and  reci- 
procity, as  that  partial  advantages,  (those  seeds  of  discord)  being  ex- 
cluded, such  a  beneficial  and  satiafaclory  intercourse  between  the  two. 
x:ountries  may  be  established,  as  to  promise  and  secure  to  botii,  per- 
petual peace  and  hai*mony. 

ARTICLE  I. 
His  Britannic  Majesty  acknowledges  the  said  United  States,  viz. 
New-Hampshire,  Massachusetts-Bay,  Rhode-Island  and  Providence 
Plantations,  Conncc\icut,  New-York,  New-Jeraey,  Pennsylvania,  De- 
laware, Maryland,  Virginia,  North-Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  Geor- 
gia,  to  be  free,  sovereign  and  iudepcudeut  states  ;  tliat  he  treats  with 
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ih6m  as  such  ;  and  for  himself,  his  heirs  and  successors,  rcHnqnishea 
all  claims  to  the  government,  propriety  and  territorial  rights  of  the 
ftattie,  and  every  part  thereof  ;  and  that  all  disputes  which  might  arise 
in  future,  on  the  sabje6t  of  th^  boundaries  of  the  said  United  States 
may  be  prevented,  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  declared,  that  the  following 
irC)  and  ^hallbe  their  boundaries,  vias. 

ARTICLE  IL 

!From  the  north-west  angle  of  Nova  Scotia,  viz.  that  ungle  which  is 
Ibrmed  by  a  line,  drawn  due  north  from  th^  source  of  St.  Croix  river  to 
the  Highlands ;  along  the  said  Highlands  which  divide  those  rivers,  that 
cmptv  themselves  into  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  from  those  which  fell 
trito  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  to  the  north-westernmost  head  of  Conne^cot 
liver,  thence  down  along  th<?  middle  of  that  river,  to  the  forty-fifth  de- 
gree of  north  latitude  ;    from  thence,  by  aline  due  west  on  said  lati- 
tude, until  it  strikes  the    river  Iroquois    Cataraquv  ;  thcncc  along 
the  middle  of  said  river  into  Lake  Ontario,  through  the  middle  of  said 
Jake  until  it  !itrikes  the  communication  by  water  between  that  Lake  and 
Lake  Erie  ;  thence  along  the  middle  of  said  communication  into  Lake 
prie,  through  the  middle  of  said  Lake  until  it  arrives  at  the  water-com- 
munication between  that  Lake  and  Lake  Huron  ;  thence  along  the 
middle  of  said  water-communication  into  the  Lake  Huron  ;  thence 
through  the  middle  of  said  Lake  to  the  water-communication  between 
that  Lake  and  Lake  Superior;  thence  through  Lake  Superior  northward 
of  the  isles  Royal  and  Philipeaux,  to  the  Long  Lake  ;  thence  through 
the  middle  of  said  Long  Lake,  and  the  watcr-<:ommunication  between  iX 
and  the  Lake  of  the  Woods,  to  the  said  Lake  of  the  Woods  ;  thcncc 
through  the  sajd  Lake  to  the  most  n^rth-rwestem  point  thereof,  and  from 
thenpe  qn  a  due  west  course  to  the  river  Missisippi  ;  thcncc  by  a*Une 
to  be  drawn  along  the  middle  of  the  said  river  MissisipfH,  until  it  shall 
}nterse6l  the  northernmost  part  of  the  thirty-first  degree  of  norA  lati-. 
tude.     South  by  a  line  to  be  drawn  due  east  from  the  determination  of 
the  line  last  mentioned,  in  the  latitude  of  thirty-one  degrees  north  of  the 
Equator,  to  the  middle  of  the  river  Apalachicola  or  ^atahouchi ; 
thence  along  the  :(niddle  thereof  to  its  junftion  with  the  Flint  river  ; 
thence  straightto  the  head  of  St.  Mary's  river  ;  and  thence  down  along 
the  middle  of  St,  Mary 's  river  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean.      East  by  a  line 
to  be  drawn  along  the  nxiddle  of  the  rjver  St.  Croix,  from  its  mouth  in 
the  Bay  of  Fundy  to  its  source,  and  from  its  source  directly  north  to 
the  aforesaid  Highlands  which  divide  the  rivers  that  fall  into  the  At- 
lantic Ocean,  from  those  which  fall  into  the  river  St.  Lawrence  ;  com- 
prehending all  islands  within  twenty  leagues  of  any  part  of  the  shores 
of  the  IJnited  States,  and  lying  t)etwecp  lines   to  be  drawn  due  ea»l 
from  the  points  where  the  aforesaid  boundaries  between  Nova-Scotia  on 
the  one  part,  and  East-Florida  on  the  other,  shall  respeftively  touch  the 
^)ay  of  Fundy  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean ;  excepting  such  islands  as  now 
^re,  or  heretofore  have  been  within  the  limits  of  the  suid  proi^incc  of  No- 
ya-Scotia* 

ARTICLE    HI. 

It  is  agreed  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  shall  continue  tp  en- 
joy unmolested  the  right  to  take  fish  of  every  kind  on  the  grand  banki 
ffnd  on  all  the  other  bank€  of  Newfoundland  ;  a^lso  in  the  gulph  qC  S^^ 
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Lawrence^  and  at  all  other  places  in  the  sea,  where  the  inhabitants  of 
both  countries  used  at  any  time  heretofore  to  fish  ;  and  also  that  the  in* 
habitants  of  the  United  States  shall  have  libeily  to  take  fish  of  every 
kind  on  such  part  of  the  coast  of  Newfoundland  as  British  fishermen 
shall  use  (but  not  to  dry  or  cure  the  same  on  that  island)  ;  and  also  on 
the  coasts,  bays  and  creeks  of  all  other  of  his  Britannic  Majesty's  do* 
minions  in  America  ;  and  that  the  American  fishermen  shall  have  li* 
berty  to  dry  and  cure  fish  in  any  of  the  unsettled  bays^  harbors  and 
creeks  of  Nova-Scotia,  Magdalen  islands,  and  Lal)rador,  so  long^  as 
the  same  shall  remain  unsettled  ;  but  so  soon  as  the  same  or  either  of 
them  shall  be  settled,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  fishermen  to 
dry  or  cure  fish  at  such  settlement,  without  a  previous  agreement  for 
that  purpose  with  the  inhabitants,  proprietors  or  possessors  of  the  ground* 

ARTICLE    IV, 

It  is  agreed  that  creditors  on  either  side,  shall  meet  with  no  lawful 
impediment  to  the  recovery  of  the  full  value  in  sterling  money,  of  all 
bona  fide  debts  heretofore  contra6led« 

ARTICLE    V. 

It  is  agreed  that  the  Congress  shall  earnestly  recommend  it  to  the 
legislatures  of  the  respe6live  States,  to  provide  for  the  restitution  of  all 
estates,  rights  and  properties,  which  have  been  confiscated,  belonging 
to  real  British  subjedts,  and  also  of  the  estates,  rights  and  properties  of 
persons  resident  in  distri6ls  in  the  possession  of  his  Majesty's  arms,  and 
who  have  not  borne  arms  against  the  said  United  States.  And  that 
persons  of  any  other  description  shall  have  free  liberty  to  go  to  any 
part  or  parts  of  any  of  the  thirteen  United  States,  and  therein  to  retrain 
twelve  months,  unmolested  in  their  endeavors  to  obtain  the  restitution 
of  such  of  their  estates,  rights  and  properties,  as  may  have  been  confis* 
cated ;  and  that  Congress  shall  also  earnestly  recommend  to  the  seve- 
ral States  a  reconsideration  and  revision  of  all  a6ls  or  laws  regarding 
the  premises,  so  as  to  render  the  said  laws  or  a6ls  perfe6lly  consistent, 
not  only  with  justice  and  equity,  but  wjth  tjiat  spirit  of  conciliation, 
v.hich  on  the  return  of  the  blessings  of  peace  should  uni>'ersally  pre- 
vail. And  that  Congress  shall  also  earnestly  recommend  to  the  seve* 
ral  States,  that  the  estates,  rights  and  properties  of  such  last  mentioned 
persons  shall  be  restored  to  them,  they  refunding  to  any  persons  who 
may  be  now  in  possession,  the  bona  fide  price  (where  any  has  been 
given)  which  such  persons  may  have  paid  on  purchasing  any  of  the 
said  lands,  rights  or  properties,  since  the  confiscation-  And  it  is  agreed, 
that  all  persons  who  have  any  interest  in  confiscated  lands,  either  by 
debts,  marriage^settlements,  or  otherwise,  shall  meet  with  no  lawful 
impediment  in  the  prosecution  of  their  just  rights. 

ARTICLE    VL 

That  there  shall  be  no  future  confiscations  made,  nor  any  prosecuv 
tlons  commenced  against  any  person  or  persons  for,  or  by  reason  of 
the  part  which  he  or  they  may  have  taken  in  the  present  war;  and  that 
no  j)erson  shall,  on  that  account,  suffer  any  future  loss  or  damage,  either 
jn  his  person,  liberty  or  property,  and  that  those  who  may  be  in  con- 
finement on  such  charges,  at  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  the  treaty 
in  America,  shall  be  immediately  set  at  liberty,  and  the  prosecutions 
so  commenced  be  discontinued. 
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ARTICLE    VII.  .      . 

There  shall  be  a  firm  and  perpetual  peace  between  his  Bniaamc 
Majesty  and  the  s^d  States,  and  between  the  subjeas  of  the  one  iad 
the  citizens  of  the  other,  wherefore  all  hostilities  both  by  sea  and  land 
&hall  then  immediately  cease  :  All  prisoners  on  both  sides  shall  be  sei 
at  liberty,  and  his  Britannic  Majesty  shall  with  aU  convenient  speed, 
and  without  causing  any  dcstruaion,  or  cariying  away  any  negroes  or 
oth^r  property  of  the  American  inhabitants,  withdraw  all  his  wthics, 
garrisons  and  fleets  from  the  said  United  States,  and  from  every  port, 
place  and  harbor  within  the  same  ;  leaving  in  all  fortifications,  ih: 
American  artillery  that  may  be  therein  ;  and  shall  also  order  and  cause 
all  archives,  records,  deeds  and  papers,  belonging  to  any  of  the  saal 
states,  or  their  citizens,  which  in  the  course  bf  the  war  may  have  tallcD 
into  the  hands  of  his  officers,  to  be  forthwith  restored  and  delivered  ta 
the  proper  states  and  persons  to  whom  they  belong* 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

The  navigation  of  the  river  Missisippi,  from  its  source  to  the  Occa^ 
shall  forever  remain  free  and  open  to  the  subje6ts  of  Great -Britain,  vA 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE     IX. 

In  case  it  should  so  happen  that  any  place  or  territory  belongmg  to 
Great-Britain  or  to.  tho  United  States,  should  be  conquered  by  the 
anns  of  either  from  the  other,  before  the  arrival  of  these  articles  la 
America,  it  is  agreed,  that  tlie  same  shall  be  restored  without  difficulty, 
and  without  requiring  any  compensation.

WEy  the  undersigned  Ministers  Plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  of  North- 
America^  having  received  from  Mr.  Fitz  Herbert,  Minister  J^enifoti^ 
tiary  of  his  Britannic  Majesty^  a  declarationy  relative  to  a  suspension  <^} 
armsj  to  be  established  between  his  said  Majesty  and  the  said  Statcsy  ^« 
tenor  whereof  is  as  follows  :  . 

•^TTTrlEREAS  the  preliminary  articles  agreed  upon  and  signed 
V  V  this  day,  between  his  Majesty  the  King  of  Great-Britain  ai.d 
his  Majesty  the  most  Christian  King  on  the  one  part,  and  likewiw;  Ic- 
iween  his  said  Britannic  Majesty  and  his  Catholic  Majesty  on  thcouitr 
part,  contain  the  stipulation  of  a  cessation  of  hostilities  between  these 
three  powers,  which  is  to  take  place  after  the  exchange  of  the  raiific*- 
tions  of  the  said  preliminary  articles:  And  wHEREAh,  by  tlic  provisi- 
onal treaty  signed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  last,  between  h» 
Britannic  Majesty  and  the  United  States  of  Nortli- America,  it  halhbctn 
stipulated  thai,  that  treaty  should  take  effcdlassoon  as  peace  should  w 
established  between  the  said  crowns :  The  undei-signed  MinisUr  Pl«- 
liipotcatiary  of  his  Britannic  Majesty,  does  declare,  in  the  name  an<* 
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by  the  ex:press  order  of  the  King,  his  master,  that  the  said  United  Stale»

It  is  agreed  that  the  Congress  shall  earnestly  recommend  it  to  tbt 
legislatures  of  the  respective  States,  to  provide  fbrthe  restkotion  of  all 
estates,  rights  and  properties,  which  have  been  confiscated,  belonging 
to  real  British  subje6ls,  and  also  of  the  estates,  rights  and  properticaof 
persons  resident  in  distri^s  in  thepossessio&of  his  Majesty's  arms,at)4 
who  have  not  borne  arms  against  the  said  United  States.  And  that 
persons  of  any  other  description  shall  have  free  liberty  to  go  to  asy 
part  or  parts  of  any  of  the  thirteen  United  States,  and  therein  to  remain 
twelve  months,  unmolested  in  theiF  endeavors  to  obtain  the  restitation 
«^f  such  of  their  estates,  rights  and  properties,  as  may  have  been  confis- 
cated ;  ahd  that  Congress  shall  also  earnestly  recommend  to  die  wst* 
Vdl  States  a  reconsideration  and  revision  of  all  a£ts  or  laws  regarding 
the  premises,  so  as  to  render  the  said  laws-or  a6ls  perfedtljF  consistent, 
kiot  only  with  justice  and  equity,  but  with  that  spirit  of  conciliation, 
which  on  the  return  of  the  blessings  of  peace  should  universally  pre* 
Tail*  And  that  Congress  shall  also  earnestly  recommend  to  the  seve- 
ral States,  that  the  estates,  rights  and  properties  of  such  last  mentioned 
persons  shall  be  restored  to  them,  they  refunding  to  any  persons  who 
may  be  now  in  possession,  the  bona  fide  price  (where  any  has  been 
^iven)  which  such  persons  may  have  paid  on  purchasing  any  of  the 
aaid  lands,  rightsor  properties,  since  the  confiscation.  And  k  is  agreed, 
that  all  persons  who  have  any  interest  in  confiscated  lands,  either  by 
^ebts,  marriage-settlements,  or  otherwise^  shall  meet  with  no  lavfiii 
impediment  in  the  prosecution  of  their  pst  rights* 

ARTICLE  VL 
That  there  sh^ll  be  uo  future  confiscations  made,  nor  any  prosecn- 
lions  commenced  against  any  person  or  persons  for,  or  by  reason  of 
the  part  which  he  or  they  may  have  taken  in  the  present  war;  and  that 
no  person  shall,  on  that  account,  suffer  atiy  future  less  or  damage,  either 
in  his  person,  liberty  or  property  ;  and  that  those  who  may  be  in  con- 
'finement  on  such  charges,  at  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  .the  treat  j 
in  America,  shall  be  immediately  set  at  liberty,  and  the  prosecutioDa 
so  commenced  be  discontinued. 

ARTICLE  VIL 
There  shall  be  a  firm  and  perpetual  peace  between  his  Britannic 
Majesty  and  the  said  States,  and  between  the  svibje6ls  of  the  one  and 
the  dtizcnsof  the  other,  wheixfore  all  hostilities^  both  by  sea  and  iandf 
shall  from  henceforth  cease  :  All  prisoners  on  both  sides  shall  be  set 
at  liberty,  and  his  Britannic  Majesty  shall,  with  all  convemcnt  speed* 
and  without  causing  any  destru6lion,  or  carr}'ing  away  any  negroes  or 
other  property  of  the  American  inhabitants,  withdraw  all  his  armicst 
garrisons  and  fleets  from  the  said  United  States,  and  from,  every  post, 
place  and  harbor  within  the  same  ;  leaving  in  all  fortifications  the 
American  artillery  that  may  be  therein  ;  and  shall  also  order  andc^iuse 
alharchives,  records,  deeds  and  papers,  belonging  to  any  of  the.said 
atalesy  or  their  citizens,  which  in  the  course  of  Uie  war  may  have  iiaii«A 
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Into  the  hands  of  his  officers)  to  be  forthwitli  restored  and  delivered  to 
Ihe  proper  states  and  persons  to  whom  they  belong* 

ARTICLE     VIII. 

The  navigation  of  the  river  Missisippiy  from  its  source  to  the  Oceaui 
ahail  forever  remain  free  and  open  to  the  subjefUof  Great-Britain^  and 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE     IX. 

In  case  it  should  so  happen  tbat  any  place  or  territory  belonging  to 
Great«Britain  or  to  the  United  StateS)  should  have  been  conquered 
hj  the  arms  of  either  from  the  other,  before  the  arrival  of  the  said 
provisional  articles  in  Americaf  it  is  agreed,  that  the  same  shall  be  re- 
stored without  di£&culty,  and  without  requiring  any  compensation. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  solemn  ratifications  of  the  present  treaty,  expedited  in  good 
and  due  form,  shall  be  exchanged  between  the  contra£Ung  parties,  i|v 
the  space  of  six  months,  or  sovoner  if  possible,  to  be  computed  from  the 
day  of  the  signature  of  the  present  treaty.  In  witness  whereof,  we  th^e 
undersigned,  their  Ministers  Plenipotentiary,  have  in  their  name,  and 
in  virtue  of  our  full  powers,  signed  with  our  hand^  the  present  defini- 
tive treaty,  and  caused  the  seals  of  our  arms  to  be  affixed  thereto.

Bettoetn  His  BriYavmjc  MAjKsrr  and  the  UvifED  StAtES  ef  AxMRtcAy 
By  their  President,  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  their  Senate. 

HIS  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  United  States  of  America^  being 
desirous,  by  a  treaty  of  amity,  commerce  and  navigation,  to  'ter- 
minate their  differences  in  such  a  manner,  as,  without  reference  to  the 
merits  of  their  respe6Hve  complaints  and  pretensions,  may  be  the 
best  calculated  to  produce  mutual  satisfaction  and  good  understanding ; 
and  also  to  regulate  the  commerce  and  navigation  between  their  re- 
Bpe6live  countries,  territories  and  people,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  ren- 
der the  same  reciprocally  beneficial  and  satisfactory  ;  they  have,  re- 
spectively, named  their  plenipotentiaries,  and  given  them  full  powers 
to  treat  of,  and  conclude  the  said  treaty  ;  that  is  to  say :  His  Britannic 
Majesty  has  named  for  his  plenipotentiary,  the  Right  hooorable  WiU 
liam  Wyndham  Baron  Grcnville  of  Wotton,  one  of  his  Majesty's  Priv/ 
Council,  and  his  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  lor  foreign 
affairs ;  and  the  President  of  the  suid  United  States,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  hath  appointed  for  their 
plenipotentiary,  the  honorable  John  Jay,  Chief  Justice  of  the  said  Unit- 
ed States,  and  their  envoy  extraordinary  to  his  Majesty  ;  who  have 
agreed  on  and  concluded  the  following  articles. 
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ARTICLE  I. 
There  shall  be  a  firm,  inviolable  and  universal  peace,  and  a  true 
and  sincere  friendship  between  his  Britannic  Majesty,  his  heirs  and 
successors,  and  the  United  States  of  America ;  and  between  their  re- 
spedli  ve  countries,  territories,  cities,  towns  and  people  of  every  degree, 
without  exception  of  persons  or  places* 

ARTICLE    IL 
His  Majesty  will  withdraw  all  his  troops  and  garrisons  from  ail  posts 
and  places  within  the  boundary  lines  assigned  by  the  treaty  of  peace 
to  the   United  States.     This  evacuation  shall  take  place  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-six,  and 
all  the  proper  measures  shall  in  the  interval  be  taken  by  concert  be- 
tween the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  his  Majesty's  Gover- 
nor-General in  America,  for  settling  the  previous  arrangements  which 
may  be  necessary  respecting  the  delivery  of  the  said  posts  :  The  Unit- 
ed States  in  the  mean  time  at  their  discretion,  extending  their  settle- 
ments to  any  part  within  the  said  boundary  line,  except  within  the  pre- 
cindls  or  jurisdiftion  of  any  of  the  said  posts.  All  settlers  and  traders, 
within  the  precincts  or  jurisdidlion  of  the  said  posts,  shall  continue  to 
enjoy,  unmolested,  all  their  property  of  every  kind,  and  shall  be  pro- 
tc61ed  therein.     They  shall    be  at  full  liberty  to  remain  there,  or  to 
remove,  with  all  or  any  part  of  their  efFe6ts  ;  and  it  shall  also  be  free 
to  them  to  sell  their  lands,  houses,  or  elfedls,  or  to  retain  the  property 
thereof,  at  their  discretion  ;  such  of  ^hem  as  shall  continue  to  reside 
within  the  said  boundary  lines,  shall  not  be  compelled  to  become  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  or  to  take  any  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  go- 
vernment thereof;  but  they  shall  be  at  full  liberty  so  to  do  if  they  think 
proper,  and  they  shall  make  and  declare  their  election  within  one  year 
after  the  evacuation  aforesaid.     And  all  persons   who  shall  continue 
there  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  year,  without  having  declared 
their  intention  of  remaining  subje6ls  of  his  Britannic  Majesty,  shall 
be  considered  as  having  eledted  to  become  t:iti2ensoftheUaited  Suits. 

ARTICLE     IIL 
It  is  agreed  that  it  shall  at  all  times  be  free  to  his  Majesty's  sub- 
je6ls,  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  also  to  the  Indians 
dwelling  on  either  side  of  the  said  boundary  line,  freely  to  pass  and 
repass  by  land  or  inland  navigation,  into  the  respe6live  territories  and 
countries  of  the  two  parties,  on  the  continent  of  America  (the  country 
within  the  limits  of  the  Hudson's-bay  company  only  excepted)  and  to 
navigate  all  the  lakes,  rivers  and  waters  thereof,  and  freely  to  carry  od 
trade  and  commerce  with  each  other.     But  it  is  understood,  thai  this 
article  docs  not  extend  to  the  admission  of  vessels  of  the  United  Stales 
into  the  sea-ports,  harbors,  bays,  or  creeks  of  liis  Majesty's  said  terri- 
tories ;  nor  into  such  parts  of  the  rivers  in  his  Majesty's  said  territories 
as  are  between  the  mouth  thereof,  and  the  highest  port  of  entry  from 
the  sea,  except  in  small  vessels  trading  bona  fide  between   Monircjl 
and  Quebec,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  established  to  prevent  the 
possibility  of  any  frauds  in  this  resj)e6L    Nor  to  the  admission  of  Brit- 
ish vessels  from  the  sea  into  the  rivers  of  the  United  States,  beyond 
the  highest  ports  of  entry  for  foreign  vessels  from  the  sea.  The  river 
Missisippi  shall,  however,  according  to  the  treaty  of  peace,  be  entirely 
open  to  both  parties  \  and  it  is  further  agreed,  that  all  the  ports  and 
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places  on  its  eastern  sidci  to  whichsoever  of  the  parties  be1onging;)ina]r 
freely  be  resorted  to  and  used  by  both  parties,  in  as  ample  a  manner 
as  any  of  the  Atlantic  ports  or  places  of  the  United  States>  or  any  of  the 
ports  or  places  of  his  Majesty  in  Great-Britain. 

AH  gt>ods  and  merchandise  whose  importation  into  his  Majesty's  said 
territories  in  America,  shall  not  be  entirely  prohibited,  may  freely,  for 
the  purposes  of  commerce,  be  carried  into  the  same  in  the  manner 
aforesaid,  by  the  citizens  of  ttie  United  States,  and  such  goods  and 
merchandise  ishall  be  subje6ltono  higher  or  other  duties,  than  would 
be  payable  by  his  Majesty's  subjetls  an  the  importation  of  the  same 
from  Europe  into  the  said  territories.  And  in  like  manner,  all  goods 
and  merchandise  whose  importation  into  the  United  States  shaH  not  be 
wholly  prohibited,  may  freely,  for  the  purpose  of  commerce,  be  carried 
into  the  same,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  by  his  Majesty's  subjects,  and 
such  goods  and  merchandise  shall  be  subject  to  no  higher  or  other 
duties,  than  would  be  payable  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  on 
the  importation  of  the  same  in  American  vessels  into  the  Atlantic  ports 
of  the  said  states.  And  all  goods  not  prohibited  to  be  exported  from 
the  said  territories  rcspetlively,  may  in  like  manner  be  carried  out  of 
the  same  by  the  two  parties  respe6lively,  paying  duty  as  aforesaid. 

No  duty  of  entry  shall  ever  be  levied  by  either  party  on  peltries 
brought  by  land,  or  inland  navigation  into  the  said  terjftories  respec* 
tively,  nor  shall  the  Indians  passing  or  repassing  with  their  own  proper 
goods  and  effefls  of  whatever  nature,  pay  for  the  same  any  impost  or 
duty  whatever.  But  goods  in  bales,  or  other  large  packages,  unusual 
among  Indians,  shall  not  be  considered  as  goods  belonging  bona  fide 
to  Indians. 

No  higher  or  other  tolls  or  rates  of  ferriaf^e  than  what  arc  or  shall 
be  payable  by  natives,  shall  be  demanded  on  either  side  ;  and  no 
flutics  shall  be  payable  on  any  goods  which  shall  merely  be  carried 
over  any  of  the  portages  or  carrying-places  on  either  side,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  being  immediately  re -embarked  and  carried  to  some  other  place 
or  places.  But  as  by  this  stipulation  it  is  only  meant  to  secure  to  each 
party  a  free  passage  across  the  portages  on  both  sides  ;  it  is  agreed, 
that  this  exemption  from  duty  shall  extend  only  to  such  goods  as  arc 
carried  in  the  usual  and  diredl  road  across  the  portage,  and  are  not  at- 
tempted  to  be  in  any  manner  sold  or  exchanged  during  their  passage 
across  the  same,  and  proper  regulations  may  be  established  to  prevent 
the  possibility  of  auv  fi-auds  in  this  respect. 

As  this  article  is 'intended  to  render  in  a  great  degree  the  local  ad- 
vantages  of  each  party  common  to  both,  and  thereby  to  promote  a  dis- 
position favorable  to  friendship  and  good  neighborhood,  it  is  agreed, 
tiiat  the  respective  governments  will  mutually  promote  this  amicable 
intercourse,  by  causing  speedy  and  impartial  justice  to  be  done,  and 
necessary  protecilionto  be  extended  to  all  who  may  be  concerned  thercm. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Whereas  it  is  uncertain  whether  the  river  Missisippi  extends  so 
far  to  the  northward,  as  to  be  Interseaed  by  a  line  to  be  drawn  due 
west  from  the  Lake  of  the  Woods,  in  the  manner  mentioned  in  the 
treaty  of  peace  between  his  Majesty  and  the  United  States  ;  it  is  agreed, 
that  measures  shaU  be  taken  in  concert  between  his  Majesty's  govern- 
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ment  in  Ameriea  and  the  government  of  the  United  States*  for  makiiii^ 
a  joint  survey  of  the  said  river  from  one  degree  of  latitude  below  the 
falls  of  St*  Anthony,  to  the  principal  source  or  sources  of  the  said  rivcry 
and  also  of  the  parts  adjacent  thereto ;  and  that  if  on  the  result  of  such 
aurvey,  it  should  appear  that  the  said  river,  %ould  not  be  intersedledby 
euch  a  line  as  is  abovementioned,  the  two  parties  will  thereupon  pro- 
ceed by  amicable  negociation,  to  regulate  the  boundary  line  in  that 
quarter,  as  well  as  all  other  points  to  be  adjusted  between  the  said  par- 
ties, according  to  justice  and  mutual  convenience,  and  in  conformity 
to  the  intent  of  the  said  treaty. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Whereas  doubts  have  arisen  what  river  was  truly  intended  under 
the  name  of  the  river  St«  Croix,  mentioned  in  the  said  treaty  of  peace, 
and  forming  a  part  of  the  boundary  therein  described  ;  that  question 
«hall  be  referred  to  the  final  decision  of  commissioners  to  be  appointed 
in  the  following  manner,  viz* 

One  commissioner  shall  be  named  by  his  Majesty,  and  one  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the. Senate  thereof,  and  the  said  two  commissioners  shall  agree  on  the 
choice  of  a  third  ;  or  if  they  cannot  so  agree,  they  shall  each  propose 
one  person,  and  of  the  two  names  so  proposed,  one  shall  be  drawn  by 
lot  in  the  pre^nce  of  the  two  original  commissioners*    And  the  three 
•commissioners  so  appointed,  shall  be  sworn,  impartially  to  examine 
and  decide  the  said  question,  aacording  to  such  evidence  as  shall  re-* 
speftively  be  laid  before  them  on  the  part  of  the  British  government  and 
of  the  United  States*     The  said  commissioners  shall  meet  at  Hall£uE> 
and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  to  such  other  place  or  places  as  they 
ahall  think  fit*     They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  secretary,  and  to 
employ  such  surveyors  or  other  persons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary* 
The  said  commissioners  shall,  by  a  declaration,  under  their  hands  aiid 
seals,  decide  what  river  is  the  river  St.  Croix,  intended  by  the  treaty. 
The  said  declaration  $hall  contain  a  description  of  the  said  river,  and 
ahall  particularize  the  latitude  *  and  longitude  of  its  niouth  and  of  iu 
•source*     Duplicates  of  this  declaration  and  of  the  statements  of  their 
accounts,  and  of  the  journal  of  their  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  by 
them  to  the  agent  of  his  Majesty,  and  to  the  agent  of  the  United  States, 
who  may  be  respe6lively  appointed  and  authorized  to  manage  the  busi- 
,nesson  behalf  of  the  respective  governments*   And  both  parties  agree 
to  consider  such  decision  as  final  and  conclusive,  so  as  that  tlie  same 
shall  never  thereafter  be  called  into  question^  or  made  the  subject  of 
dispute  or  difference  between  them* 

ARTICLE  VI* 

Whereas  it  i^  alledged  by  divers  British  merchants  and  others  his 
Majesty's  subje6ls>  that  debts,  to  a  considerable  amount,  which 
were  bona  fide  contracted  before  the  peace,  still  remain  owing  to  them 
by  citizens  or  inhabitants  of  the  United  States,  and  that  by  the  opera- 
iion  of  various  lawful  impediments  since  the  peace,  not  only  the  fidl  re- 
covery of  the  saiddebts  has  been  delayed,  but  aUo  the  value  and  secu* 
rity  thereof  have  been,  in  several  instances)  impaired  and  lessened,  so 
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that  by  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings^  the  British  creditor* 
cannot  now  obtain^  and  a6lually  have  and  receive  full  and  adequate 
compensation  for  the  losses  and  damages  which  they  have  thereby  sus-* 
tuned.  It  is  agreed,  that  in  all  such  cases,  where  full  compensation 
for  such  losses  and  damages  cannot,  for  whatever  reason,  be  aChially 
obtained,  had  and  received  by  the  said  creditors  in  the  ordinary  course 
of  justice,  the  United  States  will  make  fall  and  complete  compensation 
for  the  same  to  the  said  creditors :  But  it  is  distin6tly  understood,  that 
this  provision  is  to  extend  to  such  losses  only  as  have  been  occasioned 
by  the  lawful  impediments  aforesaid,  and  is  not  to  extend  to  losses  oc^ 
casioned  by  such  insolvency  of  the  debtors,  or  other  causes  as  would 
equally  have  operated  to  produce  such  loss,  if  the  said  impediments  hud 
not  existed  ;  nor  to  such  losses  or  damages  as  have  been  occasioned  hf 
the  manifest  delay  or  negligence,  or  wilful  omission  of  the  claimant. 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  any  such  losses  and  da<^ 
mages,  five  commissioners  shall  be  appointed,  and  authorized  to  meet 
and  a6l  in  manner  following,  viz.  Two  of  them  shall  be  appointed  by 
his  Majesty,  two  of  them  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  by  and 
with  the  advke  and  consent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  and  the  fi£th  by  the 
unanimous  voice  of  the  other  four ;  and  if  they  should  not  agree  in  such 
choice,  then  the  commissioners  named  by  the  two  parties  shall  respec*' 
lively  propose  one  person,  and  of  the  two  names  so  proposed,  one  shall 
be  drawn  by  lot,  in  the  presence  of  the  four  original  commissioners* 
When  the  five  commissioners  thus  appointed  shall  first  meet,  they  shall 
before  they  proceed  to  a€t,  respedlivelytake  the  folloiv-ing  oath,  or  affir- 
mation, in  the  presence  of  each  other  ;  which  oath,  or  af&rmation,  bein^ 
so  taken  and  duly  attested,  shall  be  entered  on  the  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings,  viz.  I,  A*  Bm-  one  of  the  commissioners  appointed  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  sixth  article  of  the  treaty  of  amity,  commerce  and  naviga- 
tion,  between  his  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  United  States  of  America, 
do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  honestly,  diligently,  imparti" 
ally,  and  carefully  examine,  and  to  the  best  of  my^udgment,  according 
to  justice  and  equity,  decide  all  such  complaints,  as  under  the  said  ar-* 
tide  shall  be  preferred  to  the  said  commissioners :  and  Chat  I  will  for- 
bear to  a€t  as  a  commissioner,  in  any  case  in  which  I  may  be  personally 
interested. 

Three  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  board,  and  shall 
have  power  to  do  any  a6t  appertaining  to  the  said  commission,  provided 
that  one  of  the  commissioners  named  on  each  side,  and  the  fi^fth  com- 
missioner shall  be  present,  and  all  decisions  shall  be  made  by  the  majo<« 
rity  of  the  voices  of  the  commissioners  then  present.  Eighteen  months 
irom  the  day  on  which  the  said  commissioners  shall  form  a  board,  and 
be  ready  to  proceed  to  business,  are  assigned  for  receiving  complaints 
and  applications  ;  but  they  are  nevertheless  authorized,  in  any  particular 
cases  in  which  it  shall  appear  to  them  to  be  reasonable  and  just,  to  ex* 
tend  the  said  term  of  eighteen  months,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  si  jC 
months,  after  the  expiration  thereof.  The  said  commissioners  shall 
first  meet  at  Philadelphia,  but  they  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from 
place  to  place  as  they  shall  see  cause. 

The  said  commissioners  in  examining  the  complaints  and  applica- 
tions so  preferred  to  theai^  are  empowered  and  required>  in  pursuance 
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of  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  article,  to  take  into  their  oonridt* 
ration  all  claims,  whether  of  principal  or  interest,  or  balances  of  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  and  to  determine  the  same  respeClively,  accordingly 
the  merits  of  the  sevcrpd  cases,  due  regard  being  had  to  all  the  circum- 
stances thereof,  and  as  equity  and  justice  shall  appear  to  them  to  re- 
quire. And  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  examine  all 
such  persons  as  shall  come  before  them,  on  jath  or  affirmation,  touch- 
ing the  premises  ;  and  also  to  receive  in  evidence,  according  as  they 
may  think  most  consistent  with  equity  and  justice,  all  written  dtposi- 
tions,  or  books,  or  papers,  or  copies,  or  extra6U  thereof  ?  every  such 
deposition,  book,  or  paper,  or  copy,  or  extradl,  being  duly  authcniicat- 
ed,  either  a,ccording  to  the  legal  forms  now  respf6Uvely  existing  in  the 
two  countiues,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  said  commissioners 
ahaU  see  cause  to  require  or  allow. 

The  award  of  the  said  commissioners,  or  of  any  three  of  them  as 
aforesaid,  shall  in  all  cases  be  final  and  conclusive,  both  as  to  the  justice 
of  the  claim,  and  to  the  amount  of  the  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  creoitoror 
claimant:  And  the  United  States  undertake  to  cause  the  sum  so 
awarded  to  be  paid  in  specie  to  such  creditor  ordaimant  without  deduc- 
tion ;  and  aet  such  time  or  times,  and  at  such  place  or  places,  as  shall 
tie  awarded  by  tlie  said  commissioners ;  and  on  condition  of  such  re- 
leases or  assignments  to  be  given  by  the  creditor  or  claimant,  asbythc 
said  commissioners  may  be  direcled  :  Provided  always,  that  no  such 
payment  shall  be  fixed  by  the  said  commissioners  to  take  place  sooner 
than  twelve  months  from  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratilicatiocs 
of  tills  treaty. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
.  Whereas  complaints  have  been  made  by  divers  merchants  and  others, 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  that  during  the  course  of  the  \var  h 
which  his  Majesty  is  now  engaged,  they  have  sustained  co&sidenUe 
losses  and  damage,  by  reason  of  irregular  or  illegal  captures  or  con- 
demnations of  their  vessels  and  other  property,  under  Colour  of  autho- 
rity or  commissions  from  his  Majesty,  and  that  from  various  circum- 
stances belonging  to  the  said  c»9es,  ^equate  compensation  for  tlij 
losses  and  damages  so  sustained  cannot  now  be  a6lually  obtsuned,  had 
and  received  "by  the  ordinary  course^-of  judicial  proceedings;  it« 
agreed,  that  in  all  such  c^Sf.  where  adequate  compensation  camK^t, 
for  whatever  reason,  be  now  adtially  obtained,  had  and  received  bj  t!ic 
said  merchants  and  otliiers,  in  the  ordinary  «^ourse  of  justice,  full  anJ 
complete  compensation  for  the  same  will  be' made  by  the  British  i^'^- 
emment  to  the  said  complainants.  But  it  is  distinctly  understood^  tha** 
this  provision  is  not  to  extend  to  such  loshcs  or  damages  as  have  hecn  |

It  is  agreed  that  this  article  and  every  matter  and  thing  therein  coto^ 
tained,  shall  continue  to  be  in  force  during  the  continuance  of  the  war 
in  which  his  Majesty  is  now  engaged  ;  and  also  fdr  two  years  from  anrf 
after  the  day  of  the  si«;naturc  of  the 'preliminary  or  other  articles  of 
peace,  by  which  the  same  may  be  terminated.

His  Majesty  consents  ttltat  the  vessels  belonging  to  the  citizens  of  the 
United'Stattts  of  America,  shall  be  admitted  and  hospitably  receivedi 
2  nail  the  sea-ports  and  harbors  of  the  British  territories  in  the  £ast-In« 
dies.  And  t^  the  citizens  of  the  said  United  States^  may  freely  carry 
on  a  trade  between  the  said  territorieb  and  the  said  United  States,  in 
TtW  j^cies  of  which  the  importation  or  exportation  respectively,  to  of 
froflbhe  said  territories,  shall  not  be  entirely  prohibited.  Provided  only, 
that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  f^v  them  in  any  time  of  war  between  the  Bri« 
tish government  and  any  other  power  or  state  whatever,  to ^ac^rt  from 
the  said  territories,  without  the  special  permission  of  the  British  gov<i^ 
eflbment  there,  any  military  stores,  or  naval  stores,  or  rice.  The  citi- 
zens ofth«  United  States  shall  pay  for thek  vessels  wiien  admitted  in- 
to the  said  ports  no  other  or  higher  tonnage-duty  than  shall  be  payable 
en  British  vessels  when  admitted  into  the  ports  of  the  United  State s«. 
And  they  shall  pay  no  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges,  on  the  impor- 
tation or  exportation  of  the  cargoes  of  the  said  vessels,  than  shall  be 
payable  on  the  same  articles  n^hcn  imported  or  exported  in  British  vcs- 
sst-is.

ARTI^E  XIV. 
There  sha}!  be  between  all  the;«dominions  of  hi|i  Majesty  in  Eu^l* 
and  the  territories' ofthe  United  SStates,  a  reciprocal  and  perfect  libcny 
i)f  commerce  and  navigation.  The  people  and  inhabitants  Of  the  twu 
countries  respe6Uvely,  shall  have  liberty  freely  and  securely,  and 
without  hindrance  and  moI^fMation,  to  come  with  their  ships  and  car' 
goes  to  the  lands,  coufitries,  eitics,  ports,  pl^s  and  rivers,  within  ut 
dominions  and  territories  aforesaid,  to  ent^nnto  the  same,  to  resort 
there,  and  to  rem|iin  and  reside  there,  without  any  limitation  of  time; 
Also  to  hire  and  possess  houses  and  ware-houses  for  the  purposes  of 
their  commerce,  aivd  geherally  the  merchants  a^id  trader%^  eacb»ldc, 
shall  enjoy  the  most  complete  proteftion  and  security  w  their  com- 
merce ;  but  subje6t  always'as  to  what  respefts  this  article^  to  thejawi 
and  statutes  of  the  two  coimtries  irespedtively.  fl 

ARTICLE  XV^; 
It  is  ^j^teed  that  no  other  or  higher  duties  shall  be  pajd  by  the  shipi 
or  inerch'andise  of  the  one  party  in  the  ports  of  the  other,  than  such 
SiS  are  paid  by  tlie  like  vessels  or  merchandi«^  of  ail  other  nations.  Htr 
ihall  aiiy  other  or  higher  duty  be  imposed  in  one  coyntry  on  the  in>- 
J>ortation  of  any  articles  the  growtli,  produce  or  manufa^ure  of  the 
bther>than  are  or  shall  be  payable  on  the  ilnportatiorf  of  the  like  arii- 
cles  being  of  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  any  other  foreign 
country.  Nor  shall  any  prohibition  be  imposed  on  the  exportation  or 
importation  of  any  articles  to  or  from  the  territories  of  the  twopartio 
respectively,  which  shall  not  equally  extend  to  all  other  tiations. 

Bui^he  British  government  reserves  to  itself  the  right  of  imposing 
on  American  vessels  entering  into  the  British  ports  in  Europe,  a  ton- 
nage-duty equal  to  that  which  shall  b«  payable  by  BriUsh  vtjssds  j 
in  the  ports  of  America  :  And  also  such  duty  Us  may  be  adeqiute 
to  countervail  the  differetice  of  duty  now  payable  on  the  importation  of 
European  and  Asiatic  goods,  when  imported  into  the  United  State&  in 
British  or  in  American  vcsiiels. 
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The  two  parties  agree  to  treat  for  the  more  exa6l  equalization  of  ' 
^e  duties  orf. the  respective  navigation  of  their  subjects  and  people,  if^ 
^uchmannef  as  may  be  most  beneficial  to  the- two  countries.     'Bie  ar-^ 
xangements  for  this. purpose  sliailbe  made  at  the  same  time,  with  those^'' 
mentioned  at  the  conclusion  of  the  twelfth  article  of  this  treaty,  and  ar« 
;o  be  considered  ak  It  par(  thereof.     In  the  interval  it  is  agreed,  that  the 
United  States  will  not  impose  any  new  or  additional  tonnage-duties  on 
British  vessel,  nor  increase  the  now^ubsisting  difference  between  the 
duties  payable  on  the  importation  of  Kny  article^  in  British  or  in  Ame- 
rican vessels* 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

It  shall  be  free  ibr  the  two  contracting  parties,  respc£UvcIy  to  ap- 
point consuls  for  the  protection  of  trade,  to  reside  in  the  dominion^ 
and  territories  aforesaid  ;  andjUl^  said  consuls  shall  enjoy  those  liber- 
ties and  rights  which  belong  toMkein  by  reason  of  their  fundlion.

ARTICLE  ^UJI^  -' 
In  order  tq  regulate  what  is  in  fut^je  wftje  esteemed  contraband  of 
War,  it  is  agreed,  that  under  the  said  acnoniination  shail  be  comprised 
all  arms  and  implements  serving  for  the  purposes  of  war,  by  land  or 
i^ca,  such  as  cannon,  muskets,  mortars,  petards,  bombs^renades,  car- 
casses, sauci^ses,  carriages  for  cannon,  musk^a-rests,  l^l^doliers,  gun- 
powder, match,  salt-petre,  ball,  pikes,  swordS)  heud-pieccs,  cuirasses, 
halberts,  lances,  javelins,  horse-furniture, bolsters,  belt?,  and  generally 
%11  other  implements  of  war ;  as  also  timber  for  shinrbuilding,  tar  or 
rosin,  copper  in  sheois,  sails,  hemp,  and  corda;;e,  an^cMally  whate- 
ver may  serve  directly  to  the  equipment  of  vessels,  uiiwjought  iron 
and  fir-planks  only  excepted  ;  and  all  the  above  articles  are  hereby  dc* 
cjared  to  be  just  obje6ts  of  confiscation,  whenever  ^ey  arc  attempted 
tff  be  currie^te  an  enemy.  'k 
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And  wh^rcria  the  difficulty  of  agreeing  on  the  precise  cases  iair!tich 
Alone  provisions  and  other  articles  not  generally  contraband  may  bi 
regarded  as  such,  renders  it  expedient  to  provide  agahist  the  incon- 
veniences and  misunderstandings  which  might  tfennce  arise  :  It  is  fur- 
Iher  agreed)  that  whenever  any  such  articles  so  becoming  coottaband, 
tceoHing  to  the  existing  laws  of  nations,  shalFfi^r  that  reason  be  seized 
the^me  shall  not  be  confiscated^  but  the  owners  thereof  shall  be  spec* 
diiy  and  completely  indemnified^;  and  the  captors,  or  in  their  default^ 
the  govemmeut  under  whose  authority  they  a6li  .shall  pay  to  the  mav 
ters  or  owners  of  such  vessels,  the  full  va&ic  of  all  such  articles,  vith 
a  reasonable  mercantile  proHt  thereon,  together  with  the  freight, 
and  also  the  (kmurrage  incident  to  such  detention. 

And  whereas  it  frequently  happens  that  vessels  sail  for  a  port  of 
place  belonging  to  an  enemy,  without  knowing  tiiatthe  same  is  either 
, .  bcflleged,  blockaded  or  invested  ;  it  ||hfegTeed,  that  every  vessel  so  cir- 
iumstanced,  may  be  turned  away  from*such  port  or  place,  but  she  shall 
not  be  detained,  nor  her  cargo,  if  not  contraband,  be  confiscated,  unless 
after  notice  she  shall  again  attempt  to  cnteV;  but  sh^  shall  bepcnnit- 
-  ted  to  go  to  any  other  port  or  place  she  may  think  proper :  Nor  shall 
any  (Vessel  or  goods  of  either  party,  t}iat  may  have  entered  into  sucH 
|H>!t  or  place,  before  the  same  was  besiegeS,  blockaded,  or  investcdbr 
the  other,  and  bi;  found  thercMi  after  the  redu6Uon  or  surrender  of 
mich  place,  be  liable  to  confncattion,  but  shall  be  restored  tor  the 
twners  or  proprietors  thereof. 

,      ARTICLE    XrX. 

Ahd  that  more  abt^dant  ca^^viay  be  taken  for  the  security  of  the 
respedive  subje6||  and  citizens  o^  the  contracUng  parties,  and  to  pre* 
*?  vent  their  suffering  injuries  by  the  men  of  war,  or  privateers  of  either 
party,  all  coi?(Hnanders  of  ships  of  war  and  privateers,  and  ail  others  the 
sai^  subjc6\s  and  citjj^ens,  shall  forbear  doing  any  damage  to  those  of 
the' other  party,  or  committing  mf'  outrage  against  them,  and  ifthcf 
net  to  the  contrary,  they  sh^l  b6  punished,  and  «hall  also  be  bound  io 
their  persons  and  estates  to  make  satisfaction  and  toparation  for  «Jl 
damages,  and  the  interest  thereof,  of  whatever  nature  the  said  dama- 
fcs  may  be, 

Fop  this  cause,  aft  commanders  of  privateers,  before  thef  receiw 
their  commissions,  shu^  here^er  be  obliged  to  give,  before  a  compe- 
tent judge,  sufficient  security  by  at  least  two  responsible  sureties,  wno 
have  no  interest  in  the  said  phvltrep,  each  of  whom,  together  with  Uic 
$aid  commander,  shall  be  jointly  and  sevei'ally  bound  in  the  sum  tn 
fifteen  hundred  pounds  sterling,  or  if  such  ships  be  provided  with^^c 
one  hundred  a^  fifty  seamen  or  soldiers,  in  the  sum  Of  three  thoustD'l 
pounds  stalling,  to  satisfy  all  damages  and  injuries,  which  the  said  pn- 
vatcer,  or  her  oflkers  or  men,  or  any  of  them  may  do  or  -conmiit  d«^ 
ing  thvir  cruise,  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  this  treaty,  or  to  the  laws  and 
instructions  for  mgulating  their  conduct ;  and  ftirther,  that  in  all  cases 
of  agj^rcssioos,  the  said  commissions  shall  be  re^^feed  and  annwflcd. 

It  b  alsO'agreed  that  whenever  a  judge  of  a  court  of  admiralty  d 
either  of  the  parties,  shall  pronounce  sentence  against  any  vessel*  ff 
goods  or  property^ .^belonging  to  the  subje^  or  citizens  of  the  ot»rf 
pai$f ,  a  formal  aiid  dulj'  ahtnenticated  copjr  ©f  x^  the  p^jpcediop  i> 
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U^caU4€)  «Bd  of  the  said  sentence,  shall,  if  required,  b»  delivered  tf 
^e  commander  of  the  said  vessel,  withouit  the  smallest  delay,  he^pay«    ; 
lag  all  legal  fees  and  demands  for  tiie  same. 

ARTICLE  XX. 
.  It  is  iurther  agreed,  that  both  the  said  coQtra£Ung  partiesy  shall  not 
only  refuse  to  receive  a^y  pirates  into  at^y  of  tlieir  port%  havens,  or 
tpwQs,  or  permit  any  of  their  inhabitants  to  reqeive,  prote^  harborn  - 
conceal  or  assist  them  in  any  manner,  but  ^ill  bring  to  condign  pu:* 
nish^ent  all  such  inhajbitants  as  shall  be  gviilty  of  such  a6ts  or  offences* 
And  all  their  ships  with  the  goods  or  merchandisers  tafeen  by  theoi.

It  is  likewise '  agreed,  that  the  subjedls  and  citizens  of  the  two  pd-i 
tions,  shidl  aot  do  any  a6ts  of  hostility  or  violence  against  each  other^ 
nor  accept  Commissions  or  insitrudUons  so  to  a6l  from  any  foreign 
prince  or  state,  enemies  to  the  ottier  party  ;  nor  shall  the  enemies  of 
one  of  the  parties  bepermitted  to  invilts  or  endeavor  to  inlist  in  theii^ 
military  service,  any  of  thesubjedls  or  citizens  of  the  other  party  ;  and 
the  laws  f^nst  all  such  offences  and  aggressions  shall  be  pun6tuajly 
executed. '  And  if  any  subject  or  citizen  of  the  s^d  parties  respective* 
ly,  shall  accept  any. foreign  commission,  or  letters  of  marcpe^  (or  art|3i-«

It  is  expressly  sHlBulalcd,  that  neiiher\pfthe  ssud  contracting  parties  %' 
x&illordef  or  aitlhorii^c  any  a6ls  of  repiisal  against  the  other,  on  conu»  ' 
plaints  of  injuries  or  damages,  until  the  said  party  shall  first  have  prW 
bcntedyta  the  other,  a  state it>cnt  thereof,  verified  by  con|j|ietent  pro^ 
and  evidence,  and   demanded  justice  and  satisiacUon,  and  the  sam«. 
thail  either  have  beqn  refused  or  unreasonably  delayed.

The  ships  of  war  of  each  of  the  tofitradVing  parlies  shall,  at  all  tiioses,

'  necessaryvto  defray  her  expenses,  and  then  not  without  the  express 
pernt^ion  of  the  gOT^no^ent  of  the  place*  Kor  shall  she  be  obliged 
to  pay  any  duties  whatever,  except  onlv  on  such  articles  as  she  majf  be 
permitted  to  sell  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

ARTICLE     XXIV. 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  ai^  fbteigo^ privateers  (hot  being  subjecb

ARTICLE    XXV.  t.. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  ships  of  war  and  privateers  fltlonging  tf 
the  said  parties  respedlively,  to  carry  whithersoever  they  please,  the 
ships  and  goods  taken  from  their  enemies,  without  being  obliged  to 
pay  any  fee  to  the  oflficers  of  the  admiralty,  or  to  any jud^eg  whatever;

cverioe  construed,  or  operate  contrary  to  former  and  existing  public 
jtteuties  with  other  sovereigns  or  states.'  But  the  two  parties  ^pree,  \ 
tViat  whilQJtfiey  continue  in  amity,  neither  of  them  ^^Mvn  future  make 
any  treaty  that  shall  be  inconsistent  with  this  or  tliepreceding  article. 


Neither  of  the  said  parties  shall  permit  the  ships  or  gog|^8  belongin 
to  the  subjecls  or  citizens  of  the  other,  to  be  taken  within  cannon  shot 
or  the  coast,  nor  in  any  of  the  bg^ys,  ports,  or  rivers  of  their  territories, 
by  ships  of  war,  or  others  having;«t:ommission  from  any  prince,  reiwii*- 
iic  or  state  v.^hat^iver.

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ARTICLE     XXVL 

if  at  any  time  a  rupture  should  take  place,  (whi^h  God  forbid)  be* 
4weea  his  Majfesty  and  the  United  States^thev^erchants  and  others  o^ 
each  of  the  two  nations,  residing  in  the  dominions  of  the  other,  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  remaining  and  continuing  their  trade,  so  long  a« 
they  behave,  peaceably,  and  commit  no  offence  against  the  laws;  and 
in  case  their  condU6t  should  render  them  suspe£led,  and  the  respective 
governments  should  think  proper  to  order  them  to  remove,  the  term 
of  twelve  months  from  the  publication  of  thte  order  shall  be  allowed 
them  for  that  purpose,  to  remove  with  their  families,  efTedts  and  pro-^ 
perty ;  but  this  favor  shall  not  be  extended  to  those  who  shall  a6t  con^ 
trary  to  the  established  laws ;  and  for  greater  certainty,  it  is  declared, 
that  soch  rupture  shall  not  be  deemed  to  exist,  while  negociations  foi^ 
accommodating  differences  shall  be  depending,  nor  until  the  respe6\ive 
ambassadors  or  ministers^  if  such  there  shall  be,  shall  be  recalled,  or 
sent  home  on  account  of  such  differences,  and  not  on  account  of  per-^ 
tonal  misGOndu6t,  according  to  the  nature  and  degrees  of  which,  both 
parties  retain  their  rights,  either  to  request  (lie  recal,  or  immediately 
to  send  home  the  ambassador  or  minister  of  the  other ;  and  that  with« 
out  prejifdice  to  their  mutual  fi*iendship  and  good  understanding* 

ARTICLE  XXVII. 

It  is  further  agreed,  that  his  Majesty  and  the  United  States,  on  mti-' 
tual  requisitions,  by  them  respe6lively,  or  by  their  respective  ministers 
or  officers  authorized  to  make  the  same,  will  deliver  up  to  justice  all 
persons,  who,  being  charged  with  murder  or  forgery,  committed  within 
the  jurisdi^on  of  either,  shall  seek  an  asylum  within  any  of  the  coun- 
tries of  the  other,  "provided  that  this  shall  only  be  done  on  such  evi- 
dence  of  criminality,  as,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  place,  where  th^

ARTICLE  XXVIII. 

It  is  agreed,' that  tlwb  first  ten  articles  of  this  treaty  shall  be  perma-* 
nent,  ^d  that  the  subsequent  articles,  except  the  twelflh,  shall  be  li« 
mitcd  in  their  duration  to  twelve  years,  to  be  computed  from  the  detf 
on  which  the  ratifictkionsof  this  treaty  shall  be  exchanged,  but  subject 
to.  this  condition,  That  whereas  tht  said  twelfth  article  will  expire  by 
the  limitation  therein  contained,  at  the  end  of  two  years  from  the  sign- 
ing «f  the  preliminary  or  other  articles  of  peace,  which  shall  terminate 
the  present  war  ft  which  his  Majesty  is  engaged,  it  is  agreed,  that 
proper  measures  shall  by  concert  be  taken,  lor   bringing  the  subject 
of  that  article  into  amicable  treaty  and  discussion,  so  early  before  the 
expiration  of  the  said  term,  t^s  that  new  sirrangements  on  that  head, 
may,  by  that  time,  be  perfe6led,  and  ready  to  take  placej      But  if  it 
should  unfortunately  hap{>en,  that  hik  Majesty  and  the  United  States^ 
should  not  be  able  to  agree  on  such  new  arrangements,  in  that  case,  a>l 
the  articles  of  tUs  treaty,  except  the  first  ten,  shall  then  cease  anit 
expire  together*  < 
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Lastly.  This  treaty,  when  {he  same  shall  have  been  ratified  by  hit 
Majesty,  and  by  the  President  of  the  United  Statev,  by  and  with  thd  ad- 
vico  and  consent  of  their  Senate,  and  the  i:espe6tive  ratificaitioDs  nuh 
tually  exc]iang;cd,  shall  be  binding  and  obKg^ory  onr  his  Majesfey  aad 
on  the  said  states,  and  shall  be  by  them  respedUvtly  exe^utad,  aadob* 
served,  with  pundliiality  and  the  most  sincere  regard  to  good  f^th  \ 
and  whereas  it  will  be  expedient,  in  order  the  better  to  facitittte  inter- 
course and  obviate  difficulties,  that  other  articles  be  proposed  and  ad- 
ded to  this  treaty,  which  articles,  from  want  of  time  smd  other  cit^ 
cumstances,  cannot  now  be  perfected  ;  it  is  agreed  thai  theieud  parties 
Vf'ill,  from  time  to  time,  readily  treat  of  and  concerning  such  artick»» 
and  will  sincerely  endeavor  so  to  form .  them^  a^s  tiiat  they  may  cq&' 
duce  to  mutual  convenience,  and  tend  to  promote  mutual  satisfi^Qcm 
and  friendship  ;  and  that  the  said  articles,  after  hnvimg  been  duly  rati- 
iied,  shall  be  added  to,  and  make  a  part  of  this  treaty.  In  fiuth  where* 
of,  we,  the  underiiigned  ministers  plenipotentiary  of  his  Majeity  the 
king  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  United  States  of  America^  have^ijj^ned 
this  present  treaty,  and  have  caused  to  be  affixed  thereto  the  seal  of  our

I  AM  honored  with  yours  of  August  30th.  Mine  of  the  7th  of  that 
znoiith  assured  you  that  measures  were  taken  for  excluding  fromaU 
further  asylum  in  our  ports,  vessels  armed  in  thexn  to  cruise  on  nationt 
with  which  we  are  at  peace,  aftd  for  the  restoration  of.  the  prizes  the 
Lovely  Lass,  Prince  William  Henry,  and  the  Jane  of  Dublin  \  and  that 
fihoulti  the  measures  for  restitution  fail  in  their  effett,  the  Fresidtiii 
considered  it  as  incuinbenton  the  United  States  to  make  compensation 
for  the  vessels. 

We  are  bound  by  our.  trcalier with  thffee  ^fthe  belli  gerant  nations, 
by  all  the  means  in  our  power,  to  prote^  and  defend  their  vessels  aad 
effe  its  in  our  ports,  or  waters,  or  on  the  Sttas  near  our  shofes,  and  to 
recover  and  restore  the  same  to  the  right  owners'  wheil  taken  from 
them.  If  all  the  means  in  our  power  are  used,  and  fail  in  their  effei^t 
we  are  not  bound  by  our  treaties  with  those  nations  to  make  coiO' 
pensation. 

Though  we  have  no  similar  trdaty  with  Great-Britain^'  it  was  the 
opinion  of  the  President,  that  wc  should  use  towards  tifct  nation  thesaioc 
rule,  whidh  under  this  article,  was  to  govern  us  with*  the  other  nations ; 
and  even  to^extend  it  to  captui*e&  made  on  the  high  seasi  and  brought 
into  our  ports :  If  done  by  vessels  which  had  been  armed  within  theoi* 

Having,  for  particular  reason^  forbore  to  use  all  .the  means  in  our 
po^er  for  the  restitution  of  the  three  vessels^mentioned  in  my  letter 
of  August  7th,  the  President  thought  itintsumbenton  the  United  StaKs 
.tp  make  compensation  for  them  :  And  though  nothing  wiis  said  in  dia< 
libtter  of  other  vessels  taken  under  like  circumstances,and  brought  in  a^cr 
the  5tb  of  June^  and  bo4bre  the  date  of  that  letter^yet  wkcn  the  s&mc 
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fbrbearanpe  had  taken  plac^,  it  was  and  is  his  opiiiiop,  that  compensa^ 
tion  wou)d  be  equaDy  due. 

A9  to  prizes^made  under  the  »ame  circumstances)  and  brought  iJ| 
after  the*  date  of  that  letter,  the  President  determined,  that  all  the 
m^aos  in  our  power  should  be  used  for  their  restitution.  If  these  fail) 
^  we  should  not  be  bpund  by  our  treaties  to  make  compensation  to  the 
other  powers  in  the  analogous  case,  he  did  not  mean  to  give  an  opin* 
ion  that  it  ought  tob;;  done  to  Creat-Brituin.  But  stil)  if  any  cases 
sJiall  arise  subsequent  to  that  date,  the  circumstapces  of  which  shall 
place  theni  on  similar  ground  with  those  before  it,  the  President  would 
th^nk  con^pensation  e([ually  incumbent  on  the  United  Slates. 

Instru^ons  are  given  to  the  (governors  of  the  different  states,  to  use 
sll  the  means  in  their  power  for  restoring  prizes  of  this  last  description 
Sound  within  their  porcsf  Though  they  will  of  course  take  measures 
U)  he  informed  of  tiieu>,  ai)d  the  general  government  has  given  them  tl:e 
aid  of  the  custom<rhouse  ofii.cers  for  this  purpose,  yet  you  will  be  sensi- 
ble of  the  importance  of  multiplying  tne  channels  of  their  informatioii 
as  far  as  shall  depend  on  yourself,  or  any  person  under  your  jlireClion,- 
in  order  that  |he  governors  may  use  the  mc^iub  in  their  power  for 
making  restitution. 

Witnout  knowledge  of  the  capture  they  cannot  restore  it.  It  will 
always  be  best  to  give  the  notice  to  them  diredlly  ;  but  any  information 
which  you  shall  be  pleased  to  send  to  nic,  also,  at  any  time  shall  ht 
forwarded  tQ  tiiem  a$  quickly  as  distance  will  permit. 

Hence  you  will  perceive,  bjr,  that  the  Presiden.t  contemplates  res- 
titution or  compensation  in  the  case  before  the  7th  August ;  and  after 
that  date,  restitution  ifi^canbe  effecled  by  any  means  in  our  power* 
And  that  it  will  be  important  that  you  should  substantiate  the  fact,  that 
luch  prizes  are  in  our  ports  or  waters.

WHEREAS  by  the  twenty-eighth  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  Amity, 
Commerbe  and  Navigation,  between  his  Britannic  Majesty,  and  the 
United  States,  signed  at  London  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  Novembery 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety •four,\it,  was  agreed,  that  the 
contradting  parties  would  from  time  to  time,  readily  treat  of  aad  coa-i 
cerning  such  further  Articles,  as  might  be  proposed,  that  they  would 
sincerely  endeavor  ao  to  form  such  Articles,  as  that  they  might  conduce 
to  mutual  convenience,  and  tend  to  promote  mutual  satisfa6lion  and 
friendship ;  and  that  such  Articles,  after  having  been  duly  ratihedi 
should  be  added  to  and  make  apart  of  that  Treaty ;  And  whereas  diffii 
culties  havre  ?.riscn  with  respect  to  ti%e  execution  of  so  much  of  the  Fifth 
Article  of  the  said  Treaty,  as  rei[uircs  that  the  Commissioners,  ap- 
pointed under  the  same,  should  in  their  description  particulariee  tho 
latitude  and  k)ngitude  of  the  source  of  the  River,  which  may  be  found 
to  be  the  one  truly  iatended  in  t&e  Treaty  of  Peace,  between  his  Bri* 
tannic  Majesty  and  the  United  States,  under  the  name  of  tiie  River  SU 
Croix,  by  reason  whereof  it  is  expedient,  that  the  said  commissioners

DIFFICULTIES  having  arisen  in*the  execution  of  the  sixth  article 
of  the  treaty  of  amity,'  co'mmei'ce  ind'naVigaifion,  concluded  at 
London,  on  the  fourth  da^  of  November,  one  thousaind  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-four,  between  his  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  in  consequence*  thereof  the  proceedings  of  the  com- 
missioners under  the  seventh  article  of  the  same  trt^aty*  having  been 
suspended,  the'partitfs  to  the  said  treat/  being  equally  desirous,  as  fa^ 
as  may  be,  to  obviate  such  difficulties,  have  respe6tively  named  plenir 
potentiaries  to  treat  and  agree  respedUng  the  same,  that  is  to  say,  his 
Britannic  Majesty  has  named  for  his  plenipotentiafy,  the 'right  linao- 
rable  Robert  Banks  Jenkinson,  commonly  called  Idrd  HaWkel5bttrT,onc 
of  his  Majesty's  most  honorable  privy  council,  and  his  principal  secre- 
tary of  state  for  foreign  affairs  ;  and  the  "President-  of  the  United 
States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate  thereof,  hai^ 
named  for  their  plenipotentiary  Rufus  King,  Esquire,  minister  pleni- 
potentiary of  the  said  United  States  to  his  Britannic  Majesty,  who  have 
agreed  to  and  concluded  the  foUowing  articles  ^— 

ARTICLE     I. 
In  satisfaclion  and  discbarge  of  the  money  which  the  United  States 
might  have  been  lialile  to' pay  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  t ha 
said  sixth  article,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  cancelled  and  anpul- 
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led,  except  sp  hr  as  the  same  may  relate  to  the  execution  of  thl  said 
seventh  article,  the  United  States  of  America  hereby  engage  to  payy  and 
bis  Britannic  Majesty  consents  to  ac(;ept  for  the  u^  of  the  persons  de^^ 
scribed  in  the  said  sixth  article,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  thousand 
pounds  sterling,  payable  at  the  times  and  place,  and  in  the  manner  fol« 
lowing,  that  is  to  say,  the  said  sum  of  six  hundred  thousand  pounds 
sterling  shall  be  paid  at  the  city  of  Washington,  in  three  annual  in- 
stalments of  two  hundred  thousand  pounds  sterling  each,  and  to  such 
person  or  persons  as  shall  be  authorised  by  his  Britannic  Majesty,  to 
receive  th«  same  )  the  iirst  of  the  said  instalments  to  be  paid  at  the 
expiratioaof  one  year  4  the  second  instalment  at  the -expiration  of  twor 
years  ;  and  tlie  third  and  last  instalment  at  the  expiration  of  three 
years  next  following  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this  conven-- 
tion.  And  to  prevent  any  disagreement  concerning  tke  rate  of  ex- 
changes the  said  payments  shall  be  made  in  the  money  of  the  said 
United  St&tes^  reckoning  four  dollars  andfofty-four  cents  to  be  equai 
to  one  pound  stei*iing.  • 

ARTICLE  IL 

Whereas  it  is  agreed  by  the  fdurth  article  of  the  definitive  treaty  olT 
peace,  concluded  at  Paris,  on  the  third  day  of  September,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-three,  between  his  Britannic  Majesty  and 
the  United  States,  that  creditors  on  either  side  should  meet  with  no 
lawful  impediment  to  thie  recovery  of  the  full  value  in  sterling  monejr 
of  all  "bonafidd**  debts  theretofore  contracted;  it  is  hereby  declared 
that  the  said  fourth  article^  so  far  as  respe^s  its  future  operation,  is 
hereby  recognized,  eonfirmed  and  declared  to  be  binding  and  obligatory 
on  his  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  said  United  States,  and  the  same  shall 
be  accordingly  observed  with  pun(f\uality  and  good  faith,  and  so  as  that 
the  said  creditors  shall  hereafter  meet  with  no  lawful  impediment  to 
the  rect>verv  of  the  full  value  In  sterling  money  of  their  bona  fide  debts. 

ARTICLE     IIL 

It  is  furthermore  agr<!ed  and  concluded  that  the  commissioners  ap- 
p:>inted  in  pursuance  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  said  treaty  of 
amity,  commerce  and  navigation,  and  whose  proceedings  have  been 
suspended  as  aforesaid,  shall  immediately  after  the  signature  of  this 
conydntibn,  reassemble  and  proceed  in  the  execution  of  their  duties,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  the  said  seventh  article,  except  only,  that 
instead  of  the  sums  awarded  by  the  said  commissioners  being  made  pay- 
able at  the  time  or  times  by  them  appointed,  all  sums  of  money  by  them 
awarded  to  be' paid  to  American  or  firiti'sh  claimants,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  said  seventh  article,  shall  be  made  payable  in  three 
eqUhi'  instalments,  the  first  whereof,  to  be  paid  at  the  expiration  of 
one  year  $  the  second  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  ;  and  the  third 
andl^t  at  the  expiration  of  three  years  next  after  the  exchange  of  th« 
rsctifications  of  this  convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

This  convention,  when  the  same  shall  have  been  ratified  by  his  Ma-

WHEREAS  the  United  States  ofAMi^aicA  in  Congress  a»> 
sembled,  by  their  commission  bearing  date  the  twelfth  day  of 
May,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-four,  tjiought  proper  to 
constitute  John  Adams,  Benjamin  Franklin,  and  Thomas  Jefierson, 
their  Ministers  Plenipotentiary,  giving  to  them,  or  a  majority  cf  thea, 
full  powers  to  confer,  treat  and  nek;ociatc  with  the  Ambassador)  Mioi- 
ster,  or  Commissioner  of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Morocco,  con- 
cerning a  treaty  of  amity  and  coaimcrce  ;  to  make  and  receive  propo- 
sitions for  such  treaty,  and  to  conclude  and  sign  the  same,  transmitting 
it  to  the  United  States  in  Congress  assjmbiud,  for  their  final  ratifica- 
tion ;  aad  by  one  other  Commission  bearing  date  the  eleventh  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  und  eighty-five,  did  further  em- 
power the  said  Minlsteis  Plcuipotcntiary,  or  a  majority  of  them,  by

And  if 
any  goods  belonging  to  any  nation,  with  whom  either  of  the  parties 
shall  be  at  war,  shall  be  loaded  on  vessels  belonging  to  the  other  party, 
t'ley  shall  pass  free  and  unmolested,  without  any  attempt  being  made 
to  take  or  detain  them. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
.  A  fiTgnal  or  ]l>ass  shall  be  given  to  all  vessel^  belonging  to  both  parties, 
by  which  they  are  to  be  known  when  they  meet  at  sea ;  and  if  the  com- 
n;ander  of  a  ship  of  war  of  either  party  shall  have  other  ships  under  his 
*.onvoy,  the  declaration  of  the  compaander  shall  alone  be  sufficient  Xji 
exempt  any  of  them  from  examination. 

ARTICLE     V.  . 

If  either  of  the  parties  shall  be  at  war,  and  shall  meet  a  vessel  at  sea^ 
belonging  to  the  other,  it  is  agreed,  that  if  an. examination  is  to  be 
made,  it  shall  be  done  by  sending  a  boat  with  two  or  three  men  only  ; 
^d  if  any  gun  shall  be  fired,  and  injury  done  without  reason,  theofienA* 
uig  party  shall  make  good  all  damages.

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ARTICLE  VI. 

If  any  Moor  shall  bring  citizens  of  the  United  States^  or  their  effects, 
to  his  Majesty,  the  citizens  shall  immediately  be  set  at  liberty^  and  the 
cffe6ls  restored ;  and  in  like  manner,  if  any  Moor,  not  a  subj'cci  of  these 
dominions,  shall  make  prize  of  any  of  the  citizens  of  America,  or  their 
cffe6l?,  and  bring  them  into  any  of  the  por'jof  his  Majesty,  they  shall 
be  immediately  released,  as  they  will  then  be  considered  as  under  his

ARTICLE  VIL 

If  any  vessel  of  either  party  shall  put  into  a  poi:;^  of  the  other^  an{l 
have  occasion  for  provisions  or  other  supplies,  Uiey  shall  be  furnished 
without  any  interruption  or  molestation. 

ARTICLE    VIIL 

If  any  vessel  of  the  United  States  shall  meet  with  a  disaster  at  ses, 
and  put  into  one  of  our  ports  to  repair,  she  shall  be  at  liberty  to  land 
and  reload  her  cargo,  without  paying  any  duty  w^hatever. 

ARTICLE     IX. 

If  any  vessel  of  the  United  States  shall  be  cast  on  shore  on  any  pert 
of  our  coast,  she  shall  remain  at  the  disposition  of  the  owners,  and  mj 
one  shall  attempt  going  near  her  without  their  approbation,  as  she  is 
then  considered  particularly  under  our  prote6lion ;  and  if  any  vessel 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  forced  to  put  into  our  ports  by  stress  of 
weather,  or  otherwise,  she  shall  not  be  compelled  to  land  her  cargO)  but 
shall  remain  in  tranqiulllty  until  the  commander  shall  think  proper  to 
proceed  on  his  vovuj^'e. 

ARTICLE  X. 

If  any  vessel  of  either  of  the  parties  shall  have  an  engagement  with 
a  vessel  belonging  to  any  of  the  Christian  powers  within  gun-shot  of 
the  forts  of  the  other,  the  vessel  so  engaged  shall  be  defended  andpro- 
tedledas  much  as  possible  until  she  is  in  safety  ;  and  if  any  Ameri^ui 
vessel  shall  be  cast  on  shore  on  the  coast  of  Wadnoon,  or  any  coast 
thereabout,  tlic  people  belonging  to  her  shall  be  prote£led  andassi&ied, 
vntil,  by  the  help  of  God,  they  shall  be  sent  to  their  country. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

If  wc  shall  be  at  war  Avith  any  Christian  power,  and  any  of  our  ves- 
sels sail  from  the  pons  of  the  United  States,  no  vessel  belonging  to  the 
enemy,  shall  follow  until  twenty-four  hours  after  the  departure  of  our 
vessels  ;  and  the  same  regulation  shall  be  observed  towards  the  Amer- 
ican vessels  sailing  from  our  ports,  be  their  enemies  Moors  or  Chris- 
tians*. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

If  any  ship  of  war  belonging  to  the  United  States  shall  put  into  any 
of  oUr  ports,  she  shall  not  bs  examined  on  any  pretence  whatever,  even 
though  she  should  have  fugitive  slaves  on  board,  nor  shall  the  governor 
or  commander  of  the  place  compel  them  to  be  brought  onshore  on  any 
pretext,  nor  require  any  payment  for  them. 

ARTICLE    XI IL 

If  a  ship  of  war  of  either  party  shall  put  into  a  port  of  the  other  and 
salute,  it  shall  be  returned  from  the  fort  with  an  equal  number  of  gur.s. 
not  with  more  or  less. 
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ARTICLE    XIV.  ^ 

The  commerce  with  the  United  States  shall  be  on  tic  same  footin«r 
ts  is  the  commerce  with  Spain,  or  as  that  with  the  most  favored  natioii- 
for  the  time  being ;  and  their  citizens  shall  be  rcspeacd  and  esteemed, 
and  have  full  liberty  to  pass  and  repass  our  country  uid  seaports  when-, 
ever  they  please,  \iithout  interruption. 

ARTICLE  XV. 
Merchants  of  both  countries  shall  employ  only  such  mterpreters,  and 
such  other  persons  to  assist  them  in  their  business,  as  they  snail  thmk 
proper.  No  commander  of  a  vessel  shall  transport  his  cargo  on  board 
another  vessel ;  he  shall  not  be  detained  in  port  longer  than  he  mz^y 
think  proper;  and  all  persons  employed  in  loading  or  unloadmg  goous, 
or  in  any  other  labor  whatever,  shall  be  paid  at  the  customaiy  rates, 

not  more  aad  not  less* 

ARTICLE  XVL 

In  case  of  a  war  between  the  parties,  the  prisoners  arc  not  to  be  made 
slaves,  but  to  be  exchanged  one  for  another,  captain  fur  captum,  clhctr, 
for  officer,  and  one  private  man  for  another  ;  and  if  there  shall  prove  a 
deficiency  on  either  side,  it  shall  be  made  up  by  the  payment  of  one 
hundred  Mexican  dollars  for  eax:h  person  wanting.  And  it  is  agreea 
that  all  prisoners  shall  be  exchanged  in  twelve  months  from  the  time 
of  their  being  taken,  and  that  this  exchange  may  be  cfTccled  by  ainer-

ARTICLE    XVII. 

Merchants  shkll  not  be  compelled  to  buy  or  sell  any  k"^^  of  goods, 
but  such  as  they  shall  think  proper  ;  and  may  biiy  and  sell  all  sorts  ot 
merchandise  but  such  as  are  prohibited  to  the  other  ChnsUan  nations.. 

ARTICLE    XVIII. 

AM  goods  shall  be  weighed  and  examined  before  they  are  sent  on 
board,  and  to  avoid  all  detention  of  vessels,  no  examination  shall  after- 
wards be  made,  unless  it  shall  first  be  proved  that  contraband  goods 
have  been  sent  on  board,  in  which  ca«e,  the  persons  who  took  the  con- 
ti-aband  goods  on  board,  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  usage  and 
custom  of  the  country,  and  no  other  person  whatever  sliuU  be  injurcc^ 
nor  shall  the  ship  or  cargo  incur  any  penalty  or  dam.iiiC  vhatcvcr. 

ARTICLE     XIX. 

No  vessel  shall  be  detained  in  port  on  any  pretence  whatever,  nor 
be  obliged  to  take  on  board  any  articles  without  the  constat  of  the  coin- 
mander,  who  shall  be  at  full  liberty  to  ajjrce  for  the  frtigut  ot  any 

Snoods  he  takes  on  board. 

ARTICLE    XX. 

If  any  of  the  citizens  uf  the  United  States,  or  any  persons  under 
their  proteaion,  shall  have  any  disputes  with  each  other,  the  consul 
shall  decide  between  the  parties,  and  whenever  tlie  consul  shall  i-cquirc 
any  aid  or  assistance  from  our  government,  to  enforce  his  decisions,  it 
shall  be  immediately  granted  to  him* 

ARTICLE     XXI. 

Ifacitizenofthe  United  States  shoutd  kill  or  wound  a  Moor,  or, 
oil  the  contrary,  if  a  Moor  shall  kill  or  wound  a  ciiizen  of  the  United 
btates,  the  law  of  the  country  shall  take  phicc,  ^c.ii  equal  justice  shall 
be  rendered,  Jth«  consul  assisiiug   at  the  tiiul  i  «.d  if  au>  delinquent 
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shall  make  his  escapci  the  consul  shall  fiot  be'answerable  for  him  in  any

ARTICLE    XXII. 

If  an  American  citizen  shall  die  in  our  country^  and  |io  will  ihall  ap- 
pear, the  consul  shall  take  possession  of  his  effects  ;  and  if  thert  shall 
be  no  consul,  the  efre6ls  shall  be  deposited  iii  the  hands  of  some  penoit 
worthy  of  trust,  until  the  party  shall  appear  who  has  a  right  to  demand

If  any  differences  shall  arise  by  either  party  infringing  cm  any  of  the 
articles  of  this  treaty,  peace  and  harmony  shall  remain  ndtwithstandin^, 
in  the  fullest  force,  until  a  friendjy  application  shall  be  made  for  an  ar- 
rangement,  and  until  that  application  sh^U  be  reje6led,  no  appeal  shall  be 
made  to  arnlS.  And  if  a  war  shall  break  out  between  the  parties,  nini 
months  shall  be  granted  to  all  the  subje6ld  of  both  parties,  to  dtspsse 
of  their  effecls  and  retire  with  their  property.  An^d  it  is  further  de- 
clared, tha-  whatever  indulgencies,  in  trade  or  otherwise,  shall  be  grant- 
ed to  any  of  the  Christian  powers^  the  citizens  of  the  United  State* 
shall  be  equally  entitled  to  them. 

ARTICLE    XXV. 

This  treaty  shall  continue  in  full  force,  with  the  help  of  God,  for 
fifty  years.

ARTICLE  1. 

FROM  the  date  of  the  present  treaty,  there  shall  subsist  a  firm  and 
sincere  peace  and  amity  between  the  President  and  citizens  of  the 
^'nlted  States  of  North-America,  and  Hassan  Bashaw,  Dey  of  Algiers,

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his  Dlran  and  subjefls ;  the  vessels  aiid  subjects  of  both  nations  reci-

ARTICLE    II. 

All  vessels  belonging  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  North- 
America,  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  different  ports  of  the  Regeo- 
cy,  to  trade  with  our  subjects,  or  any  other  persons  residing  within  our 
jurisdiction,  on  paying  the  usual  duties  at  our  custom-house  that  is  paid 
by  all  nations  at  peace  with  this  Regency  ;  observing  that  all  goods 
disembarked  and  not  sold  here  shall  be  permitted  to  be  reembarlked 
without  paying  any  duty  v;hatever,  eitiier  ibr  disembarking  or  cm- 
barking.  All  naval  and  military  stores,  such,  as  gun-powder,  lcad,iroD, 
plank>  sulphur,  timber  for  building,  tar,  pitch,  rosin,  turpentine,  and 
any  other  goods  denominated  naval  and  military  stores,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  be  sold  in  this  Regency,  witiiout  payhig  any  duties  whatL-Tcr 
at  the  custom-house  of  this  Regency.

The  vessels  of  both  nations  shall  pass  each  other  without  any  impe- 
diment or  molestation  ;  and  all  goods,  monies  or  passengers,  of  what- 
soever  nation,  that  may  be  on  board  of  the  vessels  belongini^  to  either 
party,  shall  be  considered  as  inviolable,  and  shall  be  allowed  to  piss

Should  any  cii^ 
izen  of  the  United  States  of  North-America,  in  the  above  predicament 
Escape  prison,  the  consul  shall  hot  become  answerable  for  him* 

:  ARTICLE.  XVIL 

The  consul  of  the  United  States  of  North-^America,  shall  have  eve- 
ry personal  security  given  him  and  his  household:  He  shall  have  liber* 
ty  to  exercise  his  relij^ion  in  his  own  house  :  All -slaves  of  the  same  re- 
ligion, shall  not  be  impeded  in  going  to  said  consul's  house,  iit  hours 
of  prayer.  The  consuf  shall  have  liberty  and  personal  security  given 
him  to  travel  whenever  he  pleases,  within  the  Regency  :  He  shall  have! 
free  license  to  go  on  board  any  vessel  lying  in  our  roads,  whenever  be 
shall  think  fit.  The  consul  shall  have  leave  to  appoint  his  own  drogaman 
^ud  broker. 

ARTICLE  XVIIL 

,  Should  a  war  break  out  between  the  two    nations,  the  consul  of  the 

tJnited  States  of  North-America,  and  all  citizens  of  said  states,  shajt 

b^ve  leave  to  embark  themselves  and  property  unmolested,  on  board  of 

vhat  vessel  or  vessels  thev  shall  think  proper. 

■  ARTICLE  XIX. 

Should  the  cruisers  of  Algiers  capture  any  vessel,  having  citizens  of 
the  United  States  of  North-America  on  board,  they  having  papers  to 
prove  they  tire  really  so,  they  and  their  property  shall  be  imme- 
diately discharged.  And  should  the  vessels  of  the  United  States  cap- 
ture any  vessels  of  nations  at  war  with  them,  having  subjects  of  this 
Ilegency  on  board,  they  shall  be  treated  in  like  manner. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

On  a  vessel  of  war  belonging  to  the  United  States  of  North- Ameri- 
ca anchoring  in  our  ports,  the  Consul  is  to  inform  the  Dey  of  her  arri- 
val ;  and  she  shall  be  saluted  with  twenty-one  guns ;  which  she  is  to 
return  in  the  same  quantity  or  number.  And  the  Dey  will  scnrf  fresh 
prQviiions  on  board,  as  is  customary,  gratis. 


article;  xxii 

The  consul  of  the  United  Stales  of  North-America  §hatl  not  be  re* 
quired  to  pay  duty  for  any  thing  he  brings  from  a  foreign  country  for 
the  use  of  his  house  and  family. 

ARTICLfe  XXIL 

Should  any  disturbance  take  place  between  the  citizen^  of  the  United 
Htatcs  ahd  the  subjeSls  of  this  Regency,  or  break  any  article  of  this 
treaty,  war  shall  not  be  declared  immediately  ;  but  erery  thing  shall 
be  searched  into  regularly :  The  party  injured  shall  be  made  reparation* 

On  the  21  St  of  the  Luna  of  Safer,  1210,  corresponding  with  the  5th 
of  September,  1795,  Joseph  Donaldson^  jun.  on  the  part  cf  the  United 
States  of  North- America,  agreed  with  Hassan  Bashaw,  Dey  of  Algiers, 
to  keep  the  articles  contained  in  this  treaty  sacred  and  inviolable  ; 
which  we  the  Dey  and  Divan  promise  to  observe,  on  consideration  of 
the  United  States  paying  annually  the  value  of  twelve  thousatid  Alge* 
line  sequin^  in  maritime  stores.  Should  the  United  Stated  foi-ward  a 
larger  quantity,  the  overplus  shall  be  paid  for  in  money,  by  the  Dcf 
and  Regency.  Any  vessel  that  may  be  captured  from  tlie  date  of  thii 
treaty  of  peace  and  amity,  shall  immedisAcly  be  delivered  up  on  hef 
lirrival  in  Algiers.

WHEREAS  the  underwritten  David  Humphreys,  hath  been  duljf 
fippointed  Commissioner  plenipotentiary,  by  letters  patent  under  the 
signature  of  the  President,  and  seal  of  the  United  States  of  America^ 
dated  the  30th  of  March,  1795,  for  negociating  and  concluding  a  treaty 
of  peate  with  the  Dey  and  Govcmbrs  of  Algiers  ;  whereas  by  instruc- 
tions given  to  him  on  the  part  of  the  Executive,  datedthe  28th  of  March 
and  4th  of  April,  1795,  he  hdth  been  further  authorized  to  employ  Jo- 
seph Donaldson,  Junior,  on  an  agenc^  in  the  said  business ;  whereasj 
by  a  writing  under  his  hand  and  seal,  dated  2 1st  May,  1795,  he  did 
constitute  and  appoint  Joseph  Donaldson,  junior,  agent  in  the  business 
fiforesaid  ;  and  the  said  Joseph  Donaldson,  junibr,  did,  on  the  5th  of 
>)eptember,  1795,  agree  with  Hassan  Bashaw,  Dey  of  Algiers,  to  keep 
the  articles  of  the  pixceding  treaty  s^lcred  and  inviolable  : 

NoKv know ye^TYiZX.  1,  David  Humphreys,  Commissioner  plenipoten- 
tiary aforesaid,  do  apprgve  and  conclude  the  said  trt^aty,  and  every  arti- 
cle and  clause  therein  contained  ;  reserving  ^he  same  nevertheless  for 
the  final  ratificationof  the  President  ofthe  United  States  of  America,  by 
wid  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  of  the  said  United  States.*

BetTocen  the  Us'irED  STArzs  cf  A^iejiica^  and  the  KiKC  o/Spajh, 

HIS  Catholic  Majesty  and  the  United  States  of  America,  dcsirinjf 
to  <^onsoUdate,  on  a  ]}ermancnt. basis,  the  friendship  and  good 
correspondence,  which  happily  prevails  between  the  two  parties,  have 
determined  to  establish,  by  a  convention^  several  points,  the  settlemcni 
whercdf  will  be  produclive  of  general  advantage  and  reciprocal  utiliiT 
to  both  nations* 

W  ith  this  intention,  his  Catholic  Majesty  has  appointed  the  most 
excellent  Lord,  don  Matiuel  de  Godoy,  and  Aharez  de  Faria,  Rics, 
Sanchez,  Zarzosa,  Prince  de  la  Paz,  duke  de  la  Alcudia,  lord  of  the 
Soto  de  Konia,  and  of  the  state  of  Albala,  Grandee  of  Spain  of  the  firiri 
class,  perpetual  regidor  of  the  city  of  Santiago,  knight  of  tlie  illustrioi»> 
order  of  the  Golden  Fleece,  and  Great  Cross  of  the  Royal  and  distin- 
guished Spanish  order  of  Charles  the  Hid.  commander  of  Valencia, 
del  Ventoso,  Rivera,  and  Acenchal  in  that  of  Santiago  ;  Knight  and 
Great  Cross  of  the  religious  order  of  St.  John  ;  Counsellor  of  state  j 
first  Secretary  of  state  and  despacho  ;  Secretary  to  the  Queen ;  Super- 
Jntendant  General  of  the  posts  and  highways;  Prote6lor  of  the  ro>ul 
Academy  of  the  noble  arts,  and  of  the  royal  societies  of  natural  histcry, 
botany,  chemistry,  and  astronomy  ;  Gentleman  of  the  King's  cbamKr 
in  employment  ;  Captain  General  of  his  armies  ;  Inspe6torand  Majcr 
of  the  royal  corps  of  body  guards,  kc.  Sec-  Sec.  and  the  President  of  tl;c 
United  States,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  their  Senate,  has  ap- 
pointed Thomas  Pinckncy,  a  citizen  of  tlie  United  States,  and  Uku 
Envoy  Extraordinary  to  his  Catholic  Majesty.  And  the  said  Plcnipo- 
,  tentiaries  have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following  articles  : 

ARTICLE  I. 

There  shall  be  a  firm  and  inviolable  peace  and  sincere  friendsliip  be- 
tween his  Catholic  Majesty,  his  successors  andsubje6ls,  and  tlie  United 
States,  and  their  citizens,  v/ithout  exception  of  persons  or  places. 

ARTICLE     II. 

To  prevent  all  disputes  on  the  subje6l  of  the  boundaries  which  sepa- 
rate the  territories  of  the  two  high  contracting  parties,  it  is  hereby  tic- 
cfared  and  agreed  as  follows,  to  wit.  The  southern  boundary  of  the 
United  States,  which  divides  their  ten  itory  from  the  Spanish  colonies 
of  East  and  West  Florida,  shall  be  designated  by  a  line  beginning  ca 
the  river  Mitssisippi,  at  the  northernmost  part  of  the  thirty -first  dtgrtc 
of  latitude  north  of  the  equator,  which  from  thtncc  shall  be  drawn  cue 
cast  to  the  middle  of  the  river  Apalachicola,  or  Cataliouche,  thence 
along  the  middle  thereof  to  its  jundlion  with  the  Flint  :  thence  strait 
to  the  head  of  St-  Mary's  livcr,  and  thcrxc  down  the  middle  ihcrLof 
to  the  Atlantic  ocean.  And  it  is  agreed,  that  if  there  should  be  any 
troops^  garrisons,  or  settlements  of  eilhc  r  l>aily,  in  the  tcnitory  of  tl.c 
other,  according  to  the  abovtmcntioned  boundaries,  tliey  shall  be  'with- 
drawn from  the  rsaid  teriitcrv  within  the  term  of  six  ntonths  after  the 
ratification  of  this  treaty,  or  sooner  if  it  be  possible  ;  and  that  they  shiH 
be  permitted  to  take  with  thcpi  all  the  goods  imd  eficcls  wliich  tl.cv 
possess. 
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ARTICLE  in. 

In  order  to  carry  the  precednig  article  into  efle-fl,  one  commissioner 
and  one  surveyor  shall  be  appointed  by  each  of  the  contra6ling  parties,, 
who  shall  meet  at  tlve  Natchez,  on  the  left  side  of  the  river  Missibippi, 
before  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  ratification  of  this  conven- 
tion, and  they  shall  proceed  to  run  and  mark  this  boundary  according 
to  th,e  stipulations  of  the  j»id  article.  They  shall  make  plats  and  keep 
journals  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  considered  as  part  of  this 
convention,  and  shall  have  the  sam'e  force  as  if  they  were  inserted* 
therein.  And  if  on  any  account  it  should  be  found  necessary  that  the 
said  commissioners  and  surveyors  should  be  accompanied  by  guards, 
they  shill  be  furnished  in  equal  proportions  by  the  commanding  ofiicer 
of  his  Majesty's  troops  in  the  two  Floridas,  and  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  troops  of  the  United  States  in  their  southwestern  territory,  who 
shall  a6l  by  common  consent,  and  amicably,  as  well  with  respe6l  to 
this  point  as  to  the  ftirnishing  of  provisions  and  instruments,  and 
making  every  other  arrangement  which  may  be  necessary  or  usefuf 
for  the  execution  of  this  article. 

ARTICLE  IV.. 
It  is  likewise  agreed  that  the  v/estcrn  boundary  of  the  United  States 
which  separates  them  from  the  Spanish  colony  of  Louisiana,  is  in  the 
middle  of  the  channel  or  bed  of  the  river  Missisippi,  from  the  northern, 
boundary  of  the  said  states  to  the  completion  of  the  thirty-first  degree* 
of  latitude  north  of  the  equator.  Ar>d  his  Catholic  Majesty  has  likewise 
agreed  that  the  navigation  of  the  said  river,  in  its  whole  breadth  from 
its  source  to  the  ocean,  shall  he  free  only  to  his  subj  ;6ls  and  the  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  unless  he  should  extend  tliis  privilege  to  the 
subjects  of  other  powers  bv  special  convention. 

'  ARTICLE  V. 
The  two  high  contra6ling  parties  shall,  by  all  the  means  in  their 
power,  maintain  peace  and  harmony  among  the  several  Indian  nations 
who  inhabit  the  country  adjacent  to  the  lines  and  rivers,  which,  by  the,- 
preceding  articles,  form  the  boundaries  of  the  two  Floridas.     And  the 
better  to  obtain  this  effect,  both  parties  oblige  themselves  expressly  to 
restrain  by  force  all  hostilities  on  the  part  of  the  Indian  nations  livii^g 
within  their  boundary  :  So  that  Spi;in  i^illntt  suffer  her  Indians  to  at- 
tack the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  npr  the  Indians  inhabiting  theip 
territory  ;  nor  will  the  United  Stages  permit  these  last  mentiouod  In- 
dians to  commence  hostilities  against  the  subj  eels  of  his  Catholic  Ma«. 
jesty  or  his  Indians,  in  any  mann»r  whatever. 

And  whereas  several  treaties  of  friendship  exist  between  the  two 
contradling  parties  and  the  said  nations  of  Indians,  it  is  hereby  agreed 
that  in  future  no  treaty  of  alliance  or  other  whatever  (except  treaties  o 
peace)  shall  be  made  by  either  party  with  the  Indians  living  within  the 
boundary  of  the  other,  but  both  parties  will  endeavor  to  make  tlie  ad- 
vantages of  the  Indian  trade  common  and  mutually  beneficial  to  their 
respective  subjects  and  citizens,  observing  in  all  things  the  most  com- 
pl<it«  reciprocity,  so  that  both  parties  may  obtain  the  advantages  arising^ 
firmi  a  good  understanding  with  the  said  nations,  without  bejjtj  sub^^jt 
to  tli€  expense  which  they  have  hitherto  occasioned. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Each  party  shall  endeavor,  Ixy  all  means  in  their  power,  to  prolc^ 
and  defend  all  vessels  and  othpr  effefls  belonging  to  the  citizens  or  sub- 
jcqIs  of  the  other,  which  shall  be  within  the  extent  of  their  jurisdifUou 
by  sea  or  by  land,  and  shall  U3e  all  their  elTorts  to  recover  and  cause  to 
be  restored  to  the  right  owners,  their  vessels  and  effc^^s  which  may 
have  been  taken  from  them  within  the  cxtei^t  of  their  said  juris^i^lion, 
whether  they  are  at  war  or  not  with  the  power  w<hose  subje6ts  havt 
taken  possession  pf  the  said  effecls. 

^     ARTICLE    VIL 

And  it  is  agreed  that  the  snl)je6ls  or  citizens  of  each  of  the  contract- 
ing parties,  their  vessels  or  eff^^dls,  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  embargo 
pr  detention  on  the  part  of  the  other,  for  any  military  expedition  or 
other  public  or  private  purpose  whatever  :  And  in  all  cases  of  seizure, 
detention,  or  arrest  for  debts  contra6led,  pr  offences  committed  by  any 
citizen  or  subject  of  the  one  party  within  the  jurjiditiion  of  the  other, 
the  same  shall  be  made  and  prose putcd  by  order  and  authority  of  law 
only,  and  according  to  the  regular  course  of  proceedings  usual  in  such 
'cases.  The  citizens  and  subjecls  of  both  parties  shall  be  allowed  to  cm- 
ploy  such  advocates,  solicitors,  notaries,  agents  and  fa6\ors,  as  they  may 
judge  proper,  in  all  their  affairs,  arid  in  all  th^ir  trials  at  law,  in  which 
Jhey  may  be  concerned,  before  the  tribu;ial8  of  the  other  party ;  and 
puch  agents  shall  have  free  access  to  be  present  at  the  proceedings  iri 
such  causes,  and  at  the  taking  of  all  examinations  and  evidence  which 
may  be  exhibited  in  the  said  tiials.  . 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

In  case  the  subjc6l9  and  inhabitants  of  cither  party,  with  their  ship- 
ping, whether  public  and  of  war,  or  private  and  of  merchants,  be  forced, 
throughstressof  weather,  pursuit  of  pirates  or  enemies,  or  any  other 
urgent  necessity,  for  seeking  of  shelter  and  harbor,  to  retreat  and  en- 
ter into  any  o^the  rivers,  bays,  roads  or  port^  belonging  to  the  other, 
party,  they  ghall  be  received  and  treated  with  all  humanity,  and  enjoj 
ull  favor,  ^prote6iion  and  help,  and  they  shall  be  permitted  to  refresh 
and  provide  theniselvea,  at  reasonable  rates,  with  victuals  andall'things 
needful  for  the  sustenance  of  their  persons,  or  reparation  of  their  ships 
and  pj'osecutjon  of  their  voyage;  and  they  shall  no  ways  be  hindered 
from  returning  out  of  the  said  ports  or  roads,  but  may  remove  and  de- 
part when  and  whither  they  please^  without  any  let  or  hindrance* 

ARTICLE  IX. 

All  ships  and  merchandise,  of  wh^t  nature  soever,  whicK  shall  be 
rescued  out  of  the  hands  of  any  pirates  or  robbers  on  the  high  seas, 
shall  be  brought  into  some  port  of  either  state,  and  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  custody  of  the  offiv  ers  of  that  port,  in  order  to  be  taken 
care  of,  and  restored  entire  to  the  true  proprietor,  a?  soon  as  due  and 
sufficient  proof  shall  be  made  concerning  the  property  the^^of* 

ARTICLE  X,    • 

When  any  vessel  of  either  partjr  shall  be  wrecked,  foundered,  or 
ptherwisc  damaged,  on  the  coasts  or  within  the  dominion  of  the  other, 
tbe7v  respe£\ive  subjects  or  citizens  shall  receive,  as  well  for  lhemselve& 
as  for  their  vessels  and  effects,  the  same  assistance  wliich  would  be 
iiue  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  country  where  the  damage  happens,  aiui 
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shall  pay  the  same  charges  and  di^es  only  as  the  said  inhabitant!!  wouI4 
be  subje6l  to  pay  in  a  like  case :  And  if  th^  operations  of  repair  would 
require  that  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  car^o  be  unladen,  they  shall 
pay  no  duties,  charge^or  fees  on  the  part  which  they  shall  reladQ  an4 
caiTy  away* 

ARTICLE  XL 

The  citizen^  and  subje^s  of  each  party  shall  have  power  to  dispose 
of  their  personal  goods,  within  the  jurisdidlion  of  the'  other,  by  tosta«r 
inent»  donation  or  ptherwise,  and  their  representatives  being  subjedl^ 
or  citiaens  of  the  other  party,  shall  succeed  to  their  said  personal  goodsj 
whether  by  testament  or  ab  intestato,  and  they  may  tak.e  possession 
thereof,  either  by  themselves  or  others  adding  for  them,  und  dispose 
of  the  same  at  their  will,  paying  such  dues  only  as  the  inhabitants  of  th<| 
country  wherein  the  said  goods  are,  shall  be  subject  to  pay  in  like  cases. 

And  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  representative,  such  care  shall  b^ 
taken  of  the  said  goods,  as  would  be  takep  of  the  goods  of  a  native  ii^ 
like  case,until  the  lawful  owner  may  take  measures  for  receiving  them^ 
And  if  questions  shall  arise  aii^ong  several  claimants  to  which  of  them  the ' 
said  goods  belong,the  same  shall  be  decided  finally  by  the  )aws  and  judgea 
pf  the  land  wherein  the  said  goods  are.  Ai)d  where,  on  the  death  of  any 
person  holding  real  estate  within  the  territpries  of  the  one  party,  sucl^ 
real  estate  would  by  the  |aws  of  the  land  descend  on  a  citizen  or  subje6l 
of  the  other,  were  ^c  not  disqualified  by  being  an  alien,  such  subject 
shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  tim^  to^ell  the  same,  and  to  withdraw  the 
proceeds  without  molestation,  and  exempt  from  all  rights  of  detraclioi^ 
p(i  the  part  of  the  government  of  the  respe6liv^  states* 

ARTICLE  XII, 

The  merchant-ships  of  jjither  of  th^  parties  which  shall  be  making 
into  a  poft  belonging  to  tlve  enemy  of  the  other  party,  and  concerning 
whose  voyage,  and  the  species  of  goods  on  board  her,  there  shall  be 
JMst  grounds  of  suspicion,  shall  be  obliged  to  exhibit  as  well  uiK>n  the 
hit<h  seas  as  in  the  ports  and  havens,  nptonly  her  passix>rts  but  like* 
wise  certificate 8,  expressly  showing  that  her  goods  are  nut  of  thenum? 
bcr  of  those  which  have  been  prohibited  as  contraband. 

ARTXCLP  XIII, 

For  the  better  promoting  of  commerce  on  both  sides,  it  is  agreed^ 
chat  if  a  war  shall  break  out  between  the  said  two  nations,  one  vear 
atter  the  proclamation  of  war  shall  be  allowed  to  the  merchants,  in  the 
cities  and  towns  where  they  shall  live,  for  coUcyiiling  and  transporting 
their  goods  and  merchandises  :  And  if  any  thing  be  taken  from  them  or 
any  injury  be  done  them  within  that  term,  by  either  party,  or  the  people 
or  subjects  of  either,  full  satisfaction  shall  be  mad^  for  the  same  by 
\\\c  goveriuaent* 

ARTICLE  XIV, 

No  subject  of  his  Catholic  Majesty  shall  apply  for,  or  take  any  com- 
inission  or  letters  of  marque,  for  arming  any  ship  or  ships  to  a6l  a^^ 
privateers  against  the  said  United  States,  or  against  the  citizens,  peo- 
ple or  inhabitants  of  the  said  United  States,  or  against  the  property  of 
kny  of  the  inhabitants  of  any  of  them,  from  any  prince  or  state  with 
>vhich  the  said  United  States  shall  be  at  war. 

Nof  shaU  any  cit^n,  subject  or  inhabiunt  of  the  si^  Uoiied  Staler 
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apply  fop  or  take  any  comTnh.sion  or  letters  of  marque  for  arming  any 
ship  or  ships  to  a6l  as  privateers  a<.;ainst  the  subjects  of  his  CaUioUc 
Majesty,  or  the  property  of  any  of  them,  from  any  prince  or  state  vitii 
which  the  said  king  shall  be  at  war.  And  if  any  person  of  either  natioa 
shall  take  such  commissions  or  letters  of  marquQ,  he  shall  be  punished 
as  a  pirate. 

ARTICLE  XV. 
•  It  shall  be  lawful  for  all  and  singular  the  subjects  of  his  Catholic 
Majesty,  and  the  citizens,  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  United 
States,  to  sail  with  their  ships,  with  all  manner  of  liberty  and  security, 
no  distinction  being*  made  who  are  the  proprietors  of  the  merchandises 
laden  thereon,  from  any  port  to  the  |Haccs  of  those  who  now  are,  or 
hereafter  shall  be  at  enmity  with  his  Catholic  Majesty  or  the  United 
States.  It  shall  be  likewise  lawful  for  the  subjedts  and  inhabiunts 
Aforesaid,  to  sail  with  the  ships  and  merchandises  aforementioned,  and 
to  trade  with  the  same  liberty  and  security  from  the  places,  ports  and 
liavens  of  those  who  are  enemies  of  both  or  either  party,  Mrithout  any 
opposition  or  disturhanc©  whatsoever,  not  only  directly  from  the  places 
of  the  enemy  aforementioned,  to  neutral  places,  but  also  from  one  place 
belonging  to  an  enemy,  to  another  place  belonging  to  an  enemy,  whe- 
ther they  be  under  the  jurisdi6lion  of  the  same  prince  or  under  sete- 
ral ;  audit  is  hereby  stipulated,  that  free  ships  shall  also  give  freedc«n 
to  goods,  and  that  every  thing  shall  be  deemed  free  and  exempt  which 
shall  be  found  on  board  the  ships  belonging  to  the  subjetls  of  eilberof 
Ihc  contraQing  parties,  aKhough  the  whole  lading,  or  any  part  thereof, 
should  appertain  K)  the  enemies  of  either ;  Contraband  goods  being 
always  excepted.  It  is  also  agreed,  that  the  same  liberty  be  extended 
lo  persons  who  are  on  board  u  free  ship,  so  that  although  they  be  ene- 
•jnies  to  either  party,  they  shall  not  be  made  prisoners  or  taken  out  ol 
Ihkt  free  ship,uuless  they  are  soldiers  aiul  in  actual  service  of  the  enemies*. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 
This  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce  shall  extend  to  all  kinds  of 
merchandises,  excepting  those  only,  which  are  distinguifihed  by  the 
name  of  contraband  :  And  under  this  name  of  contraband  or  prohibit- 
ed goods,  shall  be  comprehended  arms,  great  guns,  bombs,  with  the 
fusees,  and  the  other  things  bejonp^ing  to  them,  cannon-ball,  gunpow- 
der, matchj  pikes,  swords,  lances,  spears,  halberds,  mortars,  petards* 
l^renades,  salt-pet  re,  rrusqueits,  musquet-ball,  bucklers,  helmets,  breas^i- 
plates,  coats  of  mail,  and  the  like  Kinds  of  ai'ms,  proper  for  arming  sol- 
diei^,  musquet-rests,  bells,  horse's  with  their  furniture,  and  all  othtr 
warlike  iiistrinnents  whatever.  These  merchandises  which  follow, 
shall  not  be  reckoned  among  contraband  or  prohibited  goods  :  That  ib 
to  say,  all  soiis  of  cloths,  and  all  other  man ufactui*es  woven  of  any  woci, 
flax,  silk,  cotton,  or  any  other  materials  whatever;  all  kindsofwearhi^j 
apparel,  together  with  all  species  whereof  they  arc  used  to  be  made  ; 
gold  and  silver,  as  well  coined  as  uncoined,  tin,  iron,  iatten,  copprr^ 
brass,  coals  ;  as  also  wheat,  barley  and  oats,  and  any  other  kind  of  com 
and  pulse  ;  tobacco,  and  likewise  all  manner  of  spices  ;  salted  and 
smoked  Oesh,  salted  fish,  cheese  and  butter,  beer,  oils,  wines,  sugars,  and 
all  sorts  of  salts  :  And  in  general,  all  provisions  which  serve  for  the 
sastenance  of  life ;  Furthennore)  ^1  kind^  of  cotton,  h<;mp»  flax^  tasy 
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pitch,  ropes,  cables,  sails,  sail-cloths,  anchors,  and  any  parts  of  anchorsi 
aUo  ships'  masts,  planks  and  wood  of  all  kind,  and  all  other  things  pre* 
per  cither  for  building  or  repairing  ships,  and  all  other  goods  whatever, 
which  have  not  been  \irorked  into  the  form  of  any  instrument  prepared 
for  war,  by  land  or  by  sea,  shall  not  be  reputed  contraband,  much  less, 
such  as  have  been  already  wrought  and  made  up  fur  any  other  use  j 
ail  which  shall  be  wholly  reckoned  among  free  goods  :  As  likewise  all 
other  merchandises  and  things  which  are  not  comprehended  and  jjarti- 
cularly  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  enumeration  of  contraband  goods  : 
So  that  they  may  be  transported  and  carried  in  the  freest  manner  by  the 
subje6ts  of  both  parties,  even  to  places  belonging  to  an  enemy,  sucli 
towns  or  places  being  only  excepted,  as  are  at  that  time  besieged^ 
blocked  up,  or  invested.  And  except  the  cases  in  which  any  ship  oC 
-war,  or  squadron  shall,  in  consequence  of  storms  or  other  accidents  at 
sea,  be  under  the  necessity  of  taking  the  cargo  of  any  trading  vessel  or 
vessels,  in  which  case  they  may  stop  the  said  vessel  or  vessels,  and 
furnis^  themselves  witli  necessaries,  giving  a  receipt,  in  order  that  th^ 
power  to  whom  the  said  ship  of  war  belongs,  may  pay  for  the  articles 
so  taken,  according  to  the  price  thereof,  at  tlie  port  to  which  they  mscf 
appear  to  have  been  destined  by  the  ship's  papers  :  And  the  two  con-r 
tracUng  parties  engage,  that  the  vessels  shall  not  be  detained  longer 
than  may  be  absolutely  necessary  for  their  said  ships  to  supply  them- 
selves with  necessaries  :  That  they  will  immediately  pay  the  value  of 
the  receipts,  and  indemnify  the  proprietor  for  ail  losses  which  he  may 
have  sustained  in  consequence  of  such  trfODsacUon* 

ARTICLE   XVIL 
To  the  end,  that  all  manner  of  dissentions  and  quarrels  may  be  avoid-* 
cd  a)id  prevented  on  one  side  and  the  other,  it  is  agreed,  that  in  case 
either  of  the  parties  hereto,  should  be  engaged  in  a  war,  the  ships  and 
vessels  belonging  to  the  subjects  or  people  of  the  other  party  must  be 
furnished  with  sea-letters  or  passports,  expressing  the  name,  property, 
and  bulk  of  the  ship,  as  also  the  name  and  place  of  habitation  of  the 
master  or  commander  of  the  said  ship,  that  it  may  appear  thereby^  that 
the  ship  really  and  truly  belongs  to  the  subjetis  of  one  of  the  parties, 
ivhich  passport  shall  be  made  out  and  granted  according  to  the  form 
annexed  to  this  treaty.    They  shall  likewise  be  recalled  every  year,  that 
is,  if  the  ship  happens  to  return  home  within  the  space  of  a  year- 
It  is  likewise  agreed,  that  such  ships  being  laden,  are  to  be  provided 
not  only  with  passports  as  abovemcntioned.  Gut  also  with  certificates, 
containing  the  several  particulars  of  the  cargo,  the  place  whence  the 
ship  sailed,  that  so  it  may  be  knoMn  whether  any  forbidden  or  contra- 
band  goods  be  on  board  the  same  :  Wliich  certificates  shall  be  made 
out  by  the  officers  of  tlie  place  whence  the  ship  sailed  in  the  accustomed 
form:  And  if  any  one  shall  think  it  fit  or  advisable    to  express  in  the 
said  certificates,  the  person  to  ^v  horn  the  goods  on  board  belong,  he 
may  freely  do  so:  Without  which  requisites  they  may  be  sent  to  one  of 
the  ports  of  the  otlier  contracting  pai'ty,  and  adjudged  by  the  competent 
tribunal,  according  to  what  is  above  set  forth,  tiiat  all  the  circumstances 
of  tliis  omission  having  been  well  examined,  they  shall  be  adjudged  to 
be  legal  prizes,  unless  they  shall  give  le^al  satisfaction  of  their  property 
by  testimony  eutitviy  equivalent. 
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ARTICLE  XVilL 

If  th€  fehiji^of  the  Said  subje6ls,  people,  or  inhabitants,  of  eilherrf 
ihe  parties^  shall  be  met  with^  either  sailing  along  the  coasts  or  on  tb€ 
high  seas,  by  any  ship  of  war  of  the  other,  or  by  any  privateer,  thcwid 
iihip  of  war  or  privateer  for  the  avoiding  of  any  disorder^  shall  remain 
6ut  of  cannon  shot,  and  may  send  their  boats  a-board  the  merchant  &hipi 
which  they  shall  so  meet  with,  and  may  enter  het  to  number  of  two  or 
three  men  only,  to  whom  the  master  or  commander  of  such  ship  cr 
Tessel  shall  exhibit  his  passports,  concerning  the  property  of  thcshipi 
tnadc  out  according  to  the  form  inserted  in  this  present  treaty,  aod  the 
ihip  when  she  shall  have  shewed  such  passport,  shall  be  free  and  at  li- 
berty topurftue  her  voyage,  so  as  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  molester  give 
herchase  in  any  manner,  or  force  her  to  quit  her  intended  course* 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

Consuls  shall  be  reciprocally  established,  \vith  the  privileges  aad 
•powers  which  those  of  the  most  favored  nations  enjoy,  in  the  ports 
irhere  their  consuls  reside  or  are  permitted  to  be< 

ARTICLE  XX. 

It  ia  a!s6  apfeed  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  tefritoriea  of  each  partt 
Ihall  respe6lively  have  free  access  to  the  courts  of  justice  of  the  other, 
and  they  shall  be  permitted  to  prosecute  suits  for  the  recov-ery  ofthtir 

J)tt)pcrtiea,  the  payment  of  their  debts,  and  for  obtaining  satisfaelion 
or  the  damages  which  they  may  have  sustained,  whether  the  person^ 
whom  they  may  sue  be  subjects  or  citiisens  of  the  country  in  vhich 
Ihey  may  be  found,  or  any  other  persons  whatsoever,  Who  xnav  have 
taken  refuge  therein  ;  and  the  proceedings  and  sentences  of  the  said 
cxMirts  shall  be  the  same  as  if  the  contending  parties  had  been  subjects 
<ir  citizens  of  the  said  country < 

ARTICLE  XXL 
In  order  to  terminate  all  difl'erences  on  account  of  the  losses  sustained 
liy  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  consequence  of  their  vessels  and 
cargoes  having  been  taken  by  the  subjects  of  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jesty, during  the  late  war  between  Spain  and  FraAce,  it  is  agreed  that 
all  such  cases  shall  be  referred  to  the  final  decision  of  commissioncn to 
be  appointed  in  the  follow  in g  manner;  His  Catholic  Majesty  shall  name 
one  commissioner,  and  the  Pi'esident  of  the  United  States,  by  atid  vith 
the  advice  and  consent  of  their  Senate,  shall  appoint  another,  and  the 
said  two  commissioners  shall  agree  on  the  choice  of  a  third,  or  if  they 
cannot  agree  so,  they  shaJl  each  propose  one  person,  and  of  the  t»o 
names  so  proposed,  one  shall  be  drawn  by  lot  in  the  presence  of  the  t\»o 
original  commissioners,  and  the  person  whose  name  shall  be  so  drav.r, 
shall  be  the  third  commissioner:  and  the  three  commissioners  so  cp- 
pointed, .shall  be  swoi'n  impartially  to  examine  and  decide  the  cliini* 
in  question,  according  to  the  merits  of  tlie  several  cases,  andtojustkt, 
c<iiiity,  and  the  laws  of  nations.  The  said  commissioners  shall  meet 
and  sit  at  Philidtlphia :  And  in  the  case  of  the  death,  sickness,  or  neces- 
sai'y  absence  of  ar:y  such  commissioner,  his  place  shall  be  supplie^J  ia 
the  Same  manntir  as  he  was  lirst  appointed,  and  the  new  comraissiunc 
shall  take  the  same  oaths,  and  do  the  same  duties.  They  shall  rcctivf 
all  ccmpluints  and  applications  authorized  by  this  article,  during  ti*'^ 
tttn  moiiihs  f?  vm  tlic  day  on  \i\\v:\\  they  shall  assemble*       They  r*  Ji 


hate  power  to  Examine  all  Buch  person^  a^  cbm^  before  them  on  oath 
or  affirmation,  touching  the  e<>tB|>laint&  in  question,  and  also  to  receive 
in  evidence  all  written  testimoh^^j  auth^hlicatcd  in  such  manner  as  they 
flhail  think  proper  to  require  or  admit.  The  award  of  the  said  com- 
missioners, or  any  two  of  themi  shall  be  final  and  conclusive^  both  as  td 
the  justice  of  the  claim  and  the  amount  of  the  sum  to  be  paid  to  the 
claimants  ;  and  hiil  Catholic  Majesty  undertakes  to  cause  the  same  to 
be  paid  in  specie,  without  dedu6lion,»at  such  times  and  places,  and  un^ 
der  such  conditions  as  ihall  be  awarded  by  the  liald  commisslonerir. 

ARTICLE    XXir. 

The  two  high  cohtra6\!ng  parties,  hoping  that  the  go6d  conrespoh* 
dcnce  and  friendship  which  happily  reigns  between  them,  will  be  fur- 
Cher  increased  by  this  treaty,  and  that  it  will  cohtiibute  to  augment 
their  pix>sperity  arid  opulence,  will  In  future  give  to  their  mutual 
commerce  all  the  extension  ahd  favor  which  the  advaiitages  of  both 
countries  may  require. 

And  in  consequence  of  the  stipulation^  contained  in  the  fouHh  arti^ 
cle,  his  Catholic  Majesty  will  permit  the  citizens  of  the  United  States^ 
for  the  space  of  three  years  from  this  time,  to  deposit  their  merchart"- 
discs  and  efte^bi  in  the  port  of  Nc w-Orleans,  and  to  e^tport  them  from 
thence  without  payin|^  any  other  duty  than  a  fair  price  for  the  hire  olf 
the  stores,  and  hid  Majesty  promises  eitherto  continue  this  permission  i 
if  he  finds  during  that  time  that  it  is  hot  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of 
Spain,  or  if  he  should  not  agree  to  continue  it  there,  h^  will  assign  to 
them,  on  another  part  of  the  banks  of  the  Missisippi)  an  equivaleni 
establishment. 

ARTICLE    XXIII. 

The  present  treaty  shall  not  be  in  force  until  ratified  by  the  colhtraS!* 
ing  parties,  and  the  ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  in  six  months  hoxsk 
this  time,  or  sooner  if  possible*

ARTICLE    L 

THERE  is  a  firm  and  perpetual  peace  <ind  friendship  between  th^ 
United  States  of  America,  and  the  Bey  and  subjects  of  Tripoli 
of  Barbary,  made  by  the  fi%e  consent  of  both  parties,  and  guaranteed 
by  the  Moat  Potent  Dey  and  Regency  of  Algiers^ 

ARTICLE     IL 
If  any  goods  belonging  to  any  nation  with  which  Either  of  the  partieit 
is  at  war,  shall  be  loaded  on  board  of  vessels  belonging  to  the  other 
party,  they  shal)  pass  free,  and  na.attempt  shall  be  made  to  taka   or 
detain  tiieai«  H 
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,  ARTICLE    III. 

IT  any  citizens,  subjedls  or  efFe6ls  belonging  to  either  parly,  shall 
be  found  on  board  a  prize-vessel  taken  from  an  enemy  by  the  other 
p*arty,  such  citizens  or  5ubje6\s  shall  be  set  at  liberty i  and  the  efft^ts 
Restored  to  the  owners* 

ARTICLE  IV. 
iProperpa'ssports  are  to  be  given  to  all  vessels  of  both  particsjby  whirh 
ibey  ai-e  to  be  known.  And  considering  the  distance  between  the  two 
countries,  eighteen  months  from  the  date  of  this  treaty  shall  be  allow- 
ed for  procuring  such  passports.  During  this  interval,  the  other  pa- 
pers belonging  to  such'  vessels  shall  be  sufficient  for  their  prote6UoD. 

ARTICLE  V. 
A  citizen  or  subjedl  of  either  party  having  bought  a  prize-vessel  con- 
demned by  the  party  or  by  any  other  nation,  the  certificate  of  con- 
demnation and  bill  of  sale  shall  be  a  sufficient  passport  for  such  vessel 
for  one  year  ;  this  being  a  reasonable  tivfie  for  her  to  procure  a  proper 
passport.  ARTICLE  VI. 

Vessels  of  either  party  putting  into  the  ports  of  the  other,  and  hat- 
ing need  of  provisions  or  other  supplies,  they  shall  be  furnished  at  the 
market  price.  .  And  if  any  such  vessel  shall  so  put  in  from  a  disaster 
at  sea,  and  have  occasion  to  repair,  she  shall  be  at  liberty  to  land  and 
re-cmbark  her  cargo,  without  paying  any  duties.  But  in  no  case  shall 
she  be  compelled  to  land  her  cargo. 

ARTICLE  VIL 
Should  a  vessel  of  either  party  be  cast  on  the  shore  of  the  .other,  all 
proper  assistance  shall  be  given  to  her  and  her  people — ^No  pillage  shall 
be  allowed ;  the  property  sliall  remain  at  the  disposition  of  the  owsers, 
and  the  crew  protected  and  succoured  till  they  can  be  sent  to  tbtir 
country. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
•  If  a  vessel  of  either  party  should  be  attacked  by  an  enemy  within 
^un-shot  of  the-  forts  of  the  other,  she  shall  be  defended  as  much  as 
possible.  If  she  be  in  port,  she  shall  not  be  seized  or  attacked,  when  i: 
is  in  the  power  of  the  other  party  to  prote6l  her  ;  and  when  she  pro- 
ceeds to  sea,  no  enemy  shall  be  allowed  to  pursue  her  from  the  same 
pdrt  witjiin  twenty4bur  hours  after  her  departure.      . 

ARTICLE  IX. 
The  comifierce  between  the  United  States  and  Tripoli — ^the  protec- 
tion to  be  given  to  merchants,  masters  of  vessels  and  seamen — ^the  re- 
ciprocal right  of  establishing  consuls  in  each  country,  and  the  pri\ilegt^ 
immunities  and  jurisdictions  to  be  enjoyed  by  such  consuls>  are  (de- 
clared to  be  on  the  same  footing  with  those  of  the  most  favored  nations 
respeflivcly. 

ARTICLE  X. 
The  money  aud  presents  demanded  by  the  Bey  of  Tripoli,  as  a  f^U 
and  satisfactory  consideration  on  his  ]>Ui't,  and  on  the  part  of  his  sub- 
je6\s,  for  this  treaty  of  perpetual  peace  and  friendship,  are  acknov- 
lecltjed  to  have  been  received  by  hiai  pre\ious  to  his  signing  the  same, 
according  to  a  receipt  which  is  hereto  annexed  ;  except  such  part  as  is 
promised  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  to  be  delivered  and  paid  by 
tficm  OB  the  aiTival  of  their  consul  in  Tripoli^  of  which  part,  a  note  i^ 
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lU^ewise  hereto  annexed.*-^— And  no  pretence  of  any  periodical  tribute 
or  farther  payment  is  ever  to  be  made  by  either  pskity. 

ARTICLE  XL 
As  Jhe  government  of  the  United  States  of  America  is  not  in  any 
sense  founded  on  the  Christian  religion — as  it  has  in  itself  no  character 
of  enmity  against  the  laws,  religion  or  tranquillity  of  Mussel men-^and 
as  the  said  states  never  have  entered  into  any  war  or  a6l  of  hostility 
against  any  Maiiometan  nation,  it  is  declared  by  the  parties,  that  nq 
pretext  arising  from  rjeligious  opinions  shall  ever  produce  an  inter- 
ruption of  the  harmony  existing  between  the  two  countries*. 

ARTICLE  XIL 
In  case  of  any  dispute  arising  from  a  violation  of  any  of  the  articles 
of  this  treaty,  no  appeal  shall  be  made  to  arms,*  nor  shall  war  be  de- 
clared on  any  pretext  whatever.  But  if  the  consul  residing  at  the  place 
where  the  dispute  shall  happen,  shall  not  be  able  to  settle  the  same,  an 
amicable  reference  shall  be  made  to  the  mutual  friend  of  the  parties^ 
the  D^y  of  Algiers,  the  parties  hereby  engaging  to  abide  by  his  deci- 
sion. And  he,  by  virtue  of  his  signature  to  thia  treaty,  engages  fop 
himself  and  his  successors,  to^leclare  the  justice  of  the  cas«  according 
to  th&  true  interpretation  of  the  treaty,  and  to  use  all  the  means  in  hia 
power  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the  same.

UNDER  the  auspices  of  thje  greatest,  the  roost  powerful  of  all 
the  Princes  of  the  Ottoman  natioa  who  reigia  upon  the  cartli, 
our  most  glorious  and  most  august  Enaperor,  who  commands  the  tvo 
lands  and  the  two  seas,  Sebm  Kan,  the  viflorious,  son  of  the  Sultan 
Moustafa,  whose  realm  may  God  prosper  until  tha  «nd  of  ajcs,  ths 
support  of  Kings,  the  seal  of  justice,  the  Emperor  of  Emperors. 

The  most  illustrious  ai>d  most  magmficent  Prince,  Hamouda  Ptcba, 
9ey>  who.  commands  the  Odgiak  of  Tuni3>  the  abode  of  happiness, 
^d  the  most  honored  Ibrahim-  Dey,  and  Soliman^  aga  ©f  the  Janissa- 
ries, and.  chief  of  the  Divan,  and  all  the  elders  of  the  Odgiak ;  and 
the  most  distinguished  and  honored  President  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  most  distinguished  among  those  vho 
profess  the  religion  of  the  Messiah,  of  whom  may  the  end  be  happy. 

We  have  conclud$;d  between  us  the  present  treaty  of  peace  acd 
fi;iendship,  all  the  articles  of  which  have  been  fFamed  by  the  mtcr" 
venlicn  of  Joseph  Stephen  Famin,  French  merchant  residing  at  Tu- 
nis, charge  d'affaires  of  the  United  States  of  America ;  which  stipult- 
tions  and.  CQuditions  are  comprised  in  twenty-thr«c  articles,  writlta 
and  expressed  i<i  such,  maonep  as  to  leave  po  doubt  of  tij^ir  contents, 
%pd  in  suph  way  a^  Qp(-  tQ  be  contravened. 

ARTICLE    I. 

There  shall  be  a.  perpetual  and  constant  peace  between  the  Uwtel 
States  of  America,  and  the  magnificent  Pacha,  Bey  of  Tunis  i  m 
^%Q  «  penMOeivt  friend^g^  whi^b  ^haU  moce  aa4'  more  iacccs?^ 
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ARTICLE  II. 

If  a  vessel  of  war  of  the  tu-o  nations  shall  make  prize  of  an  enemf 
vessel,  in  which  maybe  found  effc  61s,  property  and  subjecVs  of  the  two 
contracting  parties,  the  whole  shall  be  restored :  The  bey  shall  restore 
the  property  and  subjects  of  the  United  States,  and  the  latter  shall 
make  a  reciprocal  restoration  ;  it  being  understood  ou  both  sides,  that 
the  just  right  to  what  is  claimed  shall  be  proved* 

ARTICLE     in. 

Merchamilse  belonging  to  any  nati<»i  which  may  be  at  war  with  ona 
of  the  contracting  parties,  and  loaded  on  board  of  the  ve^s^^ls  of  tht 
other,  shall  pass  without  molestation,  and  without  any  attempt  being 
Piade  to  capture  or  detain  it. 

ARTICLE  IV* 

Oa  both  sides  sufiicient  passports  shall  be  given  to  vessels,  tl^at  they 
may  be  known  and  treated  as  friendly  ;  and  considering  tlie  distance 
between  the  two  countries,  a  term  of  eighteen  months  is  given,  withifii 
which  term  respe£l  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  passports^  without  re^QiF4 
ing  the  conge  or  document  (wliich  at  Tiuiis  is  called  testa)  but  after 
Ihe  said  term  the  conge  shall  be  presented* 

ARTICLE    V. 

If  the  csrsairs  of  Tunis  shall  meet  at  sea  with  shtpsof  warof  the 
LTnited  States,  having  under  their  escort  merchant  vessels  of  their  na- 
Xjjooy  they^  shall  not  be  searched  am  molested  ;  and  in  such  case  the  com- 
Bianders  shall  be  belie\ed  upon  their  word,  to  exempt  their  ships  from 
Ijteing  visited  and  to  avoid  quarantine  :  The  Amcncai^  ships  of  wat 
shall  acl  in  like  manner  towards  mercUant  vessels  escorted  by  the  coi»» 
sairs  of  Tunis« 

ARTICLE    VL 

If  a  Tunisiaa  corsair  shall  meet  with  an  American  merchant  vcsst:!^ 
and  shall  visit  it  with  her  boat,  she  shall  not  exa6lany  tiling,  under  paia 
of  being  severely  punished  :  And  in  like  manner  if  a  vessel  of  war  of  the 
United  States  shall  meet  with  a  Tunisian  merchant  vessel,  she  shall 
observe  the  same  rule*  In  case  a  slave  shall  take  refuge  on  board  of 
an  Americaa  yessel  of  war,  the  consul  shall  be  required  to  cause  him 
to  be  restored  ;  and  if  any  o£  their  prisoners  shall  escape  on  board  oC 
the  Tunisian  vessels,  they  shall  be  restored:  but  if  any  slave  shall  take 
pcfuge  in  any  Ax^^erican  merchant  vessel,  and  it  shall  be  proved  tba% 
tile  vessel  has  departed  with  the  said  sUv-Cst  ^^t^  ^^  ^\i^\\  be  returned^ 
or  his  ransom,  shall  be  paid. 

ARTICLE    VIL 

An  American. citizen  having  purchased  a  prize- vessel  from  our  Od«- 
^iak,  may  sail  with  our  passport,  which  we  will  deliver  for  the  term,  of: 
one  year  {  by  force  of  which  our  corsairs  which  may  meet  \\\\h  iier  shall 
r«:specther  ;  the  consul  on  his  part  shall  furnish  her  with  a  bill  of  sale  \, 
and  considering  the  distance  of  t^e  two  countries,  this  term  shall  suf-* 
iice  to  ohtaiu  a  passport  in  form :  But  after  the  expiration  of  thistcrmv 
if  our  corsairs  shall  meet  with  her  without  the  passport  of  the  United. 
i>tateS|  she  shall  be  stopped  and  declared  good,  prize,  as  well  the  vessel 
%b  the  cargo  and  crew. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

li  a  velael  Qf  onfi  of  th^  oomr^^o;;:  parties  shall  be  obliged  ^  enter 
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into  a  port  of  the  other,  and  may  have  need  of  provisions  and  other 
articlesi  they  shall  be  granted  to  her  without  r:'.y  difficuky,  at  the  price 
cTirrent  at  the  place ;  and  if  such  a  vessel  siiall  have  suffered  at  s€3, 
and  shall  have  need  of  repairs,  she  shall  be  at  liberty  to  unload,  and  re- 
load her  cargo  without  being  obliged  to  pay  a.ny  duty  ;  and  the  captaia 
shall  only  be  obliged  to  pay  the  v/ages  of  those  whom  he  shall  have 
employed  in  loading  arid  unloading  the  merchandise. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
If  by  accident  and  by  the  permission  of  God,  a  vessel  of  one  of  the 
contfacling  pai'ties  shall  be  cast  by  tempest  upon  the  coast  of  the  other, 
and  shall  be  wrecked,  or  otherwise  damaged,  the  commandant  of  the 
place  shall  render  all  possible  assistance  for  its  preservation,  without 
allowing  any  person  to  make  any  opposition  ;  and  the  proprietor  of  the 
cffeQs  shall  pay  the  costs  of  salvage  to  those  who  ma^  have  been  em^ 
ployed. 

ARTICLE  X. 
*  In  case  a  vessel  of  one  of  the  contra6\ing  parties  shall  be  attacked  by 
an  enemy  under  the  cannon  oftheforls  of  the  other  party,  she  shall  be 
defended  and  protecled  as  much  as  possible  ;  and  when  she  shall  set 
sail,  no  enemy  shall  be  permitted  to  pursue  her  from  the  same  port,  or 
any  other  neighboring  port,  for  fortv-ei.j^ht  hoursf  after  her  departure* 

ARTICLE  XL 
When  a  vessel  of  war  of  the  United  States  of  America  shall  enter 
Hie  port  of  Tunis,  and  the  consul  shall  request  that  the  castle  may  sa- 
lute her,  the  number  of  guns  shall  be  fired  which  he  may  request ;  and 
if  the  said  consul  does  not  want  a  salute,  there  shall  be  no  qucslioa 
about  it» 

But  in  case  he  shall  desire  the  salute,  and  the  number  of  guns  skall 
be  fired  which  he  may  have  requested,  they  shall  be  counted  and  rt^ 
turned  by  the  vessel  in  as  many  barrels  of  cannon  powder. 

The  same  shall  be  done  with  respe6t  to  the  Tunisian  corsairsi  ^l^cft 
they  shall  enter  any  port  of  the  United  States* 

ARTICLE  XIL 
When  citizens  of  the  United  States  shall  come  within  the  dependen- 
cies of  Tunis,  to  carry  on  commerce  there,  the  same  respect  shall  be 
puid  to  them  which  the  merchants  of  other  nations  enjoy  ;  and  if  they 
wish  to  establish  themselves  within  our  ports,  no  opposition  shall  be 
made  thereto  ;  and  they  shall  be  free  to  avail  themselves  of  such  inter- 
preters as  they  may  judge  necessary,  without  any  obstru6lion,  in  con- 
Ibrmity  with  the  usa«;es  of  other  jiations  ;  and  if  a  Tunisian  subje^l 
shall  go  to  establish  himself  within  the  dependencies  of  the  United 
States,  he  shall  be  treated  in  like  manner. 

If  any  Tunisian  subje6l  shall  freight  an  American  vessel  and  load  her 
with  merchandise,  and  shall  afterwards  want  to  unlade  or  ship  them  on 
board  of  another  vessel,  we  will  not  permit  him,  until  the  matter  is  de- 
termined by  a  reference  of  merchants,  who  shall  decide  upon  the  case  ; 
and  after  the  decision,  the  determination  shall  be  conformed  to. 

No  captain  shall  be  detained  in  port  against  liis  consent,  except  when 
our  ports  are  shut  for  the  vessels  of  all  otlier  nations,  which  may*  lake 
place  with  respe6ltomercliant  vessels,  but  not  to  those  of  war. 
The  subje£ls  of  the  two  contra£Ung  powers  shall  be  under  the  p] 
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Udlion  of  the  Prince,  and  under  the  ]urisdic\ion  of  the  cuief  of  the  place, 
where  thej  may  be,  and  no  other  person  shall  have  authority  over  them. 
If  the  commandant  of  the  place  does  not  condu6l  himself  agreeably  to 
justice,  a  representation  of  it  shall  be  made  to  us. 

In  case  the  goveriynent  shall  have  need  of  an  American  merchant 
vessel,  it  shall  cause  it  to  be  freighted,  and  then  a  suitable  freight  shall 
be  paid  to  th^  captain  agreeably  to  the  intention  of  the  government,  and 
the  captain  shall  not  refuse  it. 

ARTICLE  XHI. 

If  am/Qng  the  crews  of  merchant  vessels  of  the  United  States,  there 
shall  be  found  subjects  of  our  enemies,  they  shall  not  be  made  slaves,  oa 
condition  that  they  do  not  exceed  a  third  of  the  crew  ;  and  when  they 
do  exceed  a  thirrl,  they  shall  be  made  slaves  :  The  present  article  only 
concerns  the  sailors,  and  not  the  passengers,  who  shall  not  be  in 
any  manner  molested. 

ARTICLE     XIV. 

A  Tunisian  merchant,  v.  ho  may  go  to  America  with  a  vessel  of  any 
nation  soeve)*,  loaded  with  merchandise  which  is  the  produ6lion  of  the 
kingdom.of  Tunis,  shall  pay  duty  (small  as  it  is)  like  the  merchants  of 
other  nations  ;  and  the  American  merchants  shall  equally  pa^  for  the 
merchandise  of  their  country,  which  they  may  bring  to  Tunis  under 
their  fiagj  the  same  duty  as  the  Tunisians  pay  in  America. 

But  if  an  American  merchant,  or  a  merchant  of  any  other  nation, 
shall  bring  American  merchandise  under  any  other  flag,  he  shall  pay 
six  per  cent,  duty  :  In  like  manner,  if  a  foreign  merchant  shall  bring 
tiie  merchandise  of  his  couhtry  under  the  American  flag,  he  shall  also 
pay  six  per  cent. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

It  shall  be  free  for  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  carry  on  what 
commerce  they  please  in  the  kingdom  of  Tunis,  without  any  opposi- 
tion, and  they  shall  be  treated  like  the  merchants  of  other  nations  ;  but 
they  shall  not  carry  on  commerce  in  -wine,  nor  in  prohibited  articles  : 
And  if  any  one  shall  be  detected  in  a  contraband  trade,  he  shall  be  pun- 
ished accor'-ing  to  the  laws  of  the  country.  The  commandants  of  ports 
and  castles  shall  take  care,,  that  the  captains  and  sailors  shall  not  load 
prohibited  articles  ;  but  if  this  should  happen,  those  who  shall  not  have 
contribu'.cd  to  the  smuggling  shall  not  be  molested  nor  searched,  no 
more  than  shall  the  vessel  and  cargo  ;  but  only  theofl*ender,  v/ho  shall 
be  dema  ided  to  be  punished.  No  captain  shall  be  obliged  to  receive 
merchMidise  oti  board  of  his  vessel,  nor  to  unlade  the  same  against  his 
will,  Until  the*  freight  shall  be  paid. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  merchant  vessels  of  the  United  States  which  shall  cast  anchor  iH 
the  road  of  the  Gouletta,  or  any  other  port  of  the  kingdom  of  Tunis,^ 
shall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  same  anchorage  for  entry  and  departure 
which  French  vessels  pay,  to  wit:  Seventeen  piasters  and  an  half,  mo- 
ney of  Tunis,  for  entry,  if  they  import  merchandise  ;  and  the  same  for 
departure,  if  they  take  away  a  cargo  ;  but  thfcy  shall  not  be  oblij^eJ  to 
pay  anchorage  if  they  arrive  in  ballast,  and  depart  in  the  same  manner, 

ARTICLE   XVll. 

Each  of  the  contracting  parties  shall  be  at  liberty  to  establish  a  con- 
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sul  m  the  dc^eiidcnciesof  the  otlicr  ;  and  if  such  consul  does  not  aft  in 
conformity  with  the  usages  of  the  country,  like  others,  the  govcromcnt 
of  the  place  shall  inform  his  govei^nmont  of  it,  to  the  end  th&t  heinajbe 
changed  and  replaced;  but  he  shall  enjoy,  as  well  for  himself  as  for  hit 
family  and  suite,  the  prote6Uon  of  the  government :  And  he  may  import 
for  his  own  Use  all  his  provisions  and  furniture  without  paying*  any  dutf  ; 
and  if  he  shall  import  merchandise  (which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to 
do)  he  shall  pay  duty  for  it* 

ARTICLE  XVIIL 

If  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  either  of  the  contrafling  parties,  being 
l^ithin  the  possessions  6f  the  other,  contract  debts,  or  enter  into  obli- 
gations, neither  the  consul  nor  the  nation,  nor  ajiy  subje6ts  or  citicens 
thereof,  shall  be  in  any  mantier  responsible,  except  they  or  the  consul 
shall  have  previously  become  bound  in  writing:  And  without  thisobli- 
gaticJn  in  writing,  they  cannot  be  called  upon  for  indemnity  or  satis* 
fa6Uon*  ARTICLE     XIX. 

In  case  of  a  citizen  or  subjedl  of  either  of  the  contradUng  parties 
dying  within  the  possessions  of  the  other,  the  coniul  or  the  vekil  shall 
take  possession  of  his  eifecls,  (if  he  does  not  leave  a  will)  of  #hich  he 
shall  make  an  inventory  ;  and  the  government  of  the  pla^e  shall  have 
liothing  to  do  therewith.  And  if  there  shall  be  no  consul,  the  efieds 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  a  confidential  person  of  the  place, 
taking  an  inventory  of  the  whole,  that  they  may  eventually  be  delivertd 
to  those  to  whom  they  of  right  belong. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

The  consul  shall  be  the  judge  in  all  disputes  between  his  fellow-citi* 
Kens  cr  subjects,  as  also  between  all  other  persons  who  may  be  imme«- 
diatcly  under  his  proteClion  ;  and  in  all  cases  wherein  he  shall  require 
the  assistance  of  the  government  where  he  resides  to  sandlion  his  de- 
cisions, it  shall  be  granted  to  him. 

ARTICLE    XXT. 

If  a  citizen  or  subj'e6l  of  one  of  the  parties  shall  kill,  wound^  or  strike 
H  citizen  or  subject  of  the  other,  justice  shall  be  done  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  country  where  the  ofienco  shall  be  committed  :  The  consul 
shall  be  present  at  the  trial ;  but  if  any  offender  shall  escape,  the  con* 
sul  shall  be  in  no  manner  responsible  for  it. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

If  a  dispute  or  law-suit  on  commercial  or  other  civil  matters  shall 
happen,  the  trial  shall  be  had  in  the  presence  of  the  consul,  or  of  a  con- 
iideutialpersonof  his  choice,  wlio  shall  represent  him,  ^nd  endcavi;; 
to  accommodate  the  difference  which  may  have  happened  between  the 
citizens  or  subjects  of  the  two  nations. 

ARTICLE  JwXifL 

If  any  difference  or  dispute  shall  take  place  concerning  the  infradlioa 
of  aijy  article  of  the  present  treaty  on  citJier  side,  peace  and  goodhar* 
mony  shall  not  be  interrupted,  until  a  friendly  application  shall  have  been 
made  for  satisfadion  ;  and  resorl  shall  not  be  had  to  arms  therefor,  ex- 
cept where  such  application  shall  have  been  rcje6led ;  and  if  war  be 
i2;en  declared,  the  urm  of  one  year  shall  be  allowed  to  the  citizens  «^ 
subjects  of  the  contracVing  parties  to  arrange  their  affairs,  and  to  with- 
diiur  tJK'mst Ivov  with  their  property- 
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" .  *riic  agreements  and  terms  abo^^  concluded  by  the  two  contra£ling 
parties,  shall  be  punctually  observed  with  the  will  of  the  Most  High  2 
And  for  the  maintenance  and  exa6t  observance  of  the  'said  agreements, 
we  have  caused  their  contents  to  be  here  transcribed,  in  the  present  month 
of  Rebia  £lul,of  the  Hegira  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  twelve,  cor« 
responding  with  the  month  of  August,  of  the  Christian  year  one  thou-* 
sand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

WHERE  AS  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,by  his  let- 
ters patent,  under  his  signature  and  the  seal  of  state,  dated  the  eigh« 
tccnth  day  of  December,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight, 
vested  Richard  O'Brien,  William  Eaton,  and  James  Leander  Cathcart, 
or  any  twoof  them  in  the  absence  of  the  third,  with  full  powers  to  confer, 
negotiate  and  conclude  with  the  Bey  and  Regency  of  Tunis,  on  certain 
alterations  in  the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  the  government 
of  Tunis,  concluded  by  the  intervention  of  Joseph  Eticnne  Famin,  on. 
behalf  of  the  United  States,  in  the  month  of  August,  one  thousand  seveu 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  We  the  underwritten  William  Eaton  and 
James  Leander  Cathcart  (Richard  O'Brien  being  absent)  have  conclud*^ 
cd  on  and  entered,  in  the  foregoing  treaty,  certain  alterations  in  the 
eleventh,  twelfth,  and  fourteenth  articles,  and  do  agree  to  said  treaty 
with  said  alterations,  reserving  the  same  nevertheless  for  the  final  rati* 
fi cation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  wilh  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate.

HIS  Majesty  the  King  of  Prussia,  and  the  United  States  of  Ame* 
rica,  desiring  to  maintain  upon  a  stable  and  permanent  footings 
the  connedlions  of  good  understanding,  which  have  hitheiio  so  happily 
subsisted  between  their  respcdlive  states,  and  for  this  purpose  to  re- 
new the  Treaty*  of  Amity  and  Commerce  concluded  between  the  two 
powers,  at  the  Hague,  the  loth  of  September,  1785,  for  the  term  often 
years,  his  Prussian  Majesty  has  nominuted  and  constituted  as  his  pleni'^ 
potcntiaries,  the  Count  Charles  William  de  Finkenstein,  his  Minister 
of  State,  of  War,  and  of  the  Cabinet,  Knight  of  the  orders  of  the  black 
idagle  and  of  the  red  Eagle,  and  comniander  of  that  of  St«  John  of  Je- 
2*usalem,  the  Baron  Plulip  Charles  d' Alvensleben,  his  Minister  of  State, 
of  War,  and  of  the  Cabinet,  Knight  of  the  orders  of  the  black  Eagle 
and   of  the  red  Eagle,  and  of  that  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  and  tliQ 

•  Sic  veh  '^f,pujj;€  ol^fcJ. 
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Count  Christian  Henry  Curt  de  Haugwitz,  his  Minister  of  StaAe,  of 
War,  and  of  the  Cabinet,  Kifight  of  the  orders  of  the  black  Eagle  tnd 
of  the  red  Eagle  ;  and  the  President  of  the  United  States  has  furnished 
ivith  their  full  powers,  John  Quincy  Adams,  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  their  Minister  Plenipotentiary  at  the  court  of  his  Prussian 
Majesty  ;  which  plenipotentiarie,s,  after  having  exchanged  their  full 
powers,  found  in  good  and  due  form,  have  concluded,  settled,  and  signed 
the  following  articles : 

ARTICLE  1. 
There  shall  be  in  future,  as  there  has  been  hitherto,  a  firm,  inviolable, 
And  universal  peace,  and  a  sincere  friendship,  between  his  Majesty  the 
King  of  Prussia,  his  heirs,  successors,  and  sub|e£ls,  on  the  one  part, 
and  the  United  States  of  America,  and  their  citizens  on  the  other,  with- 
out exception  of  persons  or  places. 

ARTICLE  IL 
The  subje6\s  of  his  Majesty  the  Kin^  of  Prussia,  may  frequent  all 
the  coasts  and  countries  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  reside 
and  trade  there,  in  all  sorts  of  produce,  manufa£lures  and  merchandise, 
and  shall  pay  there  no  other  or  greater  duties,  charges  or  fees  whatso- 
ever, tlian  the  most  favored  nations  are  or  shall  be  obliged  to  pay. 
They  shall  also  enjoy,  in  navip^ation  and  commerce,  all  the  rights,  pri- 
vileges and  exemptions,  v/hich  the  most  favored  nation  does  or  shall 
enjoy,  submitting  themselves  nevertheless  to  the  established  laws  anJ 
usages,  to  which  are  submitted  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  most  favored  nations* 

ARTICLE  III* 
In  like  manner  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America  tnay  fre- 
quent all  the  coasts  and  countries  of  his  Majesty  the  King  of  Prussia, 
and  reside  and  trade  there,  in  all  sorts  of  produce,  manufa6lures  and 
TUerchandise,  and  shall  pay«  in  the  dominions  of  his  said  Majesty, 
nb  other  or  greater  duties,  charges  or  fees  whatsoever,  than  the  most  ^- 
fored  nation  is  or  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  ;  and  they  shall  enjoy  all  the 
rights,  privileges  and  exemp lions,  in  navigation  and  commerce,  which 
the  most  favored  nation  does  or  shall  enjoy  ;  submitting  themselves 
nevertheless  to  the  established  laws  and  usages,  to  which  are  submitttd 
.  the  subje6ls  of  his  Majesty  the  King  of  Prussia,  and  the  subje6ls  and 
citizens  of  tTie  most  favored  nations. 

ARTICLE  IV* 
More  especially,  each  party  shall  have  a  right  to  carry  th«ir  own 
J)roduce,  manufaclures  and  merchandise,  in  their  own  or  any  other 
vessels,  to  any  parts  of  the  dominions  of  the  other,  where  it  shall  b» 
lawful  for  all  the  subje^ls  and  citizens  of  that  other  freely  to  purchase 
Ihem,  and  thence  to  take  the  produce,  manufaclures  and  merchandise 
of  the  other,  which  all  the  said  citizens  or  subjects  shall  in  like  manner 
be  free  to  sell  to  them,  paying  in  both  cases,  sUch  duties,  charges,  ij.d 
fees  only,  as  are  or  shall  be  paid,  by  the  most  favored  nation.     Never- 
theless, his  Mnjesty  the  King  of  Piiissia  and  the  United  States,  respec- 
tively, reserve  to  themselves  the  right,  where  any  nation  restrains  the 
transportation  of  merchandise  to  the  vessels  of  the -country,  of  which 
it  is  the  growth  or  manufacture,  to  ebtablish  against  such  nation  reta- 
liating regulations  ;   and  also  the  right  to  prohibit  in  their  rcspeclitr 
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countries,  the  importation  and  exportation  of  all  merchandise  whatsoe* 
ver,  'when  reasons  of  state  shall  require  it.  In  this  case  the  subje6ls  or 
citizens  of  either  of  the  (:ontra6Ung  parties  shall.not  importer  export 
the  merchandise  prohibited  by  the  other.  But  if  one  of  the  contracting 
parties  permits  any  other  nation  to  import  or  export  the  same  mer* 
chandisc,  the  citizens  or  8ubje6ts  of  the  other  shall  immediately  enjoy 
the  same  Uberty* 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  merchants)  commanders  of  vessels^  or  other  subje6ls  or  citizens 
of  cither  party,  shall  not,  within  the  ports  or  jurisdiction  of  the  other, 
be  forced  to  unload  any  sort  of  merchandise  into  any  other  vessels*  nor 
to  receive  them  into  their  own)  nor  to  wait  for  their  being  Loaded  lour 
ger  than  they  please. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

That  the  vessels  of  either  party,  loading  within  tbe  ports  or  juris* 
diClion  of  the  other,  may  not  be  uselessly  harrassed,  or  detained,  it  iSk 
agreed,  that  aU  examinations  of  guods,  required  by  the  laws,  shall  be 
made  before  they  are  laden  on  boai^d  the  vessel,  and  that  therQ  shall  be 
no  examination  after  ;  nor  shall  the  vessel  be  searched  at  any  time, 
unless  articles  shall  have  been  la.den  therein  clandestinely  and  illegal* 
ly,  in  which  case  the  person  by  whose  order  tliey  were  carried  on  board, 
or  who  carried  them  without  order,  shall  be  liable  to  the  laws  of  the 
land  in  which  he  is,  but  no  other  person  shall  be  molested,  nor  sh^l 
any  other  goodS)  nor  the  vessel,  be  seized  or  detained  for  that  cause. 

ARTICLE     VII. 

Each  party  shall  endeavor  by  all  the  means  in  their  power  to  protedl 
and  defend  all  vessels  and  othev  effeCls,  belonging  to  the  citizens  or 
subjects  of  the  other,  which  shall  be  within  tlie  extent  of  their  juris- 
diction by  sea  or  by  land ;  and  shall  use  all  their  efforts  to  recover, 
and  cause  to  be  restored  to  the  right  owners,  their  vessels  and  effects, 
ivhich  shall  be  taken  from  them  within  the  extent  of  tlieir  said  juri$di<> 
tion.  ARTICLE    VIIL 

The  vessels  of  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  either  patty,  coming  on  any 
coast,  belonging  to  the  other,  but  not  y*  iljing  to  enter  into  port,  or  who. 
entering  into  port  are  not  willing  to  unload  their  cargoes  or  break  bulk, 
shaH  have  libeily  to  depart,  and  to  pursue  their  voyage,  without  molefi- 
tation,  and  without  being  obliged  to  render  account  of  their  cargo,  or 
to  pay  any  duties,  charges  or  fees  whatsoever,  except  those  established 
for  vessels  entered  into  port,  and  appropriated  to  Uie  maintenance  of 
the  port  itjself)  or  of  other  establishments  for  the  safety  and  conveni- 
ence of  navigators,  which  duties,  charges,  and  fees,  shall  be  the  same, 
and  shall  be  paid  on  the  same  footing,  as  in  the  case  of  subjects  or. 
citizens  of  the  country,  where  they  are  established*. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

When  an^  vessel  of  either  party  shall  bo  wrecked,  foundered,or  other*^ 
wise  damaged  on  the  coasts  or  within  the  dominions  of  the  other,  their 
respective  citizens  or  subjects  shall  receive,  as  well  for  themselves  a^ 
for  their  vessels  and  effeCts,  the  same  assistance,  which  would  be  due  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  country  where  the  damage  happens,  and  shali 
pay  the  same  charges  and  dues  only  as  the  said  inhabitants  wo^ld  be 
aubjeC^  to.  pay  in  a  like  case  \  %nd  if  the  o£er4iont»  of  repair  shall  re^ 
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quire  that  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  cargo  be  unladed,  they  shall  pty 
no  duties,  charges  or  fees  on  the  part,  which  they  shall  relade  and  car- 
ry away.  The  ancient  and  barbarous  right  to  wrecks  of  the  sea  shall 
be  entirely  abolished  with  respect  to  the  subje6ls  or  citizens  of  the  two 
contradliijg  parties. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  citizens  or  subjecls  of  each  party  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of 
tlieir  personal  goods  within  the  jurisdi6lion  of  the  other,  by  testament, 
donatkm,  or  otherwise,  and  their  representatives,  being  subjedls  or  ci- 
tizens of  the  other  party,  shall  succeed  to  the  said  personal  goods»  whe- 
ther by  testament  or  ab  intestato^  and  may  take  possession  thereof,  ci- 
ther by  themselves,  oY  by  others  adling  for  them,  and  dispose  of  the 
same  at  their  will,  paying  such  dues  only  as  the  inhabitants  of  the 
country,  wherein  the  said  goods  are,  shall  be  subjedl  to  pay  in  like 
cases.  And  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  representative,  such  care  shall 
be  taken  of  the  said  goods,  as  would  be  taken  of  the  goods  of  a  native 
in  like  case,  until  the  lawful  owner  may  take  measures  for  receiving 
them.  And  if  question  should  arise  among  several  claimants,  to  which 
of  them  the  said  goods  belong,  the  same  shall  be  decided  finally  by  the 
laws  and  judges  of  the  land,  wherein  the  said  goods  arc.  And  where, 
on  the  death  of  any  person,  holding  real  estate,  within  the  territories 
of  the  one  party,  such  real  estate  would,  by  the  laws  of  the  land,  de- 
scend on  a  citizen  or  subje6t  of  the  other,  were  he  not  disqualified  by 
alienage,  such  subject  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  time  to  sell  the  sanity 
and  to  withdraw  the  proceeds,  without  molestation,  and  exempt  from 
all  rights  of  detra6lion  on  the  part  of  the  government  of  the  rcspedive 
states.  But  this  article  shall  not  derogate  in  any  manner  from  the 
force  of  the  laws  already  published,  or  hereafter  to  be  published,  by  hi* 
Wajesty  tlie  King  of  Prussia,  to  prevent  the  emigration  of  his  subjecU^ 

ARTICl,E  XL 

The  most  perfetl  freedom  of  conscience  and  of  worship,  is  granted 
to  the  citizens  or  subje6ls  of  either  party,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Oie 
other,  and  no  person  shall  be  molested  in  that  respect,  for  any  cause 
other  than  an  insult  on  the  religion  of  others.  Moreover,  when  the  sub- 
jects or  citizens  of  the  one  party,  shall  die  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
other,  their  bodies  shall  be  buried  in  the  usual  burying  grounds,  or 
other  decent  and  suitable  places,  and  shall  be  protetted  from  viola- 
tion or  disturbance. 

ARTICLE  XIL 

Experience  having  proved,  that  the  principle  adopted  in  the  twelfth 
article  of  the  treaty  of  1785,  according  to  which, /rce  ships  make  free 
goodsj  has  not  been  sufficiently  respected  during  the  two  last  wars,  and 
especially  in  that  which  still  continues,  the  two  contra6Ung  parties  pro- 
pose, after  the  return  of  a  general  peace,  to  agree  either  separately  be- 
tween themselves,  or  jointly  with  other  powers  alike  interested,  tn^ 
concert  with  the  great  maritime  powers  of  Europe,  such  arrangements 
and  such  permanent  principles,  as  may  serve  to  consolidate  the  liberty 
^d  the  safety  of  the  neutral  navigation  and  commerce  in  future  wars.  And 
if  in  the  interval,  either  of  the  contracting  pai*ties  should  be  engaged  in 
^  war,  to  which  the  other  should  remain  neutral,  the  ships  of  war  and 
priv^^teora  of  the  belligerant  power  ^hall  conduct  tkcwselvcs  Wwarda  Uio 
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merchant  vessels  of  the  neutral  power,  as  favorably  as  the  course  df  the 
war  then  existing  may  permit,  observing  the  principles  and  rules  of  the 
law  of  nations,  generally  acknowledged. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

And  in  the  same  case  of  one  of  the  contra6ling  parties,  being  enga- 
ged in  war  with  any  other  power,  to  prevent  all  thedifiiculties  and  mis- 
understandings, that  usually  arise  respecting  merchandise  of  contra- 
band, such  as  arms,  ammunition  and  military  stores  of  ^y^vy  kind,  no 
such  articles  carried  in  the  vessels,  or  by  the  subje6\s  or  citizens  of  ei- 
ther party,  to  the  enemies  of  the  other,  shall  be  deemed  contraband,  so 
as  to  induce  confiscation  or  condemnation  and  a  loss  of  property  to  in- 
di\iduals.  Nevertheless,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  stop  such  vessels  and 
articles,  and  to  detain  them  for  such  length  of  time,  as  the  captors  may 
think  necessary  to  prevent  the  inconvenience  or  damage,  that  might 
ensue  from  their  proceeding,  paying  however  a  reasonable  compensa- 
tion for  the  loss  such  aiTest  shall  occasion  to  the  proprietors  ;  and  it 
shall  further  be  allowed  to  use  in  the  service  of  the  captors,  the  whole; 
or  any  part  of  the  military  stores  so  detained*  paying  the  owner* 
the  full  value  of  the  same,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  current  price 
at  the  place  of  its  destination-  But  in  the  case  supposed  of  a  vessel 
stopped  for  articles  of  contraband,  if  the  master  of  the  vessel  stopped 
-will  deliver  out  the  goods  supposed  to  be  of  contraband  nature,  he  shall 
be  admitted  to  do  it,  and  the  vessel  shall  not  in  that  case  be  carried  in- 
to any  port,  ncr  further  detained,  but  shall  be  allowed  to  proceed  on 
her  voyage. 

All  cannons,  mortars,  fire-arms,  pistols,  bombs,  grenades,  bullets, 
halls,  muskets,  flints,  matches,  powder,  salt-petre,  sujphur,  cuirasses, 
pikes,  swords,  belts,  cartouch-boxes,  saddles  and  bridles,  beyond  the 
quantity  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  ship,  or  beyond  that  which  every 
man  serving  on  board  the  vessel,  or  passenger,  ought  to  have  ;  and  in 
general  whatever  is  comprised  under  the  denomination  of  arms  and  mi- 
litary stores,  of  what  description  soever,  shall  be  deemed  objects  of 
contraband.  ARTICLE     XIV. 

To  ensure  to  the  vessels  of  the  two  contra6ling  parties  the  advantage 
r>f  being  readily  and  certainly  known  in  time  of  war,  it  is  agreed,  that 
they  shall  be  provided  with  the  sea  letters  and  documents  hereafter  spe- 
tified : 

1 .  A  passport,  expressing  the  name,  the  property  and  the  burthen 
of  the  vessel,  as  also  the  name  and  dwelling  of  the  master,  which  pass- 
port shall  be  made  out  in  good  and  due  form,  shall  be  renewed  as  often 
as  the  vessel  shall  return  into  port,  and  shall  be  exhibited  whensoever 
required,  as  well  in  the  open  sea  as  in  port.  But  if  the  vessel  be  under 
convoy  of  one  or  more  vessels  of  war,  belonging  to  the  neutral  party, 
the  simple  declaration  of  the  officer  commanding  the  convoy,  that  the 
said  vessel  belongs  to  the  party  of  which  he  is,  shall  be  considered  as 
establishing  the  fadl,  and  shall  relieve  both  parties  from  the  trouble  of 
further  examination. 

2.  A  charter  party ;  that  is  to  say,  the  contra6l  passed  for  the  freif^ht 
of  the  whole  vessel— or,  the  bills  of  lading  given  for  the  cargo  in  detail, 

3.  The  list  of  the  ship's  company,  containing  an  indication  by  name 
ami  in  detail  of  the  persons  composing  the  crew  of  the  vessel.   These 
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documents  shall  always  be  authenticated  according^  to  the  forms  estab- 
lished at  the  place »  from  wkich  the  vessel  shall  have  sailed. 

As  their  produ6lion  ought  to  be  exa,£led  only^  vhen  one  of  the  coftr 
tra6ling  parties  shall  be  at  war)  and  as  their  exhibition  ought  to  hare  no 
olher  obje6k  than  to  prove  the  neutrality  of  the  vessel,  its  cargo  and 
company  >  they  shall  not  be  deemed  absolutely  necessary  on  board  such 
vessels,  belonging  to  the  neutral  party,  as  shall  have  sailed  from  its 
ports,  before  or  within  three  months  after  the  government  shall  have 
been  informed  of  the  ^tate  of  war,  in  which  the  belligerant  party  shall 
be  engaged.  In  the  interval,  in  dc^fault  of  tliese  specific  documcnis, 
the  neutrality  of  the  vessel  may  be  established  by  such  other  evidence, 
as  the  tribunals,  authorized  to  judge  of  the  case,  may  deem  sufficient. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

And  to  prevent  entirely  all  disorder  and  violence,  in  such  cases,  itis 
stipulated,  that  when  the  vessels  of  the  neutral  party,  sailing  without 
convoy,  shall  be  met  by  any  vessel  of  war,  public  or  private,  of  theotlier 
party,  such  vessel  of  war  shall  not  send  more  than  two  or  three  men  in 
their  boat  on  board  the  said  neutral  vessel,  to  examine  her  passports  aad 
documents.  And  all  persons  belonging  to  any  vessel  of  war,  public  or 
private,  who  shall  molest  or  insult  in  any  manner  whatever,  the  people, 
vessels  or  eile6ls  of  the  other  party,  shall  be  responsible  in  their  persoat 
and  property  for  damages  and  interest,  sufficient  security  for  which 
shall  be  given  by  all  commanders  of  private  armed  vessels  before  thcf 
are  coQunissioned« 

ARTICLE    XVL 

In  times  of  war,  or  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  when  either  of  the 
contra6ling  parties  shall  be  obliged  to  lay  a  general  embargo,  either  in 
ali  its  ports,  or  in  certain  particular  places,  the  vessels  of  the  odier 
party  shall  be  subje^l  to  this  measure,  upon  the  same  footing,  as  those 
of  the  most  favored  nations,  but  without  having  the  right  to  claim  the 
exemption  in  their  favor  stipulated  in  tlie  1 6th  article  of  the  former 
treaty  of  1785.  liut  on  the  other  hand  the  proprietors  of  the  vessels 
which  shall  have  been  detained,  whether  for  some  military  expedition, 
or  for  what  other  usq  soever,  shall  obtain  from  the  govemnient  that 
shall  have  employed  them,  an  equitable  indemnity,  as  well  for  the  freight 
as  for  the  loss  occasioned  by  the  deUy*  And  furthermore,  in  all  cases 
of  seizure,  detention  or  arrest,  for  debts  contra6led  or  pfiences  com- 
mitted by  any  citizen  or  subje6lof  the  one  party,  within  the  iurisdiclion 
vi  the  other,  the  same  shall  be  made  and  prosecuted  by  oraer  and  au- 
thority  of  law  only,  s^id  according  to  tlie  regular  course  qf  proceedings 
V&ual  ill  such  cases. 

ARTICLE     XV  H. 

If  any  vessel  oreffecls  of  th^  neutral  power  be  t«Jten  by  an  enemy 
of  the  other,  or  I  y  a  pirate,  and  retaken  by  the  power  at  war,  they  shall 
be  restored  to  the  lirst  proprietor,  upon  the  conditions  hereafter  stipu* 
lated  in  the  twenty -first  article  for  cases  of  recapture* 

ARTICLE  XVIIL 

If  the  citizens  or  subjects  of  either  party,  in  danger  from  tempests, 
pirates,  enemies,  or  other  accident,  shall  take  refuge  with  their  vessels 
0r  effe61s,  within  the  harbors  or  junsdi6lion  of  the  other,  they  shell  be 
received,  protected,  and  U'QatQ4  with  hui^ikaity  Md  luAdness,  and  «haU  bi 
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permitted  to  furnish  themselves,  at  reaBonable  priced,  vllh  all  retrcsh* 
ments,  provisions  and  other  things  necessary  for  their  6>istenance> 
health  and  accommodation,  and  for  the  repair  of  their  vessels* 

ARTICLE     XIX. 

The  vessels  of  war,  public  and  private,  of  both  parties,  shall  carry 
freely,  wheresoever  they  please,  the  vessels  and  efiedis  taken  from 
their  «nemies,  without  being  obliged  to  pay  any  duties,  charges,  or 
fees  to  officers  of  admiralty,  of  the  customs,  or  any  others  ;  nor  shall 
auch  prizes  be  arrested,  searched,  or  put  under  lejijal  process,  when 
they  come  to  and  enter  the  ports  of  the  other  party,  but  may  freely  be 
carried  out  again  at  any  time  by  their  captors  to  the  phtces  expressed 
in  their  commissions,  which  the  commanding  oRicer  ol  such  vessel  shall 
be  obliged  to  shew.  But  conformably  to  the  treaties  existing  between 
the  United  States  and  Great-Britain,  no  vessel,  that  shall  have  made 
a  prize  upon  British  subjects,  shall  have  a  right  to  shelter  in  the  ports 
of  the  United  States,  but  if  forced  therein  by  tempests,  or  any  othef 
danger,  or  accident  of  the  sea,  they  shall  be  obliged  to  depart  as  soon 
as  possible. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

No  citizen  or  8ubje6\  of  Cither  of  the  contra6\ing  parties  shall  take 
from  any  power  with  which  the  other  may  be  at  war,  any  commissioa 
or  letter  of  marque,  for  arming  any  vessel  to  act  as  a  privateer  against 
the  other,  on  pain  of  being  punished  as  a  pirate  ;  nor  shall  either  party 
hire,  lend  or  give  any  part  of  its  naval  or  military  force  to  the  enemy 
of  the  other,  to  aid  them  ofiensivelv  or  defensively  against  the  other. 

ARTICLE     XXL 

If  the  two  contra6ling  parlies  should  be  engaged  in  a  war  against  a 
common  enemy,  the  following  points  shall  be  observed  between  them  : 

1*  If  a  vessel  of  one  of  the  parties,  taken  by  the  enemy,  shall,  before 
being  carried  into  a  neutral  or  enemy's  port,  be  retaken  by  a  ship  of 
war  or  privateer  of  the  other,  it  shall,  with  the  cargo,  be  restored  to  the 
first  owners,  for  a  compensation  of  one  eighth  part  of  the  value  of  the 
said  vessel  and  cargo,  if  the  recapture  be  made  by  a  public  ship  of  war  ; 
and  one  sixth  part,  if  made  by  a  privateer* 

2.  The  restitution  in  such  cases  shall  be  after  due  prcof  of  property^ 
and  surety  given  for  the  part  to  which  the  recaptors  are  entitled. 

3«  The  vessels  of  war,  public  and  private,  of  the  ttvo  parties,  shall 
recipWKally  be  admitted  with  their  prizes  into  the  respective  ports  of 
each,  but  the  said  prizes  shall  not  be  discharged,  or  scdd  there,  until 
their  legality  shall  have  been  decided  according  to  the  laws  and  rcgula* 
tions  of  the  state  to  which  the  captor  belongs,  but  by  the  judicatories  of 
the  place,  into  which  the  prixe  shall  have  been  conduc\ed« 

4.  It  shall  be  free  to  each  party  to  make  such  regulations  as  thef 
shall  judge  necessary,  for  the  conduc\  of  their  respective  vessels  of  war, 
public  and  private,  relative  to  the  vessels,  which  they  shall  take,  and 
carry  into  the  ports  of  the  two  parties. 

ARTICLE  XXIL 

When  the  contracting  parties  shall  have  a  common  enemy,  or  shall 
l>6th  be  neutral,  the  vessels  ofwar  of  each  shall  upon  all  occasions  tako 
tinder  their  protection  the  vessels  of  the  other  going  the  same  course, 
•nd  akall  defend  euch  vessels  as  long  a^they  hold  the   same  coursv^ 
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against  all  force  and  violence,  in  the  same  manner  as  they  ought  to  pro- 
XttX  and  defend'  vessels  belonging  to  the  party  of  which  they  are. 

,    ARTICLE  XXIIL 

If  war  should  ari^e  between  the  two  contra6ling  parties,  the  mer* 
chants  of  either  country,  then  residing  in  the  other,  shall  be  allowed  to 
remain  nine  months,  to  collect  their  debts  and  settle  their  affairs,  and 
,2iiay  depart  freely  carrying  off  all  their  effects,  without  molestation  cr 
hindrance,  and  all  women  and .  children,  scholars  of  every  faculty, 
cultivators  of  tiie  earth,  artizans,  manufachirers  and  fishermen. 
unarmed  and  inhabiting  unfortified  towns,  villages  or  places,  and 
in  general  all  others,  whose  occupations  are  for  the  common  subsi&i- 
ance  and  benefit  of  mankind^  shall  be  allowed  to  continue  their  respec- 
tive employments,  and  shall  not  be  molested  in  their  persons^norshaJl 
their  houses  or  goods  be  burnt,  or  otherwise  destroyed,  nor  their  fields 
wasted  by  the  armed  force  of  the  enemy,  into  whose  power,  by  tiic 
events  of  war,  they  may  happen  to  fall ;  but  if  any  thing  is  necessary  ti* 
be  taken  from  them,  for  the  use  of  such  armed  force,  the  same  shiJl 
be  paid  for  at  a  reasonable  price- 

ARTICLE     XXIV. 

And  to  prevent  the  destruction  ofprisoners  of  war,  by  sending  them 
into  distant  and  inclement  countries,  or  by  crouding  them  into  dosc 
and  noxious  places,  the  two  contracting  parties  solemnly  pledge  thciu- 
selves  to  the  world  and  to  each  other,  that  they  will  not  adopt  any  sucii 
pra6^lice  ;  that  neither  will  send  the  prisoners,  whom  they  may  take  frcLi 
the  other,  into  the  East-Indies  or  any  other  parts  of  Asia  or  Africa,  Lu: 
they  shiill  be  placed  in  some  part  of  their  dominions  in  Europe  or  Ame- 
rica, in  wholesome  situations  ;  that  they  shall  not  be  confined  in  dunge- 
ons, prison-ships,  nor  prisons,  nor  be  put  into  irons,  nor  bound,  nor  othtr- 
"wise  restrained  in  the  use  of  their  limbs;  that  the  officers  shall  be  en- 
larged on  their  paroles  within  convenient  distri6ls>  and  have  comlbrtu- 
*ble  quarters,  and  the  common  men  be  disposed  in  cantonments  opeD 
and  extensive  enough  for  air  and  exercise,  and  lodged  in  barracks  -ds 
roomly  and  good  as  are  provided  by  the  party  in  whose  power  they  arc, 
for  their  ov/n  troops  ;  that  the  officers  sliall  also  be  daily  furnished  L/ 
the  party  in  whose  pov/er  they  arc,  with  as  many  rations,  and  of  the 
same  articles  and  quality  as  are  allowed  by  them,  either,  in  kind,  or^y 
commutation  to  officers  of  equal  rank  in  their  own  army  ;  and  all  othei  ^ 
shall  be  daily  furnished  by  them,  with  such  ration  as  they  shall  allow 
to  a  common  soldier  in  their  own  service  ;  the  value  whereof  shall  Lc 
paid  by  the  other  party  on  a  mutual  adjustment  of  accounts  for  ihc 
subsistence  of  prisoners  at  the  close  of  the  war  ;  and  the  said  accouiiU 
shall  not  be  uiiui;;lcd  with  or  setoff,  againstany  others,  nor  the  balances 
due  on  them  be  v.  itl.held  as  a  satisfaction  or  reprisal  for  any  other  ar- 
ticle, or  for  any  other  cause,  real  or  pretended,  whatever.  That  each 
ptirty  shall  be  allowed  to  keep  a  commissary  of  prisoners  of  their  oi*Ti 
appointment,  with  every  separate  cantonment  of  prisoners  in  po^sjs- 
i/ion  of  the  other,  which  commissary  shall  see  the  prisoners  as  often  a* 
he  pleases,  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  and  distribute  whatever  coii.- 
forts  may  bo  sent  to  them  by  their  friends  ;  and  shall  be  free  to  raalc 
his  rv-poits  in  0[>en  letters  to  those  who  employ  him  ;  but  if  any  olhccr 
shall  brecik   his  parole,  or  any   other  prisoner  shall  escape  from  the 
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Kmits  of  his  cantonment  after  they  shall  have  been  designated  to  him^ 
such  individual  officer  or  other  prisoner  shall  forfeit  so  much  of  the  ben- 
efit of  this  article  as  provides  for  his  enlargement  on  parole  or  canton- 
ment. And  it  is  declared,  that  neither  the  pretence,  that  war  dissolves 
all  treaties,  nor  any  other  whatever  shall  be  considered  as  annulling  or 
suspending  this  and  the  next  preceding  article  ;  but  on  tlie  contrary 
that  the  state  of  war  is  precisely  that  for  which  they  are  provided, 
and  during  which  they  are  to  be  as  sacredly  observed  as  the  most  ac- 
knowledged articFes  in  the  law  of  nature  and  nations. 

ARTICLE    XXV. 

The  two  contracting  parties  have  granted  to  each  other  the  liberty  of 
having  each  in  the  ports  of  the  bther,  consuls,  vice-consuls,  agents  ar.d 
Commissaries oftheir own  appointment,  who  shalF  enjoy  the  same  privi- 
leges and  powers^  as  those  of  the  most  favored  nations.  But  if  any  such 
consul  shall  exercise  commerce,  they  shall  be  submitted  to  the  sanity 
taws  and  usages,  to  which  the  private  individuals  of  their  nation  are  sub* 
mitted  in  the  same  place.  r 

ARTICLE    XXVL 

If  either  party  shall  hereafter  grant  to  any  other  nation,  any  parti  ru* 
lar  favor  in  navigation  or  commerce,  it  shall  immediately  become  com- 
mon to  the  other  party,  freely,  where  it  is  freely  granted  to  such  other 
nation,  or  on  yielding  the  same  compensation  when  the  grant  is 
conditionah 

ARTICLE    XXVIL 

His  Majesty  the  king  of  Prussia  and  the  United  States  of  America 
agree,  that  this  treaty  shall.be  in  force  during  the  term  cf  ten  years 
from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  ;  and  if  tlie  expiration  of  that  telni 
should  happen  during  the  course  of  a  war  between  them,  then  the  ar^ 
tides  before  provided  for  the  regulation  of  their  condu6l  during  such  a 
war,  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  conclusion  of  the  ti*eaty,  which  shall 
restore  peace. 

This  treaty  shall  be  ratified  on  both  sides,  and  the  ratiRcalions  qk^ 
changed  within  one  year  from  the  day  of  its  signature,  or  sooner  if  pos- 
sible. 

Done  at  Berlin  the  eleventh  day  of  July  in  the  year  one  thousand  sevcii 
hundred  and  ninety-nine.

jSetween  the  ^Resch  Republic  and  the  l/NirED  StA^ES  of  AMrRic.u 

THE  Premier  Consul  of  the  French  republic  in  the  name  ofthc  peo- 
ple of  France,  and  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
equally  desirous  to  terminate  the  diff;:rences  which  have  arisen  XjC" 
tween  the  two  States,  have  I'especlively  appointed  their  plenipotentiaries, 
and  given  them  full  powers  to  treat  upon  those  differences,  and  to  ter- 
minate the  same  ;  that  is  to  say,  the  Premier  Consul  of  the  French  Rc^ 
public^  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  France,  has  appointed  for  the 
Plenipotentiaries  of  the  said  republic,  the  Citizens  Joseph  Bon^partej 
ex- Ambassador  at  Rome  and  Counsellor  of  State  ;  Charles  Pierre  Clit'- 
ret  Fleurieu,  member  of  the  National  Institute,  and  of  the  Board  of 
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Longitwde,  of  J'rancc,  and  Counsellor  of  State,  President  of  theSe6UQn 
of  Marine  ;  and  Pierre  Louis  Rjederer,  Member  of  the  National  Institute 
of  France,  and  Counsellor  of  State,  President  of  the  Se6lion  of  the  In- 
lerior  :  And  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Sertate  of  the  said  States,  has  appointed 
fortheir  Plenipotentiaries,  Oliver  Ellsworth,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  William  Richardson  Davie,  late  Governorof  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  and  William  Vans  Mun^ay,  Minister  resident  cf  the 
United  States  at  the  Hague  ;  who,  after  having  exchanged  their  fuU 
powers,  and  after  full  and  mature  discussion  of  the  respedlirc  interests, 
have  agreed  on  the  follow  ing  articles  : 

ARTICLE     L 

There  shall  be  a  firm,  inviolable,  and  universal  peace,  and  a  true  and 
iincere  friendship  between  the  French  Republic  and  the  United  States 
of  America  ;  and  between  their  respe6liirc  countries,  territories,  cities* 
towns  and  people,  without  exception  of  persons  or  places  • 

ARTICLE  IL 

The  Ministers  Plenipotentiary  of  the  two  parties  not  being  able  to 
agree  at  present  respttting  the  treaty*  of  alliance  of  6th  Febniarr 
1778,  the  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  of  the  same  date,  and  the 
convention  of  1 4th  of  No\'ember  1788,  nor  upon  the  mdemnities  mutually 
due  or  claimed  .;  the  panics  will  negotiate  further  on  these  subje6b  ct 
a  convenient  time,  and  until  they  may  have  agreed  upon  these  points^ 
the  said  treaties  and  conventions  shall  have  no  operation,  and  the  rela- 
tions of  the  two  countries  shall  be  regulated  as  follows.' 

ARTICLE     in. 

The  public  ships,which  have  been  taken  on  one  part  and  the  othery 
or  which  may  be  tak6n  before  the  exchange  or  ralificationsy  shall  be  re- 
stored. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Property  captured,  and  not  yet  definitively  condemned,  or  which 
maybe  captured  before  the  exchange  of  rat  ill  cations  (contraband  goods 
destined  to  an  enemy's  port  excepted)  shall  be  mutually  restored  on  the 
following  proofs  of  ownership  :  viz.  The  proof  on  both  sides  with  re- 
spe6tto  merchant  sh>ps,  whether  armed  or  unarmed,  shall  be  a  passport 
in  the  form  following  : 

"  To  all  who  shall  see  these  presents^ .  greeting  : 

"  It  is  hereby  made  known  that  leave  and  permission  has  been  giv- 
en to  master  and  commander  of  the  ship  called 
of  the  town  of  burthen  tons,  or  thereabouts,  lying  at  present 
in  the  port,  and  haven  of  and  bound  for  and  laden  vith 
after  that  his  ship  has  been  visited,  and  before  sailing,  he  shall 
make  oath  before  the  otiicers  who  have  the  jurisdi^lion  of  maritime 
affairs,  that  the  said  ship  belongs  to  one  or  more  of  the  subjeela  of 
the  a6t  whereof  shaU  be  put  at  the  end  of  these  presents,  as  like- 
"wise  that  he  will  keep,  and 'cause  to  be  kept  by  his  crew  on  board,  the 
marine  ordinances  and  regulations,  and  enter  in  the  proper  office  a  list.

signed  and  witnessed,  containing  the  names  and  surnames,  the  places 
of  birth  and  abode  of  the  crew  of  his  ship,  and  of  all  who  shall  embark 
on  board  her ;  whom  he  shall  not  take  on  board  without  the  knowledge 
and  permission  of  the  officers  of  the  marine,  and  in  every  port  orhavei) 
where  he  shall  enter  with  his  ship,  he  shall  she^v  this  present  leave  to 
the  officers  and  judges  of  the  marine,  and  shall  give  a  faithful  account 
to  them  of  what  passed  and  was  done  during  his  voyage  ;  and  ke  shall 
carry  the  colours,  arms  and  ensigns  of  i:he[Frcnch  Republic  or  the  Unit* 
ed  State3]  during  his  voyage*  In  witness  whereof  we  have  signed 
these  presents,  and  put  the  seal  of  our  arms  thereunto,  and  caused  the 
same  to  be  countersigned  by  at  the  day  of 

anno  Domini    " 

And  this  passport  will  be  suSicient  without  any  other  paper,  any  or- 
dinance to  the  contrary  notwithstanding  :  Which  passport  shall  not  be 
deemed  requisite  to  have  been  renewed  or  recalled,  whatever  number  of 
voyages  the  said  ship  may  have  made,  unless  she  shall  have  returned 
home  within  the  space  of  a  y  ear «— Proof  with  respe6l  to  the  cargo  shall 
be  certificates,  containing  the  several  particulars  of  the  cargo,  the  place 
whence  the  ship  sailed  und  whither  she  is  bound,  so  that  the  forbidden 
and  contrabancf  goods  may  be  distinguished  by  the  certificates ;  which 
certificates  shall  have  been  made  out  by  the  officers  of  the  place  whence 
the  ship  set  sail,  in  the  accustomed  form  of  the  country.  And  if  such 
passport  or  certificates,  or  both  shall  have  been  destroyed  by  accident, 
or  taken  away  by  force,  their  deEciency  may  be  supplied  by  such  other 
proofs  of  ownership,  as  are  admissible  by  the  general  usage  of  nations* 
Proof  with  respect  to  other  thsin  merchant  ships  shall  be  the  commission 
they  bear. 

This  article  shall  take  efie£l  from  the  date  of  the  signature  of  the  pre- 
sent convention*  And  if,  from  the  date  of  the  said  signature,  any  pro- 
perty shall  be  condemned  contrary  to  the  intent  of  the  said  convention, 
before  the  knowledge  of  this  stipulation  shall  be  obtained,  the  property 
do  condemned  shall  without  delay  be  restored  or  paid  for. 

ARTICLE    V, 

The  debts  contra6led  by  one  of  the  two  nations  with  individuals  of 
the  qther,  or  by  the  individuals  of  ouc  with  the  individuals  of  the  other, 
shall  be  paid,  or  the  payment  may  be  prosecuted  iu  the  same  manner 
as  if  there  had  been  no  misunderstanding  between  the  two  states.  But 
this  clause  shall  not  extend  to  indemnities  cUiimed  on  account  of  cap-, 
tures  or  confiscations* 

ARTICLE     VI. 

Commerce  between  the  parties  sJiall  be  free.    The  vessels  of  the  two. 
nations  and  their  privateers,  as  well   as  their  prizes,    shall  be  treated 
in  the  respe^live  ports  as  those  of  the  nation  the  most  favored ;  and,  in 
general  the  two  parties  shall  enjoy  iu  the  ports  of  each  other,  in  regard 
to  commerce  and  navigation,  ti.e  privileges  ofthe  most  favored  nation* 

ARTICLE     VIL 

The  citizens  and  inhabitants  ofthe  Liined  States,  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  dispose  by  testamjent,  donation,  or  otherwise,  of  their  goods,  move- 
able and  immoveable,  holden  ia  the  territory  of  the  French  Republic 
in  Europe,  and  the  citizens  of  the  French  Republic  shall  have  the  same 
libarty  with  regard  to  goodsj  moY cable  and  immoveable^  holdcu  in  the 
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territory  of  the  Unhed  States,  in  favor  of  such  persons  as  they  shtU 
thitik  proper.  The  citizens  and  inhabitants  of  either  of  the  two  coua- 
tnes,  who  shall  be  heirs  of  goods,  moveable  or  immoveable,  in  the  other, 
•hall  be  able  to  succeed  a6  intestato^  yrithout  being  obliged  to  obtain  let- 
ters of  naturalization,  and  vjthout  having  the  effedl  of  this  provision 
contested  or  impeded,  under  any  pretext  whatever  ;  and  the  said  heirs, 
whether  such  by  particular  title,  or  ab  intestato^  shall  be  exempt  from 
every  duty  whatever  in  both  countries.  It  is  agreed  that  this  article 
shall  in  no  manner  derogate  from  the  laws  which  either  state  may  now 
have  in  force,  or  hereafter  may  ena6t,  to  prevent  emigration ;  and  also 
that  in  case  the  laws  of  either  of  the  two  states  should  restrain  stran* 
gers  from  the  exercise  of  the  rights  of  property  with  respe6t  to  real 
^tate,  such  real  estate  may  be  sold,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  to  citi- 
zens or  inhabitants  of  the  country  where  it  may  ^e,  and  the  other  na^ 
tion  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enaa  similar  laws. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 
To  favor  commerce  on  both  sides,  it  is  agreed,  that,  in  case  a  war 
should  break  out  between  the  two  nations,  which  God  forbid,  the  term 
of  six  months  after  the  declaration  of  war  shall  be  allowed  to  the  mer- 
chants and  other  citizens  knd  inhabitants  respectively,  on  one  side  and 
the  other,  during  whichtime  they  shall  beatliberty,  to  withdraw  diem^ 
selves  with  their  effc6ls  and  moveables,  which  they  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  carry,  send  away  or  sell,  as  they  please,  without  the  least  obstrudticm  ; 
nor  shall  their  effedls,  .much  less  their  persons  be  seized*  during  such 
term  of  six  months  ;  on  the  contrary,  passports,  which  shall  be  valid 
for  a  time  necessary  for  their  return,  shall  be  given  to  them  for  their 
vessels  and  the  effects  which  they  shall  be  willing  to  send  away,  or  cart 
ry  with  them  ;  and  such  passports  shall  be  a  safe  condu6t  against  all 
insults  and  prizes  which  privateers  may  attempt  agidnst  their  person* 
and  effects.  And  if  anything  be  taken  from  them  or  any  injury  done 
to  them  or  their  effe6ls,  by  one  of  the  parties,  their  citizens  or  inhabi- 
tants, within  the  term  above  prescribed)  full  satisfacUon  shall  be  mad« 
^o  them  on  that  account.  ^ 

ARTICLE    IX, 
Neither  the  debts  due  from  individuals  of  the  one  nation  to  individuals 
pf  the  other,  nor  shares,   nor  monies,  which  they  may  have  in  public 
funds,  or  in  the  public  or  private  banks,  shall  ever,  in  any  event  of  ua** 
pr  of  national  difference,  be  sequestered  or  confiscated, 

ARTICLE  X. 
It  shall  b?:  free  for  the  two  contra^ing  parties  to  appoint  commercial 
9o;cnts  for  the  protcclion  of  trade,  to  reside  in  France  and  the  United 
Stales.  Either  party  may  except  such  place,  as  may  be  thought  pro- 
per, from  the  residence  of  those  agents.  Before  any  agents  shall  exer- 
cise his  funclions,  he  shall  be  accepted  in  the  usual  forms  by  the  party 
to  whom  he  is  sent  ;  and  when  he  shall  have  been  accepted  and  fui* 
nished  with  his  exeouatur,  he  shall  enjoy  the  rights  and  prerogativts 
of  the  similar  agents  of  the  most  favored  nations. 

ARTICLE     XI. 
The  citizens  of  the  French  Republic  shall  pay  in  the  ports,  havens 
roads,  countries,  islands,  cities  and  towns  of  the  United  States,  no  other, 
^r  greater  duties  or  imposts,  of  what  nature  soever  tliey  may  be,  or  b> 
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what  name  soever  called,  than  those  which  the  nations  most  favored 
are,  or  shall  be  oblif^^ed  to  pay  ;  and  they  shall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  li- 
berties, privileges,  immunities  and  exemptions  in  trade,  navigation  and 
commerce,  whether  in  passing  from  one  port  in  the  said  states  to  ano- 
ther, or  in  going  to-  and  from  the  same  from  and  to  any  part  of  tbfr 
world,  which  the  said  nations  door  shall  enjoy.  And  the  citizens  of  the 
United  States  shall  reciprocally  enjoy  in  the  territories  of  the  French 
Republic  in  Europe,  the  same  privileges  and  immunities,  as  wjell  fo/* 
their  property  and  persons,  as  for  what  concerns  their  trade,  navigation 
and  commerce. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  citizens  of  either  country  to  sail  with  their 
ships  and  merchandise  (contraband  goods  always  excepted)  from  any 
port  whatever,  to  any  port  of  the  enemy  of  the  other,  and  to  sail  and 
trade  with  their  ships  and  merchandise,  with  perfe6l  security  and  li- 
berty, from  the  countries,  ports  and  places  of  those  who  are  enemies  of 
both,  or  of  either  party,  without  any  opposition  or  disturbance  whatso- 
ever, and  to  pass  not  only  dirc6lly  from  the  places  and  ports  ortheene^p 
my  aforementioned,  to  neutral  ports  and  places,  but  also  from  one 
place  belonging  to  an  enemy,  to  another  place  belonging  to  an  enemy, 
whether  they  be  under  the  jurisdi6Yion  of  the  same  power,  or  under  thf 
several  ;  unless  such  ports  or  places  shall  be  a6lually  blockaded,  be- 
sieged or  invested. 

And  whereas  it  frequently  happens,  that  vessels  sail  for-aport  or  plac^ 
belonging  to  an  enemy,  without  knowing  that  the  same  is  either  be- 
sieged, blockaded  or  invested,  it  is  agreed  that  every  vessel,  so  circum- 
stanced^may  be  turned  away  fi*om  such  port  or  place,  but  she  shall  not 
be  detained,  nor  any  part  of  her  cargo,  if  not  contraband,  be  confiscat.- 
cd,  unless,  after  notice  of  such  blockade  or  investment,  she  shall  again 
attempt  to  enter  ;  but  she  shall  be  permitted  to  go  to  any  other  port 
or  place  she  shall  think  proper.  Nor  shall  any  vessel  of  either,  that 
miy  have  entered  into  such  port  or  place  before  the  same  was  aclually 
besieged,  blockaded,  or  invested  by  the  other,  be  restrained  from  quit- 
ting such  place  with  her  cargo,  nor  if  found  thereinafter  the  reduclioa 
and  surrender  of  such  place,  shall  such  vessel  or  her  cargo  be  liable  to 
(confiscation,  but  they  shall  be  restored  to  the  owners  thereof. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

In  order  to  regulate  what  shall  be  deemed  contraband  of  war,  there 
shall  be  coniprised  uhder  that  denomination,  gun-spowder,  salt-petrc, 
petards,  match,  ball,  bombs,  grenades,  carcasses,  pikes,  halberda, 
swords,  belts,  pistols,  holsters,  cavalry-saddles  and  furniture,  cannon, 
mortars,  their  carriages  and  beds,  and  generally  all  kinds  of  arms,,  aih- 
munitionof  war,  and  instruments  St  for  the  use  of  troops ;  all  the  above 
articles,  whenever  they  are  destined  to  the  port  of  an  enemy,  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  contraband,  and  just  objects  of  confiscation  ;  but  the  ves- 
sel in  which  they  are  laden,  and  the  residue  of  the  cargo,  shall  be  coi\- 
lidered  fpce,  und  not  in  any  manner  in^6\ed  by  the  prohibited  gojds^ 
whether  belonging  to  the^ame  or  a  difierent  owner. 

ARTICLE     XIV. 
It  is  hereby  stipulated  that  free  ships  shall  give  a  freedom  to  good.s 
^d  that  every  taii\^  sha^ll  be  deemed  to.  be  free  and  exempt  which  s^sdll 
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be  found  on  board  the  ships  belonging  to  the  citizens  of  either  of 
the  contra6ling  parties,  although  the  whole  lading,  or  any  part  thereof» 
should  appertain  to  the  enemies  of  either,  contraband  goods  being  al- 
ways excepted.  It  is  also  agreed,  in  like  manner,  that  the  same  liberty 
be  extended  to  persons  who  are  on  board  a  free  ship,  with  this  effect, 
that  although  they  be  enemjes  to  either  i>arty,  they  are  not  to  be  taken 
out  of  that  free  ship,  unless  they  are  soldiers  and  in  ai^tual  service  of 
the  enemy. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

On  the  contrary,  it  is  agreed,  that  whatever  shall  be  found  to  be  ladei^ 
by  the  citizens  of  either  party  on  any  ship  belonging  to  the  enemies  of 
the  other,  or  their  citizens,  shall  be  confiscated  without  distin6Uon  oi 
goods,  contraband  or  not  contraband,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  be • 
longed  to  the  enemy,  except  such  goods  ^d  merchandises  as  were  put 
on  board  such  ship  before  the  declaration  of  war,  or  even  after  such 
declaratiiHi,  if  so  be  it  were  done  without  knowledge  of  such  declara- 
tion ;  so  that  the  goods  of  the  citizens  of  either  party,  whether  they  be 
of  the  nature  of  such  as  are  prohibited,  or  otherwise,  which,  as  is  afore<» 
said,  were  put  on  board  any  ship  belonging  to  an  enemy,  before  the  war, 
pr  after  the  declaration  of  the  same,  without  the  knowledge  of  it,  shall 
no  ways  be  liable  to  confiscation^  but  shall  well  and  truly  be  restored 
without  delay  tq  the  proprietors  demanding  the  same  ;  but  so  as  that  if 
jthe  said  merchandises  be  contraband,  it  shall  not  be  any  ways  lawful  \ji\ 
carry  them  afterwards  to  any  ports  belonging  to  the  enemy* 

The  two  contra6ling  parties  agree,  that  the  term  of  two  months  be« 
ing  passed  after  the  declaration  of  war,  their  respecllve  citizens,  from 
whatever  part  of  the  world  they  come,  shall  not  plcfd  the  ignorance; 
mentioned  in  this  article. 

ARTICLE    XVL 

The  merchant  ships  belonging  to  the  citizens  of  cither  of  the  con- 
fra6ling  parties,  which  shall  be  bound  to  a  port  of  the  enemy  of  one  of 
the  parties,  and  concerning  whose  voyage,  and  the  articles  of  their  car* 
go,  there  shall  be  just  grounds  of  suspicion,  shall  be  obliged  to  exhibit, 
as  well  upon  the  high  seas  as  in  the  ports  or  roads,  not  only  their  pass^ 
ports,  but  likewise  their  certiiicates,  shewing  that  their  goods  are  net 
of  the  quality  of  those  which  are  specified  to  be  contraband  in  tk« 
thirteenth  article  of  the  present  convention. 

ARTICLE     XVIL 

And  that  captureF>  on  light  suspicions  may  be  avoided,  and  injuries 
^  thence  arising  prevented,  it  is  agreed,  that  when  one  party  shall  be 
engaged  in  war,  and  the  other  party  be  neuter,  the  ships  of  the  neutral 
party  shall  be  furnished  witli  passports  similar  to  that  described  in 
the  fourth  article,  that  it  may  appear  thereby  that  the  ships  really  be- 
long to  the  citizens  of  the  neutral  party  ;  they  '•hall  be  ^'alid  for  any 
number  of  voyages,  but  shall  be  renewed  every  year,  that  is,  if  the  ship 
happens  to  return  home  in  the  space  of  a  year.  If  the  ships  arc  U- 
den,  they  shall  be  provided  not  only  with  the  passports  above  mention* 
•d,  but  also  with  certiiicates  similar  to  those  described  in  the  same  ar* 
ticle,so  that  it  may  be  known  whether  they  carry  any  contraband  goocls. 
No  other  paper  shall  be  required,  any  usage  or  ordinance  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding.    And  if  it  shall  not  appear  from  the  safd  cer« 
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tificatefe  that  there  arc  contraband  goods  on  board,  the  ships  shall  bar 
permitted  to  proceed  on  their  voyage.  If  it  shall  appear  from  the  cer* 
tihcates,  that  there  are  contraband  goods  on  l^ard  any  such  ship^ 
and  the  commander  of  the  same  shall  offer  to  deliver  them  up,  the  offer 
shall  be  accepted,  and  the  ship  shall  be  at  liberty  to  pursue  its  voyage^ 
unless  the  quantity  of  the  contraband  ^ods  be  greater  than  can  con* 
venientlybe  received  on  board  the  ship  of  war  or  privateer,  in  which 
case  the  ship  may  be  carried  into  port  for  the  delivery  of  the  same«     . 

If  any  ship  shall  not  be  furnished  with  such  passport  or  certificates 
as  are  above  required  for  the  same,  such  case  may  be  examined  by  a 
proper  judge  or  tribunal,  and  if  it  shall  appear  from  other  documents 
or  proofs,  admissible  by  the  usage  of  nations,  that  the  ship  belongs  to 
the  citizens  of  the  neutral  party,  it  shall  not  be  confiscated,  but  shall  be 
released  with  her  cargo  (contraiband  goods  excepted)  and  be  permitted 
to  proceed  on  her  voyage* 

If  the  master  of  a  ship,  named  in  the  passport,  should  happen  to  die 
or  be  removed  by  any  other  causey  and  another  put  in  his  place,  the 
ship  and  cargo  shall  nevertheless  be  equally  secure,  and  the  passport 
remain  in  fuU  force* 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

If  the  ships  of  the  citizens  of  either  of  the  parties  shall  be  met  with, 
either  sailing  along  the  coasts,  or  on  the  high  seas,  by  any  ship  of  war 
or  privateer  of  the  other  ^  for  the  avoiding  of  any  di6order,the  said  ships 
of  war  or  privateers  shall  remain  out  of  cannon-shot,  and  may  send  their 
boats  on  board  the  merchant  ship  which  they  shall  so  meet  with,  and 
may  enter  her  to  the  number  of  two  or  three  men  only,  to  whom  the 
master  or  commander  of  such  ship  shall  exhibit  his  passport  concerning 
the  property  of  the  ship,  made  out  according  to  the  form  prescribed  in 
the  fourth  article*  And  it  is  expressly  agreed,  that  the  neutral  party 
shall  in  no  case  be  required  to  go  on  board  the  examining  vessel  for 
the  purpose  of  exhibiting  his  papers,  or  for  any  other  examination  what- 
ever. ARTICLE  XIX. 

It  is  expressly  agreed  by  the  contra6ling  parties,  that  the  stipula- 
tions above  mentioned,  relative  to  the  condu6l  to  be  observed  on  tlv6 
sea  by  the  cruisers  of  the  belligerant  party  towai*ds  the  ships  of  the 
neutral  party,  shall  be  applied  only  to  ships  sailing  without  convoy  ; 
aAd  when  the  said  ships  shall  be  convoyed,  it  being  the  intention  of 
the  parties  to  observe  ail  the  regard  due  to  the  protection  of  the  flag 
displayed  by  public  ships,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  visit  them  :  but  the 
verbal  declaration  of  the  commander  of  the  convoy,  that  Uie  ships  he 
convoys  belong  to  the  nation  whose  flag  he  carries,  and  that  they  have 
no  contraband  goods  on  board,  shall  be  considered  by  the  respe6live 
cruisers  as  fully  sufficient  :  the  two  parties  reciprocally  engaging  not 
to  admit  under  the  protection  of  their  convoys,  ships  which  shall  carry 
contraband  goods  destined  to  an  enemy. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

In  all  cases  where  vessels  shall  be  captured  or  detained  under  pre- 
tence of  carrying  to  the  enemy  contraband  goods,  the  captor  shall  gi^e 
a  receipt  for  such  of  the  papers  of  the  vessel  as  he  shall  retain,  which 
receipt  shall  be  annexed  to  a  descriptive  list  of  the  said  papers  : 
And  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  break  up  or  open  the  hatches,  chests^trunJut 


to  jpFEirniki 

casks,  balrs>  or  vessels,  found  on  board,  or  remove  the  smallest  pari 
of  tlie  goods,  unless  the  lading  be  brought  on  shore  in  presence  of  the 
competent  officers,  and  an  inventory  be  made  by  them  of  the  said 
goods.  Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  to  sell,  exchange  or  alienate  the  same  in 
any  manner,  unless  there  shall  have  been  lawful  process^  and  the  com- 
petent judge  or  judges  shall  have  pronounced  against  such  goods  sen- 
tence of  confiscation,  saving  always  the  ship  and  the  other  goods  which 
it  contains* 

ARTICLE  XXL 

And  that  proper  care  may  be  taken  of  the  vessel  and  cargo,  and  em- 
bezzlement prevented,  it  is  agreed  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  remove 
the  master,  commander  or  supercargo  of  any  captured  ship  from  on 
board  thereof,  either  during  the  time  the  ship  may  be  at  sea  after  her 
capture,  or  pending  the  proceedings  against  her,  or  her  cargo,  or  any 
thing  relative  thereto.  And  in  all  cases  where  a  vessel  of  the  citizens 
of  either  party  shall  be  captured,  or  seized,  and  held  for  adjudication, 
her  officers,  passengers  and  crew  shall  be  hospitably  treated*  They 
shall  not  be  imprisoned  or  deprived  of  any  part  of  their  wearing  appa- 
rel, nor  of  the  possession  and  use  of  their  money,  not  exceeding  Cor  the 
captain,  supercargo  and  mate  fiVe  hundred  dollars  each,  and  for  the  sai- 
lors and  passengers,  one  hundred  dollars 'each* 

ARTICLE    XXiL 

It  is  farther  agreed,  that  in  all  cases,  the  established  Courts  for  prize 
causes,  in  the  country  to  which  the  prizes  inay  be  condu6ted,  shall  alone 
take  cognizance  of  them*  And  whenever  such  tribunal  of  either  of  the 
parties  shall  pronounce  judgment  against  any  vessel  or  goodSf  or  pro- 
perty claimed  by  the  citizens  of  the  other  party,  the  sentence  or  decree 
shall  mention  the  reasons  or  motives  on  which  the  same  shall  have  been 
founded,  and  an  authenticated  copy  of  the  sentence  or  decree,  and  of 
ail  the  proceedings  in  the  case,  shall  if  demanded  be  delivered  to  the 
commander  or  agent  of  the  said  vessel)  without  any  delay »  he  paying 
the  legal  fees  for  the  same* 

ARTICLE  XXIIL 

And  that  more  abundant  care  may  be  taken  for  the  secuiity  of  the  re- 
spe6live  citizens  of  the  contradling  parties,  and  to  prevent  U^eir  sulTer- 
iug  injuries  by  the  men  of  war  or  privateers  of  either  party,  all  com- 
manders of  ships  of  war  and  privateers,  and  all  others  the  said  citizens, 
shall  forbear  doing  any  damage  to  those  of  the  other  party,  or  commit- 
ting any  outrage  against  them,  and  if  they  adl  to  the  contrary  they  shall 
be  punishc/l,  and  snail  also  be  bound  in  their  persons  and  estates  to 
make  satisfaction  and  reparation  for  all  damages  and  the  interest  there- 
of, of  whatever  nature  the  said  damages  may  be.  ^ 

For  tliis  cause  all  commanders  of  privateers,  before  they  receive  their 
commission^i,  shall  hereafter  be  obliged  to  give  before  a  competent 
jud^^e,  sufficient  security  by^t  least  two  responsible  sureties,  who  have 
no  interest  in  the  said  privateer,  each  of  whom,  together  with  the  said 
commander,  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  bound  in  the  sum  of  seven 
thou  sand  dolisffs  or  thirty-six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty  francs, 
or  if  such  snips  be  provided  with  above  one  hundred  and  fifty  seamen 
or  soldiers,  in  the  sum  of  fourteen  thousand  dollars  or  seventy -three 
tiiousand  six  hundred  and  forty  francs^  to  satisfy  all  damages  and  inju 
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ric3,  which  the  said  privateer,  or  her  officers,  or  men,  or  uny  of  them, 
tnay  do  or  commit  during  their  cruise,  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  this 
convention  or  to  the  laws  and  instru6lions  for  regulating  their  conduct; 
and  further,  that  in  all  cases  of  aggressions  the  said  commission  sliall  be 
revoked  and  annulled* 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 
When  the  ships  of  war  of  the  two  contracting  parlies,  or  thoss  be- 
longing to  their  citizens  which  are  armed  in  war,  shall  be  admitted  to 
enter  with  their  prizes  the  ports  of  either  of  the  two  parties,  the  said 
public  or  private  ships,  ^s  well  as  their  prizes,  shall  not  be  obliged  to 
pay  any  duty  either  to  the  officers  of  the  place,  the  judges  or  any  others  ; 
nor  shall  such  prizes,  when  they  come  to  and  enter  the  ports  of  either 
party,  be  arrested  or  seized,  nor  shall  the  officers  of  the  place  make 
examination  concerning  the  lawfulness  of  such  prizes  ;  but  they  may 
hoist  sail  at  any  time  and  depart  and  carry  their  prizes  to  the  places 
expressed  in  their  commissions,  which  the  commanders  of  such  ships 
of  war  shall  be  obliged  to  shew.  It  is  always  understood  that  the  sti- 
pulations of  this  article  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  privileges  of  the 
most  favored  nation. 

ARTICLE    XXV. 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  foreign  privateers  who  have  commis- 
sions from  any  prince  or  state  in  enmity  with  either  nation,  to  fit  their 
ships  in  the  ports  of  either  nation,  to  sell  tfceir  prizes,  or  in  any  manner 
to  exchange  them ;  neither  shall  they  be  allowed  to  purchase  provi- 
sions, except  such  as  shall  be  necessary  for  their  going  to  the  next  port 
of  that  prince  or  state,  from  which  they  have  received  their  commis- 
sions. ARTICLE  XXVI. 

It  is  further  agreed,  that  both  the  said  contracting  parties  shall  not 
only  refuse  to  receive  any  pirates  into  any  of  their  ports,  havens  or 
towns,  or  permit  any  of  their  inhabitants  to  receive,  protecl,  harbor, 
eonceal  or  assist  them  in  any  manner,  but  will  bring  to  condign  punish* 
ment  all  such  inhabitants  as  shall  be  guilty  of  such  a6ls  or  offences. 

And  all  their  ships,  with  the  goods  or  merchandises  taken  by  them 
and  brought  into  the  port  of  either  of  the  said  parties,  shall  be  seized 
as  far  as  they  can  be  discovered,  and  shall  be  restored  to  the  owners  or 
their  fadtors  or  agents  duly  authorized  by  them  (proper  evidence  being 
first  given  before  competent  judges  for  proving  the  property)  even  in 
case  such  effedts  should  have  passed  into  other  hands  by  sale,  if  it  be 
proved  that  the  buyers  knew  or  had  good  reason  to  believe,  or  suspect 
that  they  had  been  piratically  taken. 

ARTICLE  XXVn. 

Neither  party  will  intermeddle  in  the  fisheries  of  the  other  on  its 
coasts,  nor  disturb  the  other  in  the  exercise  of  the  rights  which  it  now 
holds  ormay  acquire  on  the  coast  of  Newfoundland,  in  the  Gulph  of  ht. 
Lawrence,  or  elsewhere,  on  the  American  coast,  northward  of  the 
United  States,  But  the  whale  and  seal-fisheries  shall  be  free  to  both 
in  every  quarter  of  the  world. 

This  convention  shall  be  ratified  on  both  si»:les  in  due  form,  and  the 
ratifications  exchanged  in  the  space  of  six  months  or  sooner  if  possible. 

In  faith  whereof  the  respective  plenipotentiaries  have  signed  the 
above  articles  bothin  the  French  andEnglUh  languages^  and  they  have

thereto  afllxftcl  their  seals ;  declaring  nevertheless  that  the  sigmng  cq 
the  two  languages  sliall  not  be  brought  into  precedent,  nor  in  any  way 
operate  to  the  prejudice  of  either  party.

WHEREAS  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  did  by  their  resolution, 
on  the  third  day  of  this  present  month  of  February 9  two  thiras  of  Uie 
Senators  then  present  concurring,  consent  to  and  advise  the  ratification 
of  the  said  convention  :  Provided  the  second  article  be  expui^d,  and 
that  the  following  article  be  added  or  inserted  :  '^  It  is  agreed  that  the 
present  convention  shall  be  in  force  for  the  term  of  eight  years  from 
the  time  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications." 

Now  TBSREPORE,  1  Johu  AdamS)  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America^  having  seen  ^nd  considered  the  convention  and  additional  ar- 
ticle above  recited,  do,  in  pursuance  of  the  aforesaid  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  of  the  said  United  States,  by  these  presents  accept,  rati* 
fy  and  confirm  the  said  Convention  and  additional  article  and  every 
clause  and  article  thereof,  as  the  same  are  herein  before  set  forth,  sav- 
ing and  excepting  the  second  article  of  the  said  Convention,  which  I 
hereby  declare  to  be  expunged  and  of  no  force  or  validity  :  And  I  do 
moreover  hereby  declare,  that  the  said  Convention,  saving  the  seccnd 
article  as  aforesaid,  and  the  said  additional  article  form  together  one 
instrument,  and  are  a  Convention  between  the  United  States  of  Ame- 
rica, and  the  French  Republic,  made  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  thereof. 

At  the  City  of  Washington^  this  eighteenth  day  cf  February y  in  thej€arofi,ur 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  one* 

And  whereas  the  said  Convention  was  on  the  other  part  ratified 
and  confirmed  by  the  first  Consul  of  France  in  the  form  of  which  the 
following  is  a  translation  from  the  French  language,  to  wit : 

^^  Bonaparte,  First  Consul,  in  the  name  of  the  French  people — the 
Consuls  oi  the  Republic,  having  seen  and  examined  the  Convention 
concluded,  agreed  to,  and  si^^ned  at  Paris,  the  30th  of  September,  180J, 
by  the  citizens  Joseph  Bonaparte,  Fleuricu  and  Rxderer,  counsellor^ 
of  state,  in  virtue  of  the  full  powers  which  have  been  given  to  them  to 
this  efiect,  with  Messieurs  Ellsworth,  Davie,  and  Murray,  ministers 
plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States,  equally  furnished  with  full  powers, 
the  tenor  of  which  convention  follows  :"  IHerefoiiotvs  a  copy  of  tae 
Convention  in  the  French  language*'] 

"  Approves  the  above  Convention  in  all  and  each  of  the  articles  whic!i 
are  therein  contained  ;  declares  that  it  is  accepted,  ratified  and  con- 
firmed, and  promises  that  it  shall  be  inviolably  observed. 

"1  he  government  of  the  United  States  having  added  in  its  ratifica- 
tion, that  the  Convention  should  be  in  force  for  the  space  of  cijrl.: 
yeurs,  and  having  omitted  the  second  article,  the  government  of  tnz 
French  republic  consents  to  accept,  ratify  and  confirm  the  above  cnn- 
\ciition,  with  the  addition  importing  that  the  Convention  shall  be  in 
force  for  the  space  of  eight  y^ars,  and  with  the  retrenchment  of  the  sc« 
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cond  article ;  Provided  that  by  this  retrenchment  the  two  states  re- 
nounce the  respective  pretensions,  which  are  the  obje6lof  the  said  ar^ 
tide."  ^ 

WHICH  ratifications  were  duly  exchanged  at  Paris,  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  July,  in  the  presei^t  year,  and  having  been  so  exchanged 
>vere  again  submitted  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  who  on  the 
nineteenth  day  of  the  present  month  resolved  that  they  considered  the 
said  Convention  as  fully  ratified,  and  returned  the  same  to  the  Presi- 
dent for  the  usual  promulgation.*

Made  and  entered  into  by  Andrew  and  Thomas  Lewis,  Esquires,  CommiS" 
sionersfoTj  and  in  behalf  of  the  United  States  o/"  North- America,  of  the 
one  part  J  and  Capt.  White  Eyes,  Capt.  John  Kill  Buck,  jumory  and  Captm 
FifCj  Deputies  and  Chief  Men  of  the  Delaware  Nation^  Mr  ot/icr/ar^ 

ARTICLE     I. 

THAT  all  offences  or  a6ts  of  hostilities  by  one,jor  either  of  the  con* 
tra6ttng  parties  against  the  other,  be  mutually  forgiven,  and  bu<^ 
riedin  the  depth  of  oblivion,  never  more  to  be  had  in  remembrance. 

ARTICLE  IL 
That  a  perpetual  peace  and  friendship  shall  from  henceforth  take 
place,  and  subsist  between  the  contracting  parties  a£brM»aid,  through  all 
succeeding  generations  t  And  if  either  of  the  parties  are  engaged  in  a 
just  and  necessary  war  with  any  other  nation  or  nations,  that  then  each 
shall  assist  the  other  in  due  proportion  to  their  abilities,  till  their  ene- 
mies are  brought  to  reasonable  terms  of  accommodation  :  And  that  if 
either  of  them  shall  discover  any  hostile  designs  forming  against  the 
other,  they  shall  give  the  earliest  notice  thereoi^  thattimeous  measures 
may  be  taken  to  prevent  their  ill  effect. 

ARTICLE  Iir^ 
And  whereas  the  United  States  are  engaged  in  a  just  and  necessary 
war,  in  defence  and  support  of  life,  liberty  and  independence,  against

tra6ling  parties,  and  as  the  most  practicable  way  for  the  troops  of  the 
United  States  to  some  of  the  posts  and  forts  is  by  passing  throagh  the 
country  of  the  Delaware  nation,  the  aforesaid  deputies,  on  behalf  of  them- 
selves and  their  nation,  do  hereby  stipulate  and  agree  to  give  a  free  pas- 
sage through  their  country  to  the  troops  aforesaid,  and  the  same  to  con- 
duel  by  the  nearest  and  best  ways  to  the  posts,  forts  or  towns  of  the  en- 
emies of  the  United  States,  affording  to  said  troops  such  supplies  of  com, 
meat,  horses,  or  whatever  may  be  in  their  power  for  the  accommodation 
of  such  troops,  on  the  commanding  officer's,  &c.  paying,  or  engaging 
to  pay,  the  full  value  of  whatever  they  can  supply  them  with.  And 
the  said  deputies,  on  the  behalf  of  their  nation,  engage  to  join  the 
troops  of  the  United  States  aforesaid,  with  such  a  number  of  their  best 
and  most  expert  warriors  as  they  can  spare,  consistent  with  their  own 
safety,  and  aCl  in'  concert  with  them ;  and  for  the  better  security  erf  the 
old  men,  women  and  children  of  the  aforesaid  nation,  whilst  their  war- 
riors are  engaged  against  the  common  enemy,  it  is  agreed  on  the  part 
of  the  Onited  States,  that  a  fort  of  sufficient  strength  and  capacity  be 
built  at  the  expence  of  the  said  states,  with  such  assistance  as  it  may 
be  in  tlie  power  of  the  said  Delaware  Nation  to  give,  in  the  most  con- 
venient place,  and  advantageous  situation^  as  shall  be  agreed  on  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  troops  aforesaid,  with  the  advice  and  concur- 
rence of  the  deputies  of  the  aforesaid  Delaware  Nation,  which  fort  shaTl 
be  garrisoned  by  such  a  number  of  the  troops  of  the  United  States,  as 
the  commanding  officer  can  spare  for  the  present,  and  hereafter  by 
such  numbers,  as  the  wise  men  of  the  United  States  in  council^  shall 
think  most  conducive  to  the  common  good* 

ARTICLK   IV- 

For  the  better  security  of  the  peace  and  friendship  now  entered  into  by 
the  contracting  parties,  against  all  infractions  of  the  same  by  the  citizens 
of  either  party,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  other,  neither  party  shall  proceed 
to  the  inEiction  of  punishments  on  the  citizens  of  the  other,  otherwise 
than  by  securing  the  offender  or  offenders  by  imprisonment,  or  any  o- 
ther  competent  means,  till  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  can  be  had  by  the 
judges  or  juries  of  both  parties,  as  near  as  can  be  to  the  laws,  customs 
and  usages  of  the  contradting  parties  and  natural  justice  :  The 
mode  of  such  trials  to  be  hereafter  fixed  by  the  wise  men  of  the 
United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  with  the  assistance  of  such  de- 
puties of  the  Delaware  Nation,  as  may  be  appointed  to  a6l  in  concert 
with  them  in  adjusting  this  matter  to  their  mutual  liking.  And  it  is 
further  agreed  between  the  parties  aipresaid,  that  neither  shall  enter- 
tain or  give  countenance  to  the  enemies  of  the  other, or  proteCl  in  their 
respective  statps,  criminal  fugitives,  servants  or  slaves,  but  the  same  to 
apprehend,  and  secure  and  deliver  to  the  state  or  states,  to  which  such 
enemies,  criminals,  servants  or  slaves  respec\ively  belong* 

ARTICLE     V. 

Whereas  the  confederation  entered  into  by  the  Delaware  Nation  and 
the  United  States,  renders  the  first  dependant  on  the  latter  for  ail  the 
articles  of  clothing,  utensils  and  impkme^ts  of  war,  and  it  is  judged 
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Bot  only  reasonable,  but  indtspensibly  necessary,  that  the  aforesaid 
Nation  be  supplied  with  such  articles  from  time  to  time,  as  far  as  the 
United  States  may  have  it  in  their  power,  by  a  well-regulated  trade, 
under  the  condu6\  of  an  intelligent,  candid  agent,  with  an  adequate  sa<^ 
lary,  one  more  influenced  by  the  love  of  his  country,  and  a  constant  at« 
tentiontothe  duties  of  his  department  by  promoting  the  common  inte* 
rest,  than  the  sinister  purposes  of  converting  and  binding  all  the  duties 
of  his  ofiice  to  his  private  emolument :  Convinced  of  the  necessity  of 
such  measures,  the  Commissioners  of  the  United  States,  at  the  earn- 
est solicitation  of  the  deputies  aforesaid,  have  engaged  in  behalf  of  the 
United  States,  that  such  a  trade  shall  be  afforded  sadd  Nation,  condu6l- 
ed  on  such  principles  of  mutual  interest  as  the  wisdom  of  the  United 
States  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  think  most  conducive  to  adopt  for 
their  mutual  convenience* 

ARTICLE     VI. 

Whereas  the  enemies  of  the  United  States  have  endeavored,  by  ev- 
ery artifice  in  their  power,  to  possess  the  Indians  in  general  with  an  opin- 
ion, that  it  is  the  design  of  the  States  aforesaid,  to  extirpate  the  Indians 
and  take  possesion  of  their  country  :  To  obviate  such  false  suggestion, 
the  United  States  do  engage  to  guarantee  to  the  aforesaid  nation  of 
Delawares,  and  their  heirs,  all  their  territorial  rights  in  the  fullest  and 
most  ample  manner,  as  it  hath  been  bounded  by  former  treaties,  as 
iong  as  they  the  said  Delaware  nation  shall  abide  by,  and  hold  fast  the 
chain  of  friendship  now  entered  into.  And  it  is  further  agreed  on  be- 
tween the  contracting  parties  (should  it  for  the  future  be  found  condu- 
cive for  the  mutual  interest  of  both  parties)  to  invite  any  other  tribes 
-vvho  have  been  friends  to  the  interest  of  the  United  States,  to  join  the 
present  confederation,  and  to  form  a  state  whereof  the  Delaware  nation 
shall  be  the  head,  and  have  a  representation  in  Congress  :  Provi4ed, 
nothing  contained  in  this  article  to  be  considered  as  conclusive  until  it 
meets  with  the  approbation  of  Congress.  And  it  is  also  the  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  article,  that  no  proteclion  or  countenance  shall  be 
afforded  to  any  who  arc  at  present  our  enemies,  by  which  they  might 
escape  the  punishment  they  deserve. 

Done  at  Fort-Fitty  September  seventeenth^  anno  Domini  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seventy- eight.

•Concludid  at  Fort  M^Intosh^  the  twenty-Jirst  day  of  January^  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-jive^  between  the  Commissioners  FienipotentiO" 
ry  of  the  Unji^ed  SYArKs  of  Amkrica  of  the  one  party  and  the  Sachems 
and  Warriors  of  the  Wiandot,  Delaware,  Chippawa,  (2n(/ Ottawa  nations 
of  the  other. 

TlU£  Commissioners  Plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  give  peace  to  the  Wiandot,  Delaware,  Chippawa 
and  Ottawa  nations  of  Indians,  on  the  following  conditions. 

ARTICLE  I. 
Thr££  chiefs, one  from  among  the  Wiandot,  and  two  from  among 
the  Delaware  nations,  shall  be  delivered  up  to  the  commissioners  of  the 
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TJnited  States,  to  be  by  them  retained  till  all  the  prisonersi  white  and 
black)  taken  by  the  said  nations,  or  any  of  tkeni)  shall  be  restored* 

ARTICLE     11. 

The  said  Indian  nations  do  acknonvledge  themselres  and  all  their 
tribes  to  be  under  the  proteclion  of  the  United  States>  and  of  no  other 
■OTereign  whatsoever* 

ARTICLE    in. 

Th^  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  the  Wiandot  and 
Delaware  nations,  shall  begin  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Cayahoga,  ai^ 
run  thence  up  the  said  river  to  the  portage  between  that  and  the  Tus« 
carawas  branch  of  Muskingum ;  then  down  the  said  branch  to  the  forks 
at  the  crossing  place  above  Fort  Lawrence  ;  then  westerly  to  the  por- 
tage of  the  big  Miami,  which  runs  into  the  Ohio,  at  the  mouth  of  which 
branch  the  fort  stood  which  was  taken  by  the  Fi-ench  in  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  iifty-two;  then  along  the  said  portage  to  the  Great 
Miami  or  Ome  river,  and  down  the  south-east  side  of  the  same  to  its 
mouth  ;  thence  along  the  south  shore  of  lake  Erie,  to  the  mouth  of  Cay* 
ahoga  where  it  began. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  United  States  allot  all  the  lands  contained  within  the  said  lines 
lo  the  Wiandot  and  Delaware  nations,  to  live  and  to  hunt  on,  and  to 
such  of  the  Ottawa  nation  as  now  live  thereon ;  saving  and  reserving  for 
the  establishment  of  trading  posts,  six  miles  square  at  the  mouth  of 
Miami  or  Ome  river,  and  the  same  at  the  portage  on  that  branch  of  the 
big  Miami  which  runs  into  the  Ohio,  and  the  same  on  the  lake  of  San- 
duske  where  the  fort  formerly  stood,  and  also  two  miles  square  on  each 
side  of  the  lower  rapids  of  Sanduske  river,  which  posts  and  the  lands 
annexed  to  them,  shall  be  to  the  use  and  under  the  government  of  the 
United  States. 

ARTICLE  V. 

If  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  other  person  not  being  an  In- 
dian, shall  attempt  to  settle  on  any  of  the  lands  allotted  to  the  Wiandot 
and  Delaware  nations  in  this  treaty,  except  on  the  lands  reserved  to  the 
United  states  in  the  preceding  article,  such  person  shall  forfeit  the  pro- 
te6lion  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Indians  may  punish  him  as  they 
please.  ARTICLE  VJ. 

The  Indians  who  sign  this  treaty,  as  well  in  behalf  of  all  their  tribes 
as  of  themselves,  do  acknowledge  the  lands  east,  south  and  west  of  the 
lines  described  in  the  third  article,  so  far  as  the  said  Indians  formerly 
claimed  the  same,  to  belong  to  the  United  States;  and  none  of  their  tribes 
shall  presume  to  settle  upon  the  same,  or  any  part  of  it. 

ARTICLE     VIL 

The  post  of  Detroit,  with  a  distri€l  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river  Rosine,  on  the  west  end  of  lake  Erie,  and  running  west  six  mile:^ 
up  the  southern  bank  of  the  said  river,  thence  northerly  and  always  six 
miles  west  olUhe  strait,  till  it  strikes  the  lake  St.  Clair,  shall  be  alsa 
reserved  to  the  sole  use  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE    VIIL 

In  the  same  manner  the  p©st  of  Michillimachenac  with  its  dependent 
eles  and  twelve  miles  square  about  the  same,  shall  b«  reserved  to  the 
use  of  the  United  States. 


ARTICLE  IX. 
If  any  Indian  or  Indians  shall  commit  a  robbery  or  murder  on  any 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  the  tribe  to  which  such  offenders  may  be« 
long,  shall  be  bound  to  deliver  them  up  at  the  nearest  post,  to  be  pun* 
ished  according  to  the  ordinances  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  X. 
The  Commissioners  of  the  United  Stat^-S)  in  pursuance  of  the  humane 
and  liberal  views  of  Congress,  upon  this  treaty's  being  signed,  wUl  di- 
ve6l  goods  to  be  distributed  among  thediHcrent  tribes  for  their  use  and 
comfort. 

SEPARATE  ARTICLE. 
It  is  agreed  that  the  Delaware  chiefs,  Kelelamand  or  lieutenant  colo- 
nel Henry,  Hengue  Pushees  or  the  Big  Cat,  Wicocalind  or  captain 
White  Eyes,  who  took  up  the  hatcjiet  for  the  United  States,  and  their 
families,  shall  be  received  into  the  Delaware  nation,  in  the  same  situa- 
tion and  rank  as  before  the  war,  and  enjoy  their  due  portions  of  the 
lands  given  to  the  Wiandot  and  Delaware  nations  in  this  treaty,  as  ful- 
ly as  if  they  had  not  taken  part  with  Americai  or  as  any  other  penum 
or  persons  in  the  said  nations.

ARTICLE  I. 

THREE  hostages  shall  be  immediately  delivered  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, to  remain  in  the  possession  of  the  United  States,  until  all 
the  prisoners,  white  and  black,  taken  in  the  late  war  from  among  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  by  the  Shawanoc  nation,  or  by  any  other 
Indian  or  Indians  residing  in  their  towns,  slutll  be  restored. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Shawanoc  nation  do  acknowledge  the  United  States  to  be  the 

sole' and  absolute  sovereigns  of   all  the  territory  ceded  to  them  by  a 

treaty  of  peace,  made  between  them  and  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  the 

fourteenth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- four. 

ARTICLE  HI. 
If  any  Indian  or  Indians  of  the  Shawanoe  nation,or  any  other  Indian 
or  Indians  residing  in  their  towns,  shall  commit  murder  or  robbery  on^ 
or  do  any  injury  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them, 
that  nation  shall  deliver  such  offender  or  offenders  to  the  officer  com* 
manding  the  nearest  pest  of  the  United  States,  to  be  punished  according 
to  the  ordinances  of  Congress;  and  in  like  manner,  any  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  who  shall  do  an  injury  to  any  Indian  of  the  Shawanoe 
nation^  or  to  ^y  other  Indian  or  Indians  residing  in  their  towns,  and 
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under  their  protection,  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
United  State  s.^ 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Shawanoe  nation  having  knowledge  of  the  intention  of  any  na- 
tion or  body  of  Indkins  to  make  war  on  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  their  counselling  together  fori/that  purpose,  and  negle6hn^ 
to  give  information  thereof  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  ne&rcbt 
post  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  considered  as  pailies  in  such  war, 
and  be  punished  accordingly :  And  the  United  States  shall  in  like  man- 
ner inform  the  Shawanoes  of  anv  injury  designed  against  them. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  United  States  do  grant  peace  to  the  Shawanoe  nation,  anddo  re- 
ceive them  into  their  friendship  and  prote61ion* 

ARTICLE    Vl. 

The  United  States  do  allot  to  the  Shawanoe  nation,  lands  within 
their  territory  to  live  and  hunt  upon,  beginning  at  the  south  line  of 
the  lands  allotted  to  the  Wiandols  and  Delaware  nations,  at  the  place 
where  the  main  branch  of  the  great  Miami,  which  falls  into  the  Ohio, 
interse6ls  said  line  ;  then  down  the  river  Miami,  to  the  fork  of  that  riv- 
er next  below  the  old  fort  which  was  taken  by  the  French  in  one  thou« 
sand  seven  hundred  and  fifty -two  ;  thence  due  west  to  the  river  de  la 
Pause;  then  down  ttiat  river  to  the  river  Wabash,  beyond  which  lines 
none  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  shall  settle,  nor  disturb  the 
Shawanoes  in  their  settlement  and  possessions  ;  and  the  Shawanoes  do 
relinquish  to  the  United  States,  all  title,  or  pretence  of  title,  they  ever 
had  to  the  lands  east,  west  and  south,  of  the  east,  west  and  south  lines 
before  described. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

If  any  citizen  or  citizens  of  the  United  States,  shall  presume  tosettjs 
upon  the  lands  allotted  to  the  Shawanoes  by  this  treaty,  he  or  they  shall 
be  put  out  of  the  protection  of  the  United  States.

Made  at  ForUHarmar^  bttivccn  Arthur  St.  Clair,  Governor  of  the  Territory 
of  the  United  States  No7-th-Ji''cst  of  the  River  Ohio^  and  Commissicr^r 
yiehipotentiary  of  the  United  Stutcs  of  America  ;for  removing  all  Cavses  rf 
Controvcrsjy  regulating  Trade^  and  settling  Bjundaries^  vjith  the  Inci^^zi 
Nations  in  the  Northern  Department^  of  the  the  one  part ;  and  the  Sa- 
chems and  Warriors  of  the  Wyandot,  Delaware,  Oltawa,  Chippewa, 
Pattawatima  and  Sac  Nations,  on  the  other  part* 

ARTICLE     I. 

WHEREAS  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  did  by  their 
Commissioners  George  Rogers  Clark,  Richard  Butler,  and 
Arthur  Lee,  Esquires,  duly  appointed  for  that  purpose, at  a  Treaty  hul- 
den  with  the  Wiundot,  Delaware,  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  nations,  at  Fort 
M'Intosh,  0.1  the  tvventy-iirst  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eif^hty-five,  conclude  a  peace  with  the 
Wianclots,  Delawares,  Otta^Vi^s  and  Chippewas,  and  take  them  inio 
their  friendship  and  protctlion :  And  whereas  at  the  said  treaty  it  was 
stipulated  that  all  prisoners  that  Iwid  been  made  by  those  nations;  ord- 
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thcr  of  them,  should  be  delivered  up  to  the  United  States.  And  where- 
as  the  said  nations  have  now  agreed  to  and  with  the  aforesaid  Arthur 
St«  Clair,  to  renew  and  confirm  all  the  engagements  they  had  made  with 
the  United  States  of  America,  at  the  before  mentioned  treaty,  except  so 
far  as  arc  altered  by  these  presents.  And  there  are  now  in  the  pos- 
session of  some  individuals  of  these  nations,  certain  prisoners,  who  have 
been  taken  by  others  not  in  peace  with  the  said  United  States,  or  in  vi- 
olation of  the  treaties  subsisting  between  the  United  States  and  them ; 
the  said  nations  agree  to  deliver  up  all  the  prisoners  now  in  their  hands 
(by  what  means  soever  tlicy  may  have  come  into  their  possession)  to 
the  said  Governor  St.  Clair,  at  Fort  Harmar,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the 
officer  commanding  there,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  ;  and  for 
the  true  performance  of  this  agreement  they  do  now  agree  to  deliver 
into  his  hands,  two  persons  of  the  Wiandot  nation,  to  be  retained  in  the 
hands  of  the  United  States  as  hostages,  until  the  said  prisoners  are  re- 
stored ;  after  which  they  shall  be  sent  back  to  their  nation^ 

ARTICLE  II. 

And  whereas  at  the  before  mentioned  treaty  it  was  agreed  between 
the  United  States  and  said  nations,  that  a  boundary  line  should  be  fixed 
between  the  lands  of  those  nations  and  the  territory  of  the  United  States  ; 
which  boundary  is  as  follows,  viz.— 'Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Caya- 
hi>?;a  river,  and  running  thence  up  the  said  river  to  the  portage  between 
tiiat  and  the  Tuscaravva  branch  of  jMuskingum,  then  down  the  syid 
branch  to  the  forks  at  the  crossing-place  above  fort  Lawrence,  tlience 
westerly  to  the  portage  on  that  brancli  of  the  Big  Miami  river  which 
runs  into  the  Ohio,  at  tUe  mouth  of  which  branch  the  fort  stood  which 
was  taken  by  the  French  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fifty-two,  then  along  the  said  portage  to  the  Great  Miami 
orOmie  river,  and  down  the  south-east  side  of  the  same  to  its  mouth  ; 
thence  along  the  southern  shore  of  Lake  Erie  to  the  mouth  of  Cayahoga, 
where  it  began.  And  the  said  Wiandot,  Delaware,  Ottawa  and  Chip- 
pewa nations,  for  and  inconii'leration  of  the  peace  then  granted  to  them 
by  the  said  United  St.itcs,  aud  the  presents  they  then  received,  as  well 
as  of  a  quantity  of  goods  to  the  value  of  six  thousand  dollars,  now  de- 
livered to  them  by  the  said  Artliur  St.  Clair,  the  receipt  whereof  they 
do  hereby  acknowledge,  do  by  these  presents  renew  and  confirm  ihe  si- id 
boundary  line  ;  to  the  end  that  the  same  may  remain  as  a  division  line 
between  the  lands  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  lands  of 
said  nations,  forever.  And  the  undersigned  Indians  do  hereby  in  their 
own  names,  and  the  names  of  their  respeciive  nations  and  tribes,  their 
heirs  and  descendants,  for  the  considerai ion  above  mentioned,  release, 
quit  claim,  relinquish  and  cede  to  the  said  United  States,  all  the  land 
east,  south  and  west  of  the  lines  above  described,  so  far  as  the  said  In- 
dians formed v  claimed  the  same  ;  for  them  the  said  United  States  to 
have  and  to  hold  the  same  in  true  and  abbolute  propriety  forever. 

ARTICLE     HI. 

The  United  States  of  America  do  by  these  presents  relinquish  and  quit 
claim  to  the  said  nations  respectively,  ail  tiie  lands  lyiiig  oetwcen  t!:e 
limits  above  de^scribcd,  for  tnem  the  said  Indians  to  live  and  hunt  upon, 
and  otherwise  to  occupy  as  they  shall  see  fit :  But  tne  said  nations,  or 
cither  pftlicm,  shall  not  bj  at  liberty  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same,  or  any 
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part  thereof,  to  any  sovereign  power,  except  the  United  States;  nor  to 
the  subje6l9or  cjtizensof  any  other  sovereign  povrer,  nor  to  the  subjcfii 
or  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE     IV. 

It  is  agreed  between  the  said  United  States  and  the  said  nations, thai 
the  individuals  of  sai&  nations  shall  be  at  liberty  to  hunt  within  the 
territory  ceded  to  the  United  States,  without  hindrance  or  molcslatioi., 
so  long  as  they  demean  themselves  peaceably,  and  offer  no  injury  w 
annoyance  to  any  of  the  subje^l^  or  citizens  of  the  said  United  States. 

ARTICLE  V. 

It  is  agreed  that  if  any  Indian  or  IndisUis  of  the  nations  before  men- 
tioned, shall  commit  a  murder  or  robbery  on  any  of  the  citizens  of  ihc 
United  States,  the  nation  or  tribe  to  which  the  offender  belongs,  on 
complaint  being  made,  shall  deliver  up  the  person  or  persons  complain- 
ed of,  at  the  nearest  post  of  the  United  States ;  to  the  end,  that  he  or 
they  may  be  tried,  and  if  found  guilty,  punished  according  tothete 
established  in  the  territory  of  the  United  States  north-west  of  the  river 
Ohio,  for  the  punishment  of  such  offences,  if  the  same  shall  havebtca 
committed  within  the  sadd  territory  ;  or  according  to  the  laws  of  tl  c 
state  v/here  the  offence  may  have  been  committed,  if  the  same  has 
happened  in  any  of  the  United  States.  In  like  manner,  if  any  subject 
or  citizen  of  the  United  States  shall  commit  murder  or  robbery  on  any 
Indian  or  Indians  of  the  said  natioos,  upon  complaint  being  made  there- 
of, he  or  they  shall  be  arrested,  tried  and  punished  agreeable  to  ihc 
laws  of  the  state  or  of  the  territory  wherein  the  offence  was  committed  j 
that  nothing  may  interrupt  the  peace  and  harmony  now  established  U- 
tween  the  United  States  and  said  nations. 

ARTICLE    VL 

And  Whereas  the  pra6\icc  of  stealing  horses  has  prevailed  very  jDu:h, 
to  the  great  disquiet  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  if  per- 
sisted in,  cannot  fail  to  involve  both  the  United  States  of  America  and 
tJie  Indians  in  endless  animosity,  it  is  agreed  that  it  sh^I  be  put  an  en- 
tire stop  to  on  both  sides;  nevertheless,shouldsome  individuals,in  defiance 
of  this  agreement,  and  of  the  laws  provided  against  such  offences,contiauc 
to  make  depredations  ofthat  nature,  the  person  convicled  thereof  shall 
be  punished  with  the  utmost  severity  the  laws  of  the  respective  slates, 
or  territory  of  the  United  States  north-west  of  the  Ohio,  where  the 
offence  may  have  been  committed,  will  admit  of :  And  all  horses  S3 
stolen,  either  by  the  Indians  from  the  citizens  or  subjects  of  the  UnitcJ 
States,  or  by  the  citizens  or  subjedls  of  the  United  States  from  any  of 
the  Indian  nations,  may  be  reclaimed,  into  whose  possession  soever  thtv 
may  have  passed,  and,  upon  due  proof, shall  be  restored;  any  saLsiu 
market  overt,  notwithstanding.  And  the  ciVil  magistrates  in  the  Lull- 
ed States  respectively,  and  in  the*  territory  of  the  United  States  north- 
west of  the  Ohio,  shall  give  all  necessary  aid  and  protcdlion  to  Indi^i 
claiming  such  stolen  horses. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

Trade  shall  be  opened  with  the  said  nations,  and  tliey  do  hereby  re- 

speClively  engage   to  afford  protection  to  the  persons  and  proptity  c: 

Ruch  as  may  be  duly  licensed  to  reside  among  t|iem  for  the  purposes 

of  trade,  and  to  their  agents,  fu^lors  and  servants  ;  but  no  person  shall 
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be  permitted  to  reside  at  their  towns,  or  at  ihcir  hunting  camps,  as  a 
trader,  who  is  not  furnished  with  a  license  for  that  purpose,  under  the 
hand  and  seal  of  the  Governor  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States 
north-west  of  the  Ohio,  for  the  time  being,  or  under  the  hand  and  seal 
of  one  of  his  deputies  for  the  management  of  Indian  aflFairs  •;  to  the  end 
that  they  may  not  be  imposed  upon  in  their  traffic*  And  if  any  person 
or  persons  shall  intrude  themselves  without  such  license,  they  promise 
to  apprehend  him  or  them,  and  to  bring  them  to  the  said  Governor,  or 
one  of  his  deputies,  for  the  purpose  before  mentioned,  to  be  dealt  with 
according  to  law :  And  that  they  may  be  defended  against  persons  who 
might  attempt  to  forge  such  licenses,  they  further  engage  to  give  in- 
formation to  the  said  Governor,  or  one  of  his  deputies,  of  the  names 
of  all  traders  residing  among  them  from  time  to  time>  and  at  least  once 
in  every  year*  ARTICLE    VIII. 

Should  any  nation  of  Indians  meditate  a  war  against  the  United 
States,  or  cither  of  them,  and  the  same  shall  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  before  mentioned  nations,  or  either  of  them,  they  do  hereby  en- 
gage to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Governor,  or  in  his  absence 
to  the  officer  commanding  the  troops  of  the  United  States  at  the  near- 
est post.  And  sHould  any  nation  with  hostile  intentions  against  the  U- 
nited  States,  or  either  of  them,  attempt  to  pass  through  their  ct)untry,they 
will  endeavor  to  prevent  the  same,  and  in  like  manner  give  information 
of  such  attempt  to  the  said  Governor  or  commanding  officer,  as  soon 
PS  possible,  that  all  causes  of  mistrust  and  suspicion  may  be  avoided 
between  them  and  the  United  States :  In  like  manner  the  United  States 
shall  give  notice  to  the  said  Indian  nations,  of  any  harm  that  may  be 
meditated  against  them,  or  either  of  them,  that  shall  come  to  their 
knowledge  ;  and  do  all  in  their  power  to  hinder  and  prevent  the  same, 
that  the  friendship  between  them  may  be  uninterrupted. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

If  any  person  or  persons,  citizens  or  subjefls  of  the  United  Statesj^ 
or  any  other  person  not  being  an  Indian,  shall  presume  to  settle  upon 
the  lands  confirmed  to  the  said  nations,  he  and  they  shall  be  out  of  the 
prote6\iou  of  the  United  States  j  and  the  said  nations  may  punish 
him  or  them  in  such  manner  as  ther  see  fit. 

ARTICLE    X. 

The  United  States  renew  the  reservations  heretofore  made  in  the 
before  mentioned  treaty  at  Fort  M'Intosh,  for  the  establishment  of 
trading  posts,  in  n^sinner  and  form  following ;  that  is  to  say  :  Six  miles 
s^juare  at  the  mouth  of  the  Miami  or  Omie  river;  six  miles  square  at 
the  portage  upon  that  branch  of  the  Miami  which  runs  into  the  Ohio  ; 
six  miles  square  upon  the  lake  Sandusky  where  the  fort  formerly  stood  ; 
and  two  miles  square  upon  each  side  the  Lower  Rapids  on  Sandusky 
rlvcr>  which  posts,  and  the  lands  anyiexed  to  them,  shall  be  for  the  use 
and  under  the  government  of  the  Urited  States. 

ARTICLE     XI. 

The  post  at  Detroit,  with  a  district  of  land  beginning  at  the  mouth 
of  the  river  Rosine,  at  the  west  end  of  lake  Erie,  and  running  up  the 
southern  bank  of  said  rivv>r  six  miles  ;  thence  northerly,  and  always 
r>ix  miles  vrest  of  the  strait,  until  it  strikes  the  lake  St.  Clair,  shall  bo 
rc'^cjrvcd  for  the  use  of  the   United  States. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

In  like  manner  the  post  at  Michelimackinac,  with  its  dependencies, 
and  twelve  miles  square  about  the  same>  shall  be  reserved  to  the  sole 
use  of  the  United  Slates. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 

The  United  States  of  America  do  hereby  renew  and  confirm  the 
peace  and  friendship  entered  into  with  the  said  nations,  at  the  tretiiy 
before  mentioned,  held  at  Fort  Mcintosh  ;  and  the  said  nations  again 
acknowledge  themselves,  and  all  their  tribes,  to  be  undertime  protettioo 
of  the  said  United  Stales,  and  no  other  power  whatever. 

ARTICLE     XIV. 

The  United  States  of  America  do  also  receive  into  their  friendship 
and  prote6lion,  the  nations  of  the  Pattiwatinias  and  Sacs  ;  and  flu 
hereby  establish  a  league  of  peace  and  amity  between  them  respective- 
ly ;  and  all  the  articles  of  this  treaty,  so  far  as  they  apply  to  these  na- 
tions, are  to  be  considered  as  made  and  concluded  in  all,  and  every  part 
expressly  with  them  and  each  of  them. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

And  whereas  in  describing  the  boundary  before  mentioned,  the 
words,  if  stri61ly  constructed,  would  carry  it  from  tho  portage  on  tU: 
branch  of  the  Miami,  which  runs  into  the  Ohio,  over  to  the  river  Au- 
Glaize  ;  which  was  neither  the  intention  of  the  Indians,  nor  of  the  Com- 
missioners ;  it  is  hereby  declared,  that  the  line  shall  run  from  tlicsaid 
portage  directly  to  the  first  fork  of  the  Miami  river,  which  is  to  tk 
southward  and  eastward  of  the  Miami  village,  thence  down  the  mai'^ 
branch  of  the  Miami  river  to  the  said  village,  and  thence  down  tiui 
river  to  Lake  Erie,  and  along  the  margin  of  the  lake  to  the  place  cl 
beginning. 

JJont  al  ForuHarmar^  on  the  Muskingum^  the  ninth  day  of  Januarj^  it 
the  J  ear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine. 


Be  it  rememberedy  That  the  Wyandots  have  laid  claim  to  the  lactii 
that  were  granted  to  the  Shawanese,  at  the  treaty  held  at  the  Miaiiiii 
aiid  have  declared,  that  as  the  Shawanese  have  been  so  restless,  and 
caused  so  much  trouble,  both  to  them  and  to  the  United  States,  if  tbcf 
will  not  now  be  at  peace,  they  wjU  dispossess  them,  and  take  the  coun- 
try into  their  own  hands  ;  for  that  the  country  is  theirs  of  right,  anti 
the  Shawanese  are  only  living  upon  it  by  their  permission.  'Ihey  tui- 
ther  lay  claim  to  all  the  country  west  of  the  Miami  boundary,  fro.u 
the  village  to  the  lake  Erie,  and  declare  that  it  is  now  under  ihtirnuii- 
agcment  and  dire  Clio  n. 

SEPARATE  ARTICLE. 

Whereas  the  Wyandots  have  represented,  that  within  theiTeservation 

from  tlic  river  Rosine  along  the  strait,  they  have  two  villages  from 
\*hicli  tiiity  cannot  with  any  convenience  remove  ;  it  is  agreed,  tlj^i 
they  shall  remain  in  possession  of  the  same,  and  shall  not  be  ip  ^J 
WamK^r  distui'bcd  therein^ 
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Metv)e:n  tJit  UvitED  StAtEs  of  America^  and  the  Tribes  of  Indians  called 
tlie  Wyandots,  Pelavvares,  Shawanoes,  OttaT^as,  Chipewus,  Putawa- 
times,  Miainis,  Eel-river,  Weeas,  Kickapoos,  Piankashawi,  and 
Kaskaskias* 

TO  pwt  an  end  to  a  destruflive  war,  to  settle  all  controversies,  and 
to  restore  harmony  and  a  friendly  intercourse  between  the  said 
United  States,  and  Indian  tribes  ;  Anthony  Wayne,  major-general, 
commanding  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  sole  commissioner 
for  the  good  purposes  above  mentioned,  and  the  said  tribes  of  Indians, 
by  their  sachems,  chiefs,  and  warriors,  met  together  at  Greeneville,  the 
head-quarters  of  the  said  army,  have  agreed  on  the  following  articles, 
which,  when  ratified  by  the  President,  with  the  advice  and  content  of 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  binding  on  them  and  the  said 
Indian  tribes. 

.   ARTICLE     I. 

Henceforth  all  hostilities  shall  cease  ;  peace  is  hereby  established, 
and  shall  be  perpetuid  ;  and  a  friendly  intercourse  sh^U  take  place,  be« 
twccn  the  said  United  States  and  Indian  tribes. 

ARTICLE  IL 

All  prisoners  shall  on  both  sides  be  restored.  The  Indians,  prisoner* 
to  the  United  States,'shaU  be  immediately  set  at  liberty.  The  people  of 
the  United  States,  still  remaining  prisoners  among  the  Indians,  shall  be 
delivered  up  in  ninety  days  from  the  date  hereof,  to  the  general  or 
commanding  officer  at  Greeneville,  Fort  Wayne  or  Fort  Defiance ;  and 
ten  chiefs  of  the  said  tribes  shall  remain  atCreeneville  as  hostages,  uu- 
ill  the  delivery  of  the  prisoners  shall  be  effet\ed. 

ARTICLE     III. 

The  general  boundary  line  between  the  lands  of  the  United  States^ 
and  the  lands  of  the  said  Indian  tribes,  shall  begin  at  the  mouth  of  Ca* 
yahoga  riv^i',and  run  thence  up  the  same  to  the  portage  between  that 
and  the  Tuscarawas  branch  of  the  Muskingum  ;  thence  down  that 
branch  to  the  crossing  place  above  Fort  Lawrence  ;  thence  westerly  to  a 
fork  of  that  branch  of  the  great  Miami  river  running  into  the  Ohio,  at  or 
near  which  fork  stood  Loromie's  store,  and  where  commenced  the  por- 
tage between  the  Miami  of  the  Ohio,  and  St.  Mary's  river,  which  is  n, 
branch  of  the  Miami,  which  runa  into  Lake  Erie  ;  thence  a  westerly 
course  to  Fort  Recovery,  which  stands  on  a  branch  of  the  Wabash  ;  then 
south-westerly  in  a  direcl  line  to  the  Ohio,  so  as  to  interse6l  that  river 
opposite  the  mouth  of  Kentucke  or  Cuttawa  river.  And  in  considera- 
tion of  the  peace  now  established  ;  of  the  goods  formerly  received 
from  the  United  States  ;  of  those  now  to  be  delivered,  and  of  the  year- 
ly delivery  of  goods  now  stipulated  to  be  made  hereafter,  and  to  in- 
<<^mnify  the  United  States  for  the  injuries  and  expenses  they  have  sus-^ 
t/;ned  during  the  war  ;  the  said  Indian  tribes  do  hereby  cede  and  relin- 
q\iish  forever,  ail  their  claims  to  the  lands  lying  eastwardly  and  south- 
Wiirdly  of  tlie  general  boundary  line  now  described  ;  and  these  lands, 
or  any  part  of  them,  shall  never  hereafter  be  made  a  cause  or  pretence, 
(ji\  the  part  of  the  said  tribes  or  any  of  them,  of  war  or  injury  to  th^ 
United  States,  or  any  of  the  people  thereof. 
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And  for  the  same  considerations,  and  as  an  evidence  of  t!ic  rctuming 
friendship  of  the  said  Indian  tribes,   of  their  confidence  in  the  United 
Slates,  and  desire  to  provide  for  tlieir  accommodation,  and  for  ihatroc- 
venient  intercourse  which   will   be  beneficial  to  both  parties,  the  said 
Indian  tribes  do  also  cede  to  the  United  States  the  following  pieces  of 
land  ;  to  wit.     (1.)  One  piece  of  land  six  miles  square  at  or  near  Lc- 
romic*s  store  before  mentioned.     (3.)  One  piece  two  miles  •square  ai 
the    head  of  this   navigable  yrater  or  landing  on  the  St.  Mary's  river, 
pear  Girty's  town.     (3«)  One  piece  six  miles  square  at  the  head  of  the 
navig^able  water  of  the  Au-Glaize  river.  (4.)  One  piece  six  miles  square 
^t  the  cpnilucnce  of  the  Au-Glaize  and  Miami  rivers,  where  Fort  Dei- 
ance  now  stands.     (5.)  One  piece  six  miles  aquare  at  or  near  the  con- 
fluence of  the  rivers  St.  Mary's  and  St.  Joseph's,  where  Fort  Wayne 
now  stands,  or  near  it,     (6.)  One  piece  two  miles  square  on  the  Wa- 
bash river  at  the  end  of  the  portage  from  the  Miami  of  the  laVe,  and 
about  eight  miles  westward  from  Fort  Wayne.     (7.)  One  piece  sli 
miles  square  at  the  Ouatanon  or  old  Weea  towns  on  the  Wabash  river. 
(8.)  One  piece  twelve  miles  square  at  ^be  Qritish  fort  on  the  Miami  of 
the  lake  at  the  foot  of  the  rapids.     (9.)  One  piece  six  miles  square  i' 
the  mouth  of  the  said  river  where  it  empties  into  the  Lake.  (10.)  One 
piece  six  miles  square  upon  Sandusky  lake,  where  a  fort  formerly  itood. 
(II.)  Qne  piecjK  two  miles  square  at  the  lower  rapids  of  Sandusky  river. 
(12.)  The  post  of  Detroit  and  all  the  land  to  the  norfh*  the  west  and 
the  south  of  it,  of  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  extinguished  by  gifts 
or  grants  to  the  French  or  English  governments  ;  and  so  much  more 
land  to  be  annexed  to  the  district  of  l3etroit  as  shall  be  comprcheDded 
between  the  river  Rosinc^n  the  south,  lake  St.  Clair  on  the  north)  and 
a  line,  the  general  course  whereof  shall  be  six  miles  distant  from  the 
west  end  of  lake  Erie,  and  Detroit  river.     (13.)  The  post  of  Mif hi!' > 
piackinac,  and  all  the  land  on  the  island^  on  which  that  post  stand?,  ar.i 
the  main  land  adjacent,  of  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  cxtingtiishcu 
by  gifts  or  grants  to  the  French  or  English  governments  ;  and  apiece c. 
land  on  the  main  to  the  north  of  the  island,  to  measure  six  niiks  en 
Jake  Huron, or  the  streight  between  lakes  Huron  and  Michigan,  and'; 
extend  three  miles  back  from  the  water  of  the  lake  or  streight,  and  aU- 
the   island  De  Bois  Blanc,  being  an  extra  and  voluntary  gift  of  tl:c 
Chipewa  nation.  (14.)  One  piece  of  land  six  miles  square  at  themout.' 
of  Chikago  river  emptying  into  the  south-west  end  of  Lake  Michigan, 
where  a  fort  formerly  stood.     (15.)  One  piece  twelve  miles  square  .:t  : 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Illinois   river,   emptying  into  the  Missisif.- 
(16.)  One  pi'jce  six  miles   square  at  the  old  Piorias  fort  and^ilU,  » 
near  the  south  end  of  the  Illinois  lalcc  on  said  Illinois  river  :  And  v  be: 
ever  the. United  States  shall  think  proper  to  survey  and  niark  thcb'dr- 
dairies  of  tlie  lauds  hereby  ceded  to  them,  they  shall  give  timely  n^'  ', 
thereof  to  the   said  tribes  of  Indians,  that  they  may  appoint  sorncti 
their  wise  chiefs  to  attend  and  sec  that  the  lines  are  run  accordific;  •  J 
the  terms  of  this  treaty.  ^ 

And  the  said  Indian  tribes  will  allow   to  the  people  of  thr  Uni'  «| 
States  a  free  passage  by  land  and  by  water,  as  ono  and  the  otlicr  bU 
he  found  convenient,  through  their  country,  along  the- chain  of  I^-** 
licrcin  before  mentioned  ;  that  is  to  say,  frooi  Uie  conuDenccro-' 
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liie  portage  aforesaid  at  or  near  Loroniie'a  store,  thence  along  said  por- 
tage to  the  St.  Mary's,  and  down  the  same  to  Fort  Wayne,  and  then 
down  the  Miami  to  lake  Erie  :  Again  from  the  commencement  of  the 
portage  at  or  near  Loromi^'s  store  along  the  portage  from  thence  to 
the  river  Au-Glaize,  and  down  the  same  to  its  jun6\ion  viththe  Miami 
at  Fort  Defiance  :  Again  from  the  commencement  of  the  portage  afore- 
said, to  Sandutky  river,  and  down  the  same  to  Sandusky  bay  and  lake 
Erie,  and  fix>m  Sandusky  to  the  ]iost  which  shall  be  taken  at  or  near 
the  foot  of  the  rapids  of  the  Miami  cf  the  lakt  j  and  from  thence  to  De- 
troit. Again  from  th«  mouth  of  Chikago,  to  the  commerxement  of  the 
portage,  between  that  river  and  the  Illinois,  and  down  the  Illinois  river 
to  the  MisBisippiy  also  from  Fort  Wayne  along  the  portage  aforesaid 
which  leads  to  the  Wabash,  and  then  down  the  Wababh  to  the  Ohio, 
And  the  said  Indian  tribes  will  also  tJlow  to  the  people  of  the  United 
States  the  free  use  of  the  harbors  and  mouths  of  rivers  (dong  the  lakes 
adjoining  the  Indian  lands,  for  sheltering  vessels  and  boats,  and  liberty 
to  land  their  cargoes  where  necessary  ^r  their  safety. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

In  consideration  of  the  peace  now  established  and  of  the  cessions 
and  relinquishments  of  lands  made  in  the  preceding  article  by  the  said 
tribes  of  Indians,  and  to  manifest  the  liberality  of  the  United  States, 
as  the  great  means  of  rendering  this  peace  strong  and  perpetual  ^  tlie 
United  States  relinquish  their  claims  to  all  other  Indian  lands  northward 
of  the  river  Ohio,  eastward  of  the  Missisippi,  and  wcst.vard  and  south- 
ward of  the  great  Lakes  and  the  waters  uniting  them,  according  to  the 
boundary  line  agreed  on  by  the  United  States  and  the  King  of  Great- 
Britain,  in  the  treaty  of  peace  made  between  them  in  the  year  ir83« 
But  from  this  relinquishment  by  the  United  States,  the  following  trails 
of  land,  are  explicitly  excepted.  1st.  The  tracl  of  one  hundred  and 
hfty  thousand  acres  near  the  rapids  of  the  river  Ohio,  which  has  been 
assigned  to  General  Clark,  for  the  use  of  himself  and  his  warriors* 
2d.  The  post  of  St.  Vincenneson  the  river  Wabash,  and  the  lands  ad* 
jacent,  of  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  extinguished.  3d.  The  lands 
at  all  other  places  in  possession  of  the  French  people  and  other  white 
settlers  among  them,  of  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  extinguished  as 
mentioned  in  the  Sd  article  ;  and  4th.  The  post  of  fort  Massac  towards 
the  mouth  of  the  Ohio.  To  which  several  parcels  of  land  so  excepted, 
the  said  tribes  relinquish  all  the  title  and  claim  which  they  or  any  ojf 
them  may  have. 

And  for  the  same  considerations  and  with  the  same  views  as  above 
mentioned,  the  United  States  now  deliver  to  the  said  Indian  tribes  a. 
quantity  of  goods  to  the  value  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  the  receipt 
wlicreof  they  do  hereby  acknowledge  ;  and  henceforward  every  year 
forjver  the  United  States  will  deliver  at  some  convenient  place  north- 
Ward  of  the  river  Ohio,  like  useful  goods,  suited  to  the  circumstances 
cf  the  Indians,  of  the  value  of  nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  reck- 
oning that  value  at  the  first  cost  of  the  goods  in  tlie  city  or  place  in  the 
United  States,  where  they  shall  be  procured.  The  tribes  to  which  those 
g'jods  are  to  be  annually  delivered,  and  the  proportions  in  which  they 
*ie  to  be  delivered, are  X\\c  following  : 

1st.  To  the  Wyandots,  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars.     2d.  To 
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-the  Delawares,  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars.  Sd.  TotheSW- 
anesc,  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars.  4th.  To  the  Miami!*,  tic 
amount  of  one  thousand  dollars.  5th.  To  the  Ottawas,  the  amount  ol 
one  thousand  dollars.  6th.  To  theChipcwas,  the  amount  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars.  7th.  To  the  Putawatimes,  the  amount  of  one  thoiftand 
dollars.  8th.  And  to  the  Kickapoo,  Wcea,  Eel-river,  Piankashawand 
Kaskaskias  tribes,  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars  each. 

Frovidcd,  That  if  either  of  the  said  tribes  shall  hereafter  at  an  annu- 
al delivery  of  their  share  of  the  gooiis  aforesaid,  desire  that  a  part  of 
their  annuity  should  be  furnished  in  domestic  animals,  implements  ci 
husbandry,  and  other  utensils  convenient  for  them,  and  in  compensation 
to  useful  artificers  who  may  reside  with  or  near  them,  and  be  emploj* 
cd  for  their  benefit,  the  same  shall  a.t  the  subsequent  annual  dclivtrits 
be  furnished  accordingly. 

ARTICLE     V. 

To  prevent  any  misundcrstanfling  about  the  Indian  lands  relinquishc<J 
by  the  United  Stales  in  the  fourth  article,  it  is  now  explicitly  dtdarcd, 
that  the  meaninjj  of  that  relinquishment  is  this  :  The  Indian  tribts 
who  have  a  right  to  those  lands,  are  quietly  to  enjoy  them,  hur.tir.i:, 
planting,  and  dwelling  thereon  so  long  as  they  please,  without  any  in> 
lestation  from  the  United  States  ;  but  when  those  tribes,  or  any  of 
them,  shall  be  disposed  to  tell  their  lands,  or  any  part  of  them,  they  arc 
to  be  sold  only  to  the  United  States  ;  and  until  such  aale,  the  United 
States  will  protedl  all  the  said  Indian  tribes  in  the  quiet  enjoyment  of 
their  lands  against  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  against  hi) 
other  white  persons  who  intrude  upon  the  same.  And  the  said  India.i 
tribes  again  acknowledge  themselves  to  be  under  the  protection  of  t^i 
said  jUnitcd  States  and  no  other  power  whatever. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

If  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  any  other  white  person  or 
persons,  shall  presume  to  settle  upon  the  lands  now  relinquishcii 
by  the  United  States,  such  citizen  or  other  person  shall  be  out  of  iht 
protection  of  the  United  States ;  and  the  Indian  tribe,  on  whose  landths 
settlement  shall  be  made,  may  drive  off  the  settler,  or  punish  himio 
such  manner  as  they  shall  think  fit;  and  because  such  settlements  made 
without  the  consent  of  the  United  States,  will  be  injurious  to  them  a« 
well  as  to  the  Indians,  the  United  States  shall  be  at  liberty  to  break 
Ihem  up,  and  remove  and  punish  the  settlers  as  they  shall  think  proper, 
and  so  effect  that  protection  of  the  Indian  lands  herein  before  stipulatfC* 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  said  tribes  of  Indians,  parties  to  this  treaty,  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
liunt  V/ it hin  tte  territory  and  lands  which  they  have  now  ceded  to  the 
United  States,  without  hindrance  or  molestation,  so  long  as  they  de- 
mean thcnistlves  peaceably,  and  offer  no  injury  to  the  people  of  ti^e 
United  States. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Trade  shall  be  oy«ned  with  the  said  Indian  tribes  ;  and  thty  do  here- 
by respectively  engage  to  afibrd  protection  to  such  persons,  with  their 
piopci  ty,  as  siiall  oe  duly  licensed  to  reside  among  them  for  the  p>^:- 
pose  oi  trade*,  and  to  their  agents  and  servants  ;  but  no  person  shall  be 
j.ermiited  to  reside  iX  any  of  their  towns  or  hunting;  camps  as  atmdtr. 
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who  is  not  furnished  with  a  license  for  that  purpose,  under  the  hand 
sind  seal  of  the  superintendant  of  the  department  north-west  of  the 
Ohio,  or  such  other  person  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall 
authorize  to  grant  such  licenses ;  to  the  end,  that  the  said  Indians  may 
not  be  imposed  on  in  their  trade*  And  if  any  licensed  trader  shall  abuse 
his  privilege  by  unfair  dealing,  upon  complaint  and  proof  thereof,  his 
license  shall  be  taken  from  him,  and  he  shall  be  further  punished  ac-^ 
cording  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States^  And  if  any  person  shall  in- 
trude himself  as  a  trader,  without  such  licensei  the  said  Indiana  shall 
take  and  bring  him  before  the  superintendant  or  his  deputy,  to  be  dealt 
with  according  to  law.  And  to  prevent  impositions  by  forged  licenses^ 
the  said  Indians  shall  at  least  once  a  year  give  information  to  the  su-^ 
pcrintendant  or  his  deputies,  of  the  names  of  the  traders  residing* 
among  them.  ARTICLE  IX. 

Lest  the  firm  peace  and  friendship  now  established  should  be  inter<^ 
rupted  by  the  misconduct  of  individuals,  the  United  States,  and  the  said 
Indian  tribes  agreci  that  for  injuries  done  by  individuals  on  either  side} 
no  private  revenge  or  retaliation  shall  take  place  ;  but  instead  thereof} 
complaint  shall  be  made  by  the  party  injured,  to  the  other :  By  the 
said  Indian  tribes,  or  any  of  them,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
or  the  superintendant  by  him  appointed  ;  and  by  the  superintendant  or 
other  person  appointed  by  the  President,  to  the  principal  chiefs  of  the 
said  Indian  tribes,  or  of  the  tribe  to  which  the  offender  belongs  ;  and 
such  prudent  measures  shall  then  be  pursued  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
preserve  the  said  peace  and  friendship  unbroken,  until  the  Legislature 
(or  Great  Council)  of  the  United  States,  shall  make  other  equitable 
provision  in  the  case,  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  parties.  Should  any 
Indian  tribes  meditate  a  war  against  the  United  States  or  either  of 
them,and  the  same  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  before-mention-^ 
cd  tribes,  or  either  of  them,  they  do  hereby  engage  to  give  immediate 
notice  thereof  to  the  general  or  officer  commanding  the  troops  of  the 
United  States,  at  the  nearest  post.  And  should  any  tribe,  with  hostile 
intentions  against  the  United  States,  or  either  of  them,  attempt  to  pass 
through  their  country,  they  will  endeavor  to  prevent  the  same,  and  in 
like  manner  give  information  of  such  attempt,  to  the  general  or  olHcer 
commanding,  as  soon  as  possible,  that  all  causes  of  mistrust  and 
suspicion  may  be  avoided  between  them  and  the  United  States.  In  like 
manner  the  United  States  shall  give  notice  to  the  said  Indian  tribes 
of  any  harm  that  may  be  meditated  against  them,  or  either  of  them, 
that  shall  come  to  their  knowledge  ;  and  do  all  in  their  power  to  hinder 
and  prevent  the  same,  that  the  friendship  between  them  may  be  unin« 
terrupted.  ARTICLE  X. 

All  other  treaties  heretofore  made  between  the  United  States  and 
the  said  Indian  tribes,  or  any  of  them,  since  the  treaty  of  1 7{$ 3,  between 
the  United  States  and  Great-Britain,  that  come  within  the  purview  of 
this  treaty,  shall  henceforth  cease  and  become  void.*

'  Concluded  at  Fort  Stanwixy  on  the  ttventy-second  day  of  October ^  one  thmsU 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-four ^  between  Oliver  Wolcott,  Richard  Buticf, 
and  Arthur  Lee,  Commissioners  plenipotentiary  from  the  Untied  StaUty 
in  Congress  assanbledy  on  the  one  party  and  the  Sachems  and  Warriori 
of  the  Six  Nations,  on  the  other* 

T^IE  United  States  of  America  give  peace  to  the  Senecas,  Mohawb, 
Onondugas  and  Cayugas,  and  receive  them  into  their  protccbon 
upon  the  following^  conditions  : 

Al^TICLE  I. 

Six  hostages  shall  be  immediately  delivered  to  the  commissiooen 
by  the  said  nations,  to  remain  in  possession  of  the  United  States,  till 
all  tlie  prisoners,  white  and  black,  wliich  were  taken  by  the  saidSeoc- 
cas,  Mohawks,  Onoadagas  and  Cayuv^as,  or  by  any  of  them,  in  the 
late  war,  from  among  the  people  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  delivered 
up.  ARTICLE  IL 

The  Oneida  and  Tuscarora  nations  shall  be  secured  in  the  possessioi 
of  the  lands  on  which  they  are  settled. 

ARTICLE     IIL 

A  line  shall  be  drawn,  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  a  creek  about  four 
tnileseast  of  Niagara,  called  Oyonwayea,  or  Johnston's  Landing-Placci 
Vpon  the  lake  named  by  the  Indians  Oswego, and  by  us  Ontario;  from 
thence  southerly  in  a  direction  always  four  miles  east  of  the  carryiag- 
path,  between  Lake  Erie  and  Ontario,  to  the  mouth  of  Tehoseroran  or 
Buiialoe  Creek  on  Lake  Erie  ;  thence  south  to  the  north  boundary  of 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania  ;  thence  west  to  the  end  of  the  said  north 
boundary  ;  thence  south  along  the  west  boundary  of  the  said  state,  to 
the  river  Ohio  ;  the  said  line  from  the  mouth  of  the  Oyonwayea  to  the 
Ohio,  shall  be  the  western  boundary  of  the  lands  of  the  Six  Nations, 
ao  that  the  Six  Nations  shall  and  do  yield  to  the  United  States,  all  chims 
io  th^  country  west  ofthe  said  boundary,  and  then  they  shall  be  secured 
in  the  peaceful  possession  of  the  lands  they  inhabit  east  and  north  of 
the  same,  reserving  only  six  miles  square  round  the  fort  of  OswegOjio 
the  United  States,  tor  the  support  of  tiie  same. 

ARTICLE  iV. 

The  commissioners  of  the  United  States,  in  consideration  of  the  pre- 
sent circumhtanct^s  of  the  Six  Nations,  and  in  execution  of  the  hum:aic 
and  liberal  views  of  tiie  United  States  upon  the  signing  of  thcalwvc 
articles,  will  order  goods  to  be  deUvei*ed  to  the  said  Six  Nations  for 
their  use  and  couifort.

Between  the  United  States  vf  America,  and  the  Tribes  of  Indians  alu^ 

the  Six  Nations. 

THE  President  ofthe  United  States  having  determined  to  hold* 
conference  with  the  Six  Nations  of  Indians,  for  the  purpose  i! 
removing  from  their  minds  all  causes  of  complaint,  and  estabhshinji 
firm  and  permanent  fricnciship  with  them  ;  and  Timothy  Fickenr/j; 
being  appointed  sole  agent  for  ifial  purpose  ;  and  the  agent  having  mti 
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and  conferred  with  the  Sachems,  Chiefs  und  Warriors  of  the  Six  Na- 
tions, in  a  general  council  :  Now,  in  order  to  accomplish  the  tjood  de- 
si  l^u  oftliis  conference,  the  parties  have  agreed  on  the  following  arti- 
cles ;  which,  wh^iu  ratified  by  the  Presideiit,  vi  ith  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  binding  on  them  and 
tlie  Six  Nations. 

ARTICLE     I. 

Peace  and  friendship  are  hereby  firmly  established,  aftd  stmll  be  per- 
petual, between  the  United  States  and  the  Six  Nations. 

AKTiC;.E     II. 

The  United  States  acknowledge  the  lands  reserved  to  the  Oneida^ 
Onondaga  and  Cayu[^a  Nations^  in  their  respe^Vive  treaties  with  the 
itattt  of  New-York,  and  caJicd  their  reservations,  to  be  their  projxrrty  ; 
ami  the  Lnited  States  v^iil  n.:ver  claim  the  same,  nor  disturb  tliem  or 
eii'iicr  of  the  Six  Nations,  nor  their  Indian  friends  residing  tliereon  and 
uniced  with  them,  in  the  free  use  and  enjoyment  thereof  :  But  the  said 
reservations  shall  remain  theirs,  until  they  choose  to  sell  the  same  to  tlie 
people  of  the  United  States,  who  have  the  right  to  purchase* 

ARTICLE     IIL 

Tiie  land  of  the  Seneka  nation  is  bounded  as  follows  :  Beginning  on 
Lake  Ontario,  at  the  north-west  corner  of  the  land  they  sold  to  Oliver 
Phelps,  the  line  runs  westerly  along  the  lake,  as  far  as  O-yong-wong- 
yeh  Creek,  at  Johnsons'  Landing-place,  about  tour  miles  eastward  from 
the  fort  of  Niagara  ;  then  soutlierly  up  that  creek  to  its  main  fork,  then 
straight  to  the  main  fork  of  Stedman'b  creek,  which  empties  into  the  river 
Niagara,  above  fort  Schlosser,  and  then  onward,  from  that  fork,  conti- 
nuing the  same  straight  course,  to  that  river  ;  (this  line,  from  the  mouth 
of  O-yong-wong-yeh  Creek  to  the  river  Niq^ara,  above  fort  Sshlosser^. 
being  the  eastern  boundary  of  a  strip  of  land,  extendini;  from  the  same 
line  to  Niagara  river,  which  the  Seneka  nation  ceded  to  the  King  of 
Great-Britain,  at  a  treaty  held  about  thirty  years  ago,  with  Sir  William 
Johnson  ;)  then  the  line  runs  along  the  river  Niagara  to  Lake  Erie  ; 
then  alonf^  Laice  Eric  to  the  north -cast  corner  of  a  triangular  piece  of 
land  which  the  United  States  conveyed  to  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  as 
by  the  President's  patent,  dated  the  third  day  of  March,  1792  ;  then  due 
south  to  the  northern  boundary  of  that  state  ;  then  due  cast  to  the  south- 
west comer  of  the  land  sold  by  the  Seneka  nation  to  Oliver  Phelps  ;  and 
then  north  and  northerly,  along  Phelps's  line,  to  the  place  of  begini  .ng 
on  Lake  Ontario.  Now,  the  United  States  acknov.  ledge  ail  tnc  land 
within  the  aforementioned  boundaries,  to  be  the  property  otthebcneka 
nation  ;  and  the  United  States  will  never  claim  the  same,  nor  disturb 
the  Seneka  nation,  nor  any  of  the  Six  Nations,  or  of  their  Indian  friends 
residing  thereon  and  united  with  them,  in  the  free,  use  and  enjoyment 
thereof  :  But  it  shall  remain  theirs,  until  they  choose  to  sell  the  same 
to  the  people  of  the  United  States,  who  have  tJys  right  to  purchase. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

The  United  States  having  thus  described  and  ackoowledged  what 
lands  belong  to  the  Oneida:>,  Onondagaa,  Cayugas  and  Sennas,  and 
engaged  never  to  claim  the  same,  nor  to  disturb  them,  or  any  of  the 
y^w  Nations,  or  tl)cir  Indian  friends  I'esiding  thereon  and  united  with 
Uicm,  in  the  free  use  and  enjoymeal  thereof  ;  Now^  the  Six  Natio&fl| 
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iLTid  each  of  them,  hereby  engage  that  they  will  never  claim  any  other 
lands  within  the  boundaries  of  the  United  States  ;  nor  ever  disturb  the 
people  of  the  United  States  in  the  free  use  and  enjoyment  thereof^ 

ARTICLE     V. 

The  Seneka  nation,  all  others  of  the  Six  Nations  concurring,  cede  to 
tbe  United  States  the  right  of  making  a  waggon  road  from  fort  ScWoa- 
ser  to  L^ke  Erie,  tis  far  south  as  BufFaloe  Creek  ;  and  the  people  of  the 
United  States  shall  have  the  free  and  undisturbed  useof  this  road,  for 
the  purposes  of  travelling  and  trahsportation.  And  the  Six  Nations, 
und  each  ofthem)  will  forever  allow  to  the  people  of  the  United  States* 
a  free  passage  through  their  lands,  and  the  free  use  of  the  harbors  and 
rivers  adjoining  and  within  their  respedtive  tra6ts  of  land,  for  the  pass- 
ing and  securing  of  vesacls  and  bo^ts,  and  liberty  to  land  their  cargoes 
where  necessary  for  their  safety. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

In  consideration  of  the  peace  and  friendship  hereby  established,  and 
of  the  engagements  entered  into  by  the  Six  Nations  ;  and  because  the 
United  States  desire,  with  humanity  and  kindness,  to  contribute  to  their 
comfortable  support  ;  and  to  render  the  peace  and  friendship  hereby  es* 
tablished,  strong  and  perpetual  ;  the  United  States  now  deliver  to  the 
Six  Nations,and  the  Indians  of  the  other  nations  residing  among  and  unit- 
ed with  them,  a  quantity  of  goods  of  the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars* 
And  for  the  same  considerations,  and  with  a  view  to  promote  the  future 
welfare  of  the  Six  Nations,  and  of  their  Indian  friends  aforesaid,  the 
United  States  will  add  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  to  the  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  heretofore  allowed  them  by  an  article 
ratified  by  tlie  President,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  April,  1792  ;  mak> 
ing  in  the  whole,  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ;  which  shaJJ  be 
expended  yearly  forever,  in  purchasing  clothing,  domestic  animals,  im- 
plements of  husbandry,  and  other  utensils  suited  to  their  circumstan« 
ces,  and  in  compensating  useful  artificers,  who  shall  reside  with  or  near 
them,  and  be  employed  for  their  benefit*  The  immediate  application 
of  the  whole  annual  allowance  now  stipulated,  to  be  made  by  the  super- 
intendant  appomted  by  the  President  for  the  affairs  of  th^  Six  Nationv 
and  their  Indian  friends  aforesaid* 

ARTICLE     VIL 

Lest  th^  firm  peace  and  friendship  now  established  should  be  inter- 
rupted by  the  misconduct  of  individuals,  the  United  States  and  Six  Na- 
tions agree,  that  for  injuries  done  by  individuals  on  either  side,  no  pri- 
vate revenge  or  retaliation  shall  take  place  ;  but,  instead  thereof,  com- 
plaint- shall  be  made  by  the  party  injured,  to  the  other  :  By  tJie  btx 
Nations  or  any  of  them>  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or  the  iu- 
perintendant  by  him  appointed  :  And  by  the  supcrintendant,  or  other 
person  appointed  by  tiie  President,  to  the  principal  chiefs  of  th^  Si:c 
Nations,  or  of  the  nation  to  which  the  offender  belongs  :  And  such  pru- 
dent measures  shall  then  be  pursued  as  shall  be  necessary  to  preserve 
our  peac^  and  friendship  unbroken  ;  until  the  legislature  (or  great 
council)  of  the  United  States  shall  ipake  other  equitable  provision  for 
the  purpose. 

Note.  It  is  clearly  understood  by  the  parties  to  this  treaty,  that  tJic 
linnuity  stipulated  in  the  sixth  article,  is  to  b^  applied  (o  the  bcn^  «f

Concluded  at  Hopewdl^  on  the  Keovjee^  the  tiventy-eighth  ef  Novemher^  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord^  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-Jive^  betfveen 
Benjamin  Hawkins,  Andrew  Pickens,  Joseph  Martin,  and  Lachlan 
M4ntosli,  Commissioners  PUnipotentiary  of  the  UnitED  Stages  ofAME'> 
RiCAy  of  the  one  party  and  the  Head  Men  and  Warriors  of  all  the  Chero- 
kees  of  the  other* 

THE  Commissioners  Plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States,  in  Con- 
gress assemt>led,  give  peace  to  all  the  Cherokces,  and  receive 
thcni  into  the  favor  and  protection  of  the  United  States  of  America,  on 
the  following  conditions  ; 

ARTICLE     I. 

The  head-men  and  warriors  of  all  the  Cherokces  shall  restore  all  the 
prisoners,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  subje6\s  of  their  allies,  to 
their  entire  liberty  :  They  shall  also  restore  all  the  Negroes,  and  all 
other  property  taken  during  the  late  war  from  the  citizens,  to  such  per- 
son, and  at  such  time  and  place,  as  the  commissioners  shall  appoint. 

AKTICLE     XL 

The  commissioners  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  shall 
restore  all  the  prisoners  taken  from  the  Indi:ans,  during  the  late  war, 
to  the  head-^men  and  warriors  cf  the  Cherokees,  as  early  as  is  pra^tica- 
blc.  ARTICLE  III. 

The  said  Indians  for  themselves  and  their  re spe6live  tribes  and  towns 
do  acknowledge  all  the  Cherokees  to  be  under  the  protedlioh  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  of  no  other  sovereign  whosoever. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  boundary  allotted  to  the  Cherokees  for  their  hunting  grounds, 
between  the  said  Indians  and  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  within 
the  limits  of  the  United  States  of  America,  is,  and  shall  be  the  follow* 
ing,  viz.  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Duck  river,  on  the  Tennessee ; 
thence  running  north-east  to  the  ridge  dividing  the  waters  running  into 
Cumberland  from  those  running  into  the  Tennessee  ;  thence  eastward- 
ly  along  the  said  ri(l{j^e  to  a  north-east  line  to  be  run,  which  shall  strike 
the  river  Cumberland  forty  miles  above  Nashville  ;  thence  along  the  said 
line  to  the  river ;  thence  up  the  said  river  to  the  ford  where  the  Kentuc- 
ky road  crosses  tlie  river  ;  thence  to  Campbell's  line,  near  Cumberland 
gap  ;  thence  to  the  mouth  of  Claud's  creek  on  Holstein ;  thence  to  the 
Chimney-top  mountain ;  thence  to  Camp-creek,  near  the  mouth  of  Big 
Limestone,  on  Nolichucky  ;  thence  a  southerly  course  six  miles  to  a 
mountain  ;  thence  south  to  the  North-Carolina  line  ;  thence  to  the 
South-CaroUaa  Indian  boundary,  and  alonj^  the  same  90Uth-west  oyep' 
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fhe  top  of  tfie  Dconee  mounlain  till  it  shall  strike  Tugalo  river ;  thence 
ft  direct  line  to  the  top  of  the  Currohee  mountain ;  thence  to  the 
head  of  the  south  fork  of  Oconee  river* 

ARTICLE  V- 

If  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  other  person  not  being  ui  In- 
dian, shall  attempt  to  settle  on  any  of  the  lands  westward  or  southward 
of  the  said  boundary  which  are  hereby  allotted  to  the  Indians  for  their 
hunting  grounds,  or  having  already  settled  and  will  not  remove  from 
the  same  within  six  months  after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  such  per- 
son shall  forfeit  the  proteclion  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Indiaiis  uiity 
punish  him  or  not  as  they  please  :  Provided  nc^vertheless,  that  this  ar- 
ticle shall  not  extend  to  the  people  settled  between  the  fork  of  Frenrfa 
Broad  and  Ilolstein  rivers,  whose  particular  situation  shall  be  tronsniit- 
ted  to  the  United  States  in  Cong;ress  assembled  for  their  decision  Uier:- 
on,  which  the  Indians  agree  to  abide  by. 

ARTICLE     VI. 

If  any  Indian  or  Indians,  or  person  residing  among  them,  or  who 
shall  take  refuge  in  their  nation,  shall  commit  a  i%>bbery,  or  murder, 
or  other  capital  crime,  on  any  citizen  of  the  Luited  btates,  or  ptrsoa 
under  their  proteclion,  the  nation,  or  the  tribe  to  which  such  offender  or 
olTcnders  may  belong,  shall  be  bound  to  deliver  iiim  or  tliem  up  to  be 
punished  according  to  the  ordinances  of  the  Uuitcd  States  :  Pro^ictd, 
that  the  punishment  shall  not  be  greater  than  if  the  robbery  or  raurdtr, 
or  otlier  capital  crime  had  been  committed  by  a  citizen  on  a  citizen. 

ARTICLE     Vll. 

If  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  person  under  their  prote6lion, 
shall  commit  a  robbery  or  murder,  or  other  capital  crime,  on  any  In- 
dian, such  offender  or  oftcnders  shall  be  punisned  in  the  same  mannaf 
as  if  the  murder  or  robbery,  or  other  capital  crime,  had  been  coilh  it- 
ted  on  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  ;  and  the  pinushment  shall  be  in 
presence  of  some  of  the  Ciierokees,  if  any  shall  attend  at  the  time  and 
place,  and  that  they  may  have  an  opportunity  so  to  do,  due  norice  of 
the  time  of  such  intended  punishment  shall  be  sent  to  some  one  of  th: 
tribes. 

ARTICLE     VIII. 

It  is  understood  that  the  punishment  of  the  innocent  under  the  ideaof 
retaliation,  is  unjust,  and  shall  not  be  practised  on  either  side,  except 
where  there  is  a  manifest  violation  of  this  treaty  ;  and  then  it  shail  iJc 
preceded  first  by  a  demand  of  justice,  and  if  rctuscd,  then  by  a  declara- 
tion of  hostilities. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

For  the  bene  fit  and  comfort  of  the  Indians,  and  for  the  prevention  of  in- 
juries or  oppressions  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  or  Indians,  the  Uniud 
States  in  Congress  assembled  shall  liave  the  sole  and  exclusive  righuf 
regulating  the  trade  with  the  Indians,  and  managing  all  their  aliairs  lu 
such  manner  as  they  think  proper. 

ARTICLE    X. 

Until  the  pleasure  of  Congress  be  known,  respecting  the  ninth  arti- 
de,  all  traders,  citizens  of  the  Uaited  States,  shall  have  liberty  to  p 
to  any  of  the  tribes  or  towns  of  the  Cherokees  to  trade  with  them,  and 
^Jiey  shallbe  protected  iu  theirpcrsoas  and  property^  and  kii^dly  trcatt*** 
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ARTICLE    XL 

The  said  Indians  shall  give  notice  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  State% 
of  any  designs  ^Thich  they  may  know  or  suspe6\:  to  be  fbrmed  in  any 
neighboring  tribe^  or  by  any  person  whosoever,  against  the  peace,  trade 
or  interest  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE    XIL 

That  tlie  Indians  may  have  full  confidence  in  the  justice  of  the  Unit* 
ed  States,  respc£ling  their  interests,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  send  « 
deputy  of  their  choice,  whenever  they  think  fit,  to  Congress. 

ARTICLE    XIII. 

The  hatchet  shall  be  forever  buried,  and  the  peace  given  by  the  Unit- 
ed States,  and  friendship  re-established  between  the  said  states  on  the 
one  part,  aud  all  the  Cherokees  on  the  other,  shall  be  universal ;  and  the 
contracling  parties  shall  use  their  utmost  .endeavors  to  maintain  the 
peace  giv^n  as  aforesaid,  and  friendship  re-established.

Made  and  cohcliulid  on  the  second  day  of  July^  one  thourand  seven  hundred 
and  nhietj'Oney  at  the  Treaty  Ground  on  the  Bank  of  the  Holston^  betiveen 
the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America^  on  the  one  part ^  and  tlie 
Chiefs  and  Whxniiv^of  the  Cherokee  ^^iXion  of  Indians^  on  tlie  other 
part, 

THE  parties  being  desirous  of  establishing  permanent  peace  and 
friendship  between  live  United  States  and  the  said  Cherokee  Na- 
tion, and  the  citizens  and  members  thereof,  and  to  remove  the  causes 
of  war,  by  tisccrtaiuing  their  limits  and  making  other  necessary,  just 
and  friendly  arrangements  :  The  President  of  the  United  States,  bj 
Willi£;m  lilount,  Governor  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States  of  Ame- 
rica, south  of  the  river  Ohio,  and  superintcndant  of  Indian  affairs  for 
the  southern  district,  who  is  vested  with  full  powers  for  these  pur- 
poses, by  auwlwith  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  of  the  United 
Siat;:s :  And  the  Cherokee  Nation,  by  their  Chiefs  and  Warriors  re- 
presenting the  said  nation,  have  agreed  to  the  following  articles, namely  : 

ARTICLE  I. 

There  shall  be  perpetual  peace  and  friendship  between  all  the  citi- 
zens of  the  United  btates  of  America,  and  all  the  individuals  compos 
ing  the  whole  Cherokee  nation  of  Indians. 

ARTICLE  11. 

The  Chiefs  and  Warriors,  for  themselves  and  all  parts  of  the 
Cherokee  nation,  do  acknowledge  themselves  artd  the  said  Cher- 
okee nation,  to  be  under  the  protection  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  of  no  other  sovereign  whosoever  ;  and  they  also  stipulate  that  the 
said  Cherokee  nation  will  not  hold  any  treaty  with  any  foreign  power, 
individual  state,  or  "^ith  individuals  of  any  state. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Cherokee  nation  shall  deliver  to  the  Governor  of  the  temtory 
of  the  United  Slates  of  America,  south  of  the  river  Ohio,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  April  next,  at  this  place,  all  persons  who  are  now  pri- 
sofiers,  captured  by  them  from  any  part  of  the  United  States  :  And  the 
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United  States  shall  on  or  before  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  place, 
restore  to  the  Cherokees,  all  the  prisoners  now  in  captivity,  which  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  have  captured  from  them. 

ARTICLE     IV, 

The  boundary  between  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  the  Che- 
rokee nation,  is  and  shall  be  as  follows :  Beginning  at  the  top  of  the 
Currahee  mountain,  where  the  Creek  line  passes  it ;  thence  a  direct 
line  to  Tugelo  river  ;  thence  north-east  to  the  Occunna  mountain,  and 
over  the  same  alon*^  the  South- Carolina  Indian  boundary  to  the  North- 
Carolina  boundai'y ;  thence  north  to  a  point  from  which  a  line  is  to  be 
extended  to  the  river  Clinch,  that  shall  pass  the  Holston  at  the  ridge 
which  divides  the  waters  running  into  Little  River  from  those  running 
into  the  Tennessee  ;  thence  up  tne  river  Clinch  to  Campbell's  line^  and 
along  the  same  to  the  top  of  Cumbi^land  mountain  ;  thence  a  dirc^lUne 
to  the  Cumberland  river  where  the  Kentucky  road  crosses  it;  ihrnce 
down  the  Cumberland  river  to  a  point  from  which  a  south->iest  line 
will  strike  the  ridge  which  divides  the  waters  of  Cumberland  from 
those  of  Duck  river,  forty  miles  above  Nashville;  thence  down  the 
said  ridge  to  a  point  from  whence  a  south-west  line  will  strike  the  mouth 
of  Duck  river* 

And  in  order  to  preclude  forever  all  disputes  relative  to  the  said 
boundary,  the  same  shall  be  ascertained,  and  marked  plainly  by  three 
persons  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  three  Chero- 
kees on  the  part  of  their  nation. 

And  in  order  to  extinguish  forever  all  claims  of  the  Cherokee  nation, 
or  any  part  thereof,  to  any  of  the  land  lying  to  the  right  of  the  line  :i* 
bove  described,  beginning  as  aforesaid  at  the  Currahee  mountain,  it  is 
hereby  agreed,  that  in  addition  to  the  consideration  heretofore  made 
for  the  said  land,  the  United  States  will  cause  certain  valuable  goods^ 
to  be  immediately  delivered  to  the  Chiefs  and  Warriors,  for  the  use  of 
their  nation  ;  and  the  said  United  States  will  also  gause  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  annually  to  the  said  Cherokee  nation.  And 
the  Chiefs  and  Warriors,  do  hereby  for  themselves  and  the  whole 
Cherokee  nation«  their  heirs  and  descendants,  for  the  considerations 
above  mentioned,  release^  quit^laim^  relinquish  and  cede^  all  the  land  to  the 
right  of  the  line  described,  and  beginning  as  aforesaid. 

ARTICLE     V. 

It  is  stipulated  and  agreed,  that  the  citizens  and  inhabitants  of  the 
United  States,  shall  have  a  free  and  unmolested  use  of  a  road  from 
Washington  distridlto  Miro  distridl,  and  of  the  navigation  of  the  Ten- 
nessee river.  ARTICLE     VI. 

It  is  agreed  on  the  part  of  the  Cherokees,  that  the  United  States  shall 
have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  of  regulating  their  trade. 

ARTICLE    VII* 

The  United  States  solemnly  guarantee  to  the  Cherokee  nation,all  their 
lands  not  hereby  ceded. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

If  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  other  person  not  being  an  In- 
dian, shall  settle  on  any  of  the  Cherokee's  lands,  such  person  shall 
forfeit  the  protection  of  the  United  States^  and  the  Cherokees  may 
punish  him  or  not,  as  they  please. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

No  citizen  or  inhaibitant  of  the  United  States,  shall  attempt  to  hunt 
or  destroy  the  game  on  the  lands  of  the  Cherokccs ;  nor  shall  any  citi-- 
zen  or  inhabitant  go  into  the  Cherokee  country,  without  a  passport  first 
obtained  from  the  Governor  of  some  one  of  the  United  States,  or  ter- 
ritorial distri6ls,  or  buch  other  person  as  the  President  of  the  United 
States  may  from  time  to  time  authorize  to  grant  the  same. 

ARTICLE  X. 

If  any  Cherokee  Indian  or  Indians,  or  person  residing  among  them* 
or  who  shall  take  refuge  in  their  nation,  shall  steal  a  horse  from,  or 
commit  a  robbery  or  murder,  or  other  capital  crime,  on  any  citizens  op 
inhabitants  of  the  United  States,  the  Cherokee  nation  shall  be  bound  to 
deliver  him  or  them  up,  to  be  punished  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
United  States-  ARTICLE     XL  '         ^ 

If  any  citizen  or  inhabitant  of  the  United  States,  or  of  either  of  the 
territorial  districts  of  the  United  States,  shall  go  into  any  town,  set- 
tlement or  territory  belonging  to  the  Cherokecs,  and  shall  there  commit 
any  crime  upon,  or  trespass  against  the  person  or  property  of  any  peace- 
able and  friendly  Indian  or  Indians,  which  if  committed  within  the  juris- 
dicTion  of  any  state,  or  within  the  jarisdic\ion  of  either  of  the  said  dis- 
tricls,  against  a  citizen  or  white  inhabitant  thereof,  would  be  punisha- 
ble by  the  laws  of  such  state  or  district,  such  oftender  or  ofTenders, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  punishment,  and  shall  be  proceeded  against 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  offence  had  been  committed  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  state  or  district  to  which  he  or  they  may  belong, 
against  a  citizen  or  white  inhabitant  thereof. 

ARTICLE  Xll. 

In  case  of  violence  on  the  persons  or  property  of  the  individuals  of 
either  ixirty,  neither  retaliation  nor  reprisal  shall  be  committed  by  the 
other,  until  satisfaction  shall  have  been  demanded  of  the  party  of  which 
the  aggressor  is,  and  shall  have  been  refused. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Cherokees  shall  give  notice  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,^ 
of  any  designs  which  they  may  know,  or  suspe6t  to  be  formed  in  any 
neir^hboring  tribe,  or  by  any  person  whatever,  against  the  peace  and  in- 
terest of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE    XIV. 

That  the  Cherokee  nation  may  be  led  to  «  greater  degree  of  civili- 
zation, and  to  become  herdsmen  and  cultivators,  instead  of  remaining 
in  a  state  of  hunters,  the  United  States,  will  from  time  to  time  furnish 
gratuitously  the  said  nation  with  useful  implements  of  husbandry^  and 
^rther  to  assist  the  said  nation  in  so  desirable  a  pursuit,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  establish  a  certain  mode  of  communication,  the  United  States 
will  send  such,  and  so  many  persons  to  reside  in  said  nation  as  they 
may  judge  proper,  not  exceeding  four  in  number,  who  shall  qualify 
themselves  to  ac^  as  interpreters.  These  persons  shall  have  lands  as« 
signed  by  the  Cherokees  for  cultivation  for  themselves  and  their  succes- 
sors in  office  ;  but  thejr  shall  be  precluded  exercising  any  kind  of  traffic* 

ARTICLE  XV. 

All  animosities  for  past  grievances  shall  henceforth  cease,  and  the 
contracting  parties  will  carry  the  foregoing  treaty  into  ftdl  executioa 
with  all  good  faith  and  sincerity.  O 
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ARTICLE  XVI. 
This  treaty  shall  take  effe6l  and  be  obligatory  on  the  contracting  par- 
tics,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  have  been  ratified  by  the  President  of  ihc 
United  States,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  of  the  Uniit^ 
Slates* 
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-metive^n  the  United  Stages  af  Amebic a^  and  the  Cherokee  Isoussy 
concluded  at  Philddelphiaj  on  the  twentj-sixth  day  of  June  j  in  thejear  of 
onr  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninttj-Jour* 

WHEREAS  the  treaty  made  and  concluded  on  Holston  river,  on 
the  second  day  of  July,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  nine- 
ty-one, between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Cherokee  nation 
of  Indians,  has  not  been  fully  carried  into  execution  by  reason  of  some 
misunderstandings  which  have  arisen. 

ARTICLE  I. 
And  whereas  Henry  Knox,  secretary  for  the  department  of  war,  be- 
ing authorized  thereto  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  behalf 
of  the  said  United  States,  and  the  chiefs  and  warriors,  in  their  own 
names,  and  in  behalf  of  the  whole  Cherokee  nation,  are  desirous  of  re- 
establishing peace  and  friendship  between  the  said  parties  ia  a  perma- 
nent manner,  do  hereby  declare,  that  the  said  treaty  of  Holston  is,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  in  full  force  and  binding  upon  the  said  parties,  as 
well  in  rcspe6lto  the  boundaries  therein  meutipncd  as  in  all  other  rc- 
speas  whatever.  ARTICLE  II. 

It  is  hereby  stipulated  that  the  boundaries  mentioned  in  the  fourth 
article  of  the  said  treaty,  shall  be  aclually  ascertained  and  marked  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the- said  article,  whenever  the  Cherokee  natlioa 
shall  have  ninety  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  the  com- 
tnissioners  of  the  United  States  intend  to  commence  their  operation. 

ARTICLE  III. 
The  United  States,  to  evince  their  justice  by  amply  compensating 
the  said  Cherokee  nation  of  Indians  lor  all  relinquishments  of  land 
tnade  either  by  the  treaty  of  Hopewell  upon  the  Kcowec  river,  conclud- 
ed on  the  twenty-eighth  of  November,  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eighty -five,  or  the  aforesaid  treaty  made  upon  Holston  river,  on  the 
second  of  July,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety -one,  do  hereby 
stipulate,  in  lieu  of  all  former  sums  to  be  paid  annually,  to  furnish  the 
Cherokee  Indians  with  goods  suitable  for  their  use,  to  the  amount  of 
five  thousand  dollars  yearlv. 

'  ARTICLE  IV. 
And  the  said  Cherokee  nation,  in  order  to  evince  the  sincerity  of  their 
intentions  in  future,  to  prevent  the  practice  of  stealing  horses,  at  tend- 
ed with  the  most  pernicious  consequences  to  the  lives  and  peace  o£ 
both  parties,  do  hereby  agree,  that  for  every  horse  wliich  shall  be  stolen 
from  the  white  inhabitants  by  any  Cherokee  Indians,  and  not  retun*td 
within  three  months,  that  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  shall  be  deducted 
|ix>m  tbtt  sAid  annuity  of  live  thousand  dollars. 
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ARTICLE    V. 

The  articles  now  stipulated  will  be  considered  as  permanent  addi- 
tions to  the  treaty  of  Holston,  as  soon  as  they  shall  have  been  ratified 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States   and  the  Senate  of  tlie  Urilted 

States. 

%xtitizu  of  a  ICreatp 

Bitryeen  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  Cherokee  Indians,  con- 
ciuied  in  the  Council'House  near  Telltco^  on  Cherokee  ground^  on  the  se- 
cond day  of  October  y  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight* 

WHEREAS,  the  treat/  madj  and  concluded  on  Holston  river,  on 
tie  sjcoadday  of  July,  ia  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety  one,  between  the  United  States  of  America,,  and  the  Clicr- 
ck;e  nation  of  Indians,  had  not  been  carried  into  execution,  for  some 
time  thereafter,  by  r;:ason  of  some  misunderstandings  which  had  aris- 
en : — And  whereasy  in  order  to  remove  such  misunderstandings,  and  to 
provid'j  for  carrying  the  said  treaty  into  cffeft,  and  for  re-establishing 
more  fully  the  peace  and  friendship  between  the  parties,  another 
treaty  was  held,  made  and  concluded  by  and  between  them,  at  Philadel- 
phia, the  twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  one  thousand  sefen 
hundred  and  ninety-four  :  In  which,  among  othc^  things,  it  was  stipu- 
lated, that  the  boundaries  mentioned  in  the  fourth  anicle  of  the  said 
treaty  of  Holston,  should  be  aclually  ascertained  and  marked,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  said  article,  v/hencver  the  Cherokee  nation 
should  have  ninety  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  the  com- 
missioners of  the  United  States  intended  to  commence  their  opera- 
tion :  And  whereas^  further  delays  in  carrying  the  said  fourth  article 
in  complete  efletl  did  take  place,  so  that  the  boundaries  mentioned  and 
described  therein,  were  not  regularly  ascertaiaed  and  marked,  until  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-seven  : 
B'jfore  whicli  time,  and  for  want  of  knowing  the  direct  course  of  the 
said  boundary,  divers  settlements  were  made,  by  ilivei's  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  upon  the  Indian  landi  over  and  beyond  the  boundaries  so 
mentioned  and  described  in  the  said  article,  and  contrary  to  the  inten- 
tion of  the  said  treaties  :  But  which  settlers  were  removed  from  thf 
said  Indian  lands,  by  authority  of  the  United  States,  as  soon  after  the 
boundaries  had  been  so  lawfully  ascertained  and  marked  as  the  nature 
of  the  case  had  admitted  :  Andwhereasy  for  the  purpose  of  doing  justice 
to  the  Cherokee  nation  of  Indians,  and  remodying  inconveuiences  aris- 
*ing  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  from  the  adjustraeut  of  the  boun^ 
dary  line  between  the  lands  of  the  Cherokees  antl  those  of  the  United 
States,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  or  from  lyiy  other  cause  in  relation  to 
the  Cherokees ;  and  in  order  to  promote  the  interests  and  safety  of  the 
said  states,  and  the  citizens  thereof,  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  hath  appoint- 
ed George  Walton,  of  Georgia,  and  the  President  of  the  United  States 
hath  also  appointed  Lieutenant-Colonel  Thomas  Butler,  commanding 
the  troops  of  the  Uaiited  States  in  the  state  of  Tennessee,  to  be  com* 
missionera  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  f  and  who^on  the  part  cu'tlie  Uiut^^^ 
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cd  States,  and  the  Cherokee  nation,  by  the  chiefs  and  warriors,  repre- 
senting the  said  nation,  have  agreed  to  the  following  articles^  namely : 

ARTICLE  I- 
The  peace  and  friendship  subsisting  between  the  United  States  and 
the  Cherokee  people,  are  hereby  renewed,  continued  and  declared  per- 
petual.  ARTICLE     IL      . 

T^e  treaties  subsisting  between  the  present  contra6ling  parties,  arc 
acknowledged  to  be  of  full  and  operating  force  ;  together  with  the  con- 
BtniQion  and  usage  under  their  respective  articles,  and  so  to  continue. 

ARTICLE     IIL 
The  limits  and  boundaries  of  the  Cherokee  nation,  as  stipulated  and 
marked  by  the  existing  treaties  between  the  parties,  shall  be  and  re- 
main the  same,  where  not  altered  by  the  present  treaty. 

ARTICLE     IV. 
In   acknowledgment  for   tl;c  protedlion  of  the  United  States,  and 
for  the  considerations  herein  after  expressed  and  contained,  the  Cher- 
okee nation  agree,  and  do  hereby  relinquish  and  cede  to  the   United 
States,  all  the  lands  within  the  following  points  and  lines,  viz*  From  a 
point  on  the  Tennessee  river,  below  Tellico   block-house,  called  the 
\V  ildcat  Rock,  in  a  diretl  line  to  the  Militia  spring,  near  the  Mary-ville 
road  kadiu|^  from  Tellico.     From  the  said  spring  to  the   Chill-howie 
mountuiii,  by  a  line  so  to  be  run,  as  will  leave  all  the  farms  on  Nlnc-mile 
Creek  to  the  northward  and  eastward  of  it;  and  to  be  continued  along 
Chill-howic  mountain,  until  it  strikes  Hawkins's  line.     Thence  along 
the  said  line  to  the  great  Iron  mountain  ;  and  from  the  top  of  which  a 
line  to  be  continued  in  a  south-castwardly  course  to  where  the  rao»i 
southwardly  branch  of  Little  river  crosses  the  divisional  line  to  Tuiga- 
loc  river:  From  the  place  of  beginning,  the  Wildcat  Rock,  down  the 
north-east  margin  of  the  Tennessee  river  (not  including  islands)  to  a 
point  or  place  one  mile  above  tlie  junction  of  that  river  with  the  Clinch, 
and  from  thence  by  a  line  to  be  drawn  hi  a  right  angle,  until  it  inter- 
sects Hawkins's  line  leading  from  Clinch.  Thence  down  the  said  line 
to  the  river  Clinch  ;  thence  up  the  said  river  to  its  jundtion   with  Em- 
mery's river  ;  and  thence  up  Emmery's  river  to  the   foot  of  Cumber- 
land  mountain.  From  thence  a  line  to  be  drawn,  north-eastward ly, 
alonr  the  foot  of  the  mountain,  until  it  intersects  with  Campbell's  line. 

ARTICLE  V. 
To  prevent  all  future  misunderstanding  a]>out  the  line  described  in 
the  foregoing  article,  two  commissioners  shall  be  appointed  to  superin- 
tend the  running  and  marking,  the  same,  where  not  ascertained  by  the 
rivers,  immediately  after  signing  this  treaty  ;  one  to  be  appointed  by 
the  commissioners  of  the  United  States,  and  the  other  by  the  Cherokee* 
nation  ;  and  who  shall  cause  three  maps  or  charts  thereof  to  be  made 
out ;  one  whereof  shall  be  transmitted  and  deposited  in  the  war-office 
of  the  United  States  ;  another  with  the  executive  of  the  state  of  Ten- 
nessee, and  the  third  with  the  Cherokee  nation,  which  said  line  shall 
form  a  part  of  the  boundary  between  the  United  States  and  the  Che- 
rokee naUon.  ARTICLE     VL 

In  consideration  of  the  relinquishment  and  cession  hereby  made, 
the  United  Slates  upon  signing  the  present  treaty,  shall  cause  to  be  de- 
Uvered  totheCheroJJsjeeSjgQQdS)  wares  and  merchandisei  to  the  amount 
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of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  3^2111  cause  to  be  delivered,  annually,  other 
goods,  to  the  aiixount  of  one  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  annuity 
already  provided  for  ;  and  will  continue  the  guarantee  of  the  remain*' 
der  of  their  country  forever,  as  made  and  contained  in  former  treaties* 

ARTICLE  VII. 
The  Cherokee  nation  agree,  that  the  Kentucky  road,  running  between 
tlie  Cumberland  mountain  and  the  Cumberland  river,  where  the  same 
shaMpass  throug^h  the  Indian  land,  shall  bean  open  and  free  road  for 
the  use  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  the  like  manner  as  the 
road  from  Southwest  point  to  Cumberland  river.  In  consideration  of 
which  it  is  hereby  agreed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  that  until 
settlement  shall  make  it  improper,  the  Cherokee  hunters  shall  be  at  li- 
berty to  hunt  and  take  game  upon  the  lands  relinquished  and  ceded  by 
this  treaty. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Due  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  principal  towns  of  the  Cherokees,  of 
the  time  proposed  for  delivering  the  annual  stipends  ;  and  suthcient 
supplies  of  provisions  shall  be  furnished,  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
United  States,  to  subsist  such  reasonable  number  that  may  be  sent,  or 
shall  attend  to  receive  them  during  a  reasonable  time. 

AHTlCi^E  IX. 
It  is  mutually  agreed  between  tiie  parties,  that  horses  stolen  and  not 
returned  witliin  niut^ty  days,  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  sixty  dol- 
lars eucli  ;  if  stolen  by  a  white  man,  citizen  of  the  United  States,  the 
Indian  proprietor  shall  be  paid  in  cash  ;  and  if  stolen  by  an  liiCiian 
from  a  citizen,  to  be  deduclecl  as  expressed  in  the  fourth  article  oftlie 
treaty  of  Philadelphia. —  This  article  shall  i»ave  retrospect  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  first  conferences  at  this  place  in  the  present  year, 
and  no  further.  And  all  animosities,  aggressions,  thefis  and  plunder- 
in. cjs,  prior  to  tliat  d.iy  shall  cease,  and  be  no  longer  remembered  or  de- 
manded on  either  side. 

ARTICLE     X. 
The  Cherokee  nation  agree,  that  the  agent  who  shall  be  appointed 
to  reside  among  them  from  time  to  time,  shall  have  a  sufiicicnt  piece 
of  ground  <rllottcd  for  his  temporary  use. 

And  lastly.  This  treaty,  and  the  several  articles  it  contains,  shall  be 
considered  as  additional  to,  and  forming  a  part  of,  treaties  already  sub- 
sisting between  the  United  States  and  the  Cherokee  nation,  and  shall 
be  carried  into  effeCl  on  both  sides,  with  all  good  faith  as  soon  as  the 
same  shall  be  approved  and  ratilied  by  the  Jr'resident  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  Senate  thereof.*

ing  conditions.  ARTICLE   I. 

The  Commissioners  Plenipotentiary  of  all  the  Cho6law  nation,  shall 
Restore  all  the  prisoners,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  subjects  of 
their  allies,  to  their  entire  liberty,  if  any  there  be  in  the  Choctaw  Djition. 
They  shall  also  restore  all  the  negroes^  and  all  other  property  taken 
during  the  late  war,  from  the  citizens,  to  such  person,  and  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Commissioners  of  the  United  States  of  America  &ha]l 
appoint,  if  any  there  be  in  tue  Clioclaw  nation. 

ARTICLE  11. 
The  Commissioners  Plenipotentiary  of  all  the  Cho6law  nation,  do 
hereby  acknowledge  the  tribes  and  towns  of  the  said  nation,  and  the 
lands  with  the  boundary  allotted  to  the  said  Indians  to  live  and  hunt  on, 
as  mentioned  in  the  third  article,  to  be  under  the  protection  of  tbcUnit^ 
ed  States  of  America,  and  of  no  other  sovereign  whosoever. 

ARTICLE     III. 
The  boundary  of  the  lands  hereby  allotted  to  the  Cho6taw  nation  to 
live  and  hunt  on,  within  the  limits  of  the   United  States  of  Axnrrica, 
is  and  shall  be  the  ibllowing,  viz.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  thirty- 
first  degree  of  north  latitude,  where  the  Eastern  boundary  of  the  Xatcb- 
es  district  shall  touch  the  same  ;  thence  east  along  the  said  thirty-first 
degree  of  north  latitude,  being  the  southern  boundary  of  the    United 
States  of  America,  until  it  shall  strike  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
lands  on  which  the  Indians  of  the  said  nation  did  live  and  hunt  on  the 
twenty  ninth  of  November,    one  tliousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  while  they  were  under  the  protection  of  the  King  of  Great-Bn- 
tain  \  thence  northerly  along  the  said  eastern  boundary,  until  it  shall 
meet  the  northern  boundary  of  the  said  lands  ;  thence  westerly  along 
the  said  northern  boundary,  until  it  shall  meet  the  western  boundstry 
thereof ;  thence  southerly  alon^-  the  same  to  the  beginning  :    Savi^ig 
and  reserving  for  the  establishment  of  trading  posts,  three  tra6ls  or 
parcels  of  land  of  six  miles  square  each,  at  such  places  as  the  United 
States  in  Congress  assembled  shall  think  proper  ;  which  posts,  and  the 
lands  amiexed  to  them,  shall  be  to  tht  use  aud  uuder  the  govemmtii,! 
of  the  United  StJ.cs  of  Araerica. 
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ARTICLE  l^^ 
If  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  other  person  not  being  an  In- 
fllari,  shall  attempt  to  settle  on  any  of  the  lands  hereby  allotted  to  the 
Indians  to  live  and  hunt  on,  such  person  shall  forfeit  the  prote6tion  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  Indians  may  punish  him  or  not 
as  they  please  ARTICLE     V- 

If  any  Indian  or  Indians,  or  persons,  residing  among  them,  or  who 
shall  take  refuge  in  their  nation,  shall  commit  a  robbery  or  murder  or 
other  capital  crime  on  any  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or 
person  under  their  protection,  the  tribe  to  which  such  offender  may 
belong,  or  the  nation,  shall  be  bound  to  deliver  him  or  them  up  to  be 
punished  accordingto  the  ordinances  of  the  United  States  in  Congress 
assembled:  Provided,  that  the  punishment  shall  not  be  greater  than  if 
the  robbery  or  murder,  or  other  capital  crime  had  been  committed  by  a 
citizen  on  a  citizen.  ARTICLE     VI. 

If  any  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  person  under  their 
prote6tion,  shall  commit  a  robbery  or  murder,  or  other  capital  crime, 
on  any  Indian,  such  offender  or  ofFcnders  shall  be  punished  in  the  same 
manner,  as  if  the  robbery  or  murder,  or  other  capital  crime,  had  been 
committed  on  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  America  ;  and  the  pun- 
ishment shall  be  in  presence  of  some  of  the  Cho6laws,  if  any  will 
attend  at  the  time  and  place  :  And  that  they  may  have  an  opportunity 
so  to  do,  due  notice,  if  praclicable,  of  the  time  of  such  intended  punish- 
ment, shall  be  sent  to  some  one  of  the  tribes- 

ARTICLE     VIL 

It  isunderstood  that  the  punishment  of  the  innocent,  imder  the  idea 
of  retaliation,  is  unjust,  and  shall  not  be  pra6lised  on  cither  side,  ex- 
cept where  there  is  a  manifest  violation  of  this  treaty  ;  and  then  it  shall 
be  preceded,  first  by  a  demand  of  justice,  and  if  refused,  then  by  a  de- 
claration of  hostilities.  ARTICLE     VIII. 

For  the  benefit  and  comfort  of  the  Indians,  and  for  the  prevention 
of  injuries  or  oppressions  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  or  Indians,  the 
United  States  in  Congress  assembled  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive 
right  of  regulating  the  trade  with  the  Indians,  and  managing  all  their 
affairs  in  such  manner  as  they  think  proper. 

ARTICLE     JX. 

Until  the  pleasure  of  Congress  be  known,  respecting  the  eighth  arti- 
cle, all  traders,  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America,  shall  have  lib- 
erty to  goto  any  of  the  tribes  or  towns  of  the  Cnodlaws,  to  trade  with 
them,  and  tliey  shall  be  prote6ted  in  their  persons  and  property,  and 
kindly  treated.  ARTICLE     X. 

The  said  Indians  shall  give  notice  to  the  citizens  ofthe  United  States 
of  America,  of  any  designs  which  they  may  know  or  suspect  to  be 
formed  in  any  neighboring  tribe,  or  by  any  person  whosoever,  against 
the  peace,  trade  or  interest  ofthe  United  Slates  of  America. 

ARTICLE     XL 

The  hatchet  shall  be  forever  buried  and  the  peace  given  by  the

ARTICLE     L 

Whereas  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  did  by  their 
commissioners  plenipotentiary,  Benjamin  Hawkins,  Andrew  Picktns» 
and  Joseph  Martin,  at  a  treaty  held  with  the  chiefs  and  head  men  of 
the  Cho<:law  nation,  at  Hopewell,  on  the  Keowee,  the  Ihird  day  of  Janu- 
ary, in  the  year  of  our  i-ord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
six,  give  peace  to  the  said  nation)  receive  it  into  the  favor  and  protec- 
tion of  the  United  States  of  America  :  It  is  agreed  by  the  parties  to 
these  presents  respe6lively,  that  the  Choctaw  nation,  or  such  part  of  it 
as  may  reside  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  and  con- 
tinue under  the  care  and  protection  of  the  said  States  ;  and  that  the 
mutual  confidence  and  friendship  which  are  hereby  acknowledged  to 
subsist  between  the  contracting  parties,  shall  be  maintained  and  perpe- 
tuated. ARTICLE     n. 

The  Mingos,  principal  men  and  warriors  of  the  Cho6law  nation  of 
Indians,  do  hereby  give  their  free  consent,  that  a  convenient  and  dura- 
ble waggon-way  be  explored,  marked,  opened  and  niadc  under  the  or- 
ders and  instructions  of  the  president  of  the  United  States,  through  their 
^  lands  ;  to  commence  at  the  northern  extremity  of  the  settlement  of  the 
Missisippi  Territory,  and  to  be  extended  from  thence,  by  such  route 
as  maybe  selected  and^urveyed  under  tiie  authority  of  the  president  of 
the  United  States,  until  it  shall  strike  the  lands  claimed  by  theChicki- 
saw  nation  ;  and  the  same  shall  be  and  continue  for  ever  a  bighwar 
for  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  the  Choctaws  ;  and  the  sail 
Chottaws  shall  nominate  two  discreet  men  from  their  nation  who  may 
be  employed  as  assistants,  guides  or  pilots  during  the  time  of  laying 
out  and  opening  the  said  highway,  or  so  long  as  may  be  deemed  expe- 
dient, under  the  direction  of  the  olHcer  charged  with  this  duty,  vto 
shall  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  for  their  services. 

ARTICLE     ni. 

The  two  contracting  parties  covenant  and  agree  that  the  old  line  of 
demarcation  hereafter  cst:i'jlishcd  by  and  between  the  officers  of  hU 
Britannic  Majesty  and  the  Chotlaw  nation  which  mm  in  a  parallel  di- 
rectionwith  the  Missisippi  river  and  eastward  thereof,  shall  be  retrac- 
ed and  plaialy  marked,  in  such  way  and  manner  as  the  president  may 
direct,  in  the  presence  of  two  ptrsuns  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  na- 
tion t  and  that  the  said  line  siiull  be  th*  boundary  between  the  settle- 
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iaicnts  of  the  IMissisippi  Territory  and  the  Cho6law  nation. — And 
the  said  nation  does  1)y  these  presents  relinquish  to  the  Uiiiled  States 
,  and  quit  ckim  forever,  all  their  right,  title  and  pretension  to  the  land 
lying  between  the  said  line  and.  the  Missisippi  river,  bounded  south 
by  the  thirty-first  degree  r.f  north  latitude,  and  north  by  the  Yazoo  ri- 
ven where  the  said  line  shall  strike  the  same  ;  and  on  the  part  of  th» 
commissioners  it  is  agreed,  that  till!persons  who  may  be  settled  beyond 
this  line  shall  be  removed  v.ithin*it,on  the  side  towards  .the  Missisippi^ 
together  with  their  slaves,  household  furniture,  tools,  materials  and 
slock,  "and  that  the  cabblns  or  houses  crefted  by  such  persons  shall  h4, 
demolished^ 

ARTICLE    IV,  , 

The  president  of  the  United  States,  may,  at  his  discretion,  proceec^ 
to  execute  the  second  article  of  this  treaty  ;  and  the  third  article  may 
be  carried  into  cffcQ  as  soon  as  may  be  convenient  to  the  government 
of  the  United  States,  and  without  unnecessary  delay  on  the  part  of  thej 
ether,  of.  which  the  president  shall  be  the  judge  ;  the  Choclaws  to  be 
f;easonal)]y  advised,  by  order  of  the  president  of  tlie  United  States,  of 
Ihe  time  when,  and  the  place  where,  the  re-survey  and  re-marking  of 
the  old  line  referred  to  in  the  preceding  article,  will  be  commeiiccd. 

ARTICLE  V.  .  .         i 

The  commissioners  of  the  United  States  for,  and  in  consideration  of 
the  foregoing  concessions  on  the  part  of  the  Cho6taw  nation,  and  in  full 
satisfaction  for  the  same,  do  give  and  deliver  to  the  Mingos,  chiefs  an4 
warriors  of  the  said  nation,  at  the  signing  of  these  presents,  the  value 
of  two  thousand  dollars  in  goods  and  merchandise,  nett  cost  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  receipt  whereof  is  lately  acknowledged,  ^nd  they  further 
agree  to  givt  three  sets  of  blacksmith's  tools  to  the  said  nation. 

ARTICLE     VL 

This  treaty  shall  take  efi'ec\  and  be  obligatory  on  the  contracting  par- 
ties, so  soon  as  the  same  ^hall  be  ratified  by  the  president  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
thereof.

They  shall  alsorc- 
irore  all  the  negroes,  and  all  other  property  taken  during  the  latevar, 
Irom  the  citizens,  if  any  there  be  in  the  Cnickasavv  nation,  to  such  per- 
son, and  at  sucli  time  and  place,  as  the  commissioners  of  the  United 
States  of  America  shall  appoint.

AllTlCLE     II. 

The  commissiohers  of  the  United  States  ^iye  to  the  Minjjeo  of  the 
Chickasaws,  and  the  deputation  of  that  nation,  goods  to  tiie  vdue  cf 
seven  hundred  dollars,  to  compensate  him  and  them  and  their  attc.id- 
ants  for  the  expense  and  inconvenience  they  may  have  sustuir.cd  bj 
their  respectful  and  friendly  attention  to.  the  president  of  tiio  L'ultwJ 
States  of  America,  and  to  the  request  made  to  tliem  in  his  njmv>  !<> 
permit  the  opening  of  the  road.  And  as  the  persons,  towii:s,  villa^^v.s 
lauds^  hunting-ground,  and  other  rights  and  propcity  oi  the  Clii.  »-• 
sav/s,  as  set  forth  in  the  treaties  cr  stipulations  heretofore  entered  hi:  > 
between  the  contracVmg  parties,  more  especially  i»i  and  b/  a  cerliilc-u 
of  the  president  of  the  United  States  of  America,  under  tlicir  seaKf 
the  fii St  of  July  \7^J\  are  in  the  peace  end  under  the  protccVion  of  \uz 
United  Slates.  '  The  commissioners  of  tlje  U.iited  States  do  hcrwhy

AUTlCi.E  III. 

The  Creek  nation  shall  deliver  sm  soon  as  praelicable  to  the  com- 
niandinij  oflicer  of  the  troops  of  the  United  Slates,  stationed  at  the 
ilock-Landingpn  the  Oconee  river,  all  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
>'hite  inhabjtants  or  negroes,  who  ar  j  no\/  prisoner:^  in  any  part  cf  thp 
said  nation.  And  if  any  L»:v.h  prisoners  or  negroe:*  should  net  be  st> 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  iirst  day  of  June  ensuin;.!;,  the  governor  of 
tis-orgia  may  empower  three  persons  to  rcpiii'  to  the  said  nation,  in 
order  to  claiia aJiJ  rv'^wi.^  such  piiioners  r.nd  negroes.

thence  along  the  si  id  line  iu  a  s'>»uth-\vcst  direeuoa  to  'i'u{,clj  iiver  ; 
thence  to  the  top  of  the  Currahee  n.ouiitain  ;  thence  to  the  head  cr  source 
jaf  the  main  south  branch  of  the  Occnee  riv;:r,  cuILd  the  Appahehee  ; 
thence dovvu  the  midcl  j  of  tho said  maiii  south  branch  and  ri .er  Oconee, 
to  its  coTiduence  with  the  0:ikmulgee,  whicli  form  the  river  Altamaha  ; 
and  thence  down  the  middle  of  the  said  A  Ham  aii  a  to 'the  old  line  on  the 
s*ild  river,  and  thence  along  the  Si.l.i  «dd  line  to  tli :  river  St.  Mary's. 

And  in  order  to  preclude  forever  all  disputes  r:lati,\:ly  to  the  head

inountaii),'thc  same  shall  be  ascertained  by  an  able  surveyor  on  the 
pc.rt  cf  ihe  United  States,  who  shairoe  assisted  by  three  eld  citizens  of 
JLieorgia,  who  may  be  appointed  by  the  governor  cf  the  said  state,  and 
three  old  Creek  chiefs,  lobe  apponited  by  the  said  nation  ;  and  the  said 
purveyor,  citizen^  and  chiefi  lihuil  as:;jiiible  f'jrtuijp:irpo3e,  ontliehrst 
4'^yf  oi"  QcV/^'^i';  ^}^-  thousand  sj.'jia  hundred  a.iil  idnety-ciic,   at  the 
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"Rock-Landing  on  the  said  river  Oconee^  and  thence  proceed  to  ascertain 
^he  said  head  or  source  of  the  main  south  branch  of  the  said  river,  at  the 
place  where  it  shall  be  intersected  by  the  line  aforesaid,  to  be  drawD 
from  the  Currahee  mountain.  And  in  order  that  the  said  boundarf 
shall  be  rendered  distinct  and  well  known,  it  shall  be  marked  by  a  line 
of  felled  trees  at  least  twenty  feet  wide,  and  the  trees  chopped  on  each 
side  from  the  said  Currahee  mountain,  to  the  head  or  source  of  the  said 
main  south  branch  of  the  Oconee  river,  and  thence  down  the  margin  of 
the  said  main  south  branch  and  river  Oconee  for  the  distance  of  twcntf 
miles,  or  as  much  farther  as  may  be  necessary  to  mark  distinftly  the 
•said  boundary.  And  in  order  to  extinguish  forever  all  claims  of  the  Creek 
nation,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  any  of  the  land  lying  to  the  northward  2^ 
eastward  of  the  boundary  herein  described,  it  is  liereby  agreed,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  considerations  heretofore  made  foi*  the  said  land,  that  the 
United  States  will  cause  certain  valuable  Indian  goods  now  in  the  state 
of  Georgia,  to  be  delivered  to  the  said  Creek  nation  ;  and  the  said  Unii- 
ed  States  will  also  cause  the  sum  of  one  thousand  and  five  hundred  dol- 
lars to  be  paid  annually  to  the  said  Creek  nation.  And  the  kings,  chitfs 
and  warriors,  do  hereby  for  themselves  aiid  the  whole  Creek  nation, 
their  helps  and  descendants,  for  the  considerations  abovcmentioned, re- 
lease, quit  claim,  relinquish  and  cede,  all  the  land  to  the  northward  and 
eastward  of  the  boundary  herein  described. 

ARriCLli;     V. 

The  United  Statesisolemnly  guarantee  to  the  Creek  nation,  all  their 
lands  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States  to  the  west  ward  andsouth<> 
ward  of  the  boundary  described  in  the  preceding  article* 

ARTICLE     VI. 

If  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  other  person  not  being  an  In- 
dian, shall  attempt  to  settle  on  any  of  the  Creeks  lands,  such  person 
shall  forfeit  the  protecllon  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Creeks  may 
punibh  him  or  not,  as  they  plei^se. 

ARTICLE    Vn. 

No  citizen  or  inhabitant  of  the  United  States  shall  attempt  to  hunt 
or  destroy  the  game  on  the  Creek  lands :  Nor  shall  any  such  citizen  cr 
inhabitant  go  into  the  Creek  country,  without  a  passport  first  obtained 
from  the  governor  of  some  one  of  the  United  States,  or  the  officer  of 
the  troops  of  the  United  States  commanding  at  the  nearest  militarf 
post  on  the  frontiers,  or  such  other  person  as  the  president  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  may,  from  time  to  time,  authorize  to  grant  the  same. 

ARTICLE  Vlll. 

If  any  Creek  Indian  or  Indians,  or  person  residing  among  them*  of 
who  shall  take  refuge  in  their  nation,  shall  commit  a  robbery  or  ncur- 
der,  or  other  capital  crime,  on  any  of  the  citizens  or  inhabitants  of  the 
Uiiited  States,  tlie  Creek  nation,  or  town,  or  tribe  to  which  such  offiemltr 
or  offenders  may  belong,  shall  be  bound  to  deliver  him  or  them  up,  10 
be  punished  according  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

If  any  citizen  or  inhabitant  of  the  United  States,  or  of  either  of  the 
territorial  districts  of  the  United  States,  shall  go  into  any  town,  set- 
tlement or  territory  belonr^ing  to  the  Creek  nation  of  Indians,  ands'uU 
tliere  commit  any  crime  upon,  qv  trespass  agsunst  tlic  person  or  pio*

pcrty  of  any  peaceable  and  friendly  Indian  or  Indians,  which  if  commit- 
ted within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  state,  or  uithin  the  juribdiciion  oS 
cither  of  tJhe  said  distrids,  against  a  citizen  or  white  inhabitant  there- 
of, would  be  punishable  by  the  laws  of  such  s^tate  or  district,  such  of- 
fender or  offenders  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  punishment,  and  shall 
be  proceeded  against  iu  the  same  manner,  as  if  the  offence  had  been 
committed  %ithin  the  jnvisdiclion  of  the  slate  or  district  to  which  h« 
or  they  may  belong,  against  a  citizen  or  white  inhabitant  thereof. 

ARTICLE  X. 

In  cases  of  violence  on  the  persons  or  property  of  the  individuals 
of  either  party,  neither  retaliation  nor  reprisal  sliall  be  committed  by 
the  other,  until  satisfutlion  shall  have  been  demanded  of  the  party,  oi 
V'hich  the  aggressor  is,  and  shiUl  have  been  refused. 

ARTlCLi:     XI. 

The  Creeks  shall  give  notice  to  tlie  citizens  of  the  United  States  of 
any  designs,  w  hicJi  they  may  know  or  suspect  to  be  formed  in  an/ 
neighboring  tribe,  or  by  any  person  whatever,  against  the  peace  and 
inteie&tsof  the  United  States- 

ARTICLE     XII. 

That  the  Creek  nation  may  be  led  to  a  greater  degree  of  civilizatiott, 
and  to  become  herdsmen  and  cultivators,  instead  of  remaining  in  a 
state  of  hunters,  the  United  States  will  froai  time  to  time  furnish  gra- 
tuitously the  said  nation  with  useful  domestic  animals  and  implements 
of  htlsbandrv.  And  further  to  assist  the  said  nation  ia  so  desirable  a 
pursuit^  and  at  the  same  time  to  establish  a  certain  mode  of  communi- 
cation, the  United  States  will  send  such,  and  so  *hiany  persons  to  reside 
in  said  nation  as  they  may  judge  prop;;r,  and  not  exceeding  four  ia 
number,  who  shall  qualiiy  themselves  to  a6\  as  interpreters.  These 
persons  shall  have  lands  assigned  them  by  the  Creeks  for  cultivation, 
for  themselves  and  their  successors  in  office  \  but  they  shall  be  preclude 
ed  exeixising  any  kind  of  trafHc. 

ARTICLE     XIII. 

All  animosities  for  past  grievances  shall  henceforth  cease  ;  and  tlic 
contra^ing  parties  will  carry  the  foregoing  treaty  into  full  execution,- 
with  all  good  idlh  and  sincerity. 

ARTICLE     XIV. 

This  treaty  shall  take  effc6l  and  be  obligatory  on  the  contra6ling 
parties,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  have  been  ratified  by  the  president  of 
the  United  States,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  of  tlie-

ARTICLE  IV. 

As  soon  as  the  president  of  the  Uiiit;;d  States  has  determined  on  t!if 
time  a:Kl  manner  of  running  the  line  from  the  Currahee  mountain,  to 
the  head  or  source  of  the  mam  south  branch  of  the  Oconee,  and  notifies* 
the  ciiiefs  of  the  Creek  land  of  the  same,  a  suitable  number  of  persons 
on  their  part  shall  attend  to  see  the  same  completed  :  And  if  the  prt- 
sident  should  deem  it  proper,  then  to  fixon'any  place  or  places  adjoin- 
in,^  the  river,  and  on  the  Indian  lands  for  military  or  trading  posts  ; 
the  Creektj  v»]io  attend  there,  will  concur  in  fixing  the  same,  accordinj; 
to  ilic  wihlvcs  of  the  president.  And'to  each  poit,  the  Indians  shall 
UiUicx  a  tract  of  land  of  fi>'e  miles  square,  bordering  one  side  on  the 
river.

Whenever  the  pre  side  at  oi.lhe  U..liwC4  SUl^efi  ol  America^  and  the 


king  of  Spain,  may  deem  it  advisable  to  mark  the  boundaries  which 
separate  their  territories,  the  president  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  thd 
Creek  chiefs,  who  will  furnish  two  principal  chiefs,  and  twenty  huntera 
to  accompany  the  persons  employed  0(1  this  business,  as  hunters  and 
guides  from  the  Choclaw  country,  to  the  head  of  St.  Mary's.  The 
chiefs  shall  receive  each  half  a  dollar  per  day,  and  the  hunters  one 
quarter  of  a  dollar  each  per  day,  and  ammunition,  and  a  reasonable 
value  for  the  meat  delivered  by  them  for  the  use  of  the  persons  on  thit 
service.  ARTICLE    VI. 

The  treaties  of  Hopewell,  between  the  United  States  and  the  Cho6taws 
and  Chickasaws,  and  at  Holston  between  the  Cherokees  and  the  United 
States,  mark  the  boundaries  of  those  tribes  of  Indians.  And  the  Creek 
nation  do  hereby  relinquish  all  claims  to  anj^  part  of  the  territory  in« 
habited  or  claimed  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  in  conformity- 
Vrith  the  said  treaties. 

ARTICLE    VIL 

The  Creek  nation  shall  deliver,  as  soon  as  pradlicabley  to  the  super^^ 
intendant  of  Indian  affairs,  at  such  place  as  he  may  diredl,  all  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  white  inhabitants  and  negroes,  who  are  now  pri«* 
Boners  in  any  part  of  the  said  nation,  agreeable  to  the  treaty  at  New- 
Y6rk,  and  also  all  citizens^  white  inhabitants,  negroes  and  property 
taken  since  the  signing  of  that  treaty.  And  if  any  such  prisoners,  ne» 
g^oes  or  property  should  not  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  January  next,  the  governor  of  Georgia  may  empower  three  persons 
to  repair  to  the  said  nation,  in  order  to  claim  and  receive  such  prison-* 
crs,  negroes  and  property,  under  the  dirc6lion  of  the  president  of  thv 
•United  States.  ARTICLE    VIII. 

In  consideration  of  the  friendly  disposition  of  the  Creek  nation  to< 
wards  the  government  of  the  United  States,  evidenced  by  the  stipula^ 
tions  in  the  present  treaty,  and  particularly  the  leaving  it  in  the  dis-» 
cretionof  the  president  to  establish  trading  or  military  posts  on  their 
lands  ;  the  commissioners  of  the  United  States  on  behalf  of  the  said[ 
states,  give  to  the  said  nation,  goods  to  the  value  of  six  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  stipulate  to  send  to  the  Indian  nation,  two  blacksmiths,  with 
strikers,  to  be  employed  for  the  upper  and  lower  Creeks  with  the  ne- 
cessary tools.  ARTICLE     IX. 

All  animosities  for  past  grievances  shall  henceforth  cease  ;  and  tha 
contradling  parties  will  carry  the  foregoing  treaty  into  full  executioui 
with  all  good  faith  and  sincerity.  Provided  nevertheless^  That  persons  now 
under  arrest,  in  the  state  of  Georgia,  for  a  violation  of  the  treaty  at  New- 
York,  are  not  to  be  included  in  this  amnesty,  but  are  to  abide  the  deci<* 
sion  of  law.  ARTICLE     X. 

This  treaty  shall  take  effe6t  and  be  obligatory  on  the  contra6ling 
parties,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  have  been  ratified  by  the  president  of 
the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.

WHEflEAS,  m  tlie  late  war  between  Great-Britain  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  a  body  of  the  Oneida  and  Tuscorora  and 
the  Stockbridge^  Indians  adhet-ed  faithfully  to  the  United  States,  and 
assisted  them  >\ith  their  warriors  ;  and  in  consequence  of  this  ^her- 
cnceand  assistance,  the  Oneidas  and  Tuscororas,  at  an  unfortunate  pe- 
riod of  the  war,  wcrt  driven  frota  their  homes,  and  their  houses  were 
burnt  and  thtir  property  destroyed  :  And  as  the  United  States  in  the 
time  of  their  distress,  acknowledged  their  obligations  to  these  faithful 
friends,  and  promised  to  reward  them  :  And  the  United  States  being 
tiow  in  a  condition  to  fulfil  the  promises  then  made,  th«  following  articki 
are  stipulated  by  the  respecrliye  parties  for  that  pui^ose ;  to  be  in  force 
uhen  ratified  by  the  President  and  Senates 

ARTICLE  l4 
The  United  States  y\  ill  pay  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  lo  be 
distributed  among  individuals  of  the  Oneida  and  Tuscoi-ora  nations,  as 
a  compensation  for  their  individual  losses  and  services  during  the  late 
var  between  Great-Britain  and  the  United  States.  The  only  man  of  the 
Xau^^hnawaugas  now  remaining  in  the  Oneida  country,  as  well  as  some 
fjvv  very  meritorious  persons  of  the  Stockbridge  Indiansi  will  tic  consi- 
dered in  the  di^itribuiion. 

ARTICLE  IL 
I^or  the  general  accommodation  of  these  Inditin  nations,  residing  in 
the  country  of  the  Oneidas,  the  United  States  will  cause  to  be  erected 
n  complete  grist-mill  and  saw-mill,  in  a  situation  to  serve  the 
present  principal  settlements  of  these  nations.  Or  if  such  one  conve- 
nient situation  cannot  be  found,  then  the  United  States  will  cause  to  be 
ercdlfed  two  stich  grist-mills  an'd  saw-mills,  in  places  where  itisnov 
known  the  proposed  accommodation  may  be  effeeted.  Of  this  the  United 
States  will  judge. 

ARTICLE  IIL 
The  United  States  will  provide^  during  three  years  after  the  milh 
shall  be  completed,  for  the  expense  of  employing  one  or  two  suitable 
persons  to  manage  the  mills,  to  keep  them  in  repair,  to  instruct  some 
young  men  of  the  three  nations  in  the  arts  of  the  niiller  and  sai^cr^  and 
to  provide  teams  and  utensils  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  mills. 

ARTICLE  IVi 
The  United  States  will  pay  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  in 
building  a  convenient  church  at  Oneida,  in  the  -place  of  the  one  wLiich 
was  there  burnt  by  the  enemv,  in  the  late  war.

In  consideration  of  the  above  stipulations  to  be  performed  on  the  part 

of  the  United  States,  tnc  Oneida,  Tuscorora  and  Stockbridge  Indians 

aforbmtntioned,  now  acknowledge  themselves  satisfied,  and  relinquish  all 

other  claims  Qf  compensation  and  rewards  for  their  losses  and  sicrviccs 
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in  the  late  trar.  Excepting  only  the  unsatisfied  claims  of  such  men  of 
the  said  nations  as  bore  commissions  under  the  United  States,  for  any 
arrears  vhich  mar  be  due  to  them  as  ofBcei-s*

ment  of  their  claims  to  ail  lands  within  the  state,  and  the  said  depu- 
ties being  willing  to  accept  tlic  same,  it  is  ^hereupon  granted,  agreed 
and  concludedbetwecn  the  said  deputies  and  the  said  agents,  as  follows :

vided  nevertheUssy  tiviil  the  trail  equal  to  six  miles  square,  reserved  in 
the  sale  made  by  the  commissioners  of  the  I.uid-olTice  of  the  said  state, 
to  Alexander  Macomb,  to  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  (ivdians  of  the 
village  of  St.  Regis,  shall  still  reniiuu  so  reserved.  Thie  said  agents 
do,  for  and  in  the  name  of  ti>e  people  gf  the  a\ate  of  New-York,  grant 
tq  the  said  seven  Rations  or  tribes  of  Indians,  that  the  people  of  the 
state  of  New- York  shall  pay  to  thcui,  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Chaay, 
on  lake  Champlain,  on  the  third  Monday  in  August  next,  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  pounds,  six  shijlings  and 
eight-pence,  and  the  fiirthcr  ^un^  of  two  hundred  and  thirteen  pounds 
•ix  shillings  and  eight-pence,  lawful  money  of  the  sai^l  ?;t.itc,  and  on  the. 
third  Monday  in  August,  yearly,  forever  tiiereafter,  the  like  sum  of  two

ARTICLE    L 

THE  state  of  Georgia  cedes  to  the  United  States,  all  the  right,  title 
and  claim  which  the  said  state  has  to  the  j\irisdl6lion  and  soil  of 
the  lands  situated  within  the  boundaries  of  the  United  States,  south  of 
the  state  of  Tennessee,  and  west  of  a  line  beginning  on  the  western 
bank  of  the  Chatahochie  river,  where  the  same  crosses  the  boundary 
line  between  the  United  States  and  Spain  ;  running  thence  up  tlie 
said  river  Chatahochie,  and  along  the  western  bank  thereof  to  the  great

bend  thereof,  next  above  the  place  where  a  certain  creek  or  river  called 
'^  Uchee,*'  (beings  the  first  considerable  stream  on  the  western  aide, 
above  the  Cussetas  and  Coweta  towns)  empties  into  the  said  Chata- 
hochie  river  ;  thence  in  a  dire6l  line  to  Nickajack,  on  the  Tennessee 
river  ;  then  crossing*  the  said  last  mentioned  river,  and  thence  running 
up  the  said  Tennessee  river,  and  along  the  western  bank  thereof,  to 
the  southern  boundary  line  of  the  state  of  Tennessee  ;  upon  the  fol- 
lowing express  conditions,  and  subject  thereto,  that  is  to  say  : 

^iV**— That  out  oftlie  first  nett  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  lands  thus 
ceded,  which  nett  proceeds  shall  be  estimated  by  deducting  from  the 
C^ross  amount  of  sales  the  expenses  incurred  in  surveying,  and  inci- 
dent to  the  sale,  the  United  States  shall  pay,  at  their  treasury,  one 
xnillion  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  the  state  of  Georgia) 
as  a  consideration  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  said  state  in  rela- 
tion to  the  said  territory  ;  and  that,  for  the  better  securing  as  prompt 
a  payment  of  the  said  sum  as  is  practicable,  a  land-ofiice  for  the  dispo- 
sition of  the  vacant  lands  thus  ceded,  to  which  the  Indian  title  has  been, 
or  may  hereafter  be  extinguished,  shall  bo  opened  within  a  twelve- 
*month  after  the  assent  of  the  state  of  Georgia  to  this  agreement,  as 
hereafter  stated,  shall  have  been  declared* 

S^condly'-^That  all  persons  who,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  <)f  Octo- 
ber, one  thousand  sc^ven  hundred  and  ninety-five,  were  a6tual  settlers 
Tirithin  the  territory  thus   ceded,  shall  be  confirmed  in  all  the  grants 
legally  and  fully  executed  prior  to  that  day,  by  the  former  British  go- 
vernment of  West  Florida,  or  by  the  government  of  Spain,  and  in  the 
claims  which  may  be  derived  from  any  actual   survey  or  settlement 
made  under  the  aCl  of  the  state  of  Georgia,  entitled  '^  An  a6t  for  lay- 
ing out  a  district  of  land  situate  on  the  river  Missisippi,  and  within  the 
bounds  of  this  state,  into  a  county,  to  be  called  Bourbon,"  passed  the 
Bcventh  day  of  February,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-five. 
•     TA/rd/y— That  all  the  lands  ceded  by  this  agreement  to  the  United 
States,  shall,  after  satisfying  the  above-mentioned  payment  of  one  mil- 
lion two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  the  state  of  Georgia,  and 
the  grants  recognized  by  the  preceding  condition  be  considered  as  a 
tommon  fund  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  United  States,  Georgia  in- 
cluded, and  shall  be  faithfully  disposed  of  for  that  pui*pose,  and  for  no 
other  use  or  purpose  whatever  :  Provided,  however,  that  the  United 
States,*  for  the  period  and  until  the  end  of  one  year  after  the  assent  of 
Georgia  to  the  boundary  established  by  this  agreement  shall  have  been 
declared,  may,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  above-men- 
tioned payment  to  the  state  of  Georgia,  nor  with  the  grants  herein  be- 
fore recognized,  dispose  of  or  appropriate  a  portion  of  the  said  lands,  not 
exceeding  five  millions  of  acres,  or  the  proceeds  of  the  said  five  milli- 
ons of  acres,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying,  quiet- 
ing, or  compensating  for  any  claims  other  than  those  hereinbefore  re- 
cognized, which  may  be  made  to  the  said  lands,  or  to  any  part  thereof. 
It  being  fully  understood,  that  if  an  a6t  of  Congress  making  such  dis- 
position or  appropriation  shall  not  be  passed  into  a  law  within  the  above- 
mentioned  period  of  one   year,  the  United  States  shall   not  be  at  li- 
berty thereafter  to  cede  any  part  of  the  said  lands  on  account  of  clainis 
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which^inay  be  laid  to  the  same,  other  than  tliose  recognized  by  the  pre- 
ceding condition,  nor  to  compensate  for  the  same  ;  and  incaseofanj^ 
such  cession  or  compensation,  the  present  cession  of  Georgia  H  the 
Tight  of  soil  over  the  lands  thus  ceded  or  compensated  for,  shall  be  cob* 
sidcred  as  null  and  void,  and  the  lands  thus  ceded  or  compensated  for, 
aJiall  revert  to  the  state  of  Georgia. 

Fourthly — That  the  United  States  shaH,at  their  own  expense^extingnish 
€)r  the  use  of  Georgia,  as  early  as  the  same  can  be  peaceably  obtained 
©n  reasonable  terms,  the  Indian  title  to  the  county  of  Tolassee,  to  the 
lands  left  out  by  the  line  drawn  with  the  Creeks  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  which  had  been  previously  grant- 
ed by  the  state  of  Georgia,  both  which  tracts  had  formerly  been  yielded 
by  the  Indians  ;  and  to  the  lands  within  the  forks  of  Oconee  and  Oak- 
jnulgee  rivers  ;  for  which  several  objects  the  President  of  the  United 
States  has  diredled  that  a  treaty  should  be  immediately  held  with  the 
Creeks  ;  and  that  the  United  States  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  also 
extinguish  the  Indian  title  to  all  the  other  lands  witliin  the  &tate  of 
Georgia* 

Fifthly — That  the  territory  thus  ceded  shall  farm  a  state,  and  be  ad- 
initlcd  as  such  Into  the  Union,  as  soon  as  it  shall  contain  sixty  thou- 
sand Me  inhabitants,  or  at  an  earlier  period  if  Congress  shall  think  it 
expedient,  on  the  same  conditions  and  restriclions,  with  the  same  pri- 
vileges, and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  ordinance  of  CuQ- 
gress  of  the  tliirteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,  for  the  government  of  the  Western  Territory  of  the 
United  States  j  which  oi*dinance  shall,  in  all  its  parts,  extend  to  the 
territory  contained  in  the  present  a6\  of  cession,  that  article  only  «• 
cepted  Vfhich  forbids  slavery, 

ARTICLE     II. 

The  United  States  accept  the  cession  above-onentjoned^  andontha 
conditions  therein  expressed  ;  and  they  cede  to  the  state  of  Georgia 
whatever  claim,  right,  or  title  they  may  have  to  the  jurisdiclion  or 
soil  of  any  lands  lying  within  the  United  States,  and  out  of  the  proper 
boundaries  of  any  other  state,  and  situated  south  of  the  southern  boun- 
daries of  the  states  of  Tennessee,  North-Carolina  and  South-Carolina, 
and  ca^t  cf  the  boundary  line  hereioalxjve  described,  as  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  territory  ceded  byGeorgia  tathe  United  Stat£:s« 

ARTICLE     in. 

The  present  acl  of  cession  and  agreement  shall  be  m  9o\\  force  as 
soon  as  the  }egisln.ture  of  Georgia  shall  have  given  its  assent  to  the 
boundaries  of  this  cession :  Provided  that  the  said  assent  shall  be  given 
within  six  months  after  the  date  of  these  presents,  and  provided  th*t 
Congress  sh:ill  not,  during  the  sanie  period  of  six  months,  repeal  so 
much  of  any  former  law  as  authorizes  this  agreement,  and  renders  it 
binding  and  conclusive  on  the  United  States  :  But  if  either  the  sisscut 
of  Georgia  shall  not  be  thus  given,  or  if  the  law  of  the  United  States

WHEN,  io  the  course  of  human  events,  it  becomes  necessary  foe 
one  peciple  to  dissolve  the  political  bands  which  have  conneOed 
them  with  another,  and  to  assume,  among  the  powers  of  the  eai-th,  tlie  ■ 
separate  and  equal  station  to  which  the  laws  of  nature  and  of  nature^! 
God  entitle  them,  a  decent  respedl  to  the  opinions  of  mankind  requires, 
that  they  should  declare  the  causes  wiiich  impel  them  to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident ;  that  all  men  are  Created 
eq\ial ;  that  they  are  endowed,  by  their  Creator,  with  certain  unaliena- 
ble rights ;  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happi^ 
ness.^— That  to  secure  these  rights,  governments  are  instituted  amdng 
men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed ;  that 
whenever  any  form  of  government  becomes  destruclive  of  these  ends, 
it  is  the  right  of  the  people  to  alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  institute  new 
g'overnment,  laying  its  foundation  on  such  principles,  and  organizingiti 
powers  in  such  form^us  to  them  shall  seem  most  likely  to  eifecl  their 
safety  and  happiness*  Prudence,  indeed,  will  di6late,  that  governments 
long;  established,  should  not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient  causes; 
and  accordingly,  all  experience  hath  shewn,  that  mankind  are  more 
disposed  to  suffer,  while  evils  are  suiferable,  than  to  right  themselves* 
by  abolishing  the  forms  to  which  they  are  accustomed.  But  when  a  long 
train  of  abuses  and  usurpations,  pursuing  invariably  the  same  obje6t, 
evinces  a  design  to  reduce  them  under  absolute  despotism,  it  is  their 
right,  it  is  their  duty,  to  throw  offsuch  government,  and  to  provide  new 
g^uards  for  their  future  security.  Such  has  been  the  patient  sufferance 
of  these  colonies ;  and  such  is  now  the  necessity  which  constrains 
them  to  alter  their  former  systems  of  government*  The  history  of  the 
present  King  of  Greats  Britain,  is  a  history  of  repeated  injuries  and  usur- 
pations, all  having  in  direiEl  obje6l  the  establisiiment  ot*  an  absolute  ty- 
ranny over  these  states.  To  prove  this,  let  fa6ls  be  submitted- to  a 
candid  world. 

He  has  refused  his  assent  to  laws  the  most  wholesome  and  necessarj 
for  the  public  good. 

He  has  forbidden  his  governors  to  pass  laws  of  immediate  and  pres- 
sing importance,  unless  suspended  in  their  operation  till  hio  as- 
sent should  be  obtained  ;  and  when  so  suspended,  he  has  utterly  neg<^ 
leCled  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  laws  for  the  accommodation  of  large 
distri^s  of  people,  unless  those  people  would  relinquish  the  right  of 
representation  in  the  legislature  ;  a  right  inestimable  to  them,  and  for« 
midableto  tyrants  only.  He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at 
places  unusual,  uncomfortable,  and  distant  from  the  depository  of  their 
public  records,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  fatiguing  tliem  into  compliance 
with  hisn^.easures. 

He  has  dissolved  representative  houses  repeatedly,  for  opposing,  with 
manly  firmness,  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the  people. 

He  has  refused  for  a  loiij^  lime,  after  such  dissolutions,  to  causo 
ethers  to  be  elected;  whereby  the  iegL:>i«iiiYe  powers,  incapable  of  autu- 
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hitationy  hav«  returned  to  the  people  ^t  large  for  their  e^cercise ;  the 
state  remaining,  in  the  meantime,  exposed  to  all  the  dangers  of  inva- 
sLan  from  withqut,  ^d  convulsions  i;vi thin. 

He  has  endeavored  to  prevent  the  population  of  these  states  ;  for  that 
purpose  obstrucling  the  laws  for  naturalization  of  foreigners ;  reusing 
to  pass  others  to  encourage  their  migrations  hither,  and  raising  the 
conditions  of  new  appropriations  of  lands* 

He  has  obstru6\ed  the  administration  of  justice^  by  refttsiog  his  as* 
sent  to  laws  for  establishing  judiciary  powers. 

He  has  made  judges  dependant  on  his  will  alone,  for  the  tenure  of 
their  ofhces,  and  the  amount  and  payment  of  their  salaries. 

He  has  ere£led  a  multitude  of  new  ofRces,  and  sent  hither  swarms  of 
officers,  to  harrass  our  people  and  cat  out  their  substance* 

He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  pcace^  standing  armiesy  vithoui 
the  consent  of  our  legislatures. 

He  has  affedled  ta  rendet  the  military  independent  of,  and  superior 
to  the  civil  power. 

He  has  combined  with  others  to  subje6l  us  to  a  jurisdidUon  f<Hieign 
40  our  constitution,  and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws  \  giving  his  as- 
sent to  their  adls  of  pretended  legislation : 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us: 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  trial,  from  punishment  for  any  mur- 
ders which  they  should  commit  on  the  inhabitants  of  these  states  s 

For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world: 

For  imposing  taxes  on  us  without  our  consent : 

For  depriving  us,  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by  jury  : 

For  transporting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended  offences  : 

For  abolishing  the  free  system  of  English  laws  in  a  neighboring  pro* 
Tince,  establishing  therein  an  arbitrary  government,  and  enlaiging 
its  boundaries,  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example  and  fit  instni* 
ment  for  introducing  the  same  absolute  rule  into  these  colonies  : 

For  taking  away  our  charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable  lawsy 
and  altering  fundamentally  the  forms  of  our  governments : 

For  suspending  our  own  legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves  iiH 
Tested  with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever* 

He  has  abdicated  government  here,  by  declaring  us  out  of  his  pro- 
te6lion,  and  waging  war  against  us« 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  coasts,  burnt  our  towns,  and 
destroyed  the  lives  of  our  people. 

He  is,  at  this  time,  transporting  large  armies  of  foreign  mercenaries 
to  complete  the  works  of  death,  desolation,  and  tyranny,  already  begun 
with  circumstances  of  cruelty  and  perfidy,  scarcely  paralleled  in  the 
most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally  unworthy  the  head  of  a  civilized  nation* 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow  citizens,  taken  captive  on  the  high 
seas,  to  bear  arms  against  their  country,  to  become  the  executioners  of 
their  friends  and  brethren,  or  to  fall  themselves  by  their  hands* 

He  has  excited  domestic  insurre6lions  amongst  us,  and  has  endea- 
vored to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers,  the  merciless  Indian 
savages,  whose  known  rule  of  warfare  is  an  undistinguished  destruciioa 
of  all  ages,  sexes  and  conditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppressions^  we  have  j)etitioned  for  fedrcM 
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in  the  most  humble  terms :  Our  repeated  petitions  have  been  answered 
only  by  repeated  inj  ury.  A  prince,  whose  chara6l  er  is  thus  marked  by  eve- 
ry  act  which  may  define  a  tyrant,  is  unfit  to  be  the  ruler  of  a  free  people. 
Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attentions  to  our  British  brethren.  We 
have  warned  them,  from  time  to  time,  of  attempts  by  their  legislature 
to  extend  an  unwarrantable  jurisdiclion  over  us-  We  have  reminded 
Ihcm  of  the  circumstances  of  our  emigration  and  settlement  here.  We, 
have  appealed  to  their  native  justice  and  magnanimity,  and  we  have  con- 
jured them  by  the  ties  of  our  common  kindred,  to  disavow  these  usur* 
pations,  which  would  inevitably  interrupt  our  connections  and  corres- 
pondence. They  too  have  been  deaf  to  the  voice  of  justice  and  of  con- 
sanguinity. We  must,  therefore,  acquiesce  in  the  necessity  which  de- 
nounces our  separation,  and  hold  them,  as  we  hold  the  rest  of  mankind| 
enemies  in  war,'  in  peace,  friends. 

WE,  therefore,  the  representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America^ 
in  general  Congress  assembled^  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge  of  the 
world  for  the  rectitude  of  our  inteuuons,  do,  in  the  name,  and -by  autho- 
rity of  the  good  people  of  these  colonies,  solemnly  publish  and  declare^ 
That  these  United  Colonies  are,  and  of  right  ought  to  be,  Free  and  In- 
dependent States  ;  that  they  are  absolved  from  ajl  allegiance  to  theBri^ 
tish  Crown,  and  that  all  political  connexion  between  them  and  the  state 
of  Great-Britain,  is,  andought  to  be,  totally  dissolved  \  and  that  as  Free 
and  Independent  States,  they  have  full  power  to  levy  war,  conclude 
peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  act^ 
and  things  which  Independent  States  may  of  right  do*  And  for  tho 
support  of  this  declaration,  with  a  firm  reliance  on  the  protedlion  of 
Divine  Providence,  we  mutually  pledge  to  each  other,  our  lives,  out 
fortunes,  and  our  sacred  honor.

ARTICLE     I. 

THE  stile  of  this  confederacy  shall  be,  "  Tmb  UxjrsD  Jrjfis  c/ 

ARTICLE    n. 

Each  state  retains  its  sovereignty,  freedom  and  independence,  and 
every  power,  jurisdi6lion  and  right  which  is  not  by  this  confedeniUoQ 
expressly  delegated  to  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled. 

ARTICLE    in. 

The  said  states  hereby  severally  enter  into  a  firm  league  of  friend- 
ship with  each  other,  for  their  common  defence,  the  security  of  their 
,  liberties,  and  their  mutual  and  general  welfare,  binding  themselves  to 
assist  each  other,  against  all  force  offered  to,  or  attacks  made  upon 
them,  or  any  of  them,  on  account  of  religion,  sovereignty,  trade,  or  aivy 
other  pretence  whatever. 

ARTICLE    IV-        - 

The  better  to  secure  and  perpetuate  mutual  friendship  and  inter- 
course among  the  people  of  the  different  states  in  this  union,  the  free 
inhabitants  of  each  of  these  states,  paupers,  vagabonds,  and  fugili>cs 
from  justice  excepted,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges  and  immuni- 
ties of  free  citizens  in  the  several  states ;  and  the  people  of  each  staii 
shall  have  free  ingress  and  regress  to  and  from  any  oiiier  state,  and 
'shall  enjoy  therein  all  the  privileges  of  trade  and  commerce,  subject  to 
the  same  duties,  impositions  and  restridtions  as  the  inhabitants  there- 
of respe6lively,  provided  that  such  restrictions  shall  not  extend  so  i^ 
as  to  prevent  tiie  removal  of  property  imported  into  any  state,  lo  any 
other  state  of  which  the  owner  is  an  inhabitant ;  provided  also,  iii«it 
no  impositions,  duties  or  restrictions  shall  be  laid  by  any  state,  on  uj 
property  of  the  United  States,  or  either  of  tliem. 

If  any  person  guilty  of,  or  charged  with  treason,  felony,  or  other  hi ^h 
misdemeanor  in  any  state,  shall  flee  from  justice,  and  be  found  in  a:.f 
of  the  United  States,  he  shall  upon  demand  of  the  governor,  or  cxctu- 
tive  power  of  the  state  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up  and  rcmi^*- 
cdto  the  state  having  jurisdi^tiun  of  his  offence. 
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Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  of  these  states,  to  the  re- 
cords, a£ts  and  judicial  proceedings  of  the  courts  and  magistrates  of 
every  other  state« 

ARTICLE    V. 

For  the  more  convenient  management  of  the  general  interests  of  the 
United  Stales,  delegates  shall  be  annually  appointed  in  such  manner 
as  the  legislature  of  each  state  shall  diretil,  to  meet  in  Congress  on  the 
firs!  Monday  in  November,  in  every  year,  with  a  power  reserved  t« 
each  state,  to  recal  its  delegates,  or  any  of  them,  at  any  time  within 
the  year,  and  to  send  others  in  their  stead,  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year. 

No  state  shall  be  represented  in  Congress  by  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  seven  members ;  and  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  being  a  dele- 
gate for  more  than  three  years  in  any  term  of  six  years  ;  nor  shall  any 
person,  being  a  delegate,  be  capable  of  holding  any  ofhce  under  the 
United  States,  for  which  he,  or  any  other  for  his  benefit,  receives  any 
salary,  fees  or  emolument  of  any  lund. 

Each  state  shuil  maintain  its  own  delegates  in  a  meeting  of  the 
states,  and  while  they  Ati  as  members  of  the  committee  of  the  states* 

In  determining  questions  in  the  United  States  in  Congress  assem- 
bled,  each  state  shall  have  one  vote. 

Freedom  of  speech  and  debate  in  Congress  shall  not  be  impeached 
or  questioned  in  any  court  or  place  out  of  Congress ;  and  the  members 
of  Congress  shall  be  protected  in  their  persons  from  arrests  and  im- 
prisonments, during  the  time  of  their  going  to  and  from  i^nd  attend* 
aiice  on  Congress,  except  for  treason,  felony  or  breach  of  the  peace. 

ARTICLE     VL 

No  state,  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  as- 
sembled, shall  send  any  embassy  to,  or  receive  any  embassy  from,  or 
enter  into  any  conference,  agreement,  alliance,  or  treaty,  with  any 
king,  prince,  or  state  ;  nor  shall  any  person  hoMing  any  office  of  pro* 
fit  or  trust  under  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  accept  of  any 
present,  emolument,  office  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever  from  any  king, 
pnnce  or  foreign  state  ;  nor  shall  the  United  States  in  Congress  as- 
sembled, or  any  of  them,  grant  any  title  of  nobility. 

No  two  or  more  states  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  confederation  or 
alliance  whatever  between  them,  without  the  consent  of  the  United 
btates  in  Congress  assembled,  speciiying  accurately  the  purposes  for 
which  the  same  is  to  be  entered  into,  and  how  long  it  shall  continue. 

No  state  shall  lay  any  imposts  or  duties,  which  may  interfere  with 
any  stipulations  in  treaties  entered  into  by  the  United  States  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  with  any  king,  prince  or  state,  in  pursuance  of  any 
treaties  already  proposed  by  Congress,  to  the  courts  of  France  and 
Spain. 

No  vessels  of  war  shall  be  kept  up  in  time  of  peace  by  any  state,  ex« 
cept  such  number  only  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  United 
States  in  Congress  assembled,  for  the  defence  of  such  state,  or  its 
trade  ;  nor  sliall  any  body  of  forces  be  kept  up  by  any  state,  in  time  of 
peace,  except  such  number  only,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  United 
btates,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  be  deemed  requisite  to  garrison 
U>e  (oris  necessary  for  the  deieace  of  .such  state,  j  buteY(^rjr  ftt^e  shal]^ 
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alwa^rs  keep  up  a  well-regulated  and  disciplined  militiaf  suflicieDtlj 
armed  and  accoutred)  and  shall  provide  and  constantly  have  ready  for 
use,  in  public  stores,  a  due  number  of  Bekl  pieces  and  tents,  and  a  pro- 
per quantity  of  arms,  ammunition,  and  camp  equipage. 

No  state  shall  engage  in  any  war  without  the  consent  of  the  United 
States,  in  Congress  assembled,  unless  such  state  be  a6bially  invaded  by 
Enemies,  or  shall  have  received  certain  advice  of  a  resolution  being 
formed  by  some  nation  of  Indians  to  invade  such  state,  and  the  danger 
is  so  imminent  as  not  to  admit  of  a  delay  till  the  United  btates  in  Con- 
gress assembled  can  be  constilted  ;  nor  shall  any  state  grant  conimis- 
sions  to  any  ships  or  vessels  of  war,  nor  letters  of  marque  or  reprisU, 
except  it  be  after  a  declaration  of  war  by  the  United  States  inCongitss 
Assembled,  and  then  only  against  a  kingdom  or  state,  and  the  sub je :1s 
thereof,  against  which,  war  has  been  so  declared,  and  under  suth  re- 
gulations, as  shall  be  established  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  ;:s- 
eembled,  unless  such  state  be  infested  by  pirates,  in  which  case,  ves- 
sels of  war  may  be  iitted  out  for  that  occasion,  and  kept  so  long  ^  tbc 
danger  shall  continue,  oi^,  until  the  United  States  in  Congress  assem- 
bled, «h"all  determine  otherwise. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
When  land  forces  are  raised  by  any  state,  for  the  common  defence, 
all  officers  of,  or  under  the  rank  of  colonel,  shall  be  appointed  by  txic 
legislature  of  each  state  respe6tively,  by  whom  such  forces  shall  be 
raised,  or  in  such  manner  as  such  state  shall  direct :  And  all  vacancies 
shall  be  filled  up  by  the  state  which  first  made  the  appointment. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 
All  charges  of  war,  and  all  other  expenses,  that  shall  be  incurred  for 
the  common  defence  or  general  welfare,  and  allowed  by  the  United 
States  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  a  common  trea- 
Bury,  which  shall  be  supplied  by  the  several  states,  in  prop>ortion  to  the 
value  of  all  land,  within  each  state,  granted  to  or  surveyed  for  any  per- 
son, as  such  land  and  the  buildings  and  improvements  thereon  shall  be 
estimated,  according  to  such  mode  as  the  United  States  in  Congress  as- 
Bembled,  shall  from  time  to  time  dire6l  and  appoint. 

The  taxes  for  paying  that  proportion,  shall  be  laid  and  levied  by  tht 
authority  and  dire6tion  of  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states,  withio 
the  time  agreed  upon  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
The  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  have  the  sole  and 
exclusive  right  and  power  of  determining,  on  peace  and  war,  except  in 
the  cases  mentioned  in  the  sixth  article  ;  of  sending  and  receiving  am- 
bassadors ;  entering  into  treaties  and  alliances,  provided  that  no  treaty 
of  commerce  shall  be  made,  whereby  the  legislative  power  of  the  rc- 
.nptclivc  states  shall  be  restrained  from  imposing  such  imposts  and  du- 
ties on  foreigners  as  their  own  people  arc  subjected  to,  or  from  pro- 
hibiting the  exportation  or  ^importation  of  any  species  of  goods  or 
commodities  whatsoever ;  of  establishing  rules  for  deciding  in  all  cas- 
es, what  captures  on  land  or  water  shall  be  legal,  and  in  what  manner 
prizes  taken  by  land  or  naval  forces  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  divided  or  appropriated  j  of  granting  letters  of  marque  and 
reprisal  in  times  of  peace  ;  appointing  courts  for  the  trial  of  pintpes 
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iind  felonies  committed ion  the  high  seas,  and  establishing  courts  for  re- 
ceiving and  determining  finally  appeals  in  all  cases  of  captures,  pro- 
vided that  no  member  of  Congress  shall  be  appointed  a  judge  of  anj 
of  the  said  Courts. 

The  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  also  be  the  last  re- 
sort on  appeal  in  all  disputes  and  differences  now  subsisting  or  that 
hereafter  may  arise  between  two  or  more  states  concerning  boundary, 
jurisdidlion,  or  any  other  cause  whatever  ;  which  authority  shall  always 
-be  exercised  in  the  manner  following.     Whenever  the  legislative  or  ex- 
ecutive authority  or  lawful  agent  of  any  state  m  controversy  with  anotlier, 
shall  present  a  petition  to  Congress,  stating  tlie  matter  in  question,  and 
praying  for  a  hearing,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  order  of  Con- 
gress to  the  legislative  or  executive  authority  of  the  other  state  in  coiv- 
troversy,  and  a  day  assigned  for  the  appearance  of  the  parties  by  their 
lawfulagents,  who  shall  then  be  directed  to  appoint,  by  joint  consent, 
commissioners  or  judges  to  constitute  a  court  for  hearing  and  deter- 
mining the  matter  in  question  ;  but  if  they  cannot  agree.  Congress  shall 
name  three  persons  out  of  each  of  the  United  States,  and  from  the  list 
of  such  persons,  each  party  shall  alternately  strike  out  one,  the  petition- 
ers beginning,  until  the  number  shall  be  reduced  to  thirteen  ;  and  from 
that  number  not  less  than  seven,  nor  more  than  nine  names,  as  Congress 
shall  diredl,  shall  in  the  presence  of  Congress  be  drawn  out  by  lot : 
And  the  persons  whose  names  shall  be  so  drawn,  or  any  five  of  them, 
shall  be  commissioners  or  judges,  to  hear  and  finally  determine   the 
controversy,  so  always  as  a  major  part  of  the  judges,  who  shall  hear 
the  cause,  shall  agree  in  the  determination  :  And  if  either  party  shall 
neglect  to  attend  at  the  day  appointed,  without  shewing  reasons  which 
Congress  shall  judge  sufficient,  or  being  present,  shall  refuse  to  strike, 
the  Congress  shall  proceed  to  nominate  three  persons  out  of  each  state, 
and  tiie  secretary  of  Congress  shall  strike  in  behalf  of  such  party  ab- 
sent or  refusing  ;  and  the  judgment  and  sentence  of  the  court  to  be  ap- 
pointed, in  the  manner  before  prescribed,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  ; 
and  if  any  of  the  parties  shall  refuse  to  submit  to  the  authority  of  such 
court,  or  to  appear  or  defend  their  claim  or  cause,  the  court  shall  never- 
theless proceed  to  pronounce  sentence  or  judgment,  which  shall  in  like 
manner  be  final  and  decisive;  the  judgment  or  sentence  and  other  proceed- 
in3;s  being  in  either  case  transmitted  to  Congress,  and  lodged  among  the 
txcls  of  Congress,  for  the  security  of  the  parties  concerned :  Provided,  that 
every  commissioner,  before  he  sits  in  judgment,  shall  take  an  oath,  to 
be  administered  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  or  superior  court 
of  the  state,  where  the  cause  shall  be  tried,  ^' well  and  truly  to  hear  and 
determine  the  matter  in  question,  according  to  the  best  of  his  judgment, 
without  favor,   afiection,  or  hope  of  reward :"  Provided  also,  that  no 
state  shall  be  deprived  of  territory  for  the  benefit  of  the  United  States. 
All  controversies  concei'ning  the  private  right  of  soil,  claimed  under 
different  grants  of  two  or  more  states,  whose  jurisdiclions  as  they  ma7 
respedt  such  lands  and  the  states  which  passed  such  grants  are  adjust- 
ed, the  said  grants  or  either  of  them  being  at  the  sanxe  time  claimed 
to  have  originated  antecedent  to  such  settlement  of  jurisdiclion,  shall, 
on  the  petition  of  either  paity  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  be 
Ji&ally  determined!  as  near  as  may  bej  in  the  same  manner  as  is  before 
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prescribed  for  deciding  disputes  respefling  territorial  jurisdafUoa  be- 
tween different  states. 

The  United  States  in  Conc^ress  assembled  shall  also  have  the  sole  and 
exclusive  right  and  power  of  regulating  the  alloy  and  value  of  coIq 
struck  by  tlieir  own  authority,  or  by  that  of  the  respeclive  states;  fix- 
ing the  standard  of  weights  and  measures  throughout  the  United 
States ;  regulating  the  trade  and  managing  all  affairs  with  the  Indiaas 
not  members  of  any  of  the  states  ;  provided  that  the  legislative  right  of 
any  state  within  its  own  limits  be  not  infringed  or  violated  ;  establishinfi: 
and  regulating  post-offices  from  one  state  to  another  throughout  all  the 
United  States,  and  exa6tingsuch  postage  on  the  papers  passing  throu^li 
tlie  same,  as  may  be  requisite  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  saidoficc; 
appointing  all  officers  of  the  land  forces  in  the  sen-ice  of  the  Uniittl 
States,  excepting  regimental  officers  ;  appointing  all  the  officers  of  Uic 
naval  forces,  and  commissioning  all  officers  whatever  in  the  seniccof 
the  United  States ;  making  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of 
the  said  land  and  naval  forces  and  diredling  their  operations* 

The  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  shall  have  authority  to  ip- 
point  a  committee  to  sit  in  the  recess  of  Congress,  to  be  denominated 
**  a  committee  of  the  states,"  and  to  consist  of  one  delegate  fronicach 
state,  and  to  appoint  such  other  committees  and  civil  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  for  managing  the  general  affairs  of  the  United  States,  under 
their  dirc6tion ;  to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside,  proTidt^ 
that  no  person  be  allowed  to  serve  in  the  office  of  president  more  than 
one  year,  in  any  term  of  three  years ;  to  ascertain  the  necessary  sum 
of  money  to  be  raised  for  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  to  appro- 
priate and  apply  the  same  for  defraying  the  public  expenses ;  to  bor- 
row money  or  emit  bills  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  transmit- 
ting every  half  year  to  the  respe6\ive  states,  an  account  of  the  sums  of 
money  so  borrowed  or  emitted ;  to  build  and  equip  a  navy  ;  to  ajru 
upon  the  number  of  land  forces,  and  to  make  requisitions  from  each 
state  for  its  quota,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  white  inhabitar.ta 
in  such  state ;  which  requisition  shall  be  binding,  and  thereupon  trt 
legislature  of  each  state  shall  appoint  the  regimental  officers,  rai»»e  tU 
men,  and  clothe,  arm  and  equip  them  in  a  soldier-like  manner,  at  tl.<; 
expense  of  the  United  States  ;  and  the  officers  and  men  so  cloihcr, 
armed  and  equipped,  shall  march  to  the  place  appointed,  and  viil.iu 
the  time  agreed  on  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled:  But 
if  the  United  Slates  in  Congress  assembled  shall,  on  consideration  cf 
circumstances,  judge  proper  that  any  state  should  not  raise  men,  or 
should  raise  a  smaller  number  than  its  quota,  and  that  any  other  s>t2  •: 
should  raise  a  greater  number  of  men  than  the  quota  thereof,  such  t:»- 
tra  number  shall  be  raised,  officered,  clothed,  armed  and  equipped  n 
the  same  manner  as  the  quota  of  such  state,  unless  the  legislature  cl 
such  state  shall  judge  that  such  extra  number  cannot  be  s^ely  spaivi 
out  of  the  same ;  in  which  case  they  shall  raise,  officer,  clothe,  ann 
and  equip  as  many  of  such  extra  number  as  they  judge  can  be  safely 
spared.  And  the  officers  and  men  so  clothed,  armed  and  eqnippt<l 
shall  march  to  the  place  appointed,  and  within  the  time  agreed  ou  t*}' 
the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled. 
The  United  States  in  Congress  aiiacmbled,  shall  nover  engage  ia  % 
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war,  nor  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  in  time  of  peace,  nor  enter 
into  any  treaties  or  alliances,  nor  coin  money,  nor  regulate  the  value 
thereof,  nor  ascertain  the  sums  and  expenses  necessary  for  the  defence 
and  iirelfare  of  the  United  States  or  any  of  them  ;  nor  emit  bills,  nor 
borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  nor  appropriate  mo- 
ney, nor  agree  upon  the  number  ofvesselsof  wartobebuilt  orpurchas. 
ed,  or  the  number  of  land  or  sea  forces  to  be  raised,  nor  appoint  a  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  army  or  navy,  unless  nine  states  assent  to  the 
same ;  nor  shall  a  question  on  any  other  point,  except  for  adjourning 
from  day  to  day,  be  determined,  unless  by  the  votes  of  a  majority  of 
the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  to 
any  time  within  the  year,  and  to  anyplace  within  the  United  States,  so 
that  no  period  of  adjournment  be  for  a  longer  duration  than  the 
space  of  six  months,  and  shall  publish  the  journal  of  their  proceedings 
monthly,  except  such  parts  thereof  relating  to  treaties,  alliances  or 
military  operations,  as  in  their  judgment  require  secrecy  ;  and  the 
yeas  and  nays  of  the  delegates  of  each  state  on  any  question,  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal,  when  it  is  desired  by  any  delegate  ;  and  the  dc* 
legates  of  a  state  or  any  of  them,  at  his  or  their  request,  shall  be  fur« 
nished  with  a  transcript  of  the  said  journal,  except  such  parts  as  are 
above  excepted,  to  lay  before  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states. 

ARTICLE     X. 

The  committee  of  the  states,  or  any  nine  of  them,  shall  be  authorized 
to  execute,  in  the  recess  of  Congress,  such  of  the  powers  of  Congress, 
as  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  by  the  consent  of  nine 
states,  shall  from  time  to  time  think  expedient  to  vest  them  with  ;  pro- 
Yided  that  no  power  be  delegated  to  the  said  committee,  for  the  exercise 
of  which,  by  the  articles  of  confederation,  the  voice  of  nine  states,  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  assembled,  is  requisite. 

ARTICLE     XL 

Canada  accedingto  this  confederation,  and  joining  in  the  measures 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  admitted  into  and  entitled  to  all  the  ad* 
vantages  of  this  Union  :  But  no  other  colony  shall  be  admitted  into  the 
same,  unless  such  admission  be  agreed  to  bv  nine  states* 

ARTICLE     XIL 

All  bills  of  credit  emitted,  monies  borrowed,  and  debts  contra6ledby 
or  under  the  authority  of  Congress,  before  the  assembling  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  in  pursuance  of  the  present  confederation,  shall  be  deemed 
and  considered  as  a  charge  aguinst  the  United  States,  for  payment  and 
satisfaction  whereof,  the  said  United  States  and  the  public  faith  ar» 
hereby  solemnly  pledged* 

ARTICLE    Xin. 

Every  state  shall  abide  by  the  detenni nations  of  the  United  States  in 
Congress  assembled,  on  all  questions  which  by  this  confederation  are 
submitted  to  them.  And  the  articles  of  this  confederation  shall  be  in- 
violably observed  by  every  state,  and  the  union  shall  be  perpetual  ;  nor 
shall  any  alteration,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  made  in  any  of  them  ; 
unless  such  alteration  be  a2;rcedto  in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
Had  be  afterwards  confirmed  by  the  Legislatures  of  every  state. 
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And  "WHEREAS  it  hath  pleased  the  Great  Govemorofthc  World  t« 
incline  the  hearts  ofthe  legislatures  we  respectively  represent  in  Con- 
gress, to  approve  of,  and  to  authorize  us  to  ratify  the  said  articles  of 
confederation  and  perpetual  union:  Know  ye,  that  we,*  the  under- 
signed delegates,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  to  us  given  for 
that  purpose,  do  by  these  presents,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  our 
respective  constituents,  fully  and  entirely  ratify  and  confirm,  each  and 
every  of  the  said  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual  union,  and  all 
aiid  singular  the  matters  and  things  therein  contained.  And  vc  do 
further  solemnly  plight  and  engage  the  faith  of  our  rcspeCUve  consti- 
tuents, that  they  shall  abide  by  the  determinations  of  the  United  States 
in  Congress  assembled,  on  all  questions  which  by  the  said  confedera- 
tion are  submitted  to  them ;  and  that  the  articles  thereof  shall  be  in- 
violably observed  by  the  states  we  respectively  represent ;  and  that 
the  union  shall  be  perpetual. 

In  Witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  in  Congress. 
Done  at  Philadelphia^  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania^  the  9th  day  of^ulj^iT. 
the  year  of  our  Lordy  1778,  and  in  the  third  year  ofthe  independence  cf 
America* 
The  aforesaid  articles  of  confederation  were  finally  ratified  on  the  fint 
day  of  March,  1781 ;  the  state  of  Maryland  having,  by  their  mem- 
bers in  Congress,  on  that  day  acceded  thereto,  and  completed  the 
same*

^E  it  crddined  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembledy  That  the  said 
territory,  for  the  purposes  of  temporary  government,  be  one  dis- 
tridl ;  subje6\,  however,  to  be  divided  into  two  distri6ls,  as  future  cir- 
cumstances may,  in  the  opinion  of  Congress,  make  it  expedient. 

Be  it  ofdair.edby  the  authority  aforesaidy  That  the  estates  both   of  re- 
sident and  non-resident  proprietors  in  the  saidterritory  dying  intestate, 
shall  descend  to,  and  be  distributed  among  their  children,  and  the  de- 
scendants of  a  deceased  child  in  equal  parts ;  the  descendants  of  a  de- 
ceased childor  grand-child,  to  take  the  share  of  their  deceased  parent 
in  equal  parts  among  them  i  And  where  there  shall  be  np  children  or 
descendants,  then  in  equal  parts  to  the  next  of  kin,  in  equal  degree  ; 
and  among  collaterals,  the  children  of  a  deceased  brother  or  sister  ot 
the  intestate,  shall  have  in  equal  parts  among  them  their  deceased  pa* 
rents  share ;  and  there  shall  in  no  case  be  a  distinclion  between  kin- 
dred of  the  whole  and  half  blood ;  saving  in  all  cases  to  the  widow  oi; 
the  intestate,  lier  third  part  of  the  real  estate  for  life,  and  one  third 
part  of  the  personal  estate  ;  and  this  law  relative  to  descents  and  dow- 
er, shall  remain  in  full  force  until  altered  by  the  legislature  of  the  dis- 
trict.    And  until  the  governor  and  judges  shall  adopt  laws  as  herein- 
after mentioned,  estates  in  the  said  territory  may  be  devised  or  be- 
queathed by  wills  in  writing,  signed  and  sealed  by  him  or  her,  in 
whom  the  estate  may  be  (being  of  full  age)  and  attested  by  three  wit- 
nesses ;  and  real .  estates  may  be  conveyed  by  lease  and  release,  or 
bargain  and  sale,  signed,  sealed,  and  delivered  by  the  person  being  of 
full  age,  in  whom  the  estate  may  be,  and  attested  by  two  witnesses, 
provided  such  wills  be  duly  proved,  and  such  conveyances  be  acknow- 
ledged, or  the  execution  thereof  duly  proved,  and  be  recorded  withia 
one  year  after  proper  magistrates,  courts,  and  registers  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose ;  and  personal  property  may  be  transferred 
by  delivery  ;  saving,  however  to  the  French  and  Canadian  inhabitants, 
and  other  settlers,  of  the  Kaskaskies,  Saint  Vincent's,  and  the  neigh- 
boring villages,  who  have  heretofore  professed  themselves  citizens  of 
Virginia,  their  laws  and  customs  now  in  force  among  them^  relative 
to  the  descent  and  conveyance  of  property. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  there  shall  be  appointed 
from  time  to  time>  by  Congress,  a  governor,  whose  commission  shall 
continue  in  force  for  the  term  of  three  years,  unUss  sooner  revoked  by 
Congress  :  He  shall  reside  in  the  district,  and  have  a  freehold  estate 
therein,  in  one  thousand  acres  of  land,  while  in  the  exercise  of  his 
office. 

There  shall  be  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  Congress  a  secreta- 
ry, whose  commission  shall  continue  in  force  for  four  years,  unless 
sooner  revoked ;  he  shall  reside  in  the  district,  and  have  a  freehold 
estate  therein,  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  while  in  the  exercise  of  his 
office  :  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  and  preserve  the  acts  and  lav  % 
passed  by  the  legislature,  and  the  public  records  of  the  district,  and 
the  proceedings  of  tlie  governor  in  his  executive  department ;  aQ(L 
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transmit  authentic  copies  of  such  a6ls ,  and  proceeding:*,  every  ii:: 
months,  to  the  secretaiy  of  Congress  :  There  shall  also  be  appoinicd 
a  court  to  consist  of  thi'ce  judges,  any  two  of  whom  to  form  a  coHrt. 
who  shall  have  a  common  law  jurisdidUon,  and  itside  in  the  distri<  I, 
and  have  each  therein  a  freehold  estate  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land* 
while  in  the  exercise  of  their  offices  ;  and  their  commissions  shali 
Continue  in  force  during  good  behaviour. 

The  governor  and  judges,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  adopt  aid 
publish  in  tlie  district,  such  laws  cf  the  original  slates,  criminal  and 
civil,  as  may  be  necessary,  and  best  suited  to  the  circumstances  of  the 
distri6l,  and  report  them  to  Congress  from  lime  to  time  ;  which  la^s 
shall  be  in  force  in  tie  district  until  the  organization  of  the  general 
assembly  therein,  unkss  disapproved  of  by  Congress  ;  but  afterward* 
the  legislature  shall  have  authoiity  to  alter  them  as  they  shall  think  £t. 

The  governor  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  commander  in  chief  of  the 
tnilitia,  appoint  and  commission  all  officers  in  the  same,  below  the  rank 
of  general  officers ;  all  general  oluccrs  shall  be  appointed  and  com- 
missioned by  Congress. 

Previous  to  the  organization  of  the  general  assembly,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  such  ma*pstrates  and  ollitr  civil  ofiicers,  in  each  countr 
or  township,  as  lie  shall  find  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  trc 
peace  and  j^ood  order  in  the  same  :  Al\cr  the  general  assembly  shill 
be  qrgaijizcd,  the:  powers  and  duties  of  magistrates  and  other  civil  of- 
ficers shall  he  regulated  and  defined  by  the  said  assembly  ;  but  all  ma- 
gistrates and  other  civil  officers  not  herein  otherwise  directed,  shall. 
during  the  continuance  of  this  temporary  government,  be  appointed 
by  the  governor. 

For  the  prevention  of  crimes  and  injuries,  the  laws  to  be  adopted  or 
made  shall  have  force  in  all  parts  of  the  distri6t,  and  for  the  execution 
of  process,  criminal  and  civil,  the  governor  shall  make  proper  divi- 
sions thereof:  And  he  shall  proceed  from  time  to  time,  as  circuT.v 
stances  may  require,  to  lay  out  the  parts  of  the  distridt  in  which  ihe 
Indian  titles  shall  have  been  extinguished,  into  counties  and  township  » 
Bubjedl  however,  to  such  alterations  as  may  thereafter  be  made  by  u.r 
legislature. 

bo  sooii  as  there  shall  be  five  thousand  free  male  inhabitants,  off.:! 
a^e,  ill  the  distric">,  upon  giving  proof  thereof  to  the  governor,  \U> 
shall  receive  authority,  ^^iLh  time  and  place,  to  cle6l  represcntaiiu* 
from  their  counties  or  townships,  to  represent  them   in    the   gene.l 
assembly  ;  provided  that'for  every  five  hundred  free  male  inhabitai.i  , 
there  shall   be  one  r<.\)resentative,    and  so  on   progressively  ^  it  i  i  ^ 
number  of  free  mjiie  iiihabiitints  shall  the  ri^ht  of  representation  i> 
crease,    until   the  number  of  repre*4eitativc.s  shall  amount  to  twerty- 
live;  after  which  the  nnni!)er  and  proportion  tf  representatives  shall .  i 
regulated  by  the  Itg:  ,Ltare :  Provi -ed  that  no  person  be  cli/io.  •  • 
qualified  to  act  ls  a  rjpi  est  ntalive,  uniebs  he  shall  have  been  u  ci  j  \ 
ofoneof  the  U:  i.^d  iSiutcs  three  ytus  and  be  a  resident  in  the  ^ 
tric\,  or  unlesii  he  sliiill  have  resided  in  the  district  three  year*  ;  ;. 
In  either  case,  shull  likev^  ise  hold  in  his  own  right,  in  fee   simple,  i'. 
hundred  acres  of  land  within  the  same  :   Pro\ided  also,  that  a  I.e. ( - 
in  fifty  acres  of  land  in  the  district,  having  been  a  citizen  of  one  o»  i. 
states,  and  being  resident  in  the  distria,  or  the  like  freehold,  ana  v 
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years  residence  ia  the  district  shall  be  necessary  to  qualify  a  man  as 
^  an  ele6lor  of  a  reprcsenlalivc. 

The  representatives  thus  ele6led,  shall  serrc  for  the  term  of  two 
years ;  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  a  representative,  or  removal  from 
officey  the  governor  shall  issue  a  writ  to  the  county  or  township,  for 
which  he  vtas  a  member^  to  elecl  another  in  his  stead,  to  serve  for  the 
residue  of  the  term. 

The  general  assembly,  or  legislature,  shall  consist  of  the  governor, 
legislative  council,  and  a  house  of  representatives.  The  legislative 
council  shall  consist  of  five  members,  to  continue  in  office  five  years, 
unless  sooner  removed  by  Congress ;  any  three  of  whom  to  be  a  quo- 
rum :  And  the  uiumbcrs  of  the  council  shall  be  nominated  and  ap- 
pointed in  the  following  manner,  to  wit :  As  soon  as  representative? 
shall  be  eleclcd,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  tijne  and  place  for  tliem 
to  meet  together,  and  when  met,  they  shall  nominate  ten  persons,  re- 
sidents in  the  districl,  and  each  possessed  of  a  freehold  in  five  hundred 
acres  of  land,  and  return  their  names  to  Congress  ;  five  of  whom  Con- 
gress shall  appoint  and  commission  to  serve  as  aforesaid ;  and  whenr 
ever  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  council,  by  death  or  removal  from 
otirce,  the  house  of  representatives  shall  nominate  two  persons,  qualifir 
eel  as  aforesaid  for  each  vacancy,  and  return  their  names  to  Congress  j 
one  of  >^ horn,  Congress  shall  appoint  and  commission  for  the  residue 
of  the  term-  And  every  five  years,  four  months  at  least  before  the 
expiration  of  the  time  of  service  of  the  members  of  council,  the  said 
house  shall  nominate  ten  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  and  return 
tUeir  names  to  Congress;  five  of  whom  Congress,  shall  appoint  and 
commission  to  serve  as  members  of  the  council  five  years,  unless 
sooner  removed..  And  the  governor,  legislative  council,  and  house  of 
representatives,  shall  have  authority  to  make  laws,  in  all  cases,  for  the 
good  government  of  the  districl,  not  repugnant  to  the  principles  and . 
uiticles  in  this  ordinance  established  and  declared..  And  all  bills 
having  passed  by  a  majority  in  the  house,  and  by  a  majority  in  the 
council,  shall  be  referred  to  the  governor  for  his  assent ;  but  no  bill  or 
legislative  ac\  whatever,  shall  be  of  any  force  without  his  assent.  The 
governor  shall  have  pov^cr  to  convene,  prorogue  and  dissolve  the 
general  assembly,  when  in  his  opi;iion  it  sjiali  be  expedient. 

The  governor,  judges,  legislative  council,  secretary  and  such  other 
ofPicers  as  Congress  shall  appoint  in  the  district,  shall  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  of  fidelity,  and  of  office  ;  ilu-  governor  before  the  president 
of  Congress,  and  all  other  officers  befo/e  ihe  governor.  As  soon  as  a 
legislature  shall  be  formed  in  the  districl,  the  council  and  house  as- 
sembled, ia  one  room,  shall  have  auiuorit) ,  by  joint  ballot,  to  ele6l  a 
delegate  to  Congress,  who  shall  have  a  seat  in  Congress,  with  a  right 
of  debating,  but  not  of  votinj^-  during  this  temporary  government. 

And  for  extending  the  fundamental  principles  of  civil  ana  religious 
liberty,  which  form  the  basis  v^tiereon  these  republics,  their  laws  and 
constitutions  arc  creeled ;  to  fi)c  and  establish  those  principles  as  the  basis 
of  all  laws,  constitutions  and  governments,  which  forever  hereafter  shall 
be  formed  in  the  said  territory  :  To  provide  also  for  tlve  establishment  of 
states,  and  permanent  govennneut  therein,  and  for  their  admission  to 
XL  share  in  the  federal  councils,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original 
tt^teS)  at  as  early  periods,  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  general  interest ;. 
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It  is  herehy  ordained  and  declared^  by  the  authority  aforeiaid^  Th&t  Ihc 
following  articles  shall  be  considered  as  articles  of  compact  betweea 
'the  original  states,  and  the  people  and  slates  in  the  said  temtoryi  a&d 
forever  remain  mialterable,  unless  by  common  consent,  to  wit : 

ARTICLE    I. 

No  person  demeaning  himself  in  a  peaceable  and  orderly  manner, 
shall  ever  be  molested  on  account  of  hjs  mode  of  worship  or  religiou& 
sentiments,  in  the  said  territory* 

ARTICLE     IL 

The  inhabitants  of  the  said  territory,  shall  always  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  of  the  trial  by  jury  ;  of  a  pro- 
portionate representation  of  the  people  in  the  legislature,  and  of  judi- 
cial proceedings  according  to  the  course  of  the  common  law.  All  per- 
sons shall  be  bailable,  unless  for  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  shall 
be  evident,  or  the  presumption  great.  All  fines  shall  be  moderate  ; 
and  no  cruel  or  unusual  punishments  shall  be  inflicled.  No  man  shall 
be  deprived  of  his  liberty  or  property,  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers, 
or  the  law  of  the  land ;  and  should  the  public  exigencies  make  it  ne- 
cessary,  for  the  comnion  preservation,  to  take  any  person's  property, 
or  to  demand  his  particular  services,  full  compensation  shall  be  made 
for  the  same»  And  in  the  just  preservation  of  rights  and  property,  it 
is  understood  and  declared,  that  no  law  ought  ever  to  be  made,  or  have 
force  in  the  said  territory,  that  shall  in  any  manner  whatever  interfere 
with,  or  affect  private  contra6is  or  engagements,  bona  fide,  and  with- 
out fraud  previously  formed*

Religion,  morality,  and  knowledge,  being  necessary  to  good  govem- 
tnent  and  the  happiness  of  mankind,  schools,  and  the  means  of  educa* 
tion,  shall  forever  be  encouraged.  The  utmost  good  faith  shaO  al- 
ways be  observed  towards  the  Indian^  ;  their  lands  and  property  shall 
never  be  taken  from  them  without  their  consent ;  and  in  their  proper- 
ty, rights  and  liberty,  they  never  shall  be  invaded  or  disturbed,  unless 
in  just  and  lawful  wars  authorized  by  Congress;  but  laws  founded  in 
justice  and  hurnanity,  shall  frorn  time  to  time  be  made,  for  preventing 
wrongs  being  done  to  them,  and  for  preserving  peace  and  fricndsiiip 
with  them.  ARTfCLE  IV. 

The  said  territory,  and  the  states  which  may  be  formed  therein,  shall 
forever  remain  a  part  of  tliis  confederacy  of  the  United  States  of  A* 
raerica,  subjedl  to  the  articles  of  confederation,  and  to  such  alterations 
therein,  as  shall  be  constitutionally  made ;  and  to  all  the  a6ts  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  conformable  there- 
to. The  inhabitants  and  settlers,  in  the  said  territory,  shall  be  subjed 
to  pay  a  part  of  the  federal  debts,  contv'attcd  or  to1)e  contracted,  and  a 
proportional  part  of  the  expenses  of  government,  to  be  apportioned  oa 
them  by  Congress,  according  to  the  same  common  rule  atid  measure^ 
by  which  apportionments  thereof  shall  be  made  pn  the  other  states  ;  and 
the  taxes  for  p^'ing  their  proportion,  shall  be  laid  and  levied  by  the 
authority  and  direction  of  the  legislatures  of  the  district  or  distri6ls  or 
new  states,  as  in  the  original  states,  within  the  time  agreed  upon  by  the 
United  States  in  Congress  assembled.  The  legislatures  of  those  dis* 
trials  or  new  states,  shall  never  interfere  with  the  primary  disposal  of 
Ihe  soi)  by  the  United  States  in  (^ongress  assembled^  nor  with  anf  re« 
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gulalions  Congress  may  find  necessary  for  securing  the  title  in  such 
soil  to  the  bona  fide  purchasers.  No  lax  shall  be  imposed  on  lands  the 
property  of  the  United  States  ;  and  in  ^o  case  shall  non-resident  pro- 
prietors be  taxed  higher  than  residents.  The  navigable  waters  lending 
into  the  Missisippi  and  St.  Lawrence,  and  the  cartying  places  between 
the  same,  shall  be  common  highways,  and  forever  free,  as  well  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  said  territory,  as  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  those  of  any  other  states  that  may  h%  admitted  into  the  confedera- 
cy, without  any  tax,  impost,  or  duty  therefore 

ARTICLE     V. 

There  shall  be  formed  in  the  said  territory,  not  less  than  three,  nof 
more  than  five  states;  and  the  boundaries  of  the  states,  as  soon  as  Vir- 
ginia shall  alter  her  a6l  of  cession,  and  consent  to  the  same,  shall  be- 
come fixed  and  established  fis  follows,  to  wit :  The  western  state  in  the 
said  territory,  shall  be  bounded  by  the  Misf-isippi,  the  Ohio  and  Wa* 
bash  rivers  ;  a  direct  line  drawn  from  the  Wabash  and  Post  Vincents 
due  north  to  the  territorial  line  between  the  United  States  and  Cana- 
da ;  and  by  the  said  territorial  line  to  the  lake  of  the  Woods  and  Mis- 
sisippi. The  middle  state  shall  be  bounded  by  the  said  dire6t  line,  the 
Wabash  from  Post  Vincents  to  the  Ohio ;  by  the  Ohio,  by  a  dire6i  line 
drawn  due  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami,  to  the  said  ter- 
ritorial line,  and  by  the  said  territorial  line.  The  eastern '  state  shall 
be  bounded  by  the  last  mentioned  dire6l  line,  the  Ohio,  Pennsylvaniay 
and  the  said  territorial  line :  Provided  however,  and  it  is  further  under- 
stood and  declared,  that  the  boundaries  of  these  three  states,  shall  be 
Bubje6l  so  far  to  be  altered,  that  if  Congress  shall  hereafter  find  it 
expedient,  they  shall  have  authority  to  form  one  or  two  states  in  that  part 
of  the  said  territory  which  lies  north  of  an  east  and  west  line  drawn 
through  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  lake  Michigan.  And  when- 
ever any  of  the  said  states,  shall  have  sixty  thousand  free  inhabitants 
therein,  such  state  shall  be  admitted,  by  its  delegates,  into  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states,  in  all 
rcspefts  whatever  ;  and  shall  he  at  liberty  to  form  a  permanent  con- 
stitution and  state  government:  Provided  the  constitution  and  govern- 
ment so  to  be  formed,  shall  be  republican,  and  in  conformity  to  the 
principles  contained  in  these  articles ;  and  so  far  as  it  can  be  consistei.t 
with  the  general  interest  of  the  confederacy,  such  admission  shall  be 
allowed  at  an  earlier  period,  and  when  there  may  be  a  less  number  of 
free  inhabitants  in  the  state  than  sixty  tliousand. 

ARTICLE     VL 

There  shall  be  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude  in  the  said 
territory,  otherwise  than  in  punishment  of  crimes,  whereof  the  party 
:>hall  have  been  duly  convicted  :  Provided  alwavs,  that  any  person  es- 
caping into  the  same,  from  whom  labor  or  service  is  lawfully  claimed 
in  any  one  of  the  original  states,  such  fugitive  may  be  lawfully  reclaim- 
ed, and  conveyed  to  the  person  claiming  his  or  her  labor  or  service  as 
aforesaid. 

Done  by  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled^  the  thirte:nth  day  cf 
July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  end  eighty* 
seven  J  and  of  their  sovereignty  and  independence  the  tvfefth.

In  congress,  September  20,  1776. 
RESOLVED, 
That  from  and  after  the  publication  of  the  following  articles,  in  the 
respe6live  armies  of  the  United  States,the  rules  and  articles  by  which 
the  said  armies  have  heretofore  been  governed,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed* 

By  order  of  congress, 

JOHN  HANCOCK,  president. 

SECTION    I. 

A..C..  ,.  That  .„,  o»ce.«.o  SH.„  .„,..e,„„  .H.  .™, 

of  the  united  states,  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  acceptance  of  his  commis- 
sion, subscribe  these  rules  and  regulations. 

Art.  2.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  to  all  officers  and  soldiers,  dili- 
gently to  attend  divine  service.  And  all  officers  who  shall  behave  in- 
decently or  irreverently,  at  any  place  of  divine  worship,  shall,  if  com- 
missioned ofliccrs,  be  brou^lit  before  a  general  court-martial,  there  to 
be  publicly  and  severely  reprimanded  by  the  president ;  if  non-commis- 
sioned officers  or  soldiers,  every  person  so  offending,  shall,  for  his  first 
offence,  forfeit  one-sixth  of  a  dollar^  to  be  dedu6\ed  out  of  his  next  pay  ; 
for  the  second  offence,  he  shall  not  only  forfeit  a  like  sum,  but  be  con- 
fined for  twenty-four  hours ;  and  for  every  like  offence,  shall  suffer  and 
pay  in  like  manner  ;  which  money,  so  forfeited,  shall  be  applied  to  the 
use  of  the  sick  soldiers  of  the  troop  or  company  to  which  the  offender 
belongs* 

Art.,  3.  Whatsoever  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier,  shall  use 
any  prcfane  oath  or  execration,  shall  incur  the  penalties  expressed  in 
the  foregoing  article;  and  if  a  commissioned  officer  be  thus  guilty  of 
profane  cursing  or  swearing,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  Ibr  each  and  eve- 
ry such  offence  two  thirds  of  a  dollar* 

Art.  4.  Every  chaplain,  who  is  commissioned  to  a  regiment,  com- 
pany, troop  or  garrison,  and  shall  absent  himself  from  the  said  regiment, 
company,  troop,  or  garrison  {excepting  in  case  of  sickness,  or  leave  of 
absence)  shall  be  brought  to  a  court-marlial,and  be  fined,not  exceeding 
one  month's  pay,  besides  the  loss  of  his  pay  during  his  absence,  or  be 
dischai'ged,  as  the  said  court-martial  shall  judge  most  proper. 

SECTION     11. 

MUTINY. 

Art.  1.  Whatsoever  officer  or  soldier  shall  presume  to  use  traito- 
rous or  disrespeclful  words  against  the  authority  of  the  United  States  in 
congress  assembled,  or  the  legislature  of  any  of  the  United  States,  iu 
which  he  may  be  quartered ;  if  a  commissicntd  officer  he   shall  be

cashiered ;  if  a.  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier,  he  shall  sulTer  snch 
punishment  as  shall  be  infii6ted  upon  him  by  the  sentence  of  a  coart* 
mtirtial. 

Art.  3*  Any  officer  or  sojdier,  who  shall  behave  himself  with  con- 
tempt or  disrespedl  towards  the  general  or  other  commander  in  chief 
of  the  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  shall  speak  words  tending  to  his 
hurt  or  dishonor,  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  natuire  of  his  offence, 
by  the  judgment  of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  3.  Any  officer  or  soldier,  who  shall  begin,  excite,  cause  or  join 
in  any  mutiny  or  sedition  in  the  troop,  company,  or  regiment  to  which 
he  belongs,  or  in  any  other  troop  or  company  in  the  service  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  or  in  any  party,  post,  detachment,  or  guard,  on  any  pfetence 
whatsoever,  shall  suffer  deat]|(  or  such  other  punishment  as  by  a  court- 
martial  shall  be  inllidcd* 

Art.  4.  Any  officer,  non-commist^ioned  officer,  or  soldier,  who  be- 
ing present  at  any  mutiny  or  sedition,  does  not  use  his  utmost  endeavor 
to  suppress  the  same  ;  or  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  any  intended 
mutiny,  does  not,  without  delay,  give  information  thereof  to  his  com- 
manding officer,  shall  be  punished  by  a  court-martial  with  death,  or 
otherwise,  according  to  tlK  nature  of  the  offence. 

Art.  5.  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  strike  his  superior  officer* 
or  draw  or  shall  lift  up  any  weapon,  or  offer  any  violence  against  him, 
being  in  the  execution  of  his  office,  on  any  pretence  whatsoever,  or  shall 
disobey  any  lawful  command  of  his  superior  officer,  shall  suffer  death, 
or  such  other  punishment  as  shall,  according  to  the  nature  of  his  of- 
fence, be  inflicted  upon  him  by  the  sentence  of  a  court-martial. 

SECTION    III. 
Of  4nlisting  soldiers* 

Art.  1 .  Every  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier,  who  shall  inlist 
himself  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  at  the  time  of  his  so 
inlisling,  or  within  six  days  afterwards,  have  the  articles  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  forces  of  the  United  States  read  to  him,  and  shall,  by  the 
officer. who  inlisted  him,  or  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  troop  or 
company  into  which  he  was  inlisted,  be  taken  before  the  next  justice 
of  the  peace,  or  chief  magistrate  of  any  city  or  town  corporate,  not  be- 
ing an  officer  of  the  army,  or  where  recourse  cannot  be  had  to  the  civil 
magistrate,  before  the  judge  advocate,  and  in  his  presence  shall  take 
the  following  oath,  or  affirmation,  if  conscientiously  scrupulous  about 
faking  an  oath  : 

Isivcar,  or  affirm  [as  the  case  may  be]  to  be  true  to  the  United  Suites 
of  America^  and  to  serve  them  honestly  and  faithfully  against  all  their  ejH' 
mies  or  op  posers  Kvhat  soever^  and  to  ouserve  and  obey  the  orders  of  the  conti- 
nental cojigrcss^  and  the  orders  of  the  generals  and  officers  set  over  me  Ij 
them. 

Which  justice  or  magistrate  is  to  give  the  officer  a  certificate,  signi- 
fying that  the  man  inlisted  did  take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation. 

Art.  2.  After  a  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  shall  have  been 
duly  inlisted  and  sworh;  he  shall  net  be  dismissed  the  scmce  without 
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a  discharge  in  writing ;  and  no  discharge  granted  to  him  shall  be  aU 
lowed  of  as  sufficient,  which  is  not  signed  by  a  field  officer  of  the  regi- 
ment into  which  he  was  inlisted,  or  commanding  officer,  wl^^reno  field 
officer  of  the  regiment  is  in  the  same  state* 

SECTION    IV. 

Musters  and  Furloughs. 

Art.  1.  Every  officer  commanding  a  regiment,  troop  or  company, 
shall,  upon  the  notice  given  to  him  by  the  commissary  of  musters,  or 
from  one  of  his  deputies,  assemble  the  regiment,  troop  or  company, 
under  his  command,  in  the  next  convenient  place  lav  their  being  mus- 
tered. 

Art.  2.  Every  colonel,  or  other  field  officer  commanding  the  regi- 
ment, troop  or  company,  and  adlually  residing  with  it,  may  give  fur- 
loughs to  non<commissioned  officers  and  soldiers,  in  such  numbers,  and 
for  so  long  a  time  as  he  shall  judge  to  be  most  consistent'  with  the 
g^oodofthe  service;  but  no  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  shall 
by  leave  of  his  captain,  or  inferior  officer  commanding  the  troop  or 
company  (his  field  officer  not  being  present)  be  absent  above  twenty 
days  in  six  months,  nor  shall  more  than  two  private  men  be  absent  at 
the  same  time,  from  their  troop  or  company,  excepting  some  extraor- 
dinary occasion  shall  require  it,  of  which  occasion  the  field  officer  pre- 
sent with,  and  commanding  the  regiment,  is  to  be  the  judge. 

Art.  3.  At  every  muster  the  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment^ 
troop  or  company,  there  present,  shall  give  to  the  commissary  certifi 
cates,  signed  by  himself,  signifying  how  long  such  officers,  who  shall  not 
appear  at  the  said  muster,  have  been  absent,  and  the  reason  of  their  ab- 
sence. In  like  manner,  the  ^commanding  officer  of  every  troop  or  com- 
pany, shall  give  certificates,  signifying  the  reasons  of  the  absence  of  the 
non-commissioned  officers  and  private  soldiers ;  which  reasons,  and 
time  of  absence,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  muster-rolls,  opposite  to  the 
names  of  the  respe6live  absent  officers  and  soldiers.  The  said  certifi- 
cates shall,  together  with  the  muster-rolls,  be  remitted  by  the  commis« 
sary  to  the  congress,  as  speedily  as  the  distance  of  place  will  admit. 

Art.  4.  Every  officer  who  shall  be  convi6led,  before  a  general  court- 
martial,  of  having  signed  a  false  certificate,  relating  to  the  absence  of 
either  officer  or  private  soldier,  shall  be  cashiered. 

Art.  5.  Every  officer  who  shall  knowingly  mal^e  a  false  muster  of 
man  or  horse,  and  every  officer  or  commissary,  who  shall  willingly  sign^. 
diredt  or  allow  the  signing  of  the  muster-rolls,  wherein  such  false  muster 
is  contained,  shall,  upon  proof  made  thereof  by  two  witnesses,  before  a 
general  court-martial,  be  cashiered,  and  shall  be  thereby  utterly  disa- 
bled to  have  or  hold  any  office  or  employment  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States. 

Art.  6.  Any  commissary  who  shall  be  conviAed  of  having  taken 
money,  or  any  other  thing  by  way  of  graitfication  on  the  mustering  any 
regiment,  troop  or  company,  or  on  the  signing  the  muster-rolls,  shall 
be  displaced  from  his  office,  and  shall  be  thereby  utterly  disabled  to> 
liave  or  hold  any  office  or  employment  under  the  United  States. 
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Art.  7,  Any  officer  who  shall  presume  to  muster  any  person  as  a 
soldier,  who  is  at  other  times  accustomed  to  wear  a  livery,  or  who  docs 
not  a(flually  do  his  duty  as  a  soldier^  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  baTm^ 
made  a  false  muster,  and  shall  sufier  accordingly. 

SECTION    V. 

Returns. 

Art.  I.  Every  officer  who  shall  knowingly  make  a  false  return  to 
the  congress,  or  any  committee  thereof,  to  the  commander  in  chief  of 
the  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  to  any  his  superior  officer,  autho- 
rized to  call  for  such  returns  of  the  state  of  the  regiment,  trooper  con- 
pany,  or  garrison,  under  his  command ;  or  of  arms,  ammunition,  cloih- 
in|^,  or  other  stores,  thereunto  belonging,  shall,  by  a  court-martialj  be 
cashiered. 

Art.  2.  The  commanding  officer  of  every  regiment,  troop  or  inde* 
pendent  company,  or  garrison,  of  the  United  States,  shall,  in  the  be- 
ginning of  every  month,  remit  to  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  Ace- 
rican  forces,  and  to  the  congress,  an  exa<5t  return  of  the  state  of  t!;: 
rc;;ijueiit,  troop,  independent  company, or  garrison  under  his  coromai.li 
spctcilyinfi^  the  names  of  the  otTicers  not  then  residing  at  their  posts,  a  id 
the  rtrason  for,  and  time  of,  their  absence.  Whoever  shall  be  convkui 
of  having;,  through  neglect  or  desi^^n,  omitted  the  sending  such  rctiinis, 
shall  be  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  his  crime,  by  the  judgmtLt 
of  a  general  court-martial. 

SECTION    VI. 

DesertioTim 

Art.  1.  All  officers  and  soldiers,  who  Having  received  pay,  or  hav- 
ing been  duly  inlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  cod- 
vi(^ted  of  having  deserted  the  same,  shall  suffer  death,  or  such  other 
punishment  as  by  a  court-martial  shall  be  inflicted. 

Art.  2.  Any  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier,  who  shall,  >*u'> 
out  leave  from  his  commanding  officer,  absent  himself  from  his  tr> . 
or  company,  or  from  any  detachment  with  which  he  shall  be  conirnu?  • 
ed,  shall,  upon  being  convicted  thereof,  be  punished  according  to  liu 
nature  of  his  ofil-nce,  at  the  discretion  of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  3.  No  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier,  sHall  inlist  himv: 
in  any  other  regiment,  troop  or  company,  without  a  regular  disc'i^:-'- 
fromthe  regiment,  troop  or  company,  in  which  he  last  served,  on  t  - 
penalty  of  being  reputed  a  deserter,  and  sulTering  accordingh.  yr 
in  case  any  officer  shall  knowingly  receive  and  entertain  such  l*  • 
commissioned  officer  or  soldier,  or  shall  not,  after  his  being  discover 
to  be  a  deserter,  immediately  confine  him  and  give  notice  thereof  to*  . 
corps  in  which  he  last  served,  he,  the  said  officer  so  otiending,  shall  ;♦ 
a  court-martial  be  cashiered. 

Art.  4.  Whatsoever  officer  or  soldier,  shall  be  convi6led  of  ha'i  : 
advised  or  pursuaded  any  other  officer  or  soldier  to  desert  the  senv. 
of  the  United  States,  shall  suftcr  such  punishment  as  shall  be  inflict.- 
upon  him  by  the  sentence  of  a  court-martial. 
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SECTION    VII. 

0/  quarrelling  and  sending  challengesi 

AnT.  1.  No  officer  or  soldier  shall  use  any  reproachful  or  pro vok*" 
ing  speeches  or  gestures  to  another,  upon  pain,  if  an  officer,  of  beintj 
put  in  arrest ;  if  a  soldier,  imprisoned,  and  of  asking  pardon  of  the  par* 
ty  offended,  in  the  presence  of  his  commanding  officer^ 

Art.  2.  No  officer  or  soldier  shall  presume  to  send  a  challenge  td 
any  other  officer  or  soldier,  to  fight  a  duel,  upon  pain,  if  a  commission- 
ed officer,  of  being  cashiered  ;  if  a  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldiery 
of  suffering  corporal  punishment  at  the  discretion  of  a  court-martiaU 

Art.  3,  If  any  commissioned  or  non-commissioned  officer  eom* 
manding  a  guard,  shall  knowingly  and  willingly  suffer  any  person  what* 
soever  to  go  forth  to  fight  a  duel,  he  shall  be  punished  as  a  challenger ; 
a»id  likewise  all  seconds,  promoters,  and  carriers  of  challenges,  in  or- 
der to  duels,  shail  be  deemed  as  principals,  and  be  punished  accordingly* 

Art.  4.  All  officers  of  what  condition  soever,  have  power  to  part  and 
<jucll  all  quarrels,  frays  and  disorders,  though  the  persons  concerned 
sliould  belong  to  another  reeiment,  troop  or  company  ;  and  either  td 
order  officers  into  arrest,  or  non-commissioned  officers  or  soldiers  td 
prison,  till  their  proper  superior  officers  shall  be  acquainted  therewith  ; 
and  whosoever  shall  refuse  to  obey  such  officer  (though  of  an  inferior 
rank)  or  shall  draw  his  sword  upon  him,  shall  be  punished  at  the  dis* 
crction  of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  5.  Whatsoever  officer  or  soldier  shall  upbraid  another  fot* 
refusing  a  challenge,  shall  himself  be  punished  as  a  challenger  ;  and 
all  officers  and  soldiers  are  hereby  discharged  of  any  disgrace  or  opi* 
iiion  of  disadvantage,  which  might  arise  from  their  having  refused  td 
accept  of  challenges,  as  they  will  only  have  a6led  in  obedience  to  thej 
orders  of  congress,  and  done  tiieirduty  as  good  soldiers,  who  subje6l 
themselves  to  discipline. 

SECTION  VIIL 

Suttling, 

Art.   I.  No  suttler  shall  be  permitted  to  sell  any  kind  of  liquors  ot*. 
victuals,  or  to  keep  their  houses  or  shops  open,  for  the  entertainment 
of  soldiers,  after  nine  at  night,  or  before  the  beating  of  the  reveilles,  of 
upon  Sundays,  during  divine  service  or  sermon,  on  the  penalty  of  being 
dismissed  from  all  future  suttling. 

Art.  2.  All  officers  and  soldiers  shall  have  full  liberty  to  bring  intd 
any  of  the  forts  or  garrisons  of  the  United  American  States,  any  quan* 
tity  of  eatable  provisions,  except  where  any  contrails  are  or  shall  be  ens 
tered  into  by  congress,  or  by  theirorder,  for  furnishing  such  provisionsi 
and  with  respedl  only  to  the  species  of  provisions  so  contracted  for* 

Art.  3.  All  officers  commanding  in  the  forts,  barracks,  or  garrisons 
ot  tiie  United  States,  are  hereby  required  to  see  that  the  persons  per«^ 
initted  to  suttle,  shall  supply  the  soldiers  with  good  and  wholesomeS 
|)rovisionB,  at  the  market  pricc^  as  they  shall  be  answerable  for  thfeil^ 

neglect. 
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Art.  4.  No  officers  commanding  in  any  of  the  garrisons,  forts,  cr 
barracks  of  the  United  States,  shall  cither  themselves  exact  cxorl>it*nt 
prices  for  houses  or  stalls  let  out  to  suttlers,  or  shall  connive  at  the  like 
cxadlions  in  othei-s ;  nor  by  their  own  authority,  and  for  tbcir 
private  advantage,  shall  they  lay  any  duty  or  imposition  upon,  or  be 
interested  in  the  sale  of  such  victuals,  liquors,  or  other  necessaries  of 
life,  which  are  brought  into  the  garrison,  fort  or  barracks,  for  the  use 
©f  the  soldiers,  on  the  penalty  of  being  discharged  £i"om  th^  service. 

SECTION     IX. 

Of  good  orderm 

Art.  I.  Every  officer  commanding  in  quarters,  garrisons,  or  on  a 
march,  shall  keep  good  order,  and  to  the  utmost  of  his  power  redress 
all  such  abuses  or  disorders  which  may  be  committed  by  any  officer  or 
soldier  under  his  command  ;  if  upon  complaint  made  to  htm  of  ofitcets 
or  soldiers  beating  or  otherwise  ill-treating  any  person-;  of  disturtinj; 
fairs  or  markets,  or  of  committing  any  kind  of  riots,  to  the  disquieting 
of  the  good  people  of  the  United  States,  he,  the  said  commander,  who 
shivll  refuse  or  omit  to  see  justice  done  on  the  offender  or  offenders, 
aijil  reparation  made  to  the  party  or  parties  injured,  as  far  as  part  of 
the  oftcndeps  pay  shall  enable  him  or  them,  sliall,  upon  proof  thereof, 
be  puiushed  by  a  general  court-martial,  as  if  he  himself  had  commit- 
ted the  crimes  or  disorders  complained  of. 

SECTION    X. 

Of  crimes  punishable  by  laiu» 

Art.  1.  Whenev/er  any  officer  or  soldier  shall  be  accused  of  a  capi- 
tal crime,  or  of  having  used  violence,  or  committed  any  offiencc  against 
the  persons  or  property  of  the  good  people  of  any  of  tlie  united  Amcri- 
caii  states,  such  as  is  punishable  by  the  knowui  laws  of  the  land,  the 
commanding  officer  and  officers  of  every  regiment,  troop  or  party,  to 
which  the  person  or  persons  so  accused  shall  belong,  are  hereby  required, 
upon  application  duly  madeby  or  in  behalf  of  theparty  or  parties  injurtv', 
to  use  his  utmost  endeavors  to  deliver  over  such  accused  person  ur 
pcrhons  to  the  civil  magistrate,  and  likewise  to  be  aiding  and  assisting 
to  the  officers  of  justice  in  apprehending  and  securing  the  person  o. 
persons  so  accused,  in  order  to  bring  them  to  a  trial.  If  any  commas- 
ing  officer  or  officers  shall  wilfully  negle6t,  or  shall  refuse,  upon  tt  t 
application  aforesaid,  to  deliver  over  such  accused  pei^on  or  person^  u 
the  civil  magistrates,  or  to  be  aiding  and  assisting  to  the  officers  vi 
justice,  in  apprehending  such  person  or  persons,  the  officer  or  officers 
so  ofiending  shall  be  cashiered. 

Art.  2.  No  officer  shall  prote6l  any  person  from  his  creditors,  on 
the  pretence  of  his  being  a  soldier,  nor  any  non-commissioned  offirtr 
or  soldier,  who  docs  not  actually  do  all  duties  as  such,  and  no  fanh.r 
than  is  allowed  by  a  resolution  of  congress,  bearing  date  the  26th  n-.' 
of  December  1775:  Any  officer  offending  herein,  being  comic..: 
tliereof  before  a  court-martial,  shall  be  cashiered. 
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SECTION    XL 

Of  redressing  wrongs. 

Art.  I.  If  any  officer  shall  think  himself  to  be  wronged  by  his  co- 
lonel or  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  and  shall,  npon  due 
application  made  to  him,  be  refused  to  be  redressed,  he  may  complain 
to  the  continental  general  commanding  in  the  state  where  such  regi- 
ment shall  be  stationed,  in  order  to  obtain  justice,  who  is  hereby  re- 
quired to  examine  into  the  said  complaint  and  take  proper  measures 
for  redressing  the  wrong  complained  of,  and  transmit  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble to  the  congress  a  true  state  of  such  complaint,  with  the  proceed- 
ings had  thereon. 

Art.  2.  If  any  inferior  officer  or  soldier  shall  think  himself  wrong- 
ed by  his  captain,  or  other  officer  commanding  the  troop  or  company 
to  which  he  belongs,  he  is  to  complain  thereof  to  the  commanding  offi- 
cer of  the  regiment,  who  is  hereby  required  to  summon  a  regimental 
court-martial,  for  the  doing  justice  to  the  complainant ;  from  which 
regimental  court-martial  either  party  may,  if  he  thinks  himself  still 
aggrieved,  appeal  to  a  general  court-martial.  But  if,  upon  a  second 
hearing,  the  appeal  shall  appear  to  be  vexatious  and  groundless,  the 
person  so  appealing  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  tlie  said  ge- 
neral court-martiul. 

SECTION     XII. 

Of  stores,  ammunition,  llfcm 

Art.  1.  Whatsoever  commissioned  officer,  store-keeper,  or  com- 
missary, shall  be  convi6ted  at  a  general  court-martial  of  having  sold 
(without  a  proper  order  for  that  purpose)  embezzled,' misapplied,  or 
wilfully,  or  through  negled,suffercd  any  of  the  provisions,  forage,  arms, 
clothing,  ammunition,  or  other  militaTy  stores,  belonging  to  the  United 
States,  to  be  spoiled  or  damaged,  the  said  officer,  store-keeper  or  com- 
missary so  offending,  shall,  at  his  own  charge,  make  good  the  loss  or 
damage  ;  shall  moreover  forfeit  all  his  pay,  and  be  dismissed  from  the 
service. 

Art.  2.  Whatsoever  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier,  shall  be 
convicled  at  a  regimental  court-martial,  of  having  sold,  or  designedly 
or  through  neglect,  wasted  the  ammunition  delivered  out  to  him  to  be 
employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  Estates,  shall,  if  a  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  be  reduced  to  a  private  centinel,  and  shall  besides  suffer 
corporal  punishment,  in  the  same  manner  as  a  private  centinel  so  of- 
fending, at  the  discretion  of  a  regimental  court-martial. 

Art.  3.  Every  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier,  who  shall  be 
convided  at  a  court-martial,  of  having  sold,  lost,  or  spoiled  through 
neglect,  his  horse,  arms,  clothes,  or  accoutrements,  shall  undergo  such 
Weekly  stoppaj^cti  (not  exceeding  the  half  of  his  pay)  as  a  court-martial 
shall  ju^li^e  suifecit-iit  tor  repairing  the  loss  or  da'mage  ;  and  shall  suffer 
imprisonment,  or  such  other  corporal  punishment  as  his  crinm  shall 
d -serve. 

Art.  4.  Every  officer  who  shall  be  convidled  at  a  court-martial,  of 
having  embezzled  or  misapplied  any  money  with  which  he  may  have  /

been  entrusted  for  the  payment  of  the  men  under  his  coraronnd,  or  fc  r 
inlisting  men  into  the  service  ;  if  a  commissioned  ofi&cer,  shall  be  ca- 
shiered and  compelled  to  refund  the  money  ;  if  a  non-comniissiobcd 
officer,  shall  be  reduced  to  serve  in  the  ranks  as  a  private  soldier,  be 
put  under  stoppages  until  the  money  be  made  good,  and  suffer  such 
corporal  punishment  (not  extending  to  life  or  limb)  as  the  court-mu-- 
tial  shall  think  fit* 

Art.  5.  Every  captain  of  a  troop  or  company  is  charged  with  tl:t 
arms,  accoutrements,  ammunition,  clothing,  or  other  warlike  stores 
belonging  to  the  troop  or  company  under  his  command,  which  he  ii 
to  be  accountable  for  to  his  colonel,  in  case  of  their  being  lost,  spciltd 
or  damaged,  not  by  unavoidable  accidents,  or  on  aclual  service* 

SECTION    XIIL 

Of  Duties  in  Quarters,  in  Garrison^  or  in  the  Field. 

Art,  K  ah  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers,  who  shall  b; 
found  one  mile  from  the  camp,  without  leave  in  writing  from  their  cot.i- 
manding  officer,  shall  sufter  such  punishment  as  shall  be  inilicled  up-jn 
them  by  the  sentence  of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  2.  No  officer  or  soldier  shall  lie  out  of  his  quarters,  garrisnn 
or  camp,  without  leave  from  his  superior  officer,  upon  penalty  of  ht- 
ing  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  hisofience  by  the  sentence  ti 
a  court*martiaK 

Art.  3.  Every  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier,  shall  retire 
to  his  quarters  or  tent,  at  the  beating  of  the  retreat  ;  in  default  el 
which  he  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence,  hy 
the  commanding  officert 

Art.  4.  No  officer,  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier,  shall  fail  of 
repairing,  at  the  time  fixed,  to  tlie  place  of  parade  of  exercise,  or  olhvir 
rendezvous  appointed  by  his  commanding  officer,  if  not  prevented  Iv 
sickness,  or  some  other  evident  necessity  ;  or  shall  go  from  the  sail 
place  of  rendezvous,  or  from  his  guard,  without  leave  from  his  cojv.- 
manding  officer,  before  he  shall  be  regularly  dismissed  or  relieved,  ct» 
the  penalty  of  being  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence  \\ 
the  sentence  of  a  court-mariial. 

Art.  5.  Whatever  commissioned  officer  shallbe  foimd  dnmkonL)* 
guard,  party,  or  other  duty  underarms,  shall  be  casliiered  for  it ;  a^.% 
non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  so  offending,  shall  suffi^r  such  c<»r- 
poral  punishment  as  shall  be  inflidled  by  the  sentence  of  a  cour- 
martial. 

Art.  6.  Whatever  centincl  shall  be  found  sleeping  upon  his  pc^i, 
or  shall  leave  it  before  he  shall  be  regularly  relieved,  shall  suffer  dir^/n 
or  such  other  punishment  as  shall  be  infiided  by  the  sentence  of  a  coui:- 
martial. 

Art.  7.  No  soldier  belonging  to  any  regiment,  troop  or  compaiiv. 
shall  hire  another  to  do  his  duty  for  him,  or  be  excused  from  duty  b  t 
ia  case   of  sickness,  disability,  or  leave    of  absence  ;  and  every  suc'i 
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fioldier  found  guilty  of  hiring  his  duty  as  also  the  party  so  hired  to  do 
anoUirr's  duty,  shall  be  punished  at  the  next  reginaental  court-mar- 
tial. 

Art.  8.  And  every  non-commissioned  officer  conniving  at  such 
hiring  of  duty  aforesaid,  shall  be  reduced  for  it  ;  and  evtry  conimis- 
hioned  oiTiccr,  knowing  and  allowing  of  such  ill  practices  in  the  ser- 
\  ice,  shall  be  punished  by  the  judgment  of  a  general  court-martiiil. 

Art,  9.  Any  person  belonging  to  the  forces  employed  in  the  service 
of  the  United  Slates,  who  by  discharging  of  fire-arms,  drawing  of 
swords,  beatin^^  of  drums,  or  by  any  other  means  whatsoever,  shall  occa- 
sion false  alarms  in  camp,  garrison  or  quarters,  sball  suffer  death,  or 
such  other  punishment  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  gene- 
ral court-martial. 

Art.  10,  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  without  urgent  necessity, 
or  without  the  leave  of  his  superior  ofBcer,  quit  his  platoon  or  division, 
shall  be  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence,  by  the  sen- 
tence of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  1 1.  No  ofiicer  or  soldier  shall  do  violence  to  any  person  who 
brings  provisions  or  other  necessaries  to  the  camp,  garrison  or  quar- 
ters of  the  f>rccs  of  the  United  States,  employed  in  parts  out  of  the 
said  states,  on  pain  of  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  a  court-mar- 
tial shall  dirt:d. 

Art.  12.  Whatsoever  oflricer  or  soldier  shall  misbehave  himself 
before  the  enemy,  or  shamefully  abandon  any  post  committed  to  his 
charge,  or  shall  speak  words  inducing  others  to  do  the  like,  shall  suffer 
death. 

Art.  13.  .Vvhatsoeverofnccr  or  soldier  shall  misbehave  himself  be- 
fore the  enemy,  and  run  away,  or  shamefully  abandon  any  fort,  post  or 
gruard,  which  he  or  they  shall  be  commanded  to  defend,  or  speak  words 
inducing  others  to  do  the  like ;  or  who,  after  viclory,  shall  quit  his 
commanding  ofiicer,  or  post,  to  plunder  and  pillage  ;  every  such  cflcn- 
der,  being  duly  convi6led  thereof,  shall  be  reputed  a  disobey  er  of  mili- 
tary orders  ;  and  shall  suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment,  as  by 
ageneuJ  court-martial  shall  be  inflicted  on  him. 

Art.  1 1.  Any  person  belonging  to  the  forces  of  the  United  States, 
who  shall  cast  away  his  arms  and  ammunition,  shall  suffer  death,  or 
such  otiicr  punishment  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  general 
court-marliiil. 

Art.  15.  Any  person  belonging  to  the  forces  of  the  United  States, 
who  shall  make  known  the  watch-word  to  any  person  who  is  not  enti- 
tled to  receive  it  according  to  the  rules  and  discipline  of  war,  or  shall 
presume  to  give  a  parole  or  watch-word  different  from  what  he  received, 
shall  suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the 
sentence  of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  1 6.  All  officers  and  soldiers  arc  to  behave  themselves  orderly  in 
ouartcrs  and  on  their  march  ;  and  whosoever  siiuU  commit  any  waste 
or  spoil,  either  in  walks  of  trees,  parks,  warrens,  fiiih-ponds,  houses 
or  gardens,  corn-fields,   Inclosures  or  meadows,  cr  shall  iiialiciously 
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destroy  any  property  whatsoever,  belonging  to  the  good  people  of  the 
United  States,  unless  by  order  of  the  then  commander  in  chief  of  iSc 
forces  of  the  said  states,  to  annoy  rebels  or  other  enemies  in  arms 
against  the  said  states,  he  or  they  that  shall  be  found  guilty  of  ofTcnding 
herein,  shall  (besides  such  penalties  as  ihcy  are  liable  to  by  law)  be 
punished  according  to  the  nature  and  degree  of  the  offence,by  the  judg- 
ment of  a  regimental  or  general  court-martial. 

Art.  17.  Whosoever  belonging  to  the  forces  of  the  United  States, 
employed  in  foreign  parts,  shall  force  a  safe-guard,  shall  suffer  death. 

Art.  18.  Whosoever  shall  relieve  the  enemy  with  money,  vic\uals>or 
ammunition,  or  shall  knowingly  harbor  or  prole6\  an  enemy,  shall  suf- 
fer death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  by  a  court-martial  shall  be  iu- 
flided. 

Art.  19.  Whosoever  shall  be  convi6\ed  of  holding  correspondence 
with,  or  giving  intelligence  to  the  enemy,  either  diret\iy  or  indirtctly 
shall  suflcr  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  by  a  court- maitial 
shall  be  inilicled. 

Art.  20.  All  public  stores  taken  in  the  enemy's  camp,  towns,  forts, 
or  magazines,  whether  of  artillery,  ammunition,  clothing,  forage  or 
provisions,  shall  be  secured  for  the  service  of  the  United  States ;  for 
the  neglccfl  of  which  the  commanders  in  chief  arc  to  be  answerable. 

Art.  21.  If  any  officer  or  soldier  shall  leave  his  post  or  colors,  to  go 
in  search  of  plunder,  he  shall,  upon  being  convicted  thereof,  before  a 
general  court-martial,  suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  b j  a 
court-martial  shall  be  infiic-led. 

Art.  22.  If  any  commander  of  any  garrison,  fortress  or  post,  shall 
bo  compelled  by  the  ofucers  or  soldiers  under  his  command,  to  give  up 
to  the  enemy,  or  to  abandon  it,  the  commissioned  oflicers,  non-com- 
missioited  officers,  or  soldiers,  who  shall  be  convicled  of  having  so  of- 
fended, shall  suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  shall  be  inflict- 
ed upon  them  by  the  sentence  of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  23.  All  suttlers  and  retainers  to  the  camp,  and  all  persons 
whatsoever  serving  with  the  armies  of  the  United  Stales,  in  tlie  field, 
though  no  inlisted  boldicrs,  are  to  be  sui>jccl  to  orders,  according  to  the 
rules  and  discipline  of  war. 

Art.  24.  Officers  having  brevetts,  or  commissions  of  a  prior  date 
to  those  of  the  regiment  in  which  they  now  serve,  may  take  place  in 
courts-mailialaiid  on  delachnicnls,  when  composed  of  different  corpb, 
according  to  the  ranks  given  them  in  their  brevetts,  or  dates  of  lacir 
former  commissions  ;  hut  in  the  regiment,  troop,  or  company,  toi>hich 
such  brevttt  oiticers,  and  those  who  have  commissions  of  a  prior  date, 
do  belong,  the^  shall  do  duty,  and  take  rank,  both  on  courts-marliul  and 
on  dcUcl.iiients,  v/hich  shall  be  composed  only  of  their  own  corp>,  ac- 
cording to  the  commissions  by  which  they  are  mustered  in  the  said 
corps. 

Aht.  2i.  If  upon  marclies,  guards,  orinquartersjdifferentcorpssh;*!] 
happen  to  join,  or  c'o  duty  together,  the  eldest  oihcer  by  commis:>ion 
Uieie^  on  duty,  gr  in  (|uaitcrS|  shall  cpmmaiui  the  whole,  uudgi^ecut 
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orders  for  what  is  needful  to  the    service,  regard  being  always  had  to 
the  several  ranks  of  those  corps,  and  the  posts  they  usually  occupy. 

Art.  26.  And  in  like  manner  also,  if  any  regiments,  troops  or  de- 
tachments of  horse  or  foot  shall  happen  to  march  with,  or  be  encamp- 
ed, or  quartered  with  any  bodies  or  detachments  of  other  troops  in  the 
service  of  the  United  Slates,  the  eldest  officer  without  re spe 61  to  corps, 
shall  take  upon  him  the  command  of  the  whole,  and  give  the  necessary 
orders  to  the  service.

SECTION    XV. 

Effects  of  the  dead. 

Art.  1.  When  any  commissioned  officer  shall  happen  to  die,  or  be 
killed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  the  major  of  the  regiment  or 
the  officer  doing  the  major's  duty  in  his  absence,  shall  immediately 
secure  all  his  effedls  or  equipage  then  in  camp  or  quarters  ;  and  shall, 
before  the  next  regimental  court-martial,  make  an  inventory  thereof, 
and  forthv.ith  transmit  the  same  to  the  office  of  the  board  of  war,  to 
the  end  that  his  executors  may,  after  payment  of  his  debts  in  quar-' 
ters,  and  interment,  receive  the  overplus,  if  any  there  be,  to  his  or  their 
use. 

Art.  2.  When  any  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  shall  happen 
to  die,  or  to  be  killed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  the  then  com- 
manding officer  of  the  troop  or  company  shall,  in  the  presence  of  two 
other  commissioned  officers,  take  an  account  of  whatever  eff*e6ls  he 
dies  possessed  of,  above  his  regimental  clothing,  arms,  and  accoutre- 
ments, and  transmit  the  same  to  the  office  of  the  board  of  war ;  which 
said  eff'ecls  are  to  be  accounted  for,  and  paid  to,  the  representative  of 
such  deceased  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier.  And  in  case  any 
of  the  officers,  so  authorized  to  take  care  of  the  effefils  of  dead  officers 
and  soldiers,  should,  before  they  shall  have  accounted  to  their  represen- 
tatives for  the  same,  have  occasion  to  leave  the  regiment,  by  prefer- 
ment or  otherwise,  they  shall,  before  they  be  permitted  to  quit  the 
same,  deposit  in  the  hands  of  the  commanding  officer,  or  of  the  agent 
of  the  regiment,  all  the  effefls  of  such  deceased  non-commissioned 
officers  and  soldiers,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  secured  for,  and 
paid  to,  their  respetlive  representatives. 

SECTION    XVI. 

Artilleryy  Istc, 

Art.  1.  All  officers,  condu6lors,  gunners,  matrosscs,,drivers,  or 
any  other  persons  whatsoeix-r,  receiving  pay  or  hire  in  the  service  of 
the  artillery  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  governed  by  the  aforesaid 
rules  and  aiticks,  and  shall  be  subject  to  be  tried  by  courts-martial, in 
like  manner  wilh  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  other  troops  in  the 
service  of  the  United  Slates.

Ar^t.  2.  For  differences  arising  amongst  themselves,  or  in  matter-; 
rekitin.uj  solely  to  their  own  corps,  the  courts-martial  may  be  composed 
oi'lrteir  own  olViccis ;  but  where  a  number  sufRcient  of  such  ofBcers 
cuniiot  be  asseiiibkd,  or  in  matters  wherein  other  corps  are  interested, 
the  oificcrs  of  anillery  shall  sit  in  courts-martial  with  the  officers  of 
othijr  corpi.,  taking  their  rank  according  to  the  dates  of  their  respec- 
tive comuiiiisions,  and  no  otherwise. 

SECTION    XVII. 

Militia  doing  duty  and  rank* 

Art.  1.  The  officers  and  soldiers  of  any  troops,  whether  minute  men, 
militia,  or  others,  being  mustered  and  in  continental  pay,  shall,  at  all 
times,  and  in  all  places,  when  joined,  or  a6ling  in  conjunction  with  the 
regular  forces  of  the  United  States,  be  governed  by  these  rules  or  ar- 
ticles of  war,  and  shall  be  subject  to  be  tried  by  courts-martial,  in  like 
manner  w  ith  the  officers  and  soldiers  in  the  regular  forces,  save  oriy 
that  such  courts-martial  shall  be  composed  entirely  of  militia  onictrs, 
of  the  stiiuc  provincial  corps  with  the  offender. 

That  such  militia  and  minute  men  as  are  now  in  service,  and  hare. 
hypci»u(ukir  t.onlract  v/ith  their  respective  states,  engaged  to  be  go- 
vcrn<jii,l)y  particulur  rcs^uluLions,  while  in  continental  service,  shall  not 
be  subjcd  to  the  above  articles  of  war. 

Art.  2.  For  the  future,  all  general  officers  and  colonels,  serving  by 
cumnussion,  from  the  authority  of  any  particular  state,  shall,  on  ail 
c'.ctiuhments,  courts-martial,  or  other  duty  wherein  they  may  be  em- 
ployed in  corijuiiCUou  Nviih  the  regular  forces  of  the  United  Mates, 
tiu.vi  rank  next  after  all  generals  and  colonels  serving  by  commissions 
from  congress,  though  the  commissions  of  such  particular  generals  and 
cuioMi:ls  should  be  of  elder  date  :  And  in  like  manner,  lieutenant  colo- 
nels, majors,  captains  and  other  inferior  officers,  serving  by  commission 
fioni  any  particular  state,  shall,  on  all  detachments,  courts-martial,  or 
oiher  duly,  wherein  they  may  be  en» ployed  in  conjunction  with  the 
vcfrular  forces  of  tiie  United  States,  have  rank  next  after  ail  officers  of 
the  like  r^nk  serving  by  commission  from  tlie  congress,  though  \hc 
commissions  of  such  lieutenant  colonels,  majors,  caj)tains,  and  other  in- 
ferior oiiicers,  should  be  of  elder  date  to  thoso  of  the  like  rank  from 
co»i;^rcss. 

S  E  C  T  I  O  N     XVIII. 

Eeiutive  to  the  foregoing  At  tides. 

Art.  1.  The  aforec;oing  articles  are  to  be  read  and  published  once 
in  every  two  months  at  the  head  of  every  regiment,  troop  or  company, 
mr.stered  or  to  be  mustered  in  the  service  of  the  United  Stales,  and 
are  to  i)c  tiuly  observe:!  and  exactly  obeyed, by  all  officers  and  soldieis, 
Wiu>  ctre  or  shall  be  in  the  said  service.

AilT.  3.  No  person  shall  be  sentenced  to  suiter  death,  elccept  in  tliif 
cases  expressly  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  articles  ;  nor  shall  mor6 
than  one  hundred  lashes  be  infii6ted  on  any  offender,  at  the  discretiod 
of  a  court-martiah 

That  everjr  judge  advocate^  or  person  officiating  ai  such,  at  any  g^e^ 
nerad  court-martial,  do,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  transmit,  with  as 
much  expedition  as  the  opportunity  of  time  and  dfstanee  of  pjaee  can 
admit,  the  original  proceedings  and  sentence  of  such  court-martial,to  th4 
secretary  at  war,  which  said  original  proceedings  and  sentence  shall  be

That  the  party  tried  by  any  general  court-martial,  shall  be  efttitledi 
to  a  copy  of  the  sentence  and  proceedings  of  such  court-martial,  upon 
demand  thereof  made  by  himself,  or  by  any  other  person  or  persoxd 
on  his  behalf,  whether  such  sentence  be  approved  tt  uoU 

Art.  4*  T^he  field  officers  of  each  and  every  regiment  are  td  lippoint 
some  suitable  person  belonging  to  such  regiment,  to  receive  all  such 
fines  as  may  arise  within  the  same,  for  any  breach  of  any  of  the  foi*ego« 
ing  articles,  and  shall  dire6t  the  same  to  be  carefully  and  properly  ap« 
plied  to  the  relief  of  such  sick,  woiinded  or  necessitous  soldiers  as  be^ 
long  to  such  regiment ;  aiid  such  person  shall  account  with  such  efficcf 
for  all  fines  received,  and  the  application  thereof^ 

Art.  j.  All  crimed  not  capital,  and  all  disorders  ahd  negledls  tirMcll 
officers  and  soldiers  may  be  guilty  of,  to  the  prejudice  of  good  order  and 
rnilitary  discipline,  though  not  niehtioned  in  the  above  articles  of  ^ar^- 
are  to  be  taken  cognizance  of  by  a  general  or  regimental  court-mar  tialf 
according  to  the  nature  and  degree  of  the  offenee,  and  be  punished  at 
their  discretion* 

Art.  6.  That  the  general  and  commander  in  chief  fbf  thfr  tiirie  be* 
ing,  shall  have  fnll  power  of  pardoning  or  mitigating  any  of  the  pun-* 
ishments  ordered  to  be  inflidled,  for  any  of  the  offences  mentioned  lit 
the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  for  the  better  government  of  the  troopsr 
f  aised  aiTd  tcrbe  raised,  afid  kept  in  pay  by,  and  at  the  expense  of  thd 
United  States  of  America,  the  fourth  article  resolved  in  congress  th^

Art.  7.  That  a  general  officer,  commanding  in  a  Separate  depaft' 
Tnent,be  empowered  to  grant  pardons  to,  or  order  execution  of,  person^ 
cbndemned  to  suffer  death  by  general  courts-martialy  without  being 
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obliged   to  report  the  matter  to  congress,  or  the  commander  in 
XPassedJune  18,  1777.) 

In  CoNGMBSSy  August  ^1,    1776. 

Besohed,  That  the  fonowing  resolution  be  printed  at  the  end  of  the 
rules  and  articles  of  war,  viz. 

That  all  persons  not  members  of,  nor  owing  allegiance  to  any  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  as  described  in  a  resolution  of  congress, 
of  the  twenty-fourth  of  June  last,  who  shall  be  found  lurking  as  spieS| 
in  or  about  the  fortifications  or  encampments  of  the  armies  of  the 
United  States,  or  any  of  them,  shall  suffer  death,  accoi*ding  to  the  law 
and  usage  of  nations,  by  senttnce  of  a  court-martial,  or  such  otherpun- 
ishment  as  such  court-martial  shall  dire6l.

In  CovcRESSy  May  31,   1786. 

Congress  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  committee^ 
to  whom  was  referred  a  report  of  the  secretary  at  war,  on  the  articles 
of  war  and  courts-martial,  and  thereupon  came  to  the  following  reso- 
lutions : 

Whereas  crimes  may  be  committed  by  officers  and  soldiers^  serving 
with  small  detachments  of  the  forces  of  the  United  States,  and  where 
there  niay  not  be  a  sufficient  number  of  officers  to  hold  a  general  court- 
martial,  according  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  in  consequence  of 
which  criminals  may  escape  punishment,  to  the  great  injury  of  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  troops,  and  the  public  service  : 

Resolved^  That  the  fourteenth  se6ion  of  the  rules  and  articlesfor  the 
better  government  of  the  troops  of  the  United  States,  and  such  other 
articles  as  relate  to  the  holding  of  coui ts-martial,  and  the  confirmation 
of  the  sentences  thereof,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

Resolvedy  That  the  following  rules  and  articles  for  the  administration 
of  justice,  and  the  holding  of  courts-martial,  and  the  confirmation  of  the 
sentences  thereof,  be  duly  observed,  and  exa6lly  obeyed  by  all  officers 
and  soldiers,  who  are,  or  shrill  be  in  the  armies  of  the  United  States. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  JUSTICE. 

Art.  I.  General  courts-martial  may  consist  of  any  number  of  com- 
fnissioned  officers  from  five  to  thirteen  inclusively  ;  but  they  shall  not 
consist  of  less  than  thirteen  where  that  number  can  be  convened  with- 
out manifest  injury  to  the  service. 

Art.  2.  General  courts-martial  shall  be  ordered,  as  often  as  the 
cases  may  require,  by  tJie  general,  or  officer  commanding  the  troops 
ISutno  sentence  of  a  court-martial  shall  be  carried  into  execution^  until 
after  the  whole  proceedings  shall  have  been  laid  before  the  said  general^ 
cr  officer  commanding  the  troops  for  the  time  being ;  neither  shall 
any  bcntence  of  a  general  court-martial  in  time  of  peace,  extending  lo 
l^e  loss  of  life^  the  dismission  of  a  commissioned  offitcer,  or  wfaicb 
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shall  either  in  time  of  peace  or  war,  respedt  a  general  officer^  htf  carried 
into  execution)  until  after  the  whole  proceedings  shall  have  beefl 
transmitted  to  the  secretary  at  war,  to  be  laid  before  congress  for  tlicir 
confirmation  or  disapproval,  and  their  orders  on  the  case*  All  othef 
sentences  may  be  confirmed  and  executed  by  the  officer  ordering  the 
court  to  assemble,  or  the  commanding  officer  for  the  time  being,  as  th^ 
case  may  b^. 

Art.  3.  Evcfry  officer  commanding  a  regiment  or  corps,  may  ap- 
point of  his  own  regiment  or  corps,  courts-martial,  to  consist  of  three 
commissioned  officers,  for  the  trial  of  offences,  not  capital,  and  the  in- 
fiidling  corporal  punishments,  and  decide  upon  their  sentences*  For 
the  same  purpose,  all  officers  commanding  any  of  the  garrisons,  forts, 
barracks,  or  other  place,  where  the  troops  consist  of  clitTerent  corps> 
may  assemble  courts-martial,  to  consist  of  three  commissioned  officers^ 
and  decide  upon  their  sentences. 

Art.  4.  No  garrison  or  regimental  court-martial  shalj  have  the  pow- 
er to  try  capital  cases,  or  commissioned  officers  ;  neither  shall  they  in- 
flict a  fine  exceeding  one  month's  pay,  nor  imprison,  nor  put  to  hard 
labor,  any  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier,  for  a  longer  time  than 
one  month* 

Art.  5.  The  members' of  all  cOurts-martial  shall,  when  belong- 
ing to  diffisrent  corps,  take  the  same  rank  in  court,  which  they  hold 
in  the  army.  But  when  courts-martial  shall  be  composed  of  officers 
of  one  corps,they  shall  take  rank  according  to  the  commissions  by  which 
they  are  mustered  in  the  said  corps. 

Art.  6.  The  judge  advocate,  or  some  person  deputed  by  him,  or  by 
the  general,  or  officer  commanding  the  army,  detachment  or  garrison, 
shall  prosecute  in  the  name  of  the  United  States  of  America;  but  shall 
so  far  consider  himself  as  council  for  the  prisoner,after  the  said  prison- 
er shall  have  made  his  plea,  as  to  object  to  any  leading  question  to  any 
of  the  witnesses,  or  any  question  to  the  prisoner,  the  answer  to  which 
might  tend  to  criminate  himself:  And  administer  to  each  member  the 
following  oaths,  which  shall  also  be  taken  by  all  members  of  regi- 
mental and  garrison  courts-martial. 

"  You  shall  well  and  truly  try  and  determine^  according  to  evidence j  the 
matter  now  before  you^  between  the  United  States  of  America^  and  the priso^ 
ner  to  be  tried.     So  help  you  God*** 

*'  Tou  A.  B.  do  fwear^  that  you  will  duly  administer  justice^  according  to 
the  rules  and  articles  for  the  better  government  of  the  farces  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  without  partiality^  favor  or  affection  ;  and  if  any  doubt 
shall  arise  f  which  is  not  explained  by  said  art  ides  j  according  to  your  eon^ 
science^  the  best  of  your  understandings  and  the  custom  of  war  in  the  like 
cases  :  And  you  do  further  swear  y  that  you  will  not  divulge  the  sentence  of 
the  court  until  it  shall  be  published  by  the  commanding  officer.  Neither  will 
yoUy  upon  any  account^  at  any  time  whatsoever^  disclose  or  discover  the  vote  or 
opinion  of  any  particular  member  of  the  court-mart ialy  unless  required  to  give 
euidaice  thereof  as  a  witness  j  by  a  court  of  justice  j  in  a  due  course  of  laWm 
So  help  you  God*** 
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And  Ins  soon  as  the  said  oaths  shall  hajre  been  administered  totit# 
I*espe6ive  members^  the  president  of  the  court  shall  adminiater  to  the 
Judge  advocate^  or  person  officiating  as  such^  an  oath  in  the  fi^owlng

Art*  1 1.  No  officer  shall  be  tried  but  by  a  general  court-martial, 
nor  by  officers  of  an  inferior  rank,  if  it  can  be  avoided.

Art«  ISL  No  commissioned  officer  shall  be  cashiered,  or  dismissed 
from  the  service,  e3(cepting  by  order  of  congress,  or  by  ihe  sentence 
of  a  general  court-martial  $  and  no  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier 
shall  be  discharged  the  service,  but  by  the  order  of  congress,  the  se^ 
cretary  at  war,  the  commander  in  chief,  or  commanding  officer  of  a 
department,  or  by  the  sentence  of  a  general  court-pi(ii*ti^* 

Art.  14,  Whenever  any  officer  shall  be  charged  with  a  Cfimc,  h^ 
shall  be  arrested  and  confined  to  his  barracks,  quarters  or  tent,  and 
deprived  of  his  sword  by  his  commanding  officer.  And  any  officer 
who  shall  leave  his  confinement  before  he  shall  be  set  at  liberty  by  his 
C^Qninianding  officer,  or  by  a  superior  powers  shall  b^  cashiered  for  \U 
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Kvif*  15*  Non-commissiDncd  officers  and  s6ldiers,  who-  shall  be 
charged  with  criinea«  shall  be  imprisoned,  until  they  shall  be  tried  by 
n  Court-martial,  or  released  by  proper  authority. 

Art.  16#  No  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  be  put  in  arrest  or  impri* 
nonment,  shall  continue  in  his  confinement  more  than  eight  days,  or 
imtil  such  time  as  a  court-martial  can  be  assembled* 

Art.  17.  No  officer  commanding  a  guard,  or  provost*martial,  shall 
refuse  to  receive,  or  keep  any  prisoner  committed  to  his  charge,  by 
fcny  officer  belonging  to  the  forces  of  the  United  States  ;  provided  the 
officer  committing  shall,  at  the  same  time,  deliver  an  account  in  wri«» 
ting,  signed  by  himself^  of  the  crime  with  which  the  said  prisoner  is 
charged. 

Art.  18.  No  officer  commanding  a  guard,  or  provost-martial,  shall 
presume  to  release  any  person  committed  to  his  charge,  without  pro« 
per  authority  for  so  doing  ;  nor  shall  he  suffer  any  person  to  escape,  on 
the  penalty  of  being  punished  for  it  by  the  sentence  of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  19,  Every  officer  pr  provost-martial,  to  whose  charge  prisoners 
shall  be  committed,  shall  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  conimit* 
inent>  or  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  relieved  from  his  guard,  make  report  in 
writing,to  the  commander  in  chief,or  commanding  officer,of  their  names^ 
their  crimes,  and  the  names  of  the  officers  who  committed  them,  on  the 
penalty  of  his  being  punished  for  disobedience  or  neglecl,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  20,  Whatever  commissioned  officer  shall  be  convi6led  before 
9^  general  court-martial,  of  behaving  in  a  scandalous  and  infamous  man« 
ner,  such  as  is  unbecoming  an  officer  and  a  gentleman,  shall  be  dis- 
missed the  service. 

Art,  21.  In  cases  where  a  court-martial  may  think  it  proper  to  sen- 
tence a  commissioned  officer  to  be  suspended  from  command,  they  shall 
have  power  also  to  suspend  his  pay  and  emoluments  for  the  same  time, 
According  to  the  nature  and  heinousness  of  the  offence. 

Art.  22.  In  all  cases  where  a  commissioned  officer  is  cashiered  for 
cowardice,  or  fraud,  it  shall  be  added  in  the  sentence,  that  the  crime, 
n^me,  place  of  abode  and  punishment  of  the  delinquent  be  published 
in  the  newspapers  in  and  about  camp,  and  of  the  particular  state  from 
which  the  offender  came,  or  usually  resides;  after  which  it  shall  be 
deemed  scandalous  for  any  officer  to  associate  with  him. 

Art.  23.  The  commanding  officer  of  any  post  or  detachment,  in 
-which  there  shall  not  be  a  number  of  officers  adequate  to  form  a  gene- 
ral court-martial,  shall  in  cases  which  require  the  cognizance  of  such 
a  court,  report  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  department,  who  shall 
order  a  court  to  be  assembled  at  the  nearest  post  or  detachment,  and 
tlie  party  accused,  with  the  necessary  witnesses,  to  be  transported  to  the 
place  where  the  said  court  shall  be  assembled. 

Art.  24.  No  person  shall  be  sentenced  to  suffer  dea\h,  except  in  tho 
cases  expressly  mentioned  in  the  aforegoing  articles  ;  nor  shall  mort 
than  one  hundred  lashes  be  iufli6led  on  any  offender,  at  the  discretion 
•f  1^  court-martialf 
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IB  very  judge  advocate,  or  person  officiating  as  such,  at  any  geoferal 
court-martial}  shall  transmit,  with  as  much  expedition  as  the  oppor* 
tunity  of  time  and  distance  of  place  can  admit,  the  original  proceedings 
and  sentence  of  such  court-martialf  to  the  seci*etary  at  war,  which  said 
original  proceedings  and  sentence'.shall  be  carefully  kept  and  preserved 
in  the  office  of  the  said  seieretary,  to  the  end,  that  persons  entitled 
thereto,  may  be  enabled,  upon  application  to  the  said  office,  to  obtain 
copies  thereof. 

The  party  tried  by  any  general  court-martial,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
c»py  of  the  sentence  and  proceedings  of  such  court-martial  after  a  de- 
cision on  the  sentence,  upon  demand  thereof  made  by  himself,  or  by 
any  person  or  persons  in  his  behalf,  whether  such  sentence  be  approv- 
ed or  not. 

Art.  25.  In  such  cases  where  the  general,  or  commanding  officer 
may  think  proper  to  order  a  court  of  inquiry,  to  examine  into  the  na- 
ture of  any  transadlion,  accusation  or  imputation  agunst  any  officer  or 
soldier,  the  said  court  shall  be  conducted  conformably  to  the  following 
regulations :  It  may  consist  of  one  or  more  officers,  not  exceeding 
three,  with  the  judge  advocate,  or  a  suitable  person  as  a  recorder,  to 
reduce  the  proceedings  and  evidences  to  writing,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duty.     This  court  shall  have 
the  same  power  to  summon  witnesses  as  a  court-martial,  and  to  exam- 
ine them  on  oath.     But  they  shall  not  g^ve  their  opinion  on  the  merits 
of  the  case,  excepting  they  shall   be  thereto  specially  required.     The 
parties  accused  shall  also   be  permitted  to  cross  examine  and  interro- 
gate   the  witnesses,  so  as  to   investigate    fully  the  circumstances  in 
question. 

Aar.  26.  The  proceedings  of  a  court  of  inquiry  must  be  autbcDti- 
cated  by  the  signature  of  the  recorder,  and  the  president,  and  delivered 
to  the  commanding  officer ;  and  the  said  proceedings  may  be  admitted 
as  evidence,  by  a  court-martial,  in  cases  not  capital  or  extending  to  the 
dismission  of  an  officer ;  provided  that  the  circumstances  are  such,  that 
oral  testimony  cannot  be  obtained.  But  as  courts  of  inquiry  may  be 
perverted  to  dishonorable  purposes,  and  may  be  considered  as  en- 
gines of  desti'uQion  to  military  merit,  in  the  hands  of  weak,  and  envi- 
ous commandants,  they  are  hereby  prohibited,  unless  demanded  by 
the  accused. 

Art.  2r.  The  judge  advocate,  or  the  recorder,  shall  administer  to 
the  members  the  following  oath  : 

^^  You  shall  well  and  truly  examine  and  inquire^  according  to  your  evidence^ 
into  the  matter  now  before you^  ^without  favor  or  affection*  So  help  you 
God.*' 

After  which  the  president  shall  adn^inister  to  the  judge  advocate,  or 
recorder,  the  following  oath : 

"  Tou  A.  B.  do  swear^  that  you  willy  according  to  your  best  abilities^  cr- 
curately  and  impartially  record  the  proceedings  of  the  court,  and  the  evidences 
to  be  given  in  the  $as€  in  hearing*     So  help  you  God.'* 

The  witnesses  shall  take  the  same  oath  as  is  dire£led  to  be  admin- 
istered to  witnesses  sworn  before  a  court-martial. 
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RxsoLTS»,  That  when  any  desertioa  shall  happen  from  the  troops 
of  the  United  States,  the  officer  commanding  the  regiment  or  corps  to 
which  the  deserters  belonged,  shall  be  responsible,  that  an  immediate 
report  of  the  same  be  made  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  forces  of 
the  United  States  present. 

Rksolved,  That  the  commanding  officer  of  any  of  the  forces  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  shall,  upon  report  made  to  him  of  any  de<* 
sertions  in  the  troops  under  his  orders,  cause  the  most  immediate  and ' 
vigorous  search  to  be  made  after  the  deserter  or  deserters,  which  may 
be  conducted  by  a  commissioned  or  non-commisioned  officer,  as  the 
case  shall  require :  That  if  such  search  should  prove  ineffe6tual,  the 
officer  commanding  the  regiment  or  corps  to  which  the  deserter  or 
deserters  belonged,  shall  insert  in  the  nearest  gazette,  or  newspaper,  an 
advertisement,  descriptive  of  the  deserter  or  deserters,  and  offering  a 
reward,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  for  each  deserter  who  shall  be  ap- 
prehended and  secured  in  any  of  the  gaols  of  the  neighboring  states* 
That  the  charges  of  advertising  deserters,  the  reasonable  extra  expen* 
aes  incurred  by  the  person  condu6ling  the  pursuit^  and  the  reward, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  secretary  at  war,  on  the  certificate  of  the  com<< 
manding  officer  of  the  troops*
